Tnat  errors  have  occurred  in  so  great  a  number  of  names,  dates,  and  state- 
ments is  probable,  and  that  names  have  been  omitted  which  should  have 
been  inserted  is  quite  certain.  We  can  only  say  that  we  have  exercised 
more  than  ordinary  diligence  and  care  in  this  difficult  and  complicated  feature 
of  bookmaking.  Of  such  as  feel  aggrieved  in  consequence  of  errors  or 
omissions  we  beg  pardon,  and  ask  the  indulgence  of  the  reader  in  noting  such 
as  have  been  observed  in  the  subsequent  reading  of  the  ])roofs,  and  which 
are  found  corrected  in  the  "  Errata"  at  the  close  of  this  volume. 

It  was  designed  to  give  a  brief  account  of  all  the  churches  and  other 
societies  in  the  county,  but  owing  in  some  cases  to  the  negligence  of  those 
who  were  able  to  give  the  necessary  information,  and  in  others  to  the  ina- 
bility of  an}'  one  to  do  so.,  we  have  been  obliged  to  omit  special  notices  of  a 
few. 

We  would  suggest  that  our  patrons  observe  and  become  familiar  with  the  ex- 
planat'ons  at  the  commencement  of  the  r)irectory,  on  page  3,  Fart  Second. 
The  names  it  embraces,  and  the  information  connected  therewith,  were  ob- 
tained by  actual  canvass,  and  are  as  correct  and  reliable  as  the  judgfuenl  of 
those  from  whom  they  were  solicited  renders  possible.  Eacli  agent  is  furnished 
with  a  map  of  the  town  he  is  expected  to  canvass,  and  he  is  required  to  pass 
over  every  road  and  call  at  every  dwelling  and  [ilace  of  business  in  the  town 
in  order  to  obtain  the  facts  from  the  individuals  concerned  whenever  possible. 

The  margins  have  been  left  broad  to  enable  any  one  to  note  changes 
opposite  the  names. 

The  map  inside  the  back  cover  will  be  found,  in  connection  with  the 
Directory,  very  valuable. 

We  take  this  occasion  to  express  the  hope  that  the  information  found  in 
the  book  will  not  prove  devoid  of  interest  and  value,  though  we  are  fully  con- 
scious that  the  brief  description  of  the  county  the  scope  of  the  work  enables 
us  to  give  is  by  no  means  an  exhaustive  one,  and  can  only  hope  that  it  may 
prove  an  aid  to  future  historians,  who  will  be  better  able  to  do  full  justice  to 
the  subject. 

While  thanking  our  patrons  and  friends  generally,  for  the  cordiality  with 
v/hich  our  efforts  have  been  seconded,  we  leave  the  work  to  secure  tliat  favor 
which  earnest  endeavor  ever  wins  from  a  discriniinating  public,  hoping  they 
will  bear  in  minJ,  should  errors  be  noted,  that  "  he  who  expects  a  perfect 
work  to  see,  expects  what  ne'er  was,  is,  nor  )et  shall  be."

ON  COUNTY 


I  EFFERSON  COUNTY  once  formed  a  part  of  the  original  county  of 

J Albany,  the  h'ne  of  evoiutica  from  the  latter  biing  as  follows  :  Albany 
County,  formed  November  i,  16S3;  Tryon,  formed  from  Albany, 
March  12,  1772  ;  Montgomery,  chano;ed  irorn  Tryon,  April  2,  17S4;  Herki- 
mer, formed  from  Montgomery,  January  16,  1791;  Oneida,  formed  from 
Herkimer,  March  15,  179S ;  Jefferson,*'  formed  from  Oneida,  March  28,  1805. 
A  part  of  the  act  erecting  Jefterson  County  is  as  follows: — 

•'i>e  enacted  ht/  the  i^eophof  the  Stale  of  Neio  York,  repregented  hi  Senate  and  Ai-semhbj. 
That  all  that  part  of  the  county  of  Oneida,  contaiiietl  within  the  following  boandK,  to  wit: 
Beginning  at  tlie  gonthwest  corner  of  llie  town  of  EllisbiirgU,  on  the  r;asterly  Fhoro  of  Lake 
Ontario,  and  running  along  the  southerly  line  of  said  town;  thence  along  the  easterly  hue 
thereof  to  the  eonthvvest  corner  of  the  town  of  Malta  [Lorraine]:  tlienoe  along  fne  southerly 
line  of  the  said  town  of  Malta,  and  coj>linuing  the  same  course  to  tho  corner  of  townshiyjs 
nuinl>cr  two.  three,  seven,  and  eight;  thence  nortli  along  the  east  line  of  the  town  of  Malta 
aforesaid  to  the  northeast  corner  thereof;  thence  in  a  direct  line  to  the  corner  of  the  towns  01 
liutland  andChampion;  thence  along  the  line  between  tlie  said  town  of  Champion  and  the  town 
of  liarrisburg  to  li'dck  River;  thence  in  a  direct  line  to  the  Ijounds  of  the  county  of  St.  Law- 
rence, to  intersect  the  ^rnie  at  the  corner  of  townships  nnnibers  seven  and  eleven,  in  Great 
Tract  number  three,  of  3Iacomb\s  Pnrcliase;  th.ence  along  the  westerly  bounds  of  the  said  county 
of  St.  Lawrence  to  tlie  north  bounds  of  this  state;  thence  westerly  and  southerly  along  said 
bounds,  including  all  tlie  islands  in  the  Ihver  St.  Lawrence,  in  Lake  Ontario,  and  in  front 
thereof,  and  within  this  state  to  the  place  of  beginning,  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  erected  into  a 
separate  county,  and  shall  be  called  and  known  by  the  name  of  Jefterson."

*^And  be  it  farther  fnact*d,  That  a!!  tl)at  part  of  township  numijer  nine,  which  is  com- 
prised within  the  bounds  of  the  said  count}'  of  JetYerson,  shall  bo  annexed  to  and  become  £ 
part  of  the  town  of  Harrison  [Kodmanj,  in  said  county,  and  that  all  that  part  of  the  said 
township  number  nine,  comprised  within  the  bounds  of  the  said  coanty  of  Lewis,  shrJl  be  an- 
nexed to  and  become  a  part  of  the  town  of  Harrisbnrg,  in  eaid  county." 

Hough's  Ilisiory  says:  "The  relative  limits  of  Jefferson  and  Lewis  counties 
have  been  three  times  changed.  It  will  be  noticed  by  reference  tliat  the 
present  town  of  Pinckney  was  then  divided  by  a  line  that  was  a  continuation

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of  the  west  lines  of  towns  8  and  3,  of  Boylston's  tract ;  and  that  from  the  line 
between  Champion  and  Denmark,  on  Black  River,  the  division  ran  straight 
to  St.  Lawrence  County,  where  the  line  of  townships  7  and  11,  of  tract  III., 
touched  the  county  line.  On  February  12,  1808,  the  whole  of  No.  9 
(Pinckney)  was  included  in  Lewis  County.  On  April  5,  iSio,  the  line  east 
of  the  river,  beginning  as  before  at  the  east  corner  of  Champion,  ran  thence 
to  the  southwest  corner  of  a  lot  in  11  west  and  21  north  ranges,  subdivisions 
of  No.  5;  thence  east  between  20  and  21  northern  ranges,  to  the  southwest 
corner  of  lot  in  10  west,  21  north  range ;  thence  north  between  10  and  11, 
to  south  line  of  lot  No.  4;  thence  east  to  lots  808  and  S09  ;  thence  along 
SoS  and  S09  to  lot  857;  thence  to  southeast  corner  of  857  and  S09,  tonorth- 
east  corner  of  85 1;  thence  v/est,  on  line  of  lots  851  and  850,  to  the  south- 
west corner  of  850;  thence  northeast  along  line  of  lots  to  St.  Lawrence 
County.  The  present  line  between  the  two  counties  was  established  April  2, 
1S13,  by  which  this  county  received  considerable  accessions  from  Lewis  in  the 
town  of  Wilna." 

Jeffer.son  County  is  situated  in  the  nortliern  part  of  tlie  state  of  New 
York,  in  an  angle  formed  by  the  St.  Lavrrence  River  and  Lake  Ontario,  the 
superficial  area,  according  to  the  latest  statistics,  being  733,585  acres,  equiv- 
alent to  1,146  square  miles.  It  is  bounded  on  the  northwest  by  the  St. 
Lawrence  River,  on  the  northeast  by  St.  Lawrence  County,  on  the  v/est  by 
Lake  Ontario,  on  the  south  by  Oiwego  County,  and  on  the  east  by  Lewis 
County.  The  southv/est  part  is  marshy,  but  at  a  short  distance  from  the 
lake  the  land  rises  in  gentle  undulations,  and,  farther  inland,  by  abrupt  ter- 
races to  the  highest  point,  1,200  feet  above  the  lake,  in  the  town  of  Worth,* 
A  plateau,  about  1,000  feet  above  the  lake,  spreads  out  from  the  summit, 
and  extends  into  Oswego  and  Lewis  counties.  An  ancient  lake  beach,  390 
feet  above  the  present  level  of  the  lake,  may  be  traced  through  Ellisburgh, 
Adams,  Watertown,  and  Rutland.  North  of  Black  River  the  surface  is  gen- 
erally flat  or  slightly  undulating  ;  in  the  extreme  northeast  corner  it  is  broken 
by  low  ridges  parallel  to  the  St.  Lawrence.  With  the  exception  of  a  few 
isolated  hills  no  part  of  the  region  is  as  high  as  the  ancient  lake  ridge  men- 
tioned. An  isolated  hill  in  Pamelia  formerly  bore  a  crop  of  red  cedar ;  and, 
as  this  limber  is  now  only  found  upon  the  islands  in  the  lake  and  in  the  St. 
Lawrence,  it  is  supposed  that  the  hill  was  an  island  at  a  time  when  at  least 
three-fourths  of  the  country  was  covered  by  water. 

*  A  recent  correspondent  in  the  IVcJcrtozvn  Times  claims  the  hi;jhest  point  of  land  in 
JefTersoa  County  to  be  in  the  town  of  Wilna,  on  the  farm  of  James  Harvey,  about  one 
mile  from  Carthage  village.  This  peak  (which  is  but  a  hug^e  rock)  is  known  as  Mount 
McQuillan,  and  is  one  corner  of  the  Adirondack  survey;  On  the  highest  portion  of  the 
rock  is  a  spot  chipped  out  by  the  surveying:  partv  t<^  i'...o;'t.-  the  place.  (Jn  one  side  of  the 
rock  there  i.-i  a  Jiatural  well,  as  round  as  a  baircl  and  12  fed  deep,  whi.Ji  i'urni-shes  pure  and 
wholesome  v/ater.  From  this  well  have  been  taken,  in  cleaning  it,  large  cjuantities  of  small 
stones,  such  as  are  found  on  the  lake  shores,  that  had  the  appearance  of  having  beea 
washed  by  running  water  for  >  vars. 
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The  main  water  features  of  the  county  are  Ontario  Lake  and  St.  Lawrence 
River.  The  main  indentations  of  the  lake  are  Black  River  Bay,  Chaumont 
Bay,  Henderson  Bay,  and  Guftin's  Bay.  Black  River  Bay  is  accounted  the 
finest  harbor  on  Lake  Ontario,  and  is  surpassed  by  none  on  the  upper  lakes 
for  capacity,  depth  of  water,  and  safety.  It  is  completely  land-locked,  and, 
including  its  various  ramifications,  covers  an  area  of  about  60  square  miles, 
with  depth  of  water  sufficient  to  float  the  heaviest  vessels.  The  largest  islands 
attached  to  Jefferson  County  are  Wells,  Grindstone,  and  Carleton  in  the  St. 
Lawrence,  and  Grenadier,  Galloe,  and  Stony  islands  in  the  lake.  Besides 
these  there  are  innumerable  smaller  ones,  including  several  m  tlie  mouth  of 
Black  River,  a  number  in  Black  River  and  Chaumont  bays,  and  a  portion  of 
the  archipelago,  known  as  the  "  Thousand  Lslands. "  Among  the  most  prom- 
inent headlands  and  capes  are  Stony  Point  and  Six  Town  Point,  in  the  town 
of  Henderson  ;  Pillar  Point,  in  Brownville;  Point  Peninsula  and  Point  Salu- 
brious, in  Lyme;  and  Tibbets  Point,  in  Cape  Vincent. 

There  are  about  11  lakes  in  the  county,  of  which  lo  are  in  Theresa 

and  Alexandria,  two  in  Henderson,  four  in  EUisburgh,  two  in  x\ntwerp,  and 
one  each  in  Orleans  and  Pamelia,  Chamipion  and  Rutland.  The  largest  of 
these  is  Bulterfield  Lake,  lying  between  Theresa  and  Alexandria,  which  is 
about  four  rniles  in  length.  The  other  more  important  ones  are  Perch  Lake 
lying  between  Orleans  and  Pamelia,  nearly  three  miles  in  length,  and  Pleas- 
ant Lake,  in  Champion,  about  two  miles  long. 

The  most  important  of  the  interior  streams  is  Black  River,  which  drains 
about  one-fourth  of  the  county,  passing  through  a  little  south  of  the  center. 
Between  Carthage,  on  the  east  line  of  the  county,  and  the  lake  this  stream 
falls  480  feet,  and  is  almost  a  continuous  series  of  rapids,  with  several  cas- 
cades var}ing  from  two  to  15  feet  in  perpendicular  descent.  The  other  prin- 
cipal streams  are  Indian  River,  a  branch  of  the  Oswegatchie  ;  Chaumont 
River,  flowing  into  Chaumont  Bay  ;  Perch  River,  which  drains  Perch  Lake 
and  discharges  into  Black  River  Bay ;  the  two  branches  of  Sandy  Creek,  in 
the  south  part  of  the  county;  Stony  Creek,  in  Henderson  and  Adams;  and 
Mill  Creek,  in  Hounsfield,  the  last  four  named  flowing  into  Lake  Ontario 
south  of  Black  River.  These  and  minor  streams  will  be  described  more 
fully  in  the  description  of  towns  through  which  they  flow. 

When  the  settlement  of  Jefferson  County  began  its  territory  was  embraced 
in  two  towns  of  Oneida  County.  All  south  of  Black  River  v/as  a  part  of 
Mexico,  and  all  north  of  the  river  belonged  to  Leyden.  The  form.ation  of 
Jefferson  and  Lewis  counties  from  Oneida  was  made  necessary  by  the  rapid 
settlement  of  the  country,  and  the  inability  of  the  courts  to  meet  the  de- 
mands of  justice  when  their  jurisdiction  extended  over  such  a  vast  territory, 
ft  was  at  first  intended  to  erect  but  one  new  county.  Local  interests  began 
to  operate  to  secure  the  advantages  expected  from  the  location  of  the  public 
buildings.  Each  section  had  its  advocates.  Nathan  Sage  in  Redfield, 
Walter  .NL^rtin  in  Martinsburg,  Silas  Stow  and  others  in  Lowville,  Moss 
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Kent,  Noadiah  Hubbard,  and  others  in  Champion,  Henry  Coffeen  in  Wat- 
ertown,  and  Jacob  Brov,-n  in  Brownville  were  each  intent  upon  the  project 
of  a  county  Seat.  In  case  but  one  county  was  erected  Champion  had  the 
fairest  prospects  of  success,  and  indeed  such  had  been  the  chances,  in  the 
opinion  of  several  prominent  citizens,  that  they  located  there.  To  obtain  an 
expression  of  pubiic  opinion  on  this  subject  three  delegates,  chosen  at  town 
meetings,  from  each  town  interested  in  the  question,  met  at  the  house  of 
Freedom  Wright,  in  Harrisburg  (Denmark),  November  20,  1804.  Many 
went  with  the  intention  of  voting  for  one  new  county  only,  but  strong  local 
interests  led  to  the  attendance  of  those  who  so  infmenced  the  voice  of  the 
delegation  that,  with  but  one  exception,  they  decided  for  t2t>o  new  counties, 
and  the  convention  united  upon  recommending  the  names  of  the  executive 
officers  of  the  federal  and  state  governments,  then  in  office,  from  whence 
came  the  names  of  Jefferson  and  Lewis  from  T/io?nas  Jt'/ft'rsofi^^nd  Morgan 
Lezvis,  both  men  of  national  celebrity.  Application  was  accordingly  made  to 
the  legislature,  and  on  .NTarch  4,  1805,  Mr,  Wright,  then  in  the  Assembly, 
from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  petitions  and  remonstran- 
ces from  the  inhabitants  of  the  county  of  C)neida  relative  to  a  division 
thereof,  reported  "  that  they  had  examined  the  facts  stated  as  to  population 
and  extent  of  territory,  in  said  county,  and  the  inconvenience  of  attending 
county  concerns,  and  find  the  same  to  be  true."  A  division  was  deemed 
necessary,  and  leave  was  granted  to  bring  in  a  bill  vrhich  was  twice  read  the 
same  day,  and  passed  through  the  legislature  without  opposition.  * 

Section  5  of  the  act  erecting  Jefferson  and  Lewis  counties  provided  for 
the  appointment  of  three  commissioners,  "  who  shall  not  be  resident  within 
the  v/estern  district  of  this  state,  or  interested  in  either  of  the  said  counties 
of  Jefferson  or  Lewis^  for  the  purpose  of  designating  the  sites  for  the  court- 
houses and  gaols,  of  the  said  counties  respectively,  and  to  that  end  the  said 
commissioners  shall  as  soon  as  may  be,  previous  to  the  first  day  of  October 
next,  repair  to  the  said  counties  respectively,  and  after  exploring  the  same, 
ascertain  and  designate  a  fit  and  proper  place  in  each  of  the  said  counties  for 
erecting  the  said  buildings." 

The  commissioners  appointed  were  Matthew  Dorr,  David  Rogers,  and 
John  Van  Bentheusen.  The  question  of  location  was  not  settled  without 
the  most  active  efforts  being  made  by  Brownville  to  secure  the  site  ;  but  the 
balance  of  settlement  was  then  south  of  Black  River,  and  the  level  lands  in 
the  north  part  of  the  county  were  rei)resented  to  the  commissioners  as 
swampy  and  incapable  of  settlement.  Jacob  Brown,  finding  it  impossible  to 
secure  this  advantage  to  his  place,  next  endeavored  to  retain  it,  at  least, 
north  of  Black  River,  and  offered  an  eligible  site  in  the  present  town  of 
Pamelia;  but  in  this  he  also  failed.  The  influence  of  Ilenry  Cofft-en  is  said 
to  have  been  especially  strong  with  the  commissioners,  although  he  was- 
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seconded  by  others  of  much  ability.  The  location  finally  decided  upon  was 
in  Wateitown,  on  the  site  of  the  present  county  jail,  then  quite  a  distance 
from  the  business  portion  of  the  vilbge.  This,  it  is  said,  was  to  conciliate 
those  who  had  been  disappointed  in  its  location  A  deed  of  the  premises 
was  presented  by  Ilenry  and  Amos  Coffeen. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  Jefferson  County  was  held 
in  the  old  frame  school-house,  which  occupied  the  site  of  the  present  Univer- 
salist  Church  in  Watertown  city.  The  date  of  this  meeting  was  October  i, 
1805,  and  the  following  persons  constituted  the  first  board:  Noadiah  Hub- 
bard, of  Champion  ;  Cliff  French,  of  Rutland  ;  Corlis  Hinds,  of  Watertown  ; 
John  W.  Collins,  of  Brownville  ;  Nicholas  Salisbury,  of  Adams  ;  Thomas 
VVhite^  of  Harrison  (now  Rodman);  Lyman  Ellis,  of  Ellisburgh;  and  Asa 
Brown,  of  Malta  {now  Lorraine).  Noadiah  Hubbard  was  chosen  president, 
after  which  they  adjourned  the  meeting  until  3  o'clock  p.  iM.,  at  the  house  of 
Abijah  Putnam.  They  met  according  to  adjournment  and  proceeded  to 
elect,  by  ballot,  Zelotes  F^^arvey,  clerk,  and  Benjamin  Skinner,  county  treas- 
urer. I'he  latter  was  required  to  furnish  security  in  the  sum  of  $5,000  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  which  he  did,  Jacob  Brown  becoming  his 
bondsman.  The  session  lasted  seven  days,  the  entire  appropriations  amount- 
ing to  $723.44. 

The  first  officers  of  the  county,  after  its  organization,  who  were  appointed 
by  the  governor  and  council,  vv'ere  as  follows:  Henry  Coffeen,  county  clerk  ; 
Abel  Sherman,  sheriff;  Benjamin  Skinner  (appointed  by  board  of  super- 
visors), county  treasurer;  Nathan  Williams,  district  attorney  ( 1 80/ ) ;  Am- 
brose Pease,  coroner.

PREHISTORIC  MAN. 

For  the  following  account  of  the  occupancy  of  this  territory,  before  the 
advent  of  llie  white  settlers^  the  publisher  is  indebted^  to  D.  S.  Marvin,  of 
Watertov/n,  vv'ho  has  devoted  much  time  to  the  study  of  aboriginal  traces, 
etc.,  and  is  probably  more  competent  to  deal  with  the  subject  than  any 
other  resident  of  the  county  : — 
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During  the  openiiig  scenes  of  the  liiston'c  era  the  territory  of  Teffersoa 
County  was  unoccupied  by  Indians,  but  held  by  the  Oneidas  and  Onondagas 
as  hunting-grounds  :  stealthily  visited  now  and  then  by  the  St.  Regis,  Mas- 
sasauga,  and  other  Canadian  tribes  for  like  objects. 

Dr.  Hough,  in  his  Hisiory  published  in  1854,  mentions  and  describes  some 
20  mostly  fortified  Indian  village  sites,  situated  in  all  parts  of  the  county. 
Dr.  Hough's  accounts  were  mostly  taken  from  Aboriginal  Mo^iumerJs  of 
New  York,  by  E.  G.  Squier,  Smithsonian  contributions.  Record  is  also  made 
in  the  3d  vol.  of  Documentary  History  of  New  York  of  others  visited  and 
described  in  1802  by  an  early  itinerant  missionary.  But  our  most  exact 
knowledge  comes  from  e.xplorations  since  made  of  the  remains  that  lie  buried 
in  the  soils  of  the  cc^unty.  These  show  that  the  territory  had  been  occupied 
by  Indians  for  considerable  but  unknown  periods  of  time,  anterior  to  the 
discovery  of  America.  The  territory  of  the  county  was  ceded  in  178S  to  the 
state,  by  the  Oneidas,  excepting  some  small  individual  grants.  The  document 
was  called  a  treaty,  but  it  was  really  a  deed.  One  fact  in  this  connection, 
bearing  much  significance  as  to  Indian  polity,  has  heretofore  escaped  com- 
ment. It  is  this;  there  are  the  signatures  of  four  women  attached  to  the 
instrument  with  those  of  the  chiefs  of  the  nation.  This  makes  it  evident  that 
the  Oneidas  had  already  emerged  from  the  stage  of  savageism  and  advanced 
to  the  middle  stages  of  barbarism,  for  in  the  former  or  savage  stage  inheri- 
tance is  entirely  in  the  female  line.  Here  we  see  the  chiefs  and  females  are 
associated  to  convey  the  title.  Rights  of  hunting  and  fishing  in  the  ceded 
territory  were  reserved  by  the  Oneidas,  and  this  right  was  maintained  until 
the  county  was  settled  with  whites  by  the  Macomb  purchase  and  its  grantees, 
Le  Ray  de  Chaumont,  and  others. 

The  descriptions  of  Indian  remains  given  by  the  authors  referred  to,  and 
others,  like  all  accounts  of  early  tim.es,  are  no  doubt  in  the  main  founded 
upon  facts  ;  but  the  immense  size  of  some  of  the  skeletons,  the  rows  of  double 
teeth  of  the  warriors,  the  remains  of  giants  that  lie  buried  in  the  soils  of  the 
county,  seem  more  or  less  mythical;  no  such  remains  are  now  found.  Some 
years  ago  Drs.  E.  \V.  and  F.  G.  Trowbridge,  of  Watertown,  exhumed  some 
15  or  more  skeletons  near  Apling  postofllce,  on  the  old  Talcott  farm  in 
Adams,  one  of  the  places  described  by  Dr.  Hough,  and  a  typical  forti- 
fied vilkige  site,  where  the  lines  of  entrenchments  made  by  the  Indians 
in  defending  themselves  against  their  enemies  may  still  be  clearly  traced. 
These  skeletons  were  tiie  remains  of  men,v.-omen,  and  chihlren,  and  instead  of 
showing  the  giants  o'"  j)rehisto'ric  times,  they  were  of  less  robust  habit  and 
averaged  smaller  size  tlian  those  of  the  Five  Nations,  and  the  generally  faintly 
traced  muscle  attachments  show  inferior  muscular  developnient,  and  the 
whole  osteology  people  of  sniall  stature.  Their  similar  n.ianner  of  entrerich- 
ing  for  defen.^ive  jHir[}oses  evinces  that  the  otlier  sites  v.-cre  constructed  and 
occupied  by  the  same  tribe,  at  the  same  dates,  and  under  like  conditions. 
The  considerable  amounts  of  burned  corn,  both  upon  the  sites  occupied 
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and  in  some  of  the  graves,  show  them  to  have  been  to  some  extent  an  agri- 
cultural tribe.  For  the  purposes  of  easy  tillage  all  these  villages  were  located 
upon  sand  covered  moraines,  and  other  easily  wrought  soils.  Considering 
the  rude  stone  tools,  with  which  they  were  constructed,  many  years  of  labor 
must  have  been  expended  upon  these  lines  of  defense  ;  much  strategical 
skill  is  displayed  in  locating  the  entrenchments,  the  lay  of  the  ground  was 
well  studied,  and  advantage  taken  of  the  situation  wherever  natural  defen- 
sive objects  could  be  utilized,  such  as  steep  slopes,  hills,  rocks,  and  shores  of 
streams.  The  shapes  are  not  regular,  but  the  result  of  local  conditions ; 
some  have  but  one  side  entrenched,  others  have  double  lines,  and  the  one  on 
Black  River  Bay,  located  upon  an  open  plateau,  v/as  round,  and  had  double 
lines  of  entrenchments,  with  a  lunette  towards  the  water.  Access  to  water  v/as 
never  left  unstudied. 


Their  stone  hoes  and  other  agricultural  implements  evince  skill  and  adap- 
tation'^to  the  wants  demanded  ;  stone  gouges  for  tapping  maple  trees  and 
making  sugar  were  common.  This  seems  to  have  been  quite  a  feature  of 
their  domestic  economies.  Their  war-like  implements  see.n  to  have  been 
much  less  considered  and  elaborate  than  among  the  Iroquois,  but  the  two 
have  Si.'mctimes  been  so  intermingled  that  we  cannot  now  a]wa}'s  be  certain 
of  which  is  local  and  which  Irocjuian.  Many  of  their  domestic  utensils  Vv'ere 
made  of  pottery,  and  broken  pottery  is  a  distinguishing  feature  of  all  these 
village  sites.  A  careful  examination  shov/s  that  this  pottery  was  niuch  used 
for  cooking  utensils,  boiling  sap,  etc.,  by  throwing  in  heated  stones.  Th.c 
blackened  inner  surfaces  stili  show  charred  food  clinging  to  the  broken  frag- 
ments.   Some  of  these  vessels  seem  to  have  been  of  considerable  si.^.e. 
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Pipes  macie  of  clay,  of  which  figures  i,  2,  and  3  are  typical  styles,  were  a 
distinguishing  feature;  those  of  conventionalized  animal  forms  were  common. 
A  few  steatite  and  slate  p'pes,  of  fanciful  and  massive  structure,  have  been 
found,  but  their  scarcity  suggests  that  they  were  from  other  tribes.  Tobacco 
was  much  cultivated  to  fill  these  numerous  pipes. 

The  debris  accumulating  around  these  ancient  encampments  has  been 
found  several  feet  thick,  and  there  can  be  distinguished  several  different 
layers,  showing  interruptions  in  their  occupation.  In  the  lower  layers  the 
bones  are  very  rotten ;  soon  crumbling  to  pieces  upon  exposure  to  the  air. 
In  the  upper  layers  some  of  the  bone  implements,  consisting  of  spear  points, 
bodkins,  awls,  and  others  of  deer's  horns,  seem  as  fresh  as  if  made  and  used 
at  the  present  day.  Lluch  more  use  was  made  of  bone  and  horn  utensils 
and  implements  than  among  tribes  where  chert  and  flint  is  more  common  in 
the  rocks.  The  stone  hatciiets  seem  more  battered  and  broken  than  among 
the  Iroquois. 

At  Perch  Lake,  which  seems  to  have  been  a  favorite 
fishing  station,  there  are  two  kinds  of  so-calied  mounds, 
one  generally  upon  the  islands,  of  small  size  and  flat 
top,  the  other  upon  the  ridges,  or  lateral  moraines  of 
the  shores,  the  latter  consisting  of  raised  circles  with 
dish-shaped  centers,  from  one  to  two  rods  across  and 
three  or  four  feet  high, 
some  of  the  circles  over-  /^^^ 
lapping,  perhaps  hinting 
of  the  practice  of  polyg- 
amy; for,  beyond  a  doubt,  fig.  3. 

these  are  the  remains  of  an  earlier  form  of  Indian  dwellings  in  use  before  the 
square  house  of  the  Iroquois  had  been  devised.  The  same  form  is  still  in  use 
among  the  Digger  Indians  of  California,  and  others  ofour  less  advanced  tribes. 

The  san-te  form  and  style  of  houses  is  hinted  by  the  circles  of  toad-stools, 
growing  from  buried  organic  matter,  upon  the  once  strongly  fortified  mound, 
also  spoken  of  by  Squier  and  Hough,  on  the  Gragg  farm  near  the  hamlet  of 
Burrville.  But  it  seems  probable  that  this  earlier  form  of  dwelling  was  super- 
seded by  the  later  square  house  of  the  Iroquois,  built  mostly  of  wood  and 
partly  above  ground,  without  chimneys,  except  a  hole  in  the  roof  for  exit  of 
smoke,  and  as  many,  but  partly  separated,  copartments  as  there  were  fam- 
ilies to  be  accommodated,  for  there  now  remains  none  of  the  circles  around 
the  sites  of  other  villages.  Chimneys  were  entirely  unknown  to  the  Indians; 
indeed,  they  did  not  come  into  general  use  in  civilized  European  states  until 
the  fourteenth  century. 

That  the  square  house  was  a  stage  of  evolutionary  progress  is  made  evi- 
dent by  a  survey  of  the  condition  of  the  Iroquois.  Whether  the  Indians  were 
autochthonous  or  not  would  carry  the  discussion^beyond  the  scope  of  the  pres- 
ent inquiry.    Judging  from  a  careful  survey  of  the  facts  it  is  evident  that

Indians  had  inhabited  the  territory  under  consideration  from  one  to  two 
thousand  years.  There  were  certainly  no  so-called  mound  builders  here. 
But  the  remains  show  clearly  that  the  tribe  inhabiting  the  county  7vas  forced 
to  defend  themselves  against  some  enemy.  The  local  conditions  seem  to  sug- 
gest that  the  tribe  here  was  the  Massasugas,  or  some  contiguous  Adirondack 
or  Canadian  Indians,  and  were  driven  from  the  county  by  the  more  progres- 
sive and  powerful  Iroquois,  who  had  already  advanced  so  far  as  to  under- 
stand the  value  of  combination  and  concert  of  action  in  war,  and  this  is  what 
is  termed  advancement  from  savage  to  barbarian  life.  Whether  the  square 
house  was  used  by  tlie  tribe  probably  driven  away  is  a  question  that  cannot 
now  be  answered;  the  older  round  or  dirt  house,  being  much  more  deeply  set, 
left  a  more  lasting  impression  upon  the  soil.  It  is  a  notable  fact  that  Lewis' 
.and  Clark  found  the  same  style  of  square  house  in  use  in  1805  among  the 
•Oregon  Indians,  and  on  the  Pacific,  showing  that  the  confederated  and  power- 
ful Iroquois  were  not  the  only  tribes  thai  had  advanced  by  natural  lavrsfrom  a 
lower  to  a  stage  of  development  before  the  historic  period  came  in. 

There  may  have  been  occasional  giants  among  the  Indians,  for  they  ap- 
pear among  both  ancient  and  modern  nations  occasionally,  but  are  more 
common  in  modern  than  ancient  times, — a  natural  result  of  civilization  in 
ameliorating  the  conditions  for  development. 

The  Oneidas,  who  sometimes  spent  their  summers  here  in  hunting,  were 
perhaps  the  most  friendly  to  the  whites,  also  the  most  progressive  tribe  of 
the  Iroquian  confederacy.  Indeed  the  whole  Six  Nations  had  developed  so 
■far  as  to  comprehend  and  adopt  the  advantages  of  strong  combinations, 
thereby  placing  themselves  upon  a  higher  plane  than  other  tribes  outside 
•of  their  confederacy,  who  showed  less  capacity  for  such  development  and 
-combination.  This  is  made  evident  -wlien  we  consider  the  territory  and 
"tribes  they  had  conquered  and  made  tributary  to  themselves  before  the  set- 
tlement of  the  country  by  white  men.  Their  sway  already  extended  beyond 
the  lakes  and  St.  Lawrence,  westward  to  the  .Mississippi,  southward  to 
Georgia,  eastward  to  the  Hudson  and  ocean.  But  unfortunately  for  the  con- 
federation the  clash  of  arms  caused  by  the  conquests  of  the  whites  resulted 
in  arrest  of  progress,  if  not  in  actual  revertion,  and  their  tenacious  retention 
•of  the  old  tribal  laws  and  relations  now  retards  and  prevents  civilization. 

GEOLOGY. 

Geology  is  that  branch  of  natural  science  which  treats  of  the  structure  of 
the  crust  of  the  earth  and  the  mode  of  formation  of  its  rocks,  together  with 
the  history  of  physical  changes  and  of  life  on  our  planet  during  the  succes- 
sive stages  of  its  history.  It  depends  upon  mineralogy  for  its  knowledge  of 
the  constituent  rocks,  and  upon  chemistry  arid  physics  for  its  knowledge  of 
the  laws  of  change  ;  and  in  its  study  of  fossil  remains  it  is  closely  connected 
with  the  science  of  zoology  and  botany.    A  knowledge  of  geology  lies  at  the 
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base  of  physical  geography,  and  is  essential  to  the  skillful  prosecution  of 
mining  and  other  useful  arts. 

The  geological  history  of  the  earth  is  ascertained  by  a  study  of  the  succes- 
sive beds  of  rock  which  have  been  deposited  on  its  surface,  and  of  the  masses- 
which  have  been  forced  up  in  a  liquid  state  frorn  within  its  crust,  together 
with  the  fossil  remains  of  animals  and  plants  which  certain  of  the  beds  con- 
tain. As  thus  established,  it  is  usually  divided  into  four  great  periods,  the 
names  of  which  are  taken  from  the  progress  of  animal  life,  as  this  at  present 
affords  one  of  the  best  criteria  for  geological  classification.  ThiCy  are  :  I., 
the  Eozoic,  or  "period  of  the  dawn  of  life  "  ;  II.,  the  Faleozoic^  or  period 
of  ancient  life  "  ;  III,,  the  lifesozoic,  or  "  middle  period  of  life  "  ;  and  IV.,. 
the  Neozoic^  or  "  recent  period  of  life." 

Each  of  these  admits  of  subdivisions,  which  may  stand  as  follows,  beginning 
with  the  oldest:  Eozoic — Laurentian  and  Huronian  ;  Paleozoic — Cambrian 
or  Primodial,  Siluro  Cambrian,  Silurian,  Devonian,  Carboniferous,  and  Per- 
mian; JMesozoic — Triassic,  Jurassic,  and  Cretaceous;  Neozoic — Eocene,. 
Miocene,  Pliocene,  Post-pliocene,  and  Recent. 

In  the  oldest  condition  of  the  earth,  shown  by  the  most  ancient  of  the  rock, 
formations  above  referred  to,  its  surface  v/as  covered  v/ith  water  more  gen- 
erally than  at  present,  and  sediments  were  then,  as  now,  being  deposited,  in^ 
the  waters.  The  earth  must,  however,  have  an  earlier  history  than  this, 
though  not  represented  by  distinct  geological  monuments.  This  primitive 
condition  of  the  earth  is  a  subject  of  inference  and  speculation  rather  than 
of  actual  knowledge  ;  still,  we  may  begin  with  a  consideration  of  a  fact  bear- 
ing upon  questions  which  has  long  excited  attention.  It  is  the  observed  in- 
crease of  temperature  in  descending  into  deep  mines  and  in  the  water  of 
deep  artesian  wells — an  increase  which  may  be  stated  in  round  numbers  at 
one  degree  of  heat  of  the  centrigrade  scale  for  every  loo  feet  of  depth  from 
the  surface.  These  observations  apply,  of  course,  to  a  very  considerable 
depth,  and  we  have  no  certainty  that  this  rate  continues  for  any  great 
distance  toward  the  center  of  the  earth.  If,  however,  we  regard  it  as  indi- 
cating the  actual  law  of  increase  of  temperature  it  would  result  that  the 
whole  crust  of  the  earth  is  a  mere  shell  covering  a  molten  mass  of  rocky 
matter.  Thus  a  very  slight  exercise  of  imagination  would  carry  us  back  to 
a  time  when  this  slender  crust  had  not  yet  been  formed,  and  the  earth  rolled 
through  space  an  incandescent  globe,  with  all  its  water  and  other  vaporizable 
matters  in  a  gaseous  state.  Astronomical  calculation  has,  however,  shown 
that  the  earth,  in  its  relation  to  other  heavenly  bodies,  obeys  the  laws  of  a 
riged  ball,  and  not  of  a  fluid  globe.  Hence  it  has  been  inferred  that  its 
actual  crust  is  very  thick,  perhaps  not  less  than  ^,500  miles,  and  that  its  fluid 
portion  must  therefore  be  of  smaller  dimensions  than  has  been  inferred  frorn 
the  observed  increase  of  temperature.  Further,  it  seen)s  to  liave  been 
rendered  probable,  from  the  density  of  rock  matter  in  the  solid  and  liquid 
slates,  that  a  molten  globe  would  solidify  at  the  center  as  well  as  at  the  sur- 
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face,  and  consequently  that  the  earth  must  not  only  have  a  solid  crust  of 
great  thickness,  but  also  a  solid  nucleus,  and  that  any  liquid  portions  must 
be  a  sheet  or  detached  masses  intervening  between  these.  Still  this  would 
merely  go  to  show  that  the  earth  has  advanced  far  toward  the  entire  loss  ot* 
its  original  heat.  Other  considerations,  based  on  the  form  of  the  earth  and 
the  distribution  of  variances,  lead  to  similar  conclusions.  It  must  be 
observed,  however,  that  there  are  good  reasons  for  the  belief  that  the  products 
of  volcanoes  arise  chiefly  from  the  fusion  of  portions  of  the  stratified  crusts. 
Such  considerations,  however,  lead  to  the  conclusion  that  the  former  watery 
conditiun  of  our  planet  was  not  its  first  state,  and  that  we  must  trace  it  back 
to  a  previous  reign  of  fire.  The  reasons  which  can  be  adduced  in  suj^port  of 
this  are  no  doubt  somewhat  vague,  and  may  in  their  details  be  variously  in- 
terpreted, but  at  present  we  have  no  other  interpretation,  to  give  of  that  chaos, 
formless  and  void,  that  state  in  v;hich  "  nor  aught  nor  naught  existed,"  which 
the  sacred  writings  and  the  traditions  of  ancient  nations  concur  with  modern 
science  in  indicating  as  the  primitive  state  of  the  ea.rth. 

In  the  Eo<r:oic  timev^'e  have  actual  monuments  to  study.  The  Laurentian 
rocks,  more  especially,  occupy  a  very  wide  space  in  the  northern  part  of 
America.  These  rocks  stretch  along  the  north  side  of  the  St.  Lawrence 
River  from.  Labrador  to  Lake  Superior,  and  thence  northwardly  to  an  un- 
known distance.  In  the  Old  World  the  rocks  of  this  age  do  not  appear  so  ex- 
tensively, although  they  have  been  recognized  in  Norway  and  Sweden,  in  the 
Hebrides,  and  in  Bohemia.  Geologists  long  looked  in  vain  for  evidences  of 
life  in  the  Laurentian  period,  but  its  probable  existence  was  inferred  from 
such  considerations  as  the  abundance  of  carbon,  limestone,  iron,  etc.- — mate- 
rials known  to  be  accumulated  in  the  newer  formations  by  the  agency  of  life. 
In  addition  to  the  inferential  evidence,  however,  one  well-marked  animal 
fossil  has  been  found  in  the  Laurentian  of  Canada — Eozoon  Canadcnse,  a 
gigantic  representation  of  one  of  the  lowest  forms  of  animal  life,  that  of  the 
Protozoa,  and  a  type  still  extant  in  the  ocean,  and  remarkable  for  its  power 
of  collecting  and  secreting  calcareous  matter. 

The  following  pertaining  to  the  geological  structure  of  Jefierson  Couuty  is 
condensed  from  Dr.  Hough's  excellent  chapter  on  that  subject  published  in 
his  History  of  Jefferson  County ,  in  1S54  : — 

Geologists  divide  rocks  into  two  great  classes, /r/V//^/-/  and  sedimentary  or 
secondary  ;  the  first,  from  tlieir  crystalline  character  and  mode  of  occurrence, 
often  exhibit  evidences  of  having  been  suljected  to  the  agency  of  heat, 
while  the  latter  appear  made  up  of  materials  derived  from  the  former,  broken 
up  and  deposited  in  water,  and  usually  contain  fossil  remains  of  animals  and 
plants,  tliat  lived  at  the  period  of  their  formation.  Both  primaty  and  secon<l- 
ary  rocks  occur  in  Jefferson  County;  the  former  of  which,  with  the  dividing 
line  between  them,  affords  only  rational  pro;v|JLCts  of  v\iluable  metallic  veins 
and  deposits,  as  well  as  most  of  the  crystalline  minerals.  Of  the  latter  we  are 
not  without  localities  that  vie  with  the  most  noted,  and  the  primitive  region  of 
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the  county  will  abundantly  repay  the  labor  of  mineral  collection.  The  rock 
constituting  the  primary  is  mainly  composed  of  gneiss  ;  a  mixture  of  quartz, 
JcLispa}\  and  mica,  which  are  regarded  as  elementary  or  simple  minerals,  and 
make  up  by  far  the  largest  part  of  what  is  known  of  the  earth's  surface.  In 
gfieiss  these  usually  occur  in  irregular  strata,  often  contorted,  never  horizon- 
tal, and  seldom  continuing  of  uniform  thickness  more  than  a  few  feet.  It 
forms  by  far  the  largest  part  of  the  surface  rock  throughout  the  great  north- 
ern forest  of  New  York,  enibracing  nearly  the  whole  of  Hamilton,  and  a  part 
of  Lewis,  Herkimer,  Fulton,  Saratoga,  Warren,  Essex,  Clinton,  Franklin,  and 
St.  Lawrence  counties,  and  in  Jefferson  this  rock  constitutes  the  greater  part 
of  the  islands  in  the  St.  Lawrence,  between  French  Creek  and  Morristown, 
and  appears  in  Clayton,  Orleans,  and  Alexandria  on  the  river  bank  ;  in  the 
latter  town  it  extends  back  a  mile  or  two  from  the  shore.  It  forms  a  strip 
extending  up  both  sides  of  Indian  River  to  Theresa  village,  and  the  shores 
and  islands  of  most  of  the  lakes  of  that  town  and  Antwerp,  and  much  of  the 
■counfry  within  the  node  of  Indian  River,  towards  the  village  of  Philadel- 
phia, v;here  it  forms  the  surface  rock  and  extends  to  Antwerp,  tlie  greater  part 
of  which  it  underlies.  From  this  town  it  extends  along  Indian  River  to  the 
village  of  Natural  Bridge,  and  thence  to  Carthage,  where  it  forms  the  islands 
among  the  rapids  of  the  Long  Falls,  and  thence  follows  up  the  river,  keeping 
a  little  west  of  its  channel,  through  Lewis  and  Oneida  counties.  In  this  area 
there  are  occasional  ledges  of  v.'hite  or  primary  limestone^  especially  in  Ant- 
werp, with  limited  quantities  of  scrpciiiine,  and  superficial  patches  of  sand- 
stone. 

Lying  next  above  the  primitive,  and  form.ing  a  considerable  amount  of  sur- 
face rock,  in  Alexandria,  Theresa,  Clayton,  Orleans,  and  Antwerp,  is  the 
Potsdam  sandstone,  so  named  from  the  fine  manner  in  which  it  is  developed 
in  that  town.  It  is  the  oldest  of  sedimentary  rocks,  and  contains  (but  rarely) 
the  forms  of  organic  bodies  that  were  created  at  the  dawn  of  the  vital  prin- 
■ciple.  Two  genera,  one  a  plant,  tlie  other  a  shell,  have  been  found  in  this 
rock,  but  so  rarely  that  it  may  be  almost  said  to  be  without  fossils.  Its  prin- 
cipal constituent  is  sile.x,  in  the  form  of  sand,  firmly  consolidated,  and  form- 
ing, where  it  can  be  cleaved  into  blocks  of  regular  shape  and  uniform  size, 
a  most  elegant  and  durable  building  nKiterial. 

In  the  vicinity  of  Theresa,  Redwood,  etc.,  there  occurs  in  numerous  places 
in  this  rock  the  cylindrical  structure,  common  at  many  localities  m  St.  Law- 
rence County,  and  apparently  j)roduce{l  by  eddies  acting  upon  the  sands  at 
the  bottom  of  the  shallow  water.  Tliis  formation  is  generally  in  thick  masses, 
often  disturbed  by  upheavals,  alnsost  invariably  inclined  from  the  horizontal, 
and  seldom  in  this  county  so  e\'enly  stratified  as  to  admit  of  that  uniformity 
of  fracture  tl-at  gives  value  to  it  as  a  building  material  at  Poisdam,  Malone, 
etc.  It  is,  however,  extensively  used  for  this  purpose,  and  forms  a  cheap  and 
durable,  but  not  an  elegant,  wall.  This  rock  has  two  applications  in  the  use- 
ful arts,  of  great  imporiance~thc  lining  of  blast  furnaces,  and  the  manu- 
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factare  of  glass.  The  quarry  that  has  been  most  used  for  lining  stone  is  in 
Antwerp,  where  the  rock  occurs  highly  inclined,  but  capable  of  being  divided 
into  blocks  of  uniform  texture  and  any  desirable  size.  The  edges  of  the  stone, 
when  laid  in  the  furnace,  are  exposed  to  the  fire,  and  become  slightly  fused,, 
forming  a  glazing  to  the  surface.  For  the  manufacture  of  glass  the  stone  is 
calcined  in  kilns  and  crushed  and  sifted,  when  it  affords  a  sand  of  rnucb 
whiteness,  and  eminently  suitable  for  ihe  purpose. 

This  rock  is  generally  overlaid  by  a  fertile  soil,  but  this  is  more  due  to  the 
accidental  deposition  of  drift  than  the  disintegration  of  the  rock  itself,  for 
such  is  its  permanence  that  it  can  scarcely  be  found  to  have  yielded  to  the 
destructive  agencies  that  have  covered  many  otlier  rocks  with  soil.  The 
polished  and  scratched  surfaces  given  by  diluvial  attrition  are  almost  uni- 
formly preserved,  and  wherever  th.is  formation  appears  at  the  surface  it  pre- 
sents a  hardness  and  sharpness  of  outline  strongly  indicative  of  its  capacity 
to  resist  decay.  A  very  peculiar  feature  is  presented  by  the  margin  of  tins 
rock,  w^hich,  by  the  practiced  eye,  may  be  detect<^d  at  a  distance,  and  which 
strongly  distinguishes  it  from  all  others.  The  outline  is  gerierally  an  abrupt 
escarpment,  sometimes  extending  with  much  regularity  for  miles,  occasionally 
broken  by  broad,  ragged  lavines,  or  existing  as  outstanding  insular  ma.sses,  and 
always  presenting,  along  the  foot  of  the  precipice,  huge  masses  of  rock  that 
have  fallen  from  above.  The  most  remarkable  terrace  of  this  kind  begins  on 
the  north  shore  of  Black  Lake,  in  Morristown,  and  extends  througli  Hammond 
into  Alexandria,  much  of  the  distance  near  the  line  of  the  Military  road,  and 
other  instances  are  common  throughout  the  region  underlaid  by  this  rock. 

Next  in  the  ascending  series  is  a  rock  which,  in  this  part  of  the  state,  con- 
stitutes a  thin  but  level  formation,  and  from  its  being  a  sandy  limestone  has 
been  named  a  calcifcrous  sandsfone.  This  rock  appears  as  the  surface  rock 
between  Antwerp  and  Carthage;  between  the  Checkered  House,  in  Wilna, 
and  Natural  Bridge;  between  Antwerp  and  Sterlingville ;  and  in  Theresa^ 
Alexandria,  Orleans,  and  Clayton.  In  m.any  places  it  is  filled  with  fossils^ 
and  is  valueless  as  a  building  material. 

Next  above  this  rock  is  the  chazy  limesto?u\  that  occurs  highly  developed^ 
and  abounding  in  organic  remains,  but,  according  to  Professor  Emmons,  does 
not  appear  in  the  Black  River  valley.  The  next  rock  there  is  the  Birds-Eye 
limestone,  whicli  includes  the  close-grained,  hard,  and  thick-bedded  strata^ 
in  which  the  layers  of  water  limestone  occur  in  Le  Ray,  Par^.elia,  Orleans, 
Brownville,  and  Clayton.  Its  color  is  usually  bluish  and  light  gray,  weather- 
ing to  an  ashen  gray  ;  its  fractvire  is  more  or  less  flinty,  with  many  crystalline- 
points;  and  its  fossils  few  and  seldom  obtained  except  on  the  weathered  sur- 
face. Its  characteristic  fossil,  in  the  manner  in  which  its  verticle  stems  divide 
and  interlace  with  each  other,  presents  features  totally  distinct  from  an>^ 
known  analogy,  either  in  marine  i)larits  or  tlie  zoophites.  Tlicse  stems  are 
filled  with  crystalline  matter  and  often  make  up  a  great  part  of  its 
mass.    When  polished  this  rock  presents  an  appearance  which  has  given  it 
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the  name,  and  in  quarrying  it  readily  breaks  into  regular  masses.  This  forms 
the  surface  rock  over  a  considerable  extent  of  Cape  Vincent,  Lyme,  Brovvn- 
ville,  Pamelia,  Le  Ray,  and  Wilna.  The  part  that  overlies  the  yellowish 
water  lime  strata  abounds  in  nodules  of  flint  that  everyv.'here  stand  in  relief 
upon  the  weathered  surface.  These  are  thought  to  be  the  fossil  remains  of 
sponges,  or  other  form  of  animal  life,  analogous.  These  masses  of  flint  often 
contain  shells,  corals,  crinoidea,  and  obscure  traces  of  other  organic  bodies. 

The  Black  River  limestone^  in  the  classification  of  Professor  Hal',  (the  ]sh 
La  Motte  marble  of  Prof.  Emmons,)  is  interposed  between  the  rock  last 
named  and  the  lyoiton  limestone.  It  is  a  well  defined  mass  of  grayish-blue 
limestone,  in  this  county  not  exceeding  to  feet  in  thickness,  but  in  its  fossils 
clearly  distinct  from  the  strata  above  and  below  it.  Five  genera  and  six 
species  of  corals,  and  five  genera  and  lo  species  of  cep.halopoda,  are  de- 
scribed in  the  State  Paleontology,  as  occurring  in  this  rock.  It  is  this  forma- 
tion that  contains  the  caverns  of  Watertown,  Pamelia,  and  Brovvnville, 
concerning  which  many  fabulous  accounts  have  been  told.* 

It  is  to  be  observed  of  the  strata  th.at  intervene  between  the  waler  lime 
and  the  Trenton  liiiu'stone  that  from  tlieir  soluble  nature  the  natural  seams 
have  generally  been  widened  into  open  chasms,  and  that  from  this  cause 
streams  of  v/ater  often  find  their  way  under  ground  in  dry  seasons.  Although 
generally  horizontal  the  strata  are  occasionally  disturbed  by  upheavals,  as  is 
seen  at  several  places  along  the  line  of  the  railroad  between  Chaumont  and 
Cape  Vincent. 

The  next  rock  above  those  described  is  named  the  Treyiton  limestone^ 
which  mostly  constitutes  the  rock  underlying  the  soil  in  Champion,  Rutland, 
V/atertown,  Hounsfield,  Henderson,  EUisburgh,  Adam.s,  and  a  part  of  Rod- 
man and  Brownville.  In  extent,  tliickness,  number  of  fossil  remains,  and 
economical  importance  it  far  surpasses  the  others.  It  underlies  extensive 
districts  in  the  Western  states,  where  it  is  recognized  by  its  characteristic 
fossils.  Its  color  is  usually  gray,  and  its  fracture  more  or  less  crystalline, 
occurring  usually  m  strata  nearly  or  quite  horizontal,  and  often  separated  by 
thin  layers  of  shale.    Many  of  its  fossils  are  common  with  the  slates  above. 

Fossil  plants  of  the  lower  orders  are  somewhat  common,  but  are  limited 
to  a  few  species.  Of  corals  the  number  is  greater;  20  different  species 
of  zoophites  are  found  in  this  rock.  Of  that  singular  class  of  animals  called 
irilobiies^  of  which  there  are  at  present  but  few  living  analogies,  the  Trenton 
limestone  furnishes  several  species.  Of  shells  this  rock  affords  a  very  great 
variety.  Its  stratification  is  generally  nearly  horizontal,  and  disturbances, 
when  they  occur,  are  usually  quite  limited.  In  some  places  it  contains  veins 
of  calcite,  and  of  heavy  spar,  the  latter,  in  Adams,  being  associated  with 
fluor-spar.

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Resting  upon  the  Tre7iton  limestone^  with  which,  in  the  bed  of  Sandy  Creek, 
in  Rodman,  it  is  seen  in  contact,  is  a  soft  black  slaie,  readily  crumbling  to 
fragments  under  the  action  of  frost,  and  divided  by  verlicle  parallel  seams 
into  regular  masses.  From  its  appearance  in  the  hills  noith  of  Ulica  it  has 
been  called  Uilca  slaie.  It  has  not  been  found  applicable  to  any  useful  pur- 
pose, althoup;h  experiments  have  been  made  to  test  its  value  as  a  lithic  paint. 
Where  sulp'mret  of  iron  could  be  procured  the  manufacture  of  alum  might 
be  attempted  with  prospect  of  success.  Fossils  are  common,  but  less  nu- 
merous in  this  rock  than  in  those  below  it.  Several  of  these  are  common  in 
the  rocks  above  and  below  this.  Only  one  species  of  irilobite  is  found, 
though  they  occur  both  above  and  below  it. 

Sulphur  springs  are  of  frequent  occurrence  in  this  rock,  and  native  sulphur 
is  sometimes  noticed  incrusting  the  surfaces  in  ravines,  where  waters,  charged 
with  sulphuretted  hydrogen,  have  been  exposed  to  vegetable  action. 

Covering  this  formation,  and  constituting  the  superficial  rock  of  Lorraine. 
Worth,  and  a  part  of  Rodman,  is  a  series  corjsisting  of  alternating  layers  of 
shale  and  slate,  some  of  which  are  highly  fossiliferous  and  others  entirely  des- 
titute of  organic  rem-ains.  From  the  remarkable  developnient  of  this  rock 
in  Lorraine  it  has  received  the  name  of  Livrainc  shales.  For  a  similar  rea- 
son it  is  known  elsewhere  as  the  Hudson  River  groups  from  its  forming  the 
highly  inclined  shales  that  occur,  of  enormous  tluckness,  in  the  valley  of  the 
Hudson.  This  rock  is  nearly  worthless  for  any  useful  purpose,  although  at 
Pulaski  and  elsewhere  layers  are  found  that  are  adapted  for  building.  The 
mineral  springs  of  Saratoga  arise  from  this  rock.  Having  thus  briefly  enu- 
merated the  leading  geological  features  of  the  county  some  generalizations 
<jf  the  several  rocky  formations  may  be  made. 

TOPOGRAPHY  AND  SOU.. 

To  one  accustomed  to  close  and  careful  observation  the  features  of  a 
country  and  the  contour  of  its  hills  afford  a  reliable  means  of  opinion  on  the 
character  of  the  subjacent  rock.    There  pertains  to  each  of  these  in  this 
county  a  peculiarity  of  profile,  when  exposed  on  the  brow  of  hills,  that  is  as 
constant  and  as  unmistakable  as  any  class  of  phenomena  offered  to  the  ob- 
servation of  geologists;  and  these  distinctive  features  arise  from  the  greater 
or  less  facility  with  which  the  several  rocks  yield  to  disinter^rating  forces. 
The  shales  and  slates  being  easily  decomposed,  and  otTering  little  resistance 
to  the  action  of  running  v/ater,  present  a  rounded  ouiline ;  running  streams 
have  here  worn  deep,  winding  gulfs,  through  which  the  channels  meander, 
washing  alternately  the  right  bank  and  the  left,  affording  a  succession  of 
crumbling  precipices,  often  of  romantic  beauty,~and  spreading  over  the  plains, 
where  they  issue  from  the  hills,  the  broken  mat'.'rials  brought  doum  from  the 
ravines.    The  rock  is  everywhere  covered  with  soil,  derived  from  its  own  dis- 
integration, and  is  inclined  to  clay,  from  which  cause,  when  level,  there  is  a 
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tendency  to  the  formation  of  swamps,  from  the  impermeable  character  of  this 
material.  The  soil  is  generally  fertile,  and  especially  adapted  to  grazing. 
Wherever  diluvial  action  has  existed  it  has  worn,  with  little  difficulty,  broad 
valleys  and  removed  immense  quantities  of  the  detritus  to  other  places. 

These  shales  form  a  ridge  of  highlands,  extending  from  this  county,  through 
Oswego,  Lewis,  Oneida,  and  Plerkimer  counties,  being  known  in  Lewis  as 
Tug  Hill.  The  margin  of  this  elevated  tract  is  worn  into  deep  ravines,  but 
when  the  head  of  these  is  reached  the  country  becomes  level  and  sometimes 
swampy. 

The  limestone  occurs  in  terraces,  with  steep  but  not  precipitous  margins,, 
the  wliole  of  v/hicli  is  covered  with  a  soil  derived  from  its  own  decomposition 
where  not  protected  by  drift.  The  soil  is  inclined  to  be  thin,  and  conse- 
quently liable  to  be  affected  with  drouth,  but  is  extremely  fertile,  and  alike 
adapted  to  grass  and  grain.  The  richest  and  best  portions  of  Jefferson 
County,  if  not  in  the  state,  are  underlaid  by  this  rock.  Running  streams, 
when  small,  do  not  wear  ravines,  but  fall  down  the  .slope  of  the  terraces  in 
pretty  cascades,  broken  into  foam,  and  noisy  from  the  numerous  points  of 
resistance  which  they  meet.  The  Burrville  cascades,  in  the  southwest  border 
of  the  town  of  Rutland,  are  among  the  most  romantic  and  picturesque  which 
the  county  affords. 

The  calciferous  sandstone  presents  a  flat  country,  with  few  valleys,  and 
those  but  a  few  feet  below  the  level  of  the  adjacent  plains.  The  rock  is 
covered  with  a  very  thin  soil,  derived  from  its  own  decomposition,  but  one  of 
much  richness,  from  the  presence  of  lime.  It  seldorn  descends  by  a  gentle 
slope  into  the  valleys,  but  presents  Sisheivlfig  ledge,  very  peculiar  to  this  rock, 
in  this  section  of  the  state. 

The  Potsdam  sandstone  generally  presents  a  lei'el  surface,  but  more  liable 
to  upheavals,  and  is  covered  with  soil  entirely  brought  from  other  formations, 
and  varies  in  quality  with  sources  from  which  it  has  been  derived.  This  rock 
never  presents  a  fertile  slope  into  the  valleys,  but  is  bordered  with  abrupt 
precipices,  at  the  foot  of  which  are  piled  huge  masses  that  have  tumbled  from 
the  face  of  the  ledge. 

The  primitive  rocks  of  the  county  present  a  constant  succession  of  abrupt, 
rounded  edges,  scantily  covered  in  a  state  of  nature  with  timber,  and,  when 
cleared,  with  a  thin  soil,  with  intervening  valleys  of  considerable  fertility,  that 
have  received  their  soil  from  the  wash  .of  the  hills.  The  nature  and  amount 
of  soil  varies  with  the  rock,  and  is  abundant  and  fertile  where  limestone  and 
feldspar  abound  as  its  constituents,  but  much  less  so  where  the  chief  element 
is  quartz.  The  fact  is  observable  that  the  south  slope  of  the  hills  is  more 
abrupt  than  the  north^  as  if  they  had  been  more  upheaved. 

Drift  deposits  occur  promiscuously  over  rocks  of  every  age,  and  when  oc- 
curring in  hills  present  that  roufuldl  a?iil  d  /iical  outline  often  seen  in  snow- 
drifts. These  deposits  may  be  distinguisiied  from  soil  underlaid  by  rock  by 
the  endless  variety  of  rounded  outline  which  they  present,  and  are  invariably 
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covered  by  vegetation.  Several  remarkable  valleys  occur  in  the  county 
that  must  be  attributed  to  causes  tliat  have  long  since  ceased  to  operate. 
That  of  Rutland  Hollow,  parallel  with  Black  River,  continues  across  the  towns 
of  Watertown,  Hounsfieldj  and  Henderson,  by  v/ay  of  Smithville,  to  the  lake, 
having  both  its  sides  covered  with  Trenton  limestone.  It  is  considered  by 
some  authorities  to  be  one  of  the  abandoned  beds  of  Black  River.  Evidences 
of  the  drift  period  are  prominent  in  this  valley,  the  surface  of  the  rock  often 
presenting  a  polished  and  grooved  appearance,  and  at  no  locality  is  this  more 
wonderfully  shown  than  at  the  railroad  bridge  below  Watertown  village.  The 
grooves  are  here  widened  and  deepened  into  troughs,  that  obliquely  cross 
the  bed  of  the  river,  having  their  surfaces  polished  and  scratched,  shov/ing 
that  the  rock  was  then  as  firm  and  unyielding  as  now. 

MINERAL  LOCALITIES. 

Anthracite  has  been  observed  in  minute  quantities  in  the  Trenton  lime- 
stone at  Watertown,  and  also  in  the  Utica  slate  in  the  southwestern  border 
of  the  county.  Apatite  (phosphate  of  lime)  is  found  in  small  crystals  near 
Ox  Bow,  in  massive  form  on  Eutterfield  Lake,  and  near  Grass  Lake  in 
Theresa.  Azitrite  (blue  carb.  copper)  is  found  on  an  island  in  Muskallonge 
Lake,  in  Theresa.  Calcite  (carbonate  of  lime)  occurs  at  Ox  Bow  and  on  the 
banks  of  Vrooman  Lake.  Tufa  is  found  in  a  few  limestone  springs,  and 
agaric  mineral  abounds  in  the  caves  on  the  north  side  of  the  river  in  Water- 
town.  Marl  occurs  in  Pleasant  Lake,  and  satin-spar  near  Ox  Bow,  not  far 
from  Pulpit  Rock.  Celestine  (sulphate  of  strontia)  is  said  to  occur  in  Trenton 
limestone.  Chalcoditc,  a  very  rare  mineral,  is  frequently  obtained  at  the 
Sterling  iron  mine  in  Antwerp.  Chondrodite  has  also  been  observed  in  Ant- 
werp. Chlorite  has  been  detected  in  bowlders,  but  is  not  conmion.  Copper 
pyrites  has  been  found  in  Antwerp,  adjacent  to  Vrooman  Lake  and  near  the 
Ox  Bow,  and  also  abobt  three  miles  from  Natural  Bridge,  in  Wilna.  Dola- 
niite  occurs  in  white  limestone.  Pearl-spar  is  found  at  Ox  Bow,  coating  crys- 
tals of  calcite.  Epidote  is  of  frequent  occurrence  in  bovvlders  of  greenstone. 
It  has  not  been  found  in  its  original  situation  in  this  county.  Feldspar 
(orthoclase),  besides  forming  a  common  ingredient  in  gneiss,  often  occurs 
highly  crystallized,  in  Antv/erp  and  Theresa,  near  Grass  Lake,  etc.  Fluor  spar 
occurs  on  the  east  bank  of  Muskallonge  Lake,  in  Theresa,  and  is  one  of  the 
most  rem.arkable  localities  of  this  mineral  in  the  state.  Graphite  (black  lead) 
occurs  in  minute  scales,  to  a  small  extent,  in  the  white  limestone  of  Ant- 
werp. Hea-jy-sparis  found  on  Pillar  Point,  in  Brownville,  on  the  shore  facing 
Chaumont  Bay  and  Cherry  Island,  in  a  vein  of  l>enton  limestone,  and  in 
Antwerp,  about  a  mile  east  from  the  Ox  Box,  in  a  vein  of  white  limestone. 
It  also  occurs  in  Theresa,  on  the  banks  of  Muskallonge  Lake,  and  in  Adams. 

Hornblende,  of  the  tremolite  variety,  is  found  in  bowlders  of  white  lime- 
stone, and  occasionally  in  small  quantities  in  Antwerp  and  in  Wilna,  near 
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Natural  Bridge.  Amphibole  (basoUic  hornblende)  is  found  in  bowlders  in 
•crystals,  firmly  imbedded  in  trap  and  greenstone.  Dillage  is  rarely  found  in 
bowlders  of  chloritic  slate.  Pargasite,  in  beautiful  green  crystals,  occurs  in 
white  limestone  at  numerous  localities  near  Ox  Bow,  and  in  a  neighborhood 
known  as  New  Connecticut,  in  Antwerp.  Amianthos  and  asbestos  are 
found  in  minute  quantities  in  bowlders  of  serpentine.  The  latter  also  occurs 
near  Theresa  village.  Tdoc7-ase.  in  small  brown  crystals,  occurs  occasionally 
on  the  banks  of  Vrooman  Lake,  near  Ox  Bow.  It  has  been  found  in  larger 
■crystals  in  bowlders  in  Antwerp.  Iron  pyrites  (sulphuret  of  iron)  occurs  in 
Antwerp,  Vv'ilna,  Theresa,  and  Alexandria.  Labradorite  (opalescent  feldspar) 
is  occasionally  found  in  bowlders.  Li?fwuitc,  or  bog  iron,  is  common  in  the 
swamps  in  Wilna.  Ochre  occurs  in  Champion  and  other  towns  in  small 
quantities.  MagJieiite,  or  magnetic  iron  ore,  has  been  found  in  Alexandria. 
Malachite  (green  carbonate  of  copper)  is  found  investing  other  minerals  at 
Muskallonge  Lake,  Theresa.  Millerite  (sulphuret  of  nickel)  occurs  at  the 
Sterling  iron  mine,  in  Antwerp,  in  delicate  needle-shaped  prisms,  in  cavities 
of  iron  ore,  associated  with  spathic  iron,  chalcodite,  and  iron  p>rites.  Mus- 
cointe  (niica)  occurs  rarely  in  bowlders  of  granite. 

Phlogopite. — This  mica  occurs  frequently  in  the  white  limestone,  but  not 
in  sufficient  quantity  or  in  plaits  of  a  size  that  give  it  value.  It  is  found  on 
an  island  in  Mill  Seat  Lake,  in  small  quantities,  and  at  a  few  localities  near 
Ox  Bow.  At  Vrooman  Lake  a  highly  crystallized  variety  occurs,  in  which 
sharply-defined  prisms  and  groupes  of  crystals  are  found  in  great  abundance. 
Pyroxene  is  common  in  our  primitive  rocks.  On  Grass  Lake,  in  Theresa, 
it  is  found  white  and  crystallized,  in  groupes.  Near  Ox  Bow  it  has  been 
found  in  small  quantities,  and  near  Natural  Bridge  in  large  black  crystals, 
with  sphene,  etc.  CvccoUte  occurs  in  the  same  vicinity.  Quartz,  while  form- 
ing the  greater  portion  of  primary  rock,  and  almost  the  sole  material  of 
sandstone,  is  rarely  found  crystallized.  On  Butterfield  Lake,  and  at  several 
localities  in  Antwerp,  it  is  found  in  cry.stals.  At  Natural  Bridge  chalcedony 
occurs  in  nodules  in  white  limestone.  Flint  is  a  common  associate  of  the 
Black  River  limestone.  Agate  in  small  quantities  is  found  in  Wilna,  near 
Natural  Bridge.  Jasper  and  basanite  are  very  rarely  found  as  pebbles  in 
the  drift  formations.  ScapoHtc'm  detached  crystals  is  rarely  found,  imbed- 
ded in  white  limestone,  in  Antwerp.  Adjacent  to,  and  perhaps  within,  the 
town  of  Wilna,  near  Natural  Bridge,  the  variety  Nuttalliie^  in  fused  crystals 
of  a  pearl  gray  color,  occurs  with  pyroxene  and  sphene.  It  is  sometimes 
massive  and  admits  of  cleavage.  Serpentine  is  of  frequent  occurrence  in 
nodules,  in  white  limestone,  in  Antwerj).  but  it  is  far  less  abundant  than  in 
St.  Lawrence  County.  It  is  various  shades  of  green,  and  its  weathered  sur- 
face becomes  white.  A  mineral  allied  to  this,  and  named  by  Prof.  Emmons 
Rerisselaerite,  but  by  other  authors  stcatitic  pseudomorph,  occurs  in  great 
abundance  in  Antwerp  and  Theresa,  where  it  assumes  various  colors  varying 
from  white,  through  gray,  to  black,  arid  a  texture  from  finely  granular  to 
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■coarsely  crystalline  and  cleavable.  An  extensive  locality  of  the  jet  black  and 
fine-grained  variety  occurs  on  Batterfield  Lake. 

Specular  Iron. — The  red  oxide  of  iron  constitutes  the  principal  ore  of  this 
metal  in  Ant\verp,  Philadelphia,  and  Theresa,  and  may  be  said  to  be  the  prin- 
cipal ore  of  Northern  New  York.  It  is  invariably  associated  with  brittle,  va- 
riegated mineral,  which  has  been  named  dysyjiiribife,  but  which  recent  anal- 
yses indicate  to  be  a  rock  of  indefinite  composition,  closely  related  to  agal- 
matolite,  and  varying  much  in  its  proportions  of  alumina,  magnesia,  lime, 
and  the  alkalies.  In  some  form  or  other  this  mineral  is  associated  with  the 
ore  in  every  locality  where  the  latter  has  been  noticed  in  this  county,  as  if  it 
were  a  necessary  associate.  Beside  this  nondescript  mineral  specular  ore  is 
associated  with  calcite,  spathic  iron^  chalcodite,  quartz,  Millerite,  and,  more 
rarely,  heavy-spar.  In  Theresa  this  ore  vv'as  procured  during  the  working  of 
the  fi  irnace  near  Redv/ood,  and  has  been  found  on  an  island  in  ]Muskallonge 
Lake.  In  the  edge  of  Philadelphia,  adjoining  Theresa,  there  occurs  a  body 
of  specular  iron  ore  between  the  gneiss  and  Potsdam  sandstone.  When 
v/rouoht  alone  it  makes  an  iron  known  to  founders  as  cold  short,  and  from  its 
mixture  with  iim.e  is  found  to  be  very  useful  as  a  Ilux  in  assisting  in  the 
reduction  of  other  ores.  The  mines  which  have  been  wrought  with  most 
profit  in  Northern  New  York  are  those  in  the  southwest  corner  of  Gouverneur 
and  adjacent  in  Rossie.  In  this  same  range,  in  Antwerp,  a  deposit  of  iron 
ore  was  discovered  in  1837,  and  was  developed  and  wrought  by  George  Par- 
ish. Adjacent  to,  and  forming  a  part  of  this,  is  the  Thompson  mine.  Ster- 
ling mine,  in  Antwerp,  was  discovered  in  1836,  its  location  being  in  the  same 
range  and  geological  relation  as  the  last.  There  are  seven  or  eight  mines  in 
a  range,  including  those  in  Philadelphia,  apparently  coeval  in  age  and  pro- 
duced by  a  common  cause.  About  two  miles  from  Ox  Bow,  in  Antwerp, 
occurs  the  Weeks  ore  bed,  once  owned  by  George  Parish. 

Sphene  (scilecio-calcareous  oxide  of  titanium)  is  found  in  white  limestone 
with  pargasite,  in  Antwerp,  near  Ox  Bow,  and  near  Natural  Bridge.  Spinel^ 
of  a  pale  red  color,  has  been  observed  in  crystals  at  Vrooman  Lake,  near 
Ox  Bow,  and  four  miles  from  that  place  towards  Theresa.  Talc  occurs  in 
small  quantities  in  bowlders.  Tourvialine  is  occasionally  found  in  gneiss  in 
Antwerp  and  Theresa.  Wad  (earthy  manganese)  has  been  noticed  in 
swarnps  in  VV'atcrtown  and  elsewhere.  Wollastoiiite  (tabular  spar)  occurs 
with  augite  and  coccolite  at  Natural  Bridge.  Delicate  fibrous  varieties  have 
been  found  in  bowlders  in  Wilna. 

THE  ICE  AGE.* 

It  will  be  seen  by  an  examination  of  the  cut  of  the  stratagraphical  geology 
on  another  page  that  the  strata  of  the  rocks  of  v:vrious  ages,  from  the  azoic  to 
the  Hudson  Pviver,  inclusive,  are  found  in  the  county;  but  of  course  the  cut  can-

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not  show  the  fact  that  the  various  layers  above  the  archean  all  thin  out  before 
reaching  the  northern  limits  of  the  county.  This  fact  is  one  that  has  rauch 
significance  in  a  study  of  the  effects  of  the  ice  age  upon  denudation.  There 
arc  little  or  no  evidences  of  intense  glaciation  previous  to  the  tertiary  period  ; 
it  was  not  until  the  quartanary  v;as  ushered  in  that  glaciation  assumed  its 
grand  proportions  here.  The  fact  that  gneissoidal  and  granitic  rocks  are  the 
surface  rocks  in  the  northern  portions  of  the  county  is  evidence  that  the 
territory  was  among  the  earliest  portions  of  the  globe  to  rise  above  the  waters 
of  the  primeval  ocean  without  subsequent  prolonged  subsidence.  There  are 
many  theories  concerning  the  causes  that  have  produced  and  ushered  in  the 
glacial  period,  among  them  the  most  plausible,  changes  of  level  of  land  sur- 
face. Visitors  to  all  mountain  lands  observe  snow  and  ice  upon  each  con- 
siderable elevation,  and  perhaps  it  is  sufiicient  in  this  connection  to  cite  the 
fact  that  glaciation  seems  to  have  been  one  of  the  finishing  processes  of  world 
making;  fitting  the  surface  and  soil  conditions  for  their  capabilities  to  mam- 
tain  and  sustain  the  higher  and  more  import?nt  forms  of  animal  existences- 
Tiie  countries  that  are  the  most  thickly  inhabited  are  the  ones  that  have  been 
submitted  to  the  most  intense  glaciation.  The  scenery  of  lake  and  forest,  the 
formation  of  hills  and  valleys,  have  in  most  instances  been  sculptured  and 
shaped  by  glaciation. 

Professor  Agassiz  was  the  first  to  study  the  glaciation  of  the  Alps;  that  of 
Greenland,  Alaska,  and  other  countries  has  since  been  studied  by  others.  It 
has  been  found  that  exactly  a  similar  wearing  away  and  scoring  of  the  rocks_^ 
the  transportation  of  detritus,  and  other  forms  of  ice  action  may  be  observed 
all  over  the  north  part  of  the  continent,  and  this  is  now  the  accepted  explana- 
tion of  the  same  phenomena  and  conditions  here.  They  can  be  accounted 
for  in  no  other  rational  manner.  It  has  been  thought  that  there  has  been  more 
than  one  period  of  glaciation,  but  a  study  of  the  local  conditions  seem  ta 
reveal  but  one  period  here.  The  section  seems  have  been  in  the  center  and 
track  of  the  most  intense  denudation.  The  movement  of  the  ice  lobe  seems 
to  have  begun  upon  the  shores  of  the  Atlantic,  perhaps  as  far  north  as  Green- 
land, and  slowly  crept  southward  year  by  year,  always  most  intense  upon  and 
near  the  ocean,  or  other  large  bodies  of  water,  and  to  have  extended  as  far 
south  as  Central  New  Jersey,  then  following  an  irregular  Hne  northwestward 
to  near  the  east  end  of  Lake  Erie,  thence  southwcstward  to  Cincinnati,  Ohio,^ 
thence  northwestward  to  Central  Iowa,  and  continuing  rvVz  Bismarck,  Dakota, 
to  an  unknown  distance  over  the  Saskatchewan.  There  was  at  the  same  time 
another  lobe  moving  from  Alaska  on  the  Pacific,  extending  as  far  south  as 
Northern  California,  and  another  extending  from  North  to  Central  Europe 
upon  the  Eastern  continent.  Ice  seems  a  solid  and  rigid  body,  but  is  really  a 
solid  with  some  of  the  characteristics  of  a  liquid. 

These  semi-solid  movements  have  been  most  carefully  studied  and 
measured  in  Greenland.  It  has  been  found  tliat  ice  moves  over  that  conti- 
nent wherever  there  is  a  slope  of  40  feet  to  the  mile ;  and  in  the  Alps  over  a 
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like  slope  the  distance  of  70  feet  a  day  where  there  was  an  ice  front  of  not 
more  than  a  half  mile.  On  steeper  slopes  and  wider  fronts  the  movement  is 
several  hundred  feet  a  day.  The  power  of  ice  to  tear  asvay  and  transport 
rock  masses  from  one  place  to  another  seems  to  lie  in  the  fact  of  congeala- 
tion  at  night,  and  thawing  during  the  day  time.  Ice  expands  in  freezing.  This 
is  the  force  that  loosens  and  rends  the  solid  mountains.  These  detached 
masses,  falling  upon  tlie  ice,  are  carried  to  lower  levels,  or  frozen  fast  to  the 
bottom  ice  and  carried  onward  with  the  mass,  scoring  and  grinding  the 
rocks  over  which  they  move  with  prodigous  energy. 

THICKNESS  OF  THE  ICE.  " 

Glacialists  estimate  that  the  lobe  of  ice  upon  the  shores  of  the  Atlantic,  in 
New  England,  was  over  11,000  feet  thick.  There  has  been  no  careful  esti- 
mate made  for  the  thickness  over  Northern  New  York,  but  it  must  have  been, 
from  like  territorial  conditions,  nearly,  or  quite,  as  thick  here.  The  local 
ciicumdenudation  that  has  taken  place  is  quite  as  marked  as  that  of  most 
other  localities.  There  are  no  high  mountains  within  the  region  under  consid- 
eration by  which  to  measure  the  thickness.  Dry  Hill  being  the  main  low 
range  within  the  county,  this  has  certainly  been  covered  by  ice,  for  there 
is  observed  to  be  an  abundance  of  bowlders  and  drumlins  upon  the  highest 
summits.  Between  the  cemetery  and  the  hamlet  of  Burrville  may  be  seen 
drumlins,  lateral  and  medial  moraines,  also  in  the  town  of  Rutland,  and  all 
over  the  northern^  and  v/estern,  and  central  portions  of  the  county. 

GLACIAL  STREAMS. 

It  was  not  until  the  closing  scenes  of  the  glacial  period,  when  these  great 
masses  of  ice  were  thawing  and  v.'asting  away,  the  slow  accumulations  of 
many  thousands  of  years,  that  the  system  of  glacial  rivers,  seen  all  over  the 
county,  were  formed.  The  more  prominent  ones  came  down  from  the  direc- 
tion of  Carthage,  trending  southwestward,  and  emptying  into  Lake  Ontario. 
What  is  known  as  Rutland  Hollow,  and  the  swamp  in  the  towns  of  Rutland, 
Watertown,  and  Hounsheld,  was  one  of  these  old  glacial  river  beds,  dividing 
just  east  of  the  city  of  Watertown.  One  branch  flowed  along  its  bed  through 
the  cemetery,  the  other  through  the  fair  ground,  thus  making  the  site  of 
Watertown  an  island  at  that  time.  Where  it  crosses  the  present  river,  near 
the  new  engine  works,  deep  stria",  may  be  seen  in  the  heavy  bedded  birds-eye 
limestone.  Later  on,  and  nearer  the  close  of  glaciation,  this  channel  in  Rut- 
land was  filled  or  dammed  with  ice,  and  a  lower  one,  the  same  as  the  one 
now  occupied  by  the  present  river,  formed.  The  old  geologists,  before  gla- 
ciation was  much  studied,  believed  that  the  present  river  channel,  from  Water- 
town  to  De.vter,  is  later  and  denuded  by  causes  nosv  in  action  ;  but  the 
better  explanation  seems  to  be  that  the  present  river  bed  is  the  old  channel 
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of  preglaciai  erosion,  temporarily  daaimed  with  ice  during  the  glacial  period^ 
and  that,  upon  the  ice  thawing,  the  present  channel  was  again  reOccupied. 
It  is  readily  observed  and  apparent  tliat  while  the  ice  sheet  overlaid  the  whole 
country  all  previously  existing  streams  became  filled  and  dammed  Vv'ith  ice, 
and  new  ones  established,  flowing  southward,  or,  as  in  the  case  here,  more 
to  the  westward. 

The  St.  Lawrence  was  turned  back  upon  itself;  the  waters  of  Lake  On- 
tario forced  to  find  an  outlet  into  the  Hudson  through  the  channel  of  the 
Mohawk ;  then  the  channel  of  the  Mohawk  was  dammed  with  ice,  and  the 
whole  watershed  reversed  and  turned  westward  into  the  Ohio  and  the  Vv^abash. 
The  old  shores  of  Lake  Ontario,  200  feet  above  their  present  level,  may  be 
seen  in  many  places  and  upon  different  levels  as  the  successive  channels 
were  closed  and  opened.  The  theory  of  a  molten  <:ondition  of  the  earth's 
center  obtains  some  confirmation  from  these  old  lake  shores  occupying  ele- 
vations. They  suggest  that  the  vast  masses  of  ice  temporarily  depressed  the 
portions  of  the  earth  that  they  covered. 

Local  conditions  to  some  extent  determined  the  directions  of  the  streams 
and  rivers.  The  Adirondack  Mountains,  being  a  center  of  local  glaciation, 
forced  all  outflows  of  v/ater  and  ice  in  southwesterly  direction.  The  glacial 
scratches,  the  sculpturing  of  the  hills,  and  directions  of  the  valleys  show  this. 

The  Potsdam  sandstone,  the  strata  of  the  birds-eye  limestone,  and  that  of 
the  Hudson  River  group  probably  extended  further  north  than  at  present; 
but  over  all  the  northern  and  western  portions  of  the  county  the  edges  have 
been  denuded  and  carried  away.  An  examination  of  the  sands  that  now  lie 
upon  the  western  slopes  of  the  mountains  shows  them  to  have  been  made  up 
from  the  calciferous  and  Potsdam  sandstone  mainly.  These  same  red  sands 
now  fill  the  bottoms  of  the  channels  of  the  old  glacial  streams,  and  they  over- 
lie considerable  stretches  of  the  surface  of  the  county.  The  *'pine  plains  " 
above  Great  Bend,  once  densely  covered  with  pine  forest,  is  made  up  of  this 
sand,  so  little  it;termixed  with  sediment  and  glacial  clays,  common  over 
most  other  portions  of  the  territory,  that  there  is  no  fertility  in  the  soil,  it 
being  almost  pure  sand. 

The  southeastern  portions  of  the  county  seem  not  to  have  been  so  much 
disturbed  by  glaciation.  The  streams  are  usually  old  channels  of  erosion, 
and  the  general  face  of  the  country,  though  dee])ly  scored  in  olaces,  appears 
more  like  unglaciated  reaions.  There  was  undoubtedly  the  same  covering 
of  ice  there,  but  the  land  being  higher,  and  a  little  outside  of  the  center  of  gla- 
cial activities,  the  ice  melted  more  slowly.  I'here  is  a  fine  natural  expos- 
ure of  the  edge  of  the  Ulica  slate,  where  it  thins  out  in  the  bed  of  Sandy 
Creek,  a  short  distance  from  Wiiitcsville,  perhaps  the  only  natural  thinning 
out  exposure  left  in  the  county  roadiiy  found.  It  was  this  natural  thinning 
out  of  the  str.ita  thai  presente^l  the  opportunity  for  tlie  great  displays  of  local 
dynamic  energy  ;  the  ice,  following  the  harder  gneiss  and  granite,  easily  dis- 
placed the  edges  of  the  stratified  rocks,  until  it  met  the  heavy  bedded  birds-

eye  limestone  in  the  central  portions  of  the  county.  Genuine  hogs  backs" 
are  seen  at  Carthage  upon  the  carved  and  worn  beds  of  gneiss  that  form 
the  county  rock  there. 
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Perch  Lake  and  nearly  all  the  other  small  lakes  in  the  county  are  what  are 
termed  by  glacialists  kettle  holes.  They  were  formed  by  glacial  detritus,  being 
dropped  at  the  lower  ends  of  depressions,  and  tliere  has  not  yet  time  inter- 
vened for  their  filling  up,  or  the  wearing  down  of  their  outlets.  It  is  in  these 
respects  that  tiie  county  has  been  benefitted  by  glaciation  ;  but  taking  the 
county  as  a  wliole  there  may  be  doubts  of  any  l>enefit3  arising  out  of  former 
glaciation.  in  too  many  places  tiie  fino  pr^-ghicial  soils  have  either  been 
covered  up  or  removed  to  Central  and  Southern  New  York,  Pennsylvania, 
and  Ohio,  too  little  time  since  intervening  for  the  reformation  of  fertile 
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soils  by  natural  causes.  Judging  by  the  data  we  have  in  the  wearing  away  of 
■streams  it  is  scarcely  ten  tliousand  years  since  glaciers  were  floating  to  Lake 
Ontario  from  the  Adirondack  region,  past  the  site  of  the  city  of  Waterlown. 

l^he  heavy  bedded  clays  in  the  central  and  western  part  of  the  county,  under- 
laid by  gravel  and  bowlders,  are  true  glacial  clays,  deposited  while  the  lake 
was  at  a  higher  level.  In  some  beds  there  are  intermixtures  of  blue  clay. 
These  have  been  derived  from  the  denuded  Utica  slate  and  Lorraine  shale. 

Bowlders  of  gneiss,  hornblende,  granite,  Labradorite, marble,  micaschist,  and 
other  minerals  from  the  Laurentian  rocks  of  Canada,  and  the  highlands  of 
the  Adirondack,  some  of  them  weighing  an  lumdred  tons,  are  common  and 
indiscriminately  distributed  upon  and  below  the  surface  in  nearly  all  parts  of 
the  county. 

AMOUNT  OF  RAIN-FALL  FOR  44  YEARS. 

Below  is  a  carefully  prepared  table,  by  Moses  Eames,  of  the  amount  of 
rain-fall  in  each  month  of  the  years  from  1846  to  and  including  the  year  1889. 
Of  the  44  years  there  have  been  22  years  below  and  22  years  above  the 
average.  The  yearly  average  for  the  44  years  has  been  32.88  inches.  The 
total  amount  for  that  time  was  120.55  feet.  Up  to  1S61  the  observations 
were  made  in  Rutland  ;  after  that  date  in  the  city  of  Watertown.  The 
amounts  are  expressed  in  inches  and  hundredths  of  inches: —

FRENCH  EXPEDITIONS. 

Although  this  territory  was  not  actually  inhabited  at  the  time  it  became 
known  to  Europeans,  it  is  not  without  incident  connected  with  the  wars  be- 
tween the  French  in  Canada  and  Ircquois  in  New  York,  who  from  an  early 
period  had  been  under  the  influence  of  the  English.  Within  a  very  few  years 
from  the  time  of  first  occupation  the  French  had  penetrated  far  into  the 
interior,  explored  the  great  lakes,  discovered  the  Mississippi  near  its  source, 
and  established  small  posts  for  the  double  purpose  of  securing  the  fur  trade 
and  converting  to  their  religion  the  natives.  The  Dutch  had  conciliated  the 
Iroquois,  and  their  influence  had  been  transferred  to  the  English,  who  suc- 
ceeded them,  which  led  to  a  hostile  incursion  by  De  Courcelles  and  De 
Tracy  against  the  Mohawks  in  1665-66,  resulting  in  nothing  but  the  murder 
of  a  few  aged  warriors,  who  preferred  death  to  the  abandonment  of  their 
homes,  and  in  exciting  to  a  greater  degree  of  insolence  the  Indians,  who 
sometime  after  fell  upon  a  party  of  French  hunters,  killed  several,  and  car- 
ried others  away  prisoners.  Peace  was  subsequently  gained,  during  which 
the  French  i;0t  the  permission  of  the  natives  to  erect  a  fort  at  Cataroqui 
(Kingston),  ostensibly  to  protect  the  traders  and  their  merchandise.  The 
Jesuits,  meanwhile  availing  themselves  of  the  peace,  penetrated  the  settle- 
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rnents  of  the  Five  Nations,  and  acquired  to  some  degree  an  influence  with 
the  Onondagas.  The  Senecas  and  Cayugas  were  still  jealous  of  the  French, 
and  continued  to  annoy  their  trade,  which  led  to  a  complaint*  from  De  la 
Barre,  governor  of  Canada,  to  Governor  Don^an,  of  New  York,  that  these 
savages  had  plundered  seven  canoes,  and  detained  14  French  traders; 
to  which  the  principal  Seneca  sachem  returned  a  spirited  reply,  and  Dongan 
requested  the  French  to  keep  to  their  own  side  of  the  lakcj  This  provoked 
an  insolent  letter  from  the  French  governor,  in  udiich  he  said: — 

*  *  *  "I  sent,  SicurBourbou  to  yon  to  advise  you  of  the  vengeance  I  \vas  about  to  ^v^eak,, 
for  the  insult  inilicted  on  the  Christian  name  by  the  Senecas  iind  Cayugas,  and  you  answer  me 
about  the  possessions  of  lands  of  which  neither  you  nor  I  are  judges,  but  our  two  Kings  who 
have  sent  us,  and  of  which  there  is  no  question  at  present,  having  no  thought  of  conqiiering 
countries,  but  of  making  the  Christian  name  and  the  French  people  to  be  respected,  and  in 
which  I  will  spill  the  last  drop  of  my  blood.  I  have  great  esteem  for  your  perHon,  and  consid- 
erable desire  to  preserve  tlie  honoi-  of  his  Brittanick  rdfijesty's  good  graces,  as  well  as  those  of 
my  Lord  t)je  Duke  of  lorlc;  and  T  evoTi  l)elicvc  that  they  will  greatly  appreciate  my  chastise- 
ment of  tliuse  v.ho  insult  you  and  capture  you  evei'j  day,  as  they  have  done  this  winter  in 
Merilande.  V>\it  if  I  was  so  unfortanate  as  that  \ou  desire  to  protect  robbers,  assassins,  and 
traitors,  I  could  not  distinguish  tiieir  protector  front  tlieinselves.  I  pray  you,  then,  to  attach 
faith  to  the  credit  which  I  give  Sieur  de  Snlvaye  to  explain  everything  to  you;  and,  if  the 
Senecas  and  Cayugas  wish  your  services  as  their  intercessor  to  take  security  from  them,  not 
in  the  Indian,  but  iu  the  European  fashion,  without  which  and  the  honor  of  hearing  from  you, 
I  shall  attack  them  towards  the  20th  of  the  inouth  of  August,  New  Stile."  X 

A  plan  of  operations  had  been  previously  arranged  under  the  direction  of 
the  home  government,  and  a  negotiation  with  the  governor  of  New  York 
could  have  no  other  object  than  to  keep  inactive  the  English  forces  by  pro- 
fessions of  amity,  and  a  declaration  that  they  were  only  at  war  with  traitors 
and  robbers,  common  enemies  of  mankind.  I^reliminaries  being  settled  De 
la  Barre,  in  June,  1684,  sent  five  or  six  picked  soldiers,  and  as  many  mechan- 
ics, to  Fort  Frontenac,  to  repair  that  post,  and  on  the  9th  of  July  left  Quebec, 
in  three  divisions,  at  the  head  of  300  militia,  which  was  increased  to  550  at 
Montreal.  The  regulars  and  Indian  allies  made  the  entire  army  about  2,ooo< 
men,  a  ver}-  powerful  army  for  that  time.  From  the  difficulty  of  procuring 
boats  and  provisions,  the  obstruction  of  the  rapids,  and  the  prevalence  of 
southwest  winds  the  army  vv^as  delayed  till  past  the  middle  of  August  in  ar- 
riving at  Frontenac.  Meanwhile,  through  the  influence  of  Lamberville,  a 
Jesuit,  at  Onondaga,  that  village  had  become  anxious  that  the  difficulties 
might  be  settled  by  mediation,  a  course  to  which  De  la  Barre  was  the  more 
inclined  from  the  shortness  of  provisions  v.'ith  which  he  was  threatened.  He 
had  crossed  with  his  army  to  Fa  Famine,  a  point  favorable  for  hunting  and 
fishing,  24  leagues  from  Onondaga,  to  await  the  result  of  negotiations. 
Here,  e.x})0sed  to  the  sultry  heats  of  August,  and  scantily  supplied  with  pro-

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visions,  most  of  his  men  were  attacked  with  intermittent  fevers,  v/hich  as- 
sumed a  raah'gnant  type,  and  destroyed  numbers,  while  it  incapacitated  the 
remainder  from  hostile  operations.  Being  thus  situated  he  hastily  dispatched 
a  Christian  savage  to  La  Moine,  at  Onondaga,  to  have  him  hasten  the  depart- 
ure of  those  whom  the  Iroquois  had  agreed  to  send  to  treat  with  the  French 
governor.  This  was  done  with  promptness,  and  on  the  3d  of  September 
nine  deputies  from  Onondaga,  three  from  Oneida,  and  two  from  Cayuga 
arrived  from  La  Moine,  and  were  courteously  received  by  the  governor,  who 
deferred  the  business  of  the  embassy  till  the  morrow.  The  Senecas,  against 
whom  the  vengeance  of  the  French  was  to  have  been  directed,  did  not  con- 
descend to  send  representatives  to  the  treaty,  and  returned  an  insolent 
answer  to  the  invitation.  They  had  been  privately  assured  of  assistance  from 
Dongan,  the  English  governor,  in  case  they  were  attacked.  The  inclination 
for  peace,  which  the  Onondagas,  Oneidas,  and  Cayugas  evinced,  may  be 
ascribed  to  the  ascendency  which  the  Jesuits  residing  among  them  had 
acquired.  Upon  the  convening  of  the  council  De  la  Barre  with  his 
officers  formed  a  semi-circle  on  one  side,  while  Garangula,  the  Onondaga 
orator,  with  the  waniors  that  accompanied  him,  com])leted  the  circle  on  the 
other.  The  French  governor  made  an  address  to  the  Indians,  in  which  he 
accused  the  several  tribes  of  the  Five  Nations,  and  especially  the  Senecas, 
who  had  no  representatives  in  the  council,  of  interfering  with  the  trade  with 
the  Illmois  and  Umamies,  and  other  Indian  nations,  with  whom  the  French 
were  on  friendly  terms,  and  demanded  satisfaction  and  a  discontinuance  of 
hostilities,  and  warned  them  that  the  consequences  of  a  refusal  to  comply  with 
his  demand  would  be  a  declaration  of  war.  Garangula,  in  replying  to  this, 
assured  the  governor  that  the  Five  Nations  feared  not  the  result  of  a  war 
with  the  French,  and  declareel  tiiat  they  had  plundered  none  of  the  French 
but  those  that  carried  guns,  powder,  and  balls  to  their  enemies,  the  Tvrigh- 
twies  and  Chictagicks.  Fie  also  assured  De  la  Barre  that  he  understood  the 
object  of  his  journey  to  the  Iioquois  country  "was  to  knock  them  on  the 
head,  if  sickness  had  not  weakened  the  arms  of  the  French."  On  the  6th  of 
September  De  la  ]>arre  hastily  took  his  departure,  having  had  all  the  sick 
embarked  the  day  before  (so  as  not  to  be  seen  by  the  Indians),  to  the  num- 
ber of  150  canoes  and  12  flat  bateaux,  and  on  the  evening  of  the  same  day 
arrived  at  P^ort  Frontenac,  where  he  found  that  no  of  the  nuriber  left  there 
had  departed,  sick,  for  Montreal,  whither  the  governor  followed  the  next  day. 

The  ^larquis  de  Denonville  su-cceeded  De  la  Barre  the  next  year,  and 
brought  from  France  forces  thought  sufficient  for  the  reduction  of  the  Sene- 
cas, which  was  undertaken  two  years  after,  with  a  large  force, but  without 
success,  furtiier  than  ravaging  their  country  with  fire,  and  destroying  a  few 
aged  and  de.^enseless  men  and  women.    On  July  26,  168S,  the  Iroquois,  to- 
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the  nunjbcr  of  1,200,  invaded  the  island  of  Montreal  without  notice,  and 
destroyed  more  than  1,000  French,  besides  carrying  away  great  numbers  of 
prisoners  for  torture.  In  these  and  other  expeditions  this  territory  must  have 
been  the  scene  of  many  events  of  tragic  interest,  but  the  history  of  the  de- 
tails has  not  come  down  to  us. 

During  the  P'rench  and  English  war,  which  in  1760  resulted  in  the  com- 
plete subjection  of  the  former,  the  frontier  again  became  alive  with  military 
operations,  and  the  principal  route  between  Canada  and  the  Mohawk  settle- 
ments passed  through  this  county.  On  Six  Town  Point,  in  the  town  of 
Henderson,  a  small  stockade  was  erected  during  this  period.  Between  the 
bastions,  at  each  angle,  the  sides  were  but  48  feet,  and  the  whole  affair  was 
of  slight  aad  transient  character.  In  a  work  entitled  Monoires  sii?  le  Can- 
ada there  is  mentioned  the  occupation  of  a  post  at  the  -mouth  of  Sandy 
Creek,  of  which  no  trace  remains.  The  most  interesting  relic  of  the  olden 
time  within  the  county  are  the  ruins  of  Fort  Carleton,  on  Carleion  Island, 
which  is  described  in  connection  with  the  sketch  of  Cape  Vincent,  page  311. 

LAND  TITLES. 

From  time  immemorial,  down  to  a  few  years  after  the  close  of  the  Revo- 
lution, the  title  of  lands  in  this  section  of  the  state  v\^as  shared  in  doubtful 
supremacy  by  savages  and  other  denizens  of  the  forests.  At  the  earliest 
period  of  authentic  history  the  Iroquois  confederacy,  and  the  Oneida  nation 
in  particular,  were  acknowledged  to  be  the  ov/ners  of  the  greater  portion  of 
our  territory;  which,  according  to  Gautinonty,  a  chief  of  the  Os\\egatchie 
tribe,  extended  as  far  north  as  a  line  running  from  the  mouth  of  French 
Creek  to  Split  Rock,  on  Lake  Champlain  ;  while  the  Oswegatchies  claimed 
the  land  north,  as  far  down  the  St.  Lawrence  as  Cat  Island  (Louisville),  where 
a  monument  had  been  erected  by  Sir  John  Johnson. f  The  Oneidas,  accord- 
ing to  a  map  and  .survey  by  Arcnt  Marselis,  at  the  request  of  John  Duncan, 
and  by  order  of  the  surveyor-general,  claimed  "  from  the  '  Line  of  Property  ' 
reversed,  and  continued  from  the  Canada  Creek,  till  it  comes  to  a  certain 
mountain  called  Esoiade,  or  the  Ice  mountain,  that  Canada  Creek,  opposite 
to  the  old  Fort  Hendrick,  heads  ;  from  thence  running  westerly  to  an  old  fort 
which  stood  on  the  creek,  called  WeteringJira  Giieniere,  and  which  empties 
into  the  River  St.  Lawrence,  about  12  miles  below  Carleton,  or  Buck  Island, 
and  which  fort  the  Oneidas  took  from  their  enemies  a  long  time  ago  ;  from 
thence  running  southerly  to  a  rift  upon  the  Onondaga  River  called  Ogoute-

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nagea,  or  Aguegonteneayea  (a  place  remarkable  for  eels),  about  five  miles  from 
where  the  river  empties  out  of  the  Oneyda  Lake."  * 

Marselis  was  doubtless  the  first  surveyor  in  the  county,  and  there  is  pre- 
served a  traverse  of  Hungry  Bay  m.ade  by  him,  in  September,  17S9,  vvhich 
began  *'at  a  monument,  or  red  painted  post,  setup  by  the  Indians,  as  a  di- 
vision line  between  the  Onendago  and  Oneida  nation  "  ;  from  which  it  would 
seem  that  the  former  claimed  some  right  on  the  eastern  shore  of  Lake  On- 
tario. To  extinguish  these  claims  a  treaty  was  held  at  Fort  Stanwix,  Octo- 
ber 22,  1784,  with  the  Six  Nations,  by  which  all  the  country  east  of  a 
line  drawn  from  Johnson's  landing  place  on  Lake  Ontario,  and  keeping  four 
miles  east  of  the  carrying-path  between  that  lake  and  Lake  Erie,  to  the 
mouth  of  Tehoseioron,  or  Buffalo  Creek,  and  thence  south  to  the  north  line 
of  Pennsylvania,  and  down  the  Ohio,  was  ceded  to  the  United  States.  The 
Oneidas  were  represented  at  this  treaty  by  two  chiefs.  This  tribe,  by  a  defi- 
nite treaty  held  in  September,  178S,  conveyed  the  greater  part  of  tlieir  lands 
to  the  state,  by  an  instrument,  the  original  of  which  is  preserved  in  the  sec- 
retary's office  ;  it  is  on  a  sheet  of  parchment  about  two  feet  square,  v.'ith  35 
seals  of  the  parties,  and  appended  to  it  is  a  string  of  wampum,  made  of  six 
rows  of  cylindrical  white  and  blue  beads,  strung  upon  deer  skin  cords.  This 
belt  is  about  two  inches  wide  and  nearly  two  feet  long.  To  this  treaty,  or 
deed,  was  attached  the  names  of  the  following  Lidians,  those  marked  with  a*" 
being  women:  Odaghseghte,  Kanaghvv'eaga,  Peter  Utsiquette,  Toyohagwe- 
anda,  Shonoughlego,  alias  Anthony,  Thaghniyongo,  Tekeandyahkon,  Olseto- 
gou,  Oneyanha,  alias  Beech  Tree,  Thaghtaghguisea,  Gaghsaweda^  Thougwe- 
aghshale,  Ojistalale,  alias  Hanquarry,  Thaghneghtolis,  alias  Hendrick,  Kan- 
aghsalilgh,  Thaghsweangalolis,  alias  Paulus,  Agwelentongwas,  alias  Domine 
Peter,  Kahiektotan,  Teyoughnihalk,  Konwagalot*,  Jonegh  Fiishea,  alias 
Daniel,  Alawistonis,  alias  Blacksmith,  Sagoyontha,  Kaskonghguea,  Kanaw- 
galet*,  Thaniyeandagayon,  Keanyoko,  alias  David,  Hannah  Sodolk^^,  Honcn- 
wayele*.  The  commissioners  authorized  to  treat  with  the  Indians,  and  whose 
names  were  also  attached  to  the  document,  in  addition  to  that  of  Governor 
George  Clinton,  were  Richard  \'arick,  Peter  Gansevoort,  Jr.,  William  Floyd, 
Samuel  Jones,  Ezra  L.  Hommedieu,  and  Egbert  Benson. 

At  a  treaty  held  at  Kon-on-daigua,  N.  Y.,  November  11,1794,  the  United 
States  confirmed  this  treaty  with  the  Oneidas. 

The  office  of  land  commissioners  was  created  in  17S6,  and  they  were 
clothed  with  discretionary  powers  in  selling  the  unappropriated  lands  of  the 
state.  The  manner  in  which  ihcy  exercised  this  tmst  has  been  made  the 
subject  of  severe  censure.  June  22,  1791,  Alexander  Macomb,  of  New  York 
city,  acting  as  land  agent  of  a  company  said  to  consist  of  himself,  Daniel 
McCormick,  and  William  Constable,  all  of  Neu^  York,  applied  for  the  pur-

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chase  of  a  tract  of  land  since  known  as  Macomb's  Purchase,*  embracing  the 
greater  part  of  Franklin,  the  whole  of  St.  Lawrence,  excepting  the  ten 
tovvns  "  and  Massena,  the  whole  of  Jefferson  (excepting  Penet's  Square  and 
Tibbets's  Point),  the  whole  of  Lewis,  and  a  part  of  Oswego  counties.  This 
proposition  included  the  islands  in  Lake  Ontario  and  the  St.  Lawrence,  front- 
ing the  tract,  and  excepted  five  per  cent,  for  roads,  and  all  lakes  of  a  greater 
area  than  1,000  acres.  The  proposed  price  was  eight  pence  per  acre.  One-sixth 
part  was  payable  in  one  year,  and  the  residue  in  five  equal  annual  install- 
ments. If  one-?.ixth  were  secured  by  satisfactory  bonds,  and  paid,  and  an- 
other si.Kth  in  like  manner  secured,  I\L^,comb  was  to  receive  a  patent  for  a 
sixth  part,  in  a  square,  in  one  of  the  corners  of  the  tract,  and  the  same  rule 
was  to  be  observed  throughout,  until  the  whole  was  paid.  Carleton  or  Buck 
Island  and  the  Long  Sault  Island  Vv^ere  expressly  reserved  to  the  state.  This 
proposition  was  accepted,  and  the  surveyor  general  was-directed  to  survey  the 
tract  at  tlie  expense  of  ^L'lcomb.  January  to,  1792,  he  reported  that  the 
conditions  had  been  complied  with,  and  on  that  day  a  patent!  was  issued  to 
Macomb,  for  1,920,000  acres,  reserving  800  acres  to  be  located  by  the  surveyor- 
general. J  This  included  the  whole  of  the  trace  not  in  the  present  counties 
of  Franklin  and  St.  Lawrence,  an  uncertaincy  existing  in  relation  to  the 
islands  in  the  St.  Lawrence  ;  these  were  patented  after  the  national  boun- 
dary had  been  determined,  and  to  other  parties.  The  reservation  stipulated 
to  Penet  was  confirmed  by  the  following  proceedings  of  the  land  commis- 
-sioners: — 

"■'At  a  meeting  of  the  commi.ssionerB  of  the  land  office  of  the  state  of  Nc\s-  York,  held  at 
tlie  secrotai  y*s  olTice  in  the  city  of  Kcw  York,  on  Saturday,  the  8tli  day  of  August,  1789.  Pres- 
ent, His  Excolif-Ticy.  George  Clinton,  Esq.,  governor;  Lewis  A.  8cott,  E.sq.,  secretary;  Kichard 
Yarick,  Esq.,  artorney-genf  ral;  and  Gcrardus  Bancker,  treasurer. 

Ilei>o'ved,  Tliat  tlie  surveyor-general  be  directed  to  lay  out  for  Peter  Penet,  at  his  ex- 
pense, the  laiius  ctdcd  by  the  Oneida  Nation  to  the  people  of  this  state,  by  their  deed  of 
<iession  dated  the  22'\  day  of  September  last,  lying  to  the  northward  of  Oneida  I-ake,  a  tract  of 
10  miles  square,  wherever  he  shall  elect  the  same,  and  further,  that  he  lay  out  for  John  Francis 
Pearel!e,and  at  his  expense,  a  tract  of  ]aud  supulated  by  the  said  deed  of  cession  to  be  granted 
to  him,"  etc.,  referring  to  a  tract  two  jniles  square  in  Oneida  County.  § 

On  the  19th  of  November,  1789,  the  following  action  was  taken  : — 

''Tlie  surveyor-general,  agreeable  to  an  order  of  tljis  board,  of  the  8th  of  August  last,  hav- 
ing made  a  return  of  survey  of  Peter  Penet,  of  a  tract  of  10  miJe.s  square,  as  elected  by  John 
Duncan,  his  agent,  (of  the  lands  ceded  by  the  Oneida  Nation  of  Indians  to  the  people  of  this

of  Oucida  Lake,  as  by  the  said  return  of  survey  filed  in  the  secretary's  oflice  will  more  fully 
appear.  And  the  said  John  l^uncan,  having,  as  agent  aforesaid,  made  application  to  the 
■board  for  letters  patent  for  the  same, 

*'  Resolccd.  Therefore,  that  the  secre  tary  do  prepare  letters  patent  to  the  said  Peter  Penet, 
.for  the  said  tract  of  10  miles  square,  accoi  dingly,  and  lay  them  before  the  board  for  their  ap- 
probation," * 

Peter  Penet,  by  an  instrument  dated  January  23,  1789,!  made  John  Dun- 
can his  attorney,  and  the  latter  received,  November  19,  1789,  a  patent  ^  for 
a  tract  10  miles  square,  which,  on  the  13th  of  July,  1790,  he  conveyed  §  for 
the  nominal  sum  of  five  shillings  to  James  Watson  and  James  Greenleaf,  of 
New  York.  February  26,  1795,  Watson  released  ||  to  Greenleaf  his  half  of 
the  tract  for  y^i,ooo,  the  latter  having,  September  4,  1797,  conveyed  by  deed 
the  64,000  acres  to  Simon  Desjardiues for  /^i 9,400. 

Desjardines  conveyed  to  Nicholas  Olive,  of  New  York,  January  29,  1796,** 
.and  the  latter  to  Herman  Le  Roy,  William  Bayard,  and  James  McEvers 
44,000  acres  of  this  tract, f  f  i'^  trust  as  joint  tenants  for  certain  heirs,  of 
vvliom  Mallet  Prevost  v/as  entitled  to  8, 000  acres;  John  Lewis  Grenus  to 
12,000  acres;  Henry  Finguerlin,  Jr.,  8,000  acres.  At  the  time  of  this  con- 
veyance Olive  held  these  lands  in  trust,  and  16,000  acres  in  his  own  right. 
A  deed  of  partition  between  the  proprietors  was  executed  May  17,  1802,+]: 
.according  to  a  division  by  ballot,  as  follows  :  N.  Olive,  16,000;  J.  L.  Grenus, 
1,200  ;  H.  Finguerlin,  Jr.,  8,000;  A.  M.  Prevost,  8,000  acres,  making  44,000 
-acres,  which,  with  S^ooo  to  Louis  ]..e  Guen,  and  12,000  to  John  Wilkes  pre- 
viously conveyed  by  Olive, §  §  made  64,000  on  the  whole  tract.  After  the 
deed  of  partition,  and  on  the  iith  of  June,  1802,  the  proprietors  released  to 
one  another  the  quantity  allotted  to  each,  as  follows  :  John  Wilkes  and 
Louis  Le  Guen,  to  Le  Roy,  Bayard,  and  McEvers,  of  44,000  acres  ;  L.  B. 
■Sz  M.  and  Louis  Le  Guen,  to  John  Wilkes,  of  12,000;  and  L.  B.  &:  M. 
and  J.  Wilkes,  to  L.  Le  Guen,  of  8,000  acres.  j|  J 

Nicholas  Olive,  in  his  will,  made  his  wife  and  Henry  Cheriothis  executors, 
and  his  widow  afterwards  married  Simon  Louis  Pierre,  Marquis  dc  Cubicres, 
•of  Paris,  who  with  his  wife  did,  May  9,  181S,  appoint  L.  B.  &  M.  to  convey 
to  Prevost,  Grenus.  and  Finguerlin  their  several  shares.    The  latter,  May

Farge.  Le  Roy  and  Bayard  deeded  to  John,  Henry,  and  f'dmund  Wilkes 
16,000  acres,  September  23,  181 8,  and  the  iattr  r  to  John  La  Farge,  April  14^ 
1823,1  having  received  May  9,  iSiS,  from  the  Marquis  de  Cubieres  and  wife 
a  power  of  attorney  {  for  the  purpose.  Le  Roy  and  Bayard  conveyed  12,000 
acres,  November  23,  181S,  and  to  Russell  and  La  Farge  S,ooo  acres,  Sep- 
tember 23,  1 8 18.  §  Joseph  Russell  released  his  half  of  these  8,000  acres 
December  12,  1818.  §  John  Wilkes  to  Charles  Wilkes,  January  i,  1818,  |j 
sold  8,000  acres,  and  the  latter  the  same  to  La  Farge,  June  3,  1 825,  ||  By  these 
conveyances  Mr.  La  Farge  became  the  owner  of  the  greater  part  of  Penet's 
Square ;  but  he  allowed  the  lands  to  be  sold  for  taxes,  and  his  claims  were 
subsequently  confirmed  by  a  comptroller's  deed  from  William  L.  Marcy,  May 
13,  1828. 

On  November  23,  18:9,  Francis  Depau  bought  15  lots  (21  to  25,  41  to  45, 
56  to  60)  for  $12,000,  ®[  excepting  parts  sold  to  Samuel  Rnggles.  In  our 
account  of  Orleans  will  be  given  a  detail  of  the  irregularities  growing  out  of 
occupation  without  title,  ar.d  the  conflicting  claims  which  continued  many 
years  and  produced  much  difficulty. 

The  whole  of  Macomb's  contract  was  estimated  to  contain,  after  deduct- 
ing five  per  cent.,  3,670,715  acres,  and  v/as  divided  into  five  tracts.  Tract 
No.  I  contained  821,819  acres.  No.  2  embraced  553,020  acres,  or  the  present 
towns  of  Parishville,  Colton,  Hopkinton,  Lawrence,  Brasher,  and  a  small 
part  of  Massena  in  St.  Lawrence  County.  No.  3  the  remainder  of  St.  Law- 
rence County  south  and  west  of  the  "ten  towns,"  or  458,222  acres.  No.  4 
contained  450,950  acres  in  Jefferson  County,  it  being,  with  the  exception  of 
Penet's  Square  and  Tibbets's  Point,  all  of  that  country  north  of  a  line  drawn 
from  the  southwest  corner  of  St.  Lawrence  County,  north  87°  v/est  to  Lake 
Ontario.  No.  5  (26,250  acres)  and  No.  6  (74,40a  acres)  formed  the  rest  of 
the  purchase  ;  the  division  line  between  which  numbers  was  never  surveyed. 
Soon  after  perfectmg  his  title  to  a  portion  of  this  tract  Macomb  employed 
William  Constable  (who  is  said  to  have  been,  with  Daniel  McCorrnick,  the 
principal  proprietor)  as  his  agent  to  sell  the  lands  in  Europe  ;  and  June  6, 
1792,  he  released,  and  October  3,  1792,  conveyed  to  him  the  whole  of  tracts 
4,  5,  and  6,  for  ^50,000.*"'^  Macomb  had  become  involved  in  speculations, 
by  which  he  lost  his  property,  and  was  lodged  in  jail;  f  f  and  hir  name  does 
not  subsequently  appear  in  the  transfers  of  land.     He  had  been  a  fur  trader

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in  Detroit,  afterwards  became  a  merchant  and  capitalist  in  New  York,  and 
was  the  father  of  General  Macomb  of  the  War  of  1812. 

The  first  direct  measure  taken  for  the  actual  settlement  of  the  section  of 
the  state  embraced  in  Jefferson  County  was  in  1792,  August  31  William 
Constable,  then  in  Europe,  executed  a  deed  to  Peter  Chassanis,  of  Paris,  for 
630,00c  acres  south  of  great  lot  No.  4,  which  now  constitutes  a  part  of  Jef- 
ferson and  Lewis  Counties.  A  tract  in  Leyden,  previously  conveyed  to 
Patrick  Colquhoun  and  William  Inman,  was  excepted.  Chassanis  acted  as 
the  ''agent  for  the  associated  purchasers  (^f  land  in  INIontgomery  County," 
and  the  lands  were  to  be  by  him  held  in  trust  for  the  use  of  the  said  Vv'illiam 
Constable,  and  disposed  of  by  sections  of  100  acres  each,  at  the  rate  of  eight 
livres  Tournois  *  per  acre;  in  which  said  conveyance  it  is  declared  that  the 
said  Clias:>anis  should  account  for  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  to  Constable^ 
according  to  the  terms  of  an  agreement  between  them,  excepting  one-ten ih 
thereof.  The  state  reservation  for  roads,  etc.,  were  stipulated.  A  deed  for 
625.000  acres  having  been  made  from  Constable  to  Chassanib",  and  delivered 
as  an  escrow  to  Rene  Lambot,  to  take  effect  on  the  payment  of  ^^£"52,000,  it 
was  agreed  that  the  price  for  this  land  should  be  one  shilling  per  acre.  Con- 
stable bound  himself  to  procure  a  perfect  title  to  be  authenticated  and 
deposited  with  the  Consul  General  of  France,  in  Philadelphia;  and  Chassa- 
nis agreed  tl^.at  the  moneys  received  by  Lambot  should  be  remitted  to  Ran- 
som, Moreland,  and  Hammersley,  in  London,  as  received,  subject  to 
Constable's  order,  on  presentmg  the  certificate  of  Charles  Texier,  consul,  of 
his  having  procured  a  clear  title.  If  the  sales  shall  not  have  amounted  to 
^62,750  the  balance  should  be  paid  in  six,  nine,  and  twelve  months,  in  bills 
upon  London.  Constable  granted,  for. one  inonth,  the  right  of  preemption 
to  tract  No.  4,  at  the  rate  of  one  shilling  sterling,  payable  in  three,  six,  and 
nine  months  from  the  date  of  the  deed,  as  above.  The  plan  of  association 
contemplated  by  this  company  is  minutely  set  forth  in  an  extensive  docu- 
ment,! the  execution  of  which  was  probably  prevented  by  the  French  revo- 
lution which  soon  followed. 

The  agreement  of  Constable  and  Chassanis,  of  August  31,  1792,  was  can- 
celed, and  the  tract  reconveyed  March  25,  1793,  in  consequence  of  the 
amount  falling  short,  upon  survey,  far  beyond  the  expectation  of  all  parties. 
On  April  12,  1793,  Constable  conveyed  210,000  acres,  by  deed,  for  2 5,000, 
to  Chassanis,  ;  since  known  as  the  Chassanis  Tract^  Castorland,  or  T/ic 
French  Company's  Land,  bounded  north  by  No.  4  of  Macomb's  Purchase, 
south  and  west  by  Black  River,  and  east  by  a  line  running  north,  nine  miles, 
from  a  point  near  the  High  Falls,  and  thence  northeasterly  on  such  a  course 
as  might  include  210,000  acres. 

April  II,  1797,  Chassanis  appointed  Rodolph  Tillier  his  attorney  "to

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<3irect  and  administer  the  properties  and  affairs  concerning  Castorland,"  etc., 
and  in  case  of  his  death  Nicholas  Olive  was  to  succeed  him.  February  18, 
1797,  a  new  agreement  was  made  between  Constable  and  Tillier,  conveying 
the  Castorland  tract  to  Chassanis,  after  the  survey  of  William  Cockburn  & 
Son,  of  Poughkeepsie,  in  1799,  and  giving  with  greater  detail  the  bounds  of 
the  tract.  The  former  conveyances  made  the  north  and  east  bank  of  the 
river  the  boundary,  but  in  this  the  center  of  the  channel  was  agreed  upon.  On 
March  6,  i8oc,  Constable  deeded  to  Chassanis,  for  one  dollar,  a  tract  of 
30,000  acres  in  the  eastern  corner  of  tract  No.  4,  which  v/as  afterwards  sub- 
divided into  27  lots  and  conveyed  to  James  Le  Ray.  Cockburn 's  survey 
divided  the  purchase  into  six  very  unequal  tracts,  formed  by  the  intersection 
of  the  principal  lines  and  the  river.  The  tract  was  subdivided  by  Charles  C. 
Brodhead  and  assistants,  in  1794.  In  dividing  the  tract  the  line  running 
north  from  High  Falls  ivas  assumed  as  the  cardinal  line,  from  v/hich  ranges 
were  counted  east  and  west.  An  east  and  west  line,  crossing  the  other  nine 
miles  from  the  falls,  was  fixed  as  a  second  cardinal,  from  v/hich  ranges  were 
reckoned  north  and  south.  The  ranges  extended  from  19  east,  51  west,  27 
north,  and  about  9  south  ;  and  the  lots  included  450  acies  each,  except  those 
on  the  margin.  These  were  again  subdivided  into  nine  square  lots  of  50 
acres  each,  which  were  numbered  from  i  to  4,828.  This  system  of  numbering 
has  since  been  observed  in  designating  the  location  of  lands. 

The  south  line  of  tract  No.  4  was  run  by  John  Campbell  and  others,  in 
August,  1794.  At  a  very  early  period  a  settlement  was  begun  by  Tillier  and 
others  near  the  High  Falls,  east  of  the  river,  and  several  families  were  set- 
tle>l.  Several  extensive  sales  were  made  by  Chassanis  and  Tillier  to  French- 
men of  the  better  class,  who  had  held  property  and  titles  in  France  before  the 
revolution.  Desjardines  &  Co.  bought  3,002  acres  on  Point  Peninsula  ;  Odier 
&  Bousquet,  1,500  acres  on  Pillar  Point;  Nicholas  Olive  (December  17, 
1807),  a  tract  of  4,050  acres  north  of  Black  River  and  Bay  ;  Henry  Boutin, 
1,000  acres  around  the  present  village  of  Carthage;  C.  C.  Brodhead,  400 
acres  in  the  present  town  of  Wilna;  and  others.  Among  these  was  a  con- 
veyance dated  March  31,  iSor,  of  1,817  half  acres  in  scattered  lots  to  20 
or  30  French  people,  many  of  them  widows  of  persons  who  had  acquired 
an  interest  in  the  New  York  Company.  May  i,  1798,  James  Le  Ray  pur- 
chased 10,000  acres  in  Castorland,  and  February  15,  1801,  all  hir  lands  not 
previously  sold.  Chassanis,  in  his  early  sales,  had  reserved  about  600  acres 
(R.  26,  W.  24,  and  25  N.),  between  the  present  villages  of  Brownville  and 
Dexter,  for  the  city  of  Basle. 

March  27,  iSoo,  Tillier  was  succeeded  in  the  agency  by  Gouverneur  Mor- 
ris, who  appointed  Richard  Coxe,  November  13,  iSoi,  his  attorney.  Febru- 
ary 5,  1802,  Chassanis  executed  a  trust  conveyance  for  %\  to  James  D.  Le 
Ray  of  220,500  acres  as  surveyed  by  William  Cockburn  &:  Son,  and  by 
other  instruments  for  nominal  sums.*    The  lands  were  mostly  sold  to  actual

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settlers  by  Mr.  Le  Ray,  as  agent  or  principal.  David  B.  Ogden,  G.  Morris,* 
and  many  others  were  at  an  early  period  concerned  in  these  titles. 

Macomb's  tract  No.  4  was  surveyed  by  C.  C.  Brodhead,  in  1796,  as- 
sisted by  Jonas  Smith,  Timothy  Whee-er,  Joshua  Northrop,  Elias  Marvin, 
John  Young,  Isaac  Le  Fever,  Jacob  Chambers,  Eb'jah  Blake,  Samuel  Tapper, 
Eliakim  Hammond,  and  Abraham  B.  Smede,  each  v/ith  a  few  men  as  as- 
sistants, and  the  whole  having  a  general  camp  or  rendezvous  at  Hungry  Bay, 
on  the  north  side  of  Pillar  Point,  at  a  place  called  Peck's  Cove,  near  where 
the  Chassanis  line  crosses  the  bay.  The  early  settlers  here  found  huts  stand- 
ing, and  the  remains  of  an  old  oven  were  visible  for  many  years  thereafter. 
The  journals  of  these  surveyors  show  that  they  suffered  much  from  sickness 
.Some  of  their  supplies  were  derived  from  Canada,  but  the  most  from  the  Mo- 
l^,awk  settle mentF.  A  few  troops  were  stationed  on  Carleton  Island,  and 
thither  some  of  their  sick  were  sent.  This  tract,  excepting  the  east  corner 
conveyed  to  Chassanis,  was  divided  into  1,000  lots  of  440  acres  each  (ex- 
cepting those  around  the  border),  which  v/ere  numbered  continuously.  Evert 
Van  Allen  had  been  employed,  in  1795,  surveying  the  boundaries  of  tract 
No.  4. 

A  proposition  was  entertained  from  Lord  Poultney,  in  1792,  for  the  pur- 
<:hase  of  a  million  of  acres  of  Black  River  land,  at  a  quarter  of  a  dollar  p)er 
acre,  of  which  ^/^5,ogo  vs'ere  to  be  paid  dovvu.  ^20,000  in  one,  and  the  same 
in  two  years,  and  the  remainder  as  soon  as  the  surveys  were  made.  Con- 
stable was  to  guaranty  against  claims  from  the  native  Indians^  and  all  other 
parties,  and  to  give  immediate  possession.  The  location  was  to  be  deter- 
mined by  Col.  William  Stephens  Smith,  of  New  York.  This  bargain  failed, 
and  Poultney  afterwards  became  largely  concerned  in  lands  in  the  Genesee 
country.  October  3,  179?,  Jane,  the  v.'ifc  of  A.  Macomb,  released  her  right 
to  the  lands  previously  conveyed.  On  April  12,  1793,  Constable  sold  in 
London,  with  the  consent  of  Chassanis,  who  had  previously  held  a  preemp- 
tion claim,  to  Charles  IMichael  I)e  Wolf,  of  the  city  of  Antwerp,  tract  No.  4, 
for  300,000  florins,  money  of  exchange.f  and  in  June  follosving,  of  the  same 
year,  De  Wolf  succeeded  in  negotiating  his  purchase  at  a  great  advance,  viz., 
for  680,0c o  florins,  to  a  company  of  large  and  small  capitalists,  of  the  city  of 
Antwerp,  who  subscribed  to  the  stock  in  shares  of  1,000  florins  each,  and 
organized  under  the  name  of  the  Anticcyp  Compa?iy.  The  stock  was  divided 
into  680  shares.  Like  most  other  operations  of  foreigners  in  a  distant  coun- 
try this  company  eventually  proved  unsuccessful,  and  a  loss  to  the  stock- 
holders. Gouverneur  Morris  became  their  frrst  agent  in  America,  and  on 
January  2,  1800,  a  deed  of  half  the  tract,  or  220,000  acres, J  passed  to  him 
from  Constable,  on  account  of  the  company,  for  $48,889,  and  on  the  day  fol- 
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lowing  the  other  half,  of  equal  extent,  for  $46,315.12  to  James  Donatien 
Le  Ray  de  Chaumont.  Tract  No.  4  was  found  by  Van  Allen's  survey  to  con- 
tain 450,000  acres,  including  the  state  reservations.  A  forraer  deed  from 
Constable  to  De  Wolf  was  canceled  upon  the  new  one  being  made. 

The  division  line  between  Morris's  and  LeRay's  conveyances  commenced  at 
the  northeast  corner  of  Penet's  Square,  and  run  on  aline^  parallel  with  the  county 
line,  to  the  south  line  of  No.  4.  Morris  took  all  northeast  of  this,  and  Le  Ray 
the  remainder,  August  15,  1802,  a  new  division  line  was  agreed  upon,  com- 
mencing near  the  southeast  corner  of  Penet's  Square,  running  thence  to  the 
south  corner  of  lot  512,  thence  to  the  west  corner  of  .the  present  corner  of 
Antwerp,  and  along  the  southwest  line  of  that  town  to  the  south  corner  of 
lot  337,  and  thence  to  the  south  line  of  No.  4.  A  tract  of  30,000  acres  in 
the  east  corner  of  No.  4  was  not  included  in  these  conveyances,  having  been 
sold  to  Chassanis.  In  1809  Morris  retired  from  the  business,  his  expenses 
and  commissions  absorbing  26,840  acres  of  land.  December  23,  1S04,  he 
had  sold  for  $62,000,  to  Lewis  R.  Morris,  49,280  acres  in  the  present  town 
of  Antwerp.^  Mr.  Morris  subsequently  conveyed  41  lots  to  Silvius  Hoard 
in  the  western  part  of  Antwerp, f  adjoining  Theresa,  and  since  known  as  the 
Cooper  tract.  Abraham  Cooper,  from  Trenton,  N,  Y.,  became  interested 
in  this  tract  in  iSiy.i  The  remainder  of  Antwerp,  excepting  three  ranges 
of  lots  on  the  southeast  side,  was  purchased  of  Morris  by  David  Parish,  in 
180S.  The  tract  amounted  to  29,033  acres,  and  was  settled  under  agents  of 
the  Parish  estate.  Moss  Kent  succeeded  as  agent  of  the  Anfsverp  Company, 
and  June  15,  1809,  the  remainder  of  their  unsold  lands,  143,440  acres,  were 
conveyed  to  him.  He  was  soon  succeeded  by  Mr.  Le  Ray,  and  September 
17,  18 10,  the  company  sold  to  him  for  145,000  florins,  money  of  exchange, 
all  their  interests  in  lands  in  America.  The  lands  with  Moss  Kent  were 
reconveyed  to  Le  Ray,  June  24,  iSiy.S  except  3,250  acres  sold  to  William 
H.  Harrison  and  T.  L.  Ogden,  in  Lewis  County,  December  16,  1811. 

Mr.  Le  Ray  is  said  to  have  been  the  owner  of  126  shares  in  the  Antwerp 
Company,  and  G.  Morris  of  26.  The  former  having  acquired  a  title  to  No.  4,. 
and  the  Chassanis  tract,  removed  to  I>e  Raysville,  where  he  opened  a  land 
ofiice  and  proceeded  to  sell  land  to  actual  settlers,  to  a  very  large  extent. 
He  also  effected  with  several  Europeans  sales  of  considerable  tracts,  among 
which  were  to  Louis  Augustin  De  Caulincourt,  due  de  Vincence,  October  8, 
1805,  a  tract  of  4,840  acres  near  Milieu's  Bay,  being  ii  lots  wliich  were  con- 
veyed January  28,  1825,  to  Peter  Francis  Real,  known  as  Count  Real,  chief 
of  police  imder  Napoleon  ;  to  Emanuel  Count  De  Grouchy,  to  General 
Desfurneaux,  and  to  others,  considerable  tracts.  Several  citizens  of  New 
York  became  afterwards  concerned  in  these  tracts,  on  their  own  account,  or

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as  agents,  and  extensive  conveyances  were  made;  but  as  many  of  these  were 
trusts  not  expressed,  and  referred  to  considerations  not  explained  in  the 
instruments  of  conveyance,  or  on  record,  n.n  inleliigent  history  of  them  can- 
not be  at  this  time  obtained,  with  sufficient  conciseness  for  pubhcation, 
should  they  be  deemed  of  sufficient  general  interest.  Among  the  lands  con- 
veyed were  the  following  : — 

To  William  and  Gcrardiis  Po^t,  June  3,  1825,  for  817,000,  11,800  acres  (willi  3,503  acres 
excepted)  in  the  present  tow  ns  of  ^Yilna  aud  Diana;  6,500  acres  were  conveyed  by  one,  and  the 
executors  of  the  other  of  these,  to  T.  S.  Haniuiond,  of  Carthage,  October  2,  1S37,  by  two  deeds, 
for  •■^18,000.  To  Herman  Le  Eoy  and  \Yiniaui  Bayard,  for  ^50,000,  Tebruary  9,  1820,  the  interest 
of  J,  Lc  Hay  in  nnmcrons  contracts  to  se  ttlers  on  great  tract  No.  To  Francis  Depau  for 
$23,280,  and  815.000,  by  tuo  conveyances,  a  large  tract  in  Alexandria,  adjoining  St.  Lawrence 
County.    To  Cornelia  Jnhel,  October  9,  1821,  numerous  lots,  aud  to  many  others. 

In  i8i8  Joseph  Bonaparte,  who  in  the  United  States  assumed  the  title  of 
Count  de  SurYilliers/'-''  was  induced  to  enter  into  a  bargain  with  Le  Ray, 
by  v/hich  he  agreed  to  receive  in  trust,  witli  a  warranty,  the  conveyance  of 
150,000  acres  of  land,  including  74,624  acres  of  the  Antwerp  Company 
lands,  to  be  taken  in  the  most  remote  and  unsettled  portions,  and  at  the  same 
time  Mr.  Le  Ray  received  certain  diamonds  and  real  estate,  the  whole  rated 
at  $120,000,  and  to  be  refunded  in  1830,  unless  he  should  agree  to  accept 
before  that  time  the  title  of  a  part  of  these  lands.  A  trust  deed,  with  cove- 
nant and  warranty,  was  accordingly  passed^  December  21,  181 8,  to  Peter  S. 
Duponceau,  tiie  confidential  sgent  of  the  Count,  for  150,260  acres,  with  the 
exception  of  such  tracts  not  exceeding  32,260  acres,  as  miglit  have  been  con- 
veyed or  contracted  to  actual  settlers.  This  deed  included  the  greater  part 
of  Diana,  two  tiers  of  lots  from  the  southeast  side  of  Antwerp,  the  whole  of 
Wilna  and  Philadelphia,  a  small  piece  south  of  Black  River,  v/here  it  makes 
a  node  across  the  Chassanis  line  into  No.  4,  a  tract  of  four  lots  wide  and 
seven  long  from  Lc  Ray,  and  nine  lots  from  the  easterly  range  in  Theresa. 
It  was  recorded  vvith  a  defeasance  appended,  in  which  it  is  declared  a  secu- 
rity for  $120,000  as  above  stated,  and  it  provided  for  an  auction  sale  of  lands 
to  meet  this  obligation.!  ]')iamonds  having  fallen  to  half  their  former  price 
the  fact  v/as  made  the  subject  of  complaint ;  and  in  1820  the  Count  agreed 
to  accept  26,840  acres  for  the  nominal  sum  of  $40,260.  These  lands  lay  in 
the  most  remote  portion  of  No.  4,  and  Mr.  Le  Ray,  in  a  letter  to  one  of  the 
Antwerp  Company,  dated  April  9,  182 1,  complimented  the  Count  upon  his 
taste  in  selecting  a  "tract  abounding  in  picturesque  landscapes,  whose  re- 
mote and  extensive  forests,  affording  retreat  to  game,  would  enable  him  to  es- 
tablish a  great  hunting  ground;  qualities  of  soil  and  fitness  for  settlers  v.-ere 
only  secondary  considerations.    *    *    *    He  regrets,  notwithstanding,  that 

*  This  personage,  who  held  successively  the  thrones  of  Naples  and  Spain,  ^vas  boni 
in  tlic  island  v(  Coisic:i,  in  I7'^>?,  bcin,;-  the  next  older  brother  of  Napoleon  I.  His  resi- 
dent.e  in  this  country  v/as  as  an  exile,  and  he  returnet!  to  Europe  as  soon  as  political  events 
permitted. 
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tlius  far  he  has  not  been  able  to  find  among  the  26,000  acres  of  land  a  pla- 
teau of  200  acres  of  land  to  build  his  house  upon,  but  he  intends  keeping  up 
his  researches  this  summer."  The  Count  subsequently  commenced  an  estab- 
lishment near  the  present  village  of  Alpina  in  Diana,  where  a  small  clearing 
was  made,  but  this  was  soon  abandoned. 

October  29,  1S23,  Le  Ra}-  conveyed  to  William  K.  Harrison,  in  trust  for 
the  Antwerp  Company,  for  $50^000,  two  ranojes  of  lots  in  Antwerp,  next  to 
Lewis  County,  subject  to  the  mortgage  of  Duponceau,  with  a  large  amount 
of  lands  in  Lewis  County.  Meanwhile  an  act  vvas  procured,  November  27^ 
1824,  allowing  Charles  Joseph  Xavier  Knyff,  Charles  Jose.ph  Geelhand  Dela- 
faille,  Jean  Joseph  Reinier  Osy,  Pierre  Joseph  De  Caters,  and  Jean  Joseph 
Pinson,  as  trustees  cf  the  Antwerp  Company,  to  take  and  hold  lands,  and  to 
them  Harrison  conveyed  the  above  tracts.  J3uponceau  -and  Bonaparte  sub- 
sequently released  a  large  tract  and  took  a  title  of  Si, 180  acres.  The  his- 
tory of  these  transactions  may  be  traced  in  the  recorded  conveyances.  James 
Le  Ray,  December  31,  1823,  convc^yed  to  his  son  Vincent  all  his  lands  in 
Jefferso:*  County,  and  by  a  similar  conveyance  his  lands  in  Lewis  County  for 
the  benefit  of  his  creditors. 

July  16,  1825,  Duponceau  executed  to  Joseph  Bonaparte  (who,  by  an  act 
of  March  31,  1825,  had  been  empowered  to  hold  lands)  a  deed  of  all  the 
rights  he  had  acquired  in  the  above  conveyances.  Bonaparte,  by  an  instru- 
ment dated  July  14,  1832,  m.ade  Joseph  Raphineau  his  attorney  to  deed 
lands  contracted  by  Joseph  Boyer,  his  land  agent.  In  June,  1S35,  he  sold 
to  John  La  Targe,  for  $80,000,  all  the  interest  of  Count  Survilliers  ia  lands 
in  this  and  Lewis  counties. 

In  October,  1824,  the  Antwerp  Company  appointed  J.  N.  Rottiers  their 
agent  to  receive  and  convey  laiids,  and  liC  was  directed,  by  parties  interested 
in  claifus,  to  commence  a  prosecution  against  Le  Ray,  which  was  done.  The 
extreme  depression  in  the  price  of  land  and  the  total  stop  of  sales  which  fol- 
lowed the  completion  of  the  Erie  Canal,  and  the  opening  of  the  Western  states 
to  emigration,  operated  disastrously  to  all  parties  who  had  based  their  plans 
apon  expectation  of  receipts  from  land  sales  j  and  notwithstanding  the  es- 
tates of  iMr.  Le  Ray  were  both  extensive  and  valuable,  he  could  not  at  that 
time  encounter  the  combination  of  circumstances  which  bore  so  heavily  upon 
all  land-holders  throughout  the  northern  counties,  and  he  found  hiiisself  com- 
pelled to  apply  for  tlie  benefit  of  the  insolvent  act,  and  to  surrender  his  es- 
tates to  his  son.  in  trust  for  his  creditors.  As  a  justihcation  of  his  course  he 
published,  for  distribution  among  his  foreign  creditors,  a  statement  in  which 
he  vindicated  in  a  satisfactory  manner  the  course  he  had  adopted,  and  set 
forth  the  kind  and  quantity  of  property  at  his  disposal  to  meet  his  liabiUties. 
Me  had  at  that  time  the  following  lands  in  this  state  :  in  Franklin  County, 
30,750  acres,  valued  at  $22,500  :  in  St.  Lawrence  Count)  ,  73,947  •'^cres,  val- 
ued at$ioG,ooo;  in  Jefferson  County,  143.500  acres,  valued  at  $574,000; 
in  Lewis  County,  100,000  acres,  valued  at  $133,000. 
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Of  l}is  Jefferson  lands  one  eighth  were  subject  to  contracts  of  settlers,  upon 
which  were  three  grist-mills,  three  saw-rnills,  and  various  clearings,  with 
buildings.  At  Le  Raysville  v/ere  a  grist-mill,  storehouses,  etc.,  valued  at 
$26,000,  and  in  Pennsylvania,  Otsego  County,  and  in  France  other  proper- 
ties of  large  amounts.  In  closing  up  his  business  a  large  amount  of  land  was 
confirmed  to  Vincent  I.e  Kay,  and  the  settlement  of  affairs  was  so  managed 
as  to  satisfy  in  full  the  claims  of  American  creditors. 

A  considerable  amount  of  the  Antwerp  Company's  lands,  remaining  in 
scattered  parcels,  was  sold  in  182S  by  the  agent  to  John  La  l^'arge,  but  this 
sale  was  subsequently  set  aside  by  the  Court  of  Chancery,  and  February  15, 
1836,  24,230  acres,  being  most  of  the  remaining  lands  of  .the  company,  and 
situated  in  Theresa,  Antwerp,  Alexandria,  and  Orleans,  were  sold  to  Samuel 
Stocking,  of  Utica,  and  Norris  M.  Woodruff,  of  Watertown,  for  $e  per  acre, 
William  H.  Harrison  acted  in  the  latter  sale  as  the  agent  of  the  company. 

Mr.  La  Farge,  July  28,  1846,  sold  to  Charles  L.  Faverger,  for  $48,513,  a 
tract  embracing  the  two  eastern  ranges  of  lots  in  Antwerp,  and  122  lots  in 
Diana,  excepting  parts  previously  conveyed^  amounting  to  48,513  acres, 
Williani  Constable,  Decemiber  18,  1792,  conveyed  to  Samuel  Ward,  for 
^100,000,  1,280,000  acres,  it  being  the  whole  of  Macomb's  Purchase  in  Nos. 
5  and  6,  out  of  which  was  excepted  25,000  acres  sold  to  William  Inman. 
Samuel  Ward,  December  20,  1792,  conveyed  to  Thomas  Boylston  (of  Boston),, 
for  ^20,000,  a  tract  commencing  at  the  extreme  southern  angle  of  Lewis 
County  as  now  bounded,  running  thence  to  the  mouth  of  Salmon  River,  and 
along  the  lake  to  Black  River,  and  up  that  stream  to  the  north  bounds  of  the 
present  town  of  Leyden,  and  thence  to  the  place  of  beginning.  The  course 
of  Black  River  v.-as  then  supposed  to  be  nearly  direct  from  the  FL'gh  Fcdls  to 
the  lake,  and  this  tract  was  believed  to-  contain  about  400,000  acres,  but 
when  surveyed  around  by  William  Cockburn  &  Son,  in  1794,  it  was  found  to 
include  817,155  acres  I  Ward  also  sold  210,000  acres  to  John  Julius  Anger- 
stein,  a  v/ealthy  merchant  of  London,  which  the  latter  afterwards  sold  to 
Gov.  John  Brown,  of  Providence,  R.  L,  and  which  has  been  commonly 
called  Browiis  tracts  and  is  yet  mostly  a  wilderness.  He  also  sold  50,000 
acres  and  25,000  acres  to  William  Inman,  who  afterv/ards  figured  largely  in 
the  titles  of  L^ewis  County;  with  the  exception  of  the  685,000  acres  thus 
conveyed  to  Boylston,  Angerstein,  and  Inman  he  reconveyed,  February  27, 
1793,  the  remainder  to  Constable. 

On  May  21,  1794,  Boylston  gave  a  deed  of  trust  of  11  townships  to 
George  Lee,  George  Irving,  and  Thomas  Latham,  assignees  of  Lane,  Son 
Fraser,  of  London,  and  they  conveyed  them  to  John  Johnson  Phyn,  of  that 
place  (June  2,  1794),  in  whom,  by  sundry  conveyances  and  assurances  in  the 
law,  the  title  became  vested.  April  to,  1795,  Phyn  appointed  William 
Constable  his  attorney  to  sell  and  convey  an}"  or  all  of  the  Boylston  tract, 
who  accordingly  sold,  July  15,  1795,  (iit  $1  per  acre,  one-quarter  paid  down 
and  the  t)alance  in  five  installments,  with  mortgage,)  to  Nicholas  Low,  Will- 
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iam  Henderson,  R.icbard  Hairisou,  and  Josi.'ih  Ogden  Hoffman,  a  tract  of 
300,000  acres,  since  known  as  the  Black  River  tract.  This  purchase  com- 
prised Hounsfielu,  Watertown,  Rutland,  Champion,  Denmaik,  Henderson, 
Adams,  Rodman,  Pinckney,  Harrisburg,  and  Lowville.  April  i,  1796, 
Phyn  confirmed  this  title.  The  tract  was  found  by  measurement  to  contain 
290,376  acres,  to  make  up  which  deficiency  Constable,  in  1796.  conveyed 
town  No.  2  (Worth),  excepting  948  acres  in  the  southeast  corner,  which  he 
reserved  for  himself.  On  the  last  mentioned  date  Phyn  conveyed  to  Con- 
stable 401,000  acres,  being  the  remainder  of  the  Boylston  tract.  The  pres- 
ent town  of  Loriaine  is  in  this  conveyance. 

WiUiam  Constable  gave  his  brother  James  a  power  of  attorney  to  sell  lands 
March  16,  179S,  and,  to  secure  the  confidence  of  the  Europeans,  and  others, 
in  the  validity  of  his  title,  he  procured  from  xVlexander  Hamilton,  Richard 
Harrison,  J.  O.  Hoffman  (attorney-general  of  the  state),  Daniel  McKinnen, 
and  other  eminent  lawyers  a  certificate  that  they  had  examined  his  convey- 
ances and  believed  them  perfect. 

March  22,  1797,  Constable  conveyed  to  Marvel  P2His^  of  Troy,  the  town 
of  Eliisburgh,  in  accordance  \\  ith  an  agreement  dated  April  11,  1796,  except 
3,000  acres,  conveyed  March  17,  1797,  to  Robert  Brown  and  Thomas  Eddy, 
in  the  soulhsvest  corner  of  the  town.  This  town  v.'as  long  without  a  resident 
agent,  and.  from  being  settled  by  squatters  it  acquired  the  name  of  N'o 
God.  In  June,  ivBo4,  Brown  and  Eddy  sold  half  of  this  tract  to  General 
Scriba,  and  the  latter  to  William  Bell.  The  remainder  was  exchanged  for  a 
farm  in  New  Jersey  by  Lord  BolHngbroke.  Ellis's  purchase,  according  to 
Medad  Mitchclfs  sur\-ey  of  August,  1795,  ^^^^  5^S40  acres,  but  by  a  sub- 
sequent survey  of  B.  Wright  it  covered  52,834  acres.  A  part  of  No.  10 
(Sandy  Creek)  v/as  conveyed  November  16,  1796,  to  Mrs.  H.  M.  Colden, 
for  the  Ear]  of  Selkirk.  Ellis,  on  the  day  of  his  purchase,  mortgaged  it  for 
the  payment,  and  in  i8or  he  became  insolvent.  In  January,  1S02,  Con- 
stable filed  a  bill  in  chancery,  against  Ellis  and  his  creditors,  to  foreclose  to 
equity  of  redemption.  May  22,  1S03,  William  Constable  died,  and  his  exec- 
utors, James  Constable,  John  iNlcVickar,  and  Hezekiah  B.  Pierrepont,  were 
advised  that  the  title  was  perfected  by  the  answer  to  the  bill  in  chancery,  but, 
to  put  all  questions  forever  at  rest,  they  deemed  it  advisable  to  proceed  to 
foreclose.  It  was  accordingly  advertised  and  sold  under  the  direction  of 
Thomas  Cooper,  master  in  chancery,  at  the  Tontine  Coffee  House,  New 
York,  March  i,  1804,  to  Daniel  McCorm'ck.  On  March  2  the  executors  of 
Constable  conveyed  the  town  to  McCormick,  and  on  the  3d  the  latter  recon- 
veyed  to  the  executors.  On  April  26,  1819,  a  deed  of  release  from  the  heirs 
of  William  Constable  was  executed  to  H.  B.  Pierrepont,  from  whom  the  title 
of  the  unsold  portions  passed  to  his  son,  William  C.  Pierrepont,  who  in  like 
manner  acquired  the  title  of  Lorraine  from  Coiistable. 

The  II  towns  v/ere  divided  by  ballot  betv/een  the  company,  August  5, 
1796,  Harrison  and  Hoffman  receiving  numbers  i,  4,  5,  8,  and  10,  or  Houns- 
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field,  Champion,  Denmark,  Rodman,  and  Harrisburg,  and  1,283  acres  of 
Constable's,  No.  2  (Worth),  which  had  been  added  to  make  up  the  amount 
purchased,  and  was  used  in  "making  change  Low  received  2,  7,  and  11, 
or  Watertown,  Adams,  and  Lowville,  with  1,576  acres  of  the  present  town  of 
Worth  ;  and  Henderson  3,  6,  and  9,  or  Rutland,  Henderson,  and  Pinckiiey, 
with  649  acres  in  Woith. 

These  proprietors  disposed  of  their  towns  as  follows  :  No.  i  was  sold,  the 
north  half  to  Flenry  Champion  and  Lemuel  Storrs,  June  30.  1797,  and  the 
south  part  (15,913  acres)  to  Peter  Kemble  and  Ezra  Hounsfield,  for  $4,000, 
March  10,  iSoi,  who  sold  to  actual  settlers  through  the  agency  of  Elisha 
Camp.  The  sales  of  the  north  part  will  be  given  in  oar  account  of  that  town. 
Nos.  2,  7,  and  11  were  sold  by  S.  Stow,  M.  S.  Miller,  and  L  W.  Bostvvick,  of 
Lowville,  agents  for  Low.  No.  3  was  first  partly  conveyed  to  actual  settlers 
by  Asher  Miller  and  Abel  French,  v/hen  the  remaining  interest  of  Henderson 
■was  conveyed  to  Dr.  Isaac  Bronson,  of  Greenfield,  Conn.,  who  gave  its 
agency  to  his  brother,  Ethel  Bronson,  with  whom  it  continued  till  death, 
when  it  was  transferred  to  George  White,  who  completed  the  settlements 
with  settlers.  No.  4  was  sold  to  Champion  and  Storrs  (with  the  north  half 
■of  i),  and  by  N.  Hubbard  and  A.  Lathrop,  agents,  it  was  sold  to  settlers. 
No.  6  began  to  settle  under  the  same  agent  as  No.  3.  In  1806  Jesse  Hop- 
kins was  appointed  agent,  and  continued  about  15  years.  Certain  lots, 
amounting  to  5,716  acres,  were  sold  to  Isaac  Bronson,  June  10,  1807,  for 
$10,003.44,  and  settled  by  the  agents  of  the  latter.  No.  S  v/as  settled  for 
the  proprietors  by  L  W,  Bostwick,  agent  at  Lov.'villc,  Harrison  and  Hoff- 
man continued  tenants  in  common  of  5,  8,  and  io,  until  May  i,  1S05.  In 
July,  1809,  an  instrument  was  executed  securing  certain  interests  of  Hoff- 
man to  Thomas  L.  Ogden  and  Abijali  Hammond,  and  on  Jaiuiary  5,  iSio, 
■Hoffman  conveyed  to  Harrison  lus  interest  in  the,?e  towns. 

The  greater  part  of  township  2  (Worth)  fell  to  the  share  of  Harrison  and 
Hoffman.  It  was  laid  out  by  Medad  ^Iitchell  in  1795;  and  December  23, 
1797,  these  proprietors  made  a  partition,  and  Harrison  conveyed  the  north 
half  to  Hoffman,  who,  July  16,  1798,  niade  a  conveyance  to  Daniel  McCor- 
mick  and  Charles  Smith,  in  trust,  to  sell  and  convey  and  to  keep  the  money 
until  certain  debts  were  paid.  Several  subsequent  transfers  were  made,  which 
are  not  deemed  of  sufficient  public  interest  to  trace.  The  title  to  the  south 
.  part  remained  with  Harrison  many  )'ears. 

The  boundaries  of  the  Ekven  Towns  were  surveyed  by  Benjamin  Wright, 
in  April  and  May,  1796,  and  the  notes  from  his  field  book*'  formed  the  first 
accurate  data  possessed  in  relation  to  the  country  south  of  Black  River. 

The  islands  in  the  St.  Lawrence  River  and  Lake  Ontario  Vr-ere  included  in 
the  original  contract  to  XLacomb,  v/ith  the  state,  of  June  22,  1791,  but  from 
tlie  nncertainty  about  the  boundary  they  were  not  patented  till  long  after.

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The  claim  of  Macomb  passed  to  Daniel  McCormick,  and  was  recognized  by 
the  commissioners  of  the  land  office  January  28,  1814,  when  they  directed 
the  surveyor-general  to  survey  sucli  islands  as  were  clearly  within  the  liuiits 
of  the  state,  at  the  expense  of  the  owner,  and  a  release  of  damage  was  to  be 
granted,  should  the  lands  so  laid  out  hereafter  be  included  in  Canada,  upon 
the  running  of  the  boundary.  McCormick  sold  his  interest  to  D.  A.  and  T.  L. 
Ogden,  which  v/as  also  sanctioned  by  the  commissioners,  May  14,  181 7.  For 
running  the  boundary  agreed  upon  by  the  treaty  of  Ghent  Gen.  Peter  B. 
Porter  was  appointed  commissioner  and  Samuel  Hawkins  agent  for  the 
United  States,  and  John  Ogilvie  commissioner  on  the  part  of  Great  Britain^ 
who  met  at  St.  Regis,  and,  after  carefully  ascertaining  the  line  of  45^'  north 
latitude,  by  a  series  of  astronomical  observations,  proceeded  thence  in  two 
parties,  one  to  Lake  Charnplain  and  the  other  up  the  river.  In  i8i8  the  lat- 
ter had  reached  Ogden's  Island,  and  in  1819  their  labors  were  completed. 
Patents  were  issued  for  the  islands  as  follows  : — 

All  the  islands  in  the  state,  between  a  line  drawn  at  right  angles  to  the 
river,  frorn  the  village  of  Morristov.n,  and  a  meridian  drawn  through  the 
western  point  of  Grindstone  Island,  to  Elisha  Camp,  February  15,  1823. 
These  islands  contained  15,402.9  acres,  of  which  Grindstone  Island  contained 
5,291,  Wells  or  Wellesly  Island  8,o6S,  and  Indian  Hut  Island  369  acres^ 
with  several  smaller  ones  without  names.  Patents  were  also  issued  to  Camp 
on  the  same  day  to  Stony  Island,  1,536  acres;  Calf  Island,  34.8  acres;  Little 
Gailoe  Island,  48. 8  acres;  the  most  of  Galloe  Island,  2,216.2  acres;  and 
Willow  Island,  half  an  acre.  A  patent  to  the  United  States,  for  30.75  and 
five  acres  on  Galloe  Island,  was  issued  December  11,  1S19,  and.to  Melanch- 
thon  T.  Woolsey,  November  3,  1823,  for  Gull  Island,  6.5  acres,  and  Snake 
Island,  1.4  acres.  Cherry  Island,  in  Chaumont  Bay,  108.4  acres;  Grenadier 
Island,  1.290  acres;  and  Fox  Island,  257.5  acres,  were  patented  to  Hezekiah 
B.  Pierrepont  and  others  October  i,  1824.  Five  hundred  acres  on  the  west- 
ern part  of  Carleton  Island  w^eie  patented  to  Charles  Smyth,  October  2,  1S2S. 
A  partition  deed  v.\as  executed  between  Pierrepont,  and  Joshua  Waddington 
and  Thomas  L.  Ogden,  November  10,  1824,  by  which  tlie  former  received 
Grenadier  and  Cherry  islands.  Tney  were  sold  February  19,  1825,  for 
$7,000,  to  William  and  Gerardus  Post,  of  New  York.  These  islands  had 
been  occupied  many  years  by  squatters,  who  with  great  reluctance  yielded 
possession.  The  jurisdiclion  of  a  part  of  Galloe  Island  was  ceded  by  the 
legislature  to  the  United  States  for  a  ligl'thouse,  by  an  act  of  April  21,  1818; 
that  of  Tibbets  Point  (about  three  acres),  January  25.  1827  ;  that  of  Horse 
Island,  April  26,  1S31  ;  and  a  part  of  Carleton  Island,  June  21,  1853.  In 
these  cessions  the  state  retains  concurrent  civil  and  criminal  jurisdiction. 
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BENCH  AND  BAR  OF  JEFFERSON  COUNTY. 

Bv  LUTHER  J.  DORWIN. 

A  review  of  the  bench  and  bar  of  the  county  of  Jefferson  would  be  incom- 
j-ilele  without  a  brief  history  of  tlie  courts  as  existing  at  the  time  of  its  organ- 
ization, their  origin,  jurisdiction,  their  officers,  and  how  they  were  appointed. 

The  tracing  back  the  courts  to  their  origin  has  required  much  lime  and 
patient  investi^aticn,  and  in  the  space  limited  for  this  article  bat  little  more 
than  a  brief  synopsis  of  their  history  can  be  given.  Reference  to  the  source 
of  authority  will  be  given  so  that  the  reader  whose  curiosity  may  desire  the 
details,  and  who  may  be  interested  in  the  judicial  history  of  the  state,  can 
obtain  the  desired  information. 

Tiie  administration  of  justice  in  this  county  at  the  time  of  its  organization, 
and  thereafter  was  part  of  the  judicial  system  of  the  whole  state,  differing  in 
many  essentials  from  that  now  in  force.  It  may  be  stated  here  .that  the 
source  of  information  frorxi  which  the  writer  has  derived  most  of  the  facts 
iiere  related  is  the  account  of  the  Judicial  Organization  of  the  State,,  and  of 
its  tribunals,  from  the  time  of  its  settlement  by  the  Dutch  in  1623  until  the 
adoption  of  the  state  constitution  of  1S46,  written  by  Hon.  Charles  P.  Daly, 
one  of  the  judges  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  city  of  New  York, 
and  published  introductory  in  the  first  volume  of  E.  D.  Smith's  report  of 
cases  argued  and  determined  in  the  Court  of  Cojximon  Pleas  of  the  city  of 
New  York. 

Courts  had  existed  in  the  colony  of  New  York  prior  to  16S2,  but  in  that 
year  Dongan  was  appointed  governor.  In  Dongan  the  power  to  create  courts 
was  vested,  as  also  the  power  to  convene  a  general  representative  assembly, 
and  one  was  convened  to  whom  Dongan  left  the  matter  of  creating  the  courts. 

The  Assembly  met  in  1683,  and  on  October  3cth  of  that  year  passed  "  The 
Charter  of  Liberties  and  Privileges  granted  by  his  Eoyal  Highness  to  the  in- 
habitants of  New  York  and  its  dependences,"  a  copy  of  whicli  is  in  the 
appendix  No.  2,  of  2  7vc:'.  Za::'s  of  1813. 

They  also  passed  an  act  dividing  the  provinces  of  New  York  into  12  coun- 
ties, a  copy  of  which  is  also  in  the  foregoing  appendix,  marked  No.  3.  This 
was  passed  and  approved  November  i,  16S3.  On  October  29,  1683,  they 
passed  an  act  to  settle  courts  of  justice,  a  copy  of  v/hich  is  in  the  foregoing 
appendix,  marked  No.  4.  The  courts  thus  established  were  in  operation  to 
the  year  1691.  In  16SS  Dongan  was  recalled  and  Lieutenant-Governor 
Nicholson  acted  as  governor  until  the  arrival  of  Governor  Stoughton  in 
1 69 1.  In  the  same  year  he  convened  a  representative  assembly,  and  being 
under  the  impression  th.at  none  of  ib.e  acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  16S3 
and  1684  had  been  affirmed  by  James,  and  were  therefore  null  and  void,  they 
passed  an  act  for  the  general  judicial  organization  of  the  province.    By  this 
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act  the  present  Supreme  Court  was  created;  also  justices  of  the  peace  in 
the  several  towns  in  place  of  town  courts,  and  created  a  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  for  each  county  except  New  York  and  Albany ;  and  Courts  of  General 
Sessions  of  the  Peace  for  each  of  the  counties,  and  made  the  same  provision 
for  a  Court  of  Chancery  which  had  been  made  by  the  act  of  1683.  These 
courts  thus  organized  continued  down  to  the  Revolution,  and  the  adoption  of 
the  constitution  of  1777,  without  material  change.  In  a  note  to  Judge  Daly's 
article  he  says;  This  act  will  be  found  in  the  first  edition  of  the  colonial 
laws  printed  by  Bradford  in  1694,  the  only  perfect  copy  of  which  nov/  sup- 
posed to  exist  is  in  the  library  of  a  private  gentleman  in  New  York.  It  has 
also  been  reprinted  in  the  appendix  to  2  Paine  &  Duer's  Practice^  7t5-"  It 
is  deemed  of  sufficient  importance  to  reprint  it  here  as  an  appendix  to  this 
article,  together  with  the  introductory  remarks  by  Paine  and  Duer.  By  this 
act  it  \vas  provided  that  there  should  be  one  judge  with  three  justices  in  each 
county,  aj)pointed  and  commissioned  to  hold  the  same  Court  of  Pleas,  three 
whereof  to  be  a  quorum,  and  that  the  several  and  respective  courts  hereby 
established  shall  liave  jurisdiction  to  hear,  try,  and  determine  all  actions,  or 
causes  of  actions^  and  all  matters  and  things  and  causes  tryable  at  the  com- 
mon law  of  what  nature  or  kind  soever."  It  also  provided  that  there  should 
be  appointed  and  commissioned  for  that  purpose  one  clerk  of  the  court  to 
draw,  enter,  and  keep  the  records,  etc.;  one  marshal,  or  crier  of  the  court,  to 
call  the  jurors  and  proclaim  the  commands  and  orders  of  the  court.  It  also 
established  a  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature,  and  "that  there  be  five  justices 
at  least  appointed  and  commissioned  to  hold  the  same  court,  two  whereof, 
together  with  one  chief  justice,  to  be  a  quorum,"  which  Supreme  Court  "is 
hereby  fully  empowered  and  authorized  to  have  cognizance  of  all  Pleas, 
Civil,  criminal,  and  mixt,  as  fully  and  amply  t'o  all  intents  and  purposes  what- 
soever as  the  Courts  of  King's  Bench,  Common  Pleas,  and  Exchequer  within 
their  Majesties  Kingdom  of  England  have  or  ought  to  have." 

And  it  was  further  provided  ''that  all  and  every  of  the  justices  or  judges 
of  the  several  courts  thereby  established  be  and  thereby  were  sufficiently 
cn]powered  to  make,  order,  and  establish  all  such  rules  and  orders  for  the 
more  orderly  practicing  and  proceeding  in  the  said  courts  as  fully  and  amply, 
to  all  intents  and  purposes  whatsoever,  as  all  or  any  of  the  said  judges  of  the 
several  courts  of  King's  Bench,  Common  Pleas,  and  Exchequer  in  England 
legally  do." 

By  this  act  a  Court  of  Chancery  was  established,  and  it  was  provided  "  that 
the  Governor  and  Council  be  the  said  High  Court  of  Chancery,  and  have  and 
keep  the  said  court,  and  that  the  governor  may  depute,  nominate,  and 
appoint  in  his  stead  a  Chancellor  and  be  assisted  with  such  other  persons  of 
the  council  as  shall  by  him  be  thought  fit  and  convenient,  tggether  with  all 
necessary  officer^,  clerks,  and  registers  as  to  the  said  High  Court  of  Chancery 
are  needful." 

These  courts  remained  practically  unchanged  and  constituted  the  judicial

tribunals  of  the  stale  down  to  the  adoption  of  the  first  constitution  of  this 
state  in  1777.  This  constitution  made  no  change  in  the  organization  or 
jurisdiction  of  either  of  these  courts.  It  provided  for  the  appointment  of  all 
their  ofhcers, — that  of  chancellor,  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  the  hrst 
judge  of  every  County  Court  by  the  governor,  and  to  hold  their  offices  during 
good  behavior,  or  until  they  shall  respectively  attain  the  age  of  60  years  ; 
that  sheriffs  and  coroners  be  thus  annupJly  appointed,  but  no  one  person  to 
hold  either  of  said  offices  more  than  four  years  successively;  that  the 
registers  and  clerks  in  chancery  be  appointed  by  the  chancellor,  the  clerks  of 
the  Supreme  Court  by  the  judges  of  said  court ;  all  attorneys  thereafter  to 
be  appointed  by  the  court  and  licensed  by  the  first  judge  of  the  court  in  which 
they  shall  respectively  plead  or  practice,  and  be  regulated  by  the  rules  and 
orders  of  the  said  courts.  It  further  provided  that  new  commissions  shall  be 
issued  to  judges  of  the  county  courts  (other  than  to  the  fi.rst  judge)  and  to 
justices  of  I  he  peace,  one  at  least  in  every  three  years.  By  this  constitution 
a  court  for  the  trial  of  impeachments  and  the  correction  of  errors  was  for  the 
first  time  established, — famiiiarly  kno«vn  as  tlie  "  Court  of  Errors," — which 
continued  as  thus  organized  until  the  constitution  of  1846. 

The  counties  of  Jefferson  and  Lewis  were  organized  in  one  act  passed 
March  28,  1805.  In  this  act  were  the  following  provisions,  viz.:  Sec.  4. 
"And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  shall  be  held  in  and  for  the  said 
counties  of  Jefferson  and  Lewis,  respectively,  a  Court  of  Common  Pleas  and 
General  Sessions  of  the  Peace,  and  that  there  shall  be  two  terms  of  the  said 
courts  in  each  of  the  counties  respectively  in  every  year,  to  commence  and 
end  as  follows,  that  is  to  say:  The  first  term  of  the  said  court  in  the  said 
county  of  Jefferson  shall  begin  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  June  in  every  year, 
and  may  continue  to  be  held  until  the  Saturday  following,  inclusive,  and  the 
second  term  of  the  said  court  in  tlie  said  county  of  Jefferson  shall  begin  on 
the  second  Tuesday  in  December  in  every  year,  and  may  continue  to  be  held 
until  the  Saturday  following,  inclusive.  Similar  provisions  as  to  Lewis 
County.  And  provided  further,  That  the  first  of  the  said  courts  in  each  of 
the  said  counties  should  be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  December  next. 
Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  Circuit  Court,  or  Court  of  Oyer 
and  Terminer,  and  General  Gaol  delivery  shall  be  held  in  either  of  the  said 
counties  of  Jefferson  and  Lewis  until  tlie  same  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
-justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  become  necessary." 

The  courts  as  thus  organized  continued  until  the  adoption  of  the  second 
constitution  of  this  state,  which  took  erTcct  January  i,  1S23.  By  this  consti- 
tution the  Supreme  Court  consisted  of  a  chief  justice  and  two  justices,  ft 
further  provided  that  the  state  be  divided  by  lav/  into  a  convenient  number 
of  circuits,  not  less  than  four  nor  exceeding  eight,  subject  to  alteration  by 
the  legislature  from  time  to  time,  as  tlvj  pubhc  good  may  require  ;  "for  each 
of  which  a  circuit  judge  shall  be  appointed  in  the  same  manner  and  hold  his 
oflice  by  the  same  tenure  as  the  justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  who  shall 
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posse?5  the  powers  of  ji.stices  of  the  Supreme  Court  at  chambers,  and  in  the 
trial  of  issues  joined  in  the  Supreme  Court ;  and  in  courts  of  03'er  and 
Terminer  and  gao!  delivery  and  such  equity  powers  may  be  vested  in  said 
circuit  judges,  or  ia  tlie  county  courts,  or  in  such  other  subordinant  courts 
as  the  legislature  may  by  law  direct,  subject  to  the  appellate  jurisdicti(m  of 
the  chancellor."  It  farther  provided  that  the  judges  of  county  courts  should 
hold  their  offices  for  five  years. 

Under  this  constitution  an  act  was  passed  by  the  legislature  of  this  state, 
April  17,  1823,  dividing  the  state  into  eight  circuits,  corresponding  with  the 
then  senatorial  districts,  and  providing  for  the  appointment  of  judges  for  slid 
circuits,  and  defining  their  powers  and  jurisdiction.  By  this  act  it  was  furiiier 
provided  that  the  said  circuit  judges  shall  have,  within  the  limits  of  their  re- 
spective circuits,  concurrent  jurisdictions  with  the  cliancellor  of  this  state  of 
all  matters  and  causes  in  equity  of  every  description  and  cliaracter,  subject, 
however,  in  all  cases,  to  the  appellate  jurisdiction  of  t!)e  chancellor.  The 
courts  thus  organized  remained  uncharged  down  to  the  constitution  of  1S46. 

On  the  nth  day  of  December,  1805,  the  following  persons  took  and  filed 
their  oaths  as  attorneys  before  Henry  Coffeen,  clerk,  viz.:  Augustus  Socket, 
Moss  Kent,  Samuel  C.  Kannady,  Benjamin  Skinner,  and  Egbert  Ten  liyck. 
And  on  the  nth  day  of  June,  1S06,  Elisha  Camp  took  and  filed  his  oath  as 
such,  and  on  the  loth  day  of  December,  1806,  Thomas  Y.  Howe  did  the  same. 
Augustus  Sacket  was  appointed  first  judge  of  the  Common  Pleas,  and  on  the 
25th  day  of  March,  1807,  he  qualified  as  such  by  taking  and  fihng  the  foliovv- 
ins:  oaths,  which,  as  a  specimen  of  what  was  required,  not  only  by  attorneys, 
but  by  all  officediolders,  are  given  here,  viz.: — 

I,  Au^;u.s'ai5  Sacket,  do  solemjily  and  sincere!}'  swear  and  declare  that  I  Avill  support  tho 
Conslltutiou  of  llie  I'niied  States.

'•Tiilzen  and  snb^rril»ed  tliis  25  day  of  ]\rarcli,  1807,  })efore  mo,  Perley  Keycs,  one  of  the 
Judges  of  tho  Court  of  CoiuMiou  I'leas  in  and  for  the  County  of  Jctfert^on."' 

''I.  Augustus  Racket,  do  ^ol.-nudy.  vithoui:  any  mental  reservation  or  equivocation  what- 
soevtu',  bwi.ar  and  declare  thai  1  ren  vanre  and  ahjure  all  allegiance  and  KVibjection  to  all  and 
every  foreign  king,  prince,  potentate,  and  state  in  all  matters,  ecclesiastical  as  well  aa  civil,  and 
that  I  will  l>ear  faith  and  true  allegu'.nce  to  the  State  of  Ncw^  York  an  a  free  and  independent 
State.

"I,  .\rigus'us  Sacket,  do  Boleninly  swear  and  (teclare  that  I  will,  to  the  best  of  my  know- 
ledu'e  ajid  ability,  exei.-utc  tlie  oflicc  of  First  Judge  C)f  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in  and  for 
the  County  of  JetVi^rson,  according  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York,  in 
defence  of  the  freedom  and  indei)endence  tliereof,  and  for  the  maintenance  of  liberty  and  the 
distribution  of  Justice  among  tiie  citiiieiis  of  the  said  state  without  any  fear,  favor,  partiality, 
affection,  or  hope  of  reward.

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The  first  term  of  the  Courity  Court,  of  which  there  is  any  record,  was  held 
■on  the  second  Tuesday  of  May,  1807,  at  the  school-house  next  south  of 
Jonathan  Cowan's  mill,  in  the  town  of  Watertown.  Present,  Augustus 
Sacket,  first  ju  ige;  Joshua  Bealls,  Perley  Keyes,  judges  ;  Thomas  White, 
assistant  justice. 

Samuel  Whittlesey  was  at  this  time  district  attorney.  The  attorneys  who 
appeared  in  court  at  this  time  were  Isaac  W.  Bostwick,  Samuel  C.  Kannady, 
Benjamin  Skinner,  Elisha  Camp^  Samuel  Whittlesey,  and  John  Kirkland. 
As  at  this  time  no  judgments  v/ere  entered  on  default  in  vacation  the  record 
was  a  very  good  indication  of  the  business  and  standing  of  attorneys. 

The  next  term  of  the  court  was  held  at  the  same  place  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  August,  1S07,  before  the  same  judges.  At  this  tei  tn  the  name 
of  Thomas  Y.  Howe,  Amos  Benedict,  and  Moss  Kent  appeared  as  attorneys 
on  the  record.  At  this  term  of  the  court  the  gaol  lit)erties  were  estab- 
lished, and  also  the  following  order  v/as  entered,  viz.; — 

"Ordered  that,  the  r-reaeni:  rules  of  {}ie  Snpreme  Court  of  Jadlcatnre  of  the  Stale  of  >7evr 
York  for  the  adMii.^.  ion  of  attorneys  stiid  counsellors  he  f-do}itcd  I'V  this  court,  exct']'i  the  dis- 
iiriction  between  attoiiioys  and  coauricUors,  aiul  exceptinp;  that  a.ttorneys  and  cuuiisellors  from 
other  states  shall  not  be  admitted  to  practice  as  attonievs  or  connsellory  of  tliis  court  iniless 
-such  attorney  or  attorneys*,  counsellor  or  counsellors,  fchall  produce  a  certilicate  from  a  regu- 
larly p-racticing  attorney  of  this  court  of  having  served  a  regular  clerkship  for  the  term  of 
three  yeard  in  the  oftice  of  said  attorney." 

The  records  of  the  court  were  often  imperfectly  kept.  At  some  of  the 
terms  there  is  no  record  of  the  judges  holding  the  same;  and  until  about  the 
year  1815  there  is  no  record  of  any  order  admitting  attorneys  to  practice. 
Their  names  liave  been  obtained  from  their  oaths  as  such,  found  on  file,  and, 
in  some  instances,  from  their  appearing  upon  the  records  in  the  trial  of  cases 
as  such  attorneys.  In  the  Supreme  Court  an  attorney  was  required  to  prac- 
tice three  years  before  he  could  be  admitted  to  practice  as  a  counselor.  The 
admission  as  attorney  did  not  entitle  him  to  try  or  argue  causes  in  court.  But 
in  the  Common  Pleas  the  admission  as  attorney  was  also  an  admission  to 
practice  as  counselor. 

The  knowledge  of  the  courts,  by  whom  held,  both  of  the  Common  Pleas 
and  of  the  Supreme  Court,  now  possessed  by  the  community,  is  derived 
wholly  by  tradition,  and  is  very  indefinite.  As  much  speculation  and  curi- 
osity is  often  manifested  as  to  the  same  it  is  deemed  proper  to  give  here  the 
terms  of  the  courts,  and  when  and  by  whom  held,  both  of  ihe  Common 
Pleas  and  the  Supreme  Court,  from  the  organization  of  the  county  in  1805 
to  the  time  the  constitution  of  1846  went  into  operation;  the  names  of  the 
attorneys  admitted  during  that  time;  and  the  various  officers  of  the  court,  so 
far  as  may  be  gleaned  from  the  records.  The  acts  of  the  legislature  chang- 
ing the  time  of  holding  the  terms  is  not  noticed,  being  essential  only  as  ac- 
counting for  tlie  variation  from  the  act  of  organization  of  the  courts.

This  brings  us  down  to  tlje  circuit  courts  held  under  the  constitution 
which  took  effect  January  i,  1823.  Under  this  constitution  Nathan  Will- 
iams v/ns  appointed  circuit  judge  for  th<;  fiflh  judicial  district,  on  April  21, 
1823,  and  continued  to  serve  as  such  until  the  appointment  in  his  place  of 
Samuel  Beardsley,  April  19,  1834.  It  does  not  appear  fiom  the  record  that 
he  ever  ofliciated  as  such  judge,  and  is  supposed  to  have  resigned  or  not  to 
have  accepted  the  appointment,  for,  on  May  7,  1834,  Hiram  Denio  was  ap- 
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pointed  such  judge  in  his  place.  Ke  officiated  until  Apiil,  1838.  Isaac 
Bronson  was  appointed  in  the  place  of  Hiram  Denio,  who  resigned  on  ac- 
count of  ill  health.  Bionson  was  then  a  member  of  Congress  from  this 
district,  and  whose  vote  was  wanted  in  Congress  to  sustain  the  administratiort 
of  Martin  Van  Buren  as  President ;  and  for  this  reason  he  declined  to  accept 
the  appointm.ent.  In  the  fall  of  1838  he  was  a  candidate  for  reelection,  and 
was  defeated.  He  was  subsequently  appointed  by  Van  Buren  as  judge  of  the 
United  States  Circuit  Court  of  Florida.  lie  left  Watertown  and  thereafter 
resided  in  Florida  during  the  remainder  of  his  life.  On  July  17,  1838,  Philo 
Gridley  was  appointed  circuit  judge  for  this  district,  and  immediately  entered 
upon  the  duties  thereof ;  and  continued  to  act  as  such  circuit  judge  and 
vice-chancellor  until  July,  1847,  when  the  constitution  of  1846  went  into 
effect. 

Nathan  Williams,  circuit  judge,  held  the  June  arid  December  circuits  in 
each  year,  comm.encing-  in  June,  1823,  to  the  June  circuit,  1830." 

In  March,  1829,  Esek  Cowan,  circuit  judge,  held  a  court  here,  at  which  was 
tried  an  indictment  against  three  Giliinghams  for  a  nuisance  in  obstructing 
Perch  River.  They  were  convicted  and  the  sheriff  directed  to  remove  the 
obstruction. 

At  the  June  Term  of  this  circuit,  in  1S28,  Plenry  Evans  was  tried  and  con  - 
victed of  murder,  and  was  sentenced  to  be,  and  vv-as,  hanged  on  the  22d 
of  August :  H.  H.  Coffeen,  sheriff,  Robert  Lansing,  district  attorney,  and 
Charles  E.  Clark  for  the  people;  Sterling  &  Bronson  and  Nathan  P^athbun 
for  the  prisoner.  This  execution  v/as  a  great  event,  not  only  in  the  county, 
but  for  hundreds  of  miles  around  it.  Crowds  from  every  direction  came  for 
a  day  or  two  before  hand.  On  that  day  the  writer  accompanied  his  father 
with  a  team  to  Watertown, sympathizinc^  with  the  gen.ei  al  excitement,  to  witness 
the  execution.  The  nearest  to  tlie  village  he  could  get  with  his  team  was  a 
house  occupied  by  Theodore  Tuttle,  on  State  street.  Every  other  barn 
and  yard  between  that  and  the  court-house,  as  well  as  the  side  streets,  were 
filled  with  teams  and  carriages.  The  streets  were  crowded  with  people.  We 
worked  our  way  to  a  position  near  the  jail.  A  little  after  12  o'clock  a  mili- 
tary company,  with  a  band  of  martial  music  and  a  hearse,  appeared  before  the 
jail.  Soon  the  jail  door  opened  and  Henry  H.  Coffeen,  followed  by  the 
prisoner  between  several  deputies,  came  out  and  marched  directly  behind  the 
hearse,  surrounded  by  the  military,  the  band  with  mufiled  drum  playing  a 
solemn  death  march,  so-called.  The  prisoner  v/as  a  tall,  athletic  looking  man, 
dressed  in  a  v/hite  robe  and  a  white  cap  on  his  head,  being  his  grave  clothes. 
It  was  said  he  preferred  to  walk  than  to  ride.  The  procession,  so  formed, 
marched  to  and  across  the  lower  bridge  to  the  place  of  execution,  followed 
I'V  th-  immense  crowd.  The  gallows  was  erected  on  a  high  point  of  ground 
'>n  the  other  side  of  the  river.  At  that  time  there  were  no  buildings  there. 
It  was  an  open  field,  to  be  plainly  seen  from  the  south  bank  of  the  river.  We 
found  a  place  on  this  bank,  where  the  gallows  and  the  immense  crowd  on  the 
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otiicr  side  of  the  river  were  in  full  view.  As  the  prisoner  ascended  the  scaf- 
fold my  father  placed  ine  upon  his  shoulders,  where  I  had  a  full  view  of  the 
v/hole  scene  until  the  criminal  was  pronounced  dea^l  and  cut  down.  After 
he  v/as  suspended  there  were  a  few  convulsive  movements  of  the  body,  the 
right  arm  and  leg,  and  all  was  over.  Daring  this  time  and  until  he  was  taken 
down  there  was  almost  breathless  silence  throughout  this  vast  multitude,  and 
as  the  scene  closed  they  turned,  and  the  movement  of  this  mass  of  riven, 
women,  and  children  from  the  field  was  a  sight  never  to  be  forgotten.  The 
writer  was  then  but  eight  years  of  age  ;  but  the  history  of  that  day  is  as  vivid 
in  his  memory  as  if  it  had  occurred  within  a  year  last  past.  It  is  well  that 
such  public  executions  have  been  abolished. 

The  June  circuit,  and  Oyer  and  Terminer  for  1830,  was  held  by  Samuel 
Nelson,  judge  of  the  6th  circuit.  Until  June,  1834,  the  court  was  held  by 
Nathan  Williams,  except  the  December  circuit  of  1S33,  at  which  no  judge 
attended,  and  the  court  was  adjourned  sine  by  the  sheriff.  The  June  cir- 
cuit of  1834  was  held  by  Hiram  Denio,  as  also  the  subsequent  circuits  in 
€.^xh  year  until  June,  1037.  The  June  ciicuit  of  1837  was  held  by  Charles 
H.  Ruggles,  judge  of  the  2d  circuit.  The  December  Term  of  the  same  year 
was  held  by  Hiram  Denio,  the  last  term  of  this  court  he  ever  held.  The 
June  Term  of  1S38  was  held  by  John  P.  Cushman,  of  the  3d  circuit,  and  the 
next  circuit  and  all  subsequent  circuits  to  July,  1847,  were  held  by  Philo 
Gridley. 

The  first  court  vras  held  in  the  school-house  next  south  of  Jonathan  Cow- 
an's Q^.ills,  in  the  village  of  Watertown,  until  the  term  in  1809.  Subsequent 
to  that  they  v/ere  held  in  the  new  court-house,  built  upon  a  lot  conveyed  to 
the  county  by  Henry  Coffeen,  for  tlie  purposes  of  a  court-house  and  jail  ; 
and  so  long  as  the}'  should  be  used  for  that  purpose.  The  lot  was  tlie  same 
as  the  one  on  which  the  present  jail  is  situated.  This  court-house  was  burned 
in  1821,  and  a  new  court-house,  of  stone,  was  erected  on  the  same  site,  in 
Vv'hich  courts  v/ere  held  utitil  1858  or  1859,  The  old  stone  building  became 
so  dilapidated  that  it  was  totally  unsuitable  for  court  purposes,  and  courts 
were  held  in  Apollo  Hail  on  Court  street,  and  in  Washington  Hail,  until  the 
erection  of  the  present  court-house  in  1862.  This  house  was  dedicated  Oc- 
tober 7,  1862,  at  which  John  Clarke,  Esq.,  delivered  an  able  and  very  interest- 
ing address  on  the  reminiscences  of  the  bench  and  bar  of  this  county,  after 
which  a  supper,  with  toasts  and  speeches,  was  had  at  the  Woodruff  House. 
The  occasion  was  the  sitting  of  the  General  Term  of  this  district ;  present, 
the  following  judges  :  Joseph  Mullin,  Henry  A.  Foster,  Leroy  Morgan,  and 
William  J.  Bacon. 

The  following  are  the  fust  judges  of  the  Common  Pleas,  district  attorneys, 
sheriffs,  surrogates,  and  county  clerks  from  the  organizatiop>  of  the  county, 
with  th:e  dates  of  their  appointment  and  election  down  to  the  present  time,

The  effort  has  been  made  to  ascertain  the  names  of  all  the  attorneys  who 
were  admitted  to  practice  in  tlie  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in  this  county,  from 
its  organization  to  July,  1847.  Th's  has  been  attended  with  great  difficulty 
and  mucli  uncertainty.  Prior  to  18 15  no  order  of  the  coint  admitting  at- 
torneys is  found  upon  the  record.  The  information  has  been  derived  from 
the  oaths  as  such  attorneys  found  on  file,  and  from  their  first  appearance 
upon  the  records  of  the  court,  and  in  some  cases  solely  from  tradition,  Froni< 
18 1 5,  thenceforth,  orders  were  entered,  and  particularly  after  1820.  It  is 
not  claimed  that  the  list  is  accurate,  but  it  is  as  much  so  as  can  at  this  day 
be  determined  from  the  data  at  hand.

Of  the  life  and  character  of  the  judges  of  the  early  history  of  this  county 
but  little  is  necessarih^  known.  Many  of  them  were  laymen,  never  having 
been  members  of  the  bar,  and  v/ere  appointed  for  political  reasons,  as  well  as 
for  their  prominent  standing  in  the  community.  So  far  as  can  be  ascertained, 
without  much  time  and  difficulty  at  this  time,  a  biief  statement  of  each  man, 
not  a  lawyer,  who  ofliciated  as  a  judge  is  here  given,  those  vvho  were  at- 
torneys being  mentioned  with  attorneys  hereinafter  given. 

Augustu::  Sacket  was  a  very  estimable  gentleman,  from  wliom  Sachets  PTar- 
bor  took  its  name.  He  was  part  proprietor  and  agent  of  the  lands  comprised 
in  that  village.  It  does  not  appear  from  the  record  that  he  officiated  in  any  of 
the  courts  of  this  county  in  any  other  capacity  than  that  of  first  judge. 

Perley  Keyes  resided  in  Walertown  ;  an  able  but  uneducated  man.  He 
had  extraordinary  judgment  upon  all  matters — a  shrewd  politician.  Events 
of  liis  life  have  been  repeatedly  written.  In  fact  by  nature  he  was  a  man  of 
superior  intellect  and  nerve.  He  was  the  father  of  Perley  G.  Keyes,  known 
in  his  day  as  Gardner  Keyes,  and  grandfather  of  Rev.  Richard  G.  Keyes, 
now  living  in  the  old  liomestead  in  Watertown.    He  died  May  13,  1834, 

Lyman  Ellis  was  a  quiet,  unostentatious  gentleman  of  Ellisburgh,  one  of  the 
X^ioneers,  and  a  long  time  agent  for  the  lands  there,  and  who  gave  name  to 
the  town. 

Joseph  Clark  was  a  resident  of  Watertown,  and  a  prominent  business  man, 
ovvning  and  carrying  on  the  milling  business  below  the  lower  bridge  on  the 
river,  and  is  said  to  have  mingled  quite  extensively  in  politics.  He  was 
father  of  tlie  late  Charles  Clark,  who  died  in  1880. 

Eliphalet  Edmonds  resided  in  Adams.  It  is  reported  that  while  he  held 
the  office  of  judge  he  was  indicted  for  blasphemy  ia  his  own  court.  He  suc- 
cessiiilly  defended  himself  on  the  ground  that  it  was  simply  a  ti^.eologicid  dis- 
cussion ;  and  that  such  discussions  vv-ere  free  under  the  constitution  giving 
liberty  of  speech. 
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Ethel  Bronson  was  one  of  the  early  settlers  of  PvUtland,  was  agent  of  the 
proprietors,  and  was  the  father  of  Isaac  H.  Bronson  hereafter  mentioned. 

John  Erown  resided  at  Brown ville;  was  a  broth.er  of  General  Jacob  Brov/n, 
of  the  army  of  1S12,  from  whose  father  the  town  took  its  name.  Bat  in 
the  mutations  of  life  it  retains  now  scarcely  anything  of  this  family  or  its 
fortunes  but  the  distinguished  name." 

Noadiah  Hubbard  was  one  of  the  very  first  settlers  of  the  town  of  Cham- 
pion, and  a  resident  there  until  a  few  years  since,  when  he  died  nearly  too- 
years  of  age.  He  was  the  father  of  Frederick  \V.  Hubbard,  one  of  the  jus- 
tices of  tlie  Supreme  Court  from  1852  to  185S,  now  deceased,  and  of  Mrs. 
George  C.  Sherman,  who  is  now  living,  and  of  Mrs.  Robert  Lansing  now  de- 
ceased. 

Jabez  Foster  was  "  one  of  the  early  and  enterprising  merchants  of  Vv'ater- 
town,  whose  name  and  widely  extended  business  were  coincident  with  the 
eaily  hi3tory  and  prosperity  of  the  town  arid  county,  and  who  always 
mingled  with  its  industry  and  enterprise." 

Amasa  Trowbridge  was  a  surgeon  in  the  army  of  181 2,  under  Maj.- Gen- 
eral Jacob  Brown.  After  the  war  he  settled  in  Watertown,  and  continued 
the  family  physician  of  Gen.  Brown  until  the  latter's  death  by  apoplexy. 
He  became  one  of  the  most  eminent  surgeons  in  the  country.  He  v,'as  a 
man  of  great  energy  and  nerve,  lived  to  an  old  age,  and  died  in  Watertown 
a  few  years  since. 

Samuel  Whittlesey. — See  among  the  list  of  lawyers. 

Elijah  Fields  resided  in  the  town  of  Watertown,  nearly  on  the  line  be- 
tween that  town  and  Hounsfield,  known  as  Fields  Settlement,  and  was 
the  owner  of  considerable  land  in  that  vicinity,  and  a  hotel^  v/hich  was  kept 
there,  and  after  was  v.'ell  known  for  years  as  the  Myrick  Brown  place. 

Calvin  McKnight  resided  in  Watertown,  was  an  amiable  and  upright  gen- 
tleman, not  so  noted  for  his  legal  ability  or  learning  as  for  his  integrity.  He 
was  the  judge  who  gave  the  opinion  on  the  ofiice  of  demurrer. 

Aaron  Paln}er  resided  in  Cliam.pion,  v/as  a  justice  of  the  peace  there,  and 
in  his  own  opinion  was  one  of  the  most  important  men  in  the  county.  He 
kept  the  hotel  in  Champion  village  for  years.  His  strict  integrity  and  court- 
esy to  all  gained  the  confidence  of  his  townsmen.  He  drew  most  of  the 
contracts  and  conveyances  in  that  section,  and  his  want  of  knov  ledge  of  the 
requirements  of  such  business  has  rendered  the  tracing  of  title  througli  his 
deeds,  in  many  instances,  an  impossibility  at  this  day. 

Hart  Massey  was  born  in  Salem,  N.  H.,  December  5,  1771  ;  came  to 
Watertown  in  1800;  purchased  a  tract  of  land  on  which  a  portion  of  the 
city  of  Watertown  is  now  situated  ;  moved  his  family  here  in  1801  ;  and  first  re- 
sided in  a  house  where  the  Paddock  Arcade  now  is,  then  on  the  lot  now 
owned  by  E.  L.  Paddock  on  Waslungion  street.  In  18 12  he  built  the  first 
brick  house  erected  in  the  county,  which  is  now  standing  on  Massey  avenue. 
He  was  appointed  a  judge  in  1820.    He  was  very  efficient  in  the  support  of 
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the  ac;ricultural  interests  of  the  county.  His  numerous  descendants  are  many 
of  them  among  the  prominent  business  men  of  the  county,  and  useful  mem- 
bers of  society. 

Thomas  White  resided  in  Rodman  at  the  village  called  Whitesville,  from 
whom  the  village  was  named.  But  little  can  be  learned  of  his  history,  except 
that  he  was  a  prominent  leading  man  in  tliat  community. 

Abel  Cole,  judge  and  afterwards  first  judge  of  the  county,  also  resided  in 
Rodman,  where  his  decendants,  many  of  them,  now  reside. 

Corlis  Hinds  resided  in  the  town  of  Watertown  ;  was  a  farmer,  living  in  a 
stone  house  which  is  now  standing  south  of  the  city  limits,  tie  was  called 
captain,  having  previously  held  that  rank  as  a  seaman. 

William  Hunter  resided  in  Adams.  liis  particular  history  has  not  been 
ascertained. 

Vv^illianj  Baker  resided  at  Sackets  Harbor,  and  is  said  to  have  been  the 
father  of  tlic  late  Josiah  Baker  and  Thomas  Baker,  but  this  information  is 
not  very  vvf^ll  autlienticated. 

Wolcott  Hubbell  resided  in  Champion;  was  a  resident  there  with  Egbert 
Ten  Eyck  at  an  early  day.  He  was  the  owner  of  considerable  property  in 
what  is  now  called  West  Carthage. 

William  Robinson  resided  in  Brownville.  His  business  has  not  been  ascer- 
tained. Some  of  his  descendants  now,  or  did  lately,  reside  in  the  village  of 
Brownville. 

Samuel  C.  Kannady  was  a  prominent  lawyer,  surveyor,  and  the  agent  of 
Le  Ray,  in  addition  to  being  judge.  Many  of  the  deeds  of  Le  Ray  are 
signed  by  Mr.  Kannady  as  attorney.  He  is  represented  as  having  been  an 
able  lawyer  and  business  man. 

Joseph  Hawkins  resided  in  Henderson.  '  There  is  no  record  of  his  acts, 
except  in  politics.  He  is  represented  to  have  been  the  hrst  man  that  over- 
matched Perlcy  Keyes  in  political  management,  having  defeated  him  for 
Congress  in  1S2S. — See  Hough's  Histo7-y\  page  431. 

Richard  Goodell  resided  in  Adams.  He  is  remembered  as  a  large  and  fine 
looking  man,  and  as  having  ability  and  influence,  and  a  strong  Keyes  man. 

Zeno  .\Hen  resided  at  Sackets  Harbor.  There  are  many  anecdotes  related 
of  him  during  his  long  period  on  the  bench.  His  perceptions  were  slow. 
Sometimes,  after  others  had  ceased  to  laugh  at  some  humorous  story,  he  would 
break  out  laughing  all  alone,  the  gist  of  the  story  having  just  come  through 
his  mind.    Yet  he  was  of  sound  judgment,  and  had  a  good  standing  as  judge. 

Alphcus  S.  Greene  was  by  profession  a  physician.  He  lived  for  some  time 
at  a  place  the  otlier  side  of  the  bridge,  across  Perch  River,  on  the  road  to 
Gunn's  Corners.  He  moved  thence  to  Watertown,  and  resided  on  the  corner 
of  Washington  and  Clinton  streets  until  his  death.  He  wasjeputed  a  good 
ph)sician;  was  influential  and  active  in  p-wilics ;  was  postmaster  at  Water- 
town,  and  held  other  important  ofYices  from  time  to  time. 

George  Brown  resided  at  Brownville;  was  one  of  the  most  dignified  and 
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venerable  men  in  the  county.  He  was,  during  the  most  of  his  life,  a  justice 
of  the  peace  in  that  town,  before  whom  many  important  trials  were  had,  and 
the  best  lawyers  of  the  county  did  not  hesitate  to  appear  before  him;  It  is 
said  his  court  was,  at  all  times,  as  dignified  and  orderly  as  the  Supreme  Court. 
He  was  postmaster  for  years,  and  had  the  utmost  confidence  of  the  com- 
munity in  his  ability  and  integrity.  He  was  a  member  of  the  state  Assembly 
in  1819,  and  secured  the  passage  of  the  law  erecting  the  town  of  Pamelia 
from  Brownville,  giving  it  the  name  of  the  wife  of  General  Brown.  He  v/as 
paternal  uncle  of  Lysander  H,  Brown,  mentioned  in  the  sketches  of  members 
of  the  bar. 

John  Macumber  resided  at  Evans  Mills ;  was  a  man  of  even  temper  and 
cool  judgment.  He  was  the  father-in-law  of  John  W.  Tamblin,  an  attorney 
of  this  court,  and  they  occupied  the  same  office  together  at  Evans  Mills  for 
many  years.    He  died  at  a  very  old  age,  highly  respected  by  all. 

Eldridge  G.  Merrick  resided  at  Clayton  ;  was  the  most  extensive  lumber- 
man in  the  state,  and  the  owner  of  the  greatest  fleet  of  vessels  on  the  lake. 
He  was  the  soul  of  honor  and  inlegnty,  and  of  great  financial  ability.  It  is 
impossible  to  conceive  of  any  motive  he  had  in  accepting  the  office  of  county 
judge.  He  held  the  office  only  a  short  time  and  res'gned.  Subsequently  he 
removed  to  Detroit,  and  remained  there  the  rest  of  his  life. 

Hiram  Dewey  lived  in  Orleans.  He  held  the  oftice  during-  the  latter  part 
of  the  existence  of  the  old  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  He  was  a  farmer  until 
he  became  a  large  stockholder  aiid  an  officer  of  the  Jefferson  County  Agri- 
•cultural  Insurance  Company,  when  he  removed  to  Watertown,  and  resided 
there  until  his  death. 

John  Thurman  resided  at  the  village  of  Dexter,  in  the  town  of  Brownville  ; 
was  a  clear  headed  man  in  business  and  on  the  bench.  He  discharged  the 
•duties  of  the  office  with  remarkable  ability  for  a  layman. 

Jason  Clark  resided  at  Plessis,  in  Alexandria.  He  was  the  general  land 
agent  for  Woodruff  and  Stocking  ;  had  been  a  surveyor  for  Le  Ray  for  many 
years  ;  was  repeatedly  elected  supervisor  of  his  town.  He  was  an  intelligent 
and  influential  man,  and  well  known  throughout  the  county. 

Joseph  Boyer  resided  at  Evans  Mills,  in  Le  I-lay;  was  a  large  land  owner, 
and  a  man  of  considerable  wealth.  He  died  many  years  since,  leaving  a 
highly  respected  family,  most  of  whom  still  reside  in  this  county. 

Thomas  Waite  resided  in  Rodman.  He  v/as  the  last  of  the  judges  ap- 
pointed by  the  governor.  He  died  during  the  last  year,  highly  respected  by 
the  community  in  which  he  lived. 

This  comprises  all  those  who  officiated  on  the  bench  during  the  existence 
of  the  old  Common  Pleas  ;  not  lawyers  by  profession,  as  appears  from  the 
record.  There  are  very  few  persons  now  living  who  remember  these  men  or 
their  history.  What  has  liere  b  -C!;  written  of  tiiem  has  been  obtained  mostly 
from  the  lecords,  and  in  part  from  tradition,  which  is  very  unreliable  as  to 
accuracy.    There  are,  doubtless,  those  now  living  in  the  county,  if  they  could 
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be  fouvic],  who  could  furnish  a  more  delailed  history  of  their  Hves.  But  the  pub- 
hsher  cannot  afford  the  time  or  expense  of  searching  them  out.  The  location 
of  each  has  been  given,  so  that  those  seeking  this  information  may  readily  find 
out  such  history.  The  names  of  the  attorneys  who  sat  upon  the  bench  will 
be  found  in  the  list  of  la\v)  ers. 

To  give  the  history  and  character  of  the  members  of  this  bar,  which  is  re- 
puted to  have,  during  the  whole  period,  ranked  second,  if  not  first,  in  the 
state,  may  seem  an  easy  task.  But  much  time  has  been  spent  in  searching 
records,  and  inquiring  of  persons  in  different  localities,  without  ascertaining 
any  thing  very  definite.  Those  living  during  the  time,  and  who  personally 
knew  the  facts,  have  passed  away.  What  information  has  been  gained  is 
from  the  recoids,  newspapers,  and  scrap  books,  and  much  from  the  very  able 
address  of  John  Clarke,  in  1862,  delivered  at  the  dedication  of  the  court- 
house. Much  has  been  taken  verbatim  from  these  sources,  indicated  only  by 
quotation  marks.  In  confirmation  of  the  difficulties  here  stated,  and  that  the 
meagreness  of  the  history  is  no  disparagement  of  the  great  ability  of  the  mem- 
bers of  this  bar,  the  following,  from  an  eminent  jurist,  is  here  copied: — 

^'  Of  lawyers  whose  lives  are  devoted  exclusively  to  their  profession  but 
little  is  necessarily  known.  His  life  is  usually  devoted  to  attaining  results 
that  cease  to  be  of  interest  when  the  end  is  accomplished,  and  it  matters  not 
how  great  ri.ay  be  his  talents,  how  extensive  his  learning,  or  unwearied  his 
industry.  Unless  he  has  had  leisure  to  compose  judicial  works  he  can  leave 
little  behind  him  that  will  interest  posterity,  or  which  will  serve  to  show  of 
what  he  was  able.  A  forensic  argument  or  the  occasional  report  of  a  trial 
may  survive;  but  such  fragmentary  memorials  are  not  of  themselves  sufiicient 
to  prove  that  a  man  had  attained  to  commanding  eminence  in  a  profession 
where  general  excellence  depends  upon  the  possession  and  thorough  cultiva- 
tion of  so  many  qualities.  Eminent  professional  merit,  the  fruit  of  strong*  nat- 
ural ability,  coupled  with  great  industry  arid  experiences,  has,  during  the  life- 
time of  its  possessor,  but  a  few  select  admirers  ;  and  when  he  has  passed 
away  from  the  stage  of  life  there  is  nothing  but  their  recollections  to  float 
him  down  the  stream  of  time,  until  he  is  lost  in  the  mist  that  finally  enshrouds  . 
all  that  is  traditional." 

Benjamin  Skinner  was  the  first  surrogate  of  the  county,  and  held  the  office 
until  February  12,  iSii.  He  was  then  appointed  county  clerk,  and  held  this 
ofiice  till  February,  rSij.  He  was  succeeded  by  Richard  M.  Esselstyn,  who 
held  the  ofnce  till  February  16,  i8i5,when  Skinner  v/as  again  appointed 
such  cleik,  and  held  the  office  until  June  3,  1820,  when  he  fmally  retired  from 
office.  He  had  some  considerable  practice  as  an  attorney,  and  was  reputed 
nn  excellent  clerk  and  a  substantial  man.  He  must  have  employed  some  sub- 
ordinate to  kee{)  the  records,  not  very  proficient  in  tlie  business,  as  they  were 
r.ot  very  v.cll  ke[)t,  either  in  order  or  penmanship.  Mr.  Skinner  lived  the 
remainder  of  his  life  and  died  at  the  residence  of  his  son-in-law,  George - 
Webb,  between  Water  town  and  Evans  Mills. 
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Moss  Kent  was  a  brother  of  the  Cliief  Justice  and  Chancellor  James  Kent, 
and  first  located  in  Champion,  Soon  after  he  removed  to  Le  Raysville  and 
went  into  the  oiTice  of  Mr.  LeRay  as  land  agent,  where  he  remained  for 
many  years.  In  1810  he  was  appointed  first  judge  of  the  county,  which 
office  he  held  until  February  26,  j8i8.  He  was  also  elected  to  Congress. 
Mr.  Clarke's  address  says  of  him:  "  He  was  a  brother  of  James  Kent,  with 
very  little  share  of  the  talent  or  learning  of  that  great  luminary  of  law  and 
equity.  In  this  is  exemplified  one  of  the  freaks  of  nature,  or  else  the  influ- 
ence of  circumstances  over  the  character  and  fortunes  of  men.  Here  the 
one  brother,  a  star  of  the  first  magnitude  in  the  constellation  of  eminent 
jurists;  the  other,  though  educated  to  the  law,  a  plodding  land  agent  in  the 
new  county  of  Jefferson,  and  judge  of  its  Common  Pleas." 

Egbert  Ten  Eyck  "graduated  from  Williams  College  in  Massachusetts',, 
read  law  in  Albany,  and  moved  to  Champion  soon  after  iSoo.  After 
remainmg  there  a  few  years,  and  soon  after  the  Oiganization  of  the  county, 
he  removed  to  \Vatert07/n  and  opened  a  law  office.  In  1812  he  way  elected 
to  the  Assembly,  and  in  1S20  was  appointed  first  judge  of  the  county,  and 
held  the  office  for  nine  years.  He  ran  for  Congress  in  1822,  but  was  defeated 
by  Ela  Collins,  of  Lewis  County.  He  ran  in  1824  and  was  elected.  He 
was  one  of  the  side  judges  of  the  Jefferson  Common  Pleas  in  1S40.  He 
took  an  active  part  in  the  promotion  of  religious,  agricultural,  and  other  inter- 
ests in  this  county,  and  for  40  years  was  a  prominent  citizen,  and  was  one  of 
the  most  trustworthy  and  reliable  lawyers.  He  died  in  Watertown  in  1844, 
at  the  age  of  68  years.  He  was  father-in-lau^  of  the  late  Judge  MuUin." 
The  above  is  taken  from  a  scrap  book ;  the  writer  is  unknown. 

Elisha  Camp  resided  at  Sackets  Harbor,  and  the  records  show  that  for  a 
number  of  years  he  did  an  extensive  law  business.  He  was  surrogate  from 
February  26,  1S13,  to  June  27,  1815.  He  was  a  member  of  the  firms  of 
Wright  &  Camp  and  Ely  &  Camp.  In  a  few  years  he  went  into  other  busi- 
ness, and  gradually  abandoned  the  practice  of  law.  He  became  one  of  the 
most  prominent  men  in  the  county.    His  history  is  elsewhere  written. 

Thom.as  Skinner,  one  of  the  first  attorneys  admitted  in  this  county,  is  said 
to  have  resided  in  Adams.  He  became  a  partner  for  a  few  years  with  Micah 
Sterling,  under  the  name  of  Skinner  &  Sterling  ;  but  soon  his  name  disap- 
jicars  from  tiie  record,  and  but  little  of  his  character  or  history  is  known. 

Isaac  W,  iiostwick  resided  at  Lo-wville,  Lewis  County.  The  record  shows 
that  he  did  a  large  business  in  this  county,  in  almost  every  term  of  the  court, 
for  a  number  of  years  in  his  own  name,  and  as  Bostwick  &  Allen  and  Bost- 
v/ick  (S:  Collins.  He  was  land  agent  for  the  original  proprietors  of  a  large 
tract  of  land,  and  finally  gradually  left  the  law,  and  lived  the  rest  of  his  life 
in  the  enjoyment  of  a  large  estate,  and  died  full  of  honors. 

John  Kirkland,  of  whom  nothing  is  positively  known,  appears  upon  the 
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record  but  a  very  few  years,  but  has  been  supposed  to  have  gone  to  Oneida 
County. 

Samuel  Whittlesey  resided  in  Watertown ;  was  the  first  district  attorney 
appointed  for  the  county,  v.hich  oflice  he  held  from  iSo8  until  1813;  and 
was  one  of  the  judges  in  18 15.  He  was  an  able  lawyer  with  an  extensive 
practice,  and  highly  respected  until  the  event  elsewhere  recorded,  when  he 
sank  into  obscurity  and  disgrace. 

Thomas  Y.  Howe  resided  in  Brownville.  He  was  educated  for  and 
•ofl'iciated  as  an  Episcopal  minister.  He  was  a  man  of  great  learning, 
of  commanding  presence,  and  an  eloquent  speaker.  For  some  w.use  he 
left  that  profession  and  entered  upon  that  of  law;  but  he  lacked  that 
practical  talent  so  requi.site  for  success  in  that  profession.  He  was  in 
every  way  qualified  to  adorn  the  office  of  bishop  in  his  church,  for 
which  office,  it  is  said,  he  was  a  candidate  before  his  fall.  It  has  been  said 
that  the  charges  agamst  him  were  false,  and  the  moral  and  religious  life  led 
by  him  ever  afterwards  tends  strongly  to  contlrm  that  opinion. 

Amos  Benedict  resided  at  Water! own.  He  graduated  at  Yale  College 
in  1 800;  studied  lav/  v.-ith  Tapan  Reeve,  of  Connecticut,  (the  noted  lawyer, 
and  author  of  Reeve's  Domestic  Rclatiotis,)  and  settled  in  Watertown  in 
1807.  He  was  among  the  very  first  attorneys  who  located  in  Watertown, 
and  was  appointed  district  attorney  in  18 10.  He  died  in  1814,  and  before 
the  full  development  of  talents  and  abilities  as  a  lawyer.  Yet  from  a  small 
business  at  court  he  had  before  his  death  as  much  as  any  of  the  other  mem- 
bers. He  v/as  profound  and  brilliant ;  and  although  his  career  was  brief,  yet 
he  left  a  record  behind  him  which  still  remains.  He  resided  in  a  house  which 
stood  where  the  mansion  of  the  late  Oscar  Paddock  now  stands,  and  out  of 
which  it  was  constructed.  His  family  occupied  that  house  as  late  as  1840. 
He  v/as  the  owner  of  considerable  real  estate  in  rear  of  it,  through  which 
Benedict  street  runs,  and  after  whom  the  street  was  named. 

Henry  R.  Storrs  first  located  in  Champion,  and  v/as  one  of  the  original  pro- 
prietors of  that  township.  How  long  he  remained  there  is  not  ascertained  ; 
but  he  at  some  early  day  removed  to  Whitesborough,  Oneida  County.  But 
he  attended  almost  every  court  here  till  after  1823.  Mr.  Clarke  in  his  address 
says,  that  at  the  first  Circuit  Court  held  in  the  new  stone  court-house,  in  1S22, 
he  first  heard  the  ponderous  eloquence  of  Henry  R.  Storrs.  He  subsequently 
removed  to  Connecticut,  and  was  for  many  years  the  chief  judge  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  that  state,  and  so  continued  until  his  death. 

Lym.an  Munson  resided  at  Adams,  and,  judging  from  the  record,  v/as  an 
attorney  of  good  standing  and  had  a  good  practice.  He  was  surrogate  from 
April  2,  1816,  to  November  26,  1S20.  His  name  is  not  in  the  list  of  attor- 
neys in  the  state  in  182 1. 

VX  i.  Collins  resided  in  Watertown  for  some  time,  and  removed  to  Low  ville  • 
was  a  partner  of  Isaac  W.  Jiostwick  ;  was  elected  to  Congress  ;  was  a  very 
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able  lawyer.  He  left  an  impression  upon  the  community  in  v/hich  he  lived, 
which  is  felt  to  tliis  day. 

Artemus  Stoei. — After  much  inquiry  nothing  of  liim  is  known.  He  had 
some  business  as  attorney  and  some  as  a  party  litigant  for  three  or  four  years, 
and  then  his  name  disappears  from  the  record. 

Micah  Sterling  was  born  in  Lyme,  Conn.,  November  5.  1784  ;  entered  Yale 
College  in  1800,  and  graduated  in  1804.  He  was  a  classmate  and  a  f<reat  per- 
sonal friend  of  John  C.  Calhoun  during  his  life,  and  corresponded  with  him. 
during  the  u-hole  period,  except  during  the  nullification  timies.  He  at- 
tended a  course  of  law  lectures  ni  Litchfield,  Conn.,  and  afterwards  studied 
law  with  Judge  Williams,  at  Utica.  He  located  in  Adams  about  1809  ;  and  it  is 
here  that  he  formed  a  partnership  with  Thomas  Skinner,  under  the  firm  name 
of  Skinner  Sterling.  He  was  admitted  to  the  Common  Pleas  in  i8r.  i,  and 
soon  thereafter  remo\'ed  to  Watertown.  He  built  the  stone  hotel  called  the 
i\iansion  House,  located  about  v.-here  the  Iron  block  nosv  stands,  kept  by 
Luther  GiLon.  On  this  lot  was  his  first  ofiice.  He  bought  a  tract  of  land 
and  built  thereon  the  stone  mansion,  where  his  son.  Rev.  John  C.  Sterling, 
now  resides,  and  surrounded  it  with  a  beautiful  park,  long  known  as  Sterling's 
Park.  He  was  elected  to  Congress  in  1821,  and  in  1836  to  the  state  Senate. 
Soon  after  the  admisson  of  L-^aac  H.  Bronson  as  an  attorney,  in  1S23,  he 
formed  a  copartnership  with  him  under  the  name  of  Sterling  &  Bronson,  and 
so  continued  till  1S40,  Mr.  Sterling  from  the  beginning  of  his  practice  took 
one  of  the  most  prominent  positions  at  the  bar.  He  v/as  tall,  strongly  built, 
and  dignified  in  his  deportment.  He  v;as  a  fluent  speaker  and  cogent  rea- 
soner;  and  during  the  term  of  their  copartnership  the  firm  of  Sterling  & 
Bronson  was  at  the  head  of  the  profession  in  this  county.  He  died  April  ir, 
1844,  ^^'6  same  day  of  Judge  Ten  Eyck's  decease. 

Alfred  Lathrop  resided  in  Chami'ion  village  for  many  years.  He  was  the 
agent  of  Champion  &  Storrs,  the  original  proprietors  of  that  township,  until  the 
lands  were  all  sold.  He  remov^^d  soiuetirne  prior  to  1840  to  West  Carthage, 
and  engaged  in  farming,  manufacturing  linseed  oil,  etc.,  and  lived  to  an  old 
age,  highly  respected  and  esteemed  by  the  community.  He  left  a  large  fam- 
ily v.-ho  left  in  early  life  for  different  ])arts  of  the  county,  one.  Dr.  Lathrop, 
going  to  the  Sandwich  Islands.  There  is  net  a  representative  of  the  family 
now  living  in  this  county. 

Of  Popham  and  ;R3dcliff  nothing  can  be  learned.  The  name  of  William 
S.  Radcliff  appears  in  the  list  of  attorneys  for  the  state  of  Nev/  York  in  1821, 
as  located  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  is  supposed  to  be  the  same  person. 

David  W.  Bucklin  was  admitted  in  iSii.  He  soon  attained  the  first  rank 
in  the  profession.  He  was  district  attorney  for  many  years.  The  description 
of  Mr.  Bucklin  is  best  given  in  Mr.  Clarke's  address  before  fefitrred  to,  and  is 
here  quoted.  He  says,  after  spL^aking  of  Micah  Sterling:  "The  equally  tall 
and  more  robust  form  of  David  \V.  Bucklin,  with  his  powerful  enunciation, 
sometimes  withering  rebuke  and  sarcasm,  bearing  down  his  adversary  by  the 
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very  force  of  his  presence,  and  frightening  the  witness  out  of  his  falsehood 
or  integrity,  no  matter  which,  b)',  so  to  speak,  the  momentum  of  his  appear- 
ance. This  gentleman  became  afterwards  involved  in  poiitics,  went  to  the  leg- 
islature, removed  to  New  York,  and  died  ;  and  his  mantle  descended  upon 
George  C.  Sherman,  Esq.,  his  partner.  The  last  time  I  heard  him  speak 
was  in  the  Court  of  Sessions  in  defending  a  prisoner  on  a  charge  of  theft  ;  and 
the  question  of  intent  was  strictly  involved;  in  the  language  of  the  books  the 
animus  fiirandi^  literally  translated,  Mntent  to  steal.'  In  suming  up  to  the 
jury  Mr.  Bucklin,  in  his  impassioned  manner,  urged  this  principle,  and,  if  I 
recollect  right,  successfully  :  that  the  legal  term  aiiiDius  fin-a/idi  signified  a 
furious  mind,  '  a  most  furious  mind,  gentlemen  of  the  jury  ! '  and  that  his  cli- 
ent's conviction  or  acquittal  depended  upon  '  whether  he,  this  poor,  puny, 
half-starved,  m.isbegotten  creature,  had  a  furious  mind  when  he  took  the  prop- 
erty. I  tell  you,  gentlemen,  the  thing  is  impossible.' I  could  not  deter- 
mine," says  Mr.  Clarke,  "  at  that  time,  tliough  Mr.  Bucklin  had  himself  been 
district  attorney,  but  was  not  burdened  witli  classical  learning,  whether  he 
v/as  in  earnest  or  jest  in  his  argument;  but  from  his  manner  every  one 
would  be  led  to  believe  that  he  was  in  dead  earnest." 

John  Canfield  vras  born  in  Sharon,  Conn.,  December  22,  1775;  studied 
law  in  the  ofJice  of  Judge  Ambrose  Spencer,  at  Albany,  and  com})leted  his 
studies,  and  vras  admitted  as  an  attorney  in  1796.  He  then  went  to  Catskill, 
and  practiced  there  till  1810,  when  he  came  to  this  county  and' located  in 
Brownville.  He  soon  formed  a  copartnership  with  William  Brown,  under  the 
firm  nan^e  of  Canfield  *ls:  Brown.  In  1813  he  was  appointed  collector  of 
direct  taxes  by  James  Madison,  then  President  of  the  United  States,  and 
about  this  time  he  removed  to  Watertown  ;  and  from  the  record  it  would  ap- 
pear that  the  firm  for  a  short  time  practiced  in  Vv''aterto\vn.  In  1819  he  was 
appointed  collector  of  the  port  of  Sackets  Harbor  by  President  James  Mon- 
roe, and  removed  to  that  place.  He  continued  as  such  collector  till  1828, 
during  which  time  he  did  very  little  jjractice  as  an  attorney,  and  afterwards 
did  very  little  business  of  any  kind.  He  died  July  9,  1849.  He  married 
Fanny  Harvey,  of  Stamford,  Conn.,  by  v;hom  he  had  11  children,  of  whom 
Theodore  Canfield,  of  Sackets  Harbor,  is  the  only  survivor. 

Harlov,-  Emerson  came  originally  from  Norwich,  Conn.  He  studied  law  in 
the  office  of  Micah  Sterling,  and  was  admitted  in  1S15.  (3f  hiir  the  follow- 
ing from  .Mr.  Clarke's  address  is  quoted;  "  Mr.  Emerson,  now  deceased,  was 
one  of  th.e  old  members  of  the  bar  of  this  county,  and  somewhat  distinguished 
as  a  special  pleader.  He  was  arguing  a  demurrer  to  a  com{)laint  upon  a 
promissory  note;  a  complaint,  plain,  simple,  without  fault  or  blemish.  I 
believe  the  dtnmrrer  took  umbrage  at  some  ancient  formiality,  as  charging 
that  the  dct'endart  fraudulently  intending  to  injure  and^  had  not  paid,  etc. 
The  d'.'tnurrer^vvas  obviously  interpused  iv^r  delay,  and  pcihaps  for  fun,  as  at 
that  period  it  sometimes  occurred.  Mr.  Emerson,  quite  unnecessarily,  but 
casually,  stated  to  the  court  the  office  of  a  demurrer,  and  the  derivation  of  the 
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term,  which  is  from  the  Latin  ch/.iorare,  or  old  French  de?norten,  to  wait, 
stay,  delay,  etc.  The  presiding  judge  (McKnight),  after  the  statement  of  the 
case,  and  without  hearing  the  other  side,  after  a  few  moments'  consultation 
with  his  associates,  said,  *  we  think  the  demurrer  well  taken,'  Mr.  Emerson, 
in  utter  amazement  at  the  absurdity  of  the  thing,  and  under  the  impulse 
of  the  moment,  and  the  influence  of  a  habit  contracted  in  early  life  when  a 
sailor,  thrown  off  after  the  gown  was  assumed,  but  coming  strong  upon  him 
at  the  time,  replied  :  '  The  hell  you  dol'  The  judge,  without  taking  the  least 
umbrage  at  this  very  emphatic  interjection,  set  about  to  vindicate  the  decision 
upon  the  very  principle  and  definition  stated  by  the  counsel,  which  the  court 
entirely  appreciated:  that  the  demurrer  being  for  delay  had  performed  its 
office  agreeable  to  the  defendant,  and  so  why  not  well  taken,  in  the  name  of 
common  sense.  This  discussion  and  decision  produced  such  an  irresistible 
impulse  of  laugliter  that  the  whole  bar  was  convulsed,  and  Mr.  Bucklin,  in 
the  utter  exhuberaoce  of  mirth,  arose,  clapped  his  hands,  and  hurrahed  in 
open  court.  This  v/as  said  to  have  been  one  of  the  scenes  in  the  old  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  in  its  early  history,  when  the  wild  v/oods  were  bowing 
beneath  the  sturdy  stroke  of  the  stalwart  men  of  the  new  settlement,  and 
ceremonials  yielded  to  the  sterner  exigency  of  life." 

Mr.  Emerson  was  a  great  student  of  the  sciences  and  general  literature  ;  a 
thorough  scholar.  His  mind  was  particularl}^  adapted  to  the  science  of  the 
law,  and  he  was  notorious  in  the  special  pleadings  of  the  old  practice,  which 
was  the  perfection  of  logic.  He  v/as  the  father  of  Fred  Emerson,  now  a 
prominent  and  influential  citizen  of  the  city  of  Watertown.  Mr.  Emerson 
died  June  24,  1846. 

H.  W.  Channing,  of  whom  but  little  is  ivnown,  studied  law  with  Judge 
Ten  Eyckj  was  admitted  to  practice  in  July,  1812,  and  was  for  several  years 
a  partner  of  Ten  Eyck  under  tlie  name  of  Ten  Eyck  or  Channing;  and  in 
1821  his  name  appears  among  the  list  of  attorneys  in  the  city  of  New  York, 

Samuel  A.  Talcott  was  adniittcd  in  iSi3,and  is  said  then  to  have  resided 
in  Watertown,  but  soon  removed  to  Lowville.  He  was  the  father  of  the  late 
judge  Talcott,  of  Buffalo.  Samuel  A.  Talcott  became  attorney-general  of 
the  state,  and  was  reputed  the  greatest  forensic  orator  in  the  state.  He  died 
at  the  early  age  of  36  years,  leaving  a  reputation  belonging  to  the  state  at 
large  rather  than  to  any  particular  locality. 

Barnabas  Yale  resided  in  Martinsbtirg  in  18 14,  when  he  was  admitted  to 
practice,  and  resided  there  in  iS.?i.  He  had  but  little  practice  in  this 
county.  His  descendants,  it  hs  said,  reside  there  now,  and  his  history  belongs 
more  properly  to  Lewis  County.  Martinsburg  was  then  the  county  seat  of 
that  county. 

Thomas  C.  Chittenden  lived  at  Adams  ;  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1813, 
where  he  did  an  extensive  law  business  till  1S40.  He  had  a  fine  dignified 
presence,  was  a  good  speaker,  and  always  came  into  court  thoroughly  pre- 
pared.   He  v,'as  one  of  the  ablest  lawyers  at  tiic  bar.    He  was  elected  to 
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Congress  in  183S  and  again  in  1.S40  ;  was  in  th.it  year  appointed  first  judge 
of  the  county,  and  removed  to  Watertown,  and  lived  there  the  remainder  of 
his  b'fe.  Ke  died  full  of  years  and  honors.  He  was  a  perfect  verification  of 
the  old  adpge,  that  lav/yers  woik  hard,  live  well,  and  die  poor. 

John  Cook. — Of  his  history  or  residence  nothing  has  been  ascertained. 

H.  Leavenworth. — The  same  is  said  of  him. 

Cornelius  Low  resided  in  Lovvville.  He  was  the  proprietor  of  a  large  tract 
of  land  in  Lewis  and  Jefferson  counties,  of  whom  Isaac  W.  Bostvvick  was 
agent.  His  object  in  being  admitted  to  this  court  is  not  so  obvious.  His 
name  as  an  attorney  appears  upon  the  record  a  very  few  times,  if  any.  There 
is  no  record  of  his  attaining  any  reputation  in  this  state  anyv/here  as  a 
lawyer. 

Samuel  Beardsley  was  admitted  to  practice  in  1815.  He  then  resided  at 
Watertown,  but  remained  here  only  a  short  time,  v^heu  he  v/ent  to  Whites- 
borough,  Oneida  County,  and  thence  to  Utica,  where  he  became  one  of  the 
leading  lawyers  of  the  stale.  He  was  appointed  one  of  the  justices  of  the 
Supreme  Cent,  and  vras  chief  justice  v.hen  the  constitution  of  1846  went 
into  effect.    His  history  is  a  part  of  the  judicial  history  of  the  state. 

J.  Rossiter  studied  law  in  the  office  of  Daniel  Wardwell  at  Mannsville  ; 
was  admitted  in  18 15,  and  was  a  partner  of  Daniel  Wardwell  under  the  firm 
name  of  Wardwell  &  Rossiter  for  several  years,  when  his  name  disappears 
from  the  record.    His  subsequent  history  is  unknov/n. 

George  Smith,  v/ho  was  admitted  in  18 15,  resided  in  Watertown,  and  w?vS 
a  resident  there  in  182 1.  From  the  record  it  appears  he  did  considerable 
business.  Beyond  this,  strange  as  it  may  appear,  nothing  has  been  learned 
of  the  man  or  his  history. 

Baron  S.  Doty,  admitted  in  1S17,  resided  in  Martinsburg.  What  is  said 
of  Barnabas  Yale  and  of  his  history  is  all  that  can  be  said  of  him.  His  his- 
tory belongs  to  Lewis  County.  It  would  seem  that  some  in  the  adjoining 
counties,  and  who  never  resided  in  this,  were  admitted  to  enable  them  to 
practice  in  this  court.  Others  after  being  admitted,  or  after  practicing  here 
for  a  short  time,  left  to  make  and  leave  a  reputation  and  history  in  some 
other  locality. 

Enoch  Ely  was  admitted  in  1813;  was  a  partner  of  Elisha  Camp,  under 
the  firm  name  of  Ely  &:  Camp.  Nothing  definite  as  to  his  character  or  his- 
tory has  been  ascertained.  It  cannot  be  learned  that  he  was  in  any  way 
related  to  the  other  Elys  residing  in  Watertown  and  Brownville.  The  record 
shows  that  he  resided  in  Sackets  Harbor  and  was  a  partner  of  Elisha  Camp 
in  t'le  law  practice  for  a  short  time,  and  that  is  all. 

Amos  Holton  was  admitted  in  1815  ;  resided  in  Sackets  Harbor,  and  for 
a  number  of  years  did  quite  a  large  law  business,  as  we  learn. from  the  record. 
Quite  an  extensive  inquiry  has  been  made  in  that  village  and  elsewhere  in 
the  county  to  ascertain  more  of  the  history  and  character  of  this  man,  but 
without  success. 
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Charles  Dayan  resided  in  the  county  of  Lewis^  and  like  many  other  attor- 
neys of  that  county  was  admitted  to.  practice  as  an  attorney  in  the  Jefferson 
Common  Fleas.  He  was  an  able  lav;ycr,  and  a  good  and  fluent  speaker. 
For  many  years  he  was  known  as  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Uayan  &  Par'sh. 
He  for  a  long  time  did  considerable  business  in  the  courts  of  this  county.  An 
anecdote  is  related  of  him  which,  as  illustrating  the  character  of  the  man  and 
court  during  those  days,  is  here  given: — 

"  He  was  trying  a  cause  in  that  court,  when  he  anticipated  the  same  degree 
of  deference  as  he  was  accustomed  to  from  judges  of  his  own  county. 
During  the  progress  of  the  trial  he  raised  some  objections  to  tb.e  evidence  or 
other  questions,  which  the  court  seemed  inclined  to  hold  against  him,  despite 
a  most  earnest  argument  to  the  contrary,  and  at  length,  as  if  he  thought  to 
explode  a  petard  upon  them,  said  :  '  May  it  please  your  Honors,  if  it  is  possi- 
ble, that  your  Honors  shall  hold  this  point  against  nie,  I  have  to  say  to  your 
Honors,  with  great  regret  and  entire  deference  to  the  court,  but  with  a  full 
sense  of  my  own  rights  and  my  imperative  duty,  however  disagreeable  it  may 
be  to  your  Honors,  I  shall  certainly  be  under  the  painful  necessity  of  taking 
an  exception  to  your  Honors'  ruling.'  " 

Mr.  Dayan  was  a  sociable  and  very  agreeable  man,  and  highly  respected  by 
all.    He  died  many  years  since. 

John  McCarty  resided  in  Hounsfield  ;  was  admitted  in  1820.  Thorough 
inquiry  in  that  town  has  failed  to  discover  anything  of  his  history.  The 
records  do  not  show  that  he  did  much  business  in  this  county.  He  probably 
soon  removed  to,  and  made  a  history  in,  some  other  location. 
-Horatio  Shurnway  was  admitted  in  1S20;  in  February  of  that  year 
was  appointed  district  attorney,  and  was  succeeded  by  David  W.  Bucklin  in 
February,  1821.  Soon  thereafter  he  removed  to  Buffalo,  where  he  resided 
tlie  remainder  of  liis  life. 

George  P.  Bond  was  admitted  in  1822;  is  supposed  to  have  resided  in 
Adams.    Nothing  further  has  been  learned  of  his  history. 

Dyer  Tiliinghast,  admitted  in  1S22,  resided  at  Sackets  Harbor.  He  also 
removed  to  ButTalo  very  soon  thereafter. 

Benajah  B.  Phelps,  admitted  the  same  year,  is  also  reported  to  have  lived 
in  Sackets  Flarbor.  No  reliable  facts  regarding  his  history  have  come  to 
hand.  (In  the  Ilisfjry  of  Jcffersoji  Coioify,  published  in  1877,  he  '"s  recorded 
as  living  in  Rodman.) 

John  Adams  was  admitted" in  1S23  ;  resided  in  Watertoivn,  and  for  a  time 
was  a  partner  of  Harlow  P^merson.  He  then  removed  to  Monroe,  Michigan, 
where  he  died  many  years  since. 

Perley  G.  Keyes,  admitted  in  1S24,  was  the  only  son  of  Judge  Perley 
Keycs,  and  always  resided  in  Watertown.  He  was  possessed  of  considerable 
wealth,  practiced  law  but  little,  was  a  proniii'Cni  A'ooliiionis!.,  antl  very  active 
in  that  line.  He  died  of  apoplexy  many  years  since,  leaving  Rev.  Richard 
O.  Reyes,  his  only  heir,  surviving  him. 
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Edward  Fowler,  admitted  in  1S25,  rerided  at  Ox  Bow,  in  this  county,  and 
resided  there  in  1836.  He  had  a  Hmited  practice,  but  is  reputed  to  have 
been  a  highly  respectable  citizen  and  good  counselor. 

Alexander  Vv.  Stowe,  adaritted  in  1826,  came  from  Lowville,  and  located 
for  a  time  in  Sackets  Harbor.  He  is  reputed  as  having  great  brilliancy  and 
ability  as  a  lawyer,  thouc^h  somewhat  eccentric  in  his  character.  He  remained 
there  only  a  short  time,  when  he  left  and  located  in  one  of  the  Western  states, 
where  he  became  a  judge  of  one  of  the  highest  courts,  and  attained  a  repu- 
tation as  an  able  jurist. 

Orson  Parker  was  admitted  the  same  year,  and  of  him  nothing  can  be 
learned:  whence  became,  where  he  resided,  or  whither  he  went. 

Of  Marenus  W.  Matthews,  admitted  in  1S2S,  the  same  must  be  said. 

Of  Stock  well  Osgood,  admitted  in  1829,  the  same  must  be  said.  It  is 
quite  probable  that  soon  after  their  admission  they  left  to  practice  their 
profession,  or  at  least  to  engage  in  some  bu.siness,  in  sonic  other  locality. 
H'ough's  Jiislory  gives  the  name  as  one  of  the  trustees  of  Union  Library, 
formed  August  14,  1824,  in  Cape  Vincent  ;  and  Everts  &  Go's  History  the 
name  of  S.  Osgood  as  attorney  in  Adams  in  1821. 

Edmund  M.  Eidridge,  admitted  in  1829,  resided  in  Belleville  ;  and  resided 
there  in  1836,  and  many  years  later.  He  had  considerable  reputation  in  his 
immediate  vicinity,  but  less  reputation  as  a  lawyer  in  the  county  at  large.  He 
llnally  removed  to  La  Fargeville,  and  represented  the  town  of  Orleans  as  super- 
visor in  the  county  board  of  1843. 

Edwin  Dodge  studied  law  in  the  oflice  of  Sterling  &:  Bronson,  and  was  ad- 
n'iitted  in  3829.  Sometim.e  prior  to  1836  he  located  in  Gouvcrneur,  St.  Law- 
rence County.  He  became  one  of  the  most  wealthy  and  intluential  men  of 
that  county ;  v.-as  elected  to  and  held  the  oflice  of  county  judge  for  many 
years.    His  Iristory  belongs  lal'nei  to  the  bar  of  tliat  county  thun  to  this. 

William  A.  Green  w^as  adrnitled  in  1830;  studied  law  in  the  oflice  of  Jus- 
tin Butterfield,  to  whom,  he  was  in  some  way  related  by  marriage,  and  whose 
office  was  in  Sackets  Harbor.  After  Mr.  Butterfield  moved  to  Watertown  he 
went  to  Sackets  Harbor  and  took  Mr.  Butterfield's  business,  and  after  about 
two  years  he  went  to  New  York,  and  resided  in  Brooklyn  until  a  few  years 
since,  when  physical  inability  compelled  him  to  abandon  the  practice  of  law, 
when  he  came  to  and  located  in  Watertown.  He  was  a  clear  headed,  able, 
and  learned  lawyer,  and  very  successful,  both  in  getting  business  and  in  doing 
it.  He  now  boards  with  Rev.  Richard  G.  Keyes,  is  a  very  sociable  and 
agreeable  gentleman,  and  is  very  interesting  in  his  reminiscences  of  the  bar 
of  this  county  and  of  the  character  of  its  members. 

John  W.  Tamblin  \vas  admitted  in  1S31.  He  resided  at  Evans  Mills,  and 
married  the  daughter  of  Judge  John  Macumbcr.  He  early  engaged  in  poli- 
tics, and  never  had  a  very  cxtcn law  business.  He  had  great  influence 
and  strengtli  m  the  political  party  to  which  he  belonged.  He  was  elected 
assemblyman  several  times,  and  served  one  term  of  four  years  as  senator. 
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Sometime  after  1S40  he  removed  to  VVatertown,  and  for  several  years  was 
-editor  of  a  v/eekly  paper.  Mr.  Taniblin  was  a  great  reader;  but  his  reading 
was  mostly  of  that  kind  v/hicli  stored  the  mind  with  scientitlc  facts  and  theo- 
ries, but  added  little  to  his  practical  knowledge.  He  died  leaving  behind  him 
no  appreciation  of  his  actual  knowledge  or  learning,  for  the  very  reason  that 
he  left  no  evidence  of  any  application  of  it  of  any  value  or  interest  what- 
ever. 

Of  Alfred  D.  Ratlibun,  admitted  at  the  same  time,  nothing  has  been 
learned. 

Edward  B.  Hav/es,  admitted  the  same  year,  resided  at  Belleville.  He  was 
for  many  years  engaged  almost  daily  in  trying  suits  in  justice's  court,  at  v/hich 
he  was  an  expert.  He  had  good  legal  ability,  but  v/as  eccentric  in  his  char- 
acter. No  man  in  the  southern  portion  of  the  county  Vvas  better  known 
than  he.  He  was  generous  to  a  fault.  He  v/as  alternately  very  pious  and 
very  profane;  yet  no  one  1-ad  more  charity  extended  to  him  for  his  faults 
than  he.  After  along  life  of  excitement  he  died,  avowedly  looking  upon  the 
grave  as  a  place  of  resc. 

William  Ruger,  admitted  in  183 1,  was  noted  as  a  great  teacher  of  mathe- 
matics, teaching  v.-hat  was  called  select  schools  in  various  parts  of  the  county, 
and  v/as  the  author  oi  RngcJ-'s  Ariilwietic.  About  1836  he  formed  a  copart- 
nership with  Charles  Mason,  who  came  from  jMadison  County,  and  who  about 
1840  returned  there  to  piactice.  Ruger  then  formed  a  copartnership  Vv'ith 
Joshua  Moore,  then  living  in  Brownville,  under  the  firm  name  of  Ruger  &■ 
Moore.  He  was  elected  state  senator  about  1838,  dying  in  1842.  He  was 
reputed  a  sound  lawyer,  but  a  poor  speaker.  He  was  an  uncle  of  the  present 
chief  justice  of  the  Court  of  Appeals. 

Andrew  Z.  McCarty  resided  in  this  county  when  he  was  adinitted  in  1831, 
but  very  soon  thereafter  moved  to  Pulaski,  v/here  he  resided,  practicing  his 
profession  till  his  death  a  few  years  since.  His  history  belongs  to  Oswego 
County. 

William  H.  Shurnway,  admitted  this  year,  v/as  a  peculiar  character.  No 
man  was  better  known  throughout  the  county.  He  never  married,  and  was 
at  times  very  intemperate,  losing  all  his  business,  and  suddenly  reforming 
would  legain  the  confidence  of  the  community  and  his  business.  The  muta- 
tions often  occurred.  He  fmally  lel't  Watertown  and  went  to  Oswego,  into  the 
insurance  business,  where  his  alternating  habits  followed  him.  Thence  he 
went  to  Syracuse,  and  fmally  got  into  the  state  law  library  there  as  assist- 
ant. He  died  in  that  capacity.  It  was  said  he  got  notliing  for  his  services, 
except  what  lawyers  paid  him  for  lookmg  up  books  and  authorities  for  them, 
at  which,  it  was  universally  conceded,  he  v/as  an  expert. 

Of  Henderson  Spencer,  adinitted  the  same  year,  nothing  is  knov/n. 

Jason  Marsh,  admitted  iliis  year,  lived,  and  practiced  the  law  for  several 
>'ears  in  Adams,  where  he  resided.  Notiiing  has  been  learned  of  \\\m  except 
what  appears  upon  the  record.    It  appears  that  for  some  time  he  did  consid- 
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erable  business,  and  was  there  in  1836.  Probably  a  more  extensive  inquir^ 
in  Adams  might  discover  some  one  who  could  give  more  particulars  of  his 
life,  but  they  have  not  been  found  from  the  inquires  made. 

Of  Albert  Richmond,  admitted  in  1832,  and  of  Peter  Yates,  admitted  in 
1833,  and  Ahera  G,  Eastman,  admitted  in  1835,  nothing  is  known. 

Samuel  G.  Watson  studied  law  in  the  office  of  C.  E.  &  j  .  Clark;  was  ad- 
mitted in  1S32,  and  located  at  Sackets  Harbor;  was  there  in  1836.  He  sub- 
sequently located  in  Pulaski.  He  v>'as  a  man  of  fair  ability  and  industry; 
respected  by  the  community.  He  was  postmaster  at  Pulaski  for  a  number 
of  years. 

Augustus  Ford,  admitted  in  1S33,  was  a  son  of  William  D,  Ford,  and  re- 
sided in  Sackets  Harbor.  FTe  was  respected  for  his  legal  ability  and  great 
social  qualities.  Vv^hile  at  Sackets  Harbor  he  was  an  intimate  associate  of 
the  officers  at  the  garrison  there,  among  whom  was  General  Grant.  For  a 
long  tinie  many  soldiers  and  ofiiceis  were  stationed  at  Sackets  Harbor,  until 
at  length  nearly  all  were  ordered  away  ;  and  when  this  v/as  done  the  town 
became  dull,  and  the  lawyers  from  time  to  tim.e  left.  Mr.  Ford  went  first  to 
Buffalo,  and,  after  staying  there  a  short  time,  he  went  to  New  York ;  located 
in  Brooklyn,  where  he  now  resides. 

Nathan  Rathbun,  admitted  in  18^^,  lived  in  Brov.-nville  ;  had  a  good  rep- 
utation and  business  in  his  profession.  How  it  happens  that  he  was  one  of 
the  counsel  vrho  defended  Evans  for  murder  in  the  Oyer  and  Terminer,  in 
1828,  when  he  was  not  admitted  to  the  Common  Pleas  till  1833,  ^^-^e  years 
after,  can  be  accounted  for  only  upon  the  supposition  that  in  1828  he 
had  been  admitted  to  the  Supreme  Court,  and  not  to  the  Common  Pleas 
till  1833.  There  is  none  of  his  family  now  renriaining  in  Brownville  or  in  the 
county  so  far  as  can  be  ascertained. 

John  S.  Bagg  resided  in  Watertov/n  ;  was  a  brother  of  an  eminent  physi- 
cian v.'ho  resided  here;  and  soon  after  his  admission,  in  1834,  removed  to 
Detroit,  Michigan.  He  formed  and  left  behind  him  no  reputation  as  a 
lav.'ver. 

Anthony  Ten  Eyck,  admitted  this  year  (1834),  was  a  son  of  Judge  Egbert 
Ten  Eyck.  He  also  soon  after  his  admission  removed  to  Detroit,  where  he 
gained  considerable  reputation  as  a  lawyer,  and  died  several  years  ago. 

George  A.  Benedict,  admitted  at  the  same  time,  was  a  son  of  Amos  Ben- 
edict, and  soon  after  his  admission  he  removed  to  Cleveland,  Ohio,  where 
heji^racticed  lav/  for  awhile,  and  at  length  was  part  proprietor  of  a  daily 
paper  in  that  city,  until  his  death  several  years  since. 

Cliarles  Mason  came  to  this  county  from  Madison  County  in  1835,  and 
was  admitted  to  the  Common  Pleas.  He  soon  thereafter  formed  a  partner- 
ship with  WiUiarn  Ruger,  which  continued  till  1839,  when  it  was  dissolved, 
and  };e  returned  to  Madisofi  County,  wiiere  he  i^raciiced  Llw  till  he  \vas 
ekcled  judge  of  tl'.e  6th  district  under  the  constitution  of  1S46.  He  filled 
this  office  two  terms,  when  he  was  appointed  clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court 
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located  at  Utica,  which  office  he  filled  till  his  death.  His  reputation  belongs 
to  the  state  rather  than  to  this  county  or  this  district. 

Chaiies  Hayden,  admitted  in  1819.  lived  in  Richland,  Oswego  County. 
His  history  belongs  to  that  county. 

David  Brooks,  Jr.,  was  admitted  in  iSig,  and  all  that  is  known  of  him  is 
that  for  awhile  he  was  a  partner  of  Justin  Butterfield,  under  the  name  of  But- 
terfield  &  Brooks,  and  resided  in  Sackets  Harbor. 

Of  Abel  P.  Vosburgh  nothing  can  be  learned.  V/hence  he  came,  where  he 
resided,  and  whence  he  went  is  unknown. 

Nothing  of  David  Perry  has  been  ascertained.  Admitted  in  181 1,  he  did 
considerable  business,  but  his  name  is  not  found  on  the  list  of  attorneys  of 
1821.  . 

Daniel  Wardwell,  admitted  in  1814,  then  resided  in  Mannsvillc.  J.  Ros- 
siter,  probal>ly  a  student  hi  his  olTice,  admitted  the  year  after,  became  his 
partner.  I'he  firm  of  AVard.vell  &  Rossiter  appears  upon  the  record  for  sev- 
eral years.  Kir.  Wardwell  lemoved  to  and  practiced  in  Adams,  fie  was 
appointed  judge,  and  first  sat  on  the  bench  at  the  December  Term,  1824, 
the  last  time  in  December^  1826.  He  was  elected  congressman  three  suc- 
cessive terms,  representing  Jefferson  County  six  years.  Pie  is  reputed  as  a 
man  of  ability  and  integrity,  and  has  left  surviving  a  highly  respectable  family. 
One  of  his  sons  is  now  living  in  Adams,  and  another  in  Rome. 

William  D.  Ford,  admitted  in  181 7,  is  recorded  as  living  in  Sackets  Plar- 
bor.  There  is  some  evidence  that  at  one  time  he  had  an  office  and  practiced 
law  in  the  then  village  of  Watertown.  For  many  years  he  was  a  prominent 
member  of  the  bar.  Pie  v/as  the  father  of  Augustus  Ford  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned. 

Justin  Butterfield  was  admitted  to  the  bar  of  Jefferson  County  Common 
Pleas  in  1S13,  and  had  an  extensive  lav/  business  until  he  v/ent  to  Chicago 
in  1840.  There  is  evidence  that  he  was  located  in  Watertown  most  of  the 
time,  and  a  part  of  the  tinje  in  Sackets  Harbor.  During  the  time  he  had 
severel  partners,  among  whom  was  David  Brooks,  Jr.  In  the  opinion  of 
many  of  his  cotemporaries  he  was  the  ablest  lawyer  in  the  county.  He  left 
behind  him  a  brilliant  reputation,  which  still  lingers  in  the  memory  of  the 
older  inhabitants,  and  has  been  transmitted  to  and  believed  by  those  who 
never  saw  or  heard  him.  There  are  many  incidents  of  his  professional  life^ 
of  his  genius,  tact,  and  mental  acuteness,  worth  recording,  v/hich  would  be 
appropriate  in  an  extended  history  of  his  life,  but  which  the  limits  of  this 
article  will  not  permit.  He  acquired  a  good  reputation  in  Chicago.  Pie 
defended  the  prophet  Joseph  Smith  before  Judge  Pope,  and  there  were  sev- 
eral jurymen  by  the  name  of  Angel.  His  opening  address  to  the  jury  on 
this  occasion  was,  "  May  it  please  the  court,  I  arise  before  the  Pope  in  the 
presence  of  angels  to  defend  the  pro]'het  of  the  Lord."  There  are  many 
versions  of  this  address,  but  the  above  is  given  as  the  substance  of  what  he 
actually  said. 
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Gouverneur  M.  Bucklin,  admitted  ia  1836,  was  a  son  of  David  W.  Bucklin. 
He  inh£rited  from  his  father  his  physical  development,  voice,  and  "volubility 
of  tongue,"  but  not  his  industry  or  anribition.  He  lived  in  Watertovvn  till 
about  iS.io.  He  had  no  business  for  the  reason  he  would  not  do  it.  He 
married  a  very  estimable  lady  about  this  time,  a  Miss  Abbey,  and  removed  to 
Carthage,  v/here  he  remained  several  years  and  did  very  well.  He  then 
removed  to  New  York  and  had  an  appointment  in  the  custom-house,  v/hich 
he  held  through  all  administrations  until  his  death.  He  had  most  extraor- 
dinary conversational  powers,  commanding  attention  in  whatever  social  posi- 
tion, high  or  low,  he  was  placed.  "With  brilliant  talents  nothing  prevented 
his  success  but  want  of  application.  He  died  several  years  sii(Ce  at  his  resi- 
dence in  Jersey  City. 

Alonzo  M.  Watson,  admitted  in  1837.  v.as  a  resident  of  Watertown.  In 
1840  he  formed  a  copartnership  with  John  F.  Hutchinson  in  the  law  busi- 
ness. Though  he  had  ability  and  integrity  he  v.'as  not  Fuccessful.  He  or- 
ganized a  I'ourier  association  here,  located  on  Cold  Creek  some  two  miles 
east  of  tlie  vil]?>ge,  of  v/hich  he  was  president,  upon  several  hundred  acres  of 
land,  and  carried  on  the  business  until  not  only  the  association,  but  about 
every  one  of  its  members,  became  insolvent,  lie  left  the  law  practice,  and 
finally  removed  to  Rochester,  and  died  there  soon  after,  leaving  a  widow  with  a 
large  family  of  enterprising  boys.  They  came  back  to  this  county  after  the 
father's  decease,  and  settled  in  Redwood,  and  one  of  the  boys,  lJ>on  M.,  became 
for  a  long  time  a  most  efficient  commissioner  of  common  schools  in  the  third 
commissioner  district  of  the  county. 

Vv^estel  W.  Wager  resided  in  Brownville,  flourished  as  a  lawyer,  but  mostly 
in  the  lower  courts,  for  a  num.ber  of  years.  He  died  of  consumption  many 
years  since,  leaving  a  son  v.'ho  is  a  successful  practitioner  in  the  city  of  New 
York. 

Frederick  \V.  Hubbard,  admitted  in  1838,  was  a  son  of  Judge  Noadiah 
Hubbard,  of  Champion,  and  married  a  daughter  of  Peleg  Burchard.  He 
studied  la\/  in  tl:e  office  of  Lansing  Sz  Sherman,  his  brothers-in-law,  and  v,'a.s 
a  man  of  strict  integrity  and  high  moral  character.  He  formed  a  copartner- 
ship v.'ith  J.  H.  Button,  his  cousin,  under  the  name  of  Hubbard  (5v  Button, 
for  several  years,  and  then  v.ith  his  nephev/,  Stephen  J.  Hubbard.  He  v/as 
elected  a  justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  took  his  seat  upon  the  bench  Jan- 
uary I,  1 85 2,  for  eight  years,  Buring  these  eig'it  years  the  politics  of  the 
county  changed,  and  he  vras  succeeded  by  Hon.  Joseph  Mullin.  He  then 
resumed  the  practice  of  law,  doing  an  extensive  business  till  his  death.  Some 
year  or  two  before  he  died  he  removed  his  ofnc.-  to  the  city  of  Nev,'  York. 

Hiram  Steele  was  practicing  law  and  resided  in  Sackets  Harbor  ]jrior  to 
1819.  He  was  one  of  the  judges  of  the  Court  of  Common  I'leas  in  this 
county  during  the  years  1S21  and  1S22. 

F.  Smith  Lee  was  admitted  in  1819,  resided  in  Sackets  Harbor,  and  formed 
a  copartnership  with  Hiram  Steele,  under  the  name  of  Lee  &  Steele.  An  amus- 
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ing  anecdote  is  iclaled  of  this  fiim,  as  occurring  at  one  of  the  circuit  courts 
held  in  this  county.  At  that  time  a  written  calendar  of  cases  to  be  tried  was 
made  up  for  tlic  u^e  of  the  court,  on  which  was  one,  at  least,  wherein  Lee  & 
Steele  were  the  r.ttorney.- ;  and  the  cleik,  in  v/riting  the  name  of  Lee,  had  neg- 
lected to  loop  the  e  in  the  name  of  Lee,  and  some  wag,  or  mischievous  mem- 
ber of  the  bar,  found  an  opportunity  to  dot  ihe  first  e  and  put  a  loop  to  the 
second,  so  as  to  make  the  whole  list  of  their  causes  read  Lie  and  Steele,  attor- 
neys for  the,"  etc.  This  was  not  discovered  till  the  judge  was  calling  the  calen- 
dar and  came  upon  the  names,  and,  in  his  embarrassment,  the  judge,  looking 
through  the  list,  called  the  attention  of  the  clerk  to  it.  This  very  soon 
caused  a  breeze  of  mirth  through  the  bar,  and  an  expression  of  wrath  from 
the  attorneys  thus  libelled,  and  a  continual  running  fire  of  interjectional  in- 
vective during  the  term.  This  firm,  however,  for  a  number  of  years  did  a 
large  business,  as  appears  froni  the  record.  Their  subsequent  history  or 
whereabouts  is  unknown. 

Jedutlian  Steele  resided  in  Sackets  Harbor.  He  was  admitted  in  1824, 
and  was  a  prominent  man  there  as  well  as  in  the  county.  He  died  in  1838. 
Nothing  further  of  his  history  could  be  learned,  as  none  of  his  relatives  are 
nov/  living  in  the  county  so  far  as  can  be  ascertained. 

Horace  Hovr  came  from  Vermont  to  Sackets  Harbor  about  1830,  and  was 
admitted  that  year.  He  married  one  of  the  daughters  of  John  M,  Canfield. 
He  had  good  ability,  but  did  not  engage  extensively  in  the  practice  of  the  law. 
He  left  there  in  1848,  and  went  to  Chicago,  where  he  died. 

Lysander  H.  Brown. — The  life,  character,  and  eminent  ability  of  Lysander 
H.  }3rown,  a  member  of  the  Jefferson  County  bar,  deserve  more  than  a  com- 
monplace tribute.  The  germ  of  eloquence  seems  to  have  been  born  in  him. 
It  is  not  the  eloquence  that  entertains  without  instructing,  that  is  lost  and 
forgotten  as  soon  as  it  is  uttered  ;  but  the  eloquence  of  manner,  thought,  and 
diction  that  leaves  a  lasting  and  enobhng  impression  upon  the  mind.  Ke  is 
the  only  representative  of  the  bar  of  this  county  so  largely  endowed  by  nat- 
ure with  this  great  gift,  and  he  has  never  failed  to  use  it  at  the  call  of  the 
profession.  In  Jlisfory  of  Jefferson  County,  published  in  187S,  by  L.  H. 
Everts  .51:  Co.,  is  a  sketch  of  the  principal  events  of  his  life  ;  but  from  that 
sketch  but  little  of  the  characteristic  oratorical  ability  of  Mr.  13ro\vn  can  be 
learned.  It  vrill  be  the  effort  here  to  recall  the  eirly  events  of  his  life,  which 
tended  to  develop  his  [peculiar  talent,  and  the  growth  and  maturity  of  that 
talent  during  a  long  life  of  exemplary  usefulness.  He  was  born  in  Brown- 
ville,  December  20,  1808.  The  early  part  of  his  liTe  was  spent  upon  a  farm, 
attending^  during  the  winter,  the  district  school.  By  this  occupation  he  ob- 
tained vigor  of  m.ind  and  body.  In  rS-^S  or  1829  he  entered  Union  Academy 
at  Belleville,  where  he  remai?icd  two  years.  It  v,'as  ^here  that  he  had  the 
opporturiity  of  crdtivating  his  special  gift.  The  late  Judge  .Mullin  and 
George  F.  Comstock,  of  Syracuse,  were  students  tiu^re  during  the  time.  The 
Rev.  Jedcdiah  Burchard,  the  eloquent  evangelist,  was  an  ofhciating  clergy- 
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man  at  that  place,  and  taught  a  class  in  elocution,  of  which  class  Mr.  Brown 
was  a  most  attentive  and  tractable  member.  Under  the  most  excellent  and 
masterly  tuition  of  this  celebrated  clergyman  he  laid  tlie  foundation  of  that 
winning  and  lively  oratory  for  which  he  was  afterwards  so  distinguished. 
In  183 1  he  entered  Union  College,  graduating  in  July,  1834.  During  this 
time  the  Rev.  Dr.  Nott,  in  the  full  vigor  of  his  life,  was  tlie  president, 
and  Dr.  Alonzo  Potter,  afterwards  bishop  of  the  diocese  of  Pennsylvania, 
was  the  vice-president  of  that  instilution,  with  a  large  faculty  possessing  as 
high  a  character,  and  occupying  as  high  a  position  in  public  estimation,  as 
any  institution  of  learning  in  the  country. 

The  very  atmosphere  he  breathed  was  full  of  literature,  classical  and  scien- 
tific: and  he  was  permitted  almost  daily  to  listen  to  the  private  and  public 
talk  of  two  of  the  highest  specimens  of  oratorical  genius.  Graduating  with 
tlie  higliest  honors  of  the  college,  and  with  a  mind  disciplined  and  exalted 
under  these  inilutnces.  Mr.  Brovn.  in  October,  1S34,  became  tlie  principal 
of  the  Champion  Academy.  Under  his  direction  that  academy  v.t  once  took 
iiigh  stan:hng  :-mong  the  educational  instituiions  of  the  country.  He 
remained  in  charge  of  the  academy  until  March,  1S38,  and  during  the  time 
many  of  his  students  received  that  education  and  mental  discipline  which 
afterwards  gave  them  high  positions  in  the  business  and  professional  v/orld. 
Jt  was  durinc;  this  period  tliat  the  public  first  became  acquainted  with 
his  ability  as  a  captivating  jmblic  speaker.  His  able  and  eloquent  addresses 
during  this  period  raised  him  very  high  in  the  estimation  of  the  public.  In 
March,  1S38,  he  left  the  academy  and  came  to  Watertown  to  complete  the 
study  of  the  profession,  with  a  reputation  unsurpassed  by  any  one  in  the  county. 
It  was  during  this  summer  that  he  commenced  his  political  life  by  public 
speeches  in  favor  of  the  election  of  Isaac  H.  J3ronson  for  Congress.  In 
October,  1830,  he  wrs  admitted  to  practice  in  the  Supreme  Court.  In  1840 
he  was  in  the  political  field  in  support  of  Martin  Van  Buren,  but  his  elo- 
quence made  little  impression  against  the  senseless  excitement  of  that  log- 
cabin  campaign.  His  mind  was  not  adapted  and  could  not  bend  to  the 
details  and  technicalities  of  the  legal  profession  ;  and  yet  he  has  been  engaged 
in  the  courts,  and  in  business  connected  with  the  courts,  during  large  portions 
of  his  time.  His  familiarity  with  law  and  law)ers  and  judges  has  been  exten- 
sive for  50  years  ;  not  only  tlie  professional  courtesies  but  the  social  ameni- 
ties have  been  c«:>rdiil  between  them.  In  1842  he  was  appointed  to  and 
accepted  the  otlice  of  superintendent  of  common  schools  of  Jefferson  County. 
This  employment  was  more  congenial  with  his  tastes.  In  this  avocation  he 
excelled.  During  this  time  he  made  to  Hon.  Samuel  Young,  state  super- 
intendent, the  mor:t  able  rejxort  received  by  him  from  any  of  the  counties  in 
the  btate.     He  h.eld  this  office  three  years. 

In  1S44  o^-curred  the  presidential  cauipaign  bcL.^  een  Ja-.p.es  Iv.  Polk,  the 
Democraciic  nomiPiee,  and  Henry  Clay,  the  Wiiig  candidate.  During  this 
campaign  Mr.  Brown  was  nominated  for  the  Assembly.    The  ablest  political 
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-Speeches  Mr.  Brown  ever  made  were  during  this  campaign  for  the  election 
of  the  Democratic  candidate  for  President.  He  was  thoroughly  posted  on 
every  issue  involv^ed  in  the  canvass,  atul  he  handled  thern  with  great  elo- 
quence and  power.  During  this  canvass,  in  the  old  Agricultural  hall,  in  the 
rear  of  tiie  county  jail,  the  Hon.  Jolin  A.  Dix  and  Mr.  Brown,  on  the  same 
occasion,  addressed  a  crowded  house.  Both  seemed  to  do  their  utmost.  It 
was  the  universal  opinion  that  Mr.  Brown,  in  the  clearness  of  his  statements, 
the  logic  of  his  reasoning,  and  purity  of  diction,  far  exceeded  that  of  Mr.  Dix. 
In  after  years  Mr.  Brown  was  often  called  to  speak  in  company  with  such  men  as 
John  Van  Buren,  Horatio  Seymour,  Daniel  S.  Dickinson,  and  others  of  equal 
■celebrity,  invariably  acquitting  himself  with  conspicuous  credit.  Even  as  ; 
late  as  the  Cleveland  and  Blaine  campaign  he  spoke  with  Lieut. -Gov. 
Dorsheimer  to  an  audience  of  over  3,000  at  the  armory  in  the  city  of  Water- 
town  ;  and  his  speech  was  considered  on  all  hands  tliC  feature  of  the  occa- 
sion. Mr.  Brown  wa-,  elected  to  tl^e  Assembly,  and  took  his  seat  January 
I,  1S45.  His  acts  there  are  a  matter  of  public  record.  It  was  universally 
conceded  that  he  was  the  best  speaker  m  the  House.  In  1S46  he  was  a  can- 
didate for  the  nomination  for  Congress,  and  a  majority  of  the  delegates  to 
the  nominating  convention  were  elected  pledged  for  him.  But  that  majority 
was  changed  by  his  opponents  nominating  one  of  his  supporters  for  sheriff. 
The  result  was  the  defeat  of  the  nominee  at  the  election.  All  the  elTorls  of 
Mr.  Brown  to  the  contrary  could  not  prevent  it.  In  1847  he  was  elected  !, 
surrogate,  the  first  under  the  constitution  of  1846,  and  held  the  office  from  i: 
July  I,  1847,  January  i,  1852.  His  promiinence  as  a  speaker,  and  his  ' 
activity  in  the  political  field,  continued  down  to  1884.  |, 

During  the  civil  war  he  was  frequently  called  to  the  forum  for  the  Union  jj 
cause.    At  a  celebration  of  tlic  fall  of  Atlanta,  in  the  city  of  NVatertown,  he 
v,-as  the  principal  speaker.    His  patriotic  sentiments  were  uttered  with  that  i; 
fervid  eloquence  of  imagery  and  diction  that  a  certain  listener,  an  able  critic,  ;i 
remarked  that  the  speech  would  have  been  a  credit  to  any  of  the  first  ora- 
tors  of  the  country.     His  ability  in  this  direction  was  not  confined  to  politi-  ! 
cal  subjects.    It  slione  forth  equally   on   every  subject,  and   upon  every 
occasion  when  he  was  called  upon  to  speak.    The  farewell  address  to  his 
students  and  the  patrons  of  the  Champion  Academy,  at  the  close  of  his 
labors  there,  will  long  be  remembered  by  those  who  heard  him.    More  than 
50  years  have  passed  since  that  add;-ess  was  delivered  ;  and  perhaps  a  large 
majority  of  his  hearers  have  passed  away;  yet  it  is  often  referred  to  by  those  : 
who  survive.    This  is  characteristic  of  his  public  efforts;  they  are  rernern-  : 
bered.    His  various  addresses  before  educational  institutions  are  universally  j 
commended  for  their  ability  and  their  eloquence,  both  in  matter  and  diction.  ! 

For  nearly  half  a  century  he  has  been  an  active  member  of  the  Masonic  ■ 
.frateriiity,  and  for  a  number  of  years  wus  master  of  the  lodge.    In  this  ca- 
pacity he  has  officiated  at  scores  of  Masonic  burials.    The  reading  of  the 
service  of  the  grave,  a  service  deeply  pathetic  in  itself,  was  made  doubly  so 
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by  the  maaiicr,  the  emphasis,  and  depth  of  feeling  with  which  he  delivered  it. 
It  was  his  custom,  at  the  end  of  the  formal  ritual,  to  address  his  Masonic 
brethren,  and  the  mourning  friends  and  relatives  of  the  deceased,  witli  senti- 
ments appropriate  to  the  occasion.  These  sentiments,  so  sympathetic  in 
their  nature,  clothed  in  chaste  and  eloquent  language,  and  delivered  as 
though  coming  from  the  very  depths  of  his  heart,  left  upon  his  hea-rers  a  pro- 
found and  lasting  impression.  These  efforts  have  seldom  been  surpassed.. 
Among  the  burial  services  so  conducted  by  him  were  those  of  Noadiah  Hub- 
bard, an  aged  and  venerable  member  of  the  fraternity,  at  his  grave  in  Cham- 
pion ;  of  Joseph  Curtis  Pattridge,  a  personal  friend  ;  and  of  PVank  Nimmocks, 
of  high  standing,  not  only  in  the  lodge,  but  in  the  community  at  large. 

Mr.  Brown  for  many  years,  and  upon  almost  all  occasions,  attended  the 
m.eetings  of  the  Jefferson  County  bar,  and  especially  those  called  to  pay 
tribute  to  the  niemory  of  its  deceased  members.  These  occasions  have  been 
many  during  the  past  25  years.  Among  the  occasions  especially  to  be  noted 
are  those  of  the  late  Judge  Lansing  and  Judge  Mulhn.  The  address  on  the 
occasion  of  the  death  of  Judge  Lansing  was  delivered  without  notes,  and  it 
is  unfortunate  that  no  record  of  it  now  remains.  That  upon  the  death  of 
Justice  Mullin,  his  classmate  at  the  academy  and  roommate  in  college, 
and  a  life-long  friend  and  associate,  is  yet  preserved.  The  writer  sincerely 
and  heartily  hopes  that  when  his  time  shall  come  there  may  be  some  one  to 
pay  an  equally  just  tribute  to  his  merits  and  memory.  The  limits  of  this- 
article  do  not  permit  a  record  of  his  family  and  social  connections,  or  of  his 
editorial  life.  He  has  written  a  great  deal.  It  has  been  valuable  and  enter- 
tainingj  and  much  of  it  profound  and  bright  in  thought  and  classical  in 
language.  But  of  this  it  is  not  intended  to  speak  in  this  notice.  They  may 
be  found  elsewhere.  The  effort  here  has  been  to  v/rite  of  that  great  and  rare 
gift  of  oratory  for  wliich  he  is  so  justly  celebrated.  The  engraving  accom- 
pan)  ing  this  sketch  v/as  made  from  a  photograph  taken  after  he  was  80  years 
of  age.  His  most  estimable  wife  died  in  1S75.  He  has  three  married 
daughters  living,  v.-hose  solicitude  for  his  comfort,  and  veneration  for  his  pa- 
rental affection,  are  praiseworthy.  He  is  now  living  with  one  of  them,  Mrs. 
George  Hall,  at  Ogdensburg,  v/here  he  says,  in  a  letter  to  the  writer,  "  I  am 
treated  like  a  Prince  here."  That  is  as  it  should  be.  The  veteran  orator, 
writer,  and  scholar  deserves  to  be  treated  like  a  prince  during  whal  remains 
of  a  long  life,  valuable  in  worth  and  achievement  to  his  friends  and  the  com- 
munity. 

Cyrus  H.  Stone  came  from  Ellisburgh  to  Sackets  Harbor  in  1S35;  was  ad- 
mitted in  1836.  He  married  a  daughter  of  John  M.  Canfield,  in  March, 
183S,  and  died  in  October,  1S38.  He  had  fine  ability,  but  poor  health.  A 
few  months  before  his  death  he  left  tiie  law  and  went  into  mercantile  busi- 
ness. 

Jasi)er  W.  Gilbert  was  a  son  of  Marenus  VV.  Gilbert,  who  for  years  was  one 
of  the  most  piominent  and  influential  men  in  the  county.    After  his  admis- 
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sion  he  removed  to  Rochester,  and  practiced  law  there  for  a  number  of  years. 
Then  he  removed  to  Brooklyn,  where,  after  a  few  years,  he  was  elected  a 
judge  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  was  continued  in  that  office  until  disqual- 
ified by  the  constitution. 

Joshua  Moore  came  from  Plattsburgh,  or  in  that  vicinity,  and  after  his  ad- 
mission located  in  Brownville.  He  took  Judge  iVlason  s  place  as  partner  of 
Ruger,  and  for  sometime  kept  his  office  in  Brownville  and  Ruger's  in  Water- 
town,  and  alternated  between  them.  Upon  the  death  of  Ruger  he  removed 
to  Walertown,  into  Ruger's  office.  For  several  years  he  was  comparatively  un- 
known, and  had  little  business  ;  and  when  his  ability  became  known,  through 
his  management  of  an  important  litigation,  of  which  he  had  charge,  his 
business  and  his  reputation  suddenly  and  rapidly  increased.  He  was  the  first 
district  attorney  elected  under  the  constitution  of  1846.  He  had  previously, 
and  in  February,  1846,  been  appointed  district  attorney.  lie  was  succeeded 
by  Jarncs  F.  Starbuck,  January  i,  1851.  In  1852  he  formed  a  copartner- 
ship with  Levi  H.  Brown,  under  the  namie  of  Moore  &  Bro'vn.  He  died  in 
1S54.  It  is  doubtful  whether  a  more  able  young  lawyer,  one  of  more  influ- 
ence, or  who  commanded  more  respect  for  his  legal  and  social  qualities,  was 
ever  located  in  Jefferson  County.  The  writer  was  a  cotemporary  of  his,  well 
and  intimately  acquainted  with  him,  and  speaks  from  personal  observation. 

Randolph  Barnes  was  born  and  studied  law  in  Lewis  County.  He  came 
to  \V'atertov/n  and  was  admitted  in  1839.  For  a  time  he  was  a  popular  and 
successful  lawyer,  but  he  was  so  constituted  that  he  could  not  do  office  work. 
He  v/as  at  home  only  in  the  excitement  of  a  trial.  After  a  few  years  he 
locr:ted  some  where  in  the  West,  in  farming  and  cattle  business.  Failing  in 
tliis  he  returned  to  Watertovvn  for  av/hile,  and  then  went  to  New  York  and 
commenced  the  practice  of  law  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances. 
But  it  was  not  many  years  before,  his  habits  being  such,  that  he  lost  his 
business,  and  in  abject  poverty  returned  to  Watertown,  where  he  soon  died. 

John  Henry  Dutton  was  a  son  of  Rev.  Nathaniel  Dutton,  of  Champion. 
He  studied  law  in  the  ofiice  of  Lansing  &  Sherman,  and  remained  there  after 
his  admission  until  he  formed  a  copartnership  with  F.  W.  Hubbard,  He 
was  elected  justice  of  the  peace,  and  held  the  office  for  a  number  of  years, 
which,  in  connection  with  the  insurance  business,  gave  him  a  competence. 
He  never  married.  He  died  finally  of  consumption,  with  which  he  suffered 
for  a  long  time. 

Charles  D.  Wright  was  a  step-son  of  Bernard  Bagley,  and  immediately 
after  his  admission  they  v/ent  into  partnership,  and  so  continued  till  Wright 
was  elected  judge  in  November,  1859.  The  business  was  all  done  in  the 
name  of  Charles  D.  Wright,  as  attorney.  They  did  a  very  extensive  busi- 
ness, laving  often  a  majority  of  the  causes  on  the  calendar.  Mr,  Bagley 
was  the  tii.il  lawyer,  and  Wri'j;ht  took  ch...rje  of  tlie  practice.  He  was  prol>- 
ably  the  best  office  lawyer  and  practitioner  ever  in  the  coutity.  His  industry 
and  long  experience,  and  m.ental  adaptation  to  that  branch  of  business,  gave 
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him  that  reputation  at  the  bar.  He  held  the  office  of  county  judge  two 
terms.  Since  that  he  has  lived  in  comparative  retirement,  and  is  no'.v  living 
in  good  health  and  holding  a  high  position  in  society,  and  has  the  respect 
of  the  u'hole  community. 

George  W.  Butterficid,  admitted  the  same  year,  was  born  in  Rodman, 
studied  law  in  Watertown,  and  practiced  here  a  short  time,  and  then  removed 
to  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  subsequently  locating  in  New  York,  where  he  died. 

Wooster  Sherman  resided  in  Watertown,  and  for  years  was  a  successful, 
banker.  He  studied  law  and  got  admitted^  it  is  said  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  suing  his  own  notes.  He  nevd"  practiced  any  otherwise.  He  is  now  liv- 
ing in  Syracuse. 

^Villiam  C.  Thompson  was  in  Judge  Chittenden's  ofiice  at  Adams,  in  1840. 
He  removed  to  Watertown,  and  did  a  fair  business  ;  v/as  elected  county  judge 
in  the  fall  of  1851,  and  held  the  office  four  years  from  January  i,  1852,  and 
was  reelected  for  another  term  of  four  years.  He  became  interested  in  a 
purcliase  of  a  tract  of  land  in  North  Watertown,  to  be  laid  out  for  city  lots, 
and  was  priricipally  engaged  in  that  business  during  the  rest  of  his  life. 

George  Camp,  admitted  in  1S39,  was  a  son  of  P^lisha  Camp,  of  Sackels 
Harbor.  He  practiced  the  profession  very, little  ;  was  principally  engaged  in 
the  vast  business  of  his  father.  He  married  a  daughter  of  the  late  William 
Smith,  of  this  village,  and  died,  leaving  his  widow  and  an  interesting  family 
surviving  him. 

Stephen  G.  Dodge  was  a  brother  of  the  late  Judge  Edwin  Dodge,  of  Gouv- 
erneur.  He  practiced  very  little  in  this  county.  It  is  said  he  now  resides 
in  Utica. 

Allen  Nims  was  a  graduate  of  Union  College;  was  a  great  student,  of  ex- 
tensive reading,  but  had  not  the  practicable  knowledge  or  tact  to  succeed  in 
the  legal  profession. 

Of  Joscpli  iJrackett,  admitted  in  1842,  nothing  is  known. 

George  R.  Fairbanks,  admitted  in  1S43,  was  a  son  of  Jason  Fairbanks,  of 
Waterto'.vn.  He  graduated  at  Union  College  in  1839;  studied  in  the  ofiice 
of  loseph  IvIuUin.  Soon  after  he  was  admitted.  He  left  this  county  and 
took  up  his  residence  in  Florida,  where  he  has  resided  ever  since. 

David  J.  Wager  was  admitted  the  same  year ;  was  a  son  of  Joseph  Wager, 
brother  of  *W.  W.  Wager,  of  Brownville,  and  Daniel  Wager,  of  Rome.  He 
resided  and  practiced  law  in  the  village  of  Pliiladelphia,  v/here  he  died^  leav- 
ing a  son  to  take  his  place  in  the  professfon,  who  is  said  to  be  an  intelligent 
and  promising  youiig  man. 

Of  Gould  T.  Curtis,  admitted  in  1843,  nothing  has  been  learned. 

Eugene  C.  Feis  studied  in  the  office  of  Bagley  Os:  Wr'ght.  He  was  a 
Frenchman,  and  half  brother  of  F.dward  Leis,  who  was  employed  in  Le  Ray's 
otfice.  He  wis  a  bright,  intelligent  )Oung  man.  Soon  after  his  admission 
he  left  the  country,  and  it  was  said  that  he  v/ent  to  some  of  the  Southern 
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States.  He  remained  in  ihis  county  till  after  1S45,  but  did  nothing  at  the 
practice  of  the  law. 

Wellirigton  \V.  Butterfield  was  a  native  of  Watertown  ;  studied  law  with 
Lansing  &  Sherman,  and  after  his  admission  went  to  Niagara  County,  where 
he  resided  the  last  heard  from  him.  He  was  accurate  and  methodical  in 
business.  George  C.  Sherman  selected  hirn  from  among  his  students  to  take 
charge  of  his  private  books  and  accounts  in  an  oflice  kept  separate  froin  his 
law  office. 

John  F.  Hutchinson  had,  for  several  years  before  his  admission,  taught 
a  private  school  in  Watertown.  He  was  a  very  popular  and  efficient  teacher. 
Me  was  appointed  postmaster  in  1S40,  and  after  the  death  of  Harrison  he 
followed  the  fortunes  of  John  Tyler.  He,  in  fact,  v/as  the  John  'i'yler  "  of 
this  section  of  country.  During  the  time  he  formed  a  copartnership  v.'ith 
AiOnzo  M.  Watson,  which  contisraed  ihree  or  four  years,  and  until  Watson 
became  president  of  a  Fourier  association,  and  Huichin:-on's  term  of  office  ex- 
pired. He  was  a  large,  ta.ll,  ar.d  powerful  man  physically,  and  of  considera- 
ble ability.  But  under  a  terrible  domestic  calamity  he  lost  his  nerve,  pined 
away,  and  died  of  grief.  It  is  difficult  to  describe  the  character  of  this  man. 
He  was  a  great  and  somewhat  boisterous  egotist,  always  talking  of  himself; 
yet  of  a  kind  heart,  and  charity  for  all.  He  will  ever  be  remembered  by 
those  who  knew  him. 

Marcus  Bickford,  admitted  in  1840,  resided  at  Carthage.  He  became  a 
])artner  of  Judge  Hiram  Carpenter,  and  was  an  able  and  successful  practi- 
tioner. He  continued  the  practice  there  until  the  gold  excitement  in  Cali- 
fornia broke  out,  when  he  left,  and  spent  somet-ime  in  the  gold  mines.  He 
returned  with  a  full  purse,  married,  and  settled  down  again  to  the  practice. 
He  was  taken  with  inflammatory  rheumatism,  which  lasted  hira  through  life, 
and  interfered  with,  his  professional  duties.  He  was  justice  of  the  peace  for 
many  years,  and  edited  a  paper  for  some  time.  His  constitution  fmally 
yielded  to  his  disease,  and  after  much  suff:;ring  he  died. 

\N'iIliam  A.  Forward  studied  in  Lansing  tS:  Sherman's  office,  was  admiitted 
in  1840,  and  went  with  Isaac  H.  Bronson  as  clerk  of  his  court  to  Florida, 
and  permanently  resided  there. 

Kleazer  W.  Lewis  studied  in  the  office  of  F.  W.  Hubbard,  and  remained 
there  after  his  admission.  He  tlien  went  to  Depauville.  or  La  Fargeville, 
where  he  had  been  a  merchant,  thence  to  and  resided  in  Sackets  Harbor  for 
some  time,  and  finally  removed  to  some  of  the  "Western  states. 

Lawrence  J.  Goodale,  a  resident  of  Watertown,  was  admitted  in  1840. 
In  1S47  became  a  partner  of  Hon.  Joseph  Mullin,  under  the  firm  name 
of  Mullin  (5v:  Goodale,  and  continued  five  years.  On  September  20,  1S64.  he 
became  the  land  agent  of  Le  and  removed  to  Carthage,  where  he  now 
resides.    See  liis  history  in  that  of  the  town  of  Wilr.a. 

Lotus  Ingalls  studied  law  in  the  office  of  Lansing  &  Sherman,  was  admit- 
ted in  1846,  and  practiced  law  in  Watertown  until  1850,  when  he  left  the 
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profession  and  wc^nt  into  the  newspaper  publishing  business,  which  he  has 
followed  ever  since.    His  history  belongs  to  that  of  the  press. 

Edwin  Clark  was  a  nephew  of  C.  E.  &  John  Clarke,  and  was  born  in  Say- 
brook,  Conn.  When  about  seven  years  of  age  he  came  to  Watertown,  lived 
with  his  uncle  John,  and  studied  in  his  oflice.  He  also  attended  the  law 
school  at  Albany,  and  was  admitted  in  1844.  Sometime  afterwards  he 
removed  to  Ogdensburg,  and  opened  a  law  office  there.  He  was  bright  and 
intelligent,  with  every  prospect  of  becoming  a  successful  lawyer,  but  he  died 
before  arriving  at  maturity. 

Richard  S.  Hunt  was  a  native  of  Watertown,  and  a  printer  and  editor  by 
trade,  until  rather  late  in  life.  He  finally  studied  law  in  the  oti^ce  of  Ran- 
dolph Barnes,  and  was  admitted  in  1844.  He  soon  thereafter  married  and 
removed  to  Gouverneur,  and  opened  an  office  there.  Not  being  very  success- 
ful he  removed  to  Texas,  v.-here  he  form.erly  lived.  F^e  wr.s  reported  to  have 
died  many  years  ago. 

John  P.  Brovv'n  was  a  native  of  Biownville,  and  a  cousin  of  Lysander  H. 
Brown,  under  whom  Le  prepared  for  college.  He  graduated  at  Union  Col- 
lege in  1842,  studied  lav/  in  Judge  Mullin's  office,  and  after  his  admission 
became  a  partner,  and  remained  so  till  his  death.  He  died  of  congestive 
fever  in  February,  1847.  He  was  a  young  man  of  more  than  ordinary  ability, 
and  possessed  those  traits  to  an  eminent  degree  requisite  for  a  successful 
lawyer. 

James  R.  A.  Perkins  was  a  son  of  Charles  Perkins,  the  well  known  and 
popular  proprietor  of  Perkins  Hotel  in  Watertown.  He  was  admitted  in 
1844,  and  opened  an  office  at  Three  Mile  Bay,  where  he  practiced  law  until 
1S52.  He  was  elected  to  the  office  of  surrogate,  and  removed  to  Watertown 
and  entered  upon  the  duties  of  that  office  January  i,  1S52.  He  was  rtelected 
in  November,  1S55,  and  held  the  office  until  January  1 ,  1S60.  His  health 
was  poor,  and  he  died  of  consumption  in  the  summer  of  1S61. 

Joseph  Curtis  Pattridge,  a  resident  of  Watertown,  graduated  at  Union  Col- 
lege, studied  law  in  the  office  of  Sterling  Bronson,  was  admitted  in  1839, 
and  practiced  law  until  1848.  He  was  t'or  several  years  master  in  chancery. 
In  1848  he  was  appointed  paymaster  in  the  aimy  that  went  to  Mexico,  with 
the  rank  of  major.  At  the  close  of  the  war  he  returned  ar.d  went  into  the 
milling  business  for  a  few  years,  during  which  lime  he  purchased  a  larg  :  tract 
of  land  in  Minnesota,  and  was  about  leaving  to  reside  there  when  he  died  of 
a  fever  supposed  to  have  been  contracted  in  Mexico.  He  was  noted  for  his 
literary  attainments  and  great  social  qualities. 

Isaac  Van  Vleek, admitted  in  1845,  resided  at  Sackets  Harbor,  where,  for 
a  number  of  years,  he  practiced  law,  and  was  known  throughout  the  county 
as  a  prominent  Democratic  politician,  and  frequently  represented  his  party 
as  a  dch.'gate  to  county  conventions.  He  subsequently  left  the  county,  and 
his  rcsidience  since  has  not  been  ascertained. 

*  \'a:i  Vleek  or  Van  Vleck  (?). 
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Luther  J.  Dorwin  *  has  been  a  member  of  the  Jefferson  County  bar  longer 
than  any  man  hving  except  Judge  Wright.  He  has  been  in  constant  active 
practice  46  years;  and  it  is  no  reflection  upon  llie  very  able  men  of  that  bar, 
to  say  that  he  has  stood  in  the  front  rank  of  the  profession  among  tliem. 
He  is  an  industrious  student,  as  well  as  an  alert  and  successful  practitioner. 
He  loves  the  law.  His  trained  brain  delights  to  pry  into  its  depths,  to  cull 
its  golden  treasures,  and  unravel  its  intricacies.  If  a  question  of  law  pre- 
sents itself  he  applies  it  to  foundation  principles  for  solution.  Nothing  is 
sound  v,ith  him  till  he  finds  the  base  on  wliich  it  rests. 

Mr.  Dorwin  has  a  birth-right  residence  in  thin  county.  In  mind  and  body 
he  is  a  sturdy  product  of  tlie  Champion  hills,  having  been  born  in  that  town 
May  13,  1S20.  Com.ing  through  a  line  of  robust,  energetic  New  England  ances- 
try he  inherits  the  powerful  physical  and  intellectual  qualities  of  his  progenitors. 
His  father,  Hubb)  Dorwin,  v/as  a  native  of  Vermont,  and  his  mother,  whose 
maiden  name  was  Elizabeth  Jones,  was  born  in  Charn{)ion,  her  parents  hav- 
ing removed  to  that  tov/n  not  long  previously  from  Ne?/  Hampshire.  Dor- 
win has  been  a  prevalent  nnme  in  Vermont  since  the  early  history  of  the 
slate.  Two  brothers  of  that  name  came  from  England  to  the  Green  Mount- 
ain region  away  back  in  colonial  times.  One  settled  there,  and  hence  the 
name  and  the  race  in  this  country.  The  other  wandered  el.icv/liere,  ar;d,  it  is 
said,  never  ^,■as  heard  of  afterwards. 

Luther  J.  Dorvv-in  commenced  acquiring  the  rudiments  of  education  while 
very  young  at  the  district  school  in  Champion.  In  t'le  coarse  of  a  few 
years  he  al tended  a  select  school  in  Denmark,  and  also  one  in  his  native 
town,  until  October,  1834,  v/hen  he  entered  tlie  Champion  Academy,  then 
under  charge  of  Lysander  H.  Brown  as  principal.  Here  his  studies  v/ere 
principally  the  languages  and  mathem.atics.  He  pursued  them  with  remark- 
able persistence  and  earnestness,  and  mastered  them  thoroughly.  When  Mr. 
Brown  left  the  academy,  in  April,  1838,  young  Dorwin  went  to  Union  Col- 
lege, entering  that  grand  old  seat  of  learning  the  same  month.  Here  he 
mainlamed  the  highest  grade  of  scholarship  throughout.  He  graduated  in 
July,  1840,  and  immediately  entered  the  law  office  of  I  _/ansmiT  oc  Sherman, 
in  preparation  for  the  practice  of  the  law.  In  October,  however,  at  the  earn- 
est solicitation  of  the  trustees,  he  became  jjrincipal  of  the  academy  in 
which  he  prepared  for  college.  He  was  a  comparative  youth,  and  the  task 
appeared  a  severe  oiie;  but  with  that  spirit  of  fearlessness  which  an  un- 
swerving determination  to  succeed  always  begets,  he  took  hold  of  the  work, 
and  made  it  an  encouraging  success — profitable  to  himself  and  hi.s  patrons. 

In  1S42  he  returned  to  his  law^  studies  ;  and  in  January,  1844,  he  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  practice  of  his  profession.  He  was  then  ready  for  his  life  work; 
.ind  he  v/as  not  only  v,-ell  read  in  the  law,  but  he  was  a  most  thorough  and 

*  1  his  sketch  of  Mr.  Dorwin  v,as  written  by  LysanJcr  H.  Brown,  at  the  request  of 
ihf  pui.lishcr. 
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finished  scholar  in  the  classical  and  scientific  branches  taught  in  the  schools. 
His  mental  discipline  had  been  unursiially  severe;  and  mental  discipline  is 
what  makes  strong  lawyers.  In  a  comparatively  short  tim.e  after  his  admis- 
sion he  was  largely  occupied  in  conducting  iniportant  and  complicated 
equity  cases.  He  has  also  been  extensively  and  successfully  engaged 
through  all  his  practice  in  real  estate  contests,  being  a  fjrst-class  real  estate 
lawyer,  a  proficient  in  the  settlement  of  estates,  and  an  expert  and  skilled 
accountant.  For  a  series  of  years  his  principal  and  most  formidable  oppo- 
nent in  sharp,  severe  legal  contests  was  the  veteran  and  learned  lawyer,  John 
Clarke,  in  his  life  time. 

Mr,  Dorvvin's  opinions,  whether  in  law  or  otherwise,  are  formed  after  thor- 
ough investigation  ;  and  when  formed  they  are  stoutly  and  courageously 
maintained,  apparently  without  the  least  regard  to  popular  approval.  But 
this  notice  v/ould  not  be  at  all  complete  without  a  reference  to  his  peculiar 
forte  in  p'-eparitig  cause::;  (or  ajguiiicnt,  and  in  the  argument.  His  briefs  are 
profound  expositions  cf  the  laws  ap})licable  to  the  cases  in  hand;  and  his 
opponents  in  the  argument  are  left  with  no  standing  in  court,  unless  their  po- 
sitions are  impregnable  to  attack.  Ke  has  had  an  extensive  practice  in  this 
line  in  the  courts  of  the  state,  and  he  has  v/on  many  notable  and  decisive 
triumphs.  And  in  all  his  work  he  is  a  man  of  dispatch.  If  he  undertakes  a 
task  it  is  not  allov/ed  to  linger  after  it  should  be  performed. 

Mr.  Dorwin  is  yet  industriously  engaged  in  the  business  of  his  profession. 
He  is  in  general  good  health,  and  in  the  full  vigor  of  his  intellectual  faculties. 
Profound  learning  and  ample  experience  render  his  legal  opinions  sound  and 
reliable.    They  are  especially  so  estimated  among  his  professional  associates. 

Augustus  D.  R.  Goodale  was  a  native  of,  Watertovvn,  son  of  Joseph  Good- 
ale,  a  leading  druggist  of  that  village,  and  a  brother  of  Lawrence  J.  Goodale. 
He  was  well  educated,  and  was  admitted  to  the  Common  Pleas  in  1S45, 
After  his  admission  he  left  this  county,  and  resided  for  a  number  of  years  in 
some  of  the  Soutliern  states.  He  finally  returned  to  Watertov.  n,  where,  vvith 
the  exception  of  the  "  D.  B.,"  he  now  resides,  engaged  in  his  profession, 
advertising  as  a  conveyancer  and  loaner  of  money. 

William  A.  Gilbert  resided  in  Adams;  was  admitted  in  1846.  He  was 
elected  to  Congress  from  Jefferson  County  in  1S54-55,  afterwards  became  a 
banker  in  the  village  of  Adams,  and  died  some  years  after.  He  never  prac- 
ticed law  to  any  extent. 

Meuitt  Andrus  studied  law  in  the  office  of  Judge  MuUin;  was  admitted  in 
1846,  but  never  opened  an  office  as  an  attorney.  He  went  into  business 
with  Walter  N.  Woodruff,  and  finally  alone,  and  so  continues  to  this  day. 
He  is  one  of  the  leading  merchants  and  business  men  of  the  city  of  Water- 
tov.'n. 

Stepl-icn  J.  Hubbard,  son  of  Hiram  Hubbard,  of  Champion,  studied  law 
in  th.e  olfice  of  Hubbard  t^c  Dutton,  and  afterwards  became  a  partner  of  Hon. 
F.  W.  Hubbard,  his  uncle,  under  tlie  firui  name  of  F.  \V.  &  S.  J.  Hubbard. 
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In  a  few  years  thereafter  he  retired  from  the  practice,  and  has  ever  since  and 
now  resides  in  Champion. 

Richard  Ely  v/as  aJniittcd  during  the  same  year,  but  of  him  notliing  has  been 
ascertained. 

Silas  A.  Webb  is  a  native  of  this  county,  v/as  admitted  in  1846.  He 
soon  after  located  in  Three  Mile  Bay,  practiced  there  for  several  years, 
and  became  well  known  as  a  marine  lawyer.  He  knew  every  part  of  a  ves- 
sel, and  was  engaged  in  the  trial  of  many  suits  relating  to  vessels  on  account 
of"  his  ability  to  examine  witnesses  on  such  trials.  He  removed  to  Oswego, 
where  he  now  resides. 

William  A.  Ely  was  a  son  of  William  Ely,  a  merchant,  of  Brownville.  He 
was  well  educated,  taught  private  school  in  Watertown,  was  admitted  in  1846, 
but  never  practiced  law  to  much  extent.  He  was  afterwards  ordained  as  an 
Episcopal  clergyman.  His  health  was  poor,  and  he  t'inally  died  of  consump- 
tion. 

Samuel  B.  Starr  v.-as  a  native  of  Jefferson  County,  studied  lav/  in  the  oftice 
of  John  Clark,  and  upon  the  deatli  of  Flarlow  Emerson  vras  clerk  in  the 
cfiice  of  Nathaniel  P.  Wardwell,  as  surrogate  ;  and  after  his  death  vv^as  clerk 
for  Calvin  Skinner,  county  judge,  acting  as  surrogate  until  the  election  of 
Lysander  H.  Brown  to  that  office,  with  whor'n  he  remained  about  two  years, 
after  which  he  left  and  resided  in  some  of  the  Western  states.  His  practice 
of  the  law  in  this  county  was  very  lin-jited. 

Samuel  Wardwell  was  a  son  of  Daniel  V/ardwell  and  resided  in  Adam.s. 
Me  was  admitted  in  1847,  but  never  practiced  law  to  any  amount.  He  went 
to,  and  now  resides  in,  Rome,  Oneida  County,  and  is  a  banker. 

Alexander  Wilson  was  for  a  time  a  merchant  here,  as  a  partner  of  Pvoderick 
Chittenden,  in  the  boot  and  shoe  business.  He  studied  law  v/ilh  Lansing  & 
Sherman,  was  admitted  in  i8.j7,  and  for  several  years  remained  in  their  office 
in  charge  of  their  business.  He  left  and  went  into  the  lumber  business  in 
Canada,  wliere  he  still  resides  so  far  as  known. 

Albert  B.  Gilbert  resided  in  Watertown  for  several  years  ;  was  admitted  in 
1S47,  but  never  practiced.  He  went  to  Rome  and  engaged  in  the  ready- 
made  clothing  business,  and  has  never  since  resided  in  Jefferson  County. 

Laban  H.  Ainsworth  resided  in  Cape  Vincent.  After  his  admission  he 
practiced  law  there  for  many  years.  He  finally  removed  to  WaLertown,  was 
active  in  getting  up  the  city  charter,  and  was  the  first  recorder  of  the  city, 
and  was  rtelccled  several  times.  After  he  left  that  office  he  was  elected  a 
justice  of  the  peace,  which  ofiice  he  held  for  several  years.  During  tne  past 
year  he  has  ren)oved  to  ajid  now  resides  in  the  city  of  Rochester. 

Charles  W.  Rogers  reside;!  at  Adams  at  the  time  of  his  admission  to  the 
bar.  He  studied  Law  iii  Utica,  in  the  oftice  of  James  Vv^atson  Williams,  reg- 
i.->lcr  in  cluincory.  He  came  thc^nce  to  Adams,  and  was  adimitte'l  in  1S4S. 
He  remained  in  Adams  some  eight  or  nine  years,  then  removed  to  Cape 
Vmccnt,  in  the  employ  of  tlie  Rome  &  \\'attrtown  Railroad;  thence  to 
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Toronto_,  in  the  ^me  business,  and  then  lenioved  to  and  now  lives  in  Con- 
necticut. 

Wiilia.M  L.  Sherman  was  u;.-.t;-;ntly  related  to  George  C.  and  Wooster  Sher- 
man, and  a  nephew  of  John  A.  Sherman.  He  had  some  practice,  but  was 
unpopular  with  the  profession,  and  an  attempt  was  made  to  debar  him,  as 
appears  from  the  record.  He  finally  disappeared  from  the  records  of  the 
court. 

Albert  B.  Hawes  resided  at  Belleville.  He  was  a  brother  of  Edward  B. 
Hawes,  and  w^as  an  associate  justice  of  the  Sessions,  but  it  is  not  known  of 
his  practicing  law  to  any  extent.    He  died  several  years  since. 

Lypjan  E.  Boomer  was  a  graduate  of  Union  College,  and  a  resident  and 
native  of  Ellisburgh.  >le  studied  law  in  Judge  Muhin's  ofhce.  He  was  a 
man  of  wealtli,  and  it  is  not  now  known  of  his  practicing  law  to  any  extent 
in  this  county.    He  also  died  several  years  since. 

Gcur-c  A.  Gates  was  born  in  llodman,  graduated  at  Union  College  in 
1840,  studied  lavr  in  John  Claike's  office,  and  was  admitted  in  1843.  Soon 
after  he  v;?is  admitted  he  v/as  afllicted  with  a  ])ecu]iar  disease,  and  he  visited 
many  eminent  physicians  for  a  remedy,  but  found  none.  He  quietly  settled 
down  under  his  paternal  roof,  and  remained  there  till  he  died. 

Charles  E.  Clarke  was  a  native  of  Saybrook,  Conn.,  v.'as  a  graduate  of  Yale 
College,  studied  law  in  Greene  County,  came  to  Jefferson  County,  and  was  ad- 
mitted as  an  attorney  in  18x5,  and  resided  in  Watertown.  fie  at  once  took 
a  prominent  position  at  the  bar.  In  1825  his  brother,  John  Clarke,  having 
studied  in  his  office,  was  admitted,  and  soon  thereafter  tlie  two  brothers 
formed  a  copartnership  under  the  name  of  C.  E.  &  J.  Clarke,  and  continued 
until  about  the  year  1S48.  About  1830,  or  a  little  later,  he  purchased  a 
grist-mill,  sav.--mill,  and  distillery  at  the  Great  Bend,  most,  if  not  all,  of  which 
was  formerly  owned  by  Angel  Potter,  His  time  thereafter  was  mostly  spent 
there,  except  during  the  terms  of  the  courts,  when  he  came  to  and  assisted 
his  brother  in  the  preparation  and  trial  of  causes.  He  took  tiie  leading  part 
until  after  1S40,  and  in  important  cases  till  1848.  Pie  was  elected  to  the 
Assembly  in  1S39  and  1840,  and  in  1S48  was  elected  to  Congress.  The 
various  attainments  of  Mr.  Clarke,  his  wit,  humor,  and  eloquence,  have  left 
an  im.pression  upon  the  judicial  history  of  this  county  which  will  long  remain- 
He  was  a  genius,  and  taking  him  all  in  all  he  never  had  his  equal  in  this 
county,  if  he  had  in  tiie  state.  He  died  in  1863,  at  the  age  of  74  years.  His 
humor  was  i^robably  inherited,  for,  it  is  said,  that  he  and  his  brother  John 
visited  their  aged  father  in  Connecticut.  The  father  was  then  over  80 
years  of  r:ge.  As  they  \vere  about  leaving  Charles  E.,  in  a  very  pathetic 
tone,  said  to  his  father  that  they  were  all  growing  old,  that  he  and  John  lived 
a  great  Vv-ay  off,  and  that  it  was  probable  they  should  never  meet  again.  The 
fatlier  replied  that  he  had  read  a  good  many  papers  and  accounts  of  deaths — 
that  he  very  seldom  saw  an  account  of  the  death  of  a  man  of  his  age. 
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Robert  Lansing  was  a  son  of  Sanders  and  Catharine  Lansing,  and  was 
born  at  Albany,  February  2,  1799.  He  was  a  member  of  Union  College, 
but  f';>r  some  reason  d;d  not  remain  there  and  graduate.  In  18 17  he  came 
to  Watertown  and  entered  the  law  office  of  Fgbert  Ten  Eyck,  and  was  ad- 
mitted in  1S20.  In  June,  1826,  he  was  appointed  district  attorney  for  llie 
-county  of  Jefferson,  which  office  he  held  until  February,  1833,  when  he  was 
succeeded  by  George  C.  Sherman.  He  was  elected  to  the  state  Senate  in 
^November,  1831,  and  held  that  office  four  years  from  January  i,  1832.  He 
was  then  succeeded  by  Micah  SterUng.  Mr.  Lansing  was  agafn  elected  to  the 
•state  Senate.  I  don't  know  the  precise  year,  but  he  was  the  immediate 
successor  of  Ashley  Davenport.  He  said  he  was  nominated  by  the 
Dcfnocraiic  Union.  On  December  22,  1831,  he  married  Maria  Hub- 
bard, the  eldest  daughter  of  Noadiah  Hubbard,  of  Champion.  She  died 
in  the  year  1839,  Icuiving  one  child  surviving,  now  so  vv^ell  and  favor- 
ably known  in  the  profession  as  John  Lansing.  On  February  2,  1S41,  he 
married  Cornelia  Hubbard,  the  second  daughter  of  Noadiah  Hubbard.  Soon 
after  the  expiration  of  his  senatorial  term  he  formed  a  copartnersiiip  with 
George  C.  Sherman,  under  the  name  of  Lansing  &  Sherman.  .  In  February, 
1845,  he  was  again  appointed  district  attorney,  and  held  the  office  for  one 
year_>  when  he  resigned.  In  June,  1S47,  he  v/as  elected  county  judge  under 
the  constitution  of  1846,  Vvhich  office  he  held  until  January  i,  1852.  At  the 
expiration  of  this  office  he  practically  retired  from  the  profession,  except  to 
act  as  referee,  which  for  many  years  he  was  afterwards  called  upon  to  do. 
He  died  October  3,  1S78,  aged  nearly  80  years.  He  was  thoroughly  imbued 
with  the  principles  of  the  lavv,  unostentatious  of  his  great  legal  learning,  and 
of  scrupulous  integrity.  He  was  a  fluent  speaker,  and  logical  and  clear  in  his 
arguujents.  After  his  partnersiiip  with  Mr.  Sherman  he  seldom  took  the 
lead  in  the  trial  or  argument  of  causes  ;  but  the  writer  has  heard  him  on  sev- 
eral occasions  in  important  cases,  and  can  confirm  the  traditional  reputation 
of  his  earlier  years. 

George  C.  Sherman  vras  born  in  Providence,  R.  L,  December  14,  1799, 
and  came  to  this  county  at  an  early  day.  He  worked  when  a  boy  for  David 
W.  Bucklin,  and  developing  at  an  early  age  uncommon  ability,  Mr.  Bucklin 
took  him  into  his  office  as  a  law  student.  He  was  admittetl  to  practice  in 
1S23,  and  formed  soon  thereafter  a  partnership  with  Mr.  Ihicklin,  which  con- 
tinued until  the  latter  left  for  New  York.  On  January  3,  1828,  he  married 
Mary  Ann  Hubbard,  the  third  daughter  of  Noadiah  Hubbard,  of  Champion, 
v/ho  now  survives  him.  In  1833  he  was  appointed  district  attorney,  which 
office  he  held  till  February,  1S40.  In  1843  he  was  appointed  one  of  the 
judges  of  the  Common  Pleas,  which  office  he  held  until  July,  1S47,  when  the 
constitution  of  1846  went  into  efiect.  He  was  elected  to  the  state  Senate  in 
the  fall  of  iS_i3,  and  held  the  o^i'icQ  for  two  years  from  tijc  first  day  of  Jan- 
uary then  next.  He  early  speculated  in  land,  buying  a  large  tract  at  from 
two  to  three  dollars  per  acre,  and  commenced  selling  immediately  at  $8. 
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The  firm  of  Lansing  &:  Sherman  did  a  very  extensive  law  business.  In  1S42 
he  had  a  separate  ofiice  for  his  private  business,  and  put  WelHngton  W,  But- 
terheld,  one  of  his  students,  into  that  oPuce  to  take  charge  of  the  same.  In 
1 838  he  organized  a  bank  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  New  York,  named 
the  Watertown  Bank  and  Loan  Co.,  and  kept  it  in  force  till  about  1848,  when 
he  practically  abandoned  the  law  and  devoted  his  whole  time  to  banking,  and 
continued  that  until  he  died.  He  accumulated  a  large  fortune,  which  he  left 
to  his  family,  to  be  divided  between  his  widow  and  five  children  equally* 
Taken  in  all  things  he  was  the  ablest  lawyer  in  this  county.  He  had  no  su- 
perior in  the  examination  of  witnesses.  It  v/as  said  no  witness  under \his 
examination  could  avoid  telling  the  truth.  His  perceptions  were  quick  and 
keen.  He  had  an  intuitive  knowledge  of  the  nature  of  men,  and  of  their 
motives  and  methods  of  thought.  He  was  not  so  great  a  student  of  law,  de- 
pending n.ostly  upon  the  briefs  of  his  partner,  Mr.  Lansing,  v;Iiich  he  would 
apply  to  advy].:age  r-t  nil  times.  He  had  great  energy  and  llow  of  spirits,  the 
force  of  whicli  iii  the  trial  was  almost  irresistible.  Much  might  be  said  of  his 
general  business  capacity  ;  but  we  are  here  to  speak  only  of  him  as  a  law- 
yer. The  five  men,  Sherman,  Chittenden,  Bagley,  C.  E.  and  J.  Clarke,  at 
the  time  cotemporaries,  could  not  be  equalled  by  any  five  men  in  any  other 
county  in  the  state.     He  died  April  23,  1863, 

Isaac  H.  Bronson  was  born  in  Rutland,  the  son  of  Ethel  Bronson,  and 
studied  lav/  in  the  office  of  Micah  Sterling.  Soon  after  his  admission,  in 
1833,  he  formed  a  copartnership  with  Mr.  Sterling,  and  this  firm,  of  Sterling 
&:  Bronson  was  famous  throughout  the  county.  He  was  a  very  able  lawyer, 
and  dow-n  to  1S36  they  were  the  leading  law  firm  in  this  part  of  the  state. 
But  in  1830  Micah  Sterling  was  elected  to  the  state  Senate,  and  Mr.  Bronson- 
to  Congress,  which  broke  up  the  firm,  and,  to  a  great  extent,  their  business. 
The  subsequent  history  of  Mr.  Bronson  is  given  elsevvhere. 

John  Clarke,  a  brother  of  Charles  E.  Clarke,  was  born  in  Saybrook,  Conn,.*' 
May  I,  1.799.  ^^'''^s  not  a  graduate  of  any  college,  but  liad,  neverthe- 

less, a  good  education.  He  commenced  the  study  of  law  in  the  office  of  Mr. 
Anthon,  of  New  York^  and  was  in  his  office  at  the  time  he  wrote  liis  notes  to 
Shepard's  TvichstiDic,  and  aided  in  looking  up  the  authorities  cited  in  that 
work,  and  in  writing  the  notes.  He  came  to  Watertown  and  entered  the 
oifice  of  his  brother,  Charles  E.  Clarke,  about  the  year  1S20.  He  was  ad- 
mitted in  1825,  and  scon  thereafter  formed  a  partnership  witli  his  brother 
Charles  E.  In  1830  he  married  a  daughter  of  William  Smith,  one  of  the 
earliest  residents  of  Watertown.  He  was  appointed  surrogate  of  Jefferson 
County  in  February,  1S40,  which  office  he  held  till  February,  1S44.  This  is 
the  only  office  of  any  importance  he  ever  held.  He  J)ecame  a  [jartner  of  De- 
lano C.  Calvin,  about  1S55,  which  continued  until  the  winter  of  1865.  At 
lliis  time  Mi.  ("laike  deci;le'.l  to  abanduii  the  uiL-mcss  of  an  altoiney  and  de- 
vote himself  exclusively  to  that  of  counsel.  The  firm  was  dissolved  and  the 
attorney  business  passed  over  to  Mr.  Calvin.    The  last  court  Mr.  Clarke  ever 
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attended  was  the  General  Term  at  Syracuse,  in  April,  1865.  He  died  about 
two  weeks  thereafter.  Ish:  Clarke  was  a  very  peculiar  man  ;  peculiar  in  his 
habits,  of  mind  and  body ;  a  great  student  and  intense  thinker.  He  v.sually 
came  to  his  office  at  eight  or  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  remained  there 
till  five  or  six  o'clock  in  the  evening.  Then  he  went  home,  eat  for  the  first 
time  since  morning,  returned  to  his  office,  and,  night  after  night,  worked  till 
midn'ght.  His  general  health  was  good,  yet  in  court  and  elsewheie,  when 
holding  a  paper,  his  hand  would  tremble  as  if  he  had  the  shaking  palsy,  so- 
called.  His  mind  was  not  affected.  He  was  a  clear  and  cogent  reasoneron 
facts  and  law  before  court  or  jury  ;  not  a  fluent  speaker,  yet  his  arguments 
were  always  listened  to  with  intense  interest.  His  style  was  nervou.s,  "Earnest, 
and  impressive  ;  often  more  eloquent  in  the  thought  than  the  diction.  He 
was  fond  of  his  garden  and  of  his  fiovrcrs.  After  working  all  nigtit  and  until 
daylight  in  his  office  he  would  go  home  and  into  his  garden  and  work  till 
breakfast.  He  was  a  great  reader  of  all  kinds  of  literature.  He  v.as  never 
idle.    A  history  of  his  life  would  not  only  be  interesting,  but  instructive. 

Bernard  Bagley  was  born  in  Durham,  Greene  County,  N.  Y.^  November  5, 
1791.  He  came  to  Jefferson  County  in  1812,  first  settling  in  the  town  of 
Antwerp,  teaching  school  and  taking  contracts  for  building  roads.  He  is  re- 
puted to  have  held  the  office  of  constable  in  that  town,  in  which  his  inclina- 
tion to  the  legal  profession  was  first  developed.  He  came  to  Watertown  in 
1815  or  18 16,  and  entered  the  law  office  of  Charles  E,  Clarke,  soon  thereafter, 
as  a  law  student.  It  is  said  that  for  years  he  was  constantly  engaged  in  the 
trial  of  cases  in  justice's  court,  vvhere  his  instinctive  knowledge  of  human  nat- 
ure and  shrewd  management  gained  him  a  great  reputation  throughout  the 
county.  In  1823  or  1824  he  married  a- Mrs.  Wright,  a  young  widow,  the 
mother  of  Charles  D.  \Vright,  late  judge,  and  now  living  in  AVatertown.  He 
was  admitted  in  1S26,  and  the  records  of  the  ncMt  term  of  the  court  show 
tiiat  he  entered  at  once  into  an  extensive  practice,  having  sometimes  as  many 
as  60  cases  on  the  calendar.  In  1S39  Cliavles  D,  WriglU  was  admitted,  and, 
becoming  a  partner,  all  the  business  of  the  office  was  done  in  his  name  there- 
after. In  1849  Bagley  was  a  member  of  the  Assembly  and  chairman  of 
the  judiciary  committee.  The  partnership  continued  till  Wright  was  elected 
judge,  in  Novem.ber,  1859.  "Mr.  Bagley  continued  to  practice  as  long  as  his 
health  would  permit.  He  died  June  26,  1S78.  He  was  oneof  ti^e  five  noted 
lawyers  who  were  coternporaries  ii>  this  county.  Mr.  Bjgley,  in  the  trial  of 
ihL-  most  intricate  and  lengthy  cases,  never  had  a  brief  or  menjorandum.  Yet 
he  was  never  known  to  omit  the  least  important  fact  or  point  on  his  side  of 
the  case.  His  skill  in  the  examination  of  witnesses,  in  getting  the  most  hon- 
est v.-itness  to  testify  to  facts  in  liis  favor,  and  believe  them  though  false  in 
f^ct,  was  wonderful,  and  v/as  only  exposed  by  the  equally  i-igid  cross-examina- 
tion of  George  C.  Sherman  v/hen  he  was  his  opponent.  The  history  of  the 
professional  life  of  Mr,  Bagley  would  form  an  interesting  volume. 

Calvin  Skinner  for  many  years  resided  in  Adams,  studied  law  in  the  office 
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of  Thomas  C.  Chittendeu,  and  was  admitted  in  1826.  He  was  master  in 
chancery,  and  held  divers  other  small  ofiices.  In  April,  1845,  ^•''^s 
appointed  nrsl  judge  of  the  Common  J'^leas  of  this  county,  and  held  the  oHice 
till  July  I,  1S47,  He  continued  the  practice  there  until  he  died  several  years 
since.  Mr.  Skinner  was  a  sound  and  learned  lawyer.  He  was  not  a  promi- 
nent jury  advocate.  His  practice,  and  where  he  excelled,  was  in  chancery; 
and  was  somewhat  noted  for  the  ingenuity  of  his  questions  before  an  exam- 
iner, all  of  which  were  required  to  be  written.  It  is  not  known  that  he  left 
any  descendants  or  relatives  now  residing  in  this  county. 

Joseph  Mullin  was  born  in  Ireland  in  September,  181 1,  and  came  to  this 
country  with  his  parents  when  very  young,  and  resided  in  Brownville,  where 
he  attended  the  common  school  for  awhile.  He  worked  in  a  printing  office 
a  short  time,  setting  type,  with  the  view  of  becoming  a  printer;  but  the  desire 
for  a  higher  education  prevailed.  With  the  assistance  of  friends  he  went  to 
the  Union  Academy  at  Beilevilie,  where  lie  prepared  for  college.  He  entered 
the  junior  class  in  183  r,  and  graduated  in  1833.  He  then  taught  the 
academy  in  Belleville  and  afterwards  in  Watertown  a  few  years,  and  studied 
lav/  in  the  office  of  Sterling  &  Bronson,  and  was  admitted  in  1837.  At  this 
time  Sterlinp^  was  in  the  state  Senate,  and  Bronson  in  Congress.  The  whole 
business  of  the  office  fell  to  the  charge  of  Mr.  Mullin,  the  duties  of  which  he 
discharged  with  ability.  He  at  once  took  a  prominent  position  at  the  bar, 
the  peer  of  the  older  members.  N.  P.  Wardvvell  having  married  the  daughter 
of  Mr.  Sterling,  the  latter  took  him  into  partnership  and  Mr.  Mullin  opened 
an  office  by  himself.  In  1S45  he  entered  into  a  partnership  with  John  P. 
Brown,  who  had  been  a  student  in  his  ofiice,  and  so  continued  until  the 
death  of  Brown  m  1S47.  In  the  fall  of  1847  h-e  formed  a  copartnership  with 
Lawrence  J.  Goodale,  which  continued  five  years.  After  that  he  entered 
into  })artnership  with  the  preseat  Justice  Mer^.vin,  and  so  continued  until  he 
was  elected  a  justice  of  tlie  Supreme  Court  in  the  fall  of  1859.  He  v/as 
reelected  in  tlie  fall  of  1S67,  and  again  in  the  fall  of  1875.  Having  arrived 
at  the  age  of  70  years,  his  office,  by  the  constitutional  limitation,  expired 
December  31,  iSSi.  He  was  district  attorney  for  the  county  from  February, 
1S43,  to  February,  1S45.  He  was  elected  to  the  Thirtieth  Congress  in 
1847  and  served  to  1849,  and  held  several  municipal  ofiices  during  the  time 
he  was  at  the  bar.  He  died  in  June,  1S82,  while  temporarily  at  Saratoga, 
and  his  remains  were  brought  to  Watertown  and  interred  in  Brookside  Cem- 
etery. At  a  meeting  of  the  bar  of  Jefferson  County,  held  June  14,  1882, 
resolutions  were  introduced  by  Lysander  H.  Brown,  his  school-mate  at  the 
district  school,  his  roommate  at  the  academy  and  in  college,  accompanied 
with  an  address,  paying  a  just  and  eloquent  tribute  to  his  memory.  The 
resolutions  and  tl'c  a^ldress  were  p/ablished  in  the  JVafen'oicn  limes  of  June 
15th,  and  ^^•e^e  ordered  to  be  c:itered,  rr.id  are  now  on  record,  in  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  court  v/hich  was  then  in  session.  The  history  of  Justice 
Mullin  is  a  matter  of  record.    Th.e  cuunent  position  he  attained  in  the 
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jutliciaiy  sufficiently  appears  in  the  state  reports,  where  it  will  remain  for 
generations  to  come,  a  fitting  monument  to  his  learning  and  ability. 

James  F.  Starback  was  born  in  Cayuga  County,  N.  Y.,  September  5,  181 5, 
and  at  an  early  day  removed  with  his  parents  to  Niagara  County.  In  the 
sprmg  of  1839  he  came  to  Watertpwn  and  entered  the  law  office  of  Lansing 
&  Sherman,  where  he  remained  until  he  was  admitted  to  the  Common  Pleas 
in  1843,  and  to  the  Supreme  Court  in  1844.  In  1845  he  opened  an  office  by 
himself  in  Watertown.  In  1846  he  was  elected  a  secretary  of  the  convention 
that  formed  the  constitution  of  that  year,  and  in  iNovember,  1850,  was  elected 
district  attorney,  and  held  the  oftice  three  years  from  January  i,  1S51.  He 
married  Sarah  Burchard,  a  daughter  of  Peleg  Barchard,  in  May,  1S55,  who 
died  in  1857,  leavincr  a  daughter  surviving  her — now  the  wife  of  E.  S.  Go'odale, 
a  merchant  in  Watertown.  In  1S61  he  married  Mrs,  Boyer,  the  widow  of 
Judge  Joseph  Boyer,  who  now  survives.  In  1S60  he  was  a  candidate  for 
Congress,  but  was  defeated.  In  1876  he  was  elected  to  the  slate  Senate, 
from  the  district  comprisir,g  Jefierson  and  Lewis  counties.  He  died  J3eccm- 
ber  20,  18S0.  The  political  history  cf  Mr.  Starbuck  may  be  found  in  a  his- 
tory of  New  York  with  an  encyclopedia  of  biography  of  prominent  men  in 
the  state,  published  by  W.  J.  Comley,  in  1877,  which  also  contains  his  litho- 
graph. We  are  here  concerned  with  his  professional  histoiy,  cljaracter,  and 
standing  only.  His  election  to  the  office  of  district  attorney  enabled  him  to 
develop  his  great  ability  in  the  trial  of  causes,  especially  before  juries,  and  he 
at  once  took  a  leading  position  in  jury  cases  in  the  countv,  his  main  com- 
petitors being  John  Clarke  during  his  life,  and  Levi  H.  Brown  thereafter. 
He  was  from  an  early  day  laborious  in  his  profession.  In  special  cases  he 
was  probably  one  of  if  not  the  most  poweiful  advocates  before  a  jury  ever 
in  the  county.  His  efforts  were  not  uniform.  Only  in  those  special  cases 
adapted  to  his  temperament  and  his  methods  of  thought  did  he  excel  his 
cotemporaries.  His  long  habit  of,  and  thorough  preparation  and  study  in, 
pre[):iriug  to  argue  facts  before  a  jury  somewhat  disqualified  him  from  excell- 
ing in  the  argument  of  questions  of  law  before  the  court.  But  he  excelled 
in  that  which  was  the  great  object  and  ambition  of  his  early  life. 

Levi  H.  Brown  was  born  in  the  town  of  Lorraine,  March  25,  18 18.  His 
father,  Aaron  Brown,  was  a  wealthy  farmer  and  a  prominent  citizen  of  that 
town.  Wb.en  19  years  of  age  Levi  H.  commenced  to  obtain  an  education, 
and  prepared  for  college  at  the  BelJeville  Academy.  He  entered  Union  Col- 
lege in  1841,  and  graduated  in  1843;  studied  law  in  the  ofiice  of  Judge 
Jones  in  Schenectady,  and  in  the  office  of  Calvin  Skinner  at  Adams,  and  was 
ad.mitted  in  1846.  He  practiced  in  Adams  until  June  i,  1852,  when  he  re- 
moved to  Watertown  and  formed  a  partr^ersliip  with  Joshua  Moore  under  the 
name  of  Moore  &  Brown.  This  firm,  under  the  lead  of  Mr.  Moore,  did  a 
large  business.  Mr.  Moore  died  in  April,  1S54,  wlien  Mr.  Brown  formed  a 
partnership  with  .Aden  C.  Beach,  under  the  name  of  Brown  &  Beach.  Upon 
the  death  of  Mr.  Moore  tlie  responsibility  of  a  large  and  important  business 
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devolved  upon  Mr.  Brown,  aiid  he  in  all  respects  proved  equal  for  the  occa- 
sion. Tills  firm  did  a  large  and  increasing  business  until  187 1,  v^^hen  lAr. 
Beach  was  elected  lieutenant -rrovernor,  and  the  firm  dissolved.  Mr.  Brown 
has  since  and  now  practices  alone,  except  for  a  short  time,  when  he  was  in 
company  with  Mr.  Gipsonnow  in  Minnesota,  and  S.  S.  Trowbridge.  He  held 
many  local  offices — supervisor,  mayor,  etc.  Here  we  are  to  record  princi- 
pally his  professional  life  as  a  prominent  member  of  the  bar  of  Jefferson 
County  for  more  than  40  years.  Of  the  vast  business  he  has  done,  and  the 
intense  and  untiring  labor  he  has  performed,  much  might  be  written. 

His  cases  were  thoroughly  prepared,  and  his  arrangement  and  presenta- 
tion of  the  facts  and  evidence  to  the  jury  were  unexcelled.  He  entered  upon 
the  trial  of  case  after  case  at  the  circuit  with  strength  and  vigor.  His  pre- 
sentation of  his  case  to  the  jury  was  clear  and  logical.  He  has  a  smooth  and 
pleasant  voice,  and  is  a  fluent  --peaker,  and  exercised  a  great  influence  over 
juries.  Mr.  Brown  has  been,  not  only  a  good  jiuy  lawyer^  but  is  equally  able 
in  the  argttn^ent  of  cases  on  appeal  in  the  higlier  courts.  Aftei  John  Clarke 
the  writer  has  never  rnet  a  more  formidable  adversary  in  the  appellate  court. 
Mr.  Brown  is  now  at  woik  with  apparently  all  tlie  mental  and  physical  vigor 
and  strength  he  had  30  years  ngo,  having  apparently  many  years  of  labor  and 
usefulness  still  before  him.  He  does  little  in  law  business  as  attorney,  but 
still  retains  his  practice  as  counselor.  His  private  business  occupies  nearly 
all  his  time  and  attention. 

Edmund  B.  Wynn's  first  appearance  in  Watertown  was  as  a  student  in  the 
office  of  James  F.  Starbuck.  He  was  admitted  in  1S46,  and  soon  thereafter 
opened  an  office  at  Three  Mile  Bay,  and  practiced  there  till  about  1852,  when 
he  removed  to  Watertown,  and  established  an  office  here,  where  he  has 
practiced  ever  since.  He  very  soon  became  an  attorney  for  the  Rome  <S: 
Watertown  Railroad,  and  has  continued  and  is  now  such  attorney.  He  v,-as 
foi  sometime  a  partner  of  Denis  O'Brien,  now  a  judge  of  the  Court  of  Ap- 
peals, and  also  of  Wilber  F.  Porter,  but  for  several  years  last  past  has  been 
alone.  He  was  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  justice  of  the  wSupieme  Court  in 
the  5th  district  a  few  years  since.  He  is  now  possessed  of  a  vigorous  con- 
stitution and  good  health,  and  is  eminent  as  a  railroad  attorney. 

Denis  O'Brien  was  born  in  Ogdensburg,  March  13,  1S37.  The  events  of 
his  life  have  become  a  subject  of  public  history.  Though  the  positions  he 
has  held,  and  now  holds,  entitle  him  to  a  prominent  place  in  the  official 
records  of  the  state,  yet  in  the  isistory  of  his  adopted  county,  where  the  germ 
of  his  future  success  was  developed,  it  is  proper  that  a  brief  sketch  of  his  life, 
character,  and  ability  should  be  recorded.  He  was  favored  by  nature  with  a 
strong  physical  constitution  and  equable  temperament,  which  properly  di- 
rected inii^art  great  intellectual  strength.  Thuo  endowed  he  e^irly  entered  upon 
the  realities  oi'  life  v.ith  a  determination  t{^  succeed.  He  studied  law  in  the 
office  of  Messrs.  Meyers  &z  Magone,  of  Ogdensburg;  was  admitted  to  the 
bar  in  May,  iS6r  ;  and  in  November  of  that  year  rem.oved  to  Watertown  to 
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reside  pcrmaneijtly.  From  that  time  bis  busines.i,  and  reputation  in  his  pro- 
fession, gradually  increased.  Ticvn  1S69  he  was  aw  alderman  in  the  city  for 
some  four  years,  and  afterwards  was  elected  mayor.  His  judicious  man- 
agement of  these  offices  won  the  respect  and  confidence  of  the  substantial 
portion  of  the  cii}  's  population.  His  success  in  his  profession  gave  him  a 
high  local  reputation  through  the  county.  In  18S0  he  succeeded  the  late 
James  F.  Starbuck  as  a  member  of  the  State  Democratic  Committee.  This 
gave  him  an  opportunity  of  extending  his  reputation  for  ability  and  fidelity 
beyond  the  bounds  of  his  county  and  generally  over  the  state ;  and  he  im- 
proved it.  For  four  years  he  held  this  position.  In  November,  1SS3,  he 
was  elected  attorney-general  and  reelected  in  November,  1S85,  his  term  of 
office  terminating  January  i,  18S8.  His  administration  as  state's  attorney 
for  this  great  commonwealth  established  confidence  in  his  thorough  capabiP 
ity  and  integrity  with  all  parties  throughout  the  stale.  In  iSSv^  he  remained 
at  home,  duiirig  which  time  it  liccame  evident  that  public  opinion  was  tend- 
iug  towards  his  nomination  by  the  Democratic  party  for  judge  of  the  Court 
of  Appeals.  This  seems  to  lir.ve  been  conceded  on  account  of  his  eA:alted 
though  comparatively  brief  public  service.  When  the  state  convention  met 
he  was  nominated  with  remarkable  unanim^ity.  The  nomination  v;as  ratified 
by  the  people  at  the  election  by  a  large  majority;  and  he  has  now  entered 
upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  dignified  and  responsible  position. 
It  is  not  only  heartily  desired, 'but  universally  believed,  that  he  will  discharge 
his  high  judicial  duties  with  credit  to  himself  and  honor  to  the  already 
exalted  standing  of  the  Court  of  Appeals. 

In  concluding  this  sketch  of  the  bench  and  bar  of  Jefferson  County  the 
writer  concedes  that  there  may  be  therein  many  errors,  both  of  fact  and  of 
judgment.  Bat  the  facts  have  been  gathered  from  the  best  and  most  reli- 
able sources  in  his  reach.  The  character  of  the  judges  and  members  of  the 
bar,  so  far  as  it  lias  been  wiitten,  has  been  derived  from  tradition,  and  from 
the  record,  when  the  individual  Vv'as  not  personally  knov.-n  ;  and  no  exemption 
from  error  is  claimed  in  the  delination  of  character  even  where  personally 
known. 

The  sketch  properly  ends  at  tlie  adoption  of  the  constitution  of  1S46.  By 
that  instrument  the  whole  organization  of  our  judicial  system  was  changed, 
and  from  that  time  a  new  era  in  the  practice  and  administration  of  the  law 
commenced.  Though  over  40  years  have  passed  since  that  time,  yet  from 
the  records  now  so  v/ell  kept,  and  the  printed  calendars  required  at  every 
term  of  the  Supreme  Court,  a  history  of  the  bench  and  bar  from  that  time  is 
comparatively  an  easy  task.  It  is  a  history  that  should  be  written  and  pre- 
served before  many  more  years  pass  away. 
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THE  PRESS  OF  JEFFERSON  COUxMTY. 

WATERTQV/N. 

The  pioneer  newspaper  in  Jefferson  County  bore  the  high- soaring  name  of 
Ainerican  Eagle.  It  was  estabh"shed  in  Watertown  in  1809,  by  Henry  Cof- 
feen.  It  was  printed  ])y  Abram  Taylor,  Jr.,  and  was  Republican  in  politics, 
supporting  the  administration  of  President  Madison,  Judge  Coffeen  was  one 
of  the  first  settlers  of  Watertown,  and  possessed  large  influence.  Where  the 
materials  on  which  the  Eagle  vvas  printed  were  obtained  is  unknown,  but  it 
is  not  unlikely  that  they  were  the  same  employed  in  the  publication  of  the 
Black  River  Gazeite,  established  at  Martinsburg,  Lewis  County,  in  .1807. 
The  journal  last  named  was  a  short-lived  venture  ;  its  publisher,  James  B. 
Robbiiis,  removed  to  Watertov/n,  and  it  is  probably  fair  to  presume  that  the 
press  found  its  v/ay  here.  The  Martinsburg  paper,  it  is  believed,  was  the 
first  one  in  Northern  Nesv  York  west  of  the  Adirondacks.  Of  \.\\^.  Eagle  -e^wCx 
its  cor.duciors  nothing  more  is  known  than  has  been  stated.  In  Januaiy, 
181 2,  Jarius  Rich,  v%'ho  had  read  law  in  Massachusetts  and  been  admitted  to 
practice,  but  whose  license  had  been  revoked  in  consequence  of  his  partici- 
pation in  a  broil  in  a  justice's  court,  purchased  the  establishment  from  Cof- 
feen, changed  the  name  of  the  paper  to  the  American.  Advocate,  and  con- 
tinued in  it  until  18 17.  He  appears  to  have  been  a  man  who  had  the  cour- 
age of  his  convictions,  vvho  freed  his  rnind  \vhen  he  had  anything  to  offer,  and 
who  did  not  shrink  from  the  conseoutnces  of  his  utterances.  He  v/as  in  the 
Advocafe  in  1813,  when  Com.  Perry  won  his  brilliant  victory  on  Lake  Erie, 
and  naturally  indulged  in  words  of  exultation.  Referring  to  Perry's  achieve- 
ments he  suggested  that  the  "old  cock,"  as  he  termed  Con].  Chauncey,  then 
in  command  of  the  small  fleet  on  Lake  Ontario,  ought  to  follow  Perr'}s  cx- 
ami)le.  This  enraged  the  Commodore,  and  he  came  straightway  to  Water- 
tov,T:.  Entering  the  ofiice  of  the  Advocate  he  inquired  for  the  editor.  Rich 
told  him  he  was  the  man.  The  Commodore  then  said  he  had  come  all  the 
way  from  Sackets  Harbor  to  obtain  satisfaction,  and  proposed  to  cane  hin.i. 
Thereupon  Rich  seized  the  Commodore  and  pitched  him  headlong  to  the 
foot  of  the  stairs.  This  ended  the  affair.  In  the  spring  of  1817  Seth  A 
and  Dorephus  Abbey  came  to  Watertown  from  Albany,  and  fmding  the 
Advocate  advertised  for  sale,  by  the  sheriff,  bought  it,  and,  in  connection  with 
John  H.  Lord,  a  journeyman  printer,  started  the  Jefferson  and  Leicns  Gazelle. 
This  paper  was  continued  till  Apiil,  1819,  u-hen  Doreplius  Abbey  and  Mr. 
Lord  went  to  Oswego,  and  S.  A.  Abbey  started  the  Didependent  Republican, 
continuing  it  till  February,  1825,  when  tiie  house  and  office  of  the  publisher 
were  destroyed  l)y  fire,  and  the  publication  of  the  p,:i{)er  suspended.  Pre- 
virras  to  this  date  (Janaar)-  27,  iS2.[),  and  perhaps  because  the  paper  v/as 
not  SLilficiently  subservient  to  the  Democratic  leaders,  the  lVaterfo:vn  Eree 
tnan  was  started  by  W.  Woodward,  who  was  backed  by  Perley  Keyes.  This 
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paper  continued  till  1833,  when  its  name  v.as  changed  to  the  Democratic 
Staiiilard.-'CLwi^f^x  which  cognomen  it  was  cojuirnied  till  July  19,  rS35,  ^'''hen  it  was 
united  with  the  Watertoiv/i  Eagle,  which  last  paper  was  started  September  11, 
1832,  by  J.  Calhoun.*  The  new  paper  was  called  the  Eagle  and  Standard. 
It  was  in  the  Eagle  that  Alvin  Hunt  made  his  debut  as  editor.  When  the 
t^'O  papers  were  consolidated  Wx.  Hunt  took  the  interest  of  Mr.  Calhoun, 
when  it  was  conducted  by  that  gentleman  and  A.  L.  Smith.  In  October, 
1836,  Mr.  Smith  withdrew  from  the  concern,  and  in  November,  1837,  the 
name  of  the  paper  was  chan,q^ed  to  the  Jcffcrsoiiian,  and  under  that  appella- 
tion, and  the  IVatertown  Jejfersoniaii^  the  paper  continued  till  united  with 
the  Democratic  Union. 

Tht  /e/jersonian,  under  date  of  March  2,  1S41,  contain.ed  the  following 
account  of  a  "talking  machine,"  then  being  used  in  England.    It  tends  to' 
the  opinion  that- the  telephone  was  in  use  long  before  the  present  instrument 
was  perfected

"A  hUf  Er.gli.sh  journal,  in  referring  to  the  London  anrl  Liaekwell  Piailvoad,  mentions  a-

carried  on  bet v.ceu  Lond  >n  and  Llack'^-ell  witli  the  gicotest  e:isc  and  ]rreeision.  By  \vay  of 
iliustrnting  tjie  eiVieiemy  c>f  thi:?  talking  rnaeliino  Mr.  Stephciisoii  faiil  thnfc  he  went  to  the 
statitui  in  London  one  day  to  enquire  for  one  of  tlic  asbistants.  He  was  not  there,  but  the 
attendant  said  th.at  he  could  enquire  if  he  was  at  tliC  other  end;  ]ie  did  so;  in  a  few  seconds 
tlie  answer  was  that  he  was  not  there.  But  about  hvo  minutes  afterwards  tlie  talking  machine 
informed  him  in  Lo:id.on  that  his  as  -istant  had  arrived  at  the  Black'w  ell  terminus;  upon  which 
he  instructed  the  attiO'.dant  to  say  by  the  same  agency,  *  Tell  him  to  come  liere  directly.'  li\ 
10  uiiinites  lie  Hrri^t.d,  tlie  dk-tancc  being  seven  niiles.  If  tltc  distance  were  100  miles  the  con- 
V(irsatii)n  cjuM  be  carried  01;  jn.-t  as  rcadiiy.  for  the  con',  ersation  traveled  at  the  rate  of  20 
miles  a  second." 

December  5,  185 1,  J.  W.  Tarnblin  became  the  associate  of  Mr.  Hunt. 
?^ravch  15,  1S53,  J.  C.  Hatch  purchased  Mr.  Tamblin's  iritercst,  but  resold 
the  same  in  the  following  September.  A  daily  paper  was  issued  from  the 
Jrlfcrsoaian  oftice  from  May  10,  1851,  till  November,  1S53. 

August  29,  1846,  the  first  number  of  the  Democratic  Union  was  issued: 
Tlionms  Andrews  and  James  S»vindells,  publishers;  Lysander  H.  Brown, 
editor.  Swindells  v/as  m  the  paper  only  one  vveek.  April  15,  1S47,  Stephen 
.Martin  became  an  associate  publisher.  September  2  John  A.  Haddock 
succeeded  Martin.  In  June,  1848,  xMr.  Brown  withdrev/  from  the  paper, 
}.  C.  j latch  taking  his  place,  when  the  politics  of  the  paper  were  changed  from 
tlie  support  of  Cass  to  that  of  Van  Buren  for  the  presidency.  It  subsequently 
passed  into  the  Iiands  of  Charles  A,  Stevens  and  John  A.  Haddock.  In  the 
great  fue  of  Mly  14,  1849,  the  office  was  destroyed,  but  in  two  weeks  the 
jniblicatioa  of  the  paper  was  resumed.  September  12  Haddock  became  the 
proprietor  anrl  publisher,  and  October   15,  1851,  I.ysandef  H.  Brown  again 

Mr.  Calhoun  subsequently  renio\cu  fi'.KH  Vs'atcitown,  and  about  1S35  started  the 
titst  new-jiapor  in  ChicapX),  called  The  Dc'uw.yat. 
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became  connected  with  tlie  paper,  an<l  conlinued  with  Haddock  till  Novem- 
ber, when  he  became  sole  publisher,  januaiy  9,  1853,  ?\jessrs.  L.  M.  Biown 
and  E.  R.  Pollard  becatne  the  publishers.  Mr.  Brown  conlinued  in  the  con- 
cern till  1854,  when  Haddock  aj;ain  obtained  possession  and  soon  after  trans- 
ferred it  to  Elon  Comstock,  who  consolidated  it  '.vith  the  Jefterso/iian,  styling 
the  combined  papers  the  Jefferson  Union.  In  December,  1S55,  Mr.  Com- 
■stock  sold  the  Jefferson  Union  office  to  ].  VV.  Tamblin,  who,  in  May,  1856, 
sold  two-thirds  of  the  concern  to  J.  A.  Haddock  and  Royal  Chamberlain,  of 
St.  Louis.  In  the  fall  of  1856  E.  J.  Clark  purchased  this  establishment, 
and  changed  the  narne  to  Jefferson  County  Unioii,  associating  with  him  Royal 
Chamberlain.  Three  years  subsequently  lie  purchased  Cliamberlain's  interest 
and  was  sole  proprietor  until  January  i,  1S65,  when  he  sold  the  paper  to 
R.  A.  Oakes.  Previous  to  this  time  J.  M.  Sigourney^  for  a  year  or  more,  had 
been  employed  to  edit  the  paper  in  Mr.  Clark's  absence, 

January  16,  i86i,  Hall  *!s:  Bragdon  smarted  the  Waicrfoivn  Daily  N'ews^ 
wliich  was  merged  in  the  .Daily  Reformer,  January  20,  1S62.  At  this  time 
tlie  Weekly  Neius  v,as  purchased  and  edited  by  J.  AV.  Tamblin.  January 
19,  1S65,  Stephen  Canfield  purchased  the  interest  of  Tamblin  in  the  jYews^ 
and  the  paper  was  merged  in  the  Jefferson  County  Union:  S.  Canfield  & 
Company,  publishers;  R.  A.  Oakes,  editor.  July  i,  1865,  Mr.  Canfield 
bought  the  interest  of  Mr.  Oakes,  who  gave  place  to  H.  PI.  Young  as  editor. 
The  name  of  the  paper  was  changed  to  7.1ie  De?noerat;  and  in  August 
Henry  S.  Munson  bought  tlie  interest  of  Mr.  Canfield  and  a  daily  was 
started  called  the  Daily  Denioerat,  with  Young  and  IVIunson,  editors.  It 
was  issued  till  February,  1866,  when  it,  with  the  weekly  edition,  was 
suspended.  This  left  the  Democracy  without. an  organ.  In  May  following, 
hovv-ever,  Anson  B.  Moore  purchased  the  plant,  and,  with  H.  H.  Young  as 
editor,  revived  the  Def!ioe>-at.  In  186S  A.  H.  Hall  purchased  the  paper  and 
changed  the  name  to  the  Re-Union^  and  continued  the  paper  till  1870,  when 
he  sold  to  George  Moss  and  Walter  A.  Boon.  In  1872  tliey  started  the 
JMorring  Dispateh  (daily),  and  it  was  continued  by  them,  C.  W,  Havens, 

C.  J.  Hynes,  and  others  until  May  7,   1881,  when  the  plant  was  sold  to 

D.  Kelley  and  Charles  W.  Clare,  who  run  the  daily  one  year,  when  Kelley 
retired  and  the  daily  was  discontinued.  The  Re-Union  has  since  that  time 
been  under  the  management  of  Mr.  Clare,  who  has  made  it  an  entire  success. 

The  Democratic  press  in  this  countj  has  received  its  inspiration  from 
Jarius  Rich,  Alvin  Hunt,  Lysander  II,  Brown,  PI  J.  Clark,  Royal  Chamber- 
Iain,  and  R.  A.  Oakes.  The  latter  gentleman  possesses  tine  literary  talents^ 
and  never  writes  anything  that  is  not  written  in  the  best  manner.  Mr.  Cham- 
berlain was  a  very  fair  writer;  Mr.  Clark  is  both  a  ready  writer  and  speaker. 
J-Ie  has  never  done  much  out  of  the  line  of  purely  party  poliu'cs;  but  he  has 
labored  early  and  IrJe  in  tlie  service  of  the  Democratic  organization,  and  I 
judge  without  much  profit  to  himseif.  Mr.  Hunt  was  decidedly  a  strong 
writer,  and  made  himself  felt  for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century;  Lysander  H. 
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}>ro-.vn,  in  liis  piime,  was  rcaciy  with  his  pen^  and  n^.ade  an  excellent  speech 
without  ineparation  ;  while  Mr.  Rich,  we  jucige,  was  one  of  tlie  "rough  and 
re.'Kiy  "  sort  of  men.  Only  one  of  these  men,  E.  J.  Clark,  was  a  practical 
printer,  and  it  is  a  noteworthy  fact  that  not  one  of  them  ever  accumulated 
any  great  amount  of  money  out  of  the  business,  which  is  an  evidence  either 
of  unselfishness  or  want  of  financial  tact.  Mr.  Clare  is  the  first  and  only 
individual  connected  v/ith  the  Democratic  press  of  this  county  who  has  made 
anvthing  out  of  his  calling.  I  have  given  precedence  to  the  Democratic  press 
because  it  is  the  oldest.  The  party  has  never  been  without  an  organ,  except 
for  a  brief  time  noted  above.  To-day  that  organ  rests  on  a  more  secure 
basis  than  at  any  previous  period. 

The  anii-Alasonic  Press. 

When  the  Abbeys  came  into  possession  of  the  American  Advocate  there 
v.-as  very  litile  party  feeling.  Islr.  Monroe  had  been  chosen  president  tlie 
])revions  year,  receiving  230  out  of  the  231  electoral  votes  cast.  There  was 
little  opposition  to  the  Democratic,  then  styled  Republican,  party.  That 
little  was  chiefly  local.  It  was  therefore  up-hill  work  for  a  purely  party  paper, 
as  were  those  which  had  been  published  in  Watertown.  So  their  paper 
stopped  at  the  end  of  two  years.  Another,  however,  was  soon  after  started 
l-y  one  of  the  fnm,  Seth  A,  Abbey,  which  was  called  the  Indepoident  Repub- 
lican^ probably  because  there  were  men  of  adverse  political  views.  This 
paper,  I  judge,  was  the  first  one  in  Watertown  which  ventured  to  avow 
sentiments  antagonistic  to  the  Republican  organization,  though  there  was 
one  at  Sackets  flarbor,  established  in  1817,  which  was  undisguised  in  its 
opposition  to  so-called  Republicanism. 

The  Indeperuhjif  RepuhlicaiL  was  kept  running  till  February,  1825,  when 
tlic  ofhce  was  burned,  a  period  of  nearly  six  years.  The  next  year,  October 
19,  1826,  Theron  Parsons  &  Co.  established  Thursday  s  Post*  and  con- 
tinued it  until  January  17,  182S,  when  H.  L.  Harvey  purchased  the  estab- 
lishment and  changed  the  name  of  the  paper  to  the  Register.  May  i,  1830, 
he  took  Benjamin  Cory  into  partnership  with  him.  Two  weeks  later  the 
name  of  the  paper  was  changed  to  the  IVatcrtoivji  Register  a?id  General  Ad- 
vertiser, In  May,  1831,  Mr.  Cory  became  sole  proprietor.  Up  !o  this  date 
the  paper  had  been  neutral  in  politics,  but  soon  after  became  the  organ  of 
the  party  opposerl  to  President  Jackson.  In  the  meantime — May,  1828 — 
a  paper  was  started  which  was  called  the

Indepe/idejit  Republican  and  Anii- Masonic  Recorder,  v^hdrh  lasted  until  the 
Censor  was  removed  to  Watertown  from  Adams,  January,  1830,  and  was 
called  the 

IVatertozi'?!  Censor^  and  was  published  by  Abner  Morton,  was  anti-Dem- 
ocratic in  politics.    It  was  succeeded  by  tlie 

Anti-Masoiic  Sun,  which  was  published  by  Enoch  Ely  Camp.  It  v/as  soon 
changed  and  published  39  weeks,  commencing  December  19,  1830,  by  Dr. 
R.  Goodale,  as 

llic  Constellation.  Subsequently  it  passed  into  the  hands  of  Mr.  Morton, 
who  called  it  the 

[eferson  Reporter,  and  pubHshed  it  from  September  i  r,  1832,  till  January 
2ij  1834,  when  he  removed  to  Monroe,  Michigan,  taking  his  press  with  him. 

September  19,  1831,  !Mr.  Cory  drop-ped  the  words  General  Advertiser 
from  the  title  of  his  paper,  and  it  appeared  as  tlie  IVatertoicn  Register  till 
rvlarch  25,  1835.  when  it  was  changed  to  the  North  AviericaJh  v/ith  John 
Plaxton,  ediior.  Under  this  cognomen  the  paper  continued  until  September, 
1839,  v.'hen  H.  S. 'Xoble  became  the  publisher,  and  restored  the  name  of 
IVatertoK'n  Register.  Noble  kept  in  the  Register  X\\\  March  12,  1842,  when 
he  sold  to  ^^"llliam  Hough.  On  the  9th  of  April  Hough  sold  to  William 
Welch,  who  conducted  the  paper  until  May  20,  1843,  when  he  discontinued 
it  and  started  the  Black  JZirer JournaL  Subsequently  Joel  Greene  purchased 
a  half  interest  in  the  concern,  and  the  paper  v/as  continued  two  years  (until 
1845),  when  Welch  sold  out  and  went  West. 

In  the  spring  of  1S46  Greene  commenced  the  yniblication  of  the  Daily 
JournaL  ran  it  a  short  time,  then  changed  it  to  the  Watoioum  Jri-  Weekly 
Journal,  and  as  such  it  was  continued  till  August  26,  1S46,  when  A,  W. 
Clark  became  the  purchaser,  and  established  the  Northerti  State  Journal. 
Two  years  latt:r  George  W.  Smith  and  H.  S.  Noble  became  the  publishers^ 
the  firm  being  styled  Suiith  &  Noble.  John  Fayel  subsequently  bought 
into  the  concern,  and  was  joined  by  A.  W.  Clark,  Smith  iS:  Noble  retiring. 
In  1856  Clark  &  Fayel  sold  the  paper  to  the  "American  party,"  but  after  a 
few  months  it  came  back  into  their  hands. 

Clark  <S:  Fayel  continued  in  the  paper  until  July,  1863,  when  the  partnership 
was  dissolved.  Indeed  Mr.  Clark  p.iid  little  attention  to  the  paper  after  tak- 
ing his  seat  in  Congress  in  i86r.*  When  Mr.  Fayel  retired  from  the  paper 
he  took  an  otTice  in  the  Postofhce  Department  at  Washington,  but  failing 
health  compelled  him  to  relinquish  the  same,  and  he  died  at  Saratoga,  where 
he  had  gone  in  the  hope  of  obtaining  relief,  July  12,  1864,  at  the  age  of  39 
years,  and  after  a  service  of  12  years  as  associate  editor  of  the  JournaL 
The  paper  then  passed  into  the  hands  of  J.  Budlong  and  Orson  L.  Haddock. 
After  a  few  months,  however.  Haddock  sold  his  interest  to  linJMng,  and  Bud- 


■*Ju^t  when  Clark  >\.  l'"ayel  left  the  Journ  il  h.is  not  been  asccrtaInc:(J.  They  were  in^ 
the  paper  (at  !e:ii»t  tb.eir  names  were)  December  2,  1S62. 
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ionc^  sold  the  same  to  H.  H.  Smitli,  September  i6,  1865,  and  under  their 
management  xht  /our;ial  was  continued  most  of  the  time  as  a  semi-weekly 
until  April  i,  1S67,  when  it  was  sold  to  Solon  M,  Hazen,  and  continued  by 
him  until  it  was  finally  disposed  of  to  the  proprietors  of  the  Refortner,  May 
15,  i86S,and  the  paper  discontinued.  In  August  28,  1850,  L.  Ingalls,  A.  H. 
Biirdick,  and  L.  M.  Stovvell  started  the  New  York  Reformer,  independent  in 
politics.  Wr.  Burdick  retired  from  the  paper  October  16,  1851,  and  Mr. 
Stowell  left  it  March  11,  1858.  From  this  date  to  August  26,  1S58,  Mr.  In- 
galls had  no  partner.  At  that  time  John  A.  Haddock  was  taken  into  the 
concern.    March  22,  i860,  this  notice  appeared  in  the  Reformer : — 

"H<ni.  I^eniaii  Brockwny.  late  of  Oswego  County,  will  hereafter  be  associated  v,-itli  the  r.ii- 
<L  rNi;^'Ji(.'u  in  the  couduct  of  this  paper  Ingaixs  &  Haddock." 

September  27,  in  the  same  year,  ?vlr.  Haddock  retired  from  the  paper, and 
Isaac  M.  Beebee  became  interested  in  the  same.  He  remained  in  the  paper 
^.inti!  October  10,  i86i,  v/hcn  he  resigned  to  go  to  tlie  war,  and  Ingalls  and 
JJrockway  became  the  publishers.  December  17,  1863,  Lafayette  J.  Bigelow 
became  connected  with  the  paper  and  continued  his  interest  therein  until  his 
death,  which  occurred  January  13,  1870.  On  the  ist  of  June  following 
Charles  R.  Skinner  came  into  the  establishment  as  a  partner,  the  firm  name 
being  Ingalls,  Biockway  &  Skimier.  December  i?,  1S73,  iMr.  Brockway  pur- 
chased the  interest  of  ^Ir.  Ingalls  at  public  sale,  and  at  private  sale  the  in- 
terest of  Mr.  Skinner  the  ist  of  August,  1874,  since  which  time  he  has  been 
the  editor  of  the  paper,  and  he  and  his  sons,  J.  \V.  and  H.  A.  Brockway, 
the  proprietors  of  the  establishment. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  array  of  names  concerned  in  bringing  into  exist- 
ence the  Republican  press  in  Watertown,  and  brmging  up  what  is  now  the 
Daily  Times  and  Weekly  Reformer^  is  large  and  respectable,  to  say  the 
least,  Betijarnin  Cory  was  a  solid  man,  both  physically  and  intellectually. 
H.  S.  Noble  did  good  work.  William  Welch,  who  was  the  founder  of  the 
old  Rlack  River  Journal^  is  a  good  deal  of  a  man,  and  had  he  remained  in 
the  paper  would  without  doubt  have  made  his  mark  here  as  he  has  else- 
Vvliere.  A.  W.  Clark,  tliough  never  a  strong  v.'riter,  was  a  good  newspaper 
man,  possessing  a  level  head  and  a  good  heart.  George  W.  Smith,  who  is 
still  living  at  his  home  in  Herkimer,  in  his  day  excelled  both  as  a  speaker 
and  writer.  John  Fayel  was  one  of  the  cleverest  writers  and  best  hearted 
men  ever  connected  vv'ith  the  press'  in  this  county.  Lotus  Ingalls's  varied 
talents  are  too  well  known  to  require  special  mention.  Mr.  Stowell  vv^rote 
pointedly  and  v.-e!l.  Mr.  Haddock  wields  a  ready  pen,  and,  had  he  stuck  to 
journalism,  could  hardly  have  failed  to  achieve  credit.  Lafayette  J.  Bigelow 
was  the  readiest  speaker  Watertown  lias  ever  had,  and  he  wrote  well.  Charles 
K.  Skinner  is  a  rapid  and  excellerit  writer,  and  ought  to  have  continued  in 
journalism  and  let  offices  alone.  But  he  got  into  politics,  somewhat  acci- 
<lontally,  and  does  not  find  it  an  easy  thing  to  get  out.  The  life-work  of  the 
writer  will  be  left  to  speak  for  itself. 
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Besides  the  foregoing  there  liave  been  numerous  ne\vsn3.]"'er  ventures  in  Wa- 
tertown.  Among  them  may  be' mentioned  the  Herald  of  Siylvaiion,  a  Univer- 
salist  semi-mont})ly  magazine,  by  Rev,  Pitt  Morse,  commenced  November  30, 
1S22  ;  first  year  printed  by  S.  A.  Abbey;  second,  by  \V.  Woodward.  It  was 
then  united  with  a  magazine  in  I'hiladelphia. 

The  Genius  of  FJiiIantJirop}\  temperance,  started,  by  11.  L.  Harvey,  who 
bought  Thursday  s  Post,  January  17,  1828,  and  issued  a  new  paper,  called 
the  Waiertoioii  Register^  and  united  the  Go/dus  of  P/dlaiitlirofy  with  it. 
Just  when  the  last  named  publication  v/as  started  is  not  stated. 

The  Mo/iifor,  quarterly,  started  January  i,  1830,  and  designed  as  a  record 
of  the  benevolent  societies  of  the  Presbyterian  and  Congregational  churches. 

The  S/udc'?//,  by  the  students  of  the  Black  P>.iver  Institute,  and  printed  by 

B.  Cory,  commenced  August  i.  1S37.    It  lasted  one  year, 

Th.e  Pioiioor  IdtaJairx  a^id  J/idr-pt-ruhnt  Maga-Jne ,  edited  by  A.  C.  S.  Bailey, 
and  begun  in  November,  18^3,  monthly — only  one  number  issued.  It  was 
to  be  the  org.Tu  of  the  Fourier  Association  in  Watertown. 

Wateriowu  Speciato-^io):  temperance  and  no  license,  by  Joel  Greene,  com- 
menced December  22,  1846,  lived  tu'o  years. 

The  Sinai  Old  Calvary  Reporter^  quarterly,  by  Rev.  Joseph  A.  Livingston, 
begun  October,  1852.    Only  one  number  issued  in  Watertown. 

The  Pkarc  dc's  Lacs  (Beacon  of  the  Lakes),  commenced  in  May,  1858,  by 

C.  Petit,  editor  and  proprietor,  v/as  published  several  years  in  Watertown, 
then  removed  to  Buftalo,  and  from  there  to  Toledo,  where  it  was  discon- 
tinued. 

At  a  later  date  several  papers  have  come  into  being,  to  wit:  The  IVater- 
toivn  Post  which  was  started  July  t6,  1870,  by  George  C.  Bragdon  &  Co., 
G.  C.  Bragdon.  editor.  November  2,  187 1,  Mr,  Bragdon  retired  and  the 
firm  name  was  changed  to  Hanford,  Wood  Plumb,  W.  C.  IMumb,  editor. 
In  1872  Mr,  Plumb  retired  from  the  paper  and  v/as  succeeded  as  editor  by 
J.  H.  Treadwell.  In  June,  1S74,  R.  A.  Oakes  succeeded  Mr.  Treadwell, 
and  the  follovv-ing  September  the  paper  v/as  purchased  by  L.  Ingalls,  who  has 
since  edited  it. 

In  1 883  the  Republican  was  started  by  Gen.  Bradley  Winslow,  who  edited 
and  published  it  until  18S4,  v/hen  it  was  merged  in  the  Watertown  Post. 

The  Suutlay  Miscellany,  started  in  1S7S,  by  Frank  ^L  Redfteld  as  a  Sun- 
day paper,  at  the  end  of  six  months  was  sold  to  G.  Preston  Sikes,  who 
changed  it  to  a  Saturday  publication.    It  lived  a  year  and  three  weeks. 

The  IVatertoci'n  Advocate,  Prohibition,  was  started  in  18S4  by  George  E. 
Satchwell,  and  is  still  in  existence. 

The  \Vaterto2V)i  //fV^?///,  Ir. dependent,  v/as  started  July  3, . i SS6.  by  Jere. 
Coughlm,  assisted  by  F.  D.  Rogers,  and  is  still  published. 

The  Silent  Worker,  an  evangelical  newspaper,  pubiislied  semi-monthly, 
and  edited  by  Rev.  W,  D.  Stokes,  commenced  in  Watertown,  January  i, 
18S8. 
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XcrtJicni  JJ ari'tstrr,  one  number  issued  in  the  latter  part  of  18S2,  tlien 
c!uin.',ci.l  to  tb.e  G>'Od  Faymer,  a  quarterly,  published  by  Greaves  &  Dewcy^ 
edited  by  D.  S.  Marvin,  published  one  year  at  25  cents. 

The  PouIt?-y  Chronicle',  only  a  few  numbers  issued. 

The  A/ifials  of  Our  Lady  of  the  Sacred  Heart  (Catholic  monthly)  was 
starred  in  June,  18S7,  and  still  lives. 

'I'he  Liar,  a  monthly  devoted  to  "wit,  humor,  sports,  and  satire,"  made  its 
first  appearance  in  September,  1SS9.  It  was  discontinued  after  a  few  num- 
bers, its  editor  and  proprietor,  Frank  D.  Rogers^  having  been  appointed  to  a. 
government  position  in  Washington. 

Daily  drapers. 

Tiiere  has  been  a  great  demand  for  a  daily  paper  in  Watertown,  as  is  evi- 
dent from  the  repeated  effoits  made  to  bring  one  into  existence.  Tiie  first 
was  started  by  Joel  (ireene,  in  the  spring  of  1846 — a  short-lived  venture. 

Tl"ie  JJaily  Jcffcrsonian,  issued  from  the  office  of  the  IVeck'Iy  Jeffcrsouian., 
initial  number  dated  iMay  to,  1851,  v;a5  published  two  and  a  half  years. 

A  campaign  paper,  called  the  Daily  Republican,  was  issued  from  the  ofhce 
of  the  L<e former,  by  Ingalls  &  Stowell,  from  the  first  of  May,  1856,  to  the 
close  of  election  in  that  year.  It  was  devoted  to  the  interests  of  Col.  Fre- 
mont and  th.e  Republican  organization. 

The  Daily  Telegraph  was  started  in  185S,  after  the  successful  laying  of  the 
Atlantic  cable,  by  J.  D.  Huntington,  who  then  had  charge  of  the  telegraph 
ofllce  in  Watertov/n.  The  enterprise  was  aided  by  John  H.  Rice,  William 
Far  well,  and  other  stock  speculators.    It  was  succeeded  by  the 

Daily  ds'e'ii's,  started  by  L.  M.  Stowell, 'March  13,  1859,  published  one 
year.    It  v/as  from  tlus  ofiice  that  A.  H.  Hall  issued  his 

jJaily  A'e:^'s,  vv-liich  was  commenced  in  January,  iS6i.  Most  of  the  orig- 
inal matter  was  prepared  by  L.  J.  Bigelow,  until  March  16,  when  G.  C.  Brag- 
don  assumed  charge  of  the  editorial  dej)artment,  and  continued  with  the 
paper  until  January  20,  1S62,  when  the  i)lant  was  sold  to  the  proprietors  of 
the 

Daily  Reformer,  the  publication  of  which  v/as  commenced  April  22,  iS6r, 
and  while  Ingalls,  Brockway  »Sc  Beebee  were  the  publishers  of  the  Weekly  Re- 
fonner.    The  naiBe  of  the  daily  paper  was  changed  to  the 

Watertown  Times,  January  4,  1870.  It  was  then  a  small  sheet  with  less 
than  1,000  subscribers,  but  now  ranks  among  the  best  dailies  of  the  country, 
and  has  a  circulation  aggregating  4,000.  The  present  publishers  and  pro- 
prietors are  Bem.an  Brockway,  J.  W.  Brockway,  and  H.  A.  Brockway.  It  is 
edited  by  B.  Brockv/ay,  assisted  by  W.  D.  McKinstry,  Alpha  Child,  L.  L. 
Pr.'.tt,  Charles  E.  Cole,  Ciiarlcs  S.  Adams,  Fred  Britton,  and  A.  W.  Munk. 

The  LJdily  d\.epiihlican ,  also  a  mornir,g  p^'^l^-^r,  \v:is  stal  led  in  July,  iSSS,  by 
Ingalls,  Shepard  &  Dewey,  L.  Ingalls,  C.  R.  Skinner,  and  11.  F-.  Knicker- 
bock,  editors.    It  lived  six  months. 
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Campaig?!  Papers. 

Camnaigii  papers  were  issued  in  the  summer  and  fall  of  1828,  supporting 
Dewitt  Clinton  for  governor,  printed  by  Harvey  &  Hewitt,  and  calied  the 
Voice  of  Jeffe7'so}i  ;  in  1832,  anti-Masonic,  called  the  Veto. 

In  1834,  anti-Republican,  printed  by  B.  Cory,  called  the  Spirit  of  jd. 

In  1838,  Democratic,  supporting  Ezekiel  Lewis  for  Congress,  and  C.  Par- 
sons, W.  C.  George,  and  S.  Robbins  for  Assembly,  printed  by  Randall  D. 
Rice,  called  the  Palriot  and  De?nocrat. 

In  1840  a  Democratic  paper  from  the  office  of  the  Jeffersotiian. 

SACKETS  HAREOR. 

The  first  printing  oflice  in  Sackets  Harbor  was  established  by  George 
Camp,  v.'ho,  as  ''proprietor,  publisher,  arid  editor,"  issued  the  first  number  of 
the  Sackcfs  Harbor  Gazette,  March  iS,  iSiy.  The  following  year  the  title 
oi  Advertiser  was  added,  and  by  that  title  continued  to  tl)e  close  of  its  third 
\olume,  1820.  Subsequently  iViatthew  Cole,  Elisha  Camp,  and  otliers  became 
owners  and  changed  its  name,  February  9,  1821,  to  Jefferson  Repubiiean. 
The  Gazette  a?id  Advertiser  was  a  20-column  folio  sheet,  and  for  the  times 
v/as  on  a  par  with  the  better  class  of  newspapers  of  the  state. 

The  firm  of  Camp,  Merrell  &  Camp,  of  Utica,  had  been  publishers  of 
books  of  a  high  order  of  merit  previous  to  their  dissolution  in  iSj6.  The 
junior  member  came  to  Sackets  Harbor  in  December,  1816.  His  first  issue 
contained  18  columns  of  solid  matter  and  tv/o  of  advertisements,  and  was 
gotten  out  with  the  help  of  one  assistant.  Before  the  year  expired  there 
were  eight  columns  of  advertisements  and  many  judicial  notices.  The 
steamer  Ontario  appears,  with  cut,  in  the  first  number,  announced  to  sail 
upon  the.  opening  of  navigation,  which  Vv-as  to  test  the  cpiestion  :  Can  boats 
be  propelled  against  waves  by  steam  ?  All  the  current  news,  foreign  and 
domestic,  was  carefully  collated,  bringing  the  most  important  events  with 
illustrious  names  in  history  to  the  front.  The  Republieafi  was  continued  for 
a  year  or  more,  when  its  publication  was  suspended,  in  the  spring  of  1824 
Truman  Haskall  started  the  Freeman's  Advocate,  which  continued  to  the 
close  of  182S.  All  these  papers  advocated  Federal  principles.  The  last  was 
strongly  anti-Masonic. 

Between  this  date  and  1837  the  Sackets  Harbor  Courier  was  conducted 
with  considerable  credit  by  James  How. 

Edward  H.  Purdy  began  the  publication  of  the  Jefferson  County  U'^iig  in 
September,  1837.  This  continued  only  one  year,  tiiough.  it  is  pl^Msantly  re- 
membered by  the  old  inhabitants.  In  October,  1S3S,  Ivdmimd  M.  I^uff  pub- 
lished the  Sae/cets  Harbor  Jour r.al,  edited  by  D.  N.  Buinham  for  a  season, 
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after  which  W.  LutY  conducted  the  paper,  with  C.  Woodvvaid  as  printer,  to 
Xhc  spring  of  1S41. 

About  this  latter  date,  when  [General]  Grant  v/as  stationed  here,  Lieuten- 
atit  Lee  gave  us  that  disturbing  reflection  on  Watertown,  in  his  contribution 
to  the  Joujvial : — 

South,  Adfinis  wears  lier  deacon's  face, 
^"ortb,  Brownville  staiuls         modest  pace, 
And  \\'atei  town a  little  place, 

Just  back  of  Backotb  Haibor." 

On  Mr.  Luff  retiring  from  the  Jouriial  Joel  Greene  became  proprietor, 
'i'he  Jounial  was  enlarged  under  his  management.  The  spirit  that  had  per- 
vaded the  previous  papers  passed  away  with  the  new  element,  and,  however 
active,  it  did  not  presage  success.  After  his  second  year  as  publisher  his  in- 
terest passed  to  Calvin  Green,  who,  in  llie  same  year,  1S43,  discor^tinued 
!nc  p;iper,  Joel  Greene  t\ow  undertook  to  ride  two  "mules,"  by  publishing 
the  Black  River  yom-ital  at  Sackets  Harbor  and  Watertown,  reiDOving  the 
press  to  ^v'ate^tovvn.    In  1846  it  passed  into  the  hands  of  A.  W.  Clark. 

No  paper  was  published  in  Sackets  Harbor  thence  till  O,  H.  Harris  issued 
the  first  number  of  the  Sackcis  Harbo7'  Observer^  IVIarch  20,  1848,  and  un- 
der that  head  continued  with  its  Whig  proclivities  until  1852,  \vhen  Mr.  Har- 
ris and  Mr.  Huntington  then  associated  in  the  yeffersoii  Farmer,  which  was 
])ublished  as  a  neutral  sheet.  Mr.  Harris  again  restored  the  former  title  of 
Sackets  Harbor  Observer,  and  with  his  removal  from  the  village  ended  the 
newspaper  enterprise  in  this  village. 

To  the  credit  of  these  varied  sheets  none  ever  stooped  to  low  partisan  or 
vulgar  methods,  but  maintained  a  high  standard  as  instructors  of  the  people. 
3n  fact  they  reflected  the  sentiment  of  the  citizens  and  the  character  of  the 
inhabitants,  who  early  gave  y)rominence  and  a  marked  individuality  to  the  now 
historic  town. 

ADAMS. 

The  first  paper  at  Adams  was  started  July  i,  1828,  by  Theron  Parsons, 
who  had  previously  lived  in  \Vatertown,  and  as  the  paper  he  published, 
v.hich  was  called  the  Censor,  was  removed  to  Watertown  after  26  numbers 
nad  been  issued  perhaps  he  did  not  change  his  residence.  The  Censor  wd.s 
anti-.\Lisonic,  and  probaby  anti-Republican.  Abner  Morton  was  the  editor. 
A  reasonably  perfect  file  of  the  Censor,  from  the  time  it  was  commenced  at 
Adams,  July  i,  1S28,  to  the  time  it  was  sold  to  Abner  Morton,  in  Watertown, 
January  5,  1S30,  has  been  presented  to  the  Jefferson  Historical  Society,  by 
Justus  ICddy,  of  Syracuse,  and  handsomely  ^bound  for  its  use.  The  first 
issue  of  the  paper  under  Mr.  Morton's  management  is  ''number  70,  of  vol- 
ume ?.^'  iruhcating  an  uriusual  way  of  numbering,  as  in  the  regular  way  the 
highest  number  for  a  weekly  issue  v/ould  be  52,  after  which  th.e  volume  would 
change,  and  the  numbers  of  the  issues  would  begin  at  one  again.    When  the 
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Censor  was  removed  to  \\'atcrtown  the  .d/.'fi-Maso/iic  Recorder  was  discon- 
tinued, the  Censor  taking  its  place  as  the  organ  of  the  Anti-Masonic  party. 
When  Abner  Morton  announced  his  connection  with  the  Censor  in  Water- 
town,  January  5,  1830,  there  were  two  papers  in  the  village — the  Freeman^ 
Republican,  and  the  Rec^is/er,  anti-Republican. 

The  Censor  was  published  about  five  months  (till  June  8,  1830),  when 
Enoch  Ely  Camp  was  announced  as  the  editor.  He  is  said  Xo  have  been 
concerned  in  the  pa})er  from  the  beginning.  He  changed  its  name  to  the 
Aiiti'jMasonie  Sun.  It  v/as  afterwards  published  39  weeks  by  Dr.  R.Goodale, 
commencing  December  13^  1S30,  as  the  Co/is fellaUon,  and  subsequently  it 
passed  into  the  hands  of  Mr.  Morton,  who  called  it  the  Jefferson  Reporter^ 
and  published  it  from  September  11,  1S32,  till  January  21,  1S34,  when  he 
removed  to  Michigan,  taking  his  press  with  him. 

-  Tiiere  was  no  oilier  paper  Ht  Adams  until  1S44,  when  losephus  C.  Hatch, 
a  practical  printer,  and  brothcr-in-Iaw  of  tlse  late  Alvin  Hunt,  started  the 
Jefferson  County  De^noenif  which  he  continued  until  1847,  wlsen  the  paper 
passed  into  the  hands  of  E,  J.  Clark.  He  v/as  with  Mr.  Hatch  about  tluee 
years,  or  until  the  first  of  July,  1847,  when  he  purchased  the  interest  of  Hatch, 
and  continued  the  publication  of  the  paper  eight  years,  when  he  removed 
to  Watertown  and  went  into  the  milling  business  with  lus  brother,  Samuel 
Clark.  The  business  not  being  remunerative  he  quit  it,  and  in  the  fall  of 
1 85 7  purchased  the  Jefferson  County  Union ^  associating  with  him  Royal 
Chamberlain.  Three  years  afterward  he  purchased  Mr.  Chamberlain's  inter- 
est, and  remained  sole  proprietor  until  the  fall  of  1864,  wlicn  he  sold  out  to 
R.  A.  Oakes.  Since  that  date,  though  a  writer  for  various  papers,  he  has  had 
no  pecuniary  interest  in  any  except  for  a  brief  term,  while  a  resident  of 
Michigan. 

After  the  removal  of  Mr.  Clark  to  AVatertown  the  De/noerat  came  into 
the  hands  of  Justus  Eddy.  Mr.  Eddy  changed  the  nanie  of  the  paper  to 
the  Jeffersofi  County  News,  and  made  it  independent  in  politics.  It  had 
hitherto  been  Democratic,  belonging  to  the  free-soil  or  barn-burner  wing  of 
the  party.  This  was  in  1855.  Mr.  Eddy  was  the  publisher  of  the  paper 
about  eight  years. 

In  1863-  D.  A.  D wight,  an  Adams  bookseller,  was  associated  with  Mr. 
Eddy,  and  the  paper  was  continued  by  them  until  April,  1865,  when  it 
was  sold  to  George  C.  Bragdon,  who  cjhanged  the  name  to  the  Adams- 
Visitor,  and  was  burnt  out  a  day  or  two  before  his  first  number  was  to  have 
been  printed.  He  immediately  purchased  new  type  and  presses,  issued 
the  following  week,  thus  skipping  only  one  number,  and  continued  to  publish 
the  paper  something  over  three  years,  when  he  sold  to  Babcock  «S:  Delong, 
who  conducted  it  until  1S68. 

The  next  year  S.  R.  Pratt  purcha:-:ed  Mr.  Babcock's  interest,  and  on  the 
15th  of  April,  1869,  the  form  of  the  paper  was  changed  to  eight  pages,  and 
the  name  to  Nort/ierfi  Temperance  Journat^  beconiing  the  organ  of  the  Good 
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Templars.  It  was  continued  as  such  until  October  20,  1870,  when  Pratt  & 
Delong  changed  the  name  to  the  Jefferson  Couuiy  Journal^  and  niade  it  an 
independent  sheet. 

In  1S71  WiUianfi  J.Allen  purchased  Pratt's  interest,  and  four  months  later 
S.  \\\  Hatch  Delong's  interest,  the  new  firm  being  Hatch  &  Alien.  The 
paper  was  contiiuied  by  these  gentleuien  until  the  health  of  Mr.  Halch  gave 
out,  when  he  sold  his  interest  to  Mr,  AUen^  who  has  since  been  its  efficient 
conductor. 

Tlie  AddDis  Herald  was  founded  in  March,  1S76,  by  H.  W.  Gunther  & 
Co.,  with  C.  W.  Jennings  as  editor,  and  continued  one  year,  when  the  ma- 
terials were  purchased  by  the  Journal. 

CARTHAGE. 

On  I)ece?i}ber  19,  1S39.  the  first  paper  appeared  in  Carthage,  tlie  most  of 
the  funds  being  furnished  by  PI.  McColiom,  then  the  leading  business  man 
of  the  place.  It  was  named  the  Cartluigenian,  and  David  Johnson  was  the 
editor.  It  was  a  weekly  Whig  paper,  but  principally  devoted  to  the  Black 
River  Canal.  June  iS,  1840,  William  H.  Plough  became  the  editor.  It  w^as 
a  six-column  folio. 

In  April,  1843,  the  paper  appeared  under  the  name  of  the  Black  River 
TuneSj  reduced  in  size,  with,  the  same  editor.  It  was  only  continued  for  a 
short  time. 

January  i,  1847,  ^lyron  F.  Wilson  began  the  publication  of  the  People's 
Press,  a  semi-monthly  neutral  paper.  In  the  third  number  W.  H.  Colston 
became  associate  editor,  and  in  September  L.  Jones  took  charge  of  it.  It 
was  soon  discontinued. 

In  January,  1S58,  W.  R.  Merrill  and  E.  R.  Cole,  who  were  publishing  a 
paper  in  Constableville,  were  prevailed  upon  to  bring  their  press  and  mate- 
rial to  Carthage,  and  A.  W.  Allen  started  the  Cartluv^e  Standard.  W.  R. 
Merrill  became  proprietor  soon  after  the  paper  was  started,  and  in  a  few 
months  it  was  published  by  Meriill  &  Cole,  with  Charles  T.  Hammond  as 
associate  editor. 

The  Standard  was  succeeded  in  December,  185S,  by  the  Black  Rn^er 
Jhidv^et,  which  was  published  by  Almont  Barnes  iand  Alva  Wdson.  This 
paper  was  continued  for  a  little  over  a  year.  Mr.  Barnes  became  sole  pro- 
prietor after  it  had  run  about  eight,  months. 

In  the  spring  of  i860  Maicus  Bickford  commenced  the  publication  of  the 
Republican^  with  O.  7\  Atwood,  associate  editor.  In  September,  1865, 
James  H.  Wilbur  became  proprietor,  and  Mr.  Bickford  was  retained  as  editor. 
In  September,  1866,  h\.  M.  \VillianiS  became  a  partner,  and  in  1872  the  sole 
proprietor.  It  was  during  his  administration  tliat  tiie  paper  was  enlarged  to 
Us  preseiit  size,  the  old  hand  press  discarded,  and  the  powt'r  press  intro- 
<Uired.    In  January,  1S73,  S.  R.  Pratt  became  proprietor.    Mr.  Pratt  started. 
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in  connection  v.iih  tlie  RipubUcan,  the  Farrricrs'  yourjial^  as  an  organ  of 
the  Stare  Grange,  and  sold  it  to  John  O'Donnell,  of  Lowville,  in  1876. 

In  April,  1S75.  Durham  eSc  Gillett  started  the  N^orthern  A^ew  Yorke?-,  and 
in  the  fall  Wesley  Earr  became  proprietor.  In  the  April  following  Jere. 
Coughlin  became  editor,  and  continued  so  until  the  paper  was  consolidated 
with  the  Republican. 

In  August,  1 87 6,  Llo.vd  G.  Chase  became  proprietor  of  the  Republican^ 
with  Jere.  Coughlin  as  associate  editor.    Mr.  Chase  is  the  present  proprietor- 

In  1S79  ^-  Bates  moved  his  press  and  material  from  Copenhagen,  and 
started  the  Carthage  Democrai.    It  lasted  about  three  months. 

In  March,  1876,  B.  G.  &  C.  E.  Seamans  started  the  Carthage  Leader, 
In  June  of  the  same  year  it  was  purchased  by  Jere.  Coughlin,  who  combined 
its  list  with  three  other  papers  in  starting  the  Watertcnvii  Herald. 

In  October,  10S7,  the  Carthage  7)-ibu7ic  was  siarted  by  a  stock  company, 
with  William  V>.  Kesler  as  editor  ?nd  business  manager.  G.  W.  Dickinson 
is  now  the  editor. 

THERESA. 

The  Theresa  Chronicle  was  started  at  Theresa,  January  14,  1848,  and  con- 
tinued 28  weeks,  published  by  Elisha  Church  Burt,  brother  of  Benjamin  Burt, 
of  Ox  Bow.  The  press  was  subsequently  removed  to  IMadrid,  St.  Lawrence 
County,  whence  it  was  taken  to  Canton.  The  Chronicle  was  to  a  large  ex- 
tent edited  by  James  L.  Bufford  and  William  Fayel.  The  latter  went  from 
Theresa  to  Lockport  and  was  engaged  in  the  conduct  of  the  Lockport  Journal 
something  like  two  years.  He  tlien  removed  to  St.  Louis  and  took  a  posi- 
tion upon  the  Republican,  v/hich  he  still  holds.  Mr.  Bufford  went  to  Boston, 
and  from  there  to  California,  where,  it  is  said,  he  was  killed  in  a  duel.  Vic- 
tor Cooper,  who  stili  resides  in  I'lieiesa,  worked  in  the  ofhce  of  the  Chronicle 
d.uring  the  time  of  its  publication,  and  afterwards  with  the  late  Alvin  Hunt,  of 
Watertown,  but  ultiuiaLely  abandoned  printing  to  engage  in  trade.  Mr.  Burt 
went  west  from  Theresa,  and  turned  up  a  soldier  in  the  late  war. 

When  Major  Durham  started  his  paper  in  Carthage,  in  1875,  he  proposed 
to  print  an  edition  for  Theresa,  to  be  called  the  Theresa  J ournal,  and  to  con- 
tain the  local  doings  of  that  thrifty  village.  The  enterprise,  however,  was 
short-lived,  and  Theresa  again  found  itself  without  a  newspaper  of  any  kind. 

In  1881,  or  thereabouts,  \V.  S.  Saunderson,  a  practical  printer,  went  to 
Theresa  and  started  a  paper,  which  he  called  the  Theresa  Advertiser,  and 
which  was  continuted  somewhere  about  two  years.  The  materials  were  finally 
brought  to  Watertown,  and  were  employed  in  the  newspaper  commenced 
by  Gen.  Bradley  Winslow,  called  the  Nortlie>  n  Xei.^  Yo-k  Rrpnblica?i,  and 
TnIt.  Saunderson  ohicated'as  foienian  in  the  ofiice.  'i'lie  ])apei  did  not  last 
a  great  while,  however,  and  the  materials  were  sold  to  the  proprietors  of  the 
Post,  and  are  now  in  use  in  that  office. 
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The  next  effort  to  give  the  Theresa  people  a  newspaper  was  made  by  Mr. 
\i\n  Siyke,  of  tlie  Anh^erp  Ga^clU,  who  dated  some  copies  of  his  paper  al 
Thcrrf.a,  calling  it  the  Scniinel.  That  arrangement  is  continued  by  Mr.  Van 
SKke's  successors.  Mr.  Beamen  at  one  time  had  charge  or  the  Theresa 
branch  ofnce  ;  at  another  time  Robert  Jackson  was  the  Theresa  editor. 

CAPE  VINXENT. 

'Hie  Cape  J^incent  Gazette  was  started  by  Paul  T.  Leach,  and  the  fust 
niitnber  was  dated  May  8,  1858,  It  was  succeeded  by  the  Frontier  J'a^rii^t, 
May  10,  1865.  with  P.  H.  Keenan,  editor  and  proprietor.  Mr.  Keenan 
entered  the  army  the  same  year,  when  the  name  of  Robert  Mitchell  appeared 
as  editor,  and  P.  H.  Keenan  as  proprietor.  In  the  fall  of  1862  Mitchell 
ed  himself  to  buy  a  new  stock  of  paper,  and  did  not  return.    The  Cape 

ll'uenl  I^ti^lc  appeared  on  the  loth  of  April,  1872,  established  by  Ames  & 
Ihui!.  Muiit  soon  after  sold  out  to  his  partner,  who  coritiriued  as  publisher 
till  tr.e  s[)ring  of  1877,  when  Mr.  Ames  disposed  of  his  [?a{)er  to  Charles  B. 
Wood,  who  subsequently  changed  the  name  to  the  Democratic  Eagle,  and 
has  since  conducted  it  with  success.    It  now  be?,rs  the  name  of  the  Cape 

I  'ill cent  Eagle. 

CLAYTON. 

The  first  paper  published  in  the  town  of  Clayton  was  started  in  May,  1873, 
when  two  young  men,  William  D.  Clark  and  George  Beden,  started  the  Clay- 
ion  Incttf>endent.  It  was  a  seven-column  folio,  and  was  printed  on  a  Wash- 
ington  hand  press.  Mr.  Beden  retired  from  the  partnership  after  tlie  first 
issue,  and  Mr.  Clark  continued  the  business  for  two  years  and  then  sold  out 
to  ^V.  \\.  Rees,  a  young  lawyer,  and  a  native  of  that  ]>lace.  Mr.  Rees  ran^ 
tlic  pa[.er  for  about  a  year,  when  he  sold  the  plant  to  Warren  W.  Ames,  of 
He  R'jyter.  He  soon  sold  out  to  George  A.  Lansing,  who  did  not  make  a 
fmancial  success  of  the  business.  Mr.  Ames,  again  having  control  of  the 
paper,  sold  a  half  interest  to  Frank  D.  Rogers,  then  of  Chaumont.  In  about 
a  year  Frank  D.  Braun  purchased  the  interest  of  W.  \V.  Ames,  and  for  two 
years  the  paper  was  published  by  llogers  &  Braun.  During  this  time  the 
paper  was  enlarged  to  a  five-column  quarto.  E.  C.  Rogers,  younger 
brother  of  Frank  D.,  purchased  the  interest  of  Mr.  Braun  and  a  power  press 
was  added.  For  three  years  tlie  business  was  successfully  carried  on  and  a 
large  circulation  was  secured.  In  the  winter  of  1882-83,  owing  to  disagree- 
ment in  the  management,  the  publication  of  the  paper  was  suspended. 

June  26,  1 883,  the  first  number  of  the  Clayton.  Standard  was  issued,  with 
C.  \\:.  vSj  V .  G.  thjcknel  as  editors  and  proprietors.  In  November,  18S4,  C.  E. 
lI<H,knel  purchased  the  interest  of  tiie  broLiier,  and  two  months  later  chan;:;ed 
the  name  of  the  paper  to  On  tne  St.  Lawrence.  A  year  later  Ratchford, 
Piiillips  &  Slate  purchased  the  paper.

In  the  sj-ring  of  1S84  the  Clay  foil  Itidcpoident  was  again  started  by 
Frank  D.  Rogers,  but  after  six  months  was  again  discontinued,  owing  to  a 
lack  of  patronage. 

In  the  spring  of  1SS5  E.  D.  &:  \y.  M.  Vincent  began  the  publication  of  a 
seven-column  foho,  called  the  Free  Press ^  but  failing  to  secure  a  fair  share  of 
the  patronage  soon  suspended. 

In  the  fall  of  18S6  W.  H.  Rees  purchased  the  plant  of  Ratchford,  Phillips 
&  Slate.  January  i,  iSSS,  Phillips  &  McCarn  purchased  the  paper  from 
W.  H.  Rees.  The  name  of  W.  B.  Phillips  now  appears  as  editor  and  pro- 
prietor. 

ANTWERP. 

The  Anhcerp  Gazette  v/as  commenced  by  James  Beaman,  September 
I,  1873.  He  sold  to  James  W.  Van  Slyke,  Decembei  24,  1S74,  who  con- 
'ducled  it  till  December  i?,  18SS.  He  then  sold  to  M.  H.  Bent.  Mr.  Van 
Sl}ke  stavtei-'l  S^X'c  rhilddeijdiia  ^^onlior^  May  i,  1883,  and  the  I'/'.eresa  Sea- 
//;/£?/,  November  t,  1SS6.  Both  papers  are  still  published,  and  issued  from 
the  ofhce  of  the  Gazette. 

BLACK  RIVER. 

The  Black  River  Herald,  weekly,  formerly  the  CrogJuui  Neivs,  was  estab- 
lished in  Black  River  in  May,  1889 ;  proprietor  and  editor,  P.  B.  Mereness  ; 
independent  in  politics.    It  suspended  publication  in  April,  1890. 

THE  THOUSAND  ISLANDS.

Fulls  where  tlie  Iiidiati^'  cliildreii  played; 
Aud  Fancy's  dream  my  lieart  bfguile.s 
WJiile  singing  thee,  thou  Thousand  Isles! 

The  Thousand  Islands  have  been  the  subject  of  descriptive  writers — poets, 
novelists,  historians,  tourists — since  they  were  first  visited  by  white  men,  all 
bearing  testimony  to  the  wondrous  natural  beauty  and  picturesqueness  of  this 
incomparable  region.  Long  before  the  advance  of  civilization  had  driven  the 
aborigines  hence  the  Indians  had  recognized  the  beauty  and  tranquil  grand- 
eur of  the  place,  and  had  designated  it  Manatoajia,  or  Garden  of  the  Great 
Spirit. 

For  many  years  before  the  locality  became  famous  as  a  summer  resort  a 
few  persons,  some  of  them  men  of  note,  made  this  their  favorite  fishing-ground 
and  summer  outing-place.    It  was  not  until  1S72,  however,  that  the  grand 
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nish  to  tliC  islands  coimnenced.  Since  tliat  time  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
doilais  have  been  expended  in  the  erection  cf  private  houses,  hotels,  and  pnb- 
li  •  i^trks.  a'id  in  the  iinprovcment  of  the  many  beautiful  islands,  of  which 
there  are,  in  this  famous  archipelago,  as  stated  officially  in  the  Treaty  of 
Ohent,  1,692. 

This  charming  locality  attracts  people  from  all  parts  of  the  United  States 
an.d  Canada,  and  from  Europe,  who  spend  a  portion  of  their  suinmers  here, 
hundreds,  almost  thousands,  of  whom  have  built  for  themselves  summer 
houses,  some  modest  but  comfortable,  while  others  are  more  pretentious,  and 
in  many  cases  grand  and  palatial.  The  scene  at  night  during  the  height  of 
the  season  is  gorgeous  mdeed.  At  that  time  the  cottages  on  the  islands  are 
mostly  illuminated  with  colored  lanterns,  and  the  steam  yachts,  with  their 
tay  parties,  go  Hitting  by,  the  whole  scene,  like  a  kaleidoscope,  continually 
c'langing,  bul  ever  beautiful  and  full  of  surprises. 

Mvich  of  historical  intere'^t  is  asGOciated  \vith  this  region,  which  has  four 
times  been  the  boundary  line  between  contending  nations.  Tiie  first  great 
strife  was  inaugurated  before  white  men  were  known  here,  and  was  car- 
ried on  between  the  two  great  savage  nations,  the  Algonquins  and  Iroquois, 
the  former  dwelling  for  the  most  part  to  the  northward  and  eastward,  while 
the  latter  had  their  principal  homes  along  the  lakes  and  rivers  of  Central  and 
Western  New  York.  Champlain  found  this  feud  in  existence  in  1608,  and 
f'.)rmed  an  alliance  with  the  Algonquins  againt  the  Iroquois,  which  made  the 
latter  nation  the  deadly  enemy  of  the  P'rench  ever  after.  Following  this 
sanguinary  period  came  one  not  less  bloody — the  French  and  Indian  war. 
The  next  period  of  strife  was  the  Revolutionary  war,  v/hich  was  followed  by 
the  War  of  1S12,  thoroughly  establishing  the  independence  of  the  United 
States.  The  hostile  events  of  1837-40,  generally  denominated  as  the 
"  Patriot  war,"  in  which  an  abortive  atten)ptl  was  made  to  revolutionize  the 
Canadas,  also  found  in  this  region  t'le  theater  of  operations. 

An  extensive  sketch  of  the  Thousand  Islands  should  include  a  particular 
description  of  the  portion  owned  by  private  individuals,  with  their  costly 
im{)rovements.  This  we  will  not  attempt  here,  but  will  simply  give  some 
account  of  the  public  parks  and  hotels,  which  receive  the  patronage  of  thous- 
ands of  visitors  during  the  summer  season. 

T/'ie  Thousand  Island  Park  Association  was  incorporated  as  ''^^he  Thous- 
and Island  Camp-Meeting  Association,"  in  December,  1874,  with  a  cap- 
ital stock  of  $15,000,  in  shares  of  $10.  Its  present  name  was  assunied  by 
special  act  passed  January  iS,  1879.  It  was  organized  as  a  religious  institu- 
tion, and  is  under  the  management  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  denomination, 
although  many  persons  not  of  tliis  denomination  have  residerices  upon  the 
grounds  and  particijiate  in  the  proceedings.  The  paik  is  located  upon 
Wells  or  Wellesley  Island,  and  occupies  liit*  Tioinl  kriown  ujion  Capt.  Owen's 
British  chart  of  1S18  as  Talavera  Head."  It  was  surveyed  by  Frank  A. 
t-i:nds,  of  Watertown,  in  1S75,  and  originally  embraced  a  tract  of  about  9S3 
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acres,  whicli  has  since  been  curtailed  by  the  sale  of  abvout  200  acres.  The 
capital  stock  was,  about  1883-84^  increased  to  $50,000,  and  a  large  hotel, 
facing  upon  a  tine  lawn  and  overlooking  the  river,  was  erected.  The  park 
contains  about  400  cottages,  and  i?  suppued  with  a  general  store,  meat 
market,  book  store,  plumber's  shop,  and  other  trade  conveniences.  A.  post- 
office  is  located  here,  and  a  deputy  customs  office  is  stationed  here  during 
the  season  of  navigation. 

The  tabernacle,  erected  at  the  head  of  St.  Lawrence  avenue,  will  seat  3,500 
people,  and  for  a  period  of  about  a  month,  in  July  and.  August,  interesting 
lectures,  meetings^  concerts,  etc.,  are  held  ahnost  daily.  A  system  of  sewer- 
age has  been  inaugurated.  Water  from  the  river  is  forced  by  a  steam  pump 
to  the  reservoir  tanks  on  the  mountain,  from  v/hence  it  is  very  generally  dis- 
tributed to  cottages  about  the  park.'  The  present  ofticers  are  George  P. 
I'olts,  president;  O.  P.  Hadcock,  treasurer;  and  W.  R.  Fitch,  secretary. 

Hie  Vi^csfjniusier  Pa^'k  Associ.rfion  of  ih.c  T/iouslukI  Jslamls  Vv^as  incorjjo- 
rated  in  1875  with  a  capital  f-tock  of  $50,000,  divided  into  shares  of  $ioo- 
each.  In  1877  the  capital  stock  was  reduced  to  $30,000.  The  association 
purchased  500  acres  on  the  northwest  point  of  Wells  Island,  known  on  Owen's 
chart  as  Point  Victoria,  having  nearly  five  miles  of  water  front  in  the  mean- 
ders of  the  shore.  In  addition  to  this  purchase  there  has  also  been  made 
another,  of  Isle  Mary,  or  Picnic  Point,  of  25  acres  area,  separated  from  the 
park  by  a  narrow  channel  a  fe  v  feet  in  width, connected  with  the  park  by  a  bridge. 
The  enterprise,  though  inaugurated  under  the  auspices  of  the  Presbyterians, 
is  not  intended  to  be  strictly  denominational.  Extensive  improvements  have 
been  made,  a  good  hotel  (11.  F.  Jnglehart,  pro[).)  and  numerous  fine  cottages 
erected,  and  withal  the  park  is,  with  other  resorts  upon  the  river,  growing  in 
patronage.    It  is  connected  by  steamer  with  Alexandria  Bay. 

Roi'nd  Tsl'jiid  Park  was  incorporate  J  in  1S79  with  a  capital  of  $50,000, 
in  shares  of  $100.  The  island  contains  about  175  acres,  and  has  been  laid 
out  into  400  lots,  besides  avenues,  ornamental  parks,  picnic  grounds,  etc. 
It  is  one  mile  long  and  from  800  to  1,200  feet  wide,  and  lies  about  a  quarter 
of  a  mile  from  the  mainland,  and  a  mile  and  a-half  from  Clayton  village. 
This  park  was  originally  under  the  especial  patronage  of  the  Baptists,  but  its- 
management  is  now  non-sectarian.  A  dock  260  feet  long  and  14  feet  m 
de[)th  v.'as  built,  and  in  1880  an  hotel  50  by  200  feet,  four  stories  high,  was 
erected.  In  1889  the  hotel  was  enlarged  and  greatly  improved,  and  will  now 
accommodate  between  400  and  500  guests. 

Central  Park  is  located  upon  the  mainland,  about  midw  ly  between  Alex- 
andria Bay  and  Thousand  Island  Park.  This  park  was  incorporated  about 
1881,  with  a  capital  stock  of  $25,000.  A  comuiodious  hotel,  now  under  the 
management  of  H.  F.  Inglehart,  and  12  cottages  have  been  erected,  with  suf- 
ficient docka;:^e  and  other  imj^roveinci-tts,  making  about  $40,000  ip.vested. 
The  present  officers  are  Byron  B.  I'aggart,  president  ;  O.  G.  Staples,  vice- 
president;  Joseph  Atweli,  Jr.,  secretary;  S.  T.  Woolworth,  treasurer. 
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Grami  Viciv  Park  was  surveyed  and  laid  out  as  a  public  park  in  1885. 
It  i^j  located  on  the  nor ihwesteiii  point  of  Welis  or  Wellesley  Island,  on 
wlial  was  given  the  name  of  "  Oporto  Head  "  on  Captain  Owen's  chart  of 
rSiS,  and  contains  about  25  acres.  It  is  the  enterprise  of  Hamilton  Child,  of 
Syracuse,  who,  in  1SS6,  erected  a  cottage  and  commenced  the  extensive  im- 
provements which  have  greatly  enhanced  the  natural  beauty  of  this  pictures- 
que spot.  Since  then  the  cottage  has  been  enlarged  and  used  as  an  hotel,  and 
numerous  private  residences  have  been  erected.  For  so  recent  a  venture  its 
growth  has  been  phenomenal,  owing  largely,  no  doubt,  to  its  central  location 
and  contiguity  to  the  best  fishing-grounds  in  the  Thousand  Island  region. 
I'his  park  has  22S  building  lots.  It  has  almost  hourly  connection  by  steamer 
witii  Thousand  Island  Park. 

Gremicll Island  Pa7'k  is  the  j)roperty  of  Samuel  B.  Grenneli,  who  for  more- 
than  30  years  has  resided  on  a  small  island  near  thct  upon  which  the  [)ark  is 
iucated,  and  willi  v/hich  it  is  connected  by  a  bridge.  This  park  was  stalled 
about  18S2,  and  is  situated  upon  what  is  known  on  the  early  charts  ?s  Stew- 
art or  jeffers  Island,  which  lies  south  of  Wells  Island,  opposite  Thousand 
Island  Park.  A  new  hotel  has  been  erected  on  the  small  island,  which  is 
owned  by  J.  I.  Sayles,  of  Rome,  and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  during  the 
season  of  1890.  Several  private  cottages  have  been  erected  on  the  larger 
island. 

Prospect  Park  occupies  a  tract  of  50  acres  upon  Bartlett  Point,  about  a 
mile  above  the  depot  at  Clayton.  It  has  been  laid  out  into  lots  and  streets, 
and  a  considerable  amount  of  grading  and  improvement  has  been  dene;  but 
it  has  not  as  yet  attracted  much  attention  from  island  visitors.  Tlie  point 
commands  a  fme  prospect,  and  was  the  scene  of  an  engagement  in  the  War 
of  1812-15. 

P.cfgrii'ood  Park  is  located  upon  the  mainland,  nea'-  the  village  of  Alexan- 
dria Day.  A  line  hotel,  or  clubliouse,  and  several  cottages  have  been  erected 
here.  It  contains  about  30  acres,  and  has  been  incorporated  by  the  Edge- 
wood  Park  Association,  composed  mostly  of  gentlemen  from  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

Murray  J/ ill  Park. — Hancock  or  Murray  Island  will  hereafter  be  known 
as  ]Murray  Hill  Park.  The  island  has  been  purchased  of  Captain  J.  A. 
Taylor,  the  former  owner,  by  a  syndicate  of  capitalists,  who  are  now  (May, 
1S90)  surveying  and  laying  it  out  in  lots  and  avenues.  The  island  is  well 
located,  and  no  doubt  will,  in  due  time,  become  a  very  popular  place  of 
summer  resort. 
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The  first  effort  to  improve  the  facilities  for  travel  in  this  section  of  the 
state  was  probably  made  in  1791.  v.-lien  Arthur  Noble  and  Baron  Steuben 
petitionev]  the  legislature  of  the  stale  of  New  Yor!'  for  a  road  "  from  the 
I/ULle  Falls  on  the  Mohawk  River  to  the  falls  on  the  Black  River  which  runs 
ft" 
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into  Lake  Ontario."  The  committee  in  the  kgifjlature  to  whom  the  petition 
was  referred  reported  in  favor  of  tlie  [noject,  bui  we  have  not  been  able  to 
ascertain  tliat  anything  further  was  accomphshed.  The  first  settlers  found 
their  way  into  the  country  by  using  the  navigable  channel  of  Black  River  from 
the  High  Falls  to  the  present  village  of  Carthage,  or  by  the  tedious  and  peril- 
ous navigation  of  the  lake,  by  way  of  Oswego. 

The  French  road. — In  anticipation  of  settlement  Rodolph  Tillier,  agent  of 
the  French  Company,  had  caused  to  be  opened  a  route  from  the  High  Falls, 
east  of  Black  River,  to  near  the  great  bend,  from  which  it  continued  in  a  line 
nearly  direct  to  the  present  village  of  Clayton.  A  branch  from  this  diverged 
from  the  head  of  navigation  on  Black  River  Bay,  but  these  roads^  though 
cleared  and  the  stumps  removed,  had  no  bridges,  and  consequently  were  of 
no  use  to  the  early  settlers.  This  road  fell  entirely  into  disuse,  and  it  is 
doubtful  whether  a  rod  of  it  is  now  traveled. 

llic  OyK<igaic/ik  ;-('i>.'/.— -The  firsl  traveled  road  in  the  county  norlh  of 
Black  River  owes  its  origin  to  Judge  Nathan  Ford,  of  Ogdensburg.  The 
road  extended  froni  Ogdensburg  to  Turin,  in  Lewis  County,  and  thence  to 
Albany.  It  entered  Jefferson  County  at  Ox  Bow,  in  the  town  of  Antwerp, 
where  it  met  the  Black  River  road,  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river.  Judge 
Ford,  in  a  letter  to  Samuel  Ogden,  announced  "having  finished  cutting  the 
road,  and  all  the  logs  turned,  excepting  about  eight  miles,  and  the  party  goes 
out  to-morrow  morning  to  finish  that  ;  after  which,  I  think,  the  road  may  be 
said  to  be  passable  for  sleighs,  although  there  is  considerable  digging  yet  to 
be  done,  as  well  as  crossways." 

The  road  was  first  opened  by  a  subscription  among  the  landholders,  and  its 
continuation  through  Lewis  County  was  long  known  as  the  Oswegatchie  road. 
The  sums  raised  by  these  means  proved  inadequate  to  build  the  road  of  the 
character  v.-liich  the  country  demanded,  and  narrow,  sectional,  arid  local  jeal- 
ousies were  found  to  embarrass  the  enterprise. 

It  was  next  attempted,  with  success,  to  obtain  state  patronage  for  this  work; 
and  on  April  9,  1804,  a  lottery  was  created  for  the  purpose  of  raising  the  sum 
of  $22,000  to  construct  a  road  from  Troy  to  Greenwich,  and  from  or  near 
the  head  of  Long  Falls,  in  the  county  of  Oneida,  to  the  mills  of  Nathan 
Ford,  at  Oswegatchie^  in  St.  Lawrence  County."  The  latter  was  to  be  six 
rods  wide,  and  Nat'nan  Ford,  Alexander  J.  Turner,  and  Joseph  FdscU  v/ere 
appoiiited  commissioners  for  making  it.  Of  the  above  sum  $12,000  was 
appropriated  for  this  road.  The  summer  of  [805  was  devoted  to  the  loca- 
tion and  opening  of  the  road,  and  on  October  26.  1805,  Judge  Ford  wrote  : 
"  I  have  just  returned  from  laying  out  the  State  road  between  Ogdensburg 
and  the  Long  Falls,  upon  Black  River,  and  I  am  happy  to  tell  you  we  have 
made  great  alterations  (from  the  old  road  )  for  the  better,  also  as  well  as 
shortening  the  distance." 
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An  act  was  passed  March  26,  1803,  for  opening  and  improving  certain 
great  roads  of  the  state  with  the  proceeds  of  a  lottery,  to  be  drawn  under  the 
supervision  of  Philip  Ten  Eyclc,  Thomas  Storm,  William  Henderson,  Mat- 
thias B.  Tallrnadge,  and  Jacobus  Van  Shoonhoven.  The  fund  so  raised  v/as 
intended  to  be  chielly  applied  to  the  opening  of  roads  in  the  Black  River 
country,  and  was  limited  to  $41,500.  Nathan  Sage,  Henry  Huntington,  and 
Jacob  Brown  were  appointed  commissioners  for  opening  a  road  from  Salina, 
and  thence  through  Redfield  to  Champion  and  St.  Lawrence  County,  and 
these  were,  by  an  act  passed  April  9,  1804,  authorized  and  empowered  to 
make  such  deviations  on  said  route  as  they  deemed  proper,  nothwithstanding 
the  provisions  of  the  original  act. 

Ji-cob  Bro\^'n,  Walter  Martin,  and  Peter  Scliinler  where  appointed  under 
the  act  of  March  26,  1803,  to  locaie  the  road  througli  tlie  Black  River  valley, 
which,  for  a  long  time,  Vvas  known  as  the  Si'a/e  )-oad,  and  $30,000  v/ere  ex- 
pended under  that  act.  Silas  Stow  acted  a  short  time  as  one  of  the  com- 
missioners, both  on  the  Black  River  and  the  Johnstown  section,  with  Brown, 
Martin,  and  Schuyler.  By  an  act  of  April  8,  1808,  Augustus  Sacket,  David 
{.  Andrus,  and  John  Meacham  were  empowered  to  lay  out  a  public  road  four 
rods  wide,  comrnencing  at  such  place  in  Brou-nville  and  Hounsfield  as 
shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the  commissioners,  best  unite  with  the  great  road 
leading  from  Plome  to  the  River  St.  Lawrence  at  Putnam's  ferry,  and  pursu- 
ing such  route  as  in  their  opinion  shall  best  accommodate  the  public  in  gen- 
eral, to  the  village  of  Salina." 

By  an  act  of  April  2,  1813,  the  surveyor-general  was  ''authorized  and  re- 
quired to  sell  and  dispose  of  so  much  of  the  unapjjropriated  lands  of  this 
state,  on  a  credit  of  12  months,  lying  in  the  county  of  Oneida,  called  the 
Fish  Creek  land,  as  shall  raise  the  sum  of  $4,o.')o  ;  and  the  same  is  hereby 
appropriated  for  im[.)roving  the  road  from  Sackets  Harbor,  on  Lake  Ontario, 
to  the  village  of  Rome,  in  the  county  of  Oneida,  being  the  road  heretofore 
laid  out  by  comnriissioners  appointed  by  the  state,  and  pay  the  same  over  to 
Henry  Huntington,  Clark  Allen,  and  Dan  Taft,  v»'ho  are  hereby  appointed 
superintendents  to  take  charge  of  the  expenditures  of  said  sum,  for  the  ob- 
jects aforesaid." 

An  act  was  passed  April  i,  1814,  appointing  William  Smitli,  George  Bray- 
ton,  and  Benjamin  W'right  to  lay  out  a  road  from  Salina  to  Smith's  Mills 
(Adams),  to  intersect  at  that  place  the  State  road  from  Rome,  through  Red- 
field  and  Lorraine,  to  Brownvilie.  The  road  was  completed  to  Adams,  and 
was  long  known  as  the  Sait  Point  road.  In  1816  a  State ^road  was  directed 
to  be  lai  I  out  from  Lowville  to  Hendersoii  Harl^or,  wiiich  v.-as  surveyed,  but 
the  vyiiole  of  it  v,'as  not  opened.  A  road  from  hrtnch  Creek  to  Watertovvn 
was,  by  an  ad  of  April  i,  1824,  directed  to  be  made  under  th.e  supervision  of 
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Amos  Stebbins,  Azariah  Doane,  and  Henry  H.  Coffeen.  By  an  act  of  April 
19,  1S34,  T.oicn  Bailey,  Azanah  V/alton,  anu  E.  G.  Merrick  were  appointed 
to  lay  out  a  road  along  the  St.  Lawrence,  from  near  the  line  of  Lyme  and 
Clayton,  to  Chippewa  Bay,  in  Hamniond.  The  cost,  not  exceeding  $100  per 
mile,  was  to  be  taxed  to  adjacent  lands  ;  and  in  1836,  1838,  and  1839  the 
act  was  amended  and  extended.  April  4,  18.^1,  a  State  road  was  authorized 
to  be  laid  out  from  Carthage  to  Lake  Champlain,  which  was  subsequently 
surveyed  and  opened  the  whole  distance. 

The  enterprise  of  individual  proprietors  led,  at  an  early  day,  to  the  open- 
ing of  extended  lines  of  roads,  among  which  were  the  Morris  and  Hammond 
road,  the  Alexandriaroad,  etc.  The  tour  of  President  ^donroe  in  1817  proba- 
bly led  to  the  project  of  uniting  the  two  prominent  military  stations  of  Platls- 
burgh  and  Sackets  Harbor  by  a  military  road,  which  was  soon  after  begun. 
-A  report  of  John  C.  Calhoun,  then  Secretary  of  War,  dated  January  7,  1819,. 
mentions  tliis  among  other  national  works  then  in  piogress.  The  labor  was 
done  by  relief  parties  of  soldiers  from  these  gairisous,  who  received  an  extra 
allowance  of  15  cents  and  a  gill  of  whisky  daily.  The  western  extremity, 
from  Sackets  Harbor,  through  Brosvnville,  Pamelia  Four  Corners,  and  Red- 
v/ood,  to  Hammond,  and  from  Plattsburgh  to  the  east  line  of  Franklin  County,, 
only  were  completed.  The  care  of  the  general  government  ended  with  the- 
opening  of  these  roads,  and  the  portion  in  this  coanty  has  been  maintained 
as  a  town  road. 

TURNPIKES. 

The  Oneida  and  Jcffeysoi  Turjtpike  Coiipany  v/as  incorporated  April  8, 
]8o8,  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  road  from  Rome  7'ia  Redheld  and  Malta. 
(Lorraine)  to  Putnam's  ferry,  on  the  St.  Lawrence.  The  persons  named  in' 
tlie  act  were  Nathan  Sage,  Peter  Colt,  Augustus  Sacket,  Jacob  Brown,  David' 
Smith,  and  FJiphalet  Edmonds  ;  capital,  4;7co  shares  of  $25  each.  A 
company  with  the  same  name  and  a  capital  of  $20, coo  was  chartered  May  3, 
1834,  but  never  got  into  efficient  operation.  The  commissioners  named 
were  Elisha  Camp,  Thomas  C.  Chittenden,  Clark  Allen,  Ira  Seymour,  Nelson 
Darley,  and  Alanson  Bennet. 

The  St.  Law}C}icc  Tiiy?ipiJze  Coinpaiiy^  formed  April  5,  18 10,  of  29  leading; 
landholders  of  Northern  New  York,  headed  by  J.  Le  Ray,  built,  in  i&  12-13, 
a  turnpike  from  a  point  five  and  a  half  miles  north  of  Carthage  to  Bangor, 
Franklin  County.  They  were,  in  1813,  released  from  completing  the  /dV7//////V 
which  had  originally  been  intended  to  be  the  Long  Falls  and  Malone.  The 
road  was  opened  under  the  supervision  of  Russell  Attwater,  and  built  from 
the  proceeds  of  lands  subscrit)ed  for  its  construction  along  the  route.  Dur- 
ing the  war  it  was  a  source  of  great  profit,  but  afterwards  fell  into  disuse,  and' 
the  com|)3ny  v;as,  by  an  act  of  A|>ri!,  i  .S26,  .1!!  -v\  od  to  abandon  it  to  the  public. 

Thi:  O-^dciisburi^  I'unipike  Conipa  iiy.^{ox\\\KtA  June  8,  i  S  i  2,  cajjital  $50,000,^ 
and  mainly  sustained  by  David  Parish,  soon  after  built  a  turnpike  from  Car- 
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that'e  to  Ogdensburg,  by  way  of  Antwerp,  Rossie,  and  Morrislovvn.  This 
was  also,  by  act  of  April,  1S26,  sutrendered  to  the  public.  Ey  an  act  passed 
March  30,  iSii,  the  4'0"^'ei"f"i-0J*  was  to  appoint  coinniissionery  to  lay  out  two 
turnpikes.  One  of  these  was  to  pass  from  Lowville,  by  way  of  Munger's 
Mills  and  Watertown,  to  Brownville;  the  other  from  Munger's  Mills  to  Sackets 
Harbor, 

On  February  13,  1812.  James  Le  Ray  asked  permission  of  the  legislature 
10  make  a  turnpike  road  from  Chaumont,  in  the  town  of  Brownville,  to  Cape 
\Tncent.  and  from  the  Black  River,  opposite  the  village  of  Watertown,  to  inter- 
sect the  St.  Lawrence  turnpike  road  at  or  near  where  the  same  crossed  the 
Indian  River,  in  tlie  town  of  Le  Ray.  Tlie  war  which  soon  ensued  diverted 
attention  for  a  time  from  this  improvement  ;  but  in  March,  I015,  an  act  was 
passed  empowering  Le  R.ay  to  build  the  Cape  Vincent  turnpike  from  that 
]ilace  to  }?erch  River.  On  April  12,  1S16,  he  was  allowed  to  extend  the 
road  to  Brownville  village.  By  an  act  of  April  21,  183 1,  this  road  was 
surrer.d'^rcd  to  the  public,  and  with  it  ended  the  era  of  turnpikes  in  the 
•county. 

PLANK  ROADS. 

The  first  plank  road  in  the  county  was  completed  in  1848,  and  extended 
from  Watertown  to  Sackets  Harbor.  The  LoivviUe  ajid  Carthage  Flank 
Road  v.'as  inspected  August  4,  1849.  The  Carthage  and  Antwerp  Plank 
Road  was  inspected  November  13,  1849.  The  Sterling  Bush  anil  North 
ll'ilna  Plank  Road,  connecting  the  last  road  vv^ith  the  village  of  Louisburg, 
or  Sterling  Bush,  in  Lewis  County,  was  finished  about  1854.  The  Gouverneur, 
Somen  ille,  a/id  Ayitiverp  lUank  Road  was  inspected  November  14,  1849.  A 
continuous  line  of  plank  roads  connected  this  with  Ogdensburg,  Canton, 
and  thedei)ot  of  Canton  and  TvLadrid  on  the  Northern  Railroad,  and  one  mile 
from  Antwerp  village  with  the  Hauunoid,  Ilossie,  and  Antwerp  J^lank  Road,  in- 
spected October  24,  1S50,  20  miles  in  length,  passing  tl}rough  Rossie  vallage, 
and  connecting  with  the  village  of  Morristown.  At  the  village  of  Ox  Bow 
it  connected  with  the  Evans  Mills  and  Ox  Bow  Plank  Road,  17  miles  lonp^, 
completed  in  June,  1S52.  The  Fanielia  and  Kvans  Mills  Plank  Road,  con- 
tinuing this  route  to  Watertown,  was  completed  in  June,  1850.  Antwerp  and 
Watertown  were  connected  by  the  Ani:^erp,  Sterlingi'ille,  and  Great  Bend 
J^lank  Road,  completed  in  August,  1849,  and  the  Watertown  and  Great  Be/id 
Plank  Roatl,  comphisd  late  in  the  same  year.  The  latter  passed  through  the 
villages  of  Black  River  and  Felt's  iNlills.  At  the  village  of  Great  Bend  this 
and  the  former  road  connected  with  the  Great  Be/id  and  CopeJiJiagen  Plajik 
Road,  completed  in  November,  2849.  This  road  passed  through  Champion 
village,  and  connected  with  the  R ntlvid  and  CJiauipl^n  Plank  Road,  which 
exteiided  from  Copenhagen  to  within  three  and  a  half  niiles  of  Watertown 
village,  and  was  completed  in  August,  1849.    This  line  was  continued  to 
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Watertown  village  b}'  the  Watertowii  Plajik  and  Turnpike  Road,  which  was 
complet^^d  in  Septennbcr,  1849. 

The  V/aterio-Lvn  Ceuiral  Flank  Road^  two  miles  long.  Qompleted  in  August, 
1849.  was  at  first  designed  to  connect  with  other  roads,  forming  a  line  of 
plank  roads  to  Syracuse,  but  the  building  of  the  railroad  necessitated  the 
abandonment  of  the  p>lan.  The  Adains  and  Ellisburgh  Flank  Road  was 
completed  in  June,  1849,  ^"^^  connected  with  roads  to  Syracuse,  Oswego,  etc. 
The  Dexter^  Bro^iniville,  and  I^ainella  Flank  Road,  connecting  Pamelia  vil- 
lage with  Dexter,  was  completed  in  October,  1850.  It  was  continued  by  the 
Dexter  and  Limerick  Flank  I\.oad  to  the  town  line  of  Lyme,  towards  Cape 
Vincent,  completed  in  May,  1850.  It  also  connected  with  the  Fexfer  and 
Hour.sfield  Flaiik  Road,  which  ran  from  Dexter  to  the  IWiierfown  and  Saekets 
Harbor  Road  near  the  latter  place.  A  line  of  roads  from  Alexandria  33ay  to 
Wateitovv-n  was  projected,  and  mostly  fmisi'ed,  consisting  of  the  Theresa  and 
Alexandria  Fay  J  dank  d'oad,  12  miles  long,  completed  in  December,  1849, 
and  the  Theresa  J^lank  Road^  towards  Evans  Mills,  of  which  about  four  miles 
were  completed  in  July,  1S52.  Tiie  Ihieresa  and  Cdayton..  l^lank  Road, 
between  these  places,  was  completed  in  June,  1850,  This  road  passed 
through  La  Fargeville. 

I'hese  roads- generally  contributed  much  to  the  prosperity  of  the  country 
for  a  time,  until  the  railroads  were  extended  through  the  county,  when  the 
system  was  abandoned  and  the  lines  transformed  into  graveled  or  ordinary 
turnpikes.  Nothing  now  remains  to  remind  the  traveler  of  their  existence^ 
save  here  and  there  a  })iece  of  scantling  or  broken  plank. 

RAILROADS. 

The  Waiertoian  and  Rome  I\ailroad  was  incorporated  April  17,  1832. 
The  company  was  empowered  to  build  a  railroad  from  Rome  to  Watertown, 
and  thence  to  St.  Lawrence  River  or  Lake  Ontario,  or  both,  with  a  capital 
of  $i, 000, 000,  in  Eiiarcs  of  $100.  The  charter,  which  was  repeatedly  revived 
and  amended,  was  never  allowed  to  expire,  and  after  years  of  patient  and 
preserving  effort  the  road  was  opened.  Work  v/as  commenced  at  Rome  in 
November,  1848,  and  soon  after  at  other  im[)ortant  points,  and  the  road  was 
so  far  completed  as  to  allow  the  passage  of  trains  to  Camden  in  the  fall  of 
1849.  May  28,  185 1,  tlie  road  was  completed  to  Pierrepont  Manor,  and  a 
large  party  from  Watertovrn,  Rome,  and  other  sections  assembled  to  cele- 
biate  the  era  of  the  entrance  of  the  first  railroad  train  into  Jefferson  County. 
The  first  engine  reached  Vv'atertown  September  5,  at  1 1  o'clock  at  night,  and 
on  the  24th  of  the  same  month  its  completion  to  that  place  was  again  cele- 
brated with  festivities.  On  November  20  it  was  finished  to  Chauhiont  and 
in  April,  1852,  to  Ca]:»c  \^incent.  The  iirst  oflicers  were  Orville  iiungerford, 
[irt-sident ;  Clark  Rice,  secretary ;  and  Orville  V.  Brair.ard,  treasurer.  Mr. 
Hungerford  died  before  the  road  v;as  completed,  and  on  April  10,  1851, 
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Hon.  Wiliiarn  C.  Pierrepont  was  elected  president.  The  total  length  of  the 
line  was  97  J  miles,  and  its  total  cost  $1,957,99^. 

In  janiiary,  i852,<a  company  was  organized  to  construct  a  road  from 
Watertovvn  to  Potsdam  Junction,  a  point  on  the  Vermont  Central  Railroad, 
which  latter  extends  from  Ogdensburg  to  Rouse's  Point,  at  the  foot  of  Lake 
Champlain.  The  Potsdam  branch,  76  miles  in  length,  was  completed  in 
1854,  and  up  to  1S60  was  called  the  Potsdain  and  Waicrioivn  Railroad^  when 
it  came  into  the  possession  of  the  Watertown  and  Rome  Railroad  Company, 
in  1861-62  the  latter  company  put  down  a  track  from  De  Kalb  Junction,  a 
point  on  the  Potsdam  and  Watertown  road,  to  Ogdensburg,  a  distance  of  19 
miles,  and  the  roads  were  consolidatet^  and  the  names  changed  by  the  legis- 
lature to  tlie  Ronie^  Wa^criown^  and  Ogd^Jishurg  Railroad  Company. 

In  tS66  the  Oszvego  and  Rome  Railroad,  extending  from  Oswego  29  miles 
10  Richland,  was  put  in  operation  and  leased  to  tlie  R.,  W.  is:.  O.  The  Syj  a- 
luse  NortJiern  Railroad,  extending  from  Syracuse  to  Sandy  Creek  Junction 
on  tliC  R.,  W.  (Jc  O  R.  R.,  was  completed  in  1S70,  and  in  1S75  ^""-^^^  coiisoli- 
dated  with  the  latter,  llie  Lake  Ontario  Shore  Railroad,  running  from 
Oswego  west  to  Charlotte  (Rochester's  port  of  entry),  and  to  its  western  ter- 
minus at  Niagara  Falls  and  Suspension  Bridge,  ont  he  Niagara  River,  150 
miles,  was  also  merged  in  the  R.,  W.  cl:  O.  in  January,  1875. 

The  Utica  and  Black  River  Railicay  was  opened  from  Utica  to  Boonviile, 
Oneida  County,  a  distance  of  35  miles,  in  1855.  In  1868  the  line  was  put 
in  operation  to  Lowville,  Rewis  County,  a  further  distance  of  24  miles.  In 
1872  it  reached  Carthage,  16  miles  farther.  The  original  plan  to  construct 
a  line  to  Clayton,  Morristown,  and  Ogdensburg,  on  the  St.  Lawrence  River, 
was  not  immediately  carried  out.  While  the  division  between  Lowville  and 
Carthage  was  in  course  of  construction  a  company  was  organized  in  Water- 
town,  under  the  title  of  Cariliage,  IVatrrio-dni^  ami  Sackels  Harbor  Railroad 
Co?}ipany,  and  a  road  constructed  in  1S72,  from  Watertown  to  Carthage,  18 
miles,  which  was  completed  about  the  tune  the  Utica  and  Black  River  Com- 
pany reached  tlie  same  point.  Upon  the  com]>letion  of  the  road  from  Wa- 
tertown to  Carthage  it  was  leased  to  the  Utica  and  BlacK  River  Company. 

In  1873  Clayfon  a/:d  Theresa  Raihoa/l \\?^.s  comj:)leted,  mainly  through 
the  efforts  of  Alden  F.  Barker  and  Russell  B.  Biddlecom,  and  in  1885  was 
consolidated  with  the  Utica  and  Black  River  system.  In  1 874  the  Carthage, 
Watertown,  and  Sackets  Harbor  Company  completed  a  road  from  Watertown 
to  Sackets  Harbor,  which  was  the  same  year  leased  to  the  Utica  and  Black 
River  line.  * 

7he  Black  River  and  lilorrisioivn  Railway  {-Ao-di  articles  of  incorporation 
with  the  secretary  of  state  March  22,  1870,  The  cnpital  stock  was  fixed  at 
$600, coo,  and  Philadelplvii,  in  Jefferson  County,  and  Morristown,  in  St. 
Lawrence  County,  were  made  the  Icrmini  of  the  road.  The  length  of  the 
proposed  line  was  37  miles.  Tiie  railroad  was  opened  from  Philadelphia  to 
Theresa,  a  distance  of  eight  miles,  in  December,  1872,  and  by  October,  1S73, 
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the  work  v/as  nearly  completed.  On  October  29,  1873,  the  company 
contracted  v;lth  the  Utica  and  Black  River  RaiJvvay  Company  to  complete 
the  road,  giving  that  company  the  use  of  the  road  for  eight  years,  and  trans- 
ferring to  them  the  unexpended  bahmce  of  $500,000  in  bonds  issued  by  the 
Black  River  and  Morristovvn  Company.  Under  this  contract  the  road  was 
•completed  and  opened  to  Redwood  in  November,  1874,  and  to  Morristown 
in  November,  1875.  Connection  v/as  soon  after  made  to  Ogtlensbiirg.  It 
remained  under  the  control  of  the  U.  &  B.  R.  R,  R.  until  the  latter  v/as  leased 
to  the  R.  W.  &  O. 

On  April  15,  1886,  the  Rome,  \Yatertovvn,  and  Ogdensburg  Railroad  leased 
the  lines  of  the  Utica  and  Black  River  Railroad,  and  since  that  time  the 
lines  have  been  under  one  management,  the  system  being  known  as  the 
Rome,  Watertown,  and  Ogdensburg  Railroad  Company.  The  general  offices 
of  the  company  are  located  at  Oswego,  and  the  following  are  its  present 
officers  :  Charlon  Paisons,  president,  New  York  ;  Charles  Parsons,  Jr., 
vice-])resident,  New  York;  J.  A.  Lawyer,  secretary  and  treasurer,  New 
York  ;  R.  E,  Srniley,  assistant  :.ecretary,  Watertown  ;  K.  S.  Bov/en,  general 
manager,  Oswego  ;  Edwin  Parsons,  assistant  general  manager  and  general 
pu.rchasing  agent,  New  York;  M.  B.  Sloat,  auditor,  Oswego;  L.  A.  Emer- 
son, general  trafnc  manager,  New  York  ;  F.  W.  Parsons,  general  freight 
agent,  Oswego;  Theodore  Butterfield,  general  passenger  agent,  Oswego  ; 
H.  T.  Frary,  paymaster  and  traveling  agent,  Osv/ego;  G.  H.  Maseltine, 
superintendent  of  motive  power  and  machinery,  Osv.-ego ;  W.  W.  Curries, 
superintendent  transportation,  Oswego;  \V.  S.  Jones,  superintendent  mdcfdle 
and  eastern  divisions,  Watertown;  H.  W,  Hammond,  assistant  superintend- 
etjt  eastern  division,  Carthage;  J.  H.  McEwan-,  assistant  superintendent 
western  divisioj^,  Oswego. 

In  1837  the  Tnnfon  and  Sac  kefs  Harbor  Railroad  was  cliarteied,  but  no 
work  was  ever  done.  In  1850  the  Sachets  Harbor  and  EUisbiirg/i  Railroad 
Covipany  \vas  organized,  and  June  1,  1S53,  was  completed  to  Pierrepont 
Manor  and  opened  for  the  regular  passage  of  trains.  It  was  run  to  connect 
v,'ith  the  R.,  \V.  ■fx:  O.  Railroad  at  the  Manor,  and  with  the  Ontario  and  St. 
Lawrence  Steamboat  Company  at  the  Harbor.  The  road  was  abandoned 
in  1862. 

A  company  called  the  Sackeis  Harbor  arid  Saratoga  Railroad  Company  was 
incorporated  in  April,  1S48,  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  road' from  the 
first  named  point  via  Watertown,  Carthage,  and  Castorville,  and  through 
the  wilderness,  to  Saratoga,  and  eventually  to  Boston,  Mass.  No  part  of  the 
road  in  this  county  was  ever  built. 

The.  Carthage  and  Adirondack  Railroad. — The  building  of  this  road  was 
the  consummation  of  a  project  conceived  by  George  Gilbert, of  Carthage,  N.Y. 
as  early  as  1865.  .-\t  that  time  very  lii tie  lumbering  had  been  doiie  in  tlie 
country 'now  tributary  to  this  road.  A  tannery  had  then  recently  been 
erected  at  Natural  Bridge  village,  and  at  Harrisville,  Lewis  County.  The 
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large  lumber  interest  at  Gouverneur,  St.  Lawrence  County,  that  has  now  for 
more  than  20  yeais  diawn  almost  entirely  from  this  section  for  its  supply  of 
logs,  was  then  in  embryo.  Little  was  then  known  of  the  large  mineral  resour- 
ces of  this  locality  ;  yet  small  quantities  of  very  excellent  iron  ore  had  been 
mined,  and  the  sanguine  predicted  its  existence  in  endless  quantities.  By 
occasional  trips  through  this  section  Mr.  Gilbert  had  become  acquainted  with 
the  l.irge  resources  of  the  locality  in  its  forests,  and  the  great  wealth  that  might 
be  derived  therefrom  if  some  adequate  mode  of  transportation  could  be  pro- 
vided. The  importance  of  penetrating  this  country  with  a  railroad,  haying 
its  starting  point  at  Carthage,  began  to  be  discussed  by  him,  and  while  every 
one  conceded  the  desirableness  of  such  an  enterprise  if  it  could  be  accom- 
plished, yet  the  poverty  of  the  country  to  be  directly  benefited  was  so  great 
as  to  lead  most  people  to  view  it  as  a  quixotic  undertaking.  Nevertheless 
the  project  found  some  friends  who  thought  it  worthwhile  to  try  and  see  how 
much  interest  could  be  developed. 

Acting  upon  this  idea  Mr.  Gilbe.*-t  prep^jiid  a  bill  and  submitted  the  same 
to  the  legislature  of  1866,  providing  for  the  incorporation  of  a  company 
with  power  to  construct  a  railroad  from  Carthage,  Jefferson  County,  N.  Y., 
to  some  point  on  the  Oswegatchie  River,  at  or  near  Harrisville,  in  Dianci 
Lewis  County,  and  to  purchase  timber  lands  in  unlimited  quantities  and  en- 
gage in  the  business  of  lumbering.  This  bill  was  amended  by  the  legislature 
by  striking  out  the  provision  empowering  the  company  to  purchase  lands,  etc., 
and  then  passed  it.  It  became  a  law,  bn.t  without  the  clement  that  in  the 
judgment  of  its  author  made  it  of  any  particular  value.  Nevertheless  it 
served  the  purpose  of  forming  a  nucleus  which  was  of  some  service  in  work- 
ing up  the  scheme.  In  the  fall  of  1866  very  thorough  preliminary  surveys 
were  made  between  Carthage  and  Harrisville.  Statistics  were  collected,  and 
in  the  following  winter  a  repoit  showing  the  feasibility  of  the  route  and  the 
resources  of  the  country  v/as  made  and  published.  This  report  was  very 
gi;nerally  circulated  and  attracted  much  attention.  Carthage  was  then  a 
village  of  nearly  2,000  inhabitants,  nearly  equal  to  the  number  of  inhabitants 
in  all  the  remaining  country  along  the  line  of  this  proposed  road.  The  prop- 
osition was  then  to  build  a  railroad  about  20  miles  in  length  through  a  sec- 
tion of  country  containing  no  men  of  large  means,  and  where  the  business 
necessary  to  its  maintenance  would  have  to  be  created  to  a  very  great  extent. 
Nevertheless  confidence  in  the  scheme  began  to  increase.  In  the  following 
yeartlie  Clifton  Company  began  the  construction  of  a  railroad  from  its  mines, 
in  the  town  of  Clifton,  St.  Lawrence  County,  to  De  Kalb  Junction,  on  the 
Rome,  Watertown,  and  Ogdensburg  Railroad,  using  wood  rails  instead  of  iron. 
This  was  a  new  idea,  and  seemed  to  be  a  feasible  one  for  a  pioneer  road  in 
a  country  where  timber  was  abundant.  In  the  fall  of  this  year  preliminary 
surveys  were  made  from  Harrisvilu^  to  a  point  of  intersection  with  the  Clif- 
ton road  in  the  town  of  Russell,  St.  Lawrence  County,  and  soon  after  the 
work  of  securing  pledges  for  a  sufiiciunt  amount  of  stock  to  organize  a  com- 
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pany  under  the  general  law  for  the  incorporation  of  railroad  companies  was 
set  about  in  good  c  iraest,  and  prosecuted  with  a  zeal  that  seemed  to  preclude 
all  doubt  of  success. 

In  December  foiio.ving  the  persons  pledging  subscriptions  for  stock  in  the 
company  to  be  organized  met  at  the  hotel  in  Harrisville  and  selected  a 
board  of  directors  ;  but  the  articles  of  association  then  adopted  were  not 
signed,  and  the  lo  percent,  was  not  paid  in  until  the  latter  part  of  June, 
iS6S.  It  was  provided  that  the  company  should  be  known  by  the  name  of 
the  Black  Rivei'  and  St.  Laior^iicc  Railway  Company.  The  length  of  the 
proposed  road  was  to  be  38  miles,  and  was  to  extend  from  the  Black  River 
at  Carthage  to  the  point  of  intersection  above  named.  The  amount  of 
capital  stock  as  fixed  in  the  articles  of  association  was  $380,000.  The 
board  of  directors  selected  to  serve  the  first  year  v/as  composed  of  George 
Gilbert,  ITezekiah  Dickeiman,  Richard  Gallagher,  Jackson  Weaver,  Samuel  H. 
Beach,  Joseph  Pahner,  Wiliiain  Palmer^ William  Hunt,  Silas  Bacon,  George  M. 
(ylea-on,  Henry  Ki::',!non,  Lucius  Carj-,  and  George  Smith.  Samuel  \\.  Beach 
v/as  rnadc  president;  George  Gilbert,  vice-president  and  secretary;  and 
Henry  Rushton,  treasurer.  In  the  v/inter  of  186S  laws  v/ere  passed  author- 
izing the  company  to  use  wood  rails  instead  of  iron  ;  also  authorizing  the  sev- 
eral towns  along  the  route  of  the  proposed  road  to  issue  bonds,  and  subscribe 
for  and  take  stock  in  this  company.  In  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the 
last  named  law  the  town  of  Wilna  subscribed  for  stock  to  the  amount  of 
$50,000;  the  town  of  Diana,  Lev/is  County,  subscribed  for  a  like  amount; 
and  both  of  these  towns  paid  their  subscriptions  in  full.  The  town  of 
Edwards,  in  St.  Lawrence  County,  subscribed  for  stock  to  the  amount  of 
$35,000,  but  paid  only  a  smjall  part  of  its  subscription.  The  v/ork  of  build- 
ing this  road  was  let  to  Rov;,  Fields  &  Co._,  of  Brockville,  Canada,  in  the 
winter  of  186S-69. 

The  woik  of  construction  was  actually  commenced  on  April  29,  1869,  and 
prosecuted  by  the  contractors  until  nbout  the  middle  of  October  of  tiie  same 
year,  vvhen  some  difficulty  arose  between  the  directors  of  the  company  and 
the  contractors,  resulting  in  the  directors  assuming  the  work  of  construction 
and  the  discharge  of  the  contractors.  Litigation  ensued,  but  was  subse- 
quently settled  ;  work  was  suspended  during  the  winter,  but  resumed  in  the 
spring  and  prosecuted  in  a  very  moderate  way  until  late  in  the  fall,  when 
further  operations  were  stopped  for  the  want  of  funds.  The  road  was  oper- 
ated, so  far  as  completed,  for  a  part  of  one  year,  when  it  was  practically 
abandoned,  and  nothing  further  of  any  moment  was  done  with  it  until  the  or- 
ganization of  the  Carihagc  and  Adiro/idark  Rail:aay  Company  in  the  spring 
of  1883.  For  sometime  previous  to  this  Byron  D.  Benson,  of  Titusville,  Pa.,, 
had  been  investigating  the  extent  and  character  of  the  depo'^its  of  iron  ore  at 
Tayvillc,  Fme,  and  oiiier  points  in  Si.  Lawrence  County,  the  title  to  v.'liich 
had  been  secured  by  Joseph  Palmer,  of  Harrisville,  to  be  used  in  aid  of  the 
completion  of  this  road.    Mr.  Benson  and  his  associates  became  satisfied 
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that  these  ores  were  of  sufiicient  value  to  warrant  the  construction  of  a  rail- 
road from  Carthage  to  Jayvilie,  and  a  company  v/as  organized  for  that  pur- 
pose, as  above  stated.  I'he  properly  and  franchises  of  the  Black  River  and 
St.  Lawrence  Railway  Company  were  transferred  to  the  new  organization, 
and  the  work  of  construction  was  commenced  and  prosecuted  for  a  short 
time,  and  then  suspended  until  i8S6,  when  the  road  was  completed  to  Jay- 
vilie, a  distance  of  about  29  miles.  In  the  summer  of  18S7  an  extension  was 
com.menced  from  Jayvilie  to  Little  River,  in  the  township  of  Chaumont,  St, 
Lawrence  County,  which  was  completed  in  the  summer  of  18S9. 

Although  not  as  mucli  iron  ore  has  been  transported  over  this  road  as  its 
promoters  expected,  yet  in  other  respects  the  widsom  of  its  construction  has 
been  fully  denionstrated,  and  the  shipment  of  ore  will  undoubtedly  be  greatly 
augmented  at  no  distant  day.  The  present  company  is  an  outgrowth  of  the 
former  one,  and  it  is  evident  that  neither  v/ould  have  been  formed  and  the 
road  not  coriSiructed  but  fur  the  untiring  eltorts  of  Mi.  Gilliert  from  the  Uai 
conception  of  the  enterp.risc  until  the  fall  of  J  869,  sub^ecju';r>tly  reeaforced  by 
Mr.  Palmer's  efforts  in  directing  attention  to  the  mineral  resources  of  the 
country  ])enetrated  by  it. 

T/ie  Rome  and  Carthage  Railroad  is  a  contemplated  line,  with  terminal 
points  at  the  places  named.  The  company  has  been  incorporated,  and  J.  C. 
Smith,  of  R.ome,  is  president;  Chester  Ray,  of  Martinsburg,  vice-president; 
A.  W.  Orton,  of  Rome,  secretary  and  treasuref. 

TJie  Dexter  aud  Ontario  I^ailroad  is  also  a  contemplated  line  to  extend 
from  Dexter  village  to  connect  with  the  R.,  VV.  &  O.,  about  two  miles  from 
Brownville  village.    James  A.  Outterson  is  president  of  the  company. 

COUNTY  CHARITIES. 

Those  who  from  age,  innrmity,  or  otlierwise  become  unable  to  support 
th.emselv  c:>,  and  are  so  unfoUunate  as  10  be  obliged  to  rdy  lipon  public  char- 
ity for  support^  are  provided  with  a  comfortable  home  on  the  county  poor- 
farm,  situated  in  the  town  of  Pamelia,  one  mile  below  Waterlown  city.  The 
first  county  poor-farm  was  located  in  the  town  of  Le  Ray.  The  present 
farm  was  ])urchased  in  1853,  and  cost,  including  buildings  erected  soon  after 
the  purchase,  $6,123.36.  In  1855  a  lunatic  asylum  was  built  of  brick,  at  a 
cost  of  $4,811.57.  In  1870  the  poor,-house  was  remodeled  and  rebuilt  at  an 
expense  of  $13,750.  In  1S87  other  improvements  and  additions  were  made, 
and  it  will  now  accom.modate  150  inmates.  The  present  superintendent  of 
the  poor-farm  is  John  Washburn, 

The  Jefferson  County  Orphan  Asylum  has  served  a  most  useful  purpose 
since  it  was  started  as  the  "  Watertown  Home"  in  1859.  It  is  a  brick  struct- 
ure, and  is  pleasantly  located  on  Franklin  street,  surrounded  by  a  beautiful 
grove.  The  institution  is  ably  managed,  and  more  than  maintains  itself. 
A.  O.  Freeman  is  superintendent ;  Mrs.  A.  O.  Freeman,  matron  ;  G.  W. 
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K.no\vlton,  secretary  and  treasurer.  At  the  present  time  about  60  children 
are  caied  for  here. 

STAPLE  PRODUCTS,  ASSESSEI3  VALUATION,  ETC. 

The  soil  generally  of  Jefferson  County  is  of  average  fertility.  The  districts 
underlaid  by  limestone  and  slate  are  exceedingly  fertile,  and  particularly 
adaj)ted  to  dairying  and  the  raising  of  spring  grains.  The  intervales  are  also 
remarkably  fertile,  while  the  ridges  are  often  naked  rock.  The  soil,  over  a 
part  of  the  sandstone,  is  too  thin  for  cultivation,  but  tlie  barren  region  is 
comparatively  limited.  Barley,  oats,  corn,  rye,  and  peas  are  staple  products. 
For  many  years,  from  the  first  settlement  of  the  territory,  manufactures  have 
received  much  attention,  and  employed  a  large  amount  of  capital.  They 
have  been  principally  carried  on  along  the  line  of  Black  River,  and  are  quite 
fully  described  in  the  sketches  of  the  towns  in  which  they  are  located.  The 
growing  of  hay  for  the  great  markets  I'. as  become  a  chief  staple,  and  we  are 
told  by  a  Nev;  York  dealer  that  Jeiferson  County  groves  the  best  hay  that 
comes  to  that  market.  Ship-building  and  lake  commerce  form  prominent 
pursuits  at  several  points  along  the  lake  and  St.  Lawrence  River. 

To  give  the  reader  an  idea  of  the  business  of  the  county  in  the  early  days 

we  quote  the  following  from  Spajford's  Gcizefteer  of  18 13: — 

*' Agreoable  to  the  census  of  1810,  tliei-e  are  in  this  county  6C0  loom;-!;  16  tanneries,  IGdis- 
-tiJlcries,  tsvo  breTscrie^:  eight  elotbiert^,  five  caiding  macLiues,  and  seven  or  eight  large  ash- 
erics,  whicli  produce  hirge  iiuantities  of  pot  and  pearl  aslies,  and  bring  much  money  into  the 
county." 

In  the  same  author's  Gazetteer^  of  i8.?5,  the  following  for  1S20-21  is 
quoted: —

Fro.m  the  census  report  of  i8So  we  find  that  Jefferson  County,  in  that 
year,  had  6,422  farms,  representing  an  area  of  594,899  acres  of  improved 
land,  valued  at  $26,869,176,  including  fences,  buildings,  etc.  The  value  of 
farming  implements  and  n\achinery  was  $1,009,347  ;  value  of  live  stock, 
$3,468,873  ;  cost  of  building  and  repairing  fences  (1S79),  $^6,458  ;  cost  of 
fertilizers  purcliased  in  1S79,  $9,214;  estimated  valae  of  all  farm  produc- 
tions (sold,  consumied,  or  on  hand)  for  1S79,  $5,190,352. 

In  18S0  tlie  ,/iincipal  vegetable  productions  of  the  county  were:  Barley, 
393,024  bushels;  buckwheat,  33,556  bushels;  Indian  corn,  357,964  bushels; 
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oats,  1,256,468  bushels;  rye,  57,312  bushels;  wheat,  189,322  bushels; 
orchard  prod'icts  valued  ?.X  $86,105  ;  hay,  :?36,o6o  tons  ;  hops,  135,955 
pounds  :  Irish  potatoes,  460,881  bushels;  tobacco,  1,850  pounds.  Of  live 
stock  in  the  county  there  were  17,463  horses,  ^5  mules  and  asses,  427  v/ork- 
ing  oxen,  61,900  milch  cows,  29,280  other  cattle,  15,642  swine,  and  18,748 
sheep  (exclusive  of  spring  lambs),  which  produced  90,975  pounds  of  wool. 
Of  dairy  products  there  were  13,261,680  gallons  of  rnilk,  4,071,740  pounds 
of  butter,  and  283,990  pounds  of  cheese.

CHEESE.^L-\KING. 

The  following  account  of  the  first  manufacture  of  cheese  for  market  in  Jef- 
ferson Cotmty  is  extracted  from  an  article  written  by  Mrs.  John  A.  Sherman, 
and  read  before  the  Historical  Society  in  April,  1887: —

tnt  <lay. 

Alfred  Sliernian,  the  father  of  njy  hu.-duuid,  died  hi  1827,  five  yeui's  before  our  marriage, 
leaving  a  \vido\t  and  six  ririidrcn  to  obtain  the  necessaries  of  life,  on  an  iinjiroductive  farm  of 
00  acres,  y^y  Imsband,  who  was  then  17  years  of  age,  and  was  living  with  Norris  ^1.  Woodnift", 
of  Wati  rt'-uvn.  was  ealled  lionie  to  cart'  for  the  widowed  mother  and  her  children,  five  yonnger 
th-m  himself.  Bnt  little  change  for  the  bettt-r  had  takeJi  place  in  tlie  faniily  at  the. time  (-)f 
our  marriage.  November  17,  1832.  It  wa-r;  ari-angcd  that  we  should  take  the  farm  and  pay 
off  the  heirs  as  they  ])ecaine  of  age.  To  Mr.  Sherman,  witli  all  liis  energy,  it  looked  like  un 
eiidlof^s  task,  and  he  was  also discour.'iged  by  nnforesei>ii  and  unexpected  mi'^fc-rtune.  A  huge 
f'lock  of  gheep-)  Itad  all  died,  and  also  a  line  colt,  and  tliere  was  a  Imndred  dollars  <lue  Adriel 
K!y  that  he  could  .see  no  way  of  i)aying.  At  tliis  point  in  our  severe  srjug'glos  tJiere  came  a 
ray  of  light.  A  young  man  and  Ins  'ivit'e  from  IkrKinu  r  County  purclnised^  a  farm  adjoining 
ours,  und  a,-  si>on  as;  convenient  [  eall 'd  and,  made  t'l  11.!  (d"  our  new  neigldun-s,  I  fiuiud  ti>e 
'••••!>  n\  p'.or  heal  til.  She  said  sb-.  r.u  lu-rs  of  Ih-ikinscr  Cuanty  had  ali  got  rich  from  chee.se- 
inakiiiK,  btit  it  ha«I  broken  (lo-n.-s  -'.i  .le-  -.sivt  .s  ami  dare.rijters  witli  hard  work.  Caring  httio 
for  the  lia'vbliip  I  iniTuediafel}  re-Mlved  that  \vv  .should  have  souie  eows  and  m:d--e  elieesc. 
Wliy  cuuid  ni)r  eliec!^^-  be  ni;'d.'  ni  .TeiV,vrsnn  a  -  vcU  .-ts  in  llerkmicr  i.'onnty?    I  jiastened  home 
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with  tiie  iiispiratior-  of  b(.'i)0.  to  lualxiie  tlie  plan  with  myh;isbancl,  he  readily  approveil, 

and  before  Hlecping  tiiat  night  he  had  retiolved  to  loan  the  money  of  Mr.  Vt  oodruti',  and  <^o  to 
Canada  for  the  eo\ws. 

"  As  spring  ^vus  upon  ns  there  vns  no  timo  to  lo^'\  and  in  three  da}'s  be  w.ts  in  Canada 
buying  cows,  and  oiiO  week  from  tliat  time  we  were  milking  many  of  them.  He  liad  driw-n 
the  COW3  across  the  St.  Lav/roncc  Iliver,  vrith  the  snow  and  water  nearly  kiiee-dcep.  and  tlie 
ice  dangerously  thin  in  many  i)laces.  Foot-?ore  and  weary  lie  reached  hoiiiC  late  in  the  even- 
ing, to  spend  a  sleepless  night  of  sufxV  ring  from  his  blistered  feet.  We  were  soon  in  readiness 
to  make  our  lust  cheese,  and  the  Herkimer  County  lady,  as  she  liad  promised,  was  ready  to 
t.-'Rch  me.  As  the  proee-is  was  Biniplc  I  was,  in  about  three  days,  an  indeperideni  cheese- 
maker.  Our  first  cheese  was  a  wonderful  one,  and  weighed  40  y>ounds.  ^Ye  had  never  seen  so 
large  a  chee>^o  before.  Our  little  hoop  v/oiild  not  hold  the  curd,  and  the  now  llev.  Jedediah 
Wiiislow,  v>ho  was  tlien  a  meml)er  of  our  famih",  a  tall,  handsome  youth  of  IC  years,  was  sent 
in  great  haste  to  Dr.  Kijiiball's  to  borrow  a  hoop.    Mr.  Siierman  told  him  to  run  the  horse. 

"  Oni  admiratioii  knew  no  l^ounds.  Tbis  promise  of  future  prosperity — this  lirst  cheese- 
was  al)Solutely  on  tlie  table,  and  I  liad  made  it,  and  could  make  any  number  jaore.  Little  did 
I  think  then  that  this  was  tlie  startin;.;  point  of  a  great  and  important  business  iji  Jcflersori 
County.  We  bad  im()rf)vised  rmle  and  inexpensive  imi'lemonis  for  pi-esei;t  use,  tliat  would 
look  cnriou^  to  the  cu'irymen  in  t1>is  (k'}'  of  gi-eat  invention,-;  and  labor-^:!M;)g  iiau'hiiiery.  I 
dl-tiriOTiV  rc;i.  nib.  r  press,  a  rongij  ]>!ank,  and  probably  a  ton  or  more  of  stones  tliereon. 
It  was  V,  Of  i.ed  by  !  v<:  r,  lifting  it  o*;  and  on,to  the  cheese  by  main  strengtij.  It  was  a 
terror  to  nu-.  i  wa.*  sometimes  loft  alone,  to  use  it.    Hut  mde  as  the  implements  were 

tb.ey  served  or.r  piirp' '.-c.  but  A\ere  not  lab<n--saving.  Tb.e  making  of  the  chet-so  was  Vnit  a 
small  part  of  the  Ubor.  Order  arid  cleanliness  were  absolutely  necessary,  to  maintain  which 
required  plenty  of  -water,  which  had  to  l.>e  lifted  over  the  top  of  a  cistern  and  dravrn  up  from 
the  ^,ell  in  tbe  old  oal:en  l.'ucket.  There  As-as  much  discussion  at  the  time  as  to  tlie  propriety 
of  making  clieesc  on  Sunday;  but  as  we  must  do  that,  or  nearly  waste  our  milk,  we  continued 
to  make  it  on  Sunday  with  no  compunctions  of  corscienee,  and  we  were  as  early  to  churcli  as 
our  neighbors,  ridijig  in  tbo  farm  wagon.  Sometimes,  on  great  occasions,  Grandniother  Sher- 
man v.oidd  come  and  take  us  in  her  carriage. 

Vv'c  had  commenced  this  new  industry  in  the  early  sprii'g,  and,  there  being  no  one  to 
purchase  the  cheese,  iiad  contiuued  its  manufacture  mitil  our  temporary  rooms  and  ta1)les 
we!-e  full  to  overtlo\s ing.  By  the  advice  of  Mr,  Crosby,  our  new  friend  from  Herkimer,  ^Mr, 
Sliennan  sent  it  to  New  York  to  be  s.'ld.  It  took  21  days  by  lake  and  canal  to  reach  there.  It 
proved  to  be  good,  sold  reathly,  and  wo  sorm  had  returns  at  six  cents  a  pound,  suthcient  to 
pay  for  every  cow,  Lut  thi-.  was  nrit  all  of  our  ))rodni'C.'  At  the  close  of  tbe  season  we  had  15 
beautiful  calve.-;,  one  lo^jm  full  <.)f  ./hc.-.-i.-.  several  tubs  of  butt'-r,  svjI  plenty  of  eveiytbing 
alter  the  suiniu'-r"s  product  Avas  sold.  We  cured  the  lattr-made  cheese  with  stove-heat,  and 
kept  it  for  spiiuia;  market. 

''Tliere  ;-i;on  j.K-ied  us  on  the  daiiy  business  su'di  men  as  Isaac  Munson,  C.  1*.  KiiJiball, 
Daniel  Sherman,  Mo>r'S  Eamc'S,  FraniJ.in  Hunt.  Clift  l^ajnt.s,  l)avid  Crranger,  Z.  Larr.ed,  Henry 
Hopkins,  GardiuT  T"V  n,  Jerod  CanlitM,  ;'.nd  a  host  of  otherb.  ]>ut  these  were  (-or  immedi- 
ftte  friends  and  neigbbm.s.  We  liad  many  visitors  to  see  and  many  to  learn  the  art  of  clieese- 
makintc,  aiid  we  all  bad  niii -b  to  k-am  fn  iu  experience,  and,  as  iti  everything  in  life,  we  never 
arrived  at  a  state  t^f  perfection.  ^b)<es  Eames,  the  following  year,  made  a  journey  to  Herki- 
mer County,  teWcaiii  the  I^est  mod',;  of  l  uihling  for  tbe  manufacture  and  cure  of  che»  se,  but 
)iot  ay)provi;)g  of  tbe  Horkimer  buiidings,  he  constructed  a  lniii(hng  after  a  I'lan  of  his  own, 
which  v.  a>  every  v.uy  convenient,  with  running  w  ater  and  st-  am.  Franklin  Hunt's  daii-y  build- 
ings Were  the  lir.-t  built  in  tbe  county,  Mn^c^  Eames's  cheese-bouse,  which,  but  recently  sur- 
\ived  The  de^tructise  lire  wbieh  .^wi.-jn  un.iy  tlu'  old  home,  was  one  of  the  tlsiest  in  thkscounty, 
aTid  recalls  ree-ollecti. >us  of  j>lea.-;iu-es  pa.-t.  'J'i'.ese  twn  buildings  were  the  lirst,  and  are  stand- 
ing monuments  of  enteriuise  in  tbegi.  at  business  that  spread  rapidly  over  tbe  county,  re- 
sulting in  prosj)erity  to  all  classes. 

"The  winter  was  our  .soa-<or.  of  n  on  l  social  ;.::tthr!  ii.gs,  iUi'l  the-  few  of  us  \sho  nte  left 
well  leniember  the  joyous  b -tivitics  of  ibe  farme  rs  iil  that  (!a\-.  'I'b'M  e  were  no  factories  for 
many  years  to  licl.l eu  oiir  bi-bor-,  bur  lI-c  )yutt<  r  an.!  cbct  wa^^  ail  made  in  our  o\\n  home-, 
find  witii  our  own  lia3id-,,  and  the  farm lus  of  tbo  ]>rc-5ent  know  httic  of  tlie  hardships  of  our 
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d;iv,  mid  perhaps  little  of  our  pleasures.  The  business  was  new  and  excitin-.;,  and  cemented 
us  in  iho.  bonds  of  friendship  and  intej-est  for  erich  othcrVi  prcsp'ji-ity.  In  a  ver\  few  years 
prosperous  re.^ult^  were  very  pevce])tiV)lo  in  tiie  fanners  of  jL-ileroOu  County.  They  oorJd  ride 
in  line  carriaj;:e?;  tlu.->.s  in  rich  clothiu;;.  furnish  tlieir  hoivics  uleusantly,  send  tlir^ir  cldldren  t<» 
(he  Hi^h  echool.  liavc  an  iristruTuent  of  music  for  their  daughters,  and  good  teachers  tu  in- 
struct them.  Thci]'  daughters  were  also  recjulred  to  help  do  the  work,  and  were  taught  that 
good  housekeeping  was  an  accomplishment  essential  to  their  education,  and  we  could  trust 
tl)em  to  make  go-~>d  bread  and  cofree,  prejiare  a  farmer's  boiled  dinner,  or  anything  required 
for  the  table.  Tiie  business  was  very  prosperous  to  us,  and  Mr.  Sherman  added  fai-m  to  farm, 
utstil  we  had  nrarly  iOO  acres  of  land,  and  had  also  increased  tlie  number  of  cows  to,  I  tliink, 
about  .50—20  being  nur  first  numl)er.  The  large  farui  and  dairy  recpiircd  many  laborers,  who 
had  constant  ernpl  'yment,  autl  oecu'pied  the  ditlerent  li'Duses  belonging  to  the  farm, — three  in 
number,  besidt  s  our  own  lioine, — to  one  of  •\\  hicli  our  dairy  v.as  removed,  and  evei- after  the 
cheese  was  made  by  the  laborers,  until  tlte  dear  old  home  passed  into  other  hands,  and  we  to 
other  scenes  far  kss  congenial  than  uur  (piiet  rural  life."' 

FROM  iS6l  TO  1890.* 

The  cooperative  clieese  factory  system  was  first  started  in  Jefferson  County 
lu  1 86).  D,'\;d  FlsPxiiin,  of  Watertown,  was  the  first  in  this  county  to 
make  the  milk  of  other  dairies  into  cheese.  Me  charged  from  $1-75  to  $2.00 
for  every  100  pounds  of  milk  that  he  inaniifactured  into  cheese,  'They  were 
not  cheddared  as  now,  and  not  uniform  in  size,  weighing  all  the  way  from 
100  to  300  pounds  each.  They  were  sold  at  anywhere  from  20  to  25  cents  per 
pound.  Fron;  1S61  to  1S79  there  was  a  rapid  growth  in  the  number  of  new 
factories  erected,  and  a  vast  change  in  the  method  of  its  manufacture.  At 
present  there  are  98  factories  in  Jetferson  County,  which  produce  150,000 
cheese  annually,  equal  to  9,000,000  pounds.  Manufacturers  do  not  get  on 
an  average  $1.05  for  every  too  pounds  of  milk  manufactured  into  cheese. 
Most  all  of  these  cheese  are  cheddared,  and  the  average  weight  is  just  60 
pounds  each.  Three-fourths  of  the  county's  cheese  is  exported  to  foreign 
couiitries.  Ti;e  average  price  for  the  past  ro  years  has  beeti  just  $0.092343, 
nearly  9]-  cents  per  pound. 

Since  loSS  very  little  Limbusger  cheese  has  been  manufactured  in  Jeffer- 
son County.  The  cheese  factories  have  taken  the  place  of  butter  factories 
atid  creameries,  and  there  are  only  four  in  active  operation  during  the  sum- 
mer months. 

The  cheese  of  this  county  are  sold  principally  on  the  board  of  trade,  which 
was  organized  in  1S74,  and  known  as  the  "  Watertown  Board  of  Trade  and 
Jefterson  County  Dairymen's  Association.*'  Of  the  150,000  cheese  manu- 
factured in  this  county  annually,  50,000  of  them  are  sold  directly  upon  this 
board,  and  the  balance  at  the  weekly  ruling,  average  or  extreme  prices  paid 
for  the  direct  purchases.  This  board  holds  weekly  sales  days,  begirming  the 
fust  Saturckay  in  May,  and  continuing  imtil  the  season's  product  is  all  sokl, 
when  it  adi<ji;.rns  to  the  following  May.  This  org'Anization  is  sustained  l)v 
lr«e  annu:'-l  dues  of  factories  rcprcf^cniefl,  vrhicii  was  formerly  $3  eacii  per 

*  t  urni.'ihed  by  A.  V>".  Munk,  of  Walerluwn. 
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annum,  but  in  1889  was  reduced  to  $2.  Buyers  doing  business  on  the  board 
pay  the  same  as  is  charged  the  factories.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  tlie  fac- 
tories a  patron  is  chosen  to  represent  the  factory  at  the  board,  and  sell  the 
cheese  during  the  season.  This  board  has  proved  quite  a  boon  to  dairymen, 
as  it  brings  buyers  together  in  competition,  and  often  it  is  the  case  that  prices 
paid  in  Watertown  are  relatively  higher  than  those  ruling  in  New  York. 

The  JeiJcrsoJi  Couniy  Butler  and  C/ieesemakers  Association  v/as  organ- 
ized February  2,  18S9.  According  to  article  2  of  its  constitution  the  objects 
of  this  society  are  to  ^'further  promote  the  interests  of  the  dairymen  of  Jef- 
ferson County;  to  advance  the  standard  of  their  goods;  to  enforce  all  lav/s 
which  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  enacted  in  their  interest ;  and  by  thorough 
organization  be  prepared  by  petition  or  otherwise  to  further  promote  the  wel- 
fare of  this  association  and  the  interests  of  the  dairymen  at  large."

JEFFERSON  COUNTY  GRANGE.^ 

Previous  to  1873  there  had  been  in  this  county  several  farmers'  clubs,  but 
no  attempt  had  ever  been  made  to  organize  the  farmers  into  one  complete 
organization  for  purposes  of  protection  and  cooperation.  The  town  of  Ellis- 
burgh  had  long  been  noted  for  the  character  of  its  inhabitants.  Its  early  set- 
tlers were  mainly  from  New  England,  bringing  with  them  habits  of  thrift  and 
frugality.  For  many  years  successful  township  fairs  were  held  in  P>ellcville, 
and  a  well-attended  farmers'  club  was  one  of  the  means  whereby  the  settlers 
were  kept  posted  and  in  advance  of  their  brethern  in  other  parts  of  the 
coimty.  It  is  not  strange,  then,  that  vvhen  the  Patrons  of  Musbandry,  com- 
monly called  The  Grange,"  were  beginning  to  attract  attention,  that  these 
hardy  and  wide-awake  sons  of  toil  should  be  the  first  to  investigate  its  merits. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Farmers'  Club,  held  at  the  residence  of  H.  \V.  Milliard, 
June  27,  1873,  the  first  Grange  in  the  county,  and  the  fifth  in  the  state,  was 
organized,  v/ith  30  charter  members.  William  H.  H.  Ellsworth  was  elected 
master,  and  V.  C.  Warriner,  secretary.  A  dispensation  v/as  granted  by  the 
National  Grange,  dated  July  22,  followed  by  the  charter,  dated  Ja.uiary  26, 
1874.  Thus  was  set  in  motion  in  this  county  what  was  destined  to  be  the 
greatest  and  most  complete  organization  of  the  farming  class  the  world  has 
ever  seen.  Oliier  towns  were  quick  to  begin  work  in  a  like  manner,  and  July 
5,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Farmers'  Club  at  W'atertown,  it  was  voted  to  start 
a  Grange  at  the  next  meeting,  wIiicH  was  hcl-.i  July  12,  when  Watertown 
Grange,  No.  7.  vvas  ."/carted,  with  25  cljarter  members,  A.  H.  Hall  being  its  first 
mnsler,  and  Curtis  Terry,  secretary.

( ji  jnges  were  now  rapidly  organized  in  all  parts  of  the  comity,  and  it  seerned 
.T?  though  they  would  carry  everythinc^  before  them  ;  btit  with  the  increased 
iji'Mnhership  (and  there  liad  not  been  at  this  time  that  cIogc  scrutiny  as  to  who 
should  be  admitted  that  came  with  later  years)  many  of  tlie  Giangcs  were 
made  up  of  characters  something  like  we  used  to,  in  the  school  days.,  count 
off  buttons  on  the  boys'  vests, 

"  Piich-man,  p6or-maii,  beggar-man,  tliief, 
Doctor,  lawyer,  merchant,  chief," 

and  a  few  farmers.  Many  of  the  broken-down  politicians  and  sore-heads 
were  quick  to  avail  themselves  of  an  opportunity  to  join  the  Grange,  with  the 
hope  and  expectation  that  in  the  near  future  a  strong  political  party  would 
grow  out  of  it.  This  brought  into  the  organization  an  element  that  was- 
foreign  and  antagonistic  to  all  its  aims  and  objects;  and  as^lhe  farmers  here- 
ir.fore  had  liad  but  limited  experience  in  meetings  of  this  kind,  they  had  but 
liitl^:  chance  to  carry  oi't.  c^  'mpared  to  the  wily  politicians,  what  tliey  would 
like  to  have  acconiph'shed,  and  what  the  Grange  was  originally  intended  for. 

In  the  fall  of  1874  A.  C.  I^Iiddleton  was  nominated  for  state  senator 
by  the  Grangers  of  Lewis  and  Jeflerson  counties,  and  although  tjie  district 
was  largely  Republican,  wath  the  assistance  of  the  Democrats,  who  made  no 
nomination,  he  was  elected  by  a  majority  of  more  than  800.  His  election  so 
elated  many  of  the  members  that  before  another  election  time  had  come  the 
aspirants  for  office  was  so  numerous  that  jealousies  arose  in  different  locali- 
ties, v,-hich  caused  much  dissension  in  the  different  Granges.  As  the  discus- 
sion of  politics  in  the  meetings  was  strictly  prohibited  by  the  constitution  of 
the  Grange,  those  who  cared  more  for  the  good  of  the  order  than  tlie  spoils 
of  ofpce  demanded  that  all  matters  of  this  kind  be  discontinued  in  the  Grange 
meetings.  The  politicians^  quick  to  see  that  only  through  united  strength 
could  they  achieve  success,  began  to  drop  out,  and  in  a  year  or  so  the  mem- 
bership had  greatly  diminished.  Many  of  the  Granges  were  allowed  to  die 
out,  and  others  barely  existed. 

Not  until  1 885  did  there  seem  to  be  much  change  in  the  standing  of  the 
order.  The  fire  insurance,  which  had  l)een  in  operation  for  several  years,  the 
benefits  of  which  were  confined  to  members  in  good  standing,  had  so  far 
been  the  means  of  saving  a  large  amount  of  money  to  its  patrons.  Other 
insurance  companies  having  raised  their  rates  on  farm  property,  and  the  con- 
tinual depression  of  farm  products,  caused  many  of  the  leading  faimers  to  look 
around  for  some  way  in  which  they  might  lessen  their  expenses.  At  this  time 
the  Grange  was  the  only  avenue.  The  public  press,  instead  of  ridiculing  the 
society  as  formerly,  published  extensive  articles  calling  the  attention  of  the 
farmers  to  the  advantages  to  be  derived  from  a  thorough  organization.  This 
caused  a  healthy  revival  in  its  favor,  and  many  new  memliers  were  received. 

.\t  the  session  of  P'.uuona  Grange,  held  in  llellc\ilie  m  June,  1SS9,  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  ascertain  tiie  advisability  of  holding  a  farmeis'  pic- 
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nic  in  i!*.ugiist.  After  quite  aa  animated  discussion,  as  to  what  the  object 
was  in  calling  si;ch  a  meeting,  il  was  said  to  be  partly  for  the  purpose  of  get- 
ting together,  comparing  ideas,  and,  if  thought  best,  to  put  in  nomination  a 
candidate  for  member  of  Assembly  in  the  First  District,  and  perhaps  a  full 
county  ticket  to  be  composed  of  farmers.  This  was  strongly  opposed  by 
many  who  favored  only  making  a  nomination  for  member.  Before  the  meet- 
ing closed,  hov.-o\er,  it  was  voted  to  hold  the  picnic  and  convention  at  Hen- 
derson Harbor,  August  8  and  9.  No  vote  was  taken  as  to  what  should  be 
done  at  the  picnic,  but  the  impression  went  forth  and  gained  rapidly  that 
•/iOminations  v/ould  be  made,  and  when  the  time  arrived  it  was  estimated  that 
full  3,000  were  in  attendance.  On  the  second  day  of  this  miceting  delegates 
were  appointed  from  the  different  towns  in  the  First  Assembly  33istrict,  and 
called  to  meet  in  the  village  of  Adams,  August  14,  to  put  in  nomination  a 
candidate  for  member  from  that  district.  The  delegates  met  and  nominated 
L.  D.  Olriey,  c''  Ki'tkind,  and  adopted  resolutions  seltmg  forth  th.eir  v^-ants 
?vP,d  giievavicci-.  Later  in  the  canvass  Mr.  Olney  resigned  on  account  of 
business  rclatioi^s,  and  Floyd  C.  Overton  was  nominated  in  his  stead.  The 
nomination  of  the  Grangers  was  indorsed  by  tlie  Democrats,  but  the  Repub- 
lican majority  of  i,6co  in  the  district  could  not  be  overcome,  and  Mr.  Over- 
ton was  defeated  by  a  majority  of  172.  The  result  of  this  so  encouraged  the 
farmers  that  in  a  few  weeks  five  new  Granges  were  started,  and  the  old  ones 
nearly  doubled  in  membership. 

The  State  Grange  held  its  17th  annual  session  in  Watertown,  February  4  to 
7,  inclusive,  the  first  ever  held  in  the  northern  part  of  the  state,  and  was  said  to 
have  been  the  largest,  in  point  of  numbers  in  attendance,  in  its  history. 

There  are  rjow,  in  the  county,  about  26  Granges,  with  a  membership  of 
more  tlian  1,600.  Of  these,  Watertown,"  "  Star,"  "  Indian  River,"  "  South 
Rutland,"  and  "  Paraelia  "  Granges  own  buildings,  while  the  others  rent.

Tlic  future  i)rospects  of  the  Granges  are  very  flattering,  and  it  is  thought 
that  in  a  short  time  they  will  embrace  in  their  membership  75  per  cent,  of 
the  farmers  of  the  county. 

MANUFACTURES. 

The  manufacturing  interests  of  Jefferson  County  have  been  generally  writ- 
ten up  in  the  sketches  of  the  towns  and  W^atertown  city,  in  which  the  many 
important  industries  of  this  character  arc  located.  In  addition  to  these  we 
are  fortunate  in  being  able  to  give  the  following  history  of  the  paper-mills  of 
this  county,  prepared  by  John  C.  Knowlton,  of  Watertown  :  — 

SKF.TCfJ   or  PAPF.R   .M  AN  UFACTURE^ 

The  beginnings  of  the  papermaking  industry  in  Jeft'erson  County  are  to  be 
credited  to  (iurdon  Caswell,  who  was  born  in  Norwich,  Conn.,  in  1783.  He 
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\va^  a  tailor  by  trade,  and  in  1804  came  to  ^VestIlloreland,  Oneida  County. 
At  Walesville,  Oneida  County,  about  nine  miles  west  fioui  Utica,  was,  and 
still  is,  a  paper-mil]  on  Oriskany  Creek,  whicli,  in  1S04,  v.  as  OA-ned  by  Nathan- 
iel Loomis  and  his  son  Erastus.  Now  Natlianiel  had  not  only  a  son,  but 
also  a  daughter,  Mary,  and  the  young  tailor  from  Connecticut  forthwith  fell 
in  love  with  and  married  her,  and  jomed  his  fortunes  with  his  father  in-law  in 
the  paper-mill.  He  must  have  found  papermaking  more  attractive  than  the 
tailor's  bench,  for,  in  iSoS,  when  the  Black  River  coui:itry  was  the  Mecca  for 
so  many  pilgrims  from  the  Mohawk  region,  Gurdon  Caswell  came  to  Water- 
town  and  built  the  first  paper-mill  on  the  south  bank  of  the  river  opposite 
Beebee's  Island,  above  Cowan's  grist-mill.  This  site  was  aljout  where  the 
easteily  end  of  Knov^■lton  Brothers'  wood  pulp-mill  nov/ stands,  and  may  have 
been  partly  in  Mill  street,  for  there  was  no  street  or  bridge  there  in  t8o8. 
The  building  was  a  two-siory  frame  structure,  35x50  feet,  but^  considei able 
part  of  the  second  iioor  was  used  for  a  v/ool-carding  machine.  The  macliin- 
ery  in  this  mill  consisted  of  a  small  rag  engine,  or  Hollander,  carrying  about 
150  ]>ounds  of  rags  ;  two  or  three  potash  kettles  set  \\\  a  brick  arch,  for  boil- 
ing the  rags  and  preparing  the  sizing ;  one  vat  for  making  the  paper,  sheet  by 
sheet  ;  and  a  rude  stai;ding  press  to  squeeze  the  water  out  of  the  pack,  as  the 
pile  of  alternate  felts  and  wet  sheets  was  called.  After  pressing  the  slieets 
v/ere  taken  from  the  pack  and  hung  on  poles  to  dry,  and,  if  intended  for 
writing  purposes,  were  afterward  dipped  in  sizing,  a  few  sheets  at  a  time,  and 
dried  again.  There  was  no  steam  used  in  any  ])art  of  this  process;  no 
chlorine  for  bleaching;  no  calendering,  the  substitute  for  the  latter  being 
pressing  between  boards. 

Such  a  mill  costing  from  $3,000  to  $5,000  would  em[)loy  four  or  five  men 
and  as  many  women,  and  was  capable  of  turning  out  150  pounds  of  paper 
per  day;  but  there  was  little  of  the  pushing  that  to-day  crowds  every  ma- 
chine to  its  utmost  capacity.  Rags  were  scarce,  the  demand  for  [>aper  limited, 
and  the  men  had  an  uncomfortable  habit  of  going  on  i^rolongcd  druiiken 
sprees,  when  all  work  must  come  to  a  stop.  Caswell  called  the  mill  ''The 
Pioneer  Mill."  William  Thornton  and  Gardner  White  were  interested  with 
him  in  building  it. 

It  continued  to  make  paper  till  1833,  when  Knowlton  &  Rice,  who  had 
bought  the  mill  in  1824,  sold  the  lot  and  moved  the  building  to  their  new 
premises,  a  few  rods  further  up  stream.  The  old  building,  as  removed,  still 
stands  on  Factory  street,  in  front  of  Knowlton  Brothers'  null,  and  is  used  by 
them  for  a  storehouse.  Caswell's  family  remained  in  Oneida  County  till 
18 T4,  when  he  bought  a  farm  on  State  street,  know  later  as  the  Emerson  prop- 
erty, and  removed  them  to  Watertown.  In  1819  he  built  his  second  mill 
on  Factory  Square,  between  N.  Wiley's  mnchine  shop  ami  Fairbanks's  tan- 
nery, a  pnrt  oi  the  property  now  owned  byline  H.  li.  il.ibcock  Co.  'I'his 
mill  was  si.>ori  su'id  to  his  brother,  Henry  Caswcl',  ;^nd  briitlicr  in  law%  Erastus 
Loomis,  and  in  1824  was  bought  by  Knowltou      Rice,  wiio  co-  tinned  to  use 
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it  liU  Ffl^rucin'  7,  1833,  wlien  it  was  burned  with  Fairbanks's  tannery  and  sev- 
eral oilier  buiidings. 

In  I S23  Caswell,  in  company  with  Ralph  Clapp  and  William  Iv.  Asherd,  built 
ii;s  third  mill  on  Sewall's  Island,  occui')ying  part  of  the  premises  now  owned 
liv  the  Bauley  &  Sewall  Co.  This  mill  was  torn  down  about  1S30.  Gurdon 
(jaswtll  lemoved  to  Clayton,  Jefferson  Coutity,  in  1S32,  and  die(i  there  in 
1S62,  aped  78  years. 

In  1 .824  George  Knowlton  and  Clark  Rice,  then  living  at  Brattleboro, 
\'t.,  bought  of  Josei)h  Fessenden,  of  Brattleboro,  the  first  two  mills  built  by 
Caswell  for  $7,000.  F'^or  tlie  next  30  years,  till  1S54,  Knowlton  &  Rice  were, 
with  unimportant  exceptions,  the  only  paper  manufacturers  in  Jefferson 
County.  In  1833  they  abandoned  both  the  old  mills,  and  built  on  tlie  site 
i;ow  occupied  by  the  easterly  lialf  of  Knowlton  Brothers'  mill  a  new  mill, 
v.iih  two  r^g  engines  and  the  first  machinery  for  making  a  'contitmous  sheet 
of  paper  (36-incii  cylinder).  At  first  the  wet  web  of  ipap-er  was  wound  on  a 
reel,  cut  open  with  a  knife,  and  dried  on  poles  as  before;  but  copper' dryers, 
calenders,  and  a  cutter  were  added,  and  the  mill  ran  successfully  until  1840, 
when  it  was  burned  on  March  21,  in  a  great  fire  v/hich  swept  several  manu- 
factories from  the  south  shore  of  Black  River,  opposite  Beebee's  Island.  It 
was  immediately  replaced  by  a  brick  mill  having  three  rag  engines  and  irn- 
l)roved  machinery.  The  ca])acity  of  this  mill  was  600  pounds  to  700  pounds 
\>QY  (lay.  This  mill  continued  to  run  till  1S69,  when  it  was  practically  rebuilt 
by  Knowlton  Brothers  and  equipped  with  modern  machine! y. 

In  1S54  Knowlton  &  Rice  retired  from  active  business  and  sold  the  mill 
to  Brown  &  Chamberlin,  of  Dalton,  jNIass.,  though  eitlrer  Mr.  Knowlton  or 
Mr.  Rice  retained  an  interest  in  the  business  most  of  the  time  till  1861,  when 
Mr.  Knov.lton's  sons,  John  C.  and  George  W.,  Jr.,  bought  the  mill,  and  un- 
der the  name  of  KnOAdton  Brothers  still  continue  the  business,  having  added 
adjacent  ])remises  and  additional  buildings  as  their  business  increased. 

Up  to  1854  most  paper-mills  had  made  a  great  variety  of  p.ipers,  partly  to 
use  up  all  kinds  of  stock  collected  and  partly  to  supply  the  local  demand  for 
different  kinds  of  paper.  Wrapping  paper,  news  {)aper,  paper  for  school 
books  and  blank  books,  ruled  foolscap,  and  letter  papers  were  all  turned  out 
of  the  same  mill  with  the  same  m.achinery,  the  main  difference  being  in  the 
({uality  of  the  rags  used,  for  all  the  stock  >vas  rags  in  those  days.  But  after 
the  comj)!etion  of  railroads,  and  the  greatly  increased  facilities  for  the  ex- 
change of  goods  v/ith  remoter  parts  of  the  country,  it  was  found  to  be  more 
economical  for  each  mill  to  have  its  specialty  and  confine  itself  to  one  line  of 
goods.  Thus  the  Brown  Chamberlin  mill — subserpjently  operated  by 
Chamberlin,  Farwell  &  Co.  and  Knowlton  Brothers — was  about  this  time 
dev....ted  enlirei\  to  tire  miking  of  wiiting  pii^ers.  and  so  ccfitinued  till  1S73, 
\v!ien  its  product  was  chanc^evl  to  colored  i^apcrs. 

In  1S54  T.  Remington  lK:  Sons,  then  operating  a  mill  at  Fayetteville,  X.  Y., 
eased  tire  long-idle  Juhelville  cotton-mill  irom  B.  O'Dojgherty,  ar.d  fitted 
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it  up  for  papermaking,  v/ith  four  rag  engines  and  an  S4-inch  Fourdrinier 
machine.  The  mill  was  luu  entirfly  on  TjCws  ])ajjtT.  It  had  a  capacity  of 
one  ton  i)er  day  and  was,  in  those  days,  considered  a  large  niilh  The  firn-) 
was  composed  of  Illustrious  Remington  and  his  two  sons,  Hiram  and  Al- 
fred D.  A.  D.  Remington  removed  to  Watertown,  and  to  his  energy,  busi- 
ness ability,  and  mechanical  skill  mucli  of  the  development  of  the  pa^jer- 
making  industry  in  this  section  is  due.  In  1863  he  became  sole  proprietor 
of  the  mill,  and  in  1865  organized  the  Remington  Paper  Co.,  now  operating 
one  of  the  most  extensive  j>lants  in  the  countr}-.  On  the  expiration  of  the 
O'Dougherty  lease,  in  1867,  the  mill  was  removed  to  Sevvall's  Island,  and  in 
1S69  the  first  wood  pulp  machinery  was  introduced.  From  that  time  there 
has  been  an  almost  constant  increase  of  facilities  and  ca[)acity  until  now  the 
Remiington  Paper  Co.  operates  two  large  paper  miills,  three  wood  pulp-milis, 
find  one  sulphite  fibre-rnill,  the  daiiyouiput  of  paper  being  30  cons,  all  made 
from  spruce  h'-g^  on  its  o-.^n  piemises,  no  rags  or  other  fibre  being  used. 

In  1862  the  mill  now  owned  by  the  Vv'aterto'vn  Paper  Co.  was  built  by 
A.  D.  Remington,  at  the  island  end  of  the  upper  dam,  crossing  the  south 
channtl  at  Sewall's  Island.  This  mill  was  for  many  years  operated  by  Mirara 
Remington  and  Charles  R.  Remington,  a  third  son  of  1.  Remington.  Since 
1 88 1  it  has  been  owned  by  H.  Remington  &  Son. 

The  mill  now  owned  by  the  I'aggart  Bros.  Co.,  on  the  lov/er  dam  in  Wa- 
tertown,  was  formerly  a  distillery  and  ilouring-mill,  built  by  William  H.. 
Angel.  The  buildings  were  purchased  by  West,  Pdlmer  cV'  Taggart  in  i866, 
and  paj^er  machinery  put  in  the  western  part  of  the  buildings.  Subsequently 
all  the  buildings  were  utilized  for  papermaking,  part  of  the  product  beii^g 
paper  made  frcm  manilla  rope,  which  is  made  into  flour  sacks  on  the  prem- 
ises. B.  P.  Taggart  and  W.  \\\  Taggart  h-ave  been  identified  with  this  en- 
terprise from  the  first,  and  are  now  largely  interested  in  tlie  Taggarts  Paper 
Co,  owning  a  fine  new  mill  at  Felt's  Mills. 

Ch?.r!es  R.  Remington  soM  his  inlcicst  in  tlie  \Vatertown  Paper  Co's 
mil!  in  iSSi.  and  in  comp:5ny  with  his  son  Charles  H,  built  a  mill  three 
miles  below  Watertown,  at  Wood's  Falls.  This  mill  has  a  magnificent  power, 
3. coo  to  4,oco  h.  [).,  and  is  equalled  only  by  the  Ontario  P  ipt-r  Co's  power 
just  below  it.  C.  R.  Remington  Son  use  inost  of  this  power  in  their  ex- 
tensive wood  pulp  mills. 

After  the  completion  of  the  Sackets  fl.irbor  Canal  a  hand  mill  was  built 
there  about  1S36,  by  Flisha  Camp,  and  was  liurned  on  May  23,  1S3S. 

The  Great  Bend  Paper  Co's  mill,  built  by  George  Clark  in  186S,  was- 
at  first  intended  for  a  straw  board-mill,  but  machinery  was  soon  ])ut  in  for 
making  hanging  paj)er.  After  Mr.  Clark's  death  (1887)  the  mill  was  pur- 
chased by  F.  Flctclier.  of  Wateitown  {iS^S),  v.lu)  associated  with  himself 
F.  H.  'j'nompson,  also  of  Watei  tOA  r;,  and  made  extensive  additions  to  it, 
continuing  to  operate  it  under  the  name  of  Great  Bend  Paper  Co. 
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The  manufacture  of  straw  boards  was  begun  in  Brownville  in  18S0,  by 
liaiL^lit  tS:  Lane  Bros.  This  mill  later  develoi^ed  into  the  paper-mill  of  the 
Biack  River  Paper  Co.,  now  known  as  Globe  Paper  Co. 

'Vhc  development  of  the  paper-industry  since  1S87  has  been  so  rapid  that 
the  details  must  be  looked  for  under  the  accounts  of  the  several  towns.  The 
table  appended  gives  a  full  statement  of  all  mills  now  in  operation  in  the 
county,  with  tlie  full  daily  capacity  (not  average  product)  of  each,  and  dates 
of  commencement  of  the  business,  and  also  date  of  organization  of  present 
company  or  firm.  The  13  companies  operate  14  mills,  with  19  Fourdrinier 
an<l  two  cylinder  machines,  and  have  a  daily  capacity  of  140  tons.

JF(Hh/  J>.'//J>.-—'\VhQn  the  Voelter  process  for  grinding  wood  for  paper  pulp 
was  introduced  into  this  country  it  was  at  once  ado[)ted  by  the  Remington 
I'aper  Co.,  who  started  their  first  wood  pulp-mill  in  1869. 

Giving  to  our  abundant  water-power,  and  our  proximity  to  forests  of  suit- 
able timber,  there  has  been,  in  recent  years,  a  rapid  increase  in  the  produc- 
tion of  this  pulp,  which  is  now  essential  for  the  making  of  nevrs  paper. 

The  table  below  gives  the  names  of  the  mills  now  in  operation.  Most  of 
these,  it  will  be  seen,  belong  10  the  papermakers,  and  produce  pulp  for 
their  own  consumption.  A  limited  part  of  the  product  is  shipped  to  m.ills 
out  of  the  cr)ur,t)".  The  date  given  is  eitlier  organization  of  the  company, 
or,  in  case  oi  some  of  tl'ic  older  mills,  the  date  v/iiert  they  be^an  to  make 
wood  pulp.

Sulphite  fibre— large  mills  for  the  produclion  of  this  new  and  im- 
portant addition  to  our  resources  for  paper  stock  have  recentl)'  been  com- 
pleted. 71ii:5  fibre,  made  from  wood,  is  much  more  costly  than  the  ground 
wood  pulp,  but  in  strengih  and  color  can  be  made  to  equal  the  best  rag 
stock;  and  is  u.scd  by  all  the  mills  to  take  the  place  of  rags.

For  30  years  after  the  independence  of  the  colonies  was  acknowledged  by 
the  mother  country  peace  brooded  over  all  the  land,  and  tlie  free  American 
states  liad  rapidly  advanced  in  prosperity.  The  tioubles  which  preceded  the 
declaration  of  war  in  1812  are  familiar  to  all.  Englaiid,  seeming  to  forget 
that  her  American  of{'s[)ring  had  arrived  at  maturity  and  was  able  to  protect 
its  own  institutions,  and  looking  upon  herself  as  mistress  of  the  ocean,  dur- 
ing her  wars  with  Napoleon,  utterly  disregarded  the  rights  of  the  United 
States  as  a  neutral  nation.  Her  cruisers  would  stop  and  search  American 
vessels  and  seize  such  able-bodied  seamen  as  were  needed^  on  tlie  pretext 
that  they  were  British  subjects.  An  American  frigate,  not  in  condition  to 
resist,  having  been  subjected  to  this  indignity  almost  within  sight  of  an 
American  port,  after  receiving  several  broadsides  for  denying  the  right  of 
such  search,  the  President  issued  a  proclamation  ordering  all  Er!ti.-:h  ships  of 
war  to  ciuit  ttie  waters  of  the  United  States.  Congiess  also  l^.id  an  cn!!)argo 
on  AmerL(:an  '.-esi^eis,  detaining  tliem  at  honic.  but  afcerwardo  subslilutcd  a 
non-intercourse  act,  proliibiting  trade  with  Great  Britain,  Notwithstanding 
all  this,  KnglaTid  persisted  in  her  offensive  course.    Ail.  hopes  of  obtaming 
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<-rinression«;  on  the  injpressrrient  queslion  from  her  were  at  length  abandoned, 
(ieorge  III.,  vi'ho  was  stili  on  the  throne,  had  become  insane,  and  tlie  men 
wiu)  managed  affairs  were  as  short-sighted  as  his  advisers  had  been  40  years 
tKjU)re,  whose  foily  had  provoked  the  Revolution.  Longer  submission  to 
1  jvdand's  arrogant  and  tyranical  treatment  was  deemed  unworchy  of  a  free 
rsation,  and  war  v/as  therefore  formally  declared  June  iS,  1812. 

Jefferson  County  early  became  the  theater  of  active  military  and  naval 
operations.  Sackets  Harbor  was  then  the  most  important  point  on  Lake 
Ontario.  It  was  made  the  headquarters  of  the  northern  division  of  the 
American  fleet,  and  here  were  fitted  out  numerous  important  expeditions 
against  the  British  in  Canada.  The  main  incidents  of  this  v.'ar,  as  connected 
with  this  territory,  are  generally  given  in  the  Gazetteer  of  Fowns,"  follow- 
ing tlie  County  Chapter.  It  was  tlie  intention  of  the  publisher  of  this  vvork 
to  give  a  detailed  account,  under  this  heading,  of  all  the  military  and  naval 
operations  originating  and  transpiring  on  the  frontier  of  Jefferson  Coanty  ; 
but  the  materials  at  hand,  and  not  prcviou^;ly  pablishcd,  regarding  other 
matters  of  importance,  have  taken  so  much  space  that  we  deem  it  advisable 
lo  curtail  this  subject  here,  and  refer  the  reader,  for  a  full  account,  to 
Hough's  History  of  Jefferson  Couniy,  published  in  1854,  and  also  to  Everts's 
Bi story  of  1878. 

PATRIOT  WAR. 

IsTany  of  the  exciting  incidents  of  the  Patriot  War,  1837-40,  are  also  given 
in  the Gazetteer  of  Towns."  For  the  reasons  mentioned  above  we  will 
omit  further  mention  of  the  subject  here,  and  respectfully  refer  the  reader  to 
the  histories  previously  named,  in  which  will  be  found  detailed  and  interest- 
ing accounts  of  this  foolish  and  abortive  attempt  to  revolutionize  the 
Canadas.  . 

WAR  FOR  THE  UNION. 

For  nearly  half  a  century  after  the  War  of  1S12  the  angel  Peace  gave  her 
sweetest  smiles  to  the  industrious  and  patriotic  inhabitants  of  the  Em[)ire 
state.  No  affairs  of  the  nation  called  them  from  their  peaceful  avocations, 
and  nothing  disturbed  the  tranquil  serenity  of  their  busy  lives.  The  sun 
rose  each  day  and  smiled  on  a  happy,  prosperous,  and  contented  people  ;  but 
alas  !  on  the  morning  of  April  21,  iS6i,  it  awakened  no  answering  smile  in 
their  hearts,  which  were  touched  with  the  fire  of  patriotism  and  burned  with 
martial  ardor.  The  dreams  of  peace  were  forgotten ;  naught  was  remem- 
bered biit  the  insulted  liag, — ^the  Hag  purchased  by  tiie  blood  of  their  fathers, 
— to  v>*hich  tliey  ov.-ed  their  liberties,  liomes,  and  the  plenty  that  surrounded 
them. 

Side  by  side  v/ith  her  sister  states  Nevv^  York  endured  the  weary  marches 
and  bore  the  brunt  of,  battles,  and  side  by  side  their  sons  sleej)  the  long 
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sleep — some  'reath  the  sun-kissol  plains  of  the  willful  South,  and  some 
rocked  in  the  bosom  of  the  broad  Atlantic,  iickl  in  the  hollow  of  His  hand." 
Otriers  have  been  borne  to  rest  nmong  tlieii  kindred  by  sympathizing  friends, 
who,  year  by  year,  to  muiTied  drum-beat,  wend  their  way  to  their  consecrated 
tombs  to  deck  their  graves  with  beautiful  spring  flowers — a  national  tribute 
to  the  gallant  dead.  Jefferson  County  gave  liberally  of  her  treasure,  and 
quite  S,ooo  of  her  sons  went  forth  to  battle  for  the  preservation  of  the  na- 
tion's unity,  and  to  free  our  country  from  the  curse  of  slavery,  so  long  a  foul 
blot  upon  her  fair  fame.  From  the  beginning  of  the  v/ar  until  the  close  of 
1S64  the  county  had  paid,  according  to  the  report  of  the  Bureau  for  1865. 
bounties  to  the  amount  of  $333,475.16. 

Folio  vvi  ng  is  a  brief  account  of  the  regiments  in  which  residents  of  Jeffer- 
son County  served,  taken  frorn  Everts's  History  of  Jefferson  County.  In  part 
II.  of  this  work,  in  the  general  directory,  will  be  found  the  inciividu;d  record 
of  many  of  the  sokliers  of  the  war  now  living  in  the  coiinly.  .Space  will  not 
permit  of  a  complete  and  separate  roster  of  all: —

'•  Soon  after  the  arrival  of  the  regiment  in  Yii  ginia  it  furnished  details  to  work  under 
Lieiit.-Col.  Alexander,  U.  S.  ezvgineers,  in  forming  abatfis.  Col.  Aiexander  placed  the  work  in 
charge  of  Col.  Lord,  and  the  u  giment  felled  timber  from  the  forests  surrounding  the  camp, 
and  formed  abattis  several  miles  in  length  and  400  feet  in  width.  After  this  it  worked  on  the 
lunette  forts  near  the  Arlington  House,  and  built  one  seveu-gun  lunette  fort.  The  forts  upon 
which  the  regiraont  perfcj-med  ni'Kst  of  its  lal)ors  wtie  afterwards  named  Forts  Tillingliast  and 
Cfaig.

■*Ar  il..  b;  rrlo  ^'f  Su'.iTn  3h"i!;i!taiji,  Kei>ieuj !.>er  li,  the  regiuieiit  was  dep'oyc'l  as  ?ikii-- 
mishers.  ono  o.>in]);"'n}'  Iji.inir  left  at  tlie  foot  of  th.e  hill  wirli  tiu  colors,  whiltj  thi  eo  moved  on 
the  left  and  si\  on  the  riL;lit  of  tlie  turnpike,  under  sti-ong  supjiort.  The  three  coriipanies  em 
the  left  lost,  dn.rin;^  the  day,  19  men  in  killed  and  -wounded.  After  tiie  enemy  was  driven  frean 
the  hilltl'.e  re;-cinient  was  relieved,  and  reached  its  colors  at  the  foot  ahont  o  A.  >x.  of  the  15th.

Here  it  Iny  down  behind  the  fence  and  ditch 
of  the  turnpike,  and  opened  li'-e  on  the  enemy's  line,  which  had  been  reformed  and  reenforced, 
and  kept  it  up  until  the  line  gave  way,  after  v/liich  it  mwved  foj'ward  its  left  vring  and  capt- 
ured ti^e  bj'tiU.-fiag  of  the  7th  AUibama,  Just  at  this  time  the  eivmy  furmeU  a  line  on  the 
right  and  r'^ar,  a}id  oj)cried  a  galling  fire,  fercin-^  our  line  to  fnll  liK'k  to  \]>c  clitr,  where  it  re- 
turne.l  iV;-e.  Amr.ni.Miti  -n  '>v\:s  !-oon  exhausted,  and  the  ootli  and  23d  were  uiarclied  ]>y  the  left 
fi:u.-k  towards  ih':  vcvv  of  the  iMV.  y.  On  I'caching  tlie  hill  wiiere  the  batteries  v^-ere  posted  the 
two  rt  giments  were  h.'ilted  and  faced  about  in  the  ed;;e  of  the  woods  to  give  Gctieral  French 
an  opportunity  to  form  his  division.  The  fire  from  the  enemy  became'  intensely  se\e]-e,  and 
French's  division  was  again  thrown  into  cojifu.sion.  Tlie  two  regiments  then  moved  back  for 
cartridge?:,  and  on  being  sup];lied  were  placed  in  suppoj  t  of  two  batteries,  w  here  tluy  j  emained 
until  the  morning  of  the  13th.    In  this  action  the  35th  lost  32  killed  and  43  \soujided. 

On  the  lOth  the  regiment  went  into  camp  a  mile  and  a  lialf  from  Sh;'.rpsbu:g,  near  the 
bend  in  the  Potomac,  where  it  remained  a  month,  du)  ing  which  time  it  suR'ered  much  for 
want  of  clothing  and  thoes,  and  from  disease  occasioned  by  its  occupation  of  a  battle-ground 
and  the  vicirdty  of  tlic  mounds  of  the  dead.    Half  its  officers  and  men  weie  unlit  for  duty. 

'•'At  tlie  battle  of  Fredericksburg,  iJecember  12  and  13,  the  regiment  lost  heavily,  being 
-exposerl  for  fix  hotirs  on  the  13th  to  a  fire  from  the  enemy's  artillery  without  an  opportunity 
to  retaliat'^.  X^-t  a  shfjt  was  tired  by  it  until  subser^ueiit  to  this  on  the  13th  and  during  the 
lltli,  when  it  was  placed  on  picket,  losing,  on  the  night  of  the  15th,  six  men  prisoners.  The 
•dnty  of  the  35th  after  this  was  comparatively  light.  'J"he  total  number  of  men  on  tlie  rolls  of 
the  regiment  was  h25n.  of  whicli  number  r/J3  wwe  must,  red  out  on  tiie  bth  of  .June,  1SG3,  at 
Fimira,  N.  Y.  For  tiic  lirst  time  in  four  nionths  tlie  regiment  assembled  on  dress  parade  on 
the  IGtli  of  3ray  previous,  and  (rfueral  Patrick  shoolv  h;;nds  witli  encli  m;ui  ;ts  an  earliest  of 
the  feeling  \.-ith.  -v>hich  Iit-  bn.ie  th- isi  good-by.  The  next  day  they  took  th,.-  cars  for  Aquia 
Crtek,  proceeded  thence  by  transT>ort  to  \Yashingtoii,  whure  they  were  receiv<jd  by  Capt.  Camp, 
of  Co.  K  ftheii  on  dttatched  dnty  as  aide-de-camp  to  General  IMartindale ),  -with  a  full  band.

Through  the  commendable  generosity  of  Mr,  and  Mrs.  George  Cook,  of 
Waterto'.vn,  a  beautiful  nicmorial  is  being  erected  on  Public  Square,  in  that 
city,  in  honor  of  the  soldiers  and  sailors  who  fought  and  the  martyrs  who  fell 
during  the  late  war  in  the  struggle  for  the  freedom  of  a  race  and  the  preser- 
vation of  the  Union.  Tiie  corner-stone  of  tins  monument  was  laid  on  Me- 
morial Day,  1890,  with  appropriate  and  impressive  ceremonies,  participated 
in  by  veterans  of  the  late  war  and  other  citizens.

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  no  careful  diary  of  events  centering  in  the 
provost-marshal's  office  in  Watertown  was  kept.  The  stirring  and  important 
duties  that  pressed  upon  the  staff  of  the  ofhce  were  so  engrossing,  and  the 
work  so  overvrhelming,  that  little  heed  v/as  paid  to  tlie  claims  of  history.  Few 
appreciated  how  great  the  responsibilities  of  the  position  were,  or  how  much 
of  care  and  toil  came  to  those  entrusted  with  the  delicate  and  trying  semi- 
military  service.  That  it  v^as  highly  important  is  now  generally  conceded  ; 
and  it  is  fitting  that  an  outline  of  the  details  of  the  office  should  be  given  in  the 
Gazeife.i?-  of  the  county  now  about  to  issue.  It  has  been  difficult  to  collect 
data  such  as  one  would  like  to  present  in  this  connection,  owing  to  the  fact 
that  tlie  records  were  all  sent  to  Washington  at  the  close  of  the  office,  and 
these  the  writer  has  not  heCM  i^ble  to  roii^iilt.  In  the  main,  however,  it  is 
beheved  that  the  facts  herein  stated,  and  the  descriptions  of  the  various 
phases  of  the  v/ork  done,  cover  the  most  important  details,  and  will,  it  is 
hoped,  convey  a  fair  picture  of  an  unique  cliapter  in  the  history  of  Jefferson 
County. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  great  Rebellion  patriotic  sentiment  ran  high,  and 
the  tlower  of  our  youth  flocked  to  enlist  in  defence  of  our  Union.  The  grim 
and  terrible  sacrifices  of  war  were  little  kriOwn  to  the  masses  of  our  people. 
Wise  statesmen  {predicted  that  the  mad  folly  of  secession  would  soon  give 
way  before  the  uprising  of  a  loyal  North,  and  a  short  v;ar  was  anticipated. 
For  many  montlis  volunteers  met  every  demand  for  fresh  troops,  but  as  the 
contlici  v.idcncvl,  nnd  the  sadi  realities  of  brutal  war  came  to  be  fully  realized 
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tlirough  returning  wounded  and  dead  heroes,  it  became  apparent  that  the 
government  could  not  safely  rely  for  future  levies  upon  volunteers  alone. 

To  provide  recruits  for  the  armies  of  the  Union  an  enrollment  lav/  was 
jKissed  by  Congress,  and  a  provost-marshal  in  each  Congressional  district  in 
the  loyal  states  was  appointed.  What  vvas  done  had  to  be  done  quickly, 
under  the  urgent  necessity  for  filling  our  rapidly  organized  battalions,  and 
making  good  the  v.'aste  and  ruin  of  war.  The  armies  at  the  front  were  con- 
stantly pressing  forward  over  fields  of  carnage,  and  enormous  losses  through 
v.-ounds,  death,  and  disease  resulted.  It  became  vitally  necessary  to  promptly 
nil  tliC  vacant  places  in  our  ranks,  and  to  this  great  duty  the  provost-marshal's 
office  in  Waterto^vn  brought  the  unselfish  and  devoted  services  of  competent 
and  patriotic  citizens. 

The  selection  of  tiie  provost-marshal  for  the  .-^oth  -Congressional  distiicf^ 
rO!;;po>ed  of  tliC  counties  of  jefiVrson,  Jlerkimer,  and  I.ewis,  xvas  made  by 
trie  Hon.  Ambrose  W .  Clark,  then  ably  representitig  the  district  in  Congress, 
iiis  choice  of  Frederick  Emerson,  Esq.,  of  Watertown,  was  specially  fort- 
lioate.  At  the  time  he  was  appointed  few  appreciated  what  a  part  the 
office  would  play  in  the  attending  incidents  of  the  gieat  v/ar,  or  ijow  serious 
the  service  was  destined  to  become.  It  is  only  the  truth  of  history  to  affirm 
that  for  nearly  three  years  the  provost  marshal's  office  v;as  a  household  word 
in  every  famh'y  in  the  district.  Next  to  the  news  i"rom  the  seat  of  war  the 
provost- marshal's  office  was  a  center  of  deep  and  solicitous  interest.  With 
the  wild  havoc- of  battlefields  spread  before  the  people  through  the  daily 
press  the  people  felt  the  growing  need  for  fresh  troops,  and  the  enrollment 
made  record  of  those  v.^ho  were  liable  to  military  duty.  At  the  time  the  office 
was  fully  orgarn/:ed  in  Wateitown  the  stupendous  strife  had  grown  to  such 
dimensioris  that  it  was  clear  to  all  how  serious  the  struggle  must  be  before  an 
}i')iiorable  peace  could  be  won.  Political  excitement  naturally  ran  high,  and 
the  position  of  provost-marshal  at  once  became  prominent  and  extremely 
i:'np.oriant. 

The  appointment  of  Captain  Emerson  was  most  satisfactory  from  the  first. 
He  was  in  the  prinie  of  life,  of  v,'ell  known  ability  and  integrity,  and  specially 
fitted  by  legal  and  mental  attainments  for  the  position.  He  brought  a  well 
trained  mind  and  perfect  p':>ise  of  teniperament  to  the  discharge  of  his  very 
dilticult  duties.  Few  can  appreciate  how  harrassing  and  wearying  and  diver- 
suied  his  responsibilties  were.  It  was  one  long  strain  by  day  and  by  night, 
in  a  service  where  great  latitude  necessarily  had  to  be  exercised,  in  a  round 
of  perplexing  questions  new  to  all  concerned.  Fev/ officers  at  the  front  had 
i-reater  anxieties,  or  more  delicate  duties  to  perform.  In  all  the  wide  circle 
*>f  liis  devested  \x()rk  as  provost- marshal  he  was  a  model  officer  and  an  lionest 
liian.  In  jvurity  of  life,  in  zeal  for  tl\e  efiiciency  of  his  official  staff,  and  in 
•  vN-rrr  f:iiling  SA'cetnes:;  cf  p:rson:il  intercourse,  Cai)tain  }-.nicr:*)n  was  a 
uiodel  chiefi  It  v.as  the  writer's  good  fortun.e  to  be  associated  with  him  for 
ov'jr  two  years,  and  he  owes  h"suca  to  'die  manly  inspiiations  of  these  event- 
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ful  times.  Nothing  appeared  to  worry  him,  and  his  self-command  was  ad- 
mirable. Courteous,  dignified,  and  firm,  every  snbordinate  felt  his  inspiring 
and  commanding  presence  as  specially  helpful  in  every  personal  and  official 
relation. 

Captain  Emerson  was  averse  to  all  ornamental  flourishes  in  penmanship, 
vind  notiiing  stiired  up  his  ire  sooner  than  showy  and  useless  ornamentation. 
A  young  man  from  Adams — since  a  judge  in  our  county — called  one  day 
and  made  application  for  a  clerkship.  The  Captain  handed  him  a  sheet  of 
paper,  and  pointing  to  a  desk  requested  him  to  write  a  letter  to  show  his 
:style.  This  was  done.  After  some  little  time  tlie  production  was  handed 
in.  It  was  profusely  ornamented  vvith  tlowing  flourishes,  showing  the  worst 
sort  of  folly  in  tlie  useless  waste  of  time  in  needless  curves,  etc.  The  Cap- 
tain gave  it  one  glance  and  said,  Young  man,  you  had  better  go  back 
iKjmt:  and  learn  to  write  quickly  a  plain,  even  liand,  and  leave  off  all  these 
worthless  iiourishes.  We  have  no  time  here  for  such  iionseiise."  Years  after- 
wards this  ap[)licanL  called  the  attention  of  the  ex-provost-nisrshal  to  this 
characteristic  incident.  It  was  a  good  practical  lesson,  kindly  administered. 
Besides,  it  was  in  keeping  .vith  the  Captam's  well  known  dislike  for  all  pre- 
tentious display  in  any  direction. 

The  provost-marshal  met  with  a  serious  accident  in  connection  with  his 
duties  in  Wateitown.  Complaints  had  been  made  to  him  about  the  acconi- 
modations  at  the  government  quarters  for  recruits,  then  situated  on  the 
northeast  side  of  the  river,  at  the  lower  bridge,  and  while,  inspecting  the 
house  the  back  veranda  gave  way,  precipitating  the  inspecting  party  some 
feet  to  the  ground  below.  Captain  Emerson  was  severely  injured,  his  spine 
receiving  a  hard  blow  from  the  falling  debris.  From  the  effects  of  this  acci- 
'lent  he  \vas  confined  to  his  home  for  some  time,  suffering  greatly  from  his 
v.-ounds.  He  has  never  recovered  from  this  hurt,  and  it  eventually  caused  a 
curvature  of  the  spine,  seriously  deforming  him,  and  making  it  necessary  for 
him  to  walk  i]"t  a  l:alf-stooping  condition,  with  the  aid  of  a  cane.  While  shut 
up  at  home  by  this  accident  he  continued  to  give  attention  to  tlie  necessary 
work  of  the  ofhce,  and  as  he  was  the  mustering  officer  the  recruits  were 
marched  up  to  his  residence  to  be  sworn  in,  he  sitting  in  a  chair  at  a 
window  inside,  while  the  volunteers  were  formed  in  line  outside.  In  this 
manner  there  was  no  interruption  to  the  regular  business  of  tlie  office, 
although  the  sufferings  of  the  provost-marshal  were  at  times  hard  to  bear. 

A  copy  of  the  commission  of  Captain  Emerson  is  here  given  as  a  matter 
of  liistoric  record  : —

Dr.  Edward  S.  Walker,  of  Herkinjer  County,  was  detailed  as  examii:!ing 
siirgeon.  ?Iis  position  was  one  of  the  utmost  delicacy — requiring  a  wide 
range  of  medical  knowledge,  as  well  as  great  decision  of  character.  Upon 
l^is  examinations  largely  depended  the  decision  as.  to  who  should  be  ac- 
cepted as  recruits,  and  who  were  legally  entitled  to  exemption  on  account  of 
jjhysical  disabilities.  His  position  v/as  a  laborious  and  irksome  one,  for  the 
rc.ison  that  the  Wh  of  drafted  men,  and  men  seeking  exemption,  were  being 
constantly  pcued  into  his  ears.  'J^hrough  all  his  valuable  service  to  the  close 
of  the  o'fice  Dj-.  Walker  acquitted  himself  wilh  conspicuous  ability,  and  won 
the  v.-cll  deserved  reputation  of  being  one  of  the  best  examining  surgeons  in 
the  service. 

Dr.  Ch.arles  Goodale  was  appointed  assistant  surgeon,  and  was  in  every 
way  equal  to  the  duties  that  fell  to  his  share  of  the  trying  Vvork. 

Arthur  W.  Pond,  of  Lewis  County,  was  appointed  commissioner — the  three 
above  named  constituting  the  examining  board."  Pond  was  a  capable 
man,  and  understood  perfectly  the  details  of  the  ofl^ice, 

James  J.  Cook,  of  Herkimer  County_,  and  James  B.  Phillips,  of  Lewis 
County,  were  appointed  deputy  provost-marshals,  and  both  performicd  their 
duties  with  marked  ability  and  integrity.  They  gave  their  best  services  in  a 
trying  round  of  responsibilities^  being  .faithful  in  all  things. 

Charles  H.  Van  Brakle  was  appointed  chief  clerk  by  Captain  Enierson  in 
April,  ICS63,  and  very  efficiently  filled  the  position  until  September  of  tiie  san^e 
year,  when  he  resigned  his  clcik^hip  to  accept  the  adjutancy  of  the  i4Lh 
Heavy  Artillery  N.  Y.  Vols.  Jolm  J.  Safford  became  Van  Brakle's  suc- 
cessor, and  proved  himself  a  capital  ofiicial. 

Bray  ton  C.  Bailey  was  made  enrollment  clerk,  and  he  was  a  model  guard- 
ian of  the  responsible  position  in  which  Captain  Emerson's  partiality  placed 
him.  He  served  u-iih  great  credit  until  the  office  was  abolished  at  the  close 
of  the  war. 

J.  Harvey  Simmons  was  appointed  quartermaster,  and  occupied  a  store  on 
Court  street,  f^ere  all  the  recruits,  substitutes,  and  drafted  men  were  clothed 
after  being  mustered  into  the  service.  He  v/as  a  man  well  qualified  for  the 
position,  and  no  truer  patriot  ever  served  his  country  in  any  age. 

David  D.  Gates  was  early  ap])ointed  assistant  enrollment  clerk,  and  re- 
mained in  tlie  ofiice  until  failing  !iea!t!i  forced  him  to  give  up  work  ;  but  the 
rest  did  not  bring  relief,  and  he  died  late  in  1863,  the  only  one  connected 
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will)  ihe  office  who  died  during  its  existence.  He  was  a  young  man  of  gentle 
life,  and  bcl(.)vetl  by  ail  who  knew  him  wel!. 

Edward  M.  Gates  was  a  clerk  in  tlie  office  fur  sr)me  months,  and  a  most 
competent  one.  He  had  the  honor  of  turning  the  wheel  for  the  last  draft, 
and  as  his  own  name  was  among  the  number  it  is  but  fair  to  believe  that  he 
was  happy  when  the  last  man  was  drawn  and  he  was  tiot  chosen. 

Louis  C.  Greenleaf,  on  the  resignation  of  Chief  Clerk  Saftbrd,  was  ap- 
pointed to  his  place  in  1864.  He  liad  been  a  sergeant  in  Co.  A.,  35th  N.  Y. 
Vols.,  serving  with  distinguished  zeal  and  faithfulness,  and  he  p-^rformed  his 
responsible  duties  as  chief  clerk  with  equal  credit.  He  was  occupying  this 
position  when  the  office  was  closed. 

Lieut.  I.  V.  Woddell,  a  veteran  and  a  capital  officer,  had  charge  of  the 
Veteran  Reserve  Corps  in  Watertown  for  some  months.  He  was  a  careful 
guardian  of  the  rights  and  needs  of  the  positioTi  he  so  admirably  filled,  and 
was  an  hovioicd  ^<nd  U'-jeful  aid  at  the  headquarters.  He  knew  his  duty  and 
aUva)3  faithfully  performed  it. 

Firs':  Lieut.  George  McOmbcr  v/as  appointed  special  agent  upoi  Captain 
Emerson's  recommendation  in  May,  1S63.  He  had  served  in  the  94th  N.  Y. 
Vols,  with  distinguished  bravei3',  and  was  badly  wounded  at  the  second  bat- 
tle of  Bull  Run,  on  August  30,  1862,  from  the  effects  of  which  he  was  dis- 
charged for  disability.  Returning  home,  and  partially  regaining  his  health, 
he  accepted  the  position  in  question,  but  resigned  tlie  following  August  to 
accept  a  first  lieutenancy  in  the  Veteran  Reserve  Corps,  and  was  ordered 
on  duty  in  KesUucky.  His  i;archment  commission  u-as  signed  by  Abraham 
Lincoln,  and  will  hereafter  be  regarded  v/ith  pride  by  those  who  bear  his 
name.  Lieut.  McOmber  was  a  fine  type  of  t!ie  A.merican  citizen-soldier,, 
and  did  his  whole  duty  during  the  four  years  of  the  Rebellion. 

James  P.  Kirby,  a  veteran  of  the  94th  N.  Y.  Vols.,  was  also  api)ointed 
special  agent  by  Captain  ILmerson.  He  was  VvTjunded  in  the  same  battle 
that  Lieut.  McOmb?r  was  in  1S62.  Two  Sjiccial  agenls  were  provided  for 
at  each  provost-marshal's  headquarters,  and  their  duties  were  of  an  exacting 
character.  All  deliveries  of  recruits  to  the  various  \j.  S.  rendezvouses  at 
Elmira,  Albany,  01  New  York  were  under  the  command  of  special  agents. 
Special  investigations,  the  arrest  of  deserters,  and  a  general  supervision  of  the 
outside  semi-militai  y  duties  of  the  headquarters  constituted  the  wide  range 
of  their  responsibilities.  Special  Agent  Kirby  was  a  very  competent,  faithful^ 
and  honorable  ofiicer,  and  filled  his  trying  position  with  great  credit  and 
acceptability  up  to  the  close  of  the  office. 

Albert  D.  Shaw  v.-as  appointed  special  agent  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned 
by  the  resignation  of  Special  Agent  McOmber.     fie  had  served  two  years — 
th'-ough  his  teim  of  enlistment — ^in  Co.  A,  35th  X.  Y.  W>ls.,  and  was  barely- 
of  ag-;:  wiien  he  accepted  the  |>c)sii!on.     He  served  1(1  xV.^-^  ca|.!.icit\'  of  special 
agent  until  the  office  was  abolislied,  and  received  the  thanks  of  Provost- 
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Maisluil  iMiierson  in  an  order  I:igh]y  commendatory  tif  his  record  during  the 
cve'iiru!  \  eais  passed  in  this  useful  public  em[)lo)  njeni. 

77/r  enroling  ofriici-s. — The  experiences  of  the  cnroUirig  officers  were  of  a 
varied  and  interesting  character.  Often  these  officials  were  treated  with 
scant  courtesv  on  their  rounds,  and  sometimes  they  were  regarded  in  the 
li^ht  of  would-be  destroyers  of  the  harmony  of  households.  The  visit  of  an 
enrolliiio;  t>flicer  was  a  serious  event  in  many  homes.  In  all  it  was  a  severe 
lesson  in  the  line  of  duty,  and  taught  how  powerful  a  people's  government 
leally  was.  The  memories  of  mothers — and  fathers  as  ^vell  — were  frequently 
at  fault  as  to  the  date  of  birth  of  sons,  the  tendency  son^etimes  being  to  rep- 
resent the  boys  as  less  than  iS  years  of  age.  And  there  were  instances  v/here 
the  .15th  birthday  came  swiftly  I  These  two  extremes— iS  and  45  yeais  — 
were  troublesome  to  enrolling  officers.  In  these  days  cosmetics  were  not  used 
to  !":;nke  beards  grow  on  young  faces,  and  hair  dyes  fou)id  few  purchasers  to 
r)!a]-:f  pc'T'lc  along  the  .pv)'"^^^  ^if"'^  younger.    It  was  a  happy  era  \'A\it\\ 

slowbja'd^  T!;d  gray  haivs  found  no  tricks  played  upontliem,  but  were  allowed 
to  take  their  grov/th  unvexed  with  the  barbers'  art! 

The  enrolUnent  was  no  joke  in  any  aspect  in  v.'hich  tlie  official's  visit  might 
be  regarded.  P^very  name  placed  upon  the  rolls  was  to  take  its  chance  in  the 
revolving  wheel.  This  fact  made  the  enrollment  a  serious  subject  of  family 
contemplation.  With  tlie  terrible  havoc  of  v,-ar  daily  brought  home  to  the 
people  through  repoits  of  great  battles  and  great  losses  in  killed  and  wounded, 
in  some  cases  cutting  down  brave  soldiers  from  localities  where  the  enroll- 
ing ofiicer  v,-as  going  from  house  to  Iiouse,  it  can  be  realized  in  part  how 
solemn  the  questions  as  to  who  was  liable  to  the  draft  really  were.  To  many 
it  seemed  l-ke  a  roll-call  of  death  amid  the  home  circle  of  peace.  There  was 
brought  to  the  citizen  a  foretaste  of  how  much  the  government  relied  upon 
the  whole  people  for  sup;])ort  in  the  fiery  trial  of  war.  Health  and  age  were 
])rime  factors  in  the  problem  of  saving  the  Union  through  crushing  out  the 
Kei;eHion.  In  this  light  the  cnroUirig  officer  was  ttie  man  who  placed  on  the 
rolls  the  n^en  who  were  liable  to  obey  the  demands  for  miOre  soldiers  when 
tliC  draft  came.  It  is  not  strange,  under  such  conditions,  that  occasionally 
the  age  of  a  son  u-as  reported  less  than  it  reallv  was,  or  that  46  years  were 
reached  by  some  born  the  same  year  as  a  neighbor  whose  record  of  life  only 
mcasiired  44  years.  Such  lapses  of  memory  and  faults  of  family  record^-.- — 
some  on  the  iJible's  record — were  found,  were  even  not  uncommon.  1  he 
ersroHing  o'licers  were  ipjick  at  hunting  u,p  facts  as  to  the  3ge  of  citizeris 
where  the  least  question  arose  about  ages,  and  as  the  lists  were  hung  up  in 
every  to'.vn  few  wouhl-bc  deceivers  escaped  finall}'  being  |(!.iced  on  the  lolls. 

']'he  writer  had  some  experience  in  coirecting  tlie  emoUment  in  \Vater- 
town.  and  in  ?j\-er"l  instances  wns  met  with  sharp  and  anL;ry  rtq-'ies.  It  was 
<iuUe  a  c^'mmon  thing  lolo'd:  \w:  -Xk^ox  at.d  pretend  that  rir)onL:v\as  at  iionje 
when  tlie  officer  called.  Curiously  enougli  tiie  enrolling  olfiicer  was  knov/n 
the  uioinent  he  p'Ut  in  an  aj-jpcarance  on  a  street.    Tlu:  newf;  of  Iris  coniing 
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was  swiftly  circulated.  Twice  in  the  writer's  cx[)ericnce  the  wife  and  children 
vvai'td  and  wept, as  though  thehu-band  and  father  h:ui  just  been  killed  in  battle, 
when  his  name  was  placed  on  tlie  list  as  liable  to  a  draft.  This  period  was  one 
that  tested  tlie  ''girth  and  groin  "  of  the  whole  people,  and,  all  in  all^  the  world 
never  witnessed  a  nobler  example  of  national  patriotism  and  individual  heroism 
than  was  exhibited  in  this  stupendous  conllict.  It  is  a  matter  of  sincere  re- 
gret that  the  list  of  enrolling  officers  is  not  at  hand  for  insertion  in  this  con- 
nection. A  few  only  are  recalled  ;  one  especially,  Sidney  Cooper,  Esq.,  of 
Le  Ray,  was  regarded  as  the  model  official,  as  his  rolls  were  so  neatly  and 
accurately  prepared.  L.  D.  Morgan  was  enrolling  officer  for  Watertown.  In 
Le  Ray  a  German  pleaded  with  Enrolling  Officer  Cooper  to  be  left  off,  for, 
he  said,  "Some  rats  dig  into  my  cistern. and  die  in  dare,  and  I  drinks  the 
water  and  got  some  poisoned."  He  was  sure  he  should. not  be  enrolled. 
?^Ir.  Cooper  suggested  that  a  change  of  air  and  scenery,  in  a  trip  South, 
v/ould  do  him  good.  This  idea  gaN'e  no  hope  to  tlie  alarmed  neighbor,  for 
he  thought  the  remedy  very  unlikely  to  do  him  any  good.  However  he  stood 
his  draft  and  got  free. 

Special  xAgent  Kirby,  in  correcting  the  enrollment  for  that  then  portion  of 
Watertown  called  "  The  Swamp,"  made  his  task  effective  and  easy  by  pre- 
tending to  be  engaged  in  making  a  new  directory  of  Watertown;  but  after  he 
had  finished  his  work,  and  the  truth  leaked  out,  it  v/as  not  a  healthy  section 
of  the  town  for  this  officer  to  visit.  The  consternation  of  the  excitable  resi- 
dents was  indeed  great  over  the  situation.  There  was  a  lack  of  words  to 
describe  their  indignant  feelings. 

Tiu  efirolhnt'tii. — The  enrollment  of  each  town  in  the  district  called  for 
the  name  of  every  male  citizen,  at  the  first,  between  the  ages  of  21  and  45 
years.  This  v/as  taken  by  enrolling  officers  appointed  by  Captain  Emerson  . 
in  every  tov/n,  and  involved  a  great  deal  of  labor.  Three  copies  of  each  en- 
rollment had  to  be  made — one  for  use  at  Albany,  another  at  W^ashington,  - 
and  one  for  the  files  of  the  \VatCi  lo\vii  office.  After  this  was  completed  these 
enrollments  were  carefully  revised,  and  every  man  with  a  plam  disability, 
such  as  the  loss  of  an  eye,  an  arm,  or  a  leg,  or  teeth,  or  with  any  serious 
chronic  complaint,  was,  upon  medical  examination  in  Watertown  in  person, 
stricken  from  the  rolls.  In  this  way  the  lists  were  cleared  of  men  wlio  vvere 
unfit  for  Uiilitary  duty.  Some  of  the  incidents  attending  these  examinations 
v/ere  both  amusing  and  ludicrous.  Wide  notice  was  given  of  the  nature  of 
the  examinations  preparatory  to  striking  off  the  clearly  exempt  citizens,  but 
great  crowds  pieseiUed  themselves  before  the  board,  a  large  majority  of  whom 
did  not  come  under  the  operation  of  the  regulations  in  question.  The  exam- 
ining board  met  for  convenience  in  the  supervisors'  room  at  the  court-house, 
on  Arsenal  street,  and  hc-re  for  many  days  was  witnessed  one  of  th.e  most 
eager  and  anxious  gatlierin.;;  of  the  "  lame,  halt,  and  blind,"  as  well  as  a  very 
large  number  who  felt  sick,  or  imagined  tliey  did,  that  ever  visited  Water- 
town.    The  cro.^'d  was  a  motle)'  oiie.     Pvich  and  poor  met  on  the  same  seri- 
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ous  level.  The  rigorous  law  knew  no  favor iles.  Each  pressed  to  the  front 
j>rej)aieci  to  prove  that  lie  was  not  burning  or  able  to  go  to  the  war  to  shrne 
in  the  harus'nips  of  the  catu])  and  the  battlefield.  The  disappointment  of 
such  as  vv-ere  firmly  turned  away,  for  the  good  reason  that  their  cases  did  not 
come  within  tlie  scope  of  the  order,  was  often  painful  to  witness,  for  some- 
how a  sort  of  panic  fell  upon  many  to  have  their  names  stricken  from  the 
rolls.  It  v/as  customary  for  applicants  for  exemption  to  bring  v/ith  them  afli- 
davits  of  family  physicians  to  prove  their  ills,  and  if  the  history  of  some  of 
the  prominent  practitioners  in  the  district  could  only  be  faithfully  given,  bear- 
ing upon  this  branch  of  their  then  extremely  perplexing  business,  it  would  be 
rich  reading  for  the  student  of  character.  The  family  physician  was  over- 
whehned  with  sick  friends  during  this  trying  period.  He  was  called  upon  to 
remember  ills  long  past,  and  to  make  clear  weaknesses  of  uncertain  serious- 
ness, in  mony  anxious  cases.  To  the  flexible  and  accommodating  trickster, 
who  could  see  weaknesses  for  a  consideration,— and  there  v/ere  a  fev>'  such  in 
our  district  truth  compels  me  to  admit, — the  opportunity  was  a — greenback 
one  1  Such  affidavits,  as  a  rule,  did  more  harm  than  good,  for  Dr.  Walker 
had  a  keen  eye  for  shams.  The  delight  shown  in  some  instances  by  persons 
who  were  exempted  upon  medical  examination  was  strikingly  strange.  One 
nervous  applicant,  far  gone  with  lung  disease,  came  out  of  the  examining 
room  and  excitedly  exclaimed  to  a  friend,  '•  Thank  the  Lord,  the  Doctor  says 
I  won't  live  six  months,  and  so  I 'm  exempt."  Another  came  for  examina- 
tion, whose  case  was  doubtful,  owing  to  his  evident  efforts  to  appear  nearly 
helpless  from  weak  and  crooked  legs,''  as  he  termed  his  trouble.  His  anxi- 
ety to  create  an  impression  of  his  great  physical  infirmity  was  clear.  In  a 
mirthful  moment  the  board  allowed  him  to  appear  before  the  examining 
surgeon.  Waddling  about  the  room,  with  ill-concealed  attempts  to  show  how 
v,'eak  his  legs  vv-ere,  the  picture  he  presented,  as  he  hobbled  along  vvith  })anta- 
loons  roUed  up  above  his  knees,  vv^as  ludicrous  in  the  extreme.  The  Doctor 
took  in  th,e  situation  at  a  glance,  and,  looliing  serious,  he  sympathetically 
asked,  Where  is  the  greatest  pain  when  you  v/alk  ?  "  "All  over,  if  you 
phase,  sir;  sore  as  a  bile,  all  along  from  nit^  feet  to  me  body,  sure."  "Try 
and  walk  quickly  across  the  room,"  said  the  Doctor,  and  Patrick  began  as 
laughable  a  march  as  was  ever  witnessed.  At  every  step  his  facial  expres- 
sions were  so  comical,  and  his  bow-legged  walk  was  so  clearly  a  make-up, 
that  roars  of  laughter  followed  his  funny  performance.  The  door  being 
reached  Patrick  was  ordered  out  past  the  guard,  and  so  into  the  yard,  by  the 
"  left  flank."  Turning  to  tlie  guard  he  asked,  "  Am  T  eximpt  ?  "  "  No,"  was 
the  re()ly,  you  will  make  a  good  soldier.'"  The  vigorous  and  bad  language 
used  by  the  disgusted  man  proved  his  ability  to  roundly  abuse  every  one  con- 
nected With  the  othce,  atid,  without  turning  down  his  pantaloons,  he  walked 
a'.vay  as  nijul^ly  as  po-.ii!>le.  His  trick  ha.J  resulted  in  an  absurd  failure,  and 
no  one  knew  this  better  than  himself. 
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On  j  pathetic  incident  in  the  examination  of  Rev.  E.  W.  Reynolds,  the 
eloquent  and  patriotic  Universalist  clergyman  in  Waleitovvn  at  ihe  time,  is 
worihr  of  recoiii.  Fie  attended  the  examination,  and  when  Dr.  Walker 
sounded  his  lungs  he  qaickly  said,  "  Mr.  Reynolds,  you  are  clearly  unfit  for 
the  duties  of  a  soldier."  "I  know  it  only  too  well,"  replied  the  clergyman, 
"  for  1  should  have  been  at  the  front  had  J  been  strong  enough.  My  heart 
is  with  the  army,  and  how  I  wish  I  could  be  at  the  seat  of  war  in^this  trying 
hour."  The  pathos  of  his  touching  v.-ords  drew  tears  from  those  present,  as 
he  passed  out,  to  die  not  very  long  afterwards.  These  examinations  "  cleared 
the  rolls  "  of  those  who  could  not  render  military  service  on  account  of  plain 
and  permanent  physical  disabilities,  and  thus  a  sound  basis  for  computing  the 
quota  of  each  town  v.-as  provided. 

Subsiifu^es  ami  yccruifs. — After  it  became  clear  to  all  that  extra  induce- 
ments and  efforts  woukl  be  necessary  to  fill  the  depleted  aimies  of  the  Union 
a  system  of  bounties  v.-as  hit  upon  in  tiic  towns,  vvhereby  a  sum  of  money 
was  r:iise.d  tc*  j^iy  for  volunteers,  as  an  inducement  to  enlist.  Those  who 
v»-cre  f;t  for  luiiitary  sendee  were  liable  to  the  draft,  and  many  enlisted  and 
took  the  local  bounties,  and  a  bounty  the  general  government  offered  in 
addition. 

I^vlany  also,  being  of  sound  body,  patriotically  furnished  a  substitute  so  as 
to  be  free  from  annoyance  from  the  draft,  and  to  be  represented  at  the  front 
by  a  good  soldier,  in  lieu  of  personal  service.  The  first  bounty  generally  paid 
by  towns  v.-as  ^300  for  three  years'  men.  The  supervisois  of  the  towns  were 
active  in  securing  substitutes,  and  tried  hard  to  fill  their  quotas  without  a 
draft.  Canadians  came  over  quite  freely,  and  men  were  ready  to  get  them  a 
chance  to  go  as  a  substitute.  Some  amusing  cases  of  disa|)pointments  took 
place  among  those  seeking  a  substitute.  One  instance  was  well  known — that 
of  Elmer  Everett,  a  prominent  citizen  of  \\'aLertown,  who,  though  a  staunch 
Democrat,  was  not  averse  to  having  a  colored  nian  till  his  place  in  the  army. 
Through  a  broker — one  v/ho  made  it  a  business  to  bring  principal  and  sub- 
stitute together— -Mr.  Everett  sent  to  I\Iontreal  and  had  a  colored  appli- 
cant come  to  Watertown  to  go  in  as  his  substitute.  The  man  reached  the 
city  on  a  Saturday  after  tlic  ohice  had  closed,  and  Everett  secured  an  order 
fror.i  the  provost- marshal  to  have  his  man  kept  in  the  guard-house  until  Mon- 
day morning,  at  his  own  expense.  Bright  and  eirly  on  Monda)'  Everett 
brought  his  man  up  for  medical  examination,  when,  lo,  and  behold  \  it  was 
found  that  he  u^as  suffering  from  compound  hernia.  The  surprise  and  dis- 
gust of  Everett  can  well  be  nnagined  in  vie*v  of  the  ex})enses  he  had  already 
borne  iij  gctt^'v:  tiie  man  to  Watertown.  The  colored  brother  seemed  to  enjoy 
the  situation  itnmensely,  "  for,''  said  he,  *'you  knows  f's  ready  tu  go,  boss.'' 
It  was  not  T)lea;virit  afterwards  for  any  ane  to  inquire  of  Everett  hov/  his 
colored  ^ubstitiiie  v,  as  getting  along.  Among  the  volunteers  ixynw  Canada 
were  q.nte  a  iiuinber  of  deserters  from  the  J^nii?!;  force  stationed  at  Kings- 
ton.   A  vvell-kj;own  Carjad.ian  became  somewhat  famous  for  liis  proplietic 
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rjroca^^t  of  coming  visitors  to  the  provost- marshal's  office.  v>-ho  wore  the 
rxarlct  u;;iro:n  of  l-)ritis!i  sokhors.  His  Ijoror-cojje  of  the  stars  was  so  f^ult- 
Ijss  that  he  frequently  foretold  to  an  hour  wlien  a  squad  of  deserters  would 
make  their  appearance.  There  was  one  thing,  at  least,  to  be  said  in  favor  of 
this  man,  and  that  was  his  perfect  fairness  in  dealing  with  the  Canadian  de- 
serters, v.'ho  relied  upon  him  for  advice.  Captain  Emerson  always  made  it  a 
rule  before  enlisting  a  man  to  explain  to  him  the  amount  of  bounty  he  v>'as 
entitled  to  receive,  and  insisted  that  the  money  due  him  should  be  paid  to  the 
recruit  in  his  presence.  These  deserters  made  fine  soldiers,  and  as  they  had 
no  sentiment  behind  their  first  enhstment  in  the  British  army  they  gladly 
availed  themselves  of  a  chance  to  enlist  in  our  army  for  better  piy.  I'ew  or 
none  of  this  class  ever  deserted  from  our  ai'my  and  went  back  to  Canada. 
The  vvriter  knew  one  of  these  men  well.  Flis  name,  was  Charles  Flemming, 
and  he  v.:,5>  a  member  of  Co.  A,  35th  N.  Y.  Vols.  At  the  battle  of  Fred- 
ericksburg h-:  iost  bolli  legs  by  a  cannon  sliol,  and  died  the  next  day  in  hos- 
pital. He  had  served  in  India  and  in  the  Crimea,  and  often  declared  that 
he  never  liad  seen  hotter  h^diting  than  he  experienced  in  our  regiment.-  He 
lies  in  an  unmarkecl  grave  within  sight  of  the  bloody  field  on  whicli  he  re- 
ceived his  death  wound.  Ho'.v  many  thousands — foreigners  to  our  soil — died 
like  Flemming,  on  the  battlefields  of  our  struggle,  in  helping  tread  out  the 
heresy  of  secession  amid  the  horrid  havoc  of  contending  armies  ! 

Some  of  the  incidents  attending  the  escape  of  British  deserters  from  the 
47th  Regiment  of  the  line  at  Kingston  are  worthy  of  record.  The  distance 
between  the  American  shore  and  Kingston  is  only  some  12  miles,  but  to 
most  of  the  soldiers  it  was  an  unknown  route.  Long  Island  intervened,  and 
guards  were  thickly  stationed  on  its  southern  shore  to  intercept  any  deserters 
v.'ho  m'ght  be  caught  making  their  way  to  the  American  side.  For  many 
months  during  1863-64  the  9  o'clock  evening  gun  at  Kingston  was  eagerly 
listened  for,  as  one  gun  eac'i  was  fired  at  that  hour  for  all  deserters,  in  order 
that  the  gu:-ids  might  keep  a  keen  vvatcii  for  them,  A  party  of  six  deserteis 
from  this  regiment  seized  a  boat  at  Kingston  late  one  evening  and  rowed 
away  around  the  head  of  Fong  Island,  intending  to  land  at  the  light-house 
on  Tibbitt's  Point,  in  Cape  Vincent.  By  some  mistake,  being  strangers  to 
the  route,  they  kej)t  too  far  to  the  westward,  and  after  an  exhausting  tug  at 
tlie  oars,  aii  exercise  few  of  the  soldiers  were  used  to,  they  made  land  on 
Grenadier  Island,  near  its  eastern  point.  Seeing  a  light  in  the  early  morning 
one  of  their  number  cautiously  approached  it,  and  this  proved  to  be  in  the 
house  of  Abram  Cooper,  a  wealthy  farmer,  and  owner  of  most  of  the  island. 
The  dcS'.rler  nervously  in(|uired,  Wiial  place  is  this  ;  is  it  in  Canada  or 
the  United  States?''  "The  United  States,  and  you  aie  all  right,"  was 
Cooper's  co.'-dial  greeting,  as  he  took  in  tlie  siiu.-.lion  at  a  glance.  I'urning  to 
liis  comrades,  ^^!lO  were  anxi  .p.sly  av.'aitirig  Iris  report,  he  shouted,  "Come 
on,  boys,  we  are  all  safe!"  1'tieir  delight  was  unl)ounded,  and.  ha])pier  men 
never  sat  do'>vii  to  an  anq;le  brcikfast  than  \vci-c  these  weary  and  hand-blis- 
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tered  deserters.  The  next  day  ?vlr.  Cooper  accompanietl  them  to  Cape  Vin- 
cent, where  quite  an  excitement  was  created  by  tlicir  ajjpearance  in  l^riglil 
scarlet  uniforms.  They  were  ST)Iendid  fellous,  and  several  officers  of  their 
regiment  came  over  in  the  afternoon  to  try  and  induce  them  to  return  to 
their  regiment.  The  citizens  made  it  somewhat  uncomfortable  for  these 
officers,  and  the  soldiers  would  not  go  into  any  private  room  for  consultation, 
making  the  interview  very  public,  with  any  amount  of  advice  freely  inter- 
spersed by  the  excited  by-standers.  The  change  in  the  relations  between 
these  soldiers  and  the  young  martinets,  who  a  few  hours  before  were  formal 
and  indilYerent  to  them,  was  striking.  The  deserters  appreciated  it  keenly, 
and  curtly  refused  all  the  persuasive  appeals  made  to  them  on  the  part  of  the 
officers.  They  all  at  once  enlisted  in  our  army.  Another  parly  of  lo  de- 
serters crossed  over  on  the  ice,  following  the  line  of  the  Long  Island  Canal. 
Big  Bay  somehow  bewildered  them,,  and  two  of  the  party  became  exhausted 
through  the  heavy  walking  in  the  deep  snow,  and  had  to  be  left  behind,  'i'he 
others  pressed  forward,  and  seeing  a  liglit  on  Carleton  Island  made  for  this- 
point.  The  walk  was  a  long  and  tiresome  one,  and  they  soon  found  that 
they  had  several  miles  to  tramp  before  they  would  reach  Cape  Vincent.  Few 
can  realize  how4jitter  cold  a  walk  in  the  night  on  the  ice  in  the  River  St. 
Lawrence  really  is,  who  have  had  no  experience,  and  when  the  night  is  cold, 
and  the  distance  long,  the  situation  is  far  from  being  an  agreeable  one- 
On  finally  reaching  the  Cape  they  struck  the  shore  near  the  engine  house,  at 
the  railway,  and  seeing  a  light,  just  at  the  dawn  of  day,  one  of  them  peeped 
in,  much  to  the  surprise  of  the  night  watchman.  "  Is  this  in  the  United 
States?"  v/as  his  pathetic  query.  On  being  assured  that  he  was  on  Uncle 
Sam's  free  soil  he  called  to  his  half-frozen  companions  to  Come  on,"  and 
a  grateful  coal  fire  never  seemed  friendlier  to  these  deserters  than  on  this 
occasion.    The  following  day  they  enlisted  at  Watertown. 

The  case  of  a  Lov;ville  applicant  to  have  his  name  struck  off  the  enroll- 
ment on  account  of  short  sightedness  was  most  amusing.  He  j)rotcsted 
stoutly  that  he  could  not  see  50  yards  to  distinguish  a  man  froiri  a  cow. 
After  a  severe  examination  Dr.  Walker  became  satisfied  that  his  eyes  were 
good,  and  that  the  man  was  shamm.ing.  When  told  that  he  must  stand  his 
chance  in  the  draft  he  said,  "  I  can't  see  to  fight."  "  Oh,''  said  the  Doctor, 
"  v/e  have  had  so  much  running  lately  in  our  army  that  it  will  be  a  good 
thing  for  one  like  you  to  be  there  so  as  not  to  see  the  enemy  and  hold  your 
ground." 

Tiie  tricks  tried  upon  the  officers  to  enable  men  to  get  "  exempt,"  or  to 
secure  bounties  as  substitutes  when  unfit  for  military  duty,  covered  a  wide 
range  of  cunning,  and  it  often  required  trie  utmost  vigilance  to  detect  these 
brazen-fi.ced  frauds.  A  drafted  man  in  our  district  u-as  exempt  on  account 
of  the  total  loss  of  his  upper  Icetli.  Montiis  afterwards  he  [)resented  himself 
as  a  substitute  when  tlie  bounties  were  largest,  and,  not  being  recognized  in 
the  rush  of  recruits,  he  was  accepted  and  sent  down  to  Quartei master  Sim- 
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inons,  on  Court  street,  to  be  furnished  with  a  suit  of  Uncle  Sam's  clothing. 
Jjy  sonie  misclia  nee  lie  took  out  his  new  set  of  tccll)  vvhile  being  clothed,  and 
the  quick  eye  of  Special  Agent  Kirby  detected  him  in  the  act.  After  he  had 
put  on  his  uniform  he  was  taken  before  Captain  Emerson — who  had  been 
made  aware  of  the  facts — for  a  short  drill.  "  Take  off  your  cap,"  ordered 
the  captain  in  a  quick,  sharp  voice.  It  was  promptly  done.  *'  Front  face  !*' 
and  he  faced  to  the  front  looking  every  inch  a  soldier.  "  Take  out  your 
teeth,"  came  next,  and  so  unexpectedly  that,  amid  a  shout  of  laughter  from 
those  present,  he  instantly  took  them  out.  The  Captain  sent  him  before 
Dr.  Walker,  with  his  teeth  in  his  hand,  with  the  request  that  he  be  informed 
how  a  soldier  was  to  eat  hard-tack  without  his  upper  teeth  !  The  Doctor, 
who  had  been  shren-dly  deceived  by  the  man,  was  in  a  furious  rage,  and  made 
it  lively  for  the  would-be  deceiver.  Dr.  Walker  did  not  hear  the  last  of  this 
ludicious  incident  during  his  service  in  Watertown. 

Destrfc/'s  artd  "  bouvfy  Jin/ipz'rs.'' — There  were  tv/o  classes  of  deserters 
v;ho  became  well  known  along  the- northern  frontier,  bordering  on  Canada, 
during  the  war  days  of  1S62-65.  First,  there  v/as  the  "bounty  jumper,' 
who  enlisted  with  the  sole  intention  of  securing  a  large  bounty  and  then 
making  his  esca-pe  to  Canada,  only  to  reappear  at  some  distant  point  in  the 
states  to  rejjeat  the  operation.  "Jumping  the  bounty"  and  "bounty 
jumpers  "  described  this  precious  class  of  rascals  in  the  popular  speech  of  the 
time.  Second,  there  came  the  much  smaller  class  who  deserted  from  the 
front,  or  while  home  on  furlough,  and  made  their  way  to  Canada,  or,  as  was 
frequently  the  case,  hired  out  to  faruiers  on  the  American  side  near  the  bor- 
der, so  as  to  easily  cross  into  the  Dominion  m  case  of  danger.  The  first 
class  named  were,  as  a  rule,  a  bad  lot,  without  patriotism  or  character,  and 
mere  robbers  of  the  bounty  paid  for  tire  purpose  of  securing  recruits  for  our 
army,  while  many  of  the  second  class,  returning  to  their  homes  along  the 
northern  border  on  furlough,  in  a  moment  of  weakness,  and  v/eary  of  the 
dangers  and  hardships  of  active  service,  and  not  unfre(|uently  suffering  from 
wounds  and  ill-health,  were  tempted  to  make  their  way  across  the  St.  Lav;- 
rence  into  the  Queen's  dominions.  The  records  of  deserters  from  various 
New  York  regiments  were  sent  to  the  provost-marshal-general  at  Washington, 
and  through  his  office  transmitted  to  the  provost-marshal  of  the  section  in 
which  the  original  enlistments  were  made  out.  It  was  found  that  the  usual 
course  of  a  deserter  finally  led  him  back  to  his  old  home  haunts,  and  there 
traces  of  him  v,ere  most  likely  to  be  found. 

The  record  of  some  of  the  arrests  made  in  this  county  will  be  of  interest, 
as  a  part  of  tlie  stirring  events  of  this  exciting  period,  and  a  few  v;ill  be  given. 
It  may  be  said  in  this  connection  that  Jefferson  County  and  the  provost- 
marshal's  ofii'^e  in  V/atertown  were  regarded  a'^  poor  i-'aces  for  bounty  lump- 
ers arid  de-erters  to  conceal  tiji^.d-^elves  or  [;ly  their  ;,ame  of  fi'aud,  owing  to 
the  excellent  organization  of  Captain  Emerson's  office,  and  the  zeal  displayed 
in  bringing  all  delinquents  to  justice. 
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Information  having  reached  the  provost-marshal  that  several  deserters  were 
lurking  about  in  a  not  distant  town.  Special  Ay:ent  Sh:pv  was  ordered  to 
tii.ke  a  coujile  of  guards  and  carriages  and  seek  their  arrest.  Il  was  a  beauti- 
ful October  morning  in  1S64,  and  the  drive  was  delightful  By  i  o'clock 
p.  M.  two  deserters  had  been  arrested,  and  a  third  was  known  to  be  in  the 
vicinity.  The  utmost  secrecy  was  necessary,  for  these  men  were  always  on 
the  alert,  and  took  to  their  heels  at  the  first  suspicion  of  any  danger.  Most 
deserters  chariged  their  names,  and  this  deepened  the  difficulties  of  finding 
out  through  inquiries  where  tliey  were  located.  In  this  instance,  while  a  full 
description  of  a  deserter  known  to  be  in  the  inirncdiate  vicinity  was  in  the 
officer's  possession,  no  trace  of  him  could  be  found.  At  last,  well  along  in 
the  afternoon,  Ofricer  Shavr  sent  the  guards  on  to  Watertown  with  the  two 
deserters  already  secured,  and  set  out  in  a  single  carriage  to  make  still  further 
efforts  to  find  the  person  wanted.  By  diligent  iiKpiiries  he  got  trace  of  his 
man,  but  faiicd  for  some  time  to  find  out  v.  lu.re  lie  was  working,  AVhile 
passing  a  schoo'-house,  just  as  the  scholars  had  been  dismisse(i  for  the  day, 
a  brigkit  lad  of  teven  or  eight  yeafs  of  age,  Vs'ith  ruddy  cheeks  and  neatly 
dressed,  was  asked  by  the  ofricer  if  he  would  not  like  to  ride.  He  nimbly 
climbed  into  the  carriage,  and  v/as  soon  on  terms  of  intimacy  with  Vdq  driver. 
The  small  boy  is  always  one  of  the  detective's  best  friends,  for  what  he  does 
not  know  about  a  neighborhood  and  its  current  gossip  is  not  worth  knowing, 
as  a  general  rule.    Under  careful  questioning  the  boy  was  asked  if  he  knew 

a  man  by  the  name  of  ,  the  assumed  name  of  the  deserter.     "  Oh, 

yes/'  was  the  prompt  reply,  "  he  works  for  my  pa."  The  officer's  horse  was 
given  a  free  rein,  and  the  boy  was  told  that  he  would  be  driven  home.  .  The 
house  where  he  lived  was  situated  off  the  main  road  on  which  he  v/as  driving 
about  half  a  mile,  and  they  were  soon  at  the  place.  Plitching  the  horse 
the  boy  led  the  way,  and  luckily  the  farmer  was  at  home.  The  ollicer  took 
the  fanner  one  side  and  told  him  the  facts.  He  knew  Captain  Emerson 
v/ell,  and  when  assured  that  his  favorite  hired  man  wa-.  a  deserter  his  aston- 
ishment was  great.  "A  deserter  I  "  he  repeated,  "  it  cannot  be,  for  he  is  one 
of  tlie  best  men  I  ever  have  had  on  my  farm.  His  young  wife  works  for  us 
also,  and  they  have  been  here  for  some  v/eeks.  They  are  very  loving  and 
religious  people,  and  there  must  surely  be  some  mistake  about  this."  He 
was  given  to  understand  that  there  was  no  donJ;t  about  liis  identity.    "  Well," 

said  he,   is  just  putting  the  horses  into  the  stable  down  unoer  the 

barn  there,  and  }0u  can  soon  see  whether  you  are  right  or  not."  Walking 
quietly  down  to  the  stable,  under  the  guidance  of  the  alert  small  boy,  the 

officer  had  just  reached  the  stable  dtjor  when  stepped  out.    "  Hovv- 

are  you  ?  "  said  the  ofi^cial.  'i'he  deserter  stood  bewildeied  for  a  moment  on 
being  called  L'V  his  real  name,  bi't  qaickly  shaking  oft"  his  embarrassment  re- 
]'!ied,  "That's  not  i:\y  uxviw.''  He  wa;:  told  it  was  :>::r  of  ins  names,  as  he 
ev'gcd  away  in  the  clireriioi)  of  so;nc  straw  stacks  near  at  hand.  Tiie  care- 
less display  of  a  large  Colt's  revolver  by  the  officer  had  a  magical  efi'ect  u])on 
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him,  aiul  lie  retraced  his  steps  saying,  "  There  is  some  mistake  about  all  this; 
but  w'vat  can  be  done  "  f  Je  was  informed  that  he  must  accompany  the 
otncer  to  V/atertown,  and  at  this  point  his  face  was  a  picture  for  an  artist. 
The  agony  of  the  situation  was  really  painful  to  witness.       Great  Heavens  I  " 

he  said,  "  what  a  mistake  you  have  made.    My  name  is  ,  and  I  know 

nothing  about  the  army.  My  wife  and  I  work  here,  and  we  have  been  here 
for  weeks.  What  can  I  do.^  "  It  was  soon  made  clear  to  him  that  he  must 
get  ready  to  go  to  Watertown,  and  at  once,  and  placing  him  in  front  he  was 
marched  to  the  house  from  the  barn.  Ffere  a  strangely  pathetic  scene  took 
place.  The  farmer,  his  wife,  and  the  sm.all  boy,  with  the  deserter  and  his 
wife,  met  in  the  dining-room.    "  What  does  this  mean  ?"  asked  the  farmer. 

Mean  !  "  bravely  answered  ,     I  don't  know.     This  man  declares  I 

am  a  deserter,  and  1  am  now  under  arrest  and  must  go  with  him  to  ^Vater- 
tov.'n.  It's  all  a  big  mistake."  At  this  point  his  really  very  pretty  young  wife 
threw  her  arms  about  his  neck  and  sobbed  as  thougii  hc>-  heart  would  breal;. 
The  f.-inner's  family  were  all  in  tears,  and  the  officer  looked  on  not  unmoved 
by  tlic  picture  of  ])ain  before  him,  For  nearly  a  minute  not  a  word  was 
spoken,  and  the  almost  frantic  wife  clurig  to  her  husband  as  though  it  was  to 
be  her  last  interview  with  him  before  he  was  shot.  Finally  he  was  ordered 
to  hastily  make  ready  to  go  to  Watertown,  when  he  asked  to  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  change  his  clothes  before  going  away.  This  i'equest  brought  its 
embarrassments,  for  the  otticer  well  knew  how  great  tlie  temptation  to  bolt 
out  of  a  v.'indow  would  be,  and  frankly  told  him  so.  It  vras  arranged  that  the 
wife  should  bring  his  clothing  into  a  closet,  with  no  v»'indow,  and  here,  under 
the  range  of  the  officer's  revolver,  a  fitting  change  in  dress  was  made.  This 
proccedmg  called  forth  angry  remonstrances  from  the  deserter,  who  loudly 
declared  that  he  would  "  uiake  the  officer  smart  "  for  such  indignities  prac- 
ticed upon  an  innocent  man  ! 

The  farmer  and  his  v/ife  vrere  completely  overcome  and  presented  a  woe- 
begone appearance.    "  Why,"  said  the  farmer,  "  has  always  joined  in 

our  family  prayers,  and  so  has  his  wife, ~ and  nicer  Christian  people  1  have 
never  known,  to  all  appearances."  He  v/as  told  that  the  man  was  no  doubt 
a  deserter,  and  arrangements  were  mide  for  the  prisoner's  wife  and  their 
effects  to  come  to  Watertov/n  the  following  day,  when  "  all  was  to  be  made 
clear,''  to  use  the  deserter's  words.  "  Dear  me,"  replied  the  farmer,  "  how 
unfortunate  I  am  !  l"his  is  the  second  deserter  who  has  v.'orked  for  me  th.is 
fall."  After  a  leave-taking,  mingled  with  tears  and  prayers,  the  officer  and 
the  deserter  drove  off  As  soon  as  the  carriage  was  out  of  hearing  the  offi- 
cer said  to  the  deserter,  "  What  clieek  yon  have  got  !  You  vs'ould  make  a 
good  actor.  How  could  you  lie  so,  looking,  that  good  man  and  his  wite 
square  in  the  face  ?"  "  I  '11  tell  you,"  v/as  the  ipiick  and  frank  answer  ;  "  the 
truth,  is  I  could  not  do  otiicrwi.-e  after  makir.Li  tf.em  l;»elieve  1  was  a 
Christian  man,  and  kneeling  down  ever)-  day  with  them  at  family  pr.o/ers.  I 
really  had  n.ot   the  courage  to  tell  tliem   the  trutli  wlien  you  so  sud<lenly- 
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brought  me  befo^'e  them  face  to  face.  No,  sir,  I  could  n't  do  it.  I  am  the 
man  you  v/arit,  and  I 'm  glad  you  have  got  me,  for  I  have  lived  in  a  heil 
v^ithtn  myself  for  mouths  past.  Every  man  I 've  seen  coming  across  the  lots, 
or  down  towards  the  house,  has  seemed  to  me  to  be  an  ofiicer  coming  to  ar- 
rest me.  Twice  when  plowing  recently  I  have  dropped  the  lines,  ready  to 
run  for  the  woods,  before  I  found  out  there  was  no  cause  for  alarm.  I  *m 
glad  it  is  over,  for  I 've  grown  poor  under  the  ever  present  fear,  and  now  1  "11 
go  back  to  my  legiment  and  manfully  serve  out  my  time.  I  was  a  great  fool  to 
desert ;  but  I  got  married  when  I  came  home  on  furlough,  and  when  they  re- 
fused to  grant  me  a  longer  furlough  I  very  foolishly  took  one.  It  was  kind 
of  hard  to  leave  her  and  go  back,  and  so  I  told  her  I  had  been  discharged, 

for  I  had  been  wounded  in  batlle.    I  went  to  ^-'s  to  work,  half  resolving 

I  would  give  myself  up  and  go  back  to  my  regiment  again.  I  'm  glad  I  am 
going  back  nov,-,  and  if  I  don't  redeem  myself,  as  a  good  soldier,  when  I 
lake  my  old  place,  then  I  don't  knov*'  myself,"  The  next  morning  the  wife 
and  trunk  v.-ere  brought  in,  and  ihe  fainier — a  loyal  Rejjublican  and  a  good 
citizen — found  out  that  Ins  "  hire^j  man  "  liad  a  previous  engagement  to  keep 

with  Uncle  Sam.    No  amount  of  persuasion,  however,  v/ould  induce  to 

see  the  farmer.  lie  said  he  "  could  not  bear  to  have  him  see  w.hat  a  sneak  he 
had  been."  This  deserter,  who  was  at  heart  a  really  good  fellow,  was  sent 
back  to  liis  regiment  along  with  some  new  recruits,  and  proved  as  good  as 
his  word  in  his  soldier  record. 

A  second  adventure  of  the  san:!e  officer  took  place  about  the  same  time 
on  the  St.  Lawrence,  a  few  miles  below  Milieu's  Bay,  at  Grenneil's  Island. 
On  the  Canadian  shore  opposite  this  point  quite  a  little  colony  of  deserters 
had  found  v.'ork  at  small  ])ay  on  farms  about  the  section,  and  several  were 
in  the  habit  of  crossing  over  the  river  to  pay  visits  to  relatives  and  friends 
who  mjet  them  at  the  shore.  Word  having  been  sent  to  the  provost-marslial 
Private  Payne  and  Special  Agent  Shav/  were  sent  to  the  river  to  break  up 
the  practice,  and  secure  the  arrest  of  some  of  the  deserters  if  possible.  Tak- 
ing up  quarters  with  a  family  named  Carter,  living  just  across  from  Gren- 
neil's Island,  tlie  detectives  had  not  long  to  wait  before  the  wife  of  a  deserter 
came  down  and  waved  a  signal  to  her  husband  to  come  across.  The  detec- 
tives were  concealed  in  the  chamber,  and  soon  saw  a  small  boat  put  out 
from  the  other  side.  It  came  over,  and  just  as  it  struck  the  beach  the  offi- 
cer, pistol  in  hand  steppL-d  forward  and  ordered  the  deserter  to  surrender. 
He  was  sitting  in  his  skiff,  talking  to  his'wife,  so  as  to  be  ready  for  any  sur- 
prise, as  was  his  custom,  and  the  moment  he  was  confronted  by  the  officer 
he  sprang  up,  and  with  an  oar  quickly  pushed  his  boat  out  beyond  reach. 
Pointing  his  pistol  at  tlie  deserter  Siiaw  commanded  him  to  come  ashore  or 
he  would  fire.  His  wife  jumr-cd  u'.  and  dov.-n  and  sliouted  Don't  you  do 
it;  don't  you  do  it  ;  let  liin.  shu-  <t  y»-'U  fnst."  She  was  no^  coward,  and  her 
ringing  words  h.ad.  a  sirange  fiVc';!  upon  the  now  pale-faced  deserter — giving 
him  courage,  the  bliru'l  courage  of  despair,  and  his  wife's  stirring  v;oids, 
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shiickcJ  into  his  ears,  spuried  him  on  in  his  desperate  effort  for  freedom. 
Shaw  shoved  oft"  his  boit,  and,  being  a  good  oarsman,  soon  gained  upon  the 
retreating  deserter.  The  wife  ]:ept  u\>  her  encouraging  appeals,  while  the 
lady  residents  of  the  house  on  the  shore  were  eager  spectators  of  the  comical 
race  taking  place  before  them.  The  deserter  had  a  small  sail  to  his  skiff, 
and  this  began  to  aid  him  as  he  pulled  out  from  under  the  shore.  Shaw  found 
that  the  race  was  an  uneven  one  under  the  conditions  of  oars  and  sail,  and 
in  hastily  looking  over  his  shoulder  to  see  how  the  thing  was  working,  an  oar 
slipped  up  on  the  thole-pin,  and  it  bent  down,  and  over  went  the  ofhcer  on  his 
ba.ck,  in  the  bottom  of  the  boat,  with  his  heels  in  the  air.  A  shout  from  the 
jubilant  wife  on  shore  did  not  add  to  the  oflicer's  feelings, and  regaining  his  feet, 
in  the  tottling  boat,  he  shouted  that  he  would  shoot  if  the  deserter  did  not  in- 
stantly surrender.  No  heed  was  paid  to  the  summons^  and  t'lre  was  opened  upon 
him  in  brisk  fashion,  at  less  than  loo  yards  distance.  Bullet  after  bullet,  from  a 
heavy  Colt's  re\'olver,was  sent  point-blank  at  the  desperate  man,  who  was  row- 
ing for  dear  Hfe  to  get  across  the  river.  Each  shot  went  close  to  the  marl:,  as 
could  be  seen  as  they  splashed  into  the  river  just  beyond  him.  Six  shots 
were  fired,  when  the  chase  had  to  be  abandoned,  and  Shaw  returned  to  the 
shore,  a  disgusted  and  beaten  man. 

The  deserter's  wife  was  on  the  shore  and  greeted  him  v.-ith  jeers,  but  a 
threat  that  her  own  arrest  might  follow  silenced  her  abuse — which  was,  per- 
haps, not  unnatural  under  the  circumstances.  Later  in  the  day  a  drum  and 
fife  was  heard  across  the  river,  and  by  the  aid  of  a  good 'glass  a  gathering  of 
men  could  be  seen  there.  Early  in  the  evening  a  neighbor,  who  had  been  on 
the  other  side,  came  and  told  us  that  an  attack  was  contemplated  from  the  de- 
serters, who  had  sworn  vengeance  on  us  for  our  attempt  to  arrest  one  of  their 
number.  The  ofi'icer  and  guard  prepared  to  give  them  a  warm  reception  in 
case  they  should  come.  Ballets  were  cut  up  into  slugs  so  as  to  make  a  scat- 
tering charge,  doors  and  windows  were  barricaded,  and  all  was  made  ready 
for  a  stubborn  defence.  The  ladies  volunteered  to  go  out  on  picket,  but  this 
was  not  permitted.  The  drum  and  fife  could  be  heard  j)lainly  for  more  than 
an  hour,  and  when  darkness  came  on  a  sharp  outlook  was  kept  for  the  threat- 
ened attack.  But  none  came.  The  night  passed  with  no  alarm;  and  the  next 
day  the  forces  of  the  United  States  withdrew. 

The  deserter,  after  the  war,  said  that  one  bullet  passed  through  his  hair, 
and  several  of  them  whistled  so  near  to  him  that  he  feared  he  had  been  hit. 
He  declared  that  he  was  "  too  scared  to  surrender,"  and  that  he  mechanically 
took  to  the  oars,  rowing  away  in  vigorous  fashion,  in  sheer  desperation  from 
the  first  impulse  that  came  over  him.  This  adventure  had  a  marked  effect, 
however,  upon  the  actions  of  the  deserters  living  across  the  river.  They 
■  made  a  great  deal  of  noise  and  tlueatened  great  things  because  of  this  at- 
tempt to  arrest  one  of  llieir  clan,  but  they  look  good  e>ae  tu  keep  themselv  es 
safely  on  the  Canadian  side  of  the  river.  Tlie  oiVieer,  on  returning  to  Water- 
town,  was  unmercifully  hectored  over  this  failure  to  arrest  the  deserter.  Iv/en 
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the  good  Captain  Emerson  laughed  nnLi!  his  sides  must  have  ached  as  he  was 
told  fne  interesting;  tale  of  the  adventur,?.  'J'hij  was  an  instance  where  the 
force  of  the  Uniied  States  was  baftled  by  the  escape  of  the  enemy.  It  was 
the  only  instance  in  the  history  of  tlie  office  where  a  fadure  was  met  with  in 
arresting  a  deserter;  and  in  this  case  there  was  only  reason  for  gratitude  on 
the  part  of  the  officer  afterwards  that  sorne  cf  his  shots  did  not  hit  the  un- 
fortunate deserter. 

A  third  instance  of  the  arrest  of  a  deserter  made  a  good  deal  of  excite- 
ment. A  man  brought  information  to  the  provost-marshal  tliat  his  youngest 
brother,  who  had  come  home  I'rom  his  regiment  on  furlough,  was  intending 
to  desert,  and  that  he  was  being  harbored  and  encouraged  in  this  intention 
by  a  "copperhead"  uncle,  and  he  wished  him  to  be  arrested  before  he  had 
time  to  run  away  to  Canada.  A  zealous  Republican  himself,  in  the  days  when 
patriotic  excitement  ran  high,  he  was  deeply  pained  at  the  course  of  his  young 
brotfier,  ant.i  s:;  cufie  to  have  hirn  secured  and  sent  bac!<:  to  duty.  Special 
Agent  Shaw  was  ordered  to  take  the  case  in  hand,  and  \vent  to  the  elder 
brother's  house  early  the  next  morning.  Together  they  drove  to  the  uncle's 
place,  and  the  latter's  rage  on  being  charged  with  concealing  the  deserter 
knev/  no  bounds.  Finally  the  volley  of  abuse  v/as  cut  short  by'the  action  of 
the  officer  in  pulling  out  a  piir  of  handcuffs,"  and  declaring  that  he  would 
clap  tliem  on  him  unless  he  instantly  ceased  his  tirade  and  point  out  whei  e 
the  deserter  was  in  hiding.  This  had  the  desired  effect,  and  with  a  crest- 
fallen look  he  led  the  way  to  the  horse  barn,  in  the  loft  of  which  young  

ha'l  a  hiding-place.  A  more  v/oe-begone  young  man  was  never  seen  than 
this  one,  with  his  hair  and  clothes  covered  with  literal  "  hay  seed,"  a.nd  half 
scared  out  of  his  vviis.  He  v.'as  really  a  pitiable  sight,  and  cried  like  a  child. 
Taking  him  into  the  two-seated  carriage  he  was  driven  to  the  elder  brother's 
house,  L-o  that  the  prisoner  might  see  his  old  mother,  nho  lived  with  him,  a 
sweet  wonjnn  with  white  hair,  and  in  feeble  health.  Arriving  there  the  officer 
wcY^.  in  t\r>i  to  comfort  the  old  mother  by  explaining  that  the  erring  son  stood 
in  no  danger  from  being  shot,  but  tliat  on  being  returned  to  his  regiment  only 
a  nominal  j:)unishment,  such  as  loss  of  pay,  was  likely  to  be  inflicted  upon 
him.  The  prisoner  had  been  left  in  the  kitchen  in  charge  of  two  of  his 
brothers,  and  presently  a  great  shout  was  heard  there.  Shaw  rushed  out  to 
see  the  three  brothers  running  for  dear  life  across  a  field  at  the  rear  of  the 
house.  Taking  in  the  situation  at  a  glance  he  gave  chase  also,  but  found  him- 
self a  bad  fourth,  with  no  hope  of  coming  up  with  the  deserter.  Calling  on 
him  to  stop,  with  no  efrect  upon  the  lively  retreating  foe,  Sh^aw  fired  at  him. 
The  bullet  cut  the  wind  close  to  his  face,  and  he  at  once  stopped,  throwing 
up  his  hands.  For  an  instant  the  officer  feared  that  his  shol  had  taken  ef- 
fect, I'ut  this  sO(;n  t)roved  not  to  be  the  case.  The  tw,/.  'nic-thers  coming  up 
seized  him  by  tlie  ccllur.  O  dear  !  ()  dc.'i  !  "  i:.c  cried,  g-'-sping  tor  breathj  as 
he  stood  pale,  trenibling,  and  hatless;  '"I  don't  know  what  made  me  run 
away.    1  really  couldn't  lielp  it.    ^^y  legs  started  off  with  me  before  J  knew

what  1  was  doing.  O  dear  !  O  dear  1  wlrit  shall  1  do,  what  shall  I  do  ! 
The  serious  sic'e  of  this  scene  havin^^  happily  pissed  -vvithout  injury  to  the  de- 
serter, a  reaction  took  place,  and  the  officer  and  the  two  brothers  laughed 
until  the  tears  ran  down  their  cheeks.  The  prisoner  was  duly  brought  to 
Watertown  without  further  incident,  and  honorably  served  out  his  term  of 
enlistment  as  a  good  soldier.  He  lived  to  return  after  the  close  of  the  war, 
and  married  a  worthy  wife,  thus  wiping  out  by  manly  service  the  weakness 
induced  by  ill  health  and  bad  counsel. 

Special  Agent  Kirby  got  upon  the  track  of  a  deserter  who  was  engaged 
in  Waterto-vn  in  the  bounty  broker  business.  O.ving  to  a  quarrel  Vv'ith  his 
partner  he  v,  as  given  away  "  to  the  officer  as  being  a  deserter  from  the 
navy.  Kirby  found  him  out,  but  he  said  he  had  a  discharge  up  in  Rutland 
at  his  father's,  and  suggested  that  he  hire  a  horse  and  buggy  and  accompany 
him  up  there  for  it.  This  was  done  ;  and  oii  arriving  at  the  house  Kirby 
proceeJeJ  to  follow  hiio  up  to  his  wife's  loom,  but  fin  ding  the  lady  un  pie- 
pared  for  tlieir  visit  he  remained  outside  in  tlie  hall.  Mary,"  said  the  de- 
serter, "v.  here  is  my  disc'^arge  ?  "  "  la  that  lower  bureau  drawer  over  thete,"" 
was  the  instant  response  of  his  wife.  Kirby  remained  for  a  few  minutes 
awaiting  the  advent  of  his  prisoner,  when,  deeming  the  time  sufficient,  he 
opened  the  door  only  to  see  an  open  window  and  his  prisoner  exercising 
*'leg  bail"  in  a  brilHant  burst  of  speed  for  the  woods  not  far  oft".  A  glance 
at  the  situation  showed  Kirby  that  the  game  was  up,  and  he  returned  to 
Watertown  somewhat  crestfallen.  However,  he  said  nothing,  but  concluded 
that  his  deserter  would  return  soon,  and  in  this  view  he  made  no  mistake.  A 
week  later  he  was  ciught  in  his  boarding  place  in  town,  and  sent  back  to  his 
ship,  serving  faithfully,  and  came  back  to  the  county  after  the  v/ar,  dying 
here  only  a  couple  of  years  ago. 

On  another  occasion  Special  Agent  Kirby  and  Cliief  Clerk  Greenleaf  went  to 
LeRay  in  a  buggy  to  arrest  a  deserter.  Having  found  him  at  work  in  a  field 
some  miles  distant  from  his  home,  he  said  he  was  not  a  deserter,  but  had  his  per- 
mit to  be  absent  on  leave  at  his  house.  This  seemed  possible,  and  the  man  said 
he  would  harness  his  horse  to  tlie  wagon  and  drive  with  them  to  show  them  t.he- 
order.  The  horse  was  a  poor  looking  animal,  and  as  the  man's  brother  v/as 
with  him  they  were  allowed  to  drive  ahead  and  show  the  v/ay.  All  went  well 
until  a  turn  in  the  road  was  reached,  when  the  whip  was  applied  by  the  de- 
serter to  his  old  horse,  with  such  result  as  to  completely  out[.ace  the  officer's 
roadster.  Amid  a  cloud  of  dust  the  disappearing  fugitive  reached  his  home, 
and  bolted  for  the  woods,  escaping  in  the  deepening  darkness.  This  escape 
was  comically  described  by  an  eye-witness,  and  the  race"  v*'as  long  after- 
wards remembered  as  a  decidedly  laughable  scene. 

This  same  excellent  officer  arrested  seven  deserters  on  one  trip  to  Hen- 
derson, tfie  largest  capture  made  in  ti;e  history  of  tiie'oUice. 

When  tfie  draft  for  the  town  of  Salisbury  took  place  Deputy  l^ovost-Mar- 
shal  Cook  was  present,  thin  being  his  residence.     He  was  requested  to  fry 
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a  turn  at  the  wheel^  anJ  did  so,  remarking  tiiai  "ho  knew  how  to  shake  }iis 
own  n:inr>e  to  the  bottom."  The  blindfolded  man  drew  out  the  card,  and  :i 
shout  v/ent  up  when  "  James  J.  Cook  "  was  the  name  read  off.  The  fie- 
qaencyof  such  a  coincidence  was  striking,  for  it  occurred  several  times  during 
the  draft  in  Watertown. 

One  diy  a  would-be  recruit  entered  a  barber  shop  in  \\'atertown  and  had 
hair  and  whiskers  neatly  dyed.  The  watchful  Kirby  spied  out  his  trick  and 
advised  Dr.  Walker  of  the  scheme.  When  he  appeared  for  the  surgeon's 
examination  his  attempt  to  appear  younger  than  he  was  came  to  grief.  He 
acknowledged  that  he  was  55  instead  of  45  years  of  age,  but  declared  he  was  fit 
to  be  a  soldier.    His  investment  in  hair  dye  was  a  dead  loss  on  this  occasion. 

William  Wright,  of  Watertown,  a  well  known  person  at  the  time,  was  ap- 
pointed janitor  at  headquarters.  Wright  v/as  a  hai)py,  easy-going  man, 
always  ready  to  take  it  easy  v.'hen  he  could.  While  the  oflicials  were  all  out 
at  diunei-  one  day  a  soldiei  calied  to  see  about  securing  transportation  back  t-) 
bis  regiment.  ^Vright  told  him  to  wait  a  few  mniutes  until  some  one  who  could 
attend  to  him  appeared.  A  musket  of  the  old  pattern,  left  by  one  of  the 
veterans  not  then  on  duty,  was  in  the  corner,  and  the  soldier  took  it  up,  say- 
ing that  he  would  shov  him  ho-v  to  handle  a  gun.  Wright  was  sitting  w'nh 
his  chair  tilted  back  against  the  wall  of  the  room,  reading  a  newspaper,  and 
the  soldier  went  through  the  manual  of  arms  with  a  great  deal  of  vim.  Finally 
he  shouted,  "  take  aim,  fire  l"  Suiting  the  action  to  the  word,  and  to  his  hor~ 
ror,  the  musket  was  discliarged  with  a  report  in  the  small  room  like  a  cannon. 
It  was  loaded  with  the  old-fashioned  ball  and  three-buck-shot"  cartridge, 
and  these  crashed  through  the  window,  the  bullet  lodging  in  the  casing  of 
the  windov  of  the  American  Hotel  opposite,  while  one  of  the  buck-shot 
swept  into  the  dining-room,  where  many  guests  were  at  dinner,  causing  no  end 
of  excitement.  Wright,  when  the  gun  went  off,  sprang  out  of  his  chair  and 
fell  sprav/iing  on  the  lloor,  half  dead  with  fright,  while  the  soldier  ran  out  and 
down  staits,  never  appearing  aftervva«-ds.  Tnis  exploit  was  the  talk  of  the 
town  for  days,  and  several  persons  claimed  that  the  charge  just  missed  them. 
It  v/as  the  only  shot  hred  at  the  provost-rnarshal's  office  during  the  war. 
Wright  allowed  no  loaded  guns  about  aftei  this  adventure. 

draft. — After  long  preparation,  calling  for  severe  and  continuous  hard 
work,  the  efforts  of  supervisors  failed  to  furnish  men  fast  enough  to  fill  the 
quotas  of  the  towns,  and  a  draft  was  ordered^  both  in  1S63  and  in  1S64,  to 
make  up  the  required  number  of  recruits.  Great  excitement  prevailed 
throughout  the  district.  Bitter  political  opponents  of  the  administration 
uttered  dire  threats  against  the  provost- marshal  and  his  subordinates,  and 
many  feared  that  a  riot  would  take  place  if  the  order  for  a  draft  was  carried 
out.  Tiie  fact  was  that  l!ic  dreaded  draft  was  no  joke.  The  revolving  wheel 
knew  no  law  save  tliat  of  chance.  Within  its  ciieerless  and  capacious  circle 
were  received  the  cards  copied  from  the  carefully  compared  rolls  containing 
the  names  of  all  the  men  liable  in  a  town,  to  do  military  duty,  and  the  out- 
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come  was  left  to  the  chances  of  a  blind  draw.  Tlie  revolving  wliecl — a  cir- 
r.ular  box  some  three  feet  in  di-mieter  by  one  foot  in  width,  and  mounted 
rnucii  as  a  grindstone  usually  is — used  for  the  draft  v/as  designed  by  E.  B. 
Wynn,  Esq.,  at  his  special  request.  He  did  his  work  very  creditably,  but  tlie 
fates  brought  about  a  strange  rev/ard  for  his  kindness,  his  being  one  of  the 
earliest  names  drawn  from  the  cylindrical  wheel  he  had  so  skillfully  con- 
structed. This  wheel  is  now  in  charge  of  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  having 
been  bought  at  the  sale  of  the  office  effects  by  Captain  Emerson,  and  by  him 
loaned  to  the  sherift'  for  safekeeping,  and  to  be  used  in  the  drawing  of  jurors. 
Captain  Emerson  has  presented  it  to  the  Jefferson  County  Historical  Society, 
and  it  will  be  given  over  into  their  keeping  as  soon  as  a  suitable  building  for 
keeping  their  records  is  secured.  It  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  relics  of 
the  draft  in  existence.  The  draft  days  were  busy  oiies  at  the  provost-mar- 
shal's headquarters,  as  v/ell  as  painfully  exciting  to  the  residents  of  towns 
ah-iut  to  undergo  its  trying  ordeal.  A  full  record  of  the  daily  incidents  of  the 
draft  v.'ould  be  of  intense  interest,  for  many  characteristic  scenes  of  the  pe- 
riod would  be  recalled  by  the  record,  now  lost  foiever.  It  being  the  object 
of  the  writer  to  place  a  fair  and  full  picture  of  the  work  of  the  provost  niar- 
-shal's  office  on  record,  details  are  given  to  this  end. 

The  basis  of  a  draft  was  determined  at  the  provost-marshal-general's  office 
in  Washington,  and  based  upon  the  population  of  the  various  states,  as  shown 
by  the  last  census.  The  enrolhnsnt  under  this  same  data  came  under  Cap- 
tain Emerson's  jurisdiction  in  the  three  counties  embraced  in-tlie  20th  Congres- 
sional district.  When  a  town  was  to  be  "drafted,"  as  the  phrase  went,  the 
Toll  was  brought  out,  the  cards  copied  from  it,  carefully  compared  and  checked 
off,  and  the  num.ber  of  men  called  for  to  complete  the  quota  was  announced. 
Owing  to  the  nervous  and  suspicious  state  of  public  feeling  Captain  Emerson 
was  anxious  to  have  every  one  satisfied  that  strict  impartiality  was  observed 
in  all  tlie  stages  leading  up  to  the  draft.  He  believed  that  patience  and  care 
in  explaining  ail  th.e  details  connected  with  the  important  event  v/onld  do 
much  to  convince  all  interested  that  no  favoritism  whatever  \v3.s  permitted, 
and  that  all  was  open  for  inspection,  everythmg  being  conducted  on  the  fair 
and  square  principle. 

At  this  distance  of  time,  when  a  new  generation  has  grown  up  in  the  in- 
terval, it  is  hard  to  form  any  adecjuiite  idea  of  tlie  bitter  and  malignant  preju- 
<lices  which  were  aroused  by  the  draft.  Anti-war  I)ernocra>.s — as  a  class  of 
grumblers  connected  with  the  Democratic  party  were  then  generally  called — • 
openly  declared  that  there  would  be  some  sleight  of  hand  used  v/hereby  Re- 
publicans would  escape  and  Democrats  v^-ould  be  drafted  here  ir^  Watertown, 
Absurd  and  senseless  rumors  flew  thick  about,  deeply  stirring  up  strife  and 
crcatmg  bad  Mood.  It  was  a  tlneateninp;  time  about  the  city,  and  grave 
fears  wt-re  entertained  by  good  men  to  the  rcsuit^of  a  draft  during  this 
heated  period.  The  object  of  the  Democratic  tactics  was  to  make  the  en- 
forcement of  the  lav>'  difficult,  and  with  the  masses  of  the  people  unpopular. 
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War  had  become  serious  by  this  time.  The  cruel  and  bloody  record  of  many 
irionths  of  disease  and  carnage,  and  the  burial-mounds  multiplied  amid  thc 
old  home  scenes,  where  gallaiit  soldieis  were  laid  away  to  rest,  surrounded 
with  the  hallowed  associations  of  peace  and  youth,  had  made  war  a  terrible 
alternative.  Besides,  those  v,ho  could  go  readily  early  volunteered;  later  on,, 
others  followed  as  duty  made  the  way  clear;  but  when  a  great  additional 
*'  300,000  more  "  was  needed  the  solemnity  of  the  situation  became  deep 
and  impressive.  The  Union  rested  on  the  bayonets  of  our  soldiers,  and  if 
these  were  allowed  to  trail  in  the  dust  all  would  be  lost.  Every  man  at  home- 
who  gave  the  government  loyal  support  even  in  the  humblest  way  was  a  hero,, 
in  full  measure,  for  united  patriotism  at  home  and  the  boys  in  blue  at  the  front 
struck  down  a  false  flag  and  wiped  out  tlje  dark  shadow  that  had  cursed  our 
civilization  from  the  first.  The  pent-up  eagerness  of  the  people  in  the  early 
da)Sof  June  vv'as' painful.  The  public  pulse  v/as  in  aflutter.  Many  believed 
■that  the  draft  would  be  resisted  by  blind  foicc.  Men  wlio  nevtr  thought  of 
going  to  the  hont  to  fight  the  rebels  openly  su-ore  iliat  they  would  fight  to 
stoptJie  draff  '  Somehow,  and  why  it  is  hard  to  explain,  the  people  had  an 
idea  that  the  government  would  not  dare  to  enforce  the  proposed  drafting  of 
men.  The  morning  before  the  first  draft  took  place  in  VVaterto\yn  a  prom- 
inent Democrat  stopped  Captain  Emerson  on  his  vvay  to  his  office  early  in 
the  day_,  and  calling  him  aside  said,  "Captain,  you  must  not  have  the  draft 
to  morrow,  for  if  you  do  there  v/ill  be  bloodshed.    You  and  I  are  old  friends^ 

and  I  tell  you  this  in  seriousness.  It  is  a  dangerous  time.  Why,  -even  ■ — ■ 

swears  he  v/il!  shoulder  a  musket  and  help  prevent  it."  "The  draft  v/ill  pro- 
ceed to-morrow  as  ordered,"  replied  the  Captain  coolly,  "  and  if  it  isiesisted 
I  will  see  thai  m.y  duty  is  performed' as  I  understand  it,"  and  he  walked  on. 
to  his  office.  All  through  the  day  leading  citizens  of  both  parties  called,  and 
most  of  them  came  to  decry  allowing  the  draft  to  take  place  until  public 
excitement  had  time  to  cool  off.  The  Union  League  of  Watertown  held  a 
meeting  the  sarue  evening  to  consider  the  situation,  and  Captain  Emersoii 
was  invited  before  them  and  earnestly  advised  to  postpone  the  draft  owing 
to  the  unrest  about  it.  "  Gentlemen,"  was  the  Captain's  dignified  answer,. 
"I  have  been  ordered  by  superior  officers  at  Washington  to  commence  the 
draft  to-morrow,  and  it  will  take  place.  It  is  simply  my  duty  as  a  military^ 
officer  to  obey  orders,  and  this  is  v, hat  I  propose  to  do."  A  leading  Repub- 
lican lawyer,  John  Clark,  Esq.,  patriotic  and  honored  as  few  of  our  citizcns- 
ever  were,  said  to  Cajjtain  Emerson  on  this  occasion,  "  You  don't  seem  to- 
realize  the  danger  we  are  in.  You  don't  know  what  trouble  there  is  brewing. 
You  had  better  order  the  draft  delayed  so  as  to  let  this  intense  excitement 
die  out.  ^Vhy,  blood  will  How  in  our  streets,  most  likely,  if  }0u  persist  in 
your  determination  to  go  on  with  this  draft."  "I  cannot  answer  for  what  may- 
occur,"  slowly  and  impressively  resptuided  the  Capt.Ain,  "beyond  the  fact 
that  I  shah  go  on  \siih  the  clrafL  i/i  ilie  morning  at  the  appoiiited  hour.  My 
d\ity  is  tu  obey  orders,  and  it  is  also  the  duty  of  all  good  citizens  to  respect 
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^ind  obey  the  Ia^vs.  If  we  are  to  have  bloodslied  J  shall  not  coasmence  it  ; 
atiti  it  riotous  proceedings  lake  place  I  shall  do  my  best  to  enforce  order,  and 
I  believe  1  shall  be  able  to  do  so.  Ai  any  rate  I  will  do  my  part,  and  if  any 
<listurbance  follows  those  who  incite  it  must  answer  for  the  consequences." 
I'he  situation  7uas  critical,  and  no  one  knew  this  better  than  did  Captain  Emer- 
son, He  had  a  list  of  the  fault:finders  and  turbulent  "anti-drafters,"  and  knew 
v/hat  threats  had  been  made  and  who  made  them.  But,  better  than  all,  he 
had  a  goodly  company  of  invalid  soldiers  ready  at  hand,  armed  and  equipped, 
prepared  to  compel  peace  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet.  The  cool  and  digni- 
fied bearing  of  the  provost-marshal  did  much  to  quiet  the  anxious  and  awe  the 
would-be  disturbers.  The  facts  were  that  he  did  not  ''scare,"  as  one  of  the 
Democrats  phrased  it,  "worth  a  cent."  The  draft  took  place  as  ordered,  and 
a  quieter  town  could  not  be  fouiid  any  there.  It  was  even  painfully  still,  as 
though  a  fur.eral  v/as  taking  place.  Captain  Emerson  l.ad  inspired  both  fear 
and  confidence  by  his  tact  and  courage,  and  the  embers  of  what  st  one  linie 
threatened  to  burst  into  a  blaze  of  party  fury  died  out  utterly. 

For  convenience  sake  the  draft  took  place  in  the  historic  old  couiUy  clerk's 
-office  on  Court  street.  It  was  so  small  that  only  a  few  could  be  admitted, 
but  enough  of  both  parties  were  called  in  to  examine  the  cards  and  rolls  to 
insure  full  and  unquestioned  evidence  of  the  perfect  fairness  of  the  opera- 
tion. The  manner  of  conducting  the  draft  v/as  briefly  as  follows:  After  a 
■satisfactory  comparison  of  the  rolls  and  cards  the  latter  were  placed  in  the 
■"wheel"  through  a  little  trap  door,  and  then  this  was  closed.  The  supervi- 
sor of  the  town  being  drafted  v/as  generally  invited  to  turn  the  wheel,  thus 
shaking-  up  the  cards  thoroughly.  A  blindfolded  boy  was  then  allowed  to 
open  the  slot,  reach  in  his  hand,  and  take  out  one  card.  This  was  handed 
to  the  oflicial  in  chaipe,  andtlie  name  and  Viumber  on  it  v/as  read  out  aloud  at 
tile  door,  for  the  benefit  of  the  deeply  anxious  crowd  outside.  This  name 
was  put  down,  tlie  card  checked  and  filed,  and  thus  the  operation  was  re- 
peated until  a  suiT'cient  number  of  namc.-^  had  been  drafted  to  fill  tlie  cjuota. 

There  never  was  the  slightest  ground  for  any  complaint,  so  far  as  the  draft- 
ing ])rocess  was  concerned,  in  our  district.  Some  curious  results,  however, 
came  out  of  the  "wheel,"  as  the  circular  box  used  for  drafting  was  called. 
At  Evans  Mills  a  club  of  young  men  was  formed  for  mutual  protection  in 
case  one  of  their  number  was  drafted.  When  it  took  place  nearly  efery  oic 
of  ihcni  icas  drajie<f I  In  one  tov/n  in  our  county,  having  a  Democratic 
supervisor,  six  veterans,  who  had  ree  i listed  in  the  field,  sent  home  to  have 
their  bounty  of  $300  paid  to  them  from  this  town.  As  they  had  been 
credited  already  to  the  town  this  supervisor  thought  he  hid  them  sure  and 
fast,  and  refused  to  pay  over  th.eir  bounty.  This  caused  a  row,  of  course, 
and  the  outrorrie  of  ir  all  was  tliat  C'lptaiu  I'j'uerso'i  -ot  an  order  to  crcvlit 
these  six  men  to  a  town  that  stood  ready  to  pay  the  bounty  due,  and  this  was 
done  fjuickly  and  gladiy  by  the  supervisor  of  W'atertown.  Word  v/as  sent  to 
 that  a  draft  for  six  men  would  take  place  the  next  ueek.    A  cla[)  of 
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thunder  from  a  clear  sky  could  not  have  made  more  commotion  than  did  this 
order.  I'lie  town  was  up  in  ariiiS  against  their  foohsh  supervisor.  Curses 
long  and  loud  fell  upon  him.  Tiie  day  of  the  draft  nearly  every  man  liable 
to  its  claims  was  on  hand.  These  crowded  one  of  our  ofhces  in  the  Safford 
block,  and  after  the  examination  of  the  rolls,  etc.,  had  been  satisfactorily 
made  the  drafc  commenced.  The  supervisor  was  invited  inside  the  railing, 
as  were  several  prominent  citizens  of  tlie  town,  to  see  that  all  was  properly 
done.  After  three  men  had  been  drafted  Captain  Emerson,  noticing  the 
pale  face  of  the  supervisor,  invited  him  to  turn  the  wheel.  He  did  so,  revers- 
ing it  twice  or  three  times,  and  giving  it  a  good  shaking  up.  "  Put  in  your 
hand  and  take  out  a  card, "said  the  Captain.  The  supervisor  did  so,  handing 
it  to  the  officer  conducting  the  operations.  When  the  name  was  read  out  it 
was  the  supervisor's.  He  had  drafted  himself. '  A  great,  angry  shout  of  ap- 
};)roval  went  up  fiO'T!  liis  disgusted  neighbors  and  to^vnspeople,  as  the  poor 
man  sank  back  i;)  i  is  chair,  pale  as  tliough  mortally  wounded  by  a  shot  from 
the  enemy  in  b.'^llle.  The  comments  made  by  those  present  were  far  from 
comforting,  and  he  sat  half  dazed  until  the  draft  was  over  and  many  had 
gone  out  of  the  room.  It  cost  him  $1,500  to  get  a  substitute,  the  unwilling 
price  of  pig-headed  meanness  and  folly. 

The  "draft"  was  an  efficient  way  to  fill  quotas,  but  in  our  Congressional  dis- 
trict only  a  small  percentage  were  drafted.  The  able  supervisors  of  the  sev- 
eral towns — each  being  selected  for  useful  service — succeeded  in  largely  mak- 
ing up  their  quotas  tkirough  substitutes  and  volunteers.  The  bounties  raised 
by  the  various  towns  amounted  to  large  sums,  but  these  were  paid  cheerfully. 
The  town  of  Ellisburgh,  in  Jefferson  County,  wiped  off  its  indebtedness  in 
one  year,  the  tax  rate  being  seven  per  cent.! 

It  can  be  truti)fully  and  deservedly  claimed  for  llie  officials  in  the  provost- 
marshal's  of:i  :c  in  \\'ateriOwn  thit  th.ey  very  efficiently  did  their  whole  duty 
as  honest  and  patriotic  men.  Tliey  were  all  intensely  in  earnest  in  the  work 
committed  to  their  harids.  In  no  district  was  the  discipline  better  or  tlie  rep- 
utation superior,  in  all  that  contributed  to  the  public  confidence  in  the  pro- 
vost-marshal's ofrice.  Many  of  tlie  subordinates  had  been  tried  in  battle  ; 
several  were  suffering  from  serious  v.-ounds.  Lieut.  McOaiber,Brayton  C.Bailey, 
S.  Harvey  Siramor.s,  Lieut.  I.  P.  Woddell,  Louis  C.  Greenleaf,  James  P.  Kirby, 
and  Albert  D.  Shaw  were  all  veterans,  each  having  volunteered  at  the  com- 
mencement of  tiie  war,  and  either  served  two  years,  the  term  of  enlistment, 
or  had  been  discharged  on  account  of  v/ounds  or  disability.  Bailey  carried 
a  bullet  in  his  head,  having  received  a  severe  wound  at  the  second  battle  of 
Bull  Run. 

An  honorable  and  highly  valuable  public  service  was  rendered  by  Captain 
Emerson  and  his  subordinate?  in  a  very  trying  pciio'l  of  tlie  nation's  historv^ 
and  in  a  ni inner  leilecting  the  greatest  credit  upoti  them  all.  They  fiiied  the 
measure  of  a  p.itriotic  duty  without  fear  and  without  favor,  and  brought  no 
reproach  upon  th.e  fair  name  and  finie  of  the  20th  Congressional  district.  It 
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is  fitting  and  altogether  proper,  therefore,  that  a  brief  record  of  this  perilous 
era  in  the  history  of  JeiVerson  County  should  iiave  zi  ]/lace  in  this  Gazet'cc/\ 
foi  trie  work  performed  was  in  every  v/a,y  well  done. 

The  following  communication  from  the  War  Departtnent  will  show  that  ari 
effort  to  secure  a  complete  list  of  the  enrolling  officers  from  the  files  of  that 
office  was  unavailing.  The  records  of  the  provost- marshal's  office  in  AVater- 
town  were  all  turned  over  to  the  proper  authorities  at  Washington,  and  no 
duplicates  were  retained.  This  will  explain  the  regretted  omission  in  this 
instance  : —

TFTE  JEFFERSON  COUNTY  MEDIC-XL  SOCIETY. 

A  history  of  the  niedic::.!  profession,  Vsith  a  personal  sketch  of  the  physicians  who  be. 
longed  to  it,  and  who  arc  now  members  of  the  Jefferson  County  Medical  Society, 
or  are  in  sympathy  with  its  Code  of  Etiiics,  in  so  far  as  can  be  ascertained.

In  February,  i8o6,  the  legislature  of  this  state  passed  a  law  to  incorporate 
state  and  county  medical  societi/^s,  and  repealing  all  former  acts  relating  to 
the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery  in  this  state.  Three  months  after  its 
passage,  and  pursuant  to  its  provisions,  some  20  societies  were  organized,  and 
within  two  years  scarcely  a  county  in  tlie  state  was  without  a  regularly  incor- 
porated medical  society.  Under  this  act  a  meeting  of  the  physicians  of  tlie 
cor.nty  wjs  held  at  AVntertown,  December  17,  1S06,  and  the  Jefferson  Cotinty 
Medical  Society  v.:is  c>  .,ani/.ed,  At  this  meeting'  there  were  present,  and 
united  with  the  society,  the  following  physicians: — 
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Roster  of  the  founders  of  the  original  JerTerson  County  Medical  Society, 
sSo6:  Daniel  Barney,  John  Durkce,  VM  Eastinan,  Ecr-jarnin  Farlie,  Hugh 
Henderson,  Jabez  Kin,^;sbury,  Isaiah  Massey,  Isaac  Magoon,  David  li.  Ripley, 
Ozias  H.  Ravvson,  James  D.  Seisco,  E'.ias  Skinner,  H.  AVilcox.  The  follow- 
ing officers  were  elected:  John  Diirkee,  president;  Daniel  Barney,  vice- 
president;  Hugh  Henderson,  secretary  ;  Isaiah  Massey,  treasurer ;  Benjamin 
Farlie,  Eli  Eastman,  and  Hugh  Henderson,  censors;  Hugh  Henderson,  del- 
egate to  State  Society.

State  So(  iety  at  Albany,  i,-,  l>elic-vtd  to  have  beeu  a  <;iaduate  of  the  Cu]le;re  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons,  of  the  Yv'fcBtei.i  District  of  New  Yorl-L,  situated  at  Faiiiiold,  llprkinjcr  Co'unty.  }^e 
located  at  an  eai'ly  day  in  Lntiand  Center.  His  d.-r.  +  ii,  v.ithin  very  lew  yc:i!',-;,  cut  j-hort  a 
life  t'ld  of  jirorai  ^/ fo;-  Uie  fi^fure.  He  was  oui  (;t  tiio  fuui^ders  i.f  tlie  old  JclVerson  County 
^led-'ra)  S'lriety  i>:  ISOC.  it>  lir.^:  ;-,ecrt  rary.  o;u'  ol  i\  t-oard  of  censor;-^.  an<l  the  first  delegate 
to  the  State  St.cict}.  and  ii.ust  jiave  l-ceii  one  01  tiie  fi'Under.s  of  thai  society,  as  its  first  ip.cet- 
ing  wa^  ill  1S;')7,  nnd  it  "was  coiiipoaed  of  deh-garts  from  the  variotrs  county  societies.  Ho 
pnjhaidy  died,  soon  afierwards,  us  (he  record-^  show  tliat.  at  the  meeting  of  the  County  Society, 
in  180'^,  Dr.  Hetiry  H.  Sijcr\^uod  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  of  delegate  to  ■  the  State 
Society,  caused  by  his  deiiih.  Ho  was  the  tirst  pL-rsnn  buried  in  tlic  Itutland  cemetiji  y  (on  tlie 
hill  opposite  the  lake),  and  years  afterwards  his  re)iiain<  wcre  removed  toBrookside  Cemetery, 
•of  Watfu-towii.    Dr.  Henderson  v^as  sr.pei  visor  of  };ur!and  in  ISi'S. 

John  Durkee,  another  of  ti)C  iound^rs  and  the  fuht  pixsidLnt  of  the  JelTerson  County 
Medical  S<jciety,  lived  Utur  Chaiispion  ^iUage.  on  th'>  road  to  Great  Dcnd.  across  tlie  gulf,  next 
lot  to  the  cemetery,  and  n-.arly  (jppo.-ite  the  old  lJ:i.phst  Church.  Judge  Hubbard  credits  him 
with  coming  to  this,  toAvn  in  1800.  Here  he  re.--ided  for  a  number  of  ytais.  having  a  large  and 
cxtensi'.  e  jiraetice,  and  was  '/c  physi<ian  t/f  that  country;  ••and  in  his  day  was  tlu-  oldest  and 
best  known  in  the  commiiuiiy."  Tliat  he  was  inuch  re.^ijectcd  by,  find  stood  well  in  the  opin- 
ion of,  his  fellow  citizens,  and  h:\d  their  full  cojitideuce,  is  evident  from  tltc  fact  that,  in  1811. 
he  v.'as  appointed,  by  the  g'ovc'rnor,  judge  uuder  the  lir^t  C(;nstilutioii,  and  v^-as  sent  to  tlie 
Asscnjbly  in  ]S1"2.  In  No\emi)er,  180-1.  he  was  eK-.->in  t^ne  f,J'  three  d'degatt-s  to  discuss  the 
t-ilf  f' >r  a  count \  seat,  and  r,  j-;*  s.-nt.-d  C!;:',nipi<ui  a-  the  possible. j^laco.

P.  Spencer,  who 
succeeded  him.  Incoming  iiid'Ued  with  the  \\estern  fevei'  he  remo\ed  to  Torre  Haute,  Ind., 
vhere  he  du  d. 

Daniel  Barney,  anotlii  r  founder  of  the  County  S.;eiety,  and  its  first  vioe-{<resident,  vsas 
bovn  in  Swansea,  Bristol  ('('Unt}-.  ^lass..  July  2.  17(;8.  He  nrarried  Abigoi'  BM.cklin,  of  Kent 
Coiinty,  B.  I.,  aiul  v^  ilh  his  w.fe  and  son  J^o'v\  rev  came  to  J.inle  Falis,  Herlviirier  CouTity,  N.  Y.. 
in  IT'ji.  He  reinoved  to  Butland.  t}n.>  county,  in  ]8ir2.  and  from  then<'c  moved  to  \dam^  vil- 
lage in  Mareh.  b^lJ3,  aijd  linally  Setrh  di  in  Jleu.ler..i 'U.  April  7,  l'^07.  wlure  he  died  ?>Iay  li!, 
182S.  He  was  a  I'l  ounnent  man  in  Ids  day,  well  l  emenilx  red  and  s[>oken  of  by  the  old  iniiald-

Society,  and  its  lirsD  treasurer.  He  was  born  June  2,  177y,  and  died  at  Jerscyvillc,  111..  Aujjust 
20,  1820. 

I3enjaniin  Farlie  is  reported  to  liave  come  to  tliis  county  from  Lee,  Oneida  County,  and  i'^ 
credited  by  Judge  Noadiah  Hubbard  vrith  being  in  (-hanipion  in  the  year  l^QO.  "We  learn, 
also,  from  Mrs,  Joliu  A.  Sherman,  tliat  he  came  into  Lntland  about  ISO?.,  and  was  eotemporary 
with  Dr.  Abel  8he]-man.  He  lived  in  a  house  then  standnig  near  the  present  site  of  tlic 
cheese  factory,  rv.  iwfccn  it  and  the  rcrfideiiee  of  George  'Waffel,  He  is  also  re])orted  to  luive 
practiceil  in  ts  Hai  l'or  previous  to  the  War  of  1812-15:  afterwards  as  practiciiig  in  Water- 

town.  He  joiiied  f  lic  County  Society  in  1S06,  was  censor  that  year,  and  was  its  seci-etary  in  1813. 
I^r.  Farlie  was  a  v.i-lov^-er,  and  had  a  son,  Ichabod.  wliij  pnicticed  with  him  in  Watei  tov\  u ;  and 
.altiiou;^'h  his  name  dots  not  appear  on  the  County  Soci<.'ty  i-olls  it  is  presuuit_d  he  was  a  meni- 
bi.r  during  tlu  ])eiii'd  he  remained  in  this  county.  O'heri;  wa-  also  a  daughter.  Arthesa,  v.ho 
TVianied  I>r,  Juhn  31.  Liirton.  Afrer  his  deatli  she  ia;irjicd  yiy.  ^fattison.  father  of  CT,..vernor 
Mattison,  of  ]ilipois.  L'r.  Farlie  and  his  son  wt  ie  Iiamlsome,  noble  looldiig  im-U  in  staiure, 
re.specti\(.'iy 1 1  two  ineht  s  and  six  feet.  They  v,ere  always  neatlv  and  tastily  dressed, 
kept  tin.:  h.',  :  ,  .  s.  h;!d  a  large  practice,  and  were  highly  I'cspccted.  When  they  lef  t  Watertowu, 
or  where  thoy  located,  is  not  kno\\n. 

Eli  Kastman.  one  of  the  lirst  board  of  censors,  was  born  in  Guiliord.  Cojin.,  October  3. 
1777,  That  lie  received  an  acadejnic  education  was  very  evident,  but  wfiere.  at  this  late  day, 
it  is  impossible  to  determine,  nor  whr'u  or  v.  hei  e  he  graduated,  or  with  whom  he  read  medi- 
cine. ]\rrs.  A.  Si'^ccarney.  his  daughter,  who  resides  near  Watertown,  )emeii\bers  distinctly 
liaving  seen  1ms  diploma.  He  ^v as  mai-ried  at  Wctmore,  Oneida  County,  N'.  Y.,  Se])tember  16, 
1809,  and  came  dij  cctly  to  Adams,  where  he  practiced  until  his  death.  Sej'tendier  IG.  1841.  It 
is  tlionght  he  Avas  the  tirst  physician  jx-rmanently  settled  in  that  town.  There  is  a  tradition 
aboxit  a  Dr.  GrcLU.  previous  t(,)  liis  time,  but  how  long  he  stayed,  where  he  came  from,  or  went 
to,  is  not  kiio\.-n.  Dr.  Eastmaii  av;.,.:;  lughly  esteemed,  had  an  extensive  jiractice,  ajul  s<j  much 
were  his  proii>;i'U!;d  services  sought  afterthntfor  the  two  or  three  years  previous  tohisdeath, 
.after  he  was  unablv  to  drive  himself,  people  from  Die  surrounding  country  having  severe 
•cases  of  s^ickuess  in  th.-ir  families  came  in  their  c^arriages  and  took  liim  to  tin  ir  homes,  where 
they  kept  hun  until  the  result  was  known.  He  was  at  the  battle  of  SiU'lcets  Hurl)or  in  the  ca- 
pacity of  a  sargccu.    lie  vas  again  eketed  cen.-<or  of  the  society  ia  1;'2G. 

Of  the  seven  remaining  menibers,  founders  of  the  County  Society  in  iSo6, 
no  recorcl  c.tn  be  obtained. 

In  1807  tlierc  is  no  record  of  officers  of  the  society,  but  tiiat  there  was  a 
meeti.rjg  is  evident  from  the  following,  copied  from  the  remnants  of  tlie 
journal  and  roster  of  members,  preserved  from  the  fire  of  1849,  and  in  th.e 
possession  of  the  Lite  Dr.  W'lliiam  Is..  Trowbridge,  the  last  secretary  of  the 
old  society  ;  "Committee  appointed  to  ascertain  whether  una'Uhorized  per- 
sons were  practicing  medicine,  and  if  so  to  prosecute  them,"  Six  persop.s 
were  admitted  to  membership.    A  notice  of  each  will  be  found  as  follows: —

Isaac  Weston  ^vas  tiie  lirst  piiysician  io  ponnaneiitly  locate  in  Lorraine,  aljout  the  year 
IS'X'.  lie  joiiie>]  the  County  S'H'iety  in.  1807,  and  was  its  vi<^e-]>resident  in  1825. 

Abel  Sherman,  born  in  l^iimfield,  }>Iass.,  came  to  Clinton,  Oneida  C'onnty.  N.  Y.,  where 
lie  remain^jd  a  few  yeare!.  when  lie  moved  to  Ilutland,  Jefi'erson  County,  in  ISO:].  lie  was  the 
fji-andiatht-r  of  John  A.  Shermaji.  31r.s.  J.  A.  Shernum  has  in  her  possession  a  clictiunary  with 
his  nauie  and.  a  date — 1782 — an.l  a  Bible.  An  entry,  oii  the  page  for  faruily  record,  reads  as  fol- 
lov.^:  ''Abel  Sherman  and  Onnda  J'.icknal  was  marjied  June  li.  1781,  by  Rev.  Jolui  Willard, 
of  StatVord,  Conriectumt."  He  settled  in  Rutland  on  the  north  t^ide  of  the  South  road,  ncNt 
farm  to  where  J^i-n  A.  Slierman  lived,  about  tliree-foui'ths  of  a  mile  ab>!vc  Ihirrville.  He  built 
a  frame  h'.>use,  ^\  hich  was  considered  a  grand  atfair  at  that  tiuiu-,  ond  il  stili  stands  there.  He 
b-ongl'.t  ond  elvared  220  acres  of  timbered  land,  an-l  was  the  hrst  sherifT  of  JetTt.'rson  County. 
A)i  activ,;,  viicrgc^tij  man.  tliL  duties  devolving  upon  him  in  his  ofhcial  capueity,  combined 
witli  the  f;if!gue  am.!  l-.ardsiiips  of  proft  ssiomil  life,  broke  do\vn  a  naturally  strong  consti- 
tntion.  i;o!iiiie!iing  liim,  fur  n!!!';y  veais  previnus  to  his  death,  to  relinquish  active  practice. 
Iii.>  was  >. .liiiirU;.,!  lu  .e;-.  mbi.'i'.->}i !}>  iu  tlie  County  Society  in  1S07,  and  died  in  the:  summer  of 
iKjfi.  ag.  d  ^2  >ei.rs. 

Eli  We.-t,  born  in  KiU^iptoi],  "Wa'-hington  County,  N.  Y..  July  2G,  3  702,  came  into  Car- 
thage. ^Iiy  15.  iSiO,  and  vas  successful  in  building  up  a  large  practice.  He  was  a  man 
greatly  respected  and  luid  a  lai-ge  intlut  uce  in  the  eomnmnity.  .1  volunteer  m  the  \Var  of  1812-- 
15,  he  did  gCM>d  svrvict. .  and  \\  as  ]»  esent  at  the  battle  of  PlattsburgVi.  lie  was  member  of 
Assembly  in  lS3i  and  1?14,  and  supervisor  in  1823-27,  1830-32,  find  lSlO-11,  He  held  the 
ofnce  of  justice  of  tlie  pt  ace  for  a  iiumber  of  years,  being  appointed  to  the  hrst  tei-m  of  ofhee 
b'y  Crovei'uor  L>e  Vv'itt  Clinton.  He  was  echool  commissioner  and  town  superintendent  of  com- 
mon schooLs;  wi,;,  a!<o  lirigude  surgeon  in  the  miliria.  Avas  a  meniijei-  of  the  board  of  village 
trustees  eight  years,  six  of  liie.-^e  being  its  president,  and  was  made  chairman  of  the  lirst  meet- 
ing l.'fcld  to  ])r.:)mote  the  construction  of  the  Black  Uiver  Canal,  and  was  one  of  its  incorpora- 
tors. April  17,  1832.  In  1822  and  ■2-1  he  was  master  of  3Iasoni«>  Lodge,  No.  110.  'At  the  Ineak- 
ing  out  of  tlie  war  of  the  riebellion  he  waii  made  president  of  the  hrst  war  meeting  held  in 
CarLhagf\  May  -i.  ISGl,  and  took  a  very  decided  stand  for  the  government,  giving  of  his  own 
menus  nnd  su(  '-es-fiiny  urging  others  to  su1)Rcribe  money  to  aid  in  the  prosecution  of  the  war, 
by  supporting  the  f;-.milies  of  volunteers.  He  greatly, rejoiced  that  he  lived  lo  see  the  close  of 
the  war  and  t':'-  governm':-nt"s  authority  sustair.ed,  Ife  died  June  28,  ]80G.  after  a  period  of 
coTn].'i!-o]'y  r.,  ■  >>' n:  ");t  from  his  labors,  Uiudo  iKCr^-cny  tloongh  ag.;  and  iiito-mities.  Ills 
funeial  ^•.•;!.^  roe-  ng  the  largest  ^  \  ^:r  oe>  urring  in  C^irthag''.  and  l)ore  evid  .-nee  of  the  hdgh  re- 
gai-d  in  V.  !orh  he  v,-;-s  h<.  Id  in  thi-  cournmnity.  Kev.  Mr.  Stewart  preached  tlie  funeral  sermon, 
and  the  yi-i--(>\:V'  fr:;ternity  p-n'orm-.-J  the  last  service.    He  joined  the  s>'eifty  in  1807. 

HoratK)  Orvis  v.as  the  lir.-t  ]vr;icticing  ])hysi<  ia)i  v.ho  locat( d  in  I.e  bay,  ai-out  1S07.  In 
1816  he  wa^one  of  the  two  composiug  the  tirst  graduating  class  of  Eairtield  3Iedical  College. 
From  1810  to  182")  he  was  supervisor  of  his  iown,  niemhw  r  of  Asst  uibly  in  1818,  and  was 
elected  del-:g;'te  to  tlie  State  Society  in  1823,  and  was  j.res  dent  of  the  soc  icty  in  1S29. 

i8o8. — There  are  no  records  for  this  year  of  the  proceedings  of  the  so- 
ciety, except  the  follovving  :  "  New  members  admitted,  Elenr\  fi.

Amasa  Ti  owbridge  was  born  in  Ponifret,  ^Yindham  Couiity,  Conn..  ]M;iy  17,  1779.  He  worked 
*)n  his  father's  farm  in  the  sunuuer.  attending  the  common  schools  in  the  'wiTitor  season,  urdi^ 
H  years  old.  After  that  he  acipiirt-d  an  academic  educati<.jn.  At  the  age  of  17  he  commenced 
ti'.e  study  of  nuidicinc  with  Dr.  Avery  Downer,  of  Preston  City,  Xt  w  I..on(hjri  County,  Coim. 
Wh-'n  20  years  old  lie  was  admitted  to  practice,  receix'ii'g  a  diplouia  from  the  State  .^f'/dical 
Sr)c-"':  ty  of  Conuei-tictiti  lie  then  sjtent  a  year  with  Dr.  Tliomas  Hubbard ;  tlicu  move'I  to 
J.nnesborr.  ;Mass.,  and  }>ractictd  i)i  company  with  Dr.  Jarvis.  He  came  iiit-  /  this  stare  and 
r.'/ttlcd  in  Trenton,  Oneida  County,  in  l.-i05,  entering  into  con)j).^,ny  with  Dr.  I.nther  Guic':an.

Jonathan  Sherwot'd  was  l.>orn  in  Willia  nstown,  Mass.,  in  1780,  He  stndird  his  profession- 
under  Dr.  Willor.ghby,  of  Newport,  and  became  tlie  partner  of  his  preceptor,  continuing  with 
Ijini  11  yi  ars  at  Fairheid.  He  moved  to  Ciiarapioii,  where  he  practiced  stveraf  years.  He  then 
went  to  Turin,  ^\here  ht- died  April  15,  1829.  The  following  extract  is  made  from  his  obituary 
by  Dr.  Wiiloughliy.  president  of  Fairtield  !\[edieal  College: —

Davi'l  NM>on  was  born  in  Phikulelj^hia,  Pd..  and  was  a  surgeon's  mate  in  the  U.  S.  navy  in 
the  War  of  1812-15.  He  came  into  Brou  nviile  ab(njt  ISU.  and  was  married  to  Sophia  Patrick,. 
December  IC,  ISIG.  He  lived  there  until  his  d^  ath  in  1830.  In  his  day  he  was  considered  the 
leading  physician  in  that  section.

N.  v.,  uhere  hv  uinrricd  Chailotte  F.  MoniintT.  Aftei'  ))racticin;-r  her<j  a  nurn'ocr  of  yeai.-,  h.> 
^va^;  invited  hy  .-unie  of  th.e  pronun-jnt  citizens  of  OKdensburg  to  iocato  t'ntie.  Aecordintrly 
he  went  there,  rt niainin^  about  three  years,  and  left  to  take  charge  of  some  lend  rjiining  op- 
<^'ratioris  at  Lubeo,  r^Iaine,  This  proved  a  failure,  and  he  returned  houjc  and  moved  to  l*untiac, 
Mi<-h.,  ul!t)-c  he  resided  some  three  years. 

Sickness  of  himself  and  family  obliged  him  to  return  to  ^Vaterto^vn,  where  he  continued 
t;>  reside  until  his  death.  He  di.-eovered  and  described  a  numljcr  of  n.e'.v  ];lants,  one  of  which 
Ix-ars  his  name,  Carex  Cra>rel.  or  Crawe's  S:;dge.  His  friend  I'rof,  Grey,  of  Canil>ridge,  ^.lase., 
reijU'isted  hiui  to  procure  for  him  some  rare  plants  which  are  found  on  the  marsh  at  Perch 
j.ake,  and  a;c  in  tluir  greatest  ]>crfectiou  about  the  fust  of  June.  Having  patients  on  tlie 
opposite  sidf  of  tlie  lake  he  went  theie  to  tee  them  June  3,  IS^T,  After  visiiing  them  he 
crossed  tlie  lake  iji  a  leaky  boat,  the  only  one  obtainable  at  that  time,  taking  a  small  pan  to 
bail  with,  and  accompanied  by  Ennch  Eddy,  a  large  fleshy  man,  and  William  C.  Gould,  a 
3-oung  man.  tli;:  son  of  one  of  his  patients.  'J'hey  crossed  the  lake  safely,  aiu.l  he  niade  a  large 
coll'-crioii  of  il.e  (b:siied  specimins,  whicli  he  arranged  in  a  large  book,  with  heavy,  strapped 
rovers.  A!'  0  }•.  :c.  liicy  started  10  n-tuni.  The  wind  having  fi-eshcnrd  since  mc-rning  the 
waves  M'T'.-  3 '•  !':•;,.:.(•■.  ■• -'ing  tlie  bn-st  to  strain  arul  leak  badly.  Wli^n  a^'y;it  '2;)  rods  from, 
shore  it  becanic  evi^lent  that  the  bout  must  sink.  The  Doctor,  lisiiig  in  il;'  bo;U,  threvr  jiis 
be  'k  as  far  tivv-r,-;^  tiie  shore  as  j)o-.sibie,  and,  takivig  out  his  wati-h,  said.  ■■His  just  0  o'clock; 
this  boat  will  ^inl:  in  a  few  minutes.  I\H'.  Eddy,  you  stick  to  the  Ijoat;  Gould  and  I  can  swim." 
Wlieii  the  boL.t  sunlc  he  caught  and  held  np  3Ir.  Eddy,  turned  over  the  boat,  and  helped  him 
onto  it,  and  ht  mhi  lioated  near  the  .shore.  With  3ir.  Gould  he  started  for  land.  The 
foi'mer  was  aliead  and  reached  the  shore  with  difficulty,  and  turning  to  look  b;iek  he  saw  the  Doe- 
tor's  ft-et  sTi'  king  out  of  the  water.  He  was  an  exceedingly  line,  powerful  swimmer,  and  must 
have  had  cramps  \  n  his  shoulders  caused  by  the  extra  exertion  he  was  ol>liged  to  make,  en- 
cumbered a-,  he  v.'as  with  ciothin.g  and  long,  heavy  boots  made  to  wade  through  wet,  marshy 
grounds.  Wlien  the  news  reached  his  home  some  of  his  I\fasonic  friends  stai  ted  out  that 
night  and  begaji  dragging  the  lake  early  the  next  luorning.  His  body  was  fouaid  some  six 
rods  from  sh'u-e,  in  atjout  seven  feet  of  water.  Thus  was  he  ctit  down  in  the' vigor*bf  his 
manhood. 

Ih-.  Crawe  was  widely  knov.-n  among  men  of  science,  both  in  this  country  and  in  Europe,  as 
was  evinced  by  his  extensive  correspondence  and  exclianges  of  specimetis,  by  the  notices  of  his 
<Uath  thr.t  appeared  in  scienliMe  journals,  and  by  tii'e  resolutions  of  respect  and  condolence 
otlViul  av.  1  J  :(-;-  'd  by  tiio  County  and  State  Jtedical  societies,  and  b\  tiie  Masonic  ordei-.  He 
<  njoyed  a  ktrge  T'ra--ti(-e,  was  v.tll  and  favorably  Jcnown.  and  his  lo^s  at  the  time,  sind  in  tiic 
immner  it  haiipciied,  was  a  great  shock  to  his  family,  and  deeply  felt  by  the  comnumity  in  which 
ln'  lived.  Ih:  ^.■::s  a  ]>rominent  Mason,  M-hich  fiao  inity  atU'mhil  hi^  fmiera!  in  a  b/ody,  ai^d 
"\vith  the  r»^st  of  his  friends  and  neighbors  testitied  their  respect  for  his  memojy.  sympathizing 
v.-ith  his  f;>mily  in  their  great  aftlictiou,  and  manifested  Their  own  sorro^A  and  regret  at  his 
lo-s.  He  b'-c;niie  a  meml.)er  of  the  County  Society  in  lh22;  was  its  secretai  y  in  1S25;  censor  in 
1^2(),  '2S.  ■2l»,  "30,  "34,  and  "-11;  president  in  bS27  and  bS12:  and  delegate  to  the  State  Society  in 
1834  and  IMl.  Hi  bS4G  tlie  honoraiy  degree  of  Doctor  (if  Medicine  was  cc>nferred  upon  him 
by  the  K"gents  of  the  University  on  the  recommeuiliition  of  the  Stale  Society.

V>'ulttr  Webb  was  born  in  Hoosick,  Rensselaer  County,  N.  Y..  in  17D5.  The  family  moved 
to  L..(-  Center.  Oneida  Coun.ty.  an.d  thence  to  I\  rch  Eiver,  near  the  old  stone  Ikiptist  Ciiurch, 
Hr  V..IS  r-d.U'-ated  i]i  the  common  schno.'s  of  lircv^  n vide,  and  tau'^lit  stdii.>'il  at  3biscole>nge. 
While  tt.aching  h.e  s^tudied  in- duMne  ^vith  l)r.  Alpheus  S.  Green,  who  then  resided  at  Ik  rcli 
llivLT,  and  whose  sister  Sabina  he  fi  ft.  i  \\  ar<,ls  m.iri-ivd.  He  later  stutiied  with  .Dr.  Ama>.'i, 
Trowbridgf-,  ot  W.-t..-ri<<wn.     r»r.

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College  in  1«23.  ami  settled  in  Adiiuis,  wli^-re  ho  t-p-^nt  iu-:ir!\-  all  liis  lift-,  lu  1808  lie  wtiit  to 
live  with  jjis  son  EdwHrd  S.,  and  niin-ed  v,it)i  hih\  to  WasLiriglon.  N.  J.,  ivhere  he  diud  the 
age  of  He  always  rcfiiscd  all  public  U  i.^ts.  ^  ••iviiit;:  his  own  busluc:-s  d-.-«v):ind'.-d  r.ii  his 
.iltt-Lii'.;;.  lii  c'.viiii.x  lion  with  his  pructice  he  curried  on  aii  exten-ivc  drii^^ busineos.  lie  was 
naturjiUy  piM-tical  ?Ji-!  composed  many  piecoc;  aud  altliongh  fond  of  jokes  and  Rto;ies  he  wati 
a  dcvoat  niemlH-r  of  tlu-  Pre.-hytc rian  Church,  whorie  pulpit  he  often  sin)p]ied.  lie  waf^  a  fi]\e 
temperance  lecturer  and  a  sti  ong  Abolitioui.st  at  an  early  pei  iod.  Dr.  Webb  was  president 
and  censor  in  1827. 

E.  !\Iayhew  Adams  is  thnuglit  to  have  couk;  from  ^las.^aeliusetis,  and  located  in  Smithville 
about  1S25,  lie  ji^iu'.'d  the  Couu  ty  Society  in  1828,  Avas  elected  vice-president  in  1834,  censor  in 
1835  and  "36,  and  moved  to  Cazenovia,  and  from  there  to  Chicago,  III.,  where  lie  died,  lie  was 
a  rnan  of  fine  address,  and  a  religious,  cultivated,  and  educated  gentleniau.

^Yiiliam  S.  Dxtcs  was  born  IMay  22,  17t'3,  a  native  of  ^Massiichiisetts,  and  n^oved  ^sitli 
his  father's  family  to  Lowviile,  Lewis  Cuuuty,  N.  Y.,  about  1S03.  Besides  the  '^onnuou  Bchools 
he  attended  the  Lowviiie  Academy,  studied  medicine  und'M-  tjie  supervision  of  Drs.  S.  Miller 
and  Perry  at  that  place,  and  afterwards  with  Dr.  Chai'lcs  Scpiires,  of  Denmark,  His  license  to 
prae*;irc  v/a:;  giant';  1  t>y  the  censors  (<f  thf  i.ewis  ('oiinty  Medic, :1  So-iLty,  September  12,  1821.

Fisk,  Charles  Orvis,  and 
Caleb  \Voodard  admitted."  There  is  no  record  given  of  F^rs.  Orvis  and 
Wondard,  except  that  Dr.  Orvis  was  in  the  Assembly  in  1830.  Dr.  Fisk  was 
treasurer  iii  1835-36.  Hiram  Mills  and  Lowry  Barney  were  also  admit- 
ted. Dr.  Trowbridge  gave  a  dissertation  on  remittent  fever.  A  prize  of 
$10  for  best  essay  on  hemorrhage  in  all  its  forms,  medically  and  surgically, 
with  the  treatment.'' 

Lowry  Bivney  was  born  in  Bhode  Island  in  1703.  His  ]v.ece]itor  was  his  father,  Dr. 
Dainel  Barney,  with  whom  he  practice<l  in  Hend'ison,  and  resided  m  that  vilhige.  He  was 
graduated  in  1820  or  '22  from  I'airtieid  ^fedicitl  Coilegf.  He  v,-as  a  mend.)er  of  the  State  Medi- 
cal Societv,  and  was  president  of  Fairtield  Medical  College.  Dr.  Barney  was  a.  memln/r  of  the 
legislature  and  served  as  justice  of  tlie  peace  in  tin;  town  of  Ib  inh  rsiin.  He  was  viee-presi- 
dent  of  the  Coiuity  Society  in  1812,

Saniue]  Wetmore  gvaduated  at  raiiiielcl  in  182G,  joiiK-d  the  County  Society  in  1828,  prac- 
ticed at  Adarns,  and  moved  West  in  1&75. 

A.  W.  Gray  lived  at  Brownville,  and  was  a  partner  of  Dr.  Iliranx  r>iil]ci  in  1828.  He  .was 
ccrisor  in  1829  a?id  1830. 

Orlando  W.  Cn.^hman,  who  was  born  in  Eutlaud  County,  Yt..  St  ptcniber  7,  1791,  graduated 
at  Castk'ton,  Yr..  pl.out  1815,  and  came  into  thi,^  county  in  1816.  It  is  thought'that  he  first 
.settled  in  Kodni:Mi,  wljcro  lii^  brother  Benjamin,  a  physician,  resided,  lie  moved  to  Log 
."Mills,  nox^'  La  I-'ar;.;eville,  where  he  built  the  hrst  log  house.  He  practiced  there  until  his  death, 
February  5,  ISGO. 

Gordon  P.  Spencer  was  born  at  Salisbury,  Litchfield  County,  Conn.  He  was  educated  under 
the  suporvi-^ion  of  Lev.  Joseph  Cn >^';nian,  c^f  his  u'ltivi:'  toss  n,  -dv.d  Anmii  L.  Itobbins,  of  2sor- 
fulk.  He  eiiteied  \\illianis  CnlK-frr  in  1807,  gr^'i^hiriring  fji-.n:  tliat  institiition  with  honors,  and 
begHn  the  study  of  medicine  wit 'i  T).-.  N'u-tJi,  of  Goshen,  conc  luding  with  the  celebrated  Dr.  Lee, 
of  Ni  w  Loudon,  and  obt'iiuiu.-:  lii-  d'p]"V;)a  from  the  r^tcdi'-al  Society  of  New  Loudon  in  1812. 
\^"ar  with  Great  Britain  having  been  deelared,  ho  sought  and  obtained  a  commission  as  surgeon 
from  the  Secretary  of  ^^'ar.  General  Armstrong,  and  was  ordered  to  report  for  duty  to  the  colonel 
of  the  11th  Inf.  Hegt.,  and  served  with  them  until  the  close  of  the  war.  He  was  actively  engaged 
in  1814,  during  the  campaign  in  Canada,  was  present  at  and  participated  in  the  bloody  battles 
of  Lundy's  Laiie,  Chippewa,  and  the  l)lowiugup  of  Fort  Erie.  Soon  after  this  latter  catastrophe 
i!;e  ar'.ny  retire<l  to  winter  quarters  and  he  was  detailed  to  the  hospital  at  Sachets  Harbor. 
iV'acf  having  b;.t' n  d-.-clared,  and  his  sorvict  s  being  no  longer  required,  Ih-..  Spencer,  on  his 
way  honif,  passing  thiougii  Cham])ion,  was  called  iri  by  Dr.  Durkec  to  assist  in  dressing  tiio  leg 
of  a  man  whicii  had  l>een  crushed.  He  arranged  with  the  Doctor  for  a  partnership,  and  bt-gau 
practice  with  him.  He  liad  an  iror^  constitution,  indefatigable  in  the  pursuit  of  his  profes-

IS".  Y.,  reinainiii.i;-  tlieve  al'out  one  year,  when  lie  moved,  to  Cham]iion  in  3 807.  In  18U8.  ha\  ing 
purchased  2-14  acres  of  land  near  Champion  Peak,  he  built  a  log  hou^e  and  n.ioved  his  family 
into  it.  I'art  of  this  tract  is  still  owned  by  hi^  son,  Orin  O.  Johnson.  l)r.  Johnsini  had  a  large 
and  extensive  iTactieV,  which  he  maintained  for  al>out  30  years.  He  was  proininent  in  to\N  n 
and  county  arlairs.

He  assisted  several  of  liis  students 
through  their  lectures,  and  helped  them  to  liorse  and  equipage  after  graduating,  taking  liia 
pay  in  small  sums  as  they  could  tai'n  it. 

"Dr.  Dates  wa-T  a  man  of  no  ordinary  mind  an.d  factilties,  and  \\hereverhc  sought  to  make 
hie  intluenee  felt  he  was  a  recognized  leader.  He  was  a  man  of  fine  preseni'e  and  good  address, 
([uiet  and  reserved  in  his  nninners.  but  dignified  and  always  the  gentleman;  scrupulously  neat, 
in  his  pfrson  aied  dress,  and  as  jnire  in  his  mind  and  manners.  In  he  moved  to  Water- 
town,  wliejf  he  took  a  good  |c>s.tion.  very  soon  working  into  a  large  and  lucrative  practice. 
To  this  his  best  energies  were  given  for  10  or  12  years.  He  was  an  active  politician,  and  in 
ISGl  was  e^^i'tcd  inspector  of  state  prisons,  which  position  he  held  for  six  years.  On  retiring, 
from  this  otiico  jjO  accepted  an  appointment  iis  medical  director  of  the  Empire  State  Life 
Insurance  Co..  and  continned  in  it  uutil  his  death.  He  was  also  for  many  years  a  director  and 
vice-president  of  the  National  Union  Dank.  Dr.  Dates  was  a  good  financier  and  business  man, 
witliout  being  hard  or  exacting  to  the  poor.  He  M'as  a  good  colkctor  and  accumulated  a 
harnlsome  oj ■'•.i  ty.  He  was  v.a\  active,  earnest  Christian,  and  a  liberal  supporter  of  every- 
e;itery  :  ]<e  lic-^'king  to  the  good  <3f  others:  was  president  of  tlie  Medical  .Society  in  1837,  vice- 
presid- nt  in  J^oi],  and  oensur  in  V:l'2-H.  " 

Heio  Y  J.  Muiison,  a  bro;;  ^r  of  Dr.  Isaac  ]\[unson,  practicrd  some  years  at  Evans  jlills, 
■when  he  sold  out  to  ins  broliier  and  moved  to  Texas,  and  died  there. 

Diehard  (.'kirk,  born  at  Alaulicim,  Herlcimei-  County.  N.  Y.,  Dcceinl>er  8,  1S05,  was  edu- 
cated at  the  common  schools  at  Watertown  and  at  Lowviile  Academy.  He  graduated  at  Fair- 
field, February  3,  1829,  and  settled  in  \Vatertown,  v.here  he  practiced  about  four  years,  and 
was  a  partner  of  I>r.  Amasa  Trowiiridge.  April  ],  1S33,  he  received  a  commissiou  as  assistant 
sui-geon  in  tlie  U.  S.  army.    He  died  at  Tallahassee,  Florida,  January  29,  1S39.

Ili^  private  charities  were  large,  and  some  young 
men  are  indel'tedto  him  for  the  le.eans  which  enabled  them  to  educate  themselves  for  future 
usefulness.  With  a  mind  well  stored,  to  ^^•hl(■h  he  was  daily  addi]ig  by  constant  }'eading,  and 
a  deep  thinker,  he  was  a  ])lea?ant  and  instructive  companion;  one  who  freely  and  willingly  im- 
parted it  to  the  young  men  w  ho  took  au  interest  in  and  were  anxious  of  adding  to  their  Btoro 
of  knov,  ledge  in  the  arts  and  sciences.

JTe  joiricd  the  Connty  I\[edical  Society  in  1843j 
and  was  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Lo  Ray  in  jS42  and  '43.  lie  is  liighly  spoken  of  as  a 
phvfe-ician. 

TjCODio  d  Povverg,  born  in  Denmark,  Lev/is  County,  X.  Y.,  in  October,  ISIG.  was  educateel  at 
Erowri'.;  A.'i^  It-my^  in  th.'^t  viliage,  studied  mtdicirie  with  Dr.  Prer.ch,  of  Denmark,  rnd 
l^T.  Fii  V\  L-:i.,  (,':  Carthage,  ar.d  attended  lectnrt-s  at  Fairlield,  wliere  he  graduated  about  1840. 
He  iociited  at  ]>epauville,  and  practiced  with  Dr.  "\S'illiam  Frame  about  two  years,  and  moved 
to  Stone  Jlills,  where  he  died  May  8,  1844. 

Wihiaru  E,  Tyler  was  l-orn  in  the  town  of  Hounsfield.  His  early  education  was  acquired 
at  the  commcn  schools,  and  at  Belleville  Academy  and  the  Blaclc  Piver  Literary  and  Pieligions 
Institute  at  NVatcrtown.

He  was  married  the  same 
year  to  Miss  Jane  Munson.  of  Salislniiy,  cousin  of  Dr.  Isaac  Munson.  of  Watertown.  l>i-.^ 
Combtock  rLiu;iim.d  iir  Auri'  SN-iho  about  five  years,  b-nt  becoming  impressed  with  the  idea  tliat 
there  was  a  good  opening  in  the  South  he  s})ent  n  few  nKmths  there  during  tlte  winter  of 
1S37  and  '38.  His  expectations,  however,  were  not  realized.  At  this  time  a  desirable  op])or- 
tuuity  presented  itself  of  forming  a  i)artnership  Avith  Dr.  Ira  A.  Smith,  of  Evans  Mills,  Jef- 
ferson County.

Iws.x.iT.  is  the  anrl'.'f  of  r>r;ixon"s  Practicp  of  Me-Ur/mc,  publiBhed  in  l^'hilailelpliia  in  i..^01.  and 
Hosi-iiaU:  Urifis/t.  French,  and  American,  in  1^07.  He  was  a  delegate  to  tlie  Internatiojial 
^'ojigress  at  Paris  in  LSG7.

1848. — The  record  shows  that  William  R.  Trowbridge  was  secretary,  and 
that  Simon  Goodie  and  M.  J,  Hutchins  were  admitted  as  members.  The 
admission  of  Dr.  }lutchins  does  not  appear  on  the  original  record  obtained 
by  me,  but  I  have  added  his  name  to  the  list.  He  personally  stated  that  he 
was  made  a  member  this  year,  wliich  statement  proves  there  was  a  meeting. 
Of  Simon  Goodie  we  have  no  record 

Martin  J.  Hutchins  was  born  Xovemijci-  7,  1825,  at  Schuyler,  Herkimer  County,  N.  Y.  He 
"wa?  educated  at  the  common  and  select  schools  of  the  town,  and  studied  medicine  and  surgery 
\c\xh  Prs.  Davison  and  Brewster,  of  Theresa,  with  wdiom  he  continued  three  years.  He  at- 
tended lectures  for  six  months  at  Castleton  Medical  College,  of  Yevmont.  In  1815  lie  com- 
m^-nced  the  practice  of  his  profer^'^ion  atl'lessis,  in  Alexandria,  and  remained  thei  e  until  June, 
In  May,  1S40,  he  was  gratited  a  license  to  practice  from  tlie  Jeiierson  Medical  Society, 
x:vA  in  1832  he  received  au  Imnorary  diploma  from  the  Burlington  (Yt.)  Medical  College.  Be- 
ing a  jirononnced  Democrat,  and  one  of  the  party  leader^!,  he  received  the  appointment  of 
<  '.:-t>>!!-i-}iori^e  inspector  in  June,  1S53,  and  moved  to  Aluxandi  l^'  J'.ay,  wlu  rc  he  a-;:;nnied  the 
le^'p(ln.sibilities  of  that  position,  the  duties  of  which  he  continued  to  exercise  with  satisfaction 
to  th(  powers  that  be,  as  he  held  the  ofhce  under  both  tlie  adnvinistrations  of  I'ierce  and 
Bu'.-hanau,  until  June,  ISGl,  in  all  eight  years.  He  then  S'  ttled  at  Bedwood,  and  resu)ned  the 
acti\c  practice  of  his  profession,  where  he  has  continued  up  to  the  present  time,  liaving  prac- 
ticed -14  years  in  the  town  of  Alexandria.  He  is  still  hale  and  hearty,  and  we  trust  he  may  be 
>-pared  for  many  yeais  to  come;  that  he  may  continue  his  long,  active,  and  succes-^ful  career, 
an  examph-  to  the  younger  members  of  the  p-rofession;  of  one  who  has  lived  and  oiled  to  ele- 
vate the  standard  of  his  profession,  and  on  any  and  every  occasion,  at  ail  tiuics  and  in  all 
places,  o{)p()tiiig  quackery  and  empiricism  in  all  their  various  forms.  He  has  ahvays  Ijeeu  con- 
t>;d.-rod  one  of  the  a-TiNe  meml-ers  of  the  society,  and  has  contributed  some  eight  papers  to 
H:^  hrehives  on  variors  medical  subjects.  He  wa'^  elected  courity  sajjerintendent  lif  the  poor 
a-c.l  serveil  three  years,  was  twice  elected  towit  superintendent  of  common  schcx.l.s,  and  was 
'h.'  treasurer  of  the  br.iird  cf  pension  examiners  from  No^ ember.  1885,  to  August,  1889.  Dr. 
H;:!.  [l\<,\~.  joined  tli'-  re u-g;i::i7.ed  society  Jujie  7,  1.^70,  was  its  jjresidcnt  in  1873,  an>d  was  one 
'  •  ''ii'  bimrd  of  censors  in  is;7  and '7'.'. 

'I'hat  this  was  the  last  7-cgiiI<ir  meeting  of   the  society  there  can  be 
<loiibt.    One  or  two  of  the  ohler  menibcrs  of  the  profession,  Drs.  Will- 
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ianj  R.  Trowbridge  an<]  Isaac  Munson,  think  a  call  was  issued  for  a  meeting 
ai  North  Ad.ii.is  in  iS.io,  and  um  in  iS-,0  al  Sackets  }farhor;  but  there  \v as 
not  the  necessary  quorum  present  to  transact  business.  The  question 
naturally  arises  as  to  the  causes  which  operated  to  suspend  the  meetings. 
INIembers  from  distant  parts  of  the  county,  who  had  to  travel  long  distances 
by  stage  or  in  their  own  conveyances,  found  it  difficult  and  inconvenient, 
and  were  offc;nded  because  the  meetings  were  not  held  in  different  parts  of 
the  county.  Many  became  disheartened  and  disgusted  when  the  restrictions 
and  protection  thrown  around  the  practice  of  medicine  were  rescinded  by  the- 
legislature,  and,  as  they  thcught,  placed  quacks  and  charlatans  on  an  equal 
footing  with  the  regular  practitioner.  Not  considering  lliat,  as  they  were 
thrown  upon  their  own  resources,  it  became  their  duty,  and  would  have  been 
more  praiseworthy  in  them,  as  members  of  an  ancient,  -learned,  and  honor- 
able profes-.siori,  to  ]ia\e  gilded  up  tlieir  loins  anew,  determining!;  that  b}'- 
united,  harmor-ions  action,  looking  to\vards  mutual  improvement  and  greater 
professional  attain  in  en  ts,  they  would  gain  the  confidence  of  the  public  and 
out-distance  tlieir  opponents.  Twenty  years  elapsed  without  the  opera- 
tions of  a  medical  society  in  this  county.

The  following  named  gentleman,  though  his  name  does  not  appear  on  the 
rolls  of  the  society,  is  eminently  worthy  to  be  selected  from  the  above  list, 
and  some  notice  taken  of  him,  as  one  who,  by  his  inventions  and  discover- 
ies, has  shed  a  lustre  on  the  town  and  county  in  which  he  lived:  — 

Samuel  Guthrie  whs  born  in  Brimiiekl,  Hampden  Cunnty,  ]Mass.  Here  lie  studied  medi- 
cine with  bis  father,  iSumuel  Guthrie,  Sr.,  juacticed  medicine  a  few  years  at  Smyrna,  Chen- 
ango County,  N.  Y.,  and  moved  to  Sack-  t.^  Harbor.  He  is  Icnown  as  a  chemist,  wliose  reputa- 
tion is  worhf  wide,  a^  lioing  one  of  the  three  discoverers  of  chloroform.  Soubciian  in  Frajice 
and  Liebig  in  Germany  were  the  others,  and  they  appear  10  have  made  the  di.<covejy  inde- 
pendently and  simukaneouftly.  He  was  the  tlrst  inventoi  an.d  manufacturer  of  percussion 
piils.    He  died  at  Sackets  Hniltor,  October  C',  JSIS.  _ 

In  1868  Dr.  F.  B.  A.  Lewis  called  upon  Or.  H.  G.  P.  Spencer  and  iiitro- 
duccd  the  subject  of  rcorganizirig  the  Medical  Society.  This  interview  re- 
sulted in  a  call  dated  August  15,  1S68,  for  a  meeting  of  the  physicians  of  the 
county,  to  be  held  at  the  American  Hotel  in  Watenovvn,  September  i,  1068. 
This  call  was  headed  by  Dr.  Spencer,  and  signed  by  15  other  physicians,  10 
of  whom  ultimately  became  members,  and  which  call  was  duly  published  in 
the  Watertown  Daily  Rcfor))ier.  Pursuant  to  this  call  the  following  gentle- 
men assembled :  —

timer Crawe,  and  F.  B.  A.  Lewis,  of  Watertown;  H.  S.  Hendee,  James

man ;  and  E.  G.  Derby,  of  Antwerp.  Dr.  Peeden  was  called  to  the  chair 
and  F.  B.  A.  Lewis  appointed  secretary /;v  teui.  After  some  preliminary  busi- 
ness the  meeting  proceeded  to  the  election  of- permanent  oflicers,  as  f(j!!ows: 
FL  G.  P.  Spencer,  president;  H.  S.  FTendee,  vice-president;  F.  B,  k. 
Lewis,  secretary;  \\'illiam  R.  Trowbridge,  treasurer.  A  coinmittee  was  ap- 
I'ointed  to  draft  a  conntitiition  and  by-laws,  compo^L'd  of  the  following  gen- 
tlemen: Drs. William  R.  Trowbridge^  James  K.  Bates,  and  J.  Mortimer  Crawe, 
of  Watertown.  A  committee  was  also  appointed  to  j^repare  a  fee-bill,  com- 
posed of  Drs.  Truman  Tuttle,  of  Rodman  ;  E.  G.  Derby,  of  Antwerp,  (ieorge 
X.  Hubbard,  of  Carthage  ;  James  K.  Bates,  William  R.  Trowbridge,  and 
J.  Mortimer  Crawe,  of  Watertown;  L.  E.  Frame,  of  IDepauville  ;  William 
P.  Massey,  of  Brownville;  W.  E.  Tyler,  of  Sackets  Harbor,  and  Dr.  Piersons, 
ol  Adams.  After  some  other  business  of  minor  importance  the  society  ad- 
J^'urned  to  meet  in  annual  session  at  the  American  Hotel  in  Watertown, 
j.*n'.iary  12,  1869.  ^^^^  action  the  Jefferson  County  Medical  Society  was 
^^'-'rganized. 

1860. — JeiTerson  County  iMedical  Society,  first  annual  nieeting,  American 
Watertovrn,  January,   r.?.  1809.     Meeting  called  to  order  by  the 
I'fesidetit  [Dr.  H.  G.   P.  Speno^r],  and  the   minutes  of  the  last  meeting 
by    the    secretary  and   approved.    The   coLiuaitiee   on  constitution 
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and  by-laws  presented  and  read  the  san^e.  The  by-laws,  as  franried 
by  the  committee  and  amended  by  the  members  joresent,  v/ere  th.en 
ado])ted.  Drs.  H.  IM.  Si.eve.vs,  of  Watcrtown,  Frederick  Bolt,  of  La  Farge- 
\nlle,  H.  W.  jevvett,  of  Chaumont,  E.  A.  Chajjman,  of  Belleville,  and  Ira  H. 
Abell,  of  Antwerp,  were  then  duly  elected  members  of  the  society.  On  mo- 
tion of  Dr.  Chapman  the  time  for  the  semi-annual  meeting  was  fixed  for  the 
second  Tuesday  in  June,  1869,  to  be  held  at  Watertown."  Drs.  H.  G.  P. 
Spencer,  of  Watertown,  and  H.  S.  Hendee,  of  Carthage,  were  appointed 
delegates  to  the  State  Medical  Society. 

At  the  semi-annual  meeting,  June  8,  1869,  the  ordinary  rules  of  pro- 
ceeding were  suspended  in  order  to  allow  the  admission  of  new  members,  as 
follows:  Drs.

•Ccunty,  K.  Y..  Av.j-^nsi:  '2:1,  1S21.  His  education  Y>as  acquired  at  t!:o  CJiaurpion  Acaderav  and 
the  Bku'-k  lliwfi  lAtciury  and  ]ie]igious  Institute  of  Watertown.  He  s1"udled  medicine  with 
liis  father  Mi^i  attended  lecturer  at  the  JetYcrson  i\icdical  College,  Philadelp)iia,  Pa.,  sessions 
of  1844,  '-15,  ;ind  '4G,  receiving  the  diploma  of  this  institution  in  March,  184G.  Returning  to 
Champion  lie  entered  into  partnership  with  his  father.  IliB  health  failing  him  he  came  to 
Watertown  in  1849,  where  he  now  resides.  He  was  one  of  the  main  founders  of  the  reorgan- 
ized County  ^VEedical  Society  in  1SG8,  was  its  iirst  president,  and  was  also  delegate  to  the  State 
Medical  Society  and  censor  in  1872,  "73,  and  'S3.  He  was  also  vice-president  of  the  State  Med- 
ical Society  in  1SS4.  I>r.  Spencer  is  conspicuous  for  his  kindness  of  heart  and  unwearied 
attention  to  his  brother  physicians  and  their  families  whenever  it  has  been  their  misfortune 
to  be  afilictfcd  witli  sickness.  He  has  enjoyed  a  large  and  lucrative  private  anel  consultation 
practice,  and  dtvoting  himself  as  he  has  to  general  practice  he  has  made  stirgery  a  specialty. 
He  is  a  bold  and  skillful  operator,  has  performed  many  of  the  major  oj^rratious,  and  it  has 
Ijeen  his  aim  and  ambition  to  keep  pace  with  the  rapid  strides  and  extensive  improvements 
made  in  modern  surgery. 

Horatio  S.  Hendee  was  born  in  Greig,  Lewis  Coimty,  N.  Y.,  November  11,  1827.  His 
father  died  wlien  lie  was  six  years  old,  and  at  tlie  age  of  10  years  he  was  cemi])el!ed  to  care  for 
himself  and  earn  liis  support.  Hi-s  ijiotlu  r.  having  only  good  common  sense  advice  to  give 
Lim,  counseled  him  to  get  an  education.  He  obtained  a  fair  common  school  education  at  the 
Denmark  and  Lowville  academies  r-nd  Clinton  Lil.'Cr-dl  In-  tit-'ift'.  In  lSi7  lu:  commenced  the 
study  of  medicw.c  ir  ud  .surgery  in  the  oiTiCt'  of  Dr.  Ama?a  Trowljridge,  at  "Watertown,  and  after 
a  year  and  a  half  he  atttn.ded  his  futit  course  of  lectures  at  Pittsfield  (^Ma;,s.)  ^iedical  College. 
On  his  return  from  Pittsfield  he  obtained  a  situation  in  the  drug  department  at  the  State 
Asylum,  Utiea,  v.hich  claimed  his  attention  about  one* hour  morning,  noon,  and  night,  the 
-compensation  b-eing  board  and  612  a  month.  The  balance  of  his  time  he  liad  for  study  and 
reading  from  a  fine  literary  and  medical  liljrary  belonging  to  the  asylum.  l''rom  this  institu- 
tion be  went  to  his  last  course  of  lectures  at  Castleton  (Vt.)  Medical  College,  whe  o  he  gradu- 
ated in  June,  1831.  Soon  after  he  opened  an  oftice  in  Home,  N.  Y.,  and  in  the  spiiiig  of  1854 
he  removed  to  Deer  iLivcr,  N.  Y.  In  18G0  he  wvut  abroad,  sjjending  some  time  in  the  hospi- 
tals of  London,  Edinburgh,  and  Paris,  and  in  thii  summer  of  1802  he  was  assistant  surgeon 
with  Dr.  William  Trowbridge  in  cvamining  the  2,500  men  enlisted  and  nmstcred  into  the  ser- 
vice at  Sackets  Harbor,  N.  Y.  S;)ou  after  he  went  to  the  frcuit  with  1,500  of  thes.'  men,  and 
was  commis-^ioned  suvgconof  the  153d  N.  Y.  V.  August  25,  18G2.  He  hervt  d  with  tlie  regiment 
until  February  18,  1804,  Avhen  he  resigned  and  rt.sumed  practice  a!  Ihn  v  Jhvei'.  ]\Iari'h  1,  1808, 
he  removed  to  Carthage,  and  in  ]s72  u   -  nMminafrd  I'-.-  of  A--.MMb;y  (or  tii'-  :-,cuud

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F.  li.  A.  Lewis,  M.  I).,  was  horn  ir,  Little  ]'';;lls,  rkiiaer  CouTity,  N.  Y.,  March  12,  1839. 
jI;.-.  litcriiry  edncaticn  v,a.s  acquirt'd  at  the  W;iti.rtowii  IliL',1!  Sflioul.  T,av,rt ni-e  Academy,  ajid 
iiro:on  vMi^.-s.;  *\o.Ui;J  hno!.  li^  Uj^Mi  the  study  oi'  ineJiciutj  iii  J-'Cu,  aud  -was  after w:!;..!.-: 

Ho  attended  leiduresat  McGill  Univer- 
fr.iiv,  Montreal,  Can.,  and  Harvard  Unh-ersity,  Cainhridgo,  Ma^.-;.,  and  graduated  from  the 
latter  institution  in  1869,  He  th-st  located  at  Adams,  JctTerson  County,  where  he  was  for  a 
short  tnuc,  when  he  entered  the  regular  navy  as  assistant  surgeon  a7id  served  mi  til  the  close 
of  the  war,  when  he  .settled  in  ^VaterTl)\vn  for  the  i.n-actice  of  his  ]))-ofcssion.  Dr.  Lewis  was 
oiic  of  the  foun^lers  of  the  rci>rganized  Medical  Suciety,  wa.s  its  first  teeretary,  which  olficc  he 
held  from  ISOS  to  1372,  and  was  its  delegate  to  the  State  3Iedical  Society  froin  1S72  to  1876. 
lie  was  coroner  of  JetYerton  County  eight  or  nine  years,  and  health  odicer  of  Watertown  city 
for  some  years.  He  is  also  a  Fellow  of  the  Massachtisetta  State  Medical  Society.  Dr.  Lewi.s 
deciiUd  to  enter  the  ministry,  and  has  been  an  Episcopal  clergyman  for  the  past  13  years.  He 
now  resides  at  San  .Jose,  Cal. 

H.  M.  Stevens.  M.  D.,  was  born  at  Pulaski,  03\N  ego  County,  N.  Y.,  October  25,  182G,  and 
wa^  edu'-attd  at  the  common  scliools.  He  began  the  study  of  medicine  in  lSi9  with  Dr.  H.  F. 
Nuyes.  of  that  viiiage.  and  attended  lectures  at  the  Albany  Medical  College  and  the  University 
.'•f  ^'e^■.■  \'orI;.  graduatiiig  fiom  the  latter  insdt(itio]i  in  1S52.  He  ])ractieed  at  La  Fargevilic  18 
years,,.an'l  i'.i  1  -^Tu  movt- il  to  \\''in  rtovs  n.  vrbi.  re  h>'  \>  as  ayipointed  assistant  secretary  of  the  Agri- 
cultural I'nsuraMO'j  Co.,  hu'I  iip^ui  th.'  'i(:atb  eif  ]  )i .

J.  U.  SturteNant,  Yi.  ]>,,  was  born  at  Handi  Hill,  N.  V.,  May  1,  1S47.  He  wis  td.iu-utrd  at 
the  common  3eljt>oIs  and  at  Sr.  Lnwre'iice  Ai-adeiny,  and  beg.iu  tbu  Ktudy  of  medicine  at  e'aii- 
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ton,  N.  Y.,  in  1S6S,  with  Dr.  J.  J'res^on.  He  aftei waj--].;  siuclicil  ^.^lJ  Proi.  H.  K.  llaskins, 
..f  AiV'auy,  and  a tten.liTl.  loctnvt  s  at  tlje  Albany  r^Fedical  Colle^^e  in  ISIO  and  is72,  <;i  adnatin- 
irurii  tiici't' ill  .l)ei;euii>cr  iLl- luttt'i'  year.

He  canie 
tn  this  country  when  he  was  14.  and  landed  in  New  York,  where  for  some  time  he  was  a  clerk 
in  a  drii,^'  fc'tore.  He  th.-n  studied  medicine  and  j;radnated  there.  Dr.  Daab  settled  at  ]!od- 
uran  and  retnained  there  about  one  and  half  years,  when  he  moved  to  La  Fargeville,  N.  Y., 
wh.ie  lie  died  December  2(3,  1SS3,  from  scarlet  fever  contracted  wliilo  in  attendanet-  on  a  case 
of  this  disease  some  miles  from  th:)t  village.  Sick  himself,  lie  was  ealled  out  in  the  night  to 
visit  Ids  patient,  who  was  taken  worse.  He  caught  cold,  wliich  develo^jed  into  the  disea-e.  He 
never  left  the  Jiouse  to  which  ho  was  called — another  victim  to  overzeal  in  pursuit  of  liis  pro- 
fessional d!!ties.

I'fiC  author  fkerDs  it  necessaiy,  in  justice  to  himself,  to  append  Gome  ex- 
phnatoiy  remarks  in  regard  to  tl-e  j)lan  of  his  work,  it  lias  l)eeM  my  airn, 
and  one  of  the  main  inducerner.ts  that  prompted  me  to  engage  in  this  work, 
to  rescue  from  the  obhvion  that  was  about  to  surround  them  the  members  of 
the  Uiedical  profession  practicing  in  tliis  county  at  an  early  day,  belonging  to 
the  regular  school,  and  especially  those  who,  b)'  tlieir  action  in  j  jining  tiic 
old  Co'unty  Medical  Society,  man.ifested  tk.cir  interest  in  their  svork,  and  their 
desire  to  elevate  the  standard  of  their  profession.  The  reorgaiiized  society's 
niembers  are  nearly  all  alive,  and,  before  the  public,  can,  as  individuals  and 
collectively  as  a  society,  by  their  conduct  and  their  work,  speak  for  them- 
selves. I  have  merely  noted  the  time  and  place  of  their  meeting,  the  number 
present,  and  enough  of  thc-ir  transactions  to  sliow  when  and  why  the  time  of 
said  meetirigs  \/ere  changed  ;  the  nanie?  of  the  nev/  mentbers,  and  their  places 
of  residence  at  the  tinie  they  were  enrolled;  resolutions  of  respect  in  cases 
of  deceased  rncnibers,  aru''  a  sb>ort  sketch  of  the  officers  of  the  society  for 
each  year.  'J'h.us  I  have  shortcp.ed  my  task,  at^d  left  a  foundation,  on  wlrich 
others  with  more  time  and  sjxice  can  build.  If  any  have  been  omitted  it  w35 
not  intentional,  nor  for  v,-ant  of  zeal.  This  v/ork,  to  be  comj^lete  and 
accurate,  should  have  years  instead  of  months  devoted  to  its  preparation. 
I  have  been  obliged  from  the  limited  space  allowed  me,  for  the  large  amouiit 
of  work  to  be  accomplished,  to  curtail  my  oiiginal  plan  as  carried  out  in 
relation  to  the  old  society,  and  instead  of  giving  asketcli  of  each  member,  to 
give  sketches  on!y  of  the  officers  of  t!ie  society.  By  this  plan,  and  much  to 
niy  regret,  I  am  obliged  to  leave  out  individual  notices  of  many  p'crsonal  and

Instead  the  work  has  grown  until  it 
requires  about  1,250  pa^es  to  complete  it  and  the  medical  department  four  oi 
five  times  the  original  estimate.  The  number  of  physicians  who  have  and 
are  now  practicing  in  the  county  were  so  much  in  excess  of  all  our  calcula- 
tions that  a  longer  time  and  more  space  were  required  than  was  at  first 
thought  necessary,  in  order  that  I  might  do  myself  and  the  profession  justice.

J.  MORTIMER  CRAWE,  M.  D.^' 

J.  Mortim.er  Crawe,  >.L  Y).,  son  of  Itliemer  E.  Crawe,  M.  D.,  was  born  in 
Watertown^  May  23,  1831.  He  was  educated  at  private  schools  and  tlie 
Jefterson  County  Literary  a. id  Religions  Institute,  studied  medicine  with  Dr. 
H.  Cr.  P.  Spencer,  and  attended  lectures  at  Jefterson  ^Medical  College,  Phil- 
adelphia, sessions  of  1S56,  '57,  '58,  and  '59.  He  first  settled  in  Hamilton, 
Madison  Covuity,  N.  Y.,  in  September,  i''>$g.  His  Iiealth  failing  it  v/as 
thought  a  change  u'ould  benefit  him,  and  he  moved  to  Champion,  Jefterson 
County,  the  following  May,  and  in  July,  1 861,  he  returned  to  Madison  County 
on  a  visit.  There  v/ere  a  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  in  the  village,  and 
being  solicited  by  some  of  his  old  patients,  whose  families  were  aftlicted,  he

'^Tlii^aiid  the  foll'-w'.ng  sketches  were,  receised  too  late  to  be  printed  in  the  places 
assignee',  in  the  respective  years  in  v/hich  the  several  subjects  held  otlice  in  the  jetTerion 
County  Med.ical  Society. — Ei»nou. 
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consented  lo  take  chaige  of  them, and  finally  concluded  to  remain  permanently. 
In  September,  1862,  he  went  to  tin--  front  as  assistant  surgeon  of  the  i57tli 
Kcjj:t.  y.  Vol.  Inf.,  raised  in  Cortland  and  iNIadison  counties.  When 
tlic  army  advanced  that  fall  on  Thoroughfare  Gap  he  was  placed  in  charge 
of  one  of  the  reserve  hospitals  at  Fairfax  Court  House.  Here  he  remained 
until  March,  when,  his  health  having  failed,  he  was  ordered  to  Washingtgn, 
v».'here  he  was  ordered  to  report  to  Dr.  Climer,  in  charge  of  sick  and  disabled 
oii'icers,  and  by  him  was  sent  home  on  sick  leave.  He  remained  at  home 
two  months  and  rejoined  his  regiment  at  Aquia  Creek,  below  Washington, 
on  the  eve  of  the  march  for  Chancellorsville.  Here  with  his  wounded  he  v/as 
made  a  prisoner,  remaining  with  them  on  the  field  for  three  weeks,  v/hen,  an 
exchange  being  effected,  he  returned  to  his  regiment.  His  health  having 
been  affected  by  the  anxiety  and  exposure  he  had  endured. he  v/as  sent  home 

si*:!:  leave.  After  a  short  time,  learning  that  the  army  was  about  to  move, 
])!.'  roj  .ined  his  regiment,  and  with  them  par  ticipated  in  the  march  to  and  tlie 
l'.''t'.le  at  Gettysburg.  Having,  by  order  of  the  medical  directoj-,  been  de- 
tailed both  at  Chancellorsville  and  Gettysburg  as  an  operating  surgeon  he  was 
detained  here  in  charge  of  the  sick  and  as  recording  ofhcer  of  the  i  rth  Corps 
Hospital  for  about  a  month,  when  he  was  ordered  to  report  to  Gen.  llallack 
at  Washington,  He  found  his  regiment  had  been  ordered  to  Charleston,  S.  C.^ 
{le  served  in  this  department  uiUil  February,  1S64,  v/hen  he  was  prouioted  to 
tlie  rank  of  surgeon  and  sent  to  the  i2Sth  Regt.  N.  Y.  Vol.  Inf.,  in  Gen. 
.Srunman's  command  at  Savannah.  Dr.  Crawe  served  with  his  regiment  as 
'.ii-j.iical  inspector  and  brigade  surgeon  until  August,  1865,  when  they  were 
mustered  out  of  the  sercice  at  Albany,  Y. 

He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  reorganized  Jefferson  County  ^vledical 
Society;  was  elected  in  1S68  and  served  as  censor  from  its  organization  to 
iS;?  and  from  iSSoto  1886;  v/as  treasurer  in  1873,  vice-president  in  1874, 
president  in  18S5,  and  was  delegate  to  the  State  Medical  Society  from  1SS6 
i  i^So.  Dr.  Crav.e  v/as  made  permanent  member  of  tlie  State  Medical 
>.H;iely  in  1879,  ^^^^^  ^"■'^^  one  of  its  delegates  to  the  American  J,Iedical  Asso- 
ciation in  1878,  of  v/hich  he  v/as  made  a  member.  In  1S84,  becoming  dis- 
>;usted  and  dissatisfied  with  the  action  of  the  State  Society  in  regard  to  its 
Co  Ic  of  Ethics,  he,  with  Dr.  C.  M.  Johnson,  of  Watertown,  theii  deletrate 
fronj  JelTerson  County,  and  Dr.  Ira  H.  Abell,  of  Antwerp,  ex-delegate,  in 
connection  with  many  others,  withdrew  from  the  State  Society  and  founded 
the  .Vew  York  State  Medical  Association.  Dr.  Crav/e  was  its  first  vice-pres* 
I'lcnt.  He  was  appointed  pension  surgeon  about  1S69,  served  some  years, 
nnd  resigned.    When  boards  for  tlie  examination  of  pensioners  v/ere  fornied,. 

1 88 1,  he  was  solicited,  and  accepted  an  appointment  on  the  board  for 
jcilerson  County,  and  was  its  president  for  four  )'ec\rs.

J.  }L  Milkr  was  born  iu  the  t<)\vii  of  llarnniond,  St.  Lawrence  County,  N.  Y.,  February  I  j. 
1830  or '35.  He  Mas  educated  at  tlic  c.innnou  ind  High  schools  of  Tlicresa,  and  for  t-X)i!i- 
years  he  was  a  teacher.  He  studied  medicine  with  the  cJder  J^r.  Davison,  attended  lectures  at 
Geneva,  N.  Y,,  and  Castleton,  Yt.,  and  was  a  graduate  of  the  latter  institution.  Dr.  ]\rill.  i 
practiced  at  Hermonj  St.  Lawrence  County,  ajid  Cljauuiont,  Cliampiun,  and  Carthage  in  ,Ti  ,"- 
ferfion  Conntv.  He  b  ecanie  a  luf'niber  of  the  ([bounty  I\fedical  Society  June  4,  xSi'Aj  ai'.d  wuf- 
censor  in  1875.    He  now  resides  at  Glendora,  Cal. 

William  P.  ]Massey  was  l)orn  near  Watertown,  Septenil»er  23,  18'2L  His  younger  days  were 
occupied  with  ids  studies  and  his  duties  us  a  clerk  to  his  uncle,  Dc.  James  K.  Lates,  who  car- 
ried on  a  drug  store  and  was  postmaster  at  ]jrov,  i^ville  from  1S4()  lo  ISIS,  and  he  was  his  chief 
clerk  most  of  tljat  time.  His  character  was  tlse  result  oj'  hai'd  study  and  close  application  at 
the  select  school-;  of  Erownvillc,  and  as  a  student  of  the  Biaclc  Paver  Literary  and  Pieligious 
Institute  of  Y>'atcrto\vn.  Duiing  the  v,-iuter  of  1843 -4-]  he  taught  school  jtcar  Cape  Yincent. 
He  then  regularly  commenced  the  study  of  medicine  with  Dr.  Bates,  attended  lectuies  at  tlic 
I'niversity  of  Now  Y(U-k  duriiig  the  sCbsion-'.  1^4G  17  a-id  1^17  -18,  and  graduate-l  in  18-lS.  Pc- 
tra-)ung  to  Pn-wnviJk'  he  was  taken  into  juirtnt vsldp  I'y  Jh.  P:ito.;.  In  a  short  time  Dr.  Pate.^ 
decided  to  mo vr-  to  \V;itertov>-n.  and  T^v,  r\k'.s^c:y  booglit  liis  }>nslMt.'S,.  and  property.  He  sm:'- 
ceeded  beyond  k-is  exp'Tctations  ir-,  bi^ilding,  up  a  large  practice,  and  in  gaining  to  tlie  uttcc- 
luost  the  contidence,  respect,  and  esteem  of  the  coiumutiity  in  which  he  lived.  In  Augii.- L, 
1855.  wiiile  returning  from  I'erch  Pdver,  he  was  thrown  froui  Ills  carriage.  When  found 
was  lying  in  the  road  unconscious,  his  shoulder  h>roken,  his  spine  injured,  and  his  lin  us 
paralyzed.  This  so  disabled  him  that  he  could  not  attend  to  his  business  until  the  n' xi 
Kovember,  and  th^n  lie  had  not  fully  recovered,  as  any  overexeidion  or  anxiety  would  pi  js- 
trate  him.  and  on  three  or  four  occasions  tliese  attacks  were  of  so  grave  a  nature  that  his  life 
was  considered  in  great  danger.  This  accident,  by  prost! at ing  his  nervous  system,  greatly 
interfered  with  his  usefulness  by  limiting  his  powers  of  endurance,  and  was  the  main  factor 
in  shortening  his  life.  He  was  naturally  an  energetic,  ambitious  man,  ajid  in  spite  of  tke 
incubus  of  Ids  bodily  ilks  he  led  an  active  life.  The  winter  of  18G0-G1,  with  a  view  of  increas- 
ing his  medical  kn.owledge,  and  to  acquaint  himself  with  all  the  new  discoveries  and  additions 
to  medical  scienco,  he  spent  in  Xe^v  York  attending  the  kctnres  and  visiting  the  various  hos- 
pitals of  that  city.  Coming  home  ho  again  entered  actively  the  ranks  of  the  profession.  In 
1331  he  received  the  appointment  of  examining  surgeon  for  peuoions,  and  v/ith  Drs.  C.  M. 
Johnson  and  J.  Mortiiuer  Crawe  constituted  the  board  of  pension  surgeons  for  Jefferson 
County,  of  which  he  was  the  trt  astUL-r.  Dr.  Tvlassey  v.k.-\  ever  conscientious,  painstaking,  and 
courteous.  In  him  the  government  found  a  good,  faithful  servant,  and  the  pensioner  a  kind, 
fcympothizing  friend.  May  22.  ]8s"),  he  died  wlnl^  drcs-^iug  li  e  foot  of  a  patient  who  had  just 
l>een  injured.  He  gave  a  groan,  ft  11  over,  and  lived  oitly  a  fivi-  moments.  Thus  peacefully 
passed  away  the  goo'l  physician,  tlic  kind  frieiul;  for  in  him  was  comlnned  all  that  goes  to 
make  up  the  chaiHcter  of  the  good  citizen  and  a  C'lndstian  gentleman. 

William  T.  Pui'dick,  YL  D..  son  of  Dr,  Charles  W.  Burdick,  is  a  graduate  of  Syracuse  Uni- 
ver.sity,  cIpss  of  1875.  He  came  to  Watertown  and  entered  into  partnership  with  h.is  father, 
remaining  two  or  three  years,  when  he  v.ent  to  Pamelia  Four  Corners,  and  practiced  there  a 
few  years  and  mo\ed  to  FuUerville,  Lewis  County,  Ivy.,  wheie  lie  now  reside^.  lie  became  a 
member  of  the  County  Yledical  Society  April  6,  1875,  and  was  elected  secretary  and  served 
from  1877  to  1888. 

S.  L.  Parmelce,  M.  D,,  was  born  at  Stockholm,  N.  Y.,  February  21, 1829.  He  wae  educated 
at  the  schools  of  Jericho.  Yt.,  until  he  wns  18,  when  he  went  to  Coburg,  Ontario,  and  taught 
school  three  years.  lie  Virgim  the  study  of  Ids  profession  in  1850  witli  Dr.  iiaxter,  of  High- 
gate,  Vt.,  and  also  with  Dr.  Da>",  of  St.  Albans  Pay,  Yt.  He  attended  lectures  in  the  winter 
of  1851-52  at  Caatleion,  Yt.,  and  was  tv,o  years  at  WuOilsti.ck,  Yt.,  graduating  from  the  latter 
place  iu  1853,    Dr.  Pa ;-:!:e'.-c  tt  ■ .  •■iv<.  ni.-^:>:.  S:.  L:« \vr.,-nce  County,  where  he  practiced 

23  years,  and  in  l«7>.i  mov-  .1  t■^  ,r.  n,  wh;  li.'  i)'V:.-t  ir^l  untilhis  deatli,  April  17,  1881, 
aged  52  years.  His  suvldeu  death,  v.as  n  shod;  and  sui  prisr.  t<"i  tlie  community,  r.nd  he  was 
mourned  by  a  larg'C  number  of  friends  and  patit  nts.  to  whu/u  ];e  had  Ludcarvd  huuself  by  his 
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l>iinlnt-ss  rin.l  j.TcntlpiaaTily  bearin^^:.  If e  joined  the  Coniity  Medical  Society  Ocitjber  3,  1870, 
iiiid  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  City  l\[cdie'al  bo<-it  ty. 

V>'iiliaiji  15.  Tiowbrid-e,  P.,  t.^.b  born  in  Waierl-nvn.  N.  Y..  Av4;ust  22,  ISIG.  He  re- 
of^ived  the  advantages  of  the  best  schools  in  that  vilhi^^e  to  enable  him  to  obtain  an  education. 
At  tliC  age  of  21  he  went  to  I.ouisvijlc,  Ky.,  and  enpag.>d  ar^  a  clerk  in  a  dry  goods  store;  after- 
Av.'irds  be  entered  into  busirjess  on  his  own  account.  Previous  to  going  there  he  had  been  in 
I'tica  and  New  York.  Upon  the  death  of  his  brother  Aniasa,  Jr.,  he  came  back  to  his  native 
].I;\r-e  and  began  the  study  of  medicine  with  his  father.  He  attended  lectures  at  Willoughby 
University,  Ohio,  and  received  his  diploma  from  that  institution  in  181G.  Jteturning  liome  he 
cn'eredinto  partnership  with  his  father,  and  since  then  he  has  ranked  as  one  of  the  most 
active,  conscientious,  arjd  skillful  physicians  and  snj'geons  in  this  count}.  In  18(32  he  was 
appointed  by  Governor  ^Morgan  surgeon  of  the  18th  Disuict  Kegt.,  afterwards  the  10th  Heavy 
Artillery.  In  the  same  year  he  resigned  and  returned  to  Ins  practice.  Dr.  Trowbridge  was 
made  a  member  of  the  old  -Jefferson  County  Medical  Society  in  1846,  was  its  last  secretary,  and 
was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  reorganized  County  Medical  Society  in  1SG8,  and  was  its  first 
tr-asurer,  in  which  capacity  he  faitlifnhy  served  the  society  until  1872.  In  18tj8  and  1878,  and 
fro.'-.i  1^31  to  ls-=!5,  he  was  elected  censor.  He  also  ^^  as  one  of  the  founders  of  the  City  Medical 
S  ociety,  and  wo.s  its  iirst  presideJit,  to  which  oflicc  he  ^^as  elected  April  2,  1.S78.  He  was  ap- 
iv'inted  prM-Joii  c:-:nuiiuer  in  June,  18^5.  to  fill  a  ^;•cau^y  in  the  board,  of  pension  examiners 
for  Jefierso'j  County  caused  by  the  death  td'  Dr.  "Wiliiaia  P.  Massey.  Dr.  Trowbridge  died 
August  19,  I'-r;-,  o:'ed  70  years.  He  v.as  a  geni leman  of  the  old  school,  ecu-dial,  genial,  and 
polite,  a  skillful  and  easy  operator,  careful  to  a  fault,  never  undertaking  an  operation  until  he 
\  .1;?  satisfied  that  he  understood  the  case,  and  believed  it  could  be  carried  to  a  successful  ter- 
I  ination. 

Edward  Sill,  M.  D.,  was  bona  in  the  town  of  Podman,  November  8,  18?1.  His  earlier  edu- 
cation was  acpiii  ed  m  tlie  common  and  select  schools.  He  began,  the  study  of  hi«  profession 
in  June,  b^:^7.  with  Dr.  Amasa  Trowbridge,  Sr.,  and  subsequently  studied  with  Dr.  James  K. 
j;:'.re,-.  of  ^Yate^town.  He  attended  lectures  at  the  Albany  :Medical  College,  ses^ioiis  of  1817- 
4^  v.ud  1S.-jO-o],  graduating  in  the  sp]ing  of  1851,  Di'.  Siit  commenced  piactice  at  Pedwood, 
where  he  lemained  a  sliort  tirm.,  wheii  he  moved  to  Dexter,  where  he  was  engaged  in  active 
jirsctice  until  187G,  when  he  located  at  Wateidov/n.  where  he  nOw  resides.  He  is  one  of  the,  if 
not  the,  oldest  practicing  physicians  in  the  county.  I)r.  Sill  was  elected  coroner  and  served  one 
term,  from  1877  to  "SU.  He  united  with  the  County  Medical  Society  in  1874,  was  eleeted  treas- 
urer in  1879  and  served  one  year,  was  censor  in  1374,  "77,- '78,  "80,  and  "81,  and  was  also  one  of 
the  original  memb.u-s  of  the  City  ^k'lieal  Society. 

John  Grafton,  a  iiative  of  Engiand,  eame  to  Quebec,  Ciuiada,  \\here  he  had  the  misfortune 
to  lose  ntaidy  all  he  possessed  by  tire.  He  then  went  to  Montreal,  where  he  remained  some 
time,  and  then  moved  to  Prownville,  N.  Y.,  where  he  hoarded  with  Daniel  Chase.  Here  he 
luaetieed  niedieine  some  few  years,  and,  after  traveling  thrC'Ugli  the  West,  set: led  at  Janes- 
ville.  Wis.,  returning  to  Brov.nvihi/  after  an  absence  uf  six  years.  Shortly  after,  deeming 
V.'atertown  a  more  eligible  location,  he  moved  to  that  city  and  practiced  there  until  his  death, 
October  9,  1880,  ag' d  t;5  years.  He  joined  the  County  l^IedicaI  Society  January  1,  1874,  and 
in  1879  Ma^^  elected  one  of  its  board  of  censors.  He  also  belonged  to  tlie  City  J»Iedical  Society 
and  v.-as  elected  president  April  1,  1779.  In  this  latter  society  he  manifested  great  interest, 
attending  Tiearly  all  its  meetings  and  cojitributiug  much  valuable  information  derived  from 
o\teiisi\-e  reading,  deej)  study,  and  great  clinical  experience.  Ho  ^vus  a  man  of  strong 
hk-.s  and  di-likes,  manifesting  them  without  fear'or  favor.  As  a  physician  he  was  quick  to 
form  bis  diagnosis,  and  firm,  pronqit,  and  energetic  in  carrying  it  out.  He  built  up  a  large 
practice,  and  h.is  name  and  reputation  were  v,-ell  and  laNorably  kno^vn  in  this  and  adjoining 
counties.

r.  IL  Jobii-^on,  M.  P.,  v.as  born  in  tlie  town  of  ITonderson,  April  13,  1S39,  and  v^  as  edu  - 
cated at  Union  Academy,  Bt-^llevilJ  j,  N.  Y.  He  began  the  stiidy  of  medicine  in  18G1  with  3h-. 
N.  O.  Bemis,  ajid  with  Dr.  E.  lu  Maxon,  of  Adams,  attended  lectures  at  the  College  of  Physiciaiis 
and  Surgeons  of  New  city,  and  graduated  from  that  institution  March  9,  1SG5.  Ho 

entered  the  U.  S,  navy  as  assistant  surgeon  and  served  tvro  years.  Coming  home  he  settled  at 
Belleville,  v.here  he  remained  two  years,  when  he  went  to  Carthage  for  one  year,  and  finally 
located  at  Adams,  where  he  has  practiced  for  the  past  20  years.  He  joined  the  County  Medi- 
cal Society  January  11,  1870,  and  was  elected  vice-president  in  1880, 

J.  H.  Tamblin,  M,  D.,  was  born  in  the  town  of  Eutland,  He  was  educated  at  the  Y^'ater- 
town  High  School  and  began  the  study  of  njedicine  with  Dr.  A,  }3.  Stevens,  of  Black  River. 
He  ortendod  lectures  at  the  University  of  BulYalo,  graduating  from  there  in  Feliruary,  1877. 
Dr.  Tamblin  began  the  practice  of  his  profession  at  lyierville,  where  he  remained  about  eight 
years,  when  he  moved  to  Copenhagen,  Lewis  County,  whore  he  now  i-e&ides.  He  joined  tlie 
County  3Iedical  Society  April  3,  1877,  and  Ava.s  elected  freasurer  in  1S30  and  served  until  1885. 

W,  A.  Vincent,  M.  D.,  was  born  in  Clayton.,  JelT-. i-s^cai  County,  ,Juiy  Q,  1S57.  He  ^vas  edu- 
cated at  Union  Academy,  Belle^ille,  and  at  Ivc^  Seminary.  Antwerp,  and  began  to  study  med- 
icine in  1878  witii  Dra.  lb  0.  V.  and  J.  D.  Spenc.^r,  of  Watertown.  lie  attended  lectures  at 
Bali j more,  3W.,  fiom  Ih'i'J  to  18S2,  aiid  giadun.od  fiom  the  College  of  Hiybicians and  Surgeons 
of  that  city  jiarch  2,  ls>8'i.  Dr.  Vincent  settli d  pi  I'hrec  3Iiie  Bay,  vrhere  he  is  at  present  en- 
gaged in  active  practice,  and  cai'ries  on  a  drug  store.  He  was  elected  a  inember  of  the  County 
Medical  Society  July  11,  1882,  and  delegate  to  the  State  IMedical  Society  in  1880.

ADAMS. 


DAMS  is  situated  in  the  southern  part  of  the  county,  and  is  bounded 
/I  on  the  north  by  llounsfield  and  Walertown,  cast  by  Rodman,  south 
JT  1  T-onaine  and  Eliisburgh,  and  west  by  Henderson.  It  is  watered 
by  the  north  branch  of  Sand)'  Creek  and  many  tributary  brooks  in  the  south^ 
and  by  Stony  Creek,  with  numerous  small  branches,  in  the  northern  part. 
Both  streams  are  fevd  by  springs  and  aftbrd  permanent  water-power,  vvhicii 
has  been  utilized.  The  surface  of  the  town  is  generally  level,  except  in  the 
northwestern  part,  which  is  somewhat  broken  by  the  kike  ridge  which  here 
traverses  the  town.  The  territory  was  originally  timbered  with  maple,  beech, 
birch,  elm,  and  butternut,  a  considerable  area  of  which  yet  remains.  Cedar 
and  pine  also  prevailed,  and  contributed  largely  to  tlie  early  v/ealth  of  the 
town.  The  soil  is  generally  fertile — a  bhn.k  mold,  sandy  loam,  or  a  loam 
sotneu'hat  mixed  with  clay,  underlaid  by  lim^estone,  v»-ith  outcroppings  of  this 
rock  on  high  ground.  There  is  very  little  waste  land  in  the  town,  a  portion 
of  the  moc^l  elevated  being  susceptible  of  c iiU ivation.  That  which  seems 
most  sterile  aftbrds  excellent  grazing. 

Tiiis  town  was  formed  from  Mexico,  April  i,  1S02.  It  received  its  name 
in  lionor  of  ]*rcsident  John  Adanis,  arid  included  No.  7,  or  Aleppo,  and  No. 
8,  or  Orp/i€us,  of  the  "Eleven  TovvPiS,"  or  tlie  "Black  River  Tract."  Tiiis 
area  was  maintained  until  No.  8  became  a  separate  town,  with  the  name  of 
Rodman,  March  24,  1804. 

Adams,  or  No.  7,  fell  to  the  lot  of  Nicholas  Low,  in  the  subdivision  of  the 
eleven  towns,  by  ballot,  and  was  surveyed  by  Benjamin  Wright  in  1796,  into 
fifty-six  lots,  numbered  from  west  to  east  and  from  north  to  south,  commenc- 
ing near  Henderson  Bay  and  extending  on  the  line  of  I,orraine.  Mr.  Wright 
conijjlained  of  local  attractions,  th.at  rcjulcred  it  impossible  to  ruri  stra-.2;iiL 
lin;:s.  The  lots  varied  in  contents  fi^;ai  240  acres  to  676  acres,  and  [he 
whole  made  an  aggregate  of  26,505  acres.  The  town  is  nearly  square,  its 
sides  measuring  about  six  miles  from  east  to  west,  and  not  quite  seven  from 
11* 
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north  to  south.  This  tract  of  land  had  been  nnortgaged  to  Wilh'am  Constable, 
juriC  15.  1796,  by  Henderson,  Low,  Harrison,  and  Hoffman.  It  was  assigned 
to  the  Barjk  of  New  York,  but  Low  succeeded  in  getting  a  release,  June  16, 
1804. 

The  first  town  meeting  was  held  at  the  house  of  E'iphalet  Edmonds,  March 
I,  1803,  when  the  following  officers  were  chosen  :  Nicholas  Salisbury,  super- 
visor; Phineas  Keith,  clerk;  D'Estaing  Salisbury,  John  W.  Smith,  David 
Grommon,  Jr.,  Thomas  \\'hite,  assessors ;  Isaac  Biker,  collector;  Thomas 
White,  David  Comstock.  overseers  of  the  poor;  Paul  Stickney,  Jacob  Kel- 
logg, Simeon  Hunt,  commissioners  of  highways;  Isaac  Baker  and  Anson 
Moody,  constables  ;  Daniel  Comstock,  David  Smith,  George  H.  Thomas, 
George  Cooper,  fence  viewers;  Jacob  Kellogg,  Benjamin  Thomas,  pound 
keepers;  Abraham  Pvi[)ley,  James  Perry,  Enan  Salisbury,  John  Cowles,  Con- 
sider Law,  Solomon  Robl.vins,  Hezekiah  TuTany^  Thomas  White,  Daniel 
Mansfield,  Asa  Davis,  Scpiire  Read,  Abel  Palmer,  overseers  of  highways  ; 
David  Comstock,  Simeon  Hunt,  deer  reeves. 

At  a  special  town  meeting,  held  November  10,  1803,  a  retnonstfance  was 
voted  against  taking  three  ranges  of  lots  from  the  north  side  of  the  town  to 
annex  to  the  contemplated  tov/n  of  Newport  ;  also  to  agree  to  the  division 
•of  the  town  on  the  line  between  towns  Nos.  7  and  S.  Wolf  bounties  of  $5 
vere  offered  in  1803  ;  of  $10  from  1804  to  1815  ;  and  of  $15  in  1815. 

In  1880  Adams  had  a  population  of  3,302.  l^he  town  is  located  in  the 
first  school  distiicl  of  Jefferson  County,  and  in  1888  had  14  scliool  districts, 
in  which  19  t'^.achers  were  emj>loyed  28  v*'eeks  or  more.  The  whole  number 
of  scholars  attending  school  was  682,  while  the  aggregate  days  attendance 
during  the  year  was  68,234.  The  total  value  of  school  buildings  and  sites 
■was  $13,690,  and  the  assessed  \'aluation  of  all  the  districts  was  $1,870,305. 
The  wliole  amount  raised  dui  ing  the  year  for  school  ])urposes  was  $6,817.30, 
■$4,352.94  of  which  was  received  by  local  tax.  S.  Whitford  Maxson  was 
s  c  1 1  o  u  1  CO  n'!  Q-!  i  s  s  i  rj  n  e  ] . 

Adams  is  a  large  and  thriving  post  village  located  on  the  v)orth  branch  of 
Sandy  Creek,-  and  is  a  siation  on  the  K.,  W.  &  O.  R.  R.  13  miles  from 
Watertov.'n,  169  miles  from  Albany,  and  311  niilcs  from  New  York,  It  con- 
tains two  national  banks,  is  the  seat  of  Adams  Collegiate  Institute,  has  four 
churches  (Methodist,  Presl)yterian,  Baptist,  and  Episcopal),  two  hot  jis,  a 
weekly  newsp:iper,  e.vprcss,  telegraph,  and  telephone  accommodations,  and 
the  requisite  number  of  shops  and  stores  necessary  to  supply  its  1,500  inhab- 
itants and  the  surrounding  country.  A  daily  stage  runs  to  Belleville,  Hen- 
derson, and  Worth.  The  \  illage  was  incor[)orated  untlcr  the  general  act,  by 
the  Court  of  Sessions,  Noven^iber  ri,  1S51,  and  confirmed  l^y  a  vote  of  79 
to  51  on  tlic  19th  of  December  of  thcf  same  year.  The  village  j«!at  includes 
Si  2  acres.  In  1S23  an  un5ucces:,fu!  attcfnpt  had  been  niade  to  obtain 
an  act  of  incorporation,  tlie  notice  of  ai^jdication  being  signed  by  Elihu 
>«Iorton,  David  Smith,  Bcnj.imin  Wrigl'it,  and  John  Burch.  '  The  first  trustees 
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<-.{'  file  village  were  John  H.  Whijiple,  Samuel  Bond,  Calvin  Skinner,  Calvin 
i-L  'j\>tiiian.  ar.d  Wells  Benton.  May  27,  1852,  the  village  vv-as  divivled  into 
fivc  wards,  and  a  code  or  bydaws  adopted.  The  Rural  Cctneievy  Associa- 
tion was  formed  January  17,  1S4S,  of  33  citizens,  who  laid  out  a  neat  and 
quiet  lot  for  the  purpose  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  village.  Maple  Wood 
Cemetery,  \n  the  northwestern  part  of  the  village,  is  one  of  the  finest  rural 
cemeteries  in  the  county.  A  fire  company  was  formed  in  Adams  about 
18^6,  and  a  small  crank  engine  purchased  by  voluntary  subscriptions.  Since 
its  organization  tiie  village  has  made  ample  provision  for  protection  against 
the  destructive  element.  April  23.  1852,  an  appropriation  of  $650  was  voted 
to  purchase  a  fire  engine  and  iis  necessary  apparatus.  May  24,  1853,  the 
'''Tempest  Fire  Company  "was  formed  with  44  men.  The  new  water-works 
have  added  largely  to  the  protection  against  fire, 

5vMiT}n.  iLLi^:  i?  a  post  village  on  Stony  Creek,  on  the  west  line  of  the  town, 
Ivir.g  {tartly  in  iiie  town  of  Henderson.     It  lies  from  Watertown,  five 

miles  t'rom  Acian^is  Center^  five  from  Sackets  Harbor,  and  six  from  Hender- 
son Harbor.  It  has  telegraph,  telephone,  and  express  accommodations,  and 
a  stage  line  to  Sackets  Harbor.  It  has  one  church  (Baptist),  two  stores,  two 
truss  factories,  a  grist  and  saw-mill,  two  blacksmith  shops,  a  cheese  factory, 
and  about  200  inhabitants.  It  was  named  in  honor  of  Jesse  Smith,  one  of 
the  early  settlers  and  a  prominent  business  man.  Settlement  u-as  begun  here 
in  1S04  by  Daniel  Hardy,  who  kept  the  first  hotel  here.  Brooks  Harring- 
ton was  the  fust  postmaster. 

Adams  Centf.r  is  a  very  pleasant  post  village  of  about  500  inhabitants, 
located  about  three  and  a  half  miles  north  of  Adams  village.  It  contains 
three  churches  (Bapti-t,  Seventh- Day  Baptist,  and  Seventh-Day  Advents),  a 
grocery  store,  boot  and  shoe  store,  drug  store,  hardware  store,  four  general 
stores,  a  clothing  store,  two  hntels,  three  blacksmith  sliops,  tlnee  millinery 
shops,  a  grist-mill,  sash  and  blmd  factory,  a  manufacturer  of  handy  package 
ilyes,  two  lively  stables,  a  dealer  in  sewing  machines  and  musical  instruments, 
a  lawyer,  tA'o  physicians,  a  printing  office,  and  a  furniture  dealer  and  under- 
taker. Settlement  it)  this  locality  was  first  made  in  iSr6,  by  Luman  and 
Hiram  Arms,  on  a  f^rm  just  r.orth  of  the  village  site.  The  first  house  v.'here 
the  village  stands  was  built  by  a, man  named  Priest,  Vvlio  sold  out  to  Luman 
Arms  bt'fore  it  was  entirely  completed.  Jonathan  Davis  bui'L  the  first  store 
about  1830. 

Ada>ns  Cc  //c'i^ia/c  histituic  was  incorporated  by  the  Regents,  April  22, 
1 85 5,  but  not  tully  organized  when  a  proposition  was  received  from  General 
Solor)  D.  Hungerford,  of  Adrrns,  for  a  substantial  endowment.  The  name 
wasclianged  to  "  Hungerford  Collrgiate  Institute,"  March  24,  iS6.|.  Under 
this  name  an  academic  scIk^oI  wis  opened  in  the  S.  -  Mendel!  building, — 
knowji  as  l';e  hiss.voo  i  Hotel."  located  near  the  sulphur  Sjjririgs  and  a  few 
rods  ea.st  of  the  present  railroad  depot, — v.ith  Rev.  J.  Dunbar  Houghton  as 
piincipal.    About  this  time  a  very  valuable  niineralogical  cabinet  was  pre- 
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sented  to  the  irF.liluie  by  Mr.  J.  G.  Webb,  vvijicli  was  nearly  destroyed  by 
the  burnins^  of  the  school  building  some  years  later.  Diiri^ig  the  secoi-d 
year  Prof.  David  liolbiook,  a  former  tutor  of  HarniUoti  College,  became  as- 
sociated with  Prof.  Houghton  as  vice-[)ri]]cipal.  During  the  administration 
of  Prof.  Houghton  the  school  was  noted  for  its  thorough  scholarship  and  ex- 
cellerit  discipline.  Col.  E.  S.  Salisbury  and  others  maintained  military  drill^ 
materially  aiding  in  the  discipline' of  the  school.  January  29,  1868,  the 
building  was  consumed  by  fire,  and  about  $13,400  was  paid  by  the  insurance 
com{)anies  to  the  trustees.  P'ebruary  3,  five  days  after  the  fiie,  a  meeting  of 
the  trustees  was  held,  when  it  was  resolved  to  erect  another  building  imme- 
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diately.  At  this  meeting  the  question  of  a  change  of  site  v.-as  introduced, 
and  the  site  upon  which  the  building  now  stands  w^as  selected.  Gen.  S.  D. 
Hungeiford  donated  the  new  site,  and  also  made  a  very  liberal  cash  dona- 
tion. I'iie  trustees  had  at  their  disposal  about  $16,000,  and  they  were  au- 
thorized to  expend  $2o.oco  in  the  erection  of  a  suitable  building  forar  acad- 
emy and  boarding  iiall,  that  should  accommodate  at  least  as  many  students 
as  the  former  building.  About  June  i  work  on  the  new  building  was  begun. 
The  [^lans  were  by  Prof.  J.  D.  Houghton  and  iMr.  White,  of  Syracuse.  The 
mar.on  work  was  under  the  direction  of  Asa  Lyons,  of  Adams.  The  carpen- 
ter work  was  done  by  Wiliia'n  H.  \\  h.eeler,  v/ith  David  Gaylord  as  architect 
in  charge,  i^oth  these  latter  gcntlenien  were  of  Adams.  The  b'-^'ilding  is  of 
brick,  97  by  i:u  feet,  four  stories  high,  and  is  heated  by  steam  and  thor- 
oughly veritilate(k  'J'he  building  was  completed  in  August,  iS'/o^  and  on  the 
2Sth  of  that  month  school  was  opened  with,  the  followiiig  corps  of  teachers  :.

AliK-rt  B.  Watkin^,  A.  M  principal;  Orlo  B.  Rhodes,  A,  M.,  vice-prirxipal  ; 
Mrs.  11.  N.  Butterwoith,  preceptress;  Mrs.  L.  B.  Wood'.vard,  teacher  coin- 
nion  English;  Miss  L.  Chatfield,  oil  painting  and  drawing  ;  Mr.  \V.  II.  H. 
Taylor,  natural  sciences  and  commercial;  Mr.  Giistave  Gunthcr,  music; 
Mrs.  H.  B.  Watkins,  Spai^ish  and  English.  There  are  six  courses  of  study  : 
1,  classical  ;  2,  iMiglish  ;  3,  college  preparatory  ;  4,  scientific  or  engineering; 
5,  commercial  ;  6,  music.  There  are  two  literary  societies  connected  with 
the  school — Ci7/is('/^/)iaL'  und  S\'oiisas-/vean.  The  library  contains  about  650 
carefully  selected  volumes.  The  chemical  and  philosophical  apparatus  is 
full  and  complete,  and  there  is  also  a  first-class  mineralogical  cabinet,  mainly 
the  gift  of  WiUiam  Rosa,  iVL  D.,  of  Watertown,  and  j.  G.  Webb. 

I'he  building  will  accommodate  si?->:ty  boarders  and  200  day  pupils.  The 
school  had  its  home  in  this  building  from  1870  to'iSS.^,  when  the  same  was 
sold  for  debt.  ar,d  the  school  was  removed  to  a  block  in  the  business  ])art  of 
the  v;;!a:;e.  The  ivnne  "  Adams  Collegiate  Institute"  was  restored  by  the 
ivcgv-nts,  Isovcnjber  16,  1S83.  August  28,  18S4,  the  block  in  whicli  the 
school  was  held  was  burned.  l>]r.  and  Mrs.  D.  A.  J) wight,  of  Adams,  irj  co- 
operation with  the  trustees  artd  citizens,  purchased  the  Hungerford  Collegiate 
building,  $6,500,  the  insurance  from  the  building  bu.rned,  being  applied 
tO'vvaid  the  payment  of  the  same.  Mr.  atrd  Mrs.  Dsviglit  liave  conveyed  this 
building  by  lease,  subject  to  certain  conditions,  to  the  present  board  of  trus- 
tees, one  of  the  provisions  of  the  present  charter  being  that  no  person  or 
persons  shall  have  the  power  to  encumber  the  institution  with  a  debt  of  more 
than  $  1 00.  This  makes  it  innpossible  to  again  put  out  its  light  with  the  snuffles 
of  the  law.  Siixe  ivS'S2  the  institute  has  been  under  tlie  managemeiU  of 
Principal  Orlo  B.  Rhodes,  A.M.,  an  alumnus  of  Ijrovv'n  University,  a  fine 
scholar  and  a  cultured  gentleman.  During  the  years  1SS4-S5  1T9  students 
were  in  attendance.  Tlie  grade  of  scholarship  is  high,  and  tiie  facudty  com- 
petent and  faithful.  The  following  corps  of  teachers  constitute  the  faculty  of 
the  insdtution:  Oiio  II  Rhodes,  A.  M.,  piinci[)al.  Latin,  Greek,  English  litera- 
ture ;  Mrs.  A.  H.  Coughlan,  preceptress,  Erench  and  mathematics  ;  Mrs.  L.  B. 
Woodward,  Engdish  department:  Prof  iderm  Raydn,  music;  Lincoln 
B.  Jrvin,  commercial,  chemistry,  and  physics  ;  IMrs.  \V.  I).  Arms,  paiiitmg 
and  drawing;  Miss  Clara  ^^.  Cooper,  elocution;  Prof.  R.  S.  Bjsworth,  lec- 
turer on  natural  science. 

Students  who  complete  the  college  preparatory  course  are  admitted  on  the 
"Certificate  of  the  principal  to  Hamilton,  Williams,  Dartmouth,  Hobart,  and 
Vassar  colleges,  and  tlie  universities  of  Madison,  Rochester,  and  Vermont. 
The  institute  has  cost  the  conrmunity,  of  which  Adams  is  the  center,  more 
thati  $So,ooo.  '{'he  situation  of  tlie  building  is  conunanciing  ;  tlie  {prospect 
iu,m  Us  '.v^n  low-^  v,idc  and  Ijcautiud.  Mr.  Mrs.  D^vight  have  in  their 
generosuy  o;!  ered  I  he  Itudding  lu  tire  Presb}'terian  denouu  ;)ation  of  Adams, 
free  from  debt,  upon  the  condition  of  tlieir  giving  it  a  T)erpetual  endownient, 
tr;e  same  to  be  used  for  school  purposes  forever.    The  citizens  again  coittrib- 
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utcJ  to  the  repairs  ar)d  the  building  was  entirely  refurnished  at  an  ex{)ense  of 
$5  ooo.  The  ladies  of  the  town  assumed  the  del)l  of  $Soo  to  put  the  cljapel 
in  repair. 

7'he  Faf'fuers  National  Bank,  of  Adams  village,  successor  to  the  Adams 
National  Bank^  was  organized  May  29,  1889,  with  a  capital  of  $65,000.  The 
ofiiceis  are:  C.  D.  Potter,  president;  I.  P.  Wodell,  vice-president;  and 
G.  \V.  Hannahs,  casliier.  The  Adatp,s  National  Bank  was  organized  January 
2,  1SS3,  with  a  capital  of  $50,000.  W.  A.  Waite  was  president  and  G.  W. 
Hannahs,  cashier. 

The  Citizens  JVa/ional  Bank  of  Adams  was  organized  August  7,  1S89, 
under  the  "  National  Bank  Act,"  with  a  paid  in  capital  of  $50,000,  and  with 
the  following  directors  :  George  Mather,  Abel  Bickford,  Joshua  W.  Over- 
ton, Newton  M.  ^^'ard^vel},  Lafayette  Caulkins,  Wilh'ara  Mathei,  Talcott  H. 
Camp,  Willis  A.  Vvaite,  I/acy  J.  Bullock,  Anson  S,  Thcni[)Son,  Charles  A. 
Ea^tiiian,  Dc  AUor;  Ricli,  Willianj  H.  Hatlnvay.  The  officers  are:  George 
Matiicr,  president;  Lafayette  CanlkinSj  vice-president^  William  H.  Hath- 
wa}-,  cashier.    The  bank  was  opened  for  business  September  9,  1889. 

Blniivood  Cenieiery  is  governed  by  an  association  bearing  its  name,  formed 
in  1867,  with  James  M.  Cleveland  as  president  and  sup)erintendent,  who  has 
had  entire  charge  and  control  until  the  present  time.    The  association  was 
reorganized  April  26,  1876,  with  the  following  board  of  trustees:  B.  Ran- 
dall, A.  Maxon,  W.  M.  Johnson,  R.  P.  White,  W.  E.  Overton,  G.  W.  Will- 
iams, N.  Vickery,  S.  13.  Hungerford,  J.  M.  Cleveland,  W.  A.  Gilbert,  H. 
Green,  G.  W.  Bond.    The  cemeter)- contains  about  20  acres  of  ground  finely 
laid  out  and  kept  v/ith  con:)cientious  care  and  taste.    Tl.e  title  is  perfect  and 
the  association  is  entirely  free  of  debt.    It  contains  two  miles  of  beautiful 
drives,  shaded  by  trees,  through  a  little  valley  lymg  between  two  ridges  of 
land.    In  natinai  and  acquired  be;nii:;.  it  is  a  geu),  and  by  common  consent 
is  regarded  as  the  finest  rural  cemetery  in   Nortliern  New  York.    It  is  ap- 
proached by  Elm  wood  p  venue,  a  tliirdi  of  a  mile  in  iLiiglli,  shaded  by  rows  of 
stately  elms  set  by  Mr.  Cleveland  personally.    They  no\v  form  a  beautiful 
and  complete  arch  over  tlie  entire  avenue.    The  ceosetery  is  entered  tlirough 
a  handsome  gateway.    At  the  left  as  you  enter  is  a  fitie  Doric  chapd  and 
receiving  vault,  with  excellent  pieces  of  statuary  presented  by  Mr,  Cleveland, 
Passing  along  over  a  rustic  bridge  that  S[)an5  a  clear,  winding  brook  you  c^me 
to  tlie  fcunily  lot  of  Mr.  Cleveland,  in  the  cejiter  of  the  cemetery,  where  his 
ancestors  as  far  back  as  1722  are  buried,  representing  five  generations.  Some 
of  these  lemams  v/ere  sought  out  at  great  ex[)ense  from  obscure  places  in 
New  England,    'i'his  lot  is  adorned  by  a  very  nne  monument  surmomUed  by 
a  life  siz.'  figure  of  Memory,  beautifully  wrought  in  tlie  a.ttitude  of  casting  a 
wreatli  of  ll  )W5.;rs  uf>0!i  tiie  graves  belov/.     h'rom  this  point  all  the  i)eaaties  of 
Eln-iwood  may  be  S-en  at  a  glance.     Lots  carefull)'  laid  out  and  m.ade  beau- 
tiful v*-ith  fine  monuments  in  memory  of  the  beloved  dead  fill  the  valley  and 
cover  the  ridges.    S;)ace  forbids  si)ecial  descriptions,  but  the?  eye  is  satished 
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witi;  setn'og,  and  the  better  seiitimenls  of  the  heart  are  gral  ihed  with  tb.c  good 
♦  ."Mid  sjv'rit  CNcrywhere  displayed  in  this  charmiiig  httle  city  of  the  (^ead. 
I^vre,  if  aiiywherc,  one  is  remindec'i  of  the  beauty  cf  hft  and  the  bhessedness 
of  ('cath.  To  ha\  e  so  fair  a  home  to  sleep  in  for  ages  steals  away  unawares 
l;i<:  fears  of  dissolution,  and  makes  one  half  in  love  with  easeful  death." 
'I'lic  charming  drives,  the  green  grass,  the  shrubbery,  the  fragrant  flowers,  the 
bursting  buds  on  hundreds  of  trees,  the  gleaming  monuments,  the  air  vocal 
with  the  songs  of  birds  and  the  babbling  of  the  brook, — all  combine  to  make 
one  say,  "  How  lovely  is  this  place  !"  Eimvvood  is  the  just  pride  of  Adams, 
aPv]  the  })et  child  of  Mr.  Cleveland's  heart.  Everywhere  its  beauty  is  his 
liTuidiwork,  its  charm  the  product  of  his  skill  and  faultless  taste.  It  has  been 
liis  care  by  day  and  his  dream  by  night  to  beautify  and  adorn  it.  It  repre- 
senis  20  years  of  almost  constant  labor  and  superintendence,  and  a  per- 
sonal expend  ture  of  $10,000.  Wliat  has  been  the  patient,  unreQ)itting  care 
<  i  h'ls  life  is  ^liil  the  pride  atid  pleasure  of  his  old  age,  and  the  results  are 
more  tlian  an  adequate  compensation  in  the  assured  prospect  that  Elrnwood 
Cemetery  will  be  to  Adams,  not  only  a  thing  of  beauty  and  a  source  of  joy  for 
tiie  preseiU,  but  a  possession  forever."  It  will  be  a  monument  to  his  devo- 
tion more  enduring  than  the  stately  shaft  which  adorns  the  graves  of  his  an- 
cestoi  s. 

Aildnis  Vi'atcr  V/orks  was  organized  as  a  stock  company  by  jMoffett, 
Ho;igkins  Clarke,  now  of  Syracuse,  in  1885,  and  were  built  the  same  year. 
They  are  located  on  the  north  side  of  Spring  street,  have  a  30-horse- power 
engine,  with  an  H.  R.  \\'orthington  high- pressure  pump — capacity  400  to 
600  gallons  per  nrinute.  The  v»'ater-tower  on  Dcxtater  hill  is  15  feet  in  diam- 
eter and  40  feet  Irlgh.  Height  of  water  above  Main  street,  120  feet.  The 
ni.dn  pij'ses  are  of  cast  iron,  six  and  eight  inches,  and  will  stand  a  pressure  of 
300  pounds  to  the  ir.ch.  l1ie\!l'ngeof  Adams  pa}T>  $1,000  yearly  for  tire 
pu([)^ses.    Isaac  W.  Payne  is  superintendent. 

The  Aiia)u^  Ei:Lifk  f-'t^Jit  onJ  Poci'cr  Coh-'/^.n,']'  (///////^v/)  was  oiganized 
March  28,  18S9,  with  I).  A.  IJv-'ight,  president;  C.  H.  Wardv.-ellj  vice-presi- 
dent; W.  H.  Giilman,  mariaging  director;  Dr.  W.  H.  Nickelson,  secretary; 
and  W.  J.  Allen,  treasurer. 

Maple.  Grove  I^lace  and  Stock  Farm,  located  in  the  southerly  ])art  of 
Atlims  village,  on  Grove  street,  was  established  by  the  present  pro[,»rietor, 
R.  P.  White,  in  1859.  Among  the  most  celebrated  liorses  raised  and  owned 
by  liim  the  following  are  particularly  worthy  of  inention  :  "  Capt.  Enions," 
with  a  record  of  2:19:!,  sold  for  $5,500;  Wi/.z,"  2:23};  "Buzz,"  2:28; 
"  Rufus,"  2:29  ;  A'enus,"  2:31,  who  sold  for  $3,500  ;  four  mares — "  Floss," 
"Silk,"  "Satin,"  and  "Velvet,"  three  of  whom  were  valued  at  more  than 
$f),ooo.  "  Widtewood,"  raided  by  Mr.  \\":nLe,  when  less  than  three  years  old 
tfotted  a  mile  in  2:24.  Mr.  White  is  one  of  the  mo^.l  liotod  horsemen  in  the 
state. 
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Adty:::^  flcurlri^  inill  v.  rs  bnilt  'oy  A\'i]la'  d  Smith,  on  the  site  of  tlie  <)M 
David  Sinitii  n-^.ill,  about  1825.  In  iS6o  it  was  |)ijichased  l)y  (rcorge  b'tasici, 
and  in  the  !^prinp^  of  1863  S.  H.  Pitcher  became  half  owner.  In  1879  Mr. 
Pitcher  Ijccame  sole  proprietor.  The  mill  has  four  runs  of  stones  and  grinds 
6o,coo  bu:.he;s  of  grain  annually. 

O.  Dc  Grassy.  Greene  s  Si7s-/i,  Joor^  and  b/ind  Diamifiiefory  is  located  at 
Adams  Center,  and  is  run  by  water-power  furnished  by  springs  situated  within 
TOO  rods  of  his  mills,  which  give  an  adequate  and  unfading  pov/er.  Mr, 
Greene  maPAifactures  doers,  sash,  blinds,  and  house  builders'  materials,  and 
does  all  kinds  of  custom  planing  and  matching,  furnishing  employment  to 
from  two  to  20  men. 

F.  L.  IVebsfcrs  caiuiiiig  factory,  in  Adams  village,  on  Railroad  street,  was 
established  in  July,  1889,  and  lias  a  capacity  of  turning  out  250,000  cans  of 
goods  jinnimlly.  Mr.  Webster  makes  a  sijccialty  of  canniiig  dandelion  and 
spinacli,  ainl  employs  60  hands. 

The  Ad^i'}!^  foi'udry  and  jr.ieJnnc  s/iop  was  first  started  in  1863  or  1864.  by 
T.  P.  Saunders  and  D.  O.  Ho'man.  After  several  changes  ir.  proprietorship 
the  property,  in  1S81,  passed  into  the  possession  of  the  fust  named  gentle- 
man, vJio  has  since  been  its  sole  proprietor.  The  machine  shop  is  72  by  24 
feet  in  size  and  the  foundr)-  72  by  32.  Mr.  Saunders  employs  about  five 
hands  in  general  job  and  repair  work. 

T/ie  Adams  Lumber  Company. — Mills  were  established  by  Julius  Fox 
about  i860  for  dressing  lumber  and  manufcicturing  doors,  blinds,  moldings, 
and  builders'  supplies.  In  1864  the  works  were  purchased  by  William  H. 
Wh.eeler,  wlio  subsequently  (in  1865  or  1S66)  bought  the  old  v/oolen  factory 
by  the  bridge  and  converted  the  building  irito  an  addition  to  his  works.  Mr. 
Wheeler  continued  the  business  until  April,  '1889,  when  it  was  purchased  by 
W\  H.  Prc/Cior.  of  Ogdensburg,  who  imn/iediately  fornuxl  the  Adams  Lumber 
Company,  with  \V.  H.  Pioctor,  J.  G.  Idler,  Thomas  F.  Strong,  and  George 
L.  Ryan,  of  Ogdensburg,  and  j.  A.  Cameron  and  W.  L.  Pratt,  of  Adams,  as 
partners.  The  company  manufactures  and  deals  at  wholesale  and  retail  in 
lumber,  and  as  contractors  are  prepared  to  erect  buildings  of  any  kind.  The 
works  are  located  011  Factory  street,  Adams  village. 

Adams  Fnndu'ure  and  ^fannfaetnring  Company  {Lifnifed)  was  organized 
September  22,  1SS8;  capital,  $20,000.  1).  A.  Dwight  is  president;  A.  W. 
Ingraham,  vice-president  ;  John  St.  Clair,  secretary  ;  G.  W.  Hannahs,  treas- 
urer ;  luiwin  Gregory,  superintendent;  and  Dr.  A.  K.  Hale  and  Harrison 
Fuller,  with  the  ofticers  of  the  company,  trustees.  The  company  occupies 
I)uild!ngs  50  by  loo  feet,  tliree  stories  high,  anrl  50  by  100  feet,  two  stories. 
In  their  engine  room,  20  by  30  feet,  is  an  8o-horse  power  engine.  They 
have  a  dry  kiln  17  by  44  feet. 

Handy  d'a  .jage  Dye.  Co.,  C.  IX  I'otter,  pri>prietor.  is  located  on  Church 
street,  at  Adams  Center.    The  company  manufactures  handy  ])ackage  dyes, 
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Excelsior  bluing  lluid,  inks,  and  black  ••valniit,  mahogany,  and  clicrry  stains, 
and  their  good?;  find  a  market  far  and  near. 

James  If.  ■MouIUyii s  grist-tnill,  on  Stony  Creek,  was  l)uiU  by  Hiram  Cook 
about  1S07.  islr.  James  Moullon,  Sr.,  bought  the  mill  about  1835,  and  it  is 
now  run  by  J.  H.  Moulton.    It  has  three  runs  of  stones. 

Srieir s  grisf  anJ  fced-Jiiill,  at  Adams  Center,  was  built  by  W.  ]).  :d  .  D. 
Snell  in  1SS4.    It  is  operated  l->y  steam. 

Muzzy  cJict'se  factory,  two  miles  south  of  Smithville,  was  established  l)y 
F.  M.  &  J.  B.  Muzzy  in  1864.    It  has  a  patronage  of  250  cows. 

\V.  A.  cs^  E.  J.  M'aitcs  ijialiing  establisJir/icnt  was  started  by  Rufu.s  Ik 
White,  and  was  purchased  by  tiie  present  proprietors  in  1S76.  It  has  a 
capacity  of  40,000  bushels  of  malt  annually. 

AllliOugh  in  the  fall  of  1799  many  parties  were  looking  for  lands  in  the 
vicinity  of  Adauis,  yet  no  settlement  was  r^iade  until  April  16,  iSco,  when 
Nicholas  Salisbury,  from  Western  New  York,  f(;;;r,d  his  way  into  town  tlirough 
Lowvilie,  by  a  tedious  journey  of  26  days,  bringing  '^\^^\  him  an  ox  team  and 
sled,  his  family  and  goods,  fording  the  streams  with  great  peril,  and  camping 
at  night  wherever  necessity  compelled  them.  Samuel  and  David  Fox  and 
Solomon  Smitli  and  son  accompanied  as  hired  men.  John  Smith,  F'rancis 
IMcKee,  Consider  Law,  David  Smith,  Peter  Doxlater,  and  others,  several 
v/iiii  families,  came  into  town  arjd  began  small  clearings,  mostly  in  thiC  valley 
of  Sandy  Creek.  The  terms  of  purchase  were  $3  per  acre,  and  an  obliga- 
tion to  clear  two  acres  and  build  a  house  within  a  certain  time.  In  the  spring 
of  1800  David  Smith  came  in,  taking  up  500  aci  es  of  land  including  the  site 
of  the  pieserjt  village^  where  he  built  and  operated  a  saw-niill.  The  same 
■season  w  itnessed  the  arrival  of  numerous  settlers,  mostly  from  Oneida  County. 
Those  on  foot  came  by  way  of  Redfield,  but  this  route  v/as  tlien  imijmssable 
for  teams.  The  fust  acre  of  clearing  was  cut  in  May  and  June,  1  Soo,  by 
vSamuel  Fox,*  three  miles  above  the  village.  In  1801  or  1S02  David  Srnitli 
got  ill  operation,  a  very  small  grist-mill  that  superseded  the  stump  mortars  of 
the  first  season,  and  relieved  the  settlers  from  the  long  and  tedious  journeys 
to  Cotfeen's  mill  in  Rutland,  or  voyages  in  open  boats  from  the  mouth  of 
Sandy  Creek  to  Kingston.  In  iSoi  Jacob  Kellogg,  John  Cole^  and  many 
others  moved  in,  and  in  the  second  or  tlhrd  following  years  a  Hood  of  immi- 
gration soon  filled  up  the  town,  which  everywhere  |)resented  small  patches  of 
-clearing,  rude  huts,  blind  paths  through  the  forest,  destined  to  become  roads, 
and  from  every  side  echoed  tiie  v.'oodman's  axe,  that  gradually  }»repared  the 
way  for  cultivation. 

The  first  dec'ds  of  land  to  actual  settlers  were  given  August  ?o,  1S02,  to 
Oeorge  Houseman,  Peter  Doxtatcr,  Francis  AfcKee,  Robert  Myrick,  and 
David  Smith.    The  first  deathi  in  town  was  that  uf  vMcxander  Salisbury,  \\\\o 


Mr.  l-'ox,  wi'Lh  bis  wife,  rcniaine<l  upon  this  hirni  about  50  years  and  reared  a  t'amiiy  of 
12  children.

was  (]r(jv.  nf,\']  Marcn  l'i,  ioO[,  \Vi)iic  atletnpiing  Lo  cross  ihe  cieek  above  the 
dam  in  a  scou'.  The  first  marriage  is  said  to  have  been  his  vvidow  to  Daniel 
Ellis,  Tt^f"!<^'  iSd2.  in  1S03  schools  were  bej^^un  at  Smith's  Mills.  The  first 
innkeeper  in  town  was  Abel  Hart ;  the  first  merchant  Jesse  Flale.  Dr. 
Green  is  said  to  have  been  the  first  physician  to  settle  in  town. 
From  Spa/ford's  Gazetteer  (181 2)  we  quote  : — 

'*Oii  the  N.  braiicli  of  Sniidy  Cj  lcIv  in  tlic  S.  part  of  this  town  is  situated  a  llomishing 
village  *  .  *  *  Ly  the  Jiame  of  Sniitli  s  Mills  [now  Achuris  village].  *  *  *  Here  are  2 
saw-mills.  1  jurist-mill,  1  fulling-mill,  a  small  air-furnace,  2  distilleiies  for  gr^in  spirits,  a  card- 
ing-machine,  and  a  convenient  van-jty  of  anilicers,  tradesmen,  Ae.  In  the  north  p>art  of  the 
tow)\  are  2  saw-mills,  1  grist-mill,  and  a  distillery." 

TTom  the  same  author's  Gazetteer  of  1S24  we  learn  that  in  1821-23  the 
village  contained  the  postoflice,  45  dwellings,  a  church,  school-house,  several 
stores,  and  about  400  inhabitants.  There  vvere  then  in  tiie  tov;n  three  grist- 
mills, five  saw-mills,  two  fulling-mills,  one  cardu^g  nKichine,  four  distilleries,* 
and  1 3  asheries.  There  were,  according  to  the  census  of  1820,  2,3  14  cattle,  447 
liorses,  4,136  sht;ep,  and  there  were  wo'ven,  in  families,  18,959  yards  of  cloth.. 

CHUPXHES. 

27it  Presbyterian  CJiureh  of  Adams  village  vvas  organized  as  the  First  Con- 
gregational Church  of  Adams,"  by  Rev.  Ebenezer  Lazell,  in  July,  1804.  \viih 
the  following  six  members  :  Joshua  Beals,  Jacob  Kellogg,  Abram  Griswold, 
David  Cornstock,  Betsey  Griswold,  and  Asenath  Cooper.  Religious  meet- 
ings had  been  held  on  the  Sabbath,  in  1 801,  at  the  house  of  Jacob  Kellngg^ 
and  in  iSor  the  first  sermon  was  preached  by  Mr.  Woodward,  a  missionary. 
From  the  time  of  the  organization  of  the  church  until  1821  thecluuch  services 
were  conducted  according  to  the  ordinances  of  ihe  Congregational  Church. 
January  29,  1821,  while  the  Rev.  George  W.  Ciale  vvas  pastor,  the  I'resby- 
terian  form  of  government  v,-as  adopted,  and  has  })revailed  ever  since.  The 
membership  ii!--!  ;ra:.e<.l  gradually,  an^i  in  1811,  while  Rev.  Chauncy  Cook  was 
pastor,  at  a  meeting  held  September  9,  it  was  ''voted  that  a  meetir.g-house,. 
45  by  55  feet,  the  body  to  Ive  painted  wln'te  and  the  roof  red,  be  built  the 
ensuing  season."  Jacob  Kelli')gg.  Joseph  Stirling,  and  Simeon  Whitcomb 
were  appoiiited  to  serve  as  a  committee  to  superintend  the  building.  I'his 
committee  was  inactive,  however,  and  in  1814  ^b'Jrris  Homan,  Joseph  Stirimg, 
and  Jacob  Kellogg  were  appointed  to  superintend  the  building  of  a  church  28 
or  34  by  45  feet  in  size.  It  appears  from  tlie  records  that  this  building  was 
commenctrd  after  some  delay,  and  left  in  an  unfinished  state.  July  5,  1817, 
Joseph  R.  Rossiter,  William  Eenton,  and  Elijah  Wright  v/cre  appointed  a 

~  lVlii.<:k:y  in  those  (.ia\"s  ^^a-^  i  c:i^-VL■;  ;•>  L'C  a  \\--^:v--:-^r\  adjuurt  ».i  the  success- 

ful harvt-stinu"  of  tl\e  t:rf>ps.  t!n.  /  "  ui  I'ud.liM'---,  <»r  ll.c  >.iti-laelt>! v  c-f  a;;)  "  oee"; 
and  hO,  as  ihc  iViCiis  (d"  traii.-  :;"  laiiuu  v.  :.s  liiiuied,  lucal  'jis'cidcries  seemed  to  bo  as  nec- 
essary as  tt'.e  I'l.icksiniih  shop  or  the  school  la.iusc.     The  ecmity  contained  33  distilleries. 
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conuniaee  to  uraft  plans  and  ascertain  expense  and  dev;se  means  for  finishing 
the  ineeting-house.  The  committee  reported  July  14,  1 8  i  7,  and  their  plans 
arid  estiniites  weie  adopted.  John  Cowles,  VViliiam  Doxtaler,  and  Elijah 
\Vrii.dit  wer.e  appointed  a  committee  to  superintend  and  rec-rive  proposals  for 
bail. ling.  It  was  alst)  voted  the  pew  ground  be  sold  July  21st.  Terms  of 
sale,  one-fourth  cash  in  two  months,  one- fourth  in  four  months,  one-fourth 
in  six  months,  and  one-t'ourth  in  eight  months.  Tlie  house  contained  42 
})ews,  and  36  of  them  sold  for  $2,300.  The  building  was  completed  in  1818, 
and  at  the  annual  meeting  August  25,  that  year,  William  Benton  was  chosen 
scrxton.  In  a  few  years  this  church  proved  to  be  too  small  to  accommodate 
tlie  fast  growing  settlement,  and  in  1824,  August  30,  it  was  voted  that  a  new 
meetingdiouse  be  built  ''if  a  sufhcient  sum  can  be  raised."  Francis  McKee, 
M.  V.  V.  Rosa,  P.  D.  Stone,  J.  PI.  Whipple,  and  Rev.  G.  W.  Gale  (then 
jvistor)  were  ai)pointcd  a  committee  to  procure  a  plan  ',/iih  expense  of  the 
s;Mne,  and  it  w^s  voted  that  the  owners  of  pews  in  the  old  house  receive  40 
percent,  on  tiieir  stock  in  exchange  for  stock  in  the  new  house.  In  18.25 
the  old  church  was  moved  off  to  make  room  f(>r  a  new  building.  Worship 
was  continued  in  the  old  church  until  1827,  when  it  was  sold  to  Wiiiiam 
Grenell  for  $102.  November  25,  18^5,  the  building  committee  (William 
Grenell,  P.  D.  Stone,  and  Seth  Cr.^ylord)  reported  the  house  enclosed  and 
ready  for  glazing  and  painting  at  an  expense  of  $2,057.  January  3;  1S2G, 
the  society  met  and  more  than  $5,700  was  realized  fr<jm  the  sale  of  pews. 
In  1858,  at  at]  expense  of  about  $2,000,  the  church  was  thoroughly  repaired 
and  an  organ  put  in.  In  1850  the  society  purchased  of  K.  B.  I3oxtater  and 
S.  D.  Hungerford  the  Adams  Seminary  for  a  chapel,  and  it  was  used  for  that 
purpose  until  1881,  v/hen  a  new  chapel  was  built  upon  the  chuich  lot.  In 
1866  the  society  purchased  the  pnisonage  on  Park  street  for  $3,300,  and  held 
it  until  1SS3,  v.-hen  it  Vv-as  sold,  and  from  the  avails  a  view  parsonage  was 
erected  on  the  church  lot.  In  iSSi  extensive  re[.>airs  were  made  to  the  out- 
side of  the  churcbi.  These  repairs  include<l  a  new  roof,  a  new  towei,  a  new 
cut  slone  found.'tion,  a  new  chaj^el  with  kitchen  attached,  and  nev/  stained 
glass  windows  in  both  church  and  cha};el,  a  new  furnace  put  in,  the  total 
ex[)ense  being  $5,910.  Iir  [SS4lhe  church  was  refurnished,  carpeted,  and 
decorated,  and  a  new  v.-indov/  put  in  the  south  end,  the  whole  at  an  expense 
of  $i,ioo,  making  in  all  for  repairs  of  the  whole  church  the  surn  of  $7,040. 
The  clmrch  was  dedicated  and  reconsecrated  by  the  pastor.  Rev.  James  I. 
Root,  December  i,  18S4.  In  1S18  this  church  established  the  first  Sunday- 
school  in  Adams,  whdch  is  also  said  to  have  been  tiie  first  Sunday-school  in 
Jefferson  CoiUity.     ]')eacon  Stone  was  its  first  superintendent. 

Adams  J'ilhii^c  JJa/^iisi  Church  — On  October  22,  1846,  a  number  of  per- 
sons ho!di;;g  nuMnbcrs}!!!)  in  sevt:ral  Bij_)tist  churches  in  the- neighborhnod 
met  in  trie  "  old  schooldiuuse  "  for  tlie  ptn[n.ise  (.)f  [>rayer  and  confeience,  and 
exchanging  views  with  reference  to  formiiig  thei^iselves  into  a  Bajttist  church. 
It  was  resolved  at  this  meeting  ih.al  the  several  peisons  present  sliould  procure 
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letters  from  the  churches  of  which  they  were  members  with  this  end  in  view. 
Tiie  services  of  Rev.  Chc'nies  Clark,  of  Denmark,  who  had  been  hiborinj.^  in 
the  vicinity,  were  secured,  and  d\.  a  meeting  held  Novemls.^i  14,  1846,  articles 
of  Faith  and  Covenant  were  adopted  and  resolutions  passed  to  organize  a 
Baptist  Church.  At  a  meeting  held  December  4.  1S46,  the  following  Baptist 
churches  v/ere  invited  to  send  their  pastors  and  one  delegate  each,  to  sit  in 
•council  to  consider  the  propriety  of  recognizing  tlie  newly-organized  church  ; 
First  Adams,  Lorraine,  Beilevil'e,  Henderson,  and  SmithviHe.  The  council 
met  at  the  old  "  enginediouse,"  where  tlie  meetings  were  held  from  this  time, 
December  ly,  1S46,  and  the  churcli  w%as  duly  recogrjizcd  and  the  hand  of 
fellovvship  was  given.  The  sermon  on  this  occasion  was  preached  by  Rev. 
E.  Sawyer,  the  charge  to  tlie  church  was  given  b}^  l\.ev.  Thomas  Bright,  and 
the  hand  of  fellowship  was  given  by  Rev.  A.  Webb. 

At  a  meeting  held  March  1,  1S47,  a  subscription  was  circulated  for  ''the 
purpose  of  purchasing  a  site  and  building  a  meeting-house,"  and  the  amount 
raised  at  this  tim.e  was  $1,125.  meeting  held  March  9  it  vras  resolved 

to  buikk  and  the  following  ]>ersons  were  appointed  a  buildi-ig  committee: 
Rev.  Charles  Clark,  W.  "Warriner,  Spencer  Woodward,  Jesse  Wright,  and 
Hannibal  Miller.  The  house  stood  on  the  siteof  thepresent  church,  and  v/as 
built  of  wood  at  a  cost  of  $2,000.  It  was  dedicated  October  g,  1847.  The 
dedicatory  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  J,  Freeman. 

In  March,  iS.iy.  tl^e  church  (.ienounced  secret  societies  and  put  itself  on 
record  as  regarding  ''connection  with  such  societies  as  inconsistent  and  sin- 
ful to  all  }irofessing  godliness."  It  is  difficult  to  siy,  after  a  lapse  of  so  many 
years,  whether  under  all  circumstances  this  was  wise  or  otherwise.  But  ii  is 
clear  that  this  movement  greatly  hindered  the  church  in  its  v.-ork  by  causing 
dissension,  discord,  and  even  bitter  ennaity  among  the  members  for  many 
years,  and  more  than  once  threatened  its  destruction.  The  church  giew  and 
prospered  until  1S70,  when  ilie  old  building  proved  too  small  and  inconven- 
itut  for  the  growing  congregation,  ai;d  a  mo\'crnent  was  con^n-.Ticed  for  the 
erection  of  the  present  church  edifice.  On  January  i,  1S70,  the  following 
were  appointed  a  building  committee:  B.ev.  S.  P.  xMerriil,  Judge  A.  J.  Urown, 
H.  O.  Kenyon,  J.  S.  Brown,  and  A.  W.  Ingrahanj.  The  ch.urch  was  built  by 
H.  A.  Wheeler  and  A^a  Lyons,  of  this  village.  The  total  cost  of  the  building 
and  furnishing  was  $30,000,  and  $12,000  of  this  amount  was  paid  by  the 
Keiiyon  I'amiiy.  The  ciiurch  has  had  13  pastors,  their  names  and  terms  of 
■service  being  as  follows:  Rev.  Charles  Clark,  No\-ember  14,  1S46,  to  Octo- 
ber 6,  1850  ;  Rev,  C.  M.  Manning,  October  12,  1850,  to  March  26,  1854:

1861,  !o  March  i, 
1866;  Rev.  Ti'oma?  Cull,  SejVicmber  i,  1066,  to  September  i,  j868;  Rev. 
S.  P.  Merrill,  December  i,  1S6S,  to  December  t,  1873;  illi'''-'ii  Ost- 

ler, April  I,  1S74,  to  October  i,  1S75;  Rev.  W.  H.  Hawle).. January  1,  1S76, 
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to  May  23,  18S0;  Rev.  A.  M.  Hopper,  D.  D.,  October  24,  iSSo,  to  April  i, 
iSSi  ;  Re'.-.  G.  E.  Farr.  October  1,  18S2,  to  AMgnst  i,  1885.  The  present 
pastor,  Rev.  I'hornas  Simpkins,  commenced  his  labors  Janu.iry  18S6. 

The  following  persons  have  served  the  church  as  deacons,  and  dates  when 
they  were  elected:  Jesse  Wright,  1S47;  Samuel  Harmon,  1S48;  James 
Wheeler,  1850  ;  William  Woolworth,  1855;  Horace  Brown,  i86(3  ;  Henry  F. 
Overton,  1874;  Henry  J.  Brimmer,  1S74  ;  William  H.  King,  1878;  Albert 
Washburn,  18 78.  The  present  deacons  are  vSarnucl  Harmon,  William  Wool- 
worth,  H 02 ace  Brown,  Albert  Washburn,  and  H.  F.  Overton.  The  rest  have 
died  or  moved  away.  The  following  have  been  the  Sunday-school  superin- 
tendents; Hannibal  Miller,  Libbeus  Andrus,  W.  D.  Cook,  Rev.  I.  N.  Hobart, 
A.  J.  Brown.  J.  O.  Brown,  and  H.  F.  Overton.  The  present  superintendent 
is  Prof.  O.  ]^>.  Rhodes.  The  present  membership  of  the  church  is  290,  and 
tliat  of  the  Sun'la\--school  2:>-^. 

EfdanKcl  J'roicsiaiii  E/iscopal  CJiurcJi,  of  Adams,  was  organized  in  1S49, 
with  10  n)em'''crs,  tlie  ilev.  J.  .\F  Bartlett  being  reefer.  October  9,  1849, 
corner-stone  of  a  cliurch  v/as  laid,  and  it  ss^is  completed  at  a  cost  of  $2, ceo. 
Heiiry  ]1.  Whipple  and  William  M.  Johnson  v.-ere  chosen  wardens  ;  and  John 
McCarty,  David  Gaylord,  Hiram  Salisbury,  Philip  R.  Ward,  John  Wright, 
Justus  Eddy,  Charles  W.  Rogers,  and  Thomas  Dobson,  vestrymen.  Rev.  T, 
F.  Wardwc-ii  succeeded  t'.ie  Rev.  Mr.  Bartlett  as  rector,  and  remained  a  year. 
The  other  rectors  of  the  church  have  been  the  Revs.  O.  F.  Herrick  ;  William 
I'aret,  1861-  63  <  J-  Bowling,  1S65  :  L.  Weaver,  1866;  Jedediah  Winslow, 
1866;  E.  DoHoway,  1867  ;  W.  H.  Lord,  1S67-69:  D.  E.  Leveridge,  187c- 
7T^  George  Hepburn,  1871;  A.  EE  Orn.Tsbee,  1872-76;  F.  B.  A.  Eewis, 
1S77-7S;  George  Bowen,  Jr.,  1879-S3  ;  E.  Moyses,  1883-S6;  WilHam 
Cooke,  1SS6,  the  present  rector.  April  28,  1875,  a  rectory  was  purchased 
on  >.Ei:!i  street  for  $2,300.  The  present  membership  of  trie  church  is  142, 
and  the  cliurch  property  is  valued  at  $3,500.  In  connection  with  the  church 
is  a  floarishirg  Sabb?th-school,  of  which  the  rector  is  superintendent,  and 
W.  G.  Bciitlcy  is  assistant  superintendent. 

Adams  Cc'.ttr  Baptist  Church. — About  50  members  having  withdrav/n 
from  t!ie  old  Adams  church,  for  the  purpose  of  fornjlng  tliemselves  into  a 
cliurch  at  the  Cetiterj  on  December  17,  1852,  they  v.-ere  organized  willi  the 
above  name.  Abram  Sheldon,  J.  W.  Morton,  and  L>.  Allen  v>-ere  elected 
deacons.  E^.  March,  1S53,  the  "  Adams  Center  Baptist  Socit  ty  "  v/as  formed, 
with  32  members,  and  Oliver  McKee,  Ezra  FIull,  and  Silas  Glasier,  trustees. 
The  following  summer  a  fme  frame  church,  44  by  60  feet,  with  a  tower  in 
front,  was  erected  on  the  principal  street  of  the  villnge,  at  a  cost  of  $3,500, 
It  will  comfortably  seat  400  persons.  J.  F.  Nelson  is  the  present  pastor. 
Dca.  Edward  ])il!on  is  superintendent  of  the  Sunday-scliool,  which  is  in  a 
Sbjurisiiing  condition. 

Adams  First  Baptist  Church,  located  at  State  Road,  was  organized  in. 
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1805  *  and  Tiax'thy  Heath  was  tlie  first  jiaslor.  In  1825  their  first  church' 
building,  a  wooi'  structure^  was  buih,  one  mile  east  from  Adams  Center,  on 
the  State  road,  and  in  1S38  tlieir  present  house  of  worship,  also  of  wood,  was 
erected  at  a  cost  of  about  $6  000.  The  present  vakie  of  church  property, 
including  buihhngs  and  grounds,  is  $8, 000.  WilHam  Gussm.an  is  the  present 
pastor.  The  Sunday-school  has  a  membership  of  110,  with  V.  W.  Heath, 
superintendent. 

l^ie  Sevoith  Day  Advetii  CJiurch,  of  Adams  Center,  was  organized  in 
1863,  by  J.  N.  Axt^.drews,  with  about  17  members.  Their  first  house  of  wor- 
ship was  erected  of  wood  in  1852,  at  a  cost  of  about  $2,000,  and  will  com- 
fortably seat  350  persons.  The  present  number  of  members  is  44.  Mrs. 
C.  vV.  Wright  is  superintendent  of  tlie  Sunday-school. 

The  First  Mefhodisl  Episcopal  Church,  of  Adams  village^  was  organized 
in  1827,  by  Rev.  Elisha  Wheeler.  The  trustees  elected  were  I.aban  Ross, 
Philip  Youngc,  D  ivid  Wrigiu,  Z:^-phaniah  J  acker,  Chester  McKee,  Daniel 
Dikeman,  and  jo!)n  Adams.  Rev.  William  W.  Kinds  was  the  t'irst  pastor. 
Their  first  house  of  wo3shi[v  a  wooden  structure,  was  erected  in  1831. 
Their  present  edifice,  also  of  wood,  was  built  in  1S52,  at  a  cost  of  $10  oco, 
will  comf(^rtably  seat  400  ):)ersons,  and  is  now  valued,  including  grounds  and 
other  church  property,  at  $15,000.  The  present  membershij)  is  285,  under 
the  pastoral  cn.arge  of  Rev.  I.  D.  f^easley.  The  Sunday-school  has  a  mem- 
bership of  300,  with  Hon.  1,  L.  Hunt,  superintendent.  Hon.  Jan)es  G. 
Kellogg  is  president  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

JAMES  M.  CLEVELAND. 

The  history  of  the  town  of  Adams  and  of  Jefferson  County  would  not  be 
complete,  nor  should  it  be  written,  without  j^rominent  mention  of  James  M. 
Cleveland,  an  old  and  nearly  lift-dong  rtsidtnt  of  Adams.  Mr.  Cleveland 
was  born  ir.  1820,  from  a  fami!)'  early  identified  in  the  history  of  New  Kr.g- 
land,  and  is  a  direct  descetidant  of  .Mo>.cs  Cleveland,  who  came  from  Suffolk 
County,  England,  in  1635,  and  settled  in  Woburn,  Mass.,  as  aripears  by  the 
custom  house  lists  atul  inilitia  rolls  at  that  date  ;  and  from  said  Moses  Cleve- 
land can  be  directly  traced,  as  descendants,  all  persons  bearing  the  Cleveland 
name  in  the  Northern  states.  Mr.  Cleveland  was  educated  for  and  com- 
menced life  as  a  farmer,  and  up  to  1851  v/as  successful  in  his  vocation,  and 
by  industry  and  fuesight  paying  for  and  owning  a  fine  property  in  the 
town  of  Adam"^.  He  was  always  a  thinking  man,  not  only  devising  schemes 
for  his  own  advancement,  but  for  the  benefit  of  the  agricultural  community 
in  v/hich  he  lived.  He  was  a  pro.minent  and  valuable  member  of  the  agri- 
cultural societies  of  Jeffjrs')n  County,  and  was  rdwA\s  looked  up  to  as  a 
man  of  excellent  jadgm-^nt.     In  1851  he  conceived  tlic  idea  and  ^c.sta')Iished 

Mrs.  E.  j   Clark,  in  Transactioni  of  Jcffc'rson  County  Historical  Socie  ty,  publislicd  in 
l£S7,  j^ivcs  this  date  as  1S04, 
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:ii  A'.lims  I'iic  business  of  growing  peas,  beans,  ar^l  other  secis  for  seed  i)ur-- 
i»  i^cs  f>ii  ih.e  (lomestic  and  foreign  markets.  This  was  tiie  fust  business  of 
the  kind  ever  eslabhshed  in  Northern  New  York,  and  proved  of  incalculable 
vdue  10  tije  farmers  of  his  town  and  of  Jefferson  C'ounty,  whose  lands  were 
so  well  adapted  to  the  cultivation  of  such  products,  and  furnished  them  a  fine 
jricome  from  their  farms,  as  hiundrcds  can  testify  v\-ho  have  paid  for  homes 
out  of  this  industry  alone,  Mr.  Clevelarul  conducted  this  business  from  1S51 
in  1S77,  when  the  business  was  removed  to  Cape  Vuicent,  and  subsequently 
ro  New  York  city.  As  long  as  Mr.  Cleveland  was  interested  in  the  business 
it  was  one  of  the  finest  enterjirises  in  the  state,  and  from  which  he  retired 
wuh  a  competency.  The  farmers  of  this  county  will  for  years  to  come  grate- 
fully remember  Mr.  Cleveland  for  the  advantages  he  furnished  them,  and  the 
f,tir  dealing  which  characterized  his  transactions  with  them.  Few  men,  and 
ccilainly  no  other  man  in  tliis  section  of  the  country,  have  been  endov^-ed 
Nvivi-i  the  love  of  the  beautiful  and  taste  for  adornment  of  nature  in  an  equal 
<icgree  with  '\h.  Cleveland.  His  house  and  grounds  where  he  resides  are 
arranged  with  the  finest  idea  of  symmetry,  a-id  a  veritable  paradise  of  fi  )wers 
greets  the  eye  of  the  visitor  in  their  season,  and  his  neighbors  and  friends 
d<-light  in  viewing  his  collections  and  asking  his  advice  in  laying  out  and 
beautifying  their  homes.  The  people  of  the  village  of  Adams  have  fully  ap- 
preciated this  quality  on  the  streets  and  iiuprovements  of  different  kinds 
affecting  the  public. 

Mr.  Cleveland  has  always  borne  an  enviable  reputation  for  honesty,  integrity, 
and  charity.  He  has  been  t'oremost  in  the  advancement  of  all  the  intt-rests 
v.'hich  pertain  to  the  best  advantage  of  his  village  and  the  community  in  which 
hr.  lives.  All  of  the  religious  societies  of  Adams  have  in  time  of  need  met 
with  liberal  donations  from  him,  and  the  cause  of  education  has  received  sub- 
stai/.tial  tokens  of  his  liberality  from  the  competence  which  he  enjoys.  The 
po  )r  and  needy  have  cause  in  every  instance  to  thank  him  for  kindly  re- 
memiTP-nce  in  their  adversity,  and  on  all  occasions  speak  of  him  in  terms  of 
pi-iise.  In  rounding  out  a  life  full  of  business  activity  Mr.  Cleveland  can  rest 
assured  that  he  is  and  will  be  gratefully  remenibered  by  his  fellow  citizens. 

In  politics  Mr.  Cleveland  lias  always  been  a  Democrat,  and  though  not  in 
any  s.;rise  a  politician,  has  abvays  stood  well  in  the  councils  of  his  partv'.  In 
iSSo  he  was  nominated  for  member  of  Assembly  for  the  Pirst  Assembly 
District  of  JetTerson  County;  and  though  the  district  v/as  hopel-,ssly  Repub- 
bcm,  he  made  a  very  successful  canvass  and  lead  his  ticket  tiiroughout  the 
'lir^tTiCt,  shov.dng  in  an  eminent  degree  his  personal  popularity.  Though  the 
general  |3ublic  attest  to  his  worth,  yet  it  is  in  his  own  village  that  he  is  most 
appreciated.  Eight  times  have  the  citizens  of  Adan}s  elected  him  to  the 
ijrc.^idencv  of  the  village,  and  each  time  by  majorities  that  have  m  ule  his 
e'.cc-'.on  almost  unanimous  ;  showing  their  ar'.|M't;cialion  of  liis  judgfnerit  and 
conservative  actions  in  controlling  their  municipal  affairs. 

Mr,  Cleveland  is  a  man  of  culture  and  information,  whicli  has  been  acquired 
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by  contact  with  men  and  affairs,  augmented  by  wkIq  experience  in  travei  and 
research.  At  various  times  in  his  life,  on  business  and  pleasure,  he  has 
visited  nearly  all  the  cities  of  note  in  his  o'>vn  country^  and  traveled  throueli 
the  South  and  on  the  Pacific  coast,  visiting  all  the  places  of  interest,  thus 
acquiring  an  inexhaustible  store  of  knowledge  upon  topics  connected  with 
his  country  which  it  is  a  pleasure  to  hear  him  recount,  enjoyed  by  his  neigh- 
bors and  friends. 

DE  ALTON  DWIGHT. 

De  Alton  Dwight  was  born  in  Henderson,  Jefferson  County,  September  25, 
1825.  He  was  the  son  of  Dr.  Pelatiah  Dwight,  who  was  born  in  Somers,. 
Conn.,  January  1^,  1785,  and  died  in  Adams,  N.  Y.,  December  12,  1882, 
aged  nearly  08  years.  His  genealogy  is  traceable  directly  back  through  seven 
generations  to  John  Dwight,  the  settler  who  came  over  from  England  in  163.4. 
or  1635  and  seltied  in  Dedham,  Mass.  From  him  it  is  believed  sprung  all 
who  bear  that  honored  name  in  this  country, —  a  name  traceable  far  back  in 
English  history.  His  mother,  Azubah  (Redway)  Dwight,  daughter  of  Pre- 
served and  Azubah  Redway,  was  born  in  Galway,  N.  Y.,  August  25,  1792, 
was  married  in  Adams,  N.  Y.,  July  9,  1S22,  and  died  in  Henderson,  April  6, 
1871,  aged  78  years.  The  family  records  show  his  ancestors  to  have  been 
very  long-lived  ;  his  father.  Pelatiah,  attaining  the  age  of  98,  his  grandfather,^ 
Alpheus  Dwight,  ^5,  his  grandmother,  Phanna  (Prentice)  Dwight,  97,  and  his 
great-grandmother,  Dorothy  (Sexton)  Prentice,  99. 

The  subject  of  this  sketch  engaged  in  his  first  business  enterprise  in  1S47, 
with  his  brother-in-law,  Dea.  Horace  Brown,  in  Henderson,  where  they  car- 
ried on  a  lumbering  business  successfully  together  for  five  years.  He  then 
purchased  a  farm  in  the  same  town,  upon  which  he  lived  two  years.  Plaving 
EOld  this  he  purchased  another,  in  1857,  in  Belleville,  wliere  he  lived  four 
years.  He  then  moved  to  Adams,  in  1S61,  and  purchased  a  book  store,  just 
five  days  before  the  firini:^  upon  Fort  Sumter.  There  was  also  connected  with 
the  store  a  news  agency,  where  were  sold,  during  the  excitement  of  the 
war,  as  many  as  200  daily  papers  to  this  small  viliage  of  1,400  inhabitants 
and  the  surrounding  country,  an  evidence  that  Adams  was  not  behind  in 
eagerness  for  news  from  the  front  in  those  perilous  times.  Mr.  Dwight  still 
continues  the  same  business.  In  1S82  he  purchased  a  part  of  his  grandfather 
Redway 's  farm,  v/liich  he  still  continues  to  own.  In  18S7  and  18SS  he 
took  a  deep  interest,  in  common  with  many  others,  in  the  material  interests- 
uf  the  village  of  Adams,  and  gave  liberally  to  various  measures  for  their  ad- 
vancement. With  others  he  formed  the  Adams  Furniture  and  Manufacturing, 
Company  (limited),  and  was  one  of  its  first  directors  and  president  of  the 
board.  He  also,  witli  others,  upon  its  completi'.m,  purchased  tlie  |;iant  of  the- 
Adams  Electiic  IJght  and  Power  Company  (limilcd),  and  was  the  fir>=t  presi- 
dent of  the  con^pany.    He  was  an  incorporator  of  the  Adams  National  Bank, 
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ano  0!ie  of  the  directors  during  its  existence,  from  January  1,  1883,  until  its 
<lissoliition,  in  1889.  He  was  also  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Farmers  Na- 
tional Bank  of  Adams,  which  commenced  business  July  8,  1889,  and  is  now 
one  of  its  directors. 

Mr.  D wight's  connections  with  the  educational  interests  of  the  county 
began  in  1852,  as  a  teacher  of  common  schools,  an  occupation  which  he  con- 
tinued for  four  successive  winters,  during  which  time  he  was  elected  commis- 
sioner of  the  common  schools  of  the  town  of  Henderson.  During  his  term 
of  office  he  assisted  in  establishing  the  first  teachers'  institute  in  the  county, 
which  was  held  at  Watertown,  October  g,  1854.  In  1882,  when  the  Hunger- 
ford  Collegiate  Institute  of  Adams  was  discontinued,  he,  svith  his  devoted 
wife,  purchased  the  Cooper  House,  and  rented  it  to  the  ncwly-incorporalcd 
Adams  Collegiate  Institute,  which  organization  afterwards  bought  the  build- 
mg.  He  v/as  one  of  its  fust  trustees,  and  after  the  removal  to  Albany  of  Dr, 
A.  B.  Watkins,  the  first  president  of  its  board  of  trustees,  Mr.  Dwight  was 
elected  to  that  honorable  ])03ition,  v.-hich  h.e  has  held  to  the  present  time 
(1890). 

The  institute  to  which  Gen.  S.  D.  Hungerford  gave  so  liberally  of  his  time 
and  money,  and  which,  passing  through  various  misfortunes,  had  finally  been 
sold,  was  bought  back  m  1884  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dwight,  m  cooperation  with 
the  trustees  and  citizens,  and  was  offered  to  the  Presbyterian  denomination' 
upon  their  giving  it  a  suitable  endowment  to  insure  its  becoming  a  permaner't 
Christian  school.  This  noble  object  has  been  the  desire  of  their  lives,  and 
they  fondly  ho{)e  to  see  it  accomplislied. 

When  the  Washingtoniaii  temperance  movement  first  swept  over  this  county, 
in  1842  and  '43,  Mr.  Dwight  became  one  of  its  ardent  supporters,  and  has  ever 
since  beeti  a  ])ersistent  ten)perahce  worker.  In  Henderson  he  was  secretary  t  f 
the  tem.pci ance  sociel)  during  its  exi^5lence.  In  the  spring  of  iS56  lie  was  a 
charter  member  of  the  Good  Templars  Lodge  in  Adams,  and  one  of  its  lead- 
ing oliicers  during  its  eiUire  existence.  He  was  also  one  of  the  founders  of 
the  JetTerson  County  Lodge  of  Good  Templars,  and  held  his  full  share  of  th.e 
offices,  both  as  secretary  and  chief  tem[/lar.  louring  the  "  Reform  Club 
effort  he  was  also  fully  identified  with  the  cause.  In  the  endeavor  to  carry 
and  enforce  the  local  option  law  he  has  been  among  its  best  supporters  in  th.e 
town,  haviiig  lectured  in  nearly  every  school-house  and  church  in  Adams,  and 
in  many  of  the  adjoining  towns,  laboring  side  by  side  with  that  devoted 
apostle  of  temperance,  Rev,  Silas  W.  Hatch, 

June  4,  1854,  Mr.  D'.vight  was  married  to  Catherine  S.,  daughter  of  Hea. 
Amasa  and  Sarah  (Hopkins)  Brown,  (daughter  of  Judge  Jesse  Hopkins, 
of  Henderson,)  wlio  lias  since  been  the  sharer  of  his  toils  and  the  comfort  of 
his  life.  Slic  united  with  the  Congregati-jnal  Church  at  Smithville  at  tlie 
early  nge  of  11  years.  During  her  marricdi  life  siie  has  been  connected  with 
the  sarne  church  with  her  husband,  to  svhich  it  has  been  her  chief  delight  to 
give  her  best  services  and  liberal  gifts.    The  devotion  andi  generosity  extended 
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to  the  institute  in  its  time  ot  need  sived  it  and  enabled  it  to  maintain  its 
high  rank,  and  gave  it  its  present  sound  financial  standiiig  free  from  debt. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dwight's  daughter,  Eiia  M.,  married  Charles  li.  Wardwcll,  an 
•estimable  young  man  of  Adams,  who  carries  on  a  successful  business  in  grow- 
ing seeds.  They  have  two  little  sons,  tlieir  eldest  son,  D wight,  having  died 
-during  the  summer  of  1889. 

Mr.  D.vight  uniteil  with  the  Odd  Fellows  Lodge  in  its  early  history,  filling 
-all  its  oflices  and  sharing  all  ils  honors,  But  to  the  church  of  God  his  greatest 
efforts  have  been  put  forth.  He  indulged  a  hope  in  the  Saviour  at  the 
early  age  of  17,  and  being  of  Puritan  stock  naturally  gravitated  to  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  There  being  no  such  church  in  his  native  town  he 
united  with  the  one  in  Adams,  and  has  since  remained  a  member  thereof 
except  during  his  stay  in  Belleville,  where  he  united  with  the  Presbyterian 
<'huich  and  was  elected  a  ruling  elder,  which  ofhce  he  has  continued  to  fill  in 
the  church  in  Adams  since  May,  i<-.'67.  The  Sabbath-school  has  also  received 
a  large  share  of  his  attention,  having  filled  the  ofiices  of  teacher  and  super- 
iritendent  during  the  mo^t  of  the  time  since  his  connection  with  the  church. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dwight  have  always  been  earnest  and  active  promoters  of  the 
religious,  educational,  and  social  mterests  of  the  community,  and  now  m  tlie 
maturity  of  their  lives  their  woiks  do  follow  them.  Their  hearts  are  still 
^varm  with  sympathy,  and  their  jvurses  open  for  every  good  cause.

LEXANDRIA  occupies  the  northern  extremity  of  Jefferson  County 
Ojjposite  the  Thousand  Islands,  of  which  a  number  are  included  within 
the  hinit?  of  the  town,  the  principal  one  h-cing  a  poriion  of  Wells 
Island.  This  towij  is  bouivded  on  the  northwest  by  the  St.  Lawrence  River, 
on  the  nor'dieast  by  St.  Lawrence  County,  on  tlie  southeast  by  Tiieresa,  and 
on  the  south  aiKi  west  by  Orleans.  The  surface  of  the  town  is  generally 
rough  and  roch.y,  but  that  portion  underlaid  by  sandstone  is  level,  with  a  thin 
clayey  and  sand;,'  soil.  It  njay  be  pertinent  here  to  add  that  the  Potsdam 
sandstone  sabstiaium  generally  j^revents  a  level  su!face,  but  more  liable  to 
upheavals,  and  is  covered  with  soil  entirely  brought  from  other  formations, 
and  various  in  quality  with  the  sources  from^  which  it  has  been  derived. 
Vv'here  not  covered  with  drift,  as  occurs  near  Ples.Nis,  it  is  a  barren  rock,  whicli, 
although  cx[josed  from  time  imn^emorial  to  the  action  of  the  elements,  still 
preserves  the  traces  of  deluvial  abrasion.  This  rock  never  preseiits  a  fertile 
slope  into  the  valley,  but  is  bordered  with  abrupt  precipices,  at  tlie  foot  of 
which  oftentimes  are  piled  liuge  masses  that  have  tumbled  from,  the  face  of 
tlie  ledge. 

Besides  the  grand  St.  Lawrence  River,  vrhici-s  forms  its  norihwestern 
boundary,  this  lown  is  watered  by  numerous  small  streams,  which  have  their 
source  in  tlie  southern  part  of  tlie  town.  Butterfield  Lake,  Mud  Lake,  and 
Clear  Lake  are  in  tliC  southeastern  part,  and  the  first  two  mentioned  lie  ])artly 
in  the  town  of  Theiesa.  It  is  claimed  time  has  changed  the  appellation  of 
these  lakes.  Tnat  now  known  as  Buttert'ield  Lake  was  once  Grand  Lake; 
Clear  Lake  v/as  Crown's  Lake  ;  and  Mud  Lake  was  Edmond's  Lake. 

This  town  was  erected  from  Brownville  and  Le  Ray,  April  3,  1821,  by  the 
same  act  that  formed  Philadelphia  and  Orleans,  the  hrst  town  meeting  being 
held  at  the  honse  of  William  Merrill.  By  the  first  act  its  limits  included 
Theresa.  An  act  of  February  6,  1840,  restored  to  the  town  of  Orleans  a 
smiall  part  that  had  been  annexed  to  the  latter.  The  tov;n  derives  its  name 
from  Alexander,  son  of  J.  ] ).  Le  Ra}-,  who  ohtaiiicd  .1  colonel's  c  unn-iission 
in  the  Texan  revolution,  and  was  kiiletl  in  a  duel  iii  1S36.  'Jdie  early  records 
of  the  town  are  lost,  and  hence  it  is  impossible  to  gjve  n.full  account  of  the 
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early  nrgdnizatioii.  James  Shurtlcff  Nvas  the  first  supervisor;  Nathaniel 
Goodell  the  first  clerk;  Ashley  Taiiiier,  assessor;  and  Alien  Cole  and  Joel 
Porter,  inspectors  of  election. 

In  18S0  Alexandria  had  a  population  of  3,135.  The  town  is  located  in  the 
third  school  district  of  Jefferson  County,  and  in  1888  had  22  school  districts, 
one  of  which  was  joint,  in  which  28  teachers  were  employed  the  same  number 
of  weeks  or  more.  The  whole  number  of  scholars  attending  school  was  931, 
while  the  aggregate  days  attendance  daring  the  year  was  78,606.  The  total 
value  of  school  buildings  and  sites  was  $17,400,  and  the  assessed  valuation  of 
all  the  districts  was  $1,275,061.  The  wh(jle  £;mount  raised  during  the  year 
for  school  purposes  was  $8,602.05,  $5,299.11  of  which  was  received  by  local 
tax.    Charles  E.  \Vhi«"ney  was  school  commissioner. 

Alexandria  Bay,  the  most  populous  and  most  important  village  in  the 
town,  was  selected  by  Cadwallader  Child,  in  1S04,  v/hi!e  surveying  a  road  (the 
Alexandiia  road)  frorn  the  Friends'  selllement  to  the  St,  L-awrence,  as  an 
eligible  place  for  a  port,  and  accoidingly  a  reservation  of  a  mile  square  was 
made  by  Mr.  Le  Ray  for  a  villagCj  wljich  was  surveyed  out  for  that  purpose 
by  Edmund  Tucker  about  18 18.  Mr.  Le  Ray  erected  a  tavern  and  ware- 
house, and  for  many  years  a  thriving  lumber  trade  was  carried  on,  which  con- 
tinued as  long  as  the  supply  lasted.  The  port  has  always  been  a  landing- 
place  for  the  American  and  more  recently  for  the  Canadian  steamers.  A 
custom  house  Was  established  here  in  1S28,  subordinate  to  the  Cape  Vincent 
district.  The  first  log  house  was  erected  by  John  W.  Fuller,  in  iSrS,  and  the 
first  frame  house  by  Dr.  Jerre  Carrier,  in  1820.  The  latter  occupied  the 
present  site  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Hotel,  of  which,  in  fact,  it  forms  a  part. 
The  first  store  was  erected  by  Messrs.  Jerre  Carrier  and  John  W.  Fuller,  and 
stood  on  the  Point."  Prominent  aniong  the  business  men  of  the  place  have 
been  Jerre  Carrier,  Azariah  Walton  and  his  sons,  John  \V.  J^'uiler,  Andrew 
Cornwall  and  his  sons,  Hump'nrey  Sisson,  and  O.  G.  Staples.  The  business 
men  of  the  present  time  are  represented . in  the  directory  of  the  tov.-n.  The 
first  school-house  was  a  primitive  log  structure,  erected  in  1S21.  It  stood  on 
the  lot  now  occupied  by  the  Reformed  Church.  Tlie  first  church  was  that 
of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church  Society,  erected  in  1S4S,  and 
opened  for  public  religious  worship  in  1851. 

A  fine  graded  scliool  building  was  erected  in  18S4,  and  in  1SS5  it  was  first 
opened  for  classes.  It  has  five  departnicnts  under  the  instruction  of  compe- 
tent teachers,  and  John  O'Lcary  is  the  principal. 

For  more  thaii  a  quarter  of  a  century  Alexandria  Kay  has  been  visited  as 
a  summer  resort.  Its  location  in  tlie  immediate  vicinity  of  the  most  numer- 
ous cluster  of  the  Thousand  Islands,  and  its  beautiful  situation  on  the  St. 
Lawrence,  constitute  the  sahent  cliaractcristics  of  its  popularit}'.  In  1848  Mr. 
C.  Crossmon  lu-ga!i  keeping  hotel  nt  the  Bay,  but  it  \v'as  not  uiUil  1S72  liiat  the 
rush  comnienced,  although  a  few  persons,  some  of  ihc-m  men  ot  note,  had 
made  it  their  summer  vacation  place  for  years.    Aniong  these  early  visitors 
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were  Governor  Seward,  Martin  and  John  Yan  Baren,  Silas  Wrigh.t,  Frank 
Dlair,  Preston  King,  General  Dick  Taylor,  and  Jlev.  George  Bethane.  Jw 
1S72  President  Grant  and  family  and  a  party  of  their  friends  accepted  an 
invitation  from  George  W.  PulUiian,  of  palace-car  notoriety,  to  visit  liis  island 
cottage.  In  1872-73  the  present  magnificent  "Thousand  Island  House"' 
and  the  equally  fine  "Crossmon  House"  were  erected  and  thrown  open  to 
the  public,  since  which  time  no  watering-place  has  received  a  better  or  more 
elegant  patronage. 

Alexandria  Bay  has  never  been  noted  for  its  manufactories,  except  perhaps 
for  the  superior  class  of  small  skiffs  and  steam  yachts  built  here.  It  con- 
tains two  steam  saw  and  lumber-dressuig  mills,  and  a  goodly  number  of  stores 
and  mechanic  shops,  including  the  machine  shop  of  Louis  Tass'^y^  v/here  the 
repairing  "of  marine  machinery  is  made  a  specialty.  A..C.  Mclntyre's  photo- 
graphic studio  supj-jlies  a  great  number  of  7diousand  Island  views,  and  the 
variety  is  constantly  increasing.  Indian  baskets,  ])ead  work,  and  other  curios 
i^.eie  find  a  ready  market  during  the  summer  season.  The  village  is  provided 
';vith  a  steam  fire  engine  and  other  adequate  fire  apparatus. 

JV/c  Alexajidria  Bay  StctDiihoat  Co.^  organized  in  1SS7,  built  the  steamer 
Ke-^<  Island  Wa/idercr^  which  took  the  place  of  the  Island  IVaudt'/'cr,  and 
has  for  two  years  made  the  famous  route  inaugurated  by  Capt.  E.  \V.  Visger, 
under  v/hose  management  tlie  new  boat  has  been  run.  i\.  C.  Cornwall,  of 
Alexandria  Bay,  is  treasurer  of  the  company.  The  boat  is  one  of  the  fastest 
on  the  liver  and  is  very  popular  with  summer  visitors 

RbiDwooD  (p.  o.),  a  thriving  village  near  the  line  of  Theresa,  owes  its  ori- 
gin to  a  glass  factory  established  by  John  S.  Foster,  who  for  several  years  had 
been  engaged  in  this  business,  as  agent,  in  various  localities.  In  April,  1833, 
he  visited  this  coant}',  examined  several  local'ities,  and  finally  selected  this, 
wliich  is  on  th.c  stream  connecting  ^^ud  and  Butterfield  lake^;,  the  former  of 
which  is  about  94  feet  above  the  latter,  affording  a  limited  vvater-power,  that 
had  several  ye;i rs  ]>revious  been  improvetl  by  the  election  of  a  saw  and  grist- 
iniil  by  Davivl  Sniiih,  of  Adams.  loster  contracted  with  Francis  ]3e])au  for 
a  tract  of  10,000  acres,  as  agent,  borrowed  several  tliousand  dollars  of  ]3epau, 
and  the  same  summer  erected  agliss  factory,  and  on  Se'ptember  30,  1833, 
the  first  glass  was  made.  The  village  was  surveyed  by  Thomas  Clark,  and 
named  Jamesvllle,  but  Nfr.  Foster  gave  the  place  the  present  name,  from  its 
similarity  to  Redford/'  his  late  residence,  in  hopes  of  tluH  being  able  to 
com[)ete  in  the  sale  of  glass  with  an  establishment  from  which. he  claimed  to 
have  been  uiij'.istly  dischargedi.  I'lie  glass  factory  has  at  times  been  con- 
ducted l)y  the  folh)vving  :  Schmauss  .S:  Co.,  Gerlach  (Sc  Son,  Ingleson, 
Forbes  Co.,  and  H.  S.  Wliite,  and  from  1S44  by  Dezeng  &  Co.  from  the 
ClyJe  glass  fictory.  In  185  5  a  j  iiiVi  stork- comr-iri y,  u'ith  a  capital  of  $12,- 
oco,  was  fo:mcd,  cntitK'd  the  "]\..dwood  (^'.iss  A' anufacturing  Con^panv." 
In  1S59  W.  W.  Butterfield  beeanie  connected  Wilis  the  coi^cern  as  its  presi- 
dent, and  subsequently  purchased  all  tlie  stock.    The  works  are  noc  now  in 
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■Operation.  A  vvool-carding  and  cloth-dressing  factory  was  built  here  in  i846_, 
b}'  William  Page.  Cook  &  Smith  manufacture  sash,  doors,  blinds,  and 
juoldings,  and  Daniel  Springer  has  a  sleani  saw-mill  at  Redwood. 

Pi,ESS.is  (p.  o.)  is  situated  midway  on  the  old  Alexandria  and  Theresa 
plank-road,  three  miles  from  Redwood.  It  derived  its  name  from  a  place 
in  France.  It  is  familiarly  known  as  "  Fiat  Rock,"  from  the  prevalence  of 
the  Potsdam  sandstone  formation  in  the  vicinity,  which  presents  a  consider- 
able portion  of  naked  rock.  In  1S17  Mr.  Le  Ray  erected  a  grist-mill  here  on 
Plessis  Creek,  which  was  purchased  by  Jason  Clark  and  William  Shurtleff  and 
rebuilt  in  1S30.  The  fust  store  was  opened  by  Lull  &  \VaUon,  in  1S20. 
The  first  log  house  was  erected  by  William  Arerrill  in  18 iS,  and  was  after- 
wards by  him  converted  into  an  inn.  Here,  in  1826,  he  was  murdered  by 
one  John  Powell,  who  was  sentenced  to  14  years  imprisonment  foi  the  crime. 
The  first  frame  house  was  erected  by  WiHiam  Tanner,  and  was  used  by  him 
as  a  dwcUiijg  and  a  store.  The  first  church,  edifice  was  the  Union  building 
erected  ii^  i<^33-  A  tannery  was  erected  near  the  village  on  Plessis  Creek  in 
1821,  by  James  Carter.  A  school-house  was  built  in  1S26,  after  the  forma- 
tion of  the  districts.  The  chief  manufactories  in  the  vicinity  of  Plessis  are 
"thegrisi-,  saw,  and  shingle-mills  of  John  11.  Cline,  and  the  saw-mill  of  Horace 
P.  Hoyt. 

Spa/Joni  wxoiQ  in  1S23  of  Alexandria  in  1821,  when  it  was  erected  as  a 
township  :  Alexandria  Bay  had  several  houses,  a  tavern,  store,  and  forward- 
ing house.  On  Mullet  Creek  there  was  a  saw-mill,  and  on  Plessis  Creek  a 
saw-mill  and  a  grist-mill.  The  population  was  csf'niiatccf  2.1  families,  the 
■census  being  included  in  that  of  Le  Ray  and  Brown ville. 

The  first  improvement  in  this  town  was  made  about  181  i,  by  Mr.  Le  Ray, 
who  caused  a  clearing  to  be  made  at  Alexandria  Center,  to  afford  facilities  to 
first  settlers  by  supplying  them  with  grain  until  it  could  be  raised  by  them- 
selves. He  paid  $12  per  acre  v/ith  the  ashes,  and  half  the  first  crop,  for 
these  jobs,  and  built  a  log  b;^.rn.  In  iSii  the  proprietors  rn;?.de  the  ^lorris 
and  FLammoiid  road,  extending  from  Hammond  village  to  the  Red  Tavern, 
near 'I'heresi,  where  it  inleisected  another  road,  from  the  river  to  Philadelphia. 
The  former  w^as  cleared  four  rods  wide,  bridged  and  seeded  with  grass,  but 
had  become  nearly  closed  up  udien  it  was  opened  as  a  part  of  the  Military 
road,  in  1 82 0-23. 

Cranberry  Creek,  al)0ut  three  miles  from  its  mouth,  was,  during  the  War 
of  i8r2,  the  scene  of  an  engagement  that  is  detailed  in  ihe  County  Chapter 
under  the  heading  "  War  of  1S12,"  Siles  of  laiid  commenced  in  this  town 
in  181 6.  The  first  contracts  were  made  payable  in  seven  years,  and  requited 
the  settlers,  within  one  year,  to  build  a  house,  equal  to  a  log  house  18  feet 
square,  and  to  cl;ar  one  twcnty-hfih  pirt  of  th.e  land  contracted  in  a  farmer- 
li!:e  mann-T.  Prices  beg  in  at  $3  pL-r  acre,  and  after  1820  miiieral  lescrva- 
tions  were  inserted  in  cv)ntracts  and  deed;..  James  Carn3gie,  Samuel  Youngs, 
William  ALirtin,  Moses  George,  Leicester  Hoadley,  .  Root,  John  W. 
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Fulltr,  Jerre  Carrier  v.  ere  early  rettlers.  The  town  continued  to  increase  iii 
population  rapidly  until  1828,  when  a  sickly  season  cliecked  its  growth,  and 
gave  it  a  reputation  for  unhealtlifuhiess  from  which  it  was  slow  in  recovering. 

CHURCHES. 

The  Refo7'mcd  Church  of  the  'rhoiisand  Isles,  located  at  Alexandria  Biy, 
was  organized  August  1,  185 1,  with  five  male  and  eight  female  members. 
Rev.  Anson  Dubois  was  the  first  pastor.  The  church  building,  a  stone  struc- 
ture^  35  by  55  feet,  was  began  in  1S48,  and  was  opened  for  worship  May  25, 
1851.  It  has  a  seating  capacity  for  300  persons,  cost  $2,822,  and  is  nosv 
valued,  including  grounds  and  other  church  property,  at  $10,000.  Ttie 
present  membership  is  110,  under  the  pastoral  charge  of  Rev.  C.  Parks  Evans. 
The  Sunday-scliool  has  15c  scholars  and  10  teachers. 

•  The  First  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  Alcxaudria  Bay  had,  for  its 
first  {)ascor,  Rev.  Wdliani  \l.  Holbiojk.  "J'he  church  building,  a  wooden 
structure,  cost  $6,500,  and  is  now  valued,  including  grounds  and  other  church 
property,  at  $10, oco.  It  has  a  seating  capacity  for  280  persons.  The  present 
membership  is  134,  and  Rev.  Earl  H.  Kenyon  is  pastor.  It  supports  a 
Sunday-school  of  14  ofiicers  and  teachers,  and  95  scholars. 

The  Tirst  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  Redwood  was  organized  July 
8,  1889,  by  Rev.  C.  Pnelps,  the  first  pastor,  who  continues  in  that  capacity, 
and  at  its  organization  consisted  of  lo  members.  Their  house  of  worship,  in 
course  of  construction,  will,  when  finished,  seat  about  300  persons.  The 
present  membership  is  20. 

St.  Peter  s  Church  (Protestant  Episcopal),  of  Redwood,  v/as  organized 
August  12,  1850,  and  the  house  of  worship  was  erected  in  1851.  It  will 
comfortably  seat  175  persons,  and  is  valued,  including  grounds  and  other 
propert)-,  at  $2,200.  The  present  membership  is  75,  of  vv'hom  25  are  com- 
municants. Rev.  George  G.  Perrine,  of  Theresa,  is  rector.  The  Sunday- 
school  has  a  membersliii)  of  35  scholars  aiid  six  teachers. 

y//<f  Church  of  St.  lAiiarerce  (Protestant  Episcopal),  at  Alexandria  Bay,, 
was  begun  as  a  mission  in  iSSo,  with  Rev.  F.  B.  A.  Lewis,  M.  I).,  as  rector, 
and  has  not  yet  been  organized  as  a  sep^^rate  parish  church.  Their  house  of 
worship,  now  in  process  of  erection,  of  Laurentian  stone,  will  comfortably 
seat  250  persons,  and  has  already  cost  $1,800.  The  present  rector  is  Rev^ 
G.  G.  Perrine,  of  St.  James's  Churcli,  Theresa. 
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ANDREW  CORNWALL. 

Andrew  Cornwall,  the  ancestor  of  Andrew  Cornwall,  of  Alexandria  Bay, 
emigrated  to  this  couniry  from  England,  with  his  family,  some  where  about 
1 7 10,  and  settled  in  Old  Chatham,  Conn,  (now  Portland),  where  three 
generations  of  the  same  name  lived  and  died.  The  lliird  Andrew  Cornwall, 
grandfather  of  our  subject,  was  a  soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  war,  and  died 
after  the  close  of  that  war  from,  a  wound  received  in  the  battle  of  Bennin^^on. 

Andrew  Cornwall,  4th,  father  of  our  subject,  with  two  brothers,  \Villiam  and 
Ancil,  left  Conneclir  ut  about  i8co,  and  came  to  what  v/as  at  that  time  called 
the  far  West,  or  Genesee  country.  I'heir  firsi  stop  v/a:;  at  what  is  now  the  city 
of  Rochester,  then  a  wildernesi,  where  there  was  a  small  settlement:  but  think- 
ing it  was  a  swamp  country,  and  not  a  good  i)lace  to  locate,  they  weiit  to  what 
is  now  Pultneyvilie,  VN'ayne  County,  N.  V.,  where  there  w?s  another  small  set- 
tlement with  a  savv-mill  and  grist-mill.  Here  tliey  located  and  married,  and 
here  our  subject  was  horn  March  25,  1S14.  After  attending  the.  district 
school  winters,  and  working  on  the  farm  summers,  until  13  years  old,  he 
entered  the  country  stoie  of  John  Reynolds,  and  continued  in  his  employ  for 
13  years  as  clerk  and  book-keeper.  Kis  health  failing  him,  from  close  appli- 
cation to  business,  he  purchased  a  small  vessel  and  went  on  the  lakes  as  a 
sailor.  After  three  years  of  this  business,  his  health  being  fully  restored,  he 
sold  his  vessel  and  left  tlie  water.  Tn  January,  1S43,  he  was  niarried  to  IMary 
C.  Cathoun,  who  is  still  living.  In  July,  1S44,  he  moved  to  Redwood,  Jef- 
ferson County,  N.  Y..  aiui  entered  [he  euiploy  of  I)e  Zang  &  Burlingame, 
manufacturers  of  glass.  He  was  in  cliarge  of  their  store  for  two  and  a  half 
years.  In  November,  1846,  at  the  solicitation  of  Azariah  Walton,  he  moved 
to  Alexandria  Bay,  and  took  an  interest  in  the  firm  of  L.  A.  V/alton  Co., 
then  organized,  which  continued  until  1853,  wh.en  L.  A.  Walton  died.  A  new 
firm  v/as  then  organized,  under  the  nauujof  Cornv/all  Walton,  John  F.  Wal- 
ton being  the  junior  partner,  which  i)arinership  contumed  until  April  i,  1877, 
when  Cornwall  and  Walton  both  retired  from  business,  and  the  firm  of  Corn- 
wall Brothers  was  fornied,  consisting  of  th.e  four  sons  of  Andrew  Cornwall, 
viz.:  .Andrew  C,  Cliarles  W.,  Jolin  J.,  and  Harvey  A.  This  ilrrn  is  still  in 
business. 
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Andrew  Cornv/all  was  snj-^ervisor  of  his  town  from  i?-^2  lo  1056,  and  a^aif, 
froiii  1S61  to  1265.  Biing  what  was  then  called  a  war  Democrat  he  was 
made  a  member  of  the  war  cornririttee  of  llie  county,  though  the  board  cl 
supervisois  was  largely  Republican.  He  served  the  committee  faithfully  in 
recruiting  and  filling  the  quotas  of  his  own  town  and  the  county,  often  to 
the  serious  detriment  of  his  own  private  business.  In  1867  he  was  nominated 
by  his  party  for  member  of  xAsseuibly,  and,  although  his  competitor  was  elected 
the  year  previous  by  a  large  majority,  Mr.  Cornwall  was  successful.  While  in 
the  Legislature  of  1S6S  he  was  a  mem^ber  of  the  Committee  of  Vva}S  and 
Means,  cf  the  rrjanufacture  of  salt,  and  of  the  sub  committee  of  the 
whole.  He  was,  in  the  fall  cf  1S68,  candidate  for  Congress  agamst  Hon. 
A.  H.  Lafiin,  and  as  his  party  was  largely  in  the  minority  he  was  defeated  by 
very  small  iiiijority. 

In  i8.}5  Azariah  Walton  bought  of  Henry  Yates  tlie  north  half  of  Wells 
Island,  and  all  the  small  islands  m  the  River  St.  Lawrence,  in  American 
waters,  from  Round  Island,  in  Cla}ton,  to  the  village  of  Monistown,  St. 
Lawrence  County.  At  liis  death  the  firm  of  Cornwall  c^c  ^VaUon  bought 
them,  from  his  estate,  for  the  timber,  and  for  many  years  tl^ey  cut  steamboat 
wood  from  them,  some  years  getting  as  high  as  12,000  cords.  After  the  wood 
was  mostly  cut  off  the  larger  ones  were  sold  for  farms.  About  i860  wood 
began  to  give  v/iv  Uj  co:d,  and  they  determined  to  sell  them  at  a  nominal 
price  to  induce  people  to  build  on  them  summer  homes,  thereby  making  the 
St.  Lawrence  River  a  famous  watering-!)lace,  c  f  v  hich  there  can  be  no  doubt 
they  have  succeeded. 

Mr.  Cornv.-all  commenced  his  business  career  with  very  limited  means,  but 
v.ilh  a  determination  to  succeed.  With  close  attention  {'j  every  detail,  and  a 
coriStant  care  that  no  debt  should  be  made  that  could  not  be  met  when  due, 
and  no  unnece.'^sary  expense  incurred,  he  h.as  succeeded  in  his  determination 
to  attain  to  a  reasonable  competency. 

Mr.  Cornwall  has  never  been  an  ostentations  man,  though  in  business  mat- 
ters he  has  alvvays  been  energetic  and  prompt,  e.xacting  from  others  only 
what  he  would  himself  do  if  in  tr.eir  places.  'I'he  example  of  such  a  life  as 
Mr.  Cornwall's  is  a  benefit  in  any  community.  Any  young  rnan,  if  he  pur- 
sue a  persistent  course  towards  a  desirable  and  honorable  end,  may  succeed, 
if  he  wiii,  in  this  favored  land  of  ours.

ANTWERP. 


J""!  NTWERP  lies  in  the  northeaslern  part  of  the  county,  in  the  form  of  a 
parallelogram,  of  which  the  longer  lines  lun  about  northwe-^t  and 
X  i  southeast.  It  is  bounded  on  the  northeast  by  St.  Lawrence  County, 
on  ti\e  southea.st  by  Lewis  County,  on  the  southv/est  by  Wiina,  Philadelphia, 
aiul  Theresa,  and  on  the  northwest  by  Tiieresa.  Tiie  surface  of  tlie  town, 
which  cannot  properly  be  termed  hilly,  is  yet  rolling  and  uneven,  and  in  many 
pirts  roiigh,  broken,  and  seamed  by  locky  rid-^es ;  noiwilhstanduig  which 
blemish  tlie  soil  is  strong  atul  productive. 

Its  principal  stream  is  Indim  River,  which  enters  from  Wilna,  and,  after 
making  a  bold  sweep  towards  the  northeast,  and  passing  through  the  princi- 
pal village,  flr.vs  back  across  the  southwest  line  into  Philadelphia.  There  is 
also  the  Oswegatchic  River,  which  enters  the  town  from  the  northeast,  and, 
making  a  short  and  abru[)tbend,  known  as  the  *'  Ox  Bow,"  passing  the  village 
of  the  same  name,  turns  sharply  back  into  St.  Lawrence  County,  after  having 
received  Antwerp's  tribute,  a  small  streani  fl  jwing  out  from  her  three  lakes, 
wliich  are  Sherman's,  Vrooman's,  and  Mo  ."n— the  last  named  lying  on  the 
northwc-tern  b(>uridary,  and  pirtly  in  Idieresa. 

'i'his  town  Vv-as  furmcd  from  Le  Ray,  witli  its  present  limits,  April  5,  iSro. 
A  part  of  Lewi.-5  County  was  anriex-d  to  Iclferson  by  the  same  act.  lis  name 
was  given  in  honor  of  the  Antwerp  Com.pmy,  xvlio  ovvned  lar^e  tracis  of  land 
U)  this  and  in  the  neighboring  townships,  and  whose  seat  was  in  Antwcrj),  Bel- 
gium. 
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'.Phe  organization  went  into  eftect  Jtiniiary  i,  iSii,  and  the  first  annual 
meeting-;  of  {he  nev/  to-.vn  was  held  ou  the  5th  of  the  following  Marcl],  "at 
the  house  of  Francis  McAliaster,  occupied  by  William  Fletcher,  inn-keeper 
in  said  Town."  Daniel  Sterling  was  chosen  moderator,  and  the  following 
persons  were  elected  to  the  town  oflices:  Daniel  Eieald,  supervisor;  Samuel 
Randall,  clerk  ;  John  Jennison,  Zopher  Holden,  and  Silas  Ward,  assessors  ; 
Francis  McAliaster,  Oliver  vStowell,  and  Elkanah  Pattridge,  commissioners  of 
highways;  William  Fletcher  and  John  C.  Foster,  overseers  of  tlie  poor; 
Daniel  Sterling,  Jeduthan  Kingsbury,  Salmon  White,  Matthew  Brooks,  and 
Samuel  Hendrix,  overseers  of  highways  ;  Elkanah  Pattridge,  constable  and 
collector. 

In  1880  Antwerp  had  a  population  of  3,4^4-  '-^'he  town  is  located  in  tlie 
second  school  district  of  Jefferson  County,  and  in  18SS  had  25  school  dis- 
tricts^ t!)rec  of  which  were  joint,  in  v;hirh  27  teachers  v.^ere  employed  28 
weeks  or  niore.  There  were  530  scholars  attending  school,  and  the  aggre- 
gate days  attendance  during  the  year  was  57,902.  The  total  value  of  school 
buildings  and  sites  was  $9,500,  vvlvile  the  assessed  valuation  of  all  the  dis- 
tricts V7as  $r,. 17 7,525.  The  whole  amount  raised  for  school  purposes  was 
$5,260.47,  of  which  $2,374.59  was  received  by  local  tax.  Truman  C.  Gray 
was  schoc>l  commissioner. 

AxTWEF.i'  village  is  situated  on  Indian  River  at  the  point  where  it  is 
crossed  by  the  old  state  road,"  and  on  the  R.,  W.  &  O.  Railroad,  24  miles 
northeast  from  the  city  of  Wateitown,  atul  12  miles  southeast  from  the 
village  of  Gouverneur.  The  corporate  limits,  as  recently  surveyed  and 
indicated  by  stone  monuments,  is  a  squaie  of  one  mile.  Its  first  building 
was  a  saw-mill  built  by  General  Lewis  Robert  iMorris,  in  1806,  upon  the  site  of 
the  one  now  owned  by  A.  H.  Monro,  whic!n  was  erected  by  Ezra  Church  in 
iSj6.  In  the  same  year  (iSoG)  a  small  frame  hotel  (kept  by  Gershom  Ma- 
toon)  Vvas  erected  on  the  site  now  occupied  by  the  Proctor  House,  and  the 
settieii..,;;t         bctiun  became  known  as  "  Indian  jvivcr." 

In  iSoS  the  tnrst  physican  ever  located  in  the  town  made  h.is  appearance  in 
the  person  of  Dr.  Samuel  Randall,  who  erected  himself  a  dwelling  upon  the 
site  of  the  r/resent  Congregational  Cluirch,  and  the  following  year  was  ap- 
pointed p-ostmaster  and  established  the  first  postofhce  in  the  town  in  a 
room  of  his  house. 

In  1810  a  grist-mill,  with  one  run  of  stones,  quarried  from  a  neighboring 
ledge,  was  erected  upon  the  site  of  the  present  structure  by  Ezra  Church. 
This  property  was  owned  by  David  Parish  until  1839,  when  it  was  sold  to 
Isaiah  Bailey.  It  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1841  and  rebuilt  the  following 
year.  Is  is  now  a  prosperous  nuuring-mill  of  a  capacity  of  six  sets  of  rolls, 
and  is  own;:-d  and  liianagLJ  by  Morgan  Au^si.n^ry  and  sons. 

In  the  year  1812  Mr.  Ctnirch  built  a  cKithing-mill  near  tlie  site  of  the 
present  J.  G.  Bethel  planing-mill,  and  the  same  year  Isaac  L.  Hitchcock- 
built  a  tannery  on  the  lands  now  occupied  by  the  store  and  ofiice  of  the  Jef- 
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fvrson  Iron  Co.  Both  of  these  buil'lings  long  since  disappeared,  but  the  new 
c;-.>tn-miil  buiiding,  built,  in  1828  by  Thompson  and  V/ait,  still  stands  and  is 
kiiovs  n  locally  as  the  "  Red  shop,"  the  subject  of  a  hot  contest  between  the 
J  own  and  village  several  years  ago,  the  question  being  "  aye  "  or  "  nay  "  to  an 
appropriation  of  several  hundred  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  moving  it  out  of 
the  highway  to  its  present  location.  The  villagers  carried  the  day.  The 
pioneer  merchants  of  tlie  village  were  Zebulon  H.  Cooper,  1810;  Dr.  Han- 
ddlland  Orin  E.  Bush,  1812  ;  the  first  distillers  were  Emmons  &  Bissell,  1S20; 
and  the  first  v/agonmaker  v;as  Henry  Welch  about  the  same  year. 

]n  1S16  David  Parish  built  a  church  and  school-house  for  the  benefit  of 
the  people  at  his  own  expense,  with  brick  made  near  the  spot,  which  struc- 
tures, as  late  as  1879,  were  still  standing.  In  that  year  the  school-house  was 
torn  down  and  the  present  wood  structure  erected  in  its  place.  The  cluirch 
was  built  with  its  front  and  re:ir  walls  on  the  line  of  the  n>eridian,  at  a  cost  of 
$  [  o,coo,  and  for  ma^.y  }eatsv;as  free  to  all  denominations,  but  fmally  fell 
into  th';  hands  of  ihj  Roman  Catliolics,  who  now  ov.-n  and  occupy  it.  It 
was  ttie  secoiid  church  edilicc  built  in  the  county  of  Jefferson.  The  second 
iioLel  was  built  on  the  v/est  side  of  Main  street,  and  was  first  run  by  Reuben 
Nott.  John  P.  Hind,  of  eccentric  notoriety,  was  its  second  landlord,  and 
John  C.  Foster  its  last.  The  Iraildi ng  was  destroyed  by  fire.  The  Foster 
House,  now  owned  and  conducted  by  Tilly  M.  Foster,  was  built  and  opened 
by  Gen.  T.  R.  Pratt,  and  the  Proctor  House,  on  the  corner  of  Main  and 
A^an  Buren  streets,  now  conducted  by  H.  W.  and  E.  E.  Proctor,  v/as  opened 
by  Smith  Copeland.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Clewley,  and  he  by  a 
line  of  proprietors,  including  such  wcdl-known  names  as  African  Gates,  Martin 
Ilainhn,  Parwin  Bates,  John  N.  Green,  E.  L.  Proctor,  and  Capt.  J.  B. 
I'roctor. 

In  1853  the  village  was  incor[^orated  under  the  FvCvised  Statute,  by  a  vote 
of  53  to  three,  and  a  board  of  officers  elected,  consisting  of  five  trustees  and 
a  as  f:'-']ow\  :  r'^ik,  Publius  I).  Fof.ter;  trustees, -Jonas  S.  Conkey, 

Solomon  J.  Childs,  Edward  L.  ProcLor,  \Villiam  Carpenter,  and  George 
Brown.  Mr.  Conkey  was  chosen  president  of  tlie  board.  Tlie  following 
year  a  bill  drawn  by  Foster  and  passed  by  tlie  legislature  made  the  village  a 
se|:)arate  highway  district,  and  somewhat  modified  the  powers  and  duties  of 
tlie  trustees.  March  7,  1871,  H.  W.  Moore,  G.  N.  Crosby,  H.  D.  Hatha- 
way, and  S,  W.  Somes  being  the  trus^tees,  and  John  F.  Cook  the  clerk  of 
the  village,  the  people,  by  a  vote  of  9.^  to  22,  adopted  the  general  law  of 
icS-Q  as  their  charter,  and  this  v/ith  its  amendments  is  the  present  law  of  the 
village.  The  preser;t  boardi  is  made  uj)  as  follows  :  Edward  B.  Perley,  pres- 
ident; Charles  W.  MfjtYett.  George  H.  Lathan,  and  O.  G.  J3evendorf,  trus- 
tees. At  the  date  of  ii.s  Hrsi  iucorpor:i.tion  the  village  is  said  ^to  have  con" 
taincd  about  500  in'iabitnrUs  ;  it  now  li-.s  1,100.* 

*  I'Yhruary  I,  1S90,  by  a  vote  of  91  to  15,  ihe  citizens  of  Antwerp  \-i!la^::e  decitled  to 
-T'opt  C-iecirie  li-hts. 
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In  TS54  the  people,  feeling  dcr^ply  ti-ie  nvccssity  of  enlarged  education?.] 
facilities,  an  effort  was  cotniiienced,  the  purpose  of  which  was  the  founding  of 
an  institution  of  learning  in  the  viilage,  tlie  result  of  which  was  the  Antwerp 
Liberal  Literary  Institute.  I'he  buildings  are  two  large  imposiiig  sandstone 
structures  of  similar  architecture,  four  stories  in  height,  standing  at  nearly 
right  angles  to  each  other,  on  an  eminence  overlooking  the  village.  One  of 
these  is  the  boarding  hall;  the  otlier  contains  the  cha[)e},  laboratory,  library, 
and  class  rooms,  the  buildings  together  having  a  capacity  of  about  200  board- 
ing pupils. 

From  S/>i7//bn/'s  Gazetiecr  of  181 2  v/e  quote  : — 

"  This  tou'ii  was  first  settled  about  1S07  by  people  from  the  Eastern  states.  The  post-road 
from  Utica  to  Si.  Lawrence  [atibrdir-cc  a  weekly  mail]  lies  through  this  town  about  uine  or  ten 
rniloj;,  along  which  are  the  sett'ement-s.  A  saw-mill,  a  grain-mill,  and  a  idilsl: >j-m'dl^  or  distil- 
lery, and  one  store  mark  the  preseTic  extent  of  thofC  inrpLOverneut^.'" 

From  the  same  author,  in  1S20.  we  learn  tiuit  the  town  contained  4,784 
acres  of  improved  land,  1,456  ca^tl,'-,  157  lior.ses,  1,588  sheep;  also  one  grist- 
mill, four  sav, -rnillb,  one  fuliiiig-iiiiii,  one  carding  machine,  iron  works,  one 
trip-hammer,  one  distillery,  two  asheries,  and  a  scythe  factory.  There  vwere 
12  school  districts,  at  which  school  kept  five  months  in  the  12.  The  public 
money  received  was  $47. 

Ox  Bow  (p.  o.)  village,  near  the  northeast  line  of  the  town,  is  p^leasantly 
situated  on  a  remarkable  bend  of  the  Oswegatchie  River,  which  gives  name 
to  the  place.  It  contains  two  cliurches  (Presbyterian  and  Methodist),  one 
hotel,  a  sash  ami  blind  factory,  wag:)n  shop,  three  blacksmith  shops,  one  har- 
ness shop,  five  stores,  and  about  300  inhabitants. 

Gen.  G.  R.  Morris,  the  first  proprietor,  sold  a  tract  of  about  iS,ooo  acres 
of  land,  including  the  site  of  t lie  village,  to  Silvius  Hoard  and  others.  About 
1817  Abraham  Coof^er,  of  Tienton,  l\.  Y.,  purchased  the  tract  which  thence- 
forth tool:  his  name,  arid  he  may  be  properly  called  the  founder  of  the  village. 
In  the  spring  of  181S  he  moved  here  and  established  the  first  store  in  this 
part  of  the  tov,-[i,  in  the  "  old  yellow  store."  Dr.  Abner  Benton,  for  many  years 
a  prominent  citizen,  was  th.e  first  physician.  lie  came  in  181 8.  In  18 19 
Abraham  Cooper  built  the  stone  store,  afterwards  the  Methodist  Church. 
The  public  house  at  O.k  Bow,  a  part  of  the  present  hotel,  was  built  by  Abra- 
ham Cooper  in  1819,  and  Solomon  Loomis  was  the  first  landlord.  The  post- 
offsce  at  Ox  B jw  was  established  in  1S19,  and  Dr.  Abner  Benton  was  the 
first  postmaster. 

Pulpit  rock,  on  the  road  from  Ox  Bow  to  Evans  Mills,  is  an  object  of 
interest  to  all  v.-ho  pass  that  way.  By  a  fracture  in  the  ledge  by  the  roadside 
a  huge  pot-hole  is  opened  to  view,  which,  in  its  fancied  resemblance  to  a 
pulpit  has  gained  the  name  it  bears,  and  it  is  said  that  a  sermon  was  preached 
from  it  many  years  ago. 

SrKiiLL\Giu;Ri>,  a  mile  al)Ovc  Antwerp  village,  on  the  southerl)-  bank  of 
Indian  River,  is  a  hamlet  now  uuiinly  the  property  of  Alexander  Copley.  It 
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vRS.  mriied  from  James  Sterling,  who  was  ils  proj:;rictor  for  many  \  ear.s,  ynd 
V,  ho  formerly  had  located  here  one  of  his  several  furnaces  for  the  manufacture 
of  ftig  iron.  At  an  early  day  a  distillery  was  operated  here  by  William  Ivlc- 
Allaster,  as  agent  for  Mr  Parish.  A  saw-mill  and  grist-mill,  owned  by  Mr. 
Copley,  are  now  the  chief  business  interests. 

Spragueville  (p.  o.),  St.  Lawrence  County,  is  a  small  village,  the  main 
street  being  on  the  county  line.  It  is  a  station  on  the  R,,  V/.  &  O.  Railroad, 
and  from  here  large  quantities  of  iron  ore  have  been  shipped  from  the  Keene 
ore  beds,  vvltich  are  located  just  over  the  line,  in  St.  Lawrence  County,  The 
business  of  the  place  is  mostly  in  that  county. 

Bex\iley's  Corner?;,  Steele's  Corners,  and  Nauvoo  are  hamlets. 

Ii'es  Seniinary,  located  in  Antwerp  village,  is  an  outgrowth  of  two  previ- 
ously-existing educational  enterprises, — the  Antwerp  L-iheral  Literary  Institute 
and  the  Gcuverneur  Wesleyan  Seminary.  The  last  named  institution  was 
incorporated  April  5,  1828,  and  was  successfully  conducted  as  a  grammar 
school  until  18J47,  when  it  v/as  placed  under  the  patronage  of  the  Black 
River  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  became  their  con- 
ference seminary,  with  Rev.  Jesse  T.  Peck  as  principal.  It  remained  under 
the  patronage  of  tliis  church  until  1869,  when,  as  the  buildings  and  facilities 
had  become  inadequate  to  the  needs  of  the  itistitution,  it  was  transferred  to 
Antwerp.  The  Antwerp  Liberal  Literary  Institute  furnished  the  beginning 
of  the  educational  facilities,  buildings,  etc.,  v.'hich  are  now  in  use  by  the  Ives 
Seminary.  The  institute  received  a  provisional  charter  in  1856,  which  was 
afterwards  extended  to  February  i,  i860,  and  in  1S61  it  v/as  made  absolute. 
The  erection  of  a  stone  building,  three  stories  in  height^  105  feet  long  and 
50  feet  v.-ide,  v/as  commenced  during  the  summer  of  1857,  but  was  not 
finished  until  May  9^  1861,  at  v/hich  date  it  Vv^as  dedicated.  The  value  of 
buildings,  grounds,  library,  and  appiratus  at  that  time  was  $13,000.  Of  this 
sum  about  $7,000  had  been  raised  by  subscription  and  $3,000  by  bonding 
the  town,  having  an  indebtedness  of  $3,000,  which  amount  was  loaned  to  the 
institution  l)y  the  state  and  subsequently  made  a  free  gift.  The  institute  was 
opened  .May  20,  iS6r,  with  J.  M.  iNL^nning  and  two  assistants  in  cliarge.  Dur- 
ing the  following  year  three  teachers  were  added  and  the  number  of  students 
was  about  120.  In  1863  it  v.'as  proposed  to  transfer  the  property  to  the 
state  for  use  as  a  Normal  school,  but  this  was  not  accomplished.  In  1S65 
an  unsuccessful  attempt  v/as  made  to  change  the  institute  to  a  graded  school. 
In  1868  a  proposition  v/as  made  to  lease  the  property  to  the  Protestant  E[)is- 
copal  Society,  but  tlie  parties  interested  could  not  agree  on  conditions.  About 
this  time  the  fllack  River  Conference  leased  the  buildings,  and  the  legisla- 
ture changed  the  name  of  the  institute  to  P>!ack  River  Coriference  Seminary. 
In  1870  the  erection  of  a  b!)ard!ng  and  laditi's'  hall,  of  stone,  7 -'.by  4,^  feet  and 
four  stories  hig'i,  was  connnenced.  It  was  hi>ishei.l  two  years  afterwards  and 
cost  $  1 6,000.  In  1S73  it  was  resolved  by  the  trustees  to  place  the  mstUu- 
tion  forever  beyond  tlic  possibility  of  failure  by  raising  a  fund  of  at  least 
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$30,000.  Hon.  Willard  Ives,  of  Water^own,  immediately  headed  the  subscrii)-  J 
tion  with  $8,000,  and  two  years  later  tlie  confeieiice  liadi  succeeded  in  rais- 
ing about  $26,000.  The  cntiie  wealth  of  the  institution,  inchiding  buildings, 
etc.,  is  more  than  $50,000.  April  21,  1874,  the  name  was  changed  to  Ives 
Seminary,"  at  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  E.  O.  Haven,  and  at  about  the  same 
time  an  arrangement  was  made  by  whicli  the  seminary  was  adopted  as  Gym- 
nasium C  of  Syracuse  University,  students  graduating  from  it  being  admit- 
ted there  without  re-examination.  The  school  is  in  a  prosperous  condition,  ^ 
sustained  by  the  following  faculty  :  Rev.  E.  M.  Wheeler,  A.  M.,  principal, 
menial,  moral,  and  political  science;  Miss  Alice  IMorris,  preceptress,  English 
literature^  ancient  and  modern  history,  French,  and  German  ;  Miss  Lydia  F. 
Root,  Latin  and  Greek;  Prof.  C.  H.  Murray,  natural  science  and  mathemat- 
ics ;  Prof.  W.  L.  Wheeler,  commercial  and  common  English,  normal  course, 
higher  English  ;  Mis=-  >Jina  Monroe,  nrasic ;  Miss  Fiorence  Kinney,  drawing 
and  painting  and  tloculicn  ;  Miss  jcnnic  Wait,  preparator}-. 

Iroi:  M'nic^. —  In  the  town  of  Antv/t-ip  there  is  a  range  of  ore  deposits 
owned  l^y  the  Jeft'evson  Iron  Company.  Tiiey  are,  beginning  at  the  southwest, 
Colhurn,   Waid,  Dicksjii^   Ji7n/e,  and   O/d  mines.    The  Dickson 

mine  was  first  opened  in  1858.  It  is  120  t'eet  deep,  and  Vv'orked  wholly  as  an 
underground  mine.  The  geological  relation  of  the  ore  is  much  the  same  as 
in  the  Old  Sterling  mine.  The  White  mine  is  a  small  pit  on  the  White  farm, 
between  the  Dickson  and  Old  Sterling.  The  Old  Sterlmg  mine  is  one  mile 
northeast  of  the  Dickson  mine,  and  three  miles  from  Antwerp.  First  Oj)ened 
by  George  Parish,  in  1036,  it  has  been  in  operation  ever  since.  For  years  it 
was  in  the  possession  of  the  Sterling  family,  who  used  the  ore  in  their  furnace, 
and  refused  to  sell  any  of  it.  In  1869  it  became  the  property  of  the  Jeffer- 
son Iron  Company,  which  was  orgaidzed  in  that  year.  Idie  open  p)!t  at  the 
northeast  is  115  feet  dcej),  and  approximalely  500  by  175  feet,  'idic  under- 
ground wot  kings  are  soutli  and  southwest  of  it,  and  the  ore  has  been  follo'-ved 
for  a  distance  of  900  feet,  and  to  a  depth  of  1S5  feet.  This  deposit  lies  be- 
tv\'een  the  gneissic  rocks  on  the  southeast,  400  feet  distant,  and  the  sandstone 
(Potsdam)  on  tlie  west  side  of  the  mine,  but  no  walls  have  as)  et  been  reached 
in  the  mine.  A  serpentine  rock  occurs  with  the  ore,  api)arently  v/ithout  any 
order  in  its  relations  to  it.  The  ore  vaiies  from  a  specular  ore  of  metallic 
lustre  and  steel-gray  shade  of  color  to  annorphous,  compact  masses  of  deep 
red.  The  crushed  pov.der  answers  well  as  a  paint,  and  stains  deeply  all  with 
which  it  comes  in  contact.    The  chemical  con^position  is  shown  by  the  follow-

The  ore  stands  up  well,  and,  by  leaving  pillars,  with  arched  roof  in  the  gal- 
Iciies  and  drifts,  no  timbering  is  necessary.  There  is  comparatively  little 
water  in  the  mine.  The  serpentine  is  not  so  firm  as  the  ore,  and  is  full  of 
f-.lickensides  surfaces.  Small  mine  cars  are  used  on  the  narrow  gauge  tram- 
v,-ays  in  the  mine  drifts.  A  skip  track  runs  to  the  boLtom  of  the  open  pit. 
A  branch  railroad  three  miles  long  connects  this  mine  and. the  Dickson  with 
ihr  jijain  li'ne  of  the  R.,  Vv.  c\:  O.  ]'<aih-oad  near  AnUvcrp,  although  in  a  due 
east  coiiise  the  latter  is  less  tlian  :<  mile  away. 

The  Dickson  and  Old  Sterling  ores  are  sold  to  furnaces  on  the  Hudson 
River,  arjd  in  eastern  Pennsylvania,  and  some  in  Ohio.  The  ease  with  which 
the  old  Sterling  ore  is  smelted,  beii~jg  almost  self-lluxing,  creates  a  demand  for 
it  in  mixtures  witli  other  more  refractory  ores,  and  even  where  the  freights 
make  it  expensive.  Tha  total  output  of  these  mines  is  estimated  by  Mr. 
E.  B.  Bulkley,  president  of  the  ci~<n'pany,  at  750,000  tons. 

C.  IF.  Hall  Co' s  fuDiiture  via-nufactory,  located  on  Indian  River,  at  Ant- 
werp village,  was  eslabHshed  in  1S70.  It  employs  five  men,  and  does  a  busi- 
ness amounting  to  about  $5,000  per  year. 

Wi/Iia/n  Afonro's  saK'-?}iin ,  oii  Indian  River,  at  Antv/erp  village,  employs 
two  men,  and  cuts  5,000  feet  of  lumber  per  day. 

J,  G.  BifJicls  s.is//,  t/i'or,  and  b/iuil  factory,  located  on  Indian  River,  at 
Aiitwerp  village,  WuS  establislied  b;'  the  }jresent  owner,  who  is  also  a  ct)ntractor 
and  builder.    The  factory  furnishes  employment  for  20  men. 

AfilKhTp  f ouuiiry  was  started  by  Joseph  Ncv  Lon,  in  1857  01  '58.  About 
1873  it  was  purchased  by  D.  (^v:  \Y.  Hogan,  ttie  present  proprietors,  who  em- 
ploy two  men  in  tiie  manufacture  of  stoves,  plows,  etc.,  doing  an  annual  busi- 
ness of  $3,000. 

Antwerp  roller flouring-jnill^  located  on,  Indian  River,  at  Antwer]:>  village, 
v/as  built  in  1840,  by  I.  Bailey.  It  has  passed  through  several  hands,  ami  in 
1868  was  purchased  by  Morgan  Augsbury,  who  in  1884  changed  it  to  the  Hun- 
garian roller  process.  It  is  run  by  water-power,  and  its  capacity  is  80  barrels 
per  day. 

The  honor  of  having  made  the  first  settlement  in  the  territory  now  com- 
prising the  town  of  Antwerp  lies  between  Captain  William  Lee  and  Peter 
Vrooinan.  It  appears  evident  lluit  botli  settled  the  same  year,  1,803,  though 
both  were  then  l>ut  squatters  on  land  which  they  afierwartls  purchas-.  d.  Lee 
located  on  the  State  road  on  lot  657,  and  Vrooman  built  his  log  house  at 
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the  great  hev.d  of  the  Oswe-zatchie,  at  a  point  near  the  lower  end  of  tlie  pres- 
ent viHage  of  Ox  Bow.  Both  these  settlers  0]jenec]  their  log  d\velling-.  is 
piihlic  houGes  for  the  ^accommodation  of  the  travelers  and  explorers  who  hud 
already  commenced  to  journey  through  that  new  country.  Mention  of  both 
these  establishments  as  early  as  1804  is  found  in  the  diaiy  of  James  Constable, 
who,  during  the  summers  of  1803,  '04,  '05,  and  '06,  made  extended  tours 
through  Jefferson  and  adjoining  counties  on  business,  as  executor  of  the 
estate  of  his  deceased  brother  William,  who  had  been  an  extensive  land- 
owner in  this  region.    Under  date  of  August  25,  1804,  he  says: — 

'Tass  on  tl:rorigh  No.  4  *  *  10  (ten^  miles  to  the  Long  Falls  (  Curtilage)  where  we  bre;ik- 
fasted  at  a  ruiddhiig  good  tavei'u.  *  *  Proceed  on  4  miles  from  the  livcr  to  a  log  Init,  tiic  ii 
6  mik'S  to  another,  then  12  to  a  third,  there  being  but  three  settlers  on  tlie  Great  Tract  No.  4, 
unk-s.-;  tlierc  arc  some  on  I't-nnet's  Square.  *  *  *  This  tract  belongs  to,  or  is  under  the  man- 
agement (,f,  ]\ir.  Le  Iiay  and  Yiv.  G.  Morris,  and  nothin<x  has  j  et  been  done  towards  settling  it. 
The  tln'ee  people  now  on  it  ]■.a^"e  a  veibal  promise  that  they  shall  have  tlie  land  at  a  fair  price 
as  first  settlers,  but  thijy  are  v- )y  ;ar.;ious  in  their  enquii-ies  after  Gciieral 'Li  wis  It.  3[wi  ri-', 
who,  it  is  •'.in.derstood.  ifOs  undertaken  the  selling  of  100. 000. acres.  *  *  ISleep  at  Lee's  tavcru 
'2?.  nril-  s  from  thL  f..:;.-',  wiih  hard  larv.  and  poor  lodgings," 

It  is  apparent  from  this  that  Mr.  Constable's  journey  was  northward  from 
Cartilage,  through  the  present  towns  of  Antwerp  and  \yilna,  and  that  he 
found  a  cabm  at  the  end  of  the  first  four  iP.iles,  then  another  six  miles  fur- 
ther on,  then  nothing  but  vv'ilderness  for  a  distance  of  12  miles,  including  the 
present  site  of  the  village  of  Antwerp,  until  he  reached  Captain  Lee's  log 
tavern,  north  of  Antwerp  village.  He  then  proceeded,  according  to  the  con- 
tinuation of  his  diary,  "  five  miles  to  the  Ox  Bow,  a  remarkable  bend  in  the 
Oswegatchie  River,"  v/here  he  breakfasted  in  a  log  hut  (evidently  Vrooman's), 
with  another  in  sight.  After  a  journey  through  St.  Lawrence  and  Franklin 
counties  he  returned  over  the  same  route,  and  under  date  of  September  9 
says: — 

*•  S'.'t  off  from  Lee's  after  bi  enkfast  and  stop  at  Steam's,  on  No.  IV..  at  twelve  mik-s  distance, 
then  t<.n  mik  s  more  to  the  Black  Liver  at  Long  Falls.'' 

In  hi:;  tout  of  the  next  year  (1805)  he  ngain  traveised  the  same  route,  and 
thus  recorded  his  journey  from  Carthage  to  the  Ox  Bow  under  date  of 
August  16: — 

Procc 'ilcd  throngli'the  Cheat  Tract  No.  IV.,  and  stopped  at  Steam's,  ten  miles,  wlicre  we 
dined,  and  arrived  at  l.rij'<,  tui-nty  miles  from  the  falls,  where  we  }.a>'.>ed  tlte  night,  and.  as 
the  house  was  com])l':tt  ly  full,  an  n!iro)nfortaV)le  one  it  was.  I  see  no  alteration  in  this  purt  of 
the  country  since  la-^t  year;  the  road  at  lea-'t  as  bad,  asi'l  no  more  settlers.  ^Ve  were  told  General 
Lewis  Li.  Morris  has  Ixen  throttgh  it,  and  has  now  gone  to  Vermont,  inten.ding  shortly  to 
return,  jierhaps  with  his  faiuily.  He  lius  (put,'ted  Lee  and  other  squatiers,  who  seem  Avell  satis- 
tic'l.    Tie  is  exi'ectcd  to  ])uild  at  the  Os.  3>ow." 

The  next  day  (August  17)  Mr.  Constable  left  Lee's  and  journeyed  to  Ox 
Bow,     five  miles  of  as  bad  road  as  we  have  yet  traveled, 

In  the  spring  of  180G  Silas  Ward  cinnni-iiced  the  erection  of  a  saw-mill  at 
the  present  village  for  .Mr.  .Morris,  tlu:  pro]>rief.or  of  the  town,  wliich  vx'as  the 
first  iniprovement  here,  and  the  place  actpiiied  and  long  maintained  the  name 
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of  Irulian  Jlivcr."  It  l.ieing  the  point  where  the  State  road  crossed  the 
jjver.  arid  affording  a  good  water-power,  the  plp.cc  was  naturally  destined  to 
bcconv:  the  center  of  business  for  the  surrounding  country.  In  the  winter 
of  1805  a  road  was  opened  from  Philadelphia  to  this  place  and  Ox  Bow,  and 
ti.e  next  year  to  Gouverneiir,  which  began,  to  settle  at  about  this  tinie. 
Gershom  Matoon  kept  the  first  inn  at  the  village.  In  January,  1807,  John 
Icnnisoa  was  appoitited  a  local  agent,  under  whose  direction  a  grist-mill  was 
built.  The  land  books  show  the  following  nannes  of  settlers,  with  the  dates 
of  their  purchase:  1S05,  William  Lee.  j8o6,  John  Bethel,  John  Robinson, 
Peter  Vrooman,  Edward  Poster,  Jr.,  Mary  Steiling,  Benajah  Randall,  John 
Jennison,  Peter  Raven,  Kopestill  Foster,  and  John  C.  Foster.  1807,  Zebulon 
Rockwell,  Samuel  Cjriswold,  David  Coffeen,  Zopher  Holden.  1S08,  Sirauel 
Randall,  Zebina  Bishop,  Mary  Bishop,  Alfred  Walker,  Daniel  Gill,  Willian^ 
Fletcher.  1809,  Rjchard  McAlloster,  Dexter  Gibbs,  Sherebiah  Gibbs, 
Joiiathan  Islarbles,  Isaac  L.  Fliichcock,  Timothy  Ruggks,  je^se  Jackson, 
Danield  HtAd,  Jolu-  Pease.  rSio,  Amnsa  Sartwell,  Alnjond  Beecher, 
William  Fletclier,  Duthan  Kingsbury,  Harrison  Moseley.  iSir,  Oliver 
Howell,  Lemuel  Hubbard,  Anson  Cummings,  John  White,  Levi  Wheelock. 
1812,  William  Harris,  William  xMcAllaster,  Daniel  Sterling,  Salmon  White> 
Warren  Streeter,  William  Randall,  Elkanah  Pattridge,  Iia  Ward,  Asher  Sey- 
mour, Roswell  Wilder,  Benjamin  Goodwin,  Elliott  Lynde,  Daniel  Gill,  Caleb 
Cheney,  Henry  C.  Baldwin,  James  Briggs,  Silas  Brooks,  Shailer  Beckwith, 
Silas  Ward,  Ezra  Cfiurch,  In  180S  Divid  Parisli,  an  eminent  banker  of 
Hamburg,  made  extensive  purchases  in  Northern  New  York,  including 
29,033  acres  in  this  town. 

Soc>n  after  this  purchase  great  alarm  was  spread  throughout  the  settlement 
by  the  misrepresentations  of  a  vicious-minded  person  who  had  previously 
been  employed  as  a  land  agent  in  St.  Lawrence  County.  With  no  apparent 
motive  but  a  morbid  love  of  rnischJef,  he  visited  some  of  the  settlers  and 
announced  that  fhcy  Jia<I  hok'  cJioin'-fd  masters^  and  would  soon  know  v/hat  it 
was  to  be  in  the  hands  of  a  iyraiit ;  that  their  dues  would  be  exacted  with 
vi?;or  ?i\v\  for/InvitJi,  or  the}'  would  be  stripped  of  their  property  and  turned 
off  destitute  from  their  homes.  This  announcement,  coming  from  one  of 
supposed  knowledge  of  such  affairs,  created  consternation  througliout  the 
settlement,  and  v/hen  they  v/ere  shortly  after  visited  by  Mr.  Joseph  Rosseel, 
agent  of  the  new  j^urchaser,  the  excitement  was  intense.  He  soon  succeeded 
in  restoring  confidence,  which  was  fumly  established  on  the  arrival  of  Mr, 
Parish,  who  visited  every  family  and  assured  theni  that  they  might  depend 
upon  any  indulgence  that  might  be  reasonably  asked.  The  sincerity  of  this 
promise  they  never  liad  reason  to  distrust. 

In  tSoS  a  party  of  militia  under  Captain  Tiniofn.y  Tamblin  was  stationed 
near  tl)e  interseclion  of  the  t  .vi  :  r.-  it  luads  leading  into  St.  j^awrence  County^ 
a  mile  north  of  Antwerp  v'li.ige,  to  preverit  snruggling  under  the  embargo 
law.    During  tlic  War  of  1812  a  company  of  regrilar  troops  vvas  stationed. 
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near  the  same  place,  ziid  also  for  the  purpore  of  preveiuing  smuggling  ini., 
the  country  from  Canada.  Much  ingenuity  was  exercised  in  evading  the 
vigilance  of  sentinels,  and  sometimes  with  great  success. 

At  a  special  town  meeting  held  July  2,  1S12,  to  lake  measures  considered 
necessary  in  consequence  of  the  war,  it  was  "  Resolved,  That  Samuel  Ran- 
dall, town  clerk,  shall  be  made  moderator.  Resolved,  That  there  be  buill 
a  fort  36  by  20,  the  lower  story,  and  upper  40  by  22,  for  the  securit)-  of 
the  inhi'bitants  of  said  town.  Resolved,  That  it  he  set  north  of  Indian 
River  30  rods,  in  front  of  Sylvius  Hoard's  house."  Joim  Howe,  Silas  Ward, 
and  Oliver  Hoard  were  appointed  a  building  committee;  50  cents  were 
to  be  allovved  for  a  day's  work,  to  be  paid  by  tax.  July  17  another 
special  meeting  was  held  for  the  purpose  of  devising  "  a  proper  method 
for  our  defense,  tiirough  a  tragedy  of  war  which  is  now  beginning  action  be- 
tween tiu"  United  States  aiid  Great  Britain,''  and  according- to  law  notice 
was  given  to  the  inhabitants  for  the  said  meeting,  to  be  held  at  the  house 
of  Fiancis  AlcMlaslcr,  inn-keeper.  A  similar  seiies  of  resolutions  were 
passed,  with  the  addition  il  clause  requiring  the  laborers  on  the  fort  to  work 
for  50  cents  a  day  and  board  themselves. 

In  the  spring  of  1S67  a  large  part  of  the  business  portion  of  the  village 
was  destro)  ed  by  fire,  a  circumstance  which  resulted  in  greatly  improving  the 
appearance  of  the  place,  as  the  buildings,  wliich  had  been  only  an  inferior 
class  of  v.'ood  structures,  v.-ere  replaced  with  brick  and  stone  blocks  of  good 
style. 

Oq  February  3,  1S89,  the  village  was  again  visited  by  a  disastrous  confla- 
gration, which  destroyed  the  business  portion  of  the  town,  leaving  only  two 
buildings  which  could  be  used  for  offices  and  stores.  About  ri  o'clock 
Sunday  night,  the  thermometer  registering  22  degrees  belov/  zero,  fire  was 
discovered  in  the  basement  of  P'^red  Spears's  drug  store,  and  t)efore  the 
flames  could  be  gut  under  control  over  $50,000  worth  of  property  had  been 
destroyed.  The  village  had  no  facilities  for  fighting  fire,  as  it  owned  neither 
engine  nor  rose.  t^^iiiiery  lu  the  village  was  run  by  an  engine  which 

had  a  force  pump  attached.  There  was  also  about  200  feet  of  hose  belong- 
ing to  the  tannery  which  could  be  used,  and  this  was  brought  into  play,  but 
it  was  not  sufficient  to  reach  all  the  burning  buildings.  About  two  hours 
after  tlie  fire  started  word  was  telephoned  to  Watertown  for  lielp.  An  ?ngine 
and  hose-cart  were  loaded  on  a  special  train  and  immediately  disi/atched, 
arriving  at  the  scene  about  3:30  a.  m.  By  the  breaking  of  a  cog-wheel  the 
engine  was  rendered  useless  a  few  minutes  after  starting.  The  hose  brought 
by  the  Watertown  firemen  proved  to  be  a  valuable  acquisition,  for  by  attach- 
ing it  to  the  tannery  pump  the  burning  property  v/as  reached  and  several 
buildings  saved  thiat  otlir-rwi.'-e  would  have  burned.  A\'hen  tiie.fire  was  dis- 
covered in  tlic  basement  of  Sp-eass's  di ug  sioie  it  had  made  Such  progiess 
that  nothing  couhl  be  done  to  save  either  th,e  store  or  tlie  Antwerp  bank. 
From  these  two  buildings  the  flames  communicated  to  Fuller's  restaurant, 
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v..  H.  Peiley's  drug  store,  and  Miss  A.  Beaman's  dry  asid  fancy  r/oods  store  in 
cuick  succe.-iraon.  As  ihe  fne  devoured  the  latter  place  the  wind  change.fl 
and  drove  the  flames  back  along  their  course,  which  had  so  far  been  through 
wooden  slructures,  to  the  brick  block  in  which  John  Burtis  kept  a  restaurant. 
\Villiarn  ]3entle}''s  dry  goods  store  followed  ;  then  j.  Winkler's  boot  and 
shoe  store,  the  Antwerp  Gazefte  office,  W.  S.  Smith's  grocery,  and  C.  B, 
Mall's  undertaking  rooms. 

Over  the  stores  were  the  offices  of  Dr.  Abell,  Dr.  Wood,  George  H.  Lathan, 
dentist,  and  that  of  Attorney  J.  C.  Trolan.  Mr,  Burtis  made  his  home  over 
the  restaurant,  and  IMrs.  Johnson  had  a  dressmaking  establishment  on  the 
second  floor.  The  ofiice  of  Dr.  W.  L.  Hartman  was  situated  in  the  block. 
Jolm  C.  Trolan 's  valuable  law  library  vras  completely  destroyed,  and  the 
medical  works,  comprising  libraiies  of  the  physicians  v/ho  were  located  in 
tlie  builJing,  were  burned.  The  Masonic  hall,  W.  1\.  Smith's  block  and 
slock  of  groceries,  Miss  Pauline  Mcintosh's  stock  of  millinery,  Hall  Broth- 
ers' stock  of  furniture,  an^l  the  goods  in  the  store  of  the  Jefferson  Iron  Com- 
pany were  more  or  less  damaged  by  vvater  and  smoke  and  haste  in  removal. 
The  total  insurance  on  the  property  destroyed  was  about  $31,500.  The 
young  lady  v.-ho  telephoned  the  Watertown  office  for  help  stuck  to  the  tele- 
phone until  her  face  was  scorched  by  the  heat,  but  she  got  her  message 
through  and  received  an  answer  before  she  left  her  post. 

At  this  writing  (October,  iSvSq)  these  buildings  are  all  replaced  with  nearly- 
completed  and  much  better  stone  and  brick  buildings  than  those  destroyed. 
In  addition  to  those  there  is  also  in  process  of  construction  a  brick  block 
93  65  feet.  It  is  located  on  the  corner  of  Main  and  Van  Buren  streets^ 
and  contains  four  stores  and  a  large  public  hall.  It  is  the  pro{)erty  of  Fred 
Y.  Spears,  Charles  L.  Dilienbeck,  George  and  Daniel  Alton,  and  William  T. 
Jjentley,  and  is  known  as  the  Opera  House  block.*  The  new  block  by  E.  P. 
Perley  and  Cassius  Marsh  is  of  brick,  ornamented  with  Gouverneur  marble 
and  P(;tsdam  sandstone.  It  is  in  three  stories,  and  will  contain  the  Pcley 
drug  store  and  the  Marsh  shoe  store,  the  Odd  Fellows  hall,  the  ofiice  of  Dr. 
I.  H.  Abell,  and  the  dental  oftke  of  G.  H.  Lathan, 

In  1S80  the  board  of  town  officers,  tlien  consisting  of  H.  H.  Bent,  super- 
visor ;  Jo'in  F.  Cook,  William  N.  Johnson,  M.  M.  Gillett,  and  Daniel  W. 
Spragoe,  justices  of  the  peace  ;  and  James  W.  Van  Slyke,  town  clerk,  de 
cided  to  build  a  stone  bridge  across  Indian  River  on  Main  street,  and 
appropriated  $6,000  for  that  purpose.  The  bridge  was  built  by  Howard 
.Sterling,  who  was  then  highway  commissioner  of  the  town  of  Antwerp.  It  is 
a  massive  double  arch  of  heavy  blocks  of  limestone  laid  in  Rosendale  cement, 

Martin  L.  Willaid,  the  postmaster  at  Antwerp,  possesses  an  interesting  old 
docum  ji^t.  It  :s  the  commission  of  an  ancestor  as  cn])tain  in  ^the  colonial 
trooj.is  of  King  George  II.,  and  is  higiily  ])rizeu  by  tlie  fanvily.     It  rends: —

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The  Congrcgai'ionai  Church  of  Antwerp^  lov:aiei.l  in  Antwei  j)  village,  was 
<)r  ■'anized  1819,  by  Rev.  ]s:'.ac  Clinton,  tiicn  principal  of  the  acadeniy  at 
Lowville.  The  first  house  c>f  worship  was  built  of  wood  in  1833.  The  pres- 
ent structure,  which  is  one  of  the  nnest  church  buildings  in  this  section  of 
trie  state,  was  built  of  stone  in  1S76,  at  a  cost  of  $20,000.  It  will  comfort- 
ably scat  400  persons,  and  is  now  valued,  including  grounds  and  other  prop- 
erty^ at  $2  I, coo.  The  present  number  of  members  is  188,  under  the  pas- 
toral charge  of  Rev.  C.  M.  Westlake.  The  Sunday  school  has  a  member- 
ship of  120,  and  an  average  attendance  of  90  scholars  and  teachers. 

The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  located  in  Antwerp  village,  was  organ- 
ized in  July,  1S63,  by  Rev.  Darius  Simons,  the  first  pastor,  with  about  20 
members.  The  first  iiOuse  of  worship,  a  brick  structure,  was  dedicated  Feb- 
ruary I,  1872,  and  was  destroyed  b}'  fire  January  5,  1S77.  Tlie  present 
building,  also  of  brick,  wns  dedicated  December  1S77,  It  has  a  seating 
capacity  for  375  persons,  cosl  $12,000,  and  is  now  valued,  including  grounds, 
at  $8, 000.  The  present  ineinbership  is  100,  and  Rev.  Charles  W.  Erooks  is 
tlieir  pastor.    The  Sunda\ -school  has  a  membership  of  about  100. 

llie  Ox  Bo:i>  Presbyterian  Church,  located  at  0  \  Bow  village,  was  organ- 
ized May  15,  1820,  with  Abraham  Cooper,  Abraham  Lewis,  Reuben  Streeter, 
James  Ormiston,  James  Douglass,  Oren  Matthews,  Percival  Ha^vley,  and 
Abner  Bentoi,  trustees.  At  its  organization  it  had  about  40  members,  and 
Rev.  James  Sanford  was  installed  pistor  Septen)ber  5,  1820.  The  people 
worshiped  in  a  brick  school-house,  on  the  lot  where  the  present  church  now 
stands,  until  1839,  when  the  prt^sent  buildirig  was  erected,  of  stone,  40  by  50 
feet,  and  originally  cost  about  $2,200.  In  186  i  it  was  enlarged  and  remod- 
elled, 25  feet  being  added  to  the  length,  the  whole  costing  about  $3,000.  It 
has  a  sccitirig  capacity  of  about  400,  and  is  valued,  including  grounds  and 
other  jjropeiLy,  at  abou*.  ''F5.0C0.  The  criurch  is  now  without  a  pastor,  and 
the  present  membersliip  is  124. 

The  First  M'cfhoilist  Eh'  sc:  pal  Church  of  Ox  l^.ow  was  organized  in  1S72, 
by  Rev.  Samuel  Clark,  the  first  pastor,  Vvith  12  members.  The  house  of 
worslup  was  formerly  an  old  store,  and  was  remodelled  into  a  church  in  1873. 
It  is  of  stone,  will  comfortably  seat  200  persons,  and  cost  $4,100.  Tlie  pres- 
ent value  of  the  church  property,  including  buildings  and  grounds,  is  $6,000. 
The  church  now  has  60  members,  and  Rev.  \V.  Mernfield  is  pastor. 

The  Roman  Catholic  Church. — The  R'joian  Catholic  form  of  worship  was 
commenced  in  Antwerp  in  March,  1849,  ^--^  which  time  that  denomination 
purchased  of  Mr.  Parish  tlie  brick  church  which  he  had  built  in  1816  for 
the  use  of  the  town.  The  building,  which  had  cost  nearly  $ro,ooo,  v/as  sold 
to  them  for  $600. 

//  Baptist  Society  w?.s  organized  in  Antwerp  in  1S24,  and  continued  to 
worship  here  until  1S65.  I'heir  liouse  of  worship  vras  afterwards  occupied 
by  the  Methodist  Protestant  Society  of  Antwerp.

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WILLIAM  MCALLASTER. 

William  ^.icA'laster  was  born  in  Antrim,  X.  IL,  Marcli  6,  1792.  His. 
father,  Richard  jNlcAllaster,  was  an  Irishman;  his  mother,  Susan,  sScotcli. 
They  were  hisjhly  respected  in  the  community,  and  until  WilHani  was  13 
years  of  age  in  easy  circumstances.  Then  misfo]  tune  came  and  swept  away 
the  results  of  years  of  industry  and  frugality.  The  times  were  hard  and  the 
exigencies  of  the  case  demanded  vigorous  action  on  the  part  of  Richard,  and 
one  of  the  measures  he  took  to  relieve  himself  and  family  from  the  pressure 
of  want  was  to  bind  William  under  the  apprentice  lav.s,  then  existing  in  that 
state,  to  a  neighboring  farmer  for  a  term  of  years.  At  the  age  of  18,  finding 
himself  at  liberty  and  on  the  world,  with  only  a  small  amount  of  money  in 
his  pocket,  U'llliam  packed  his  scanty  wardrobe  in  a  bundle,  and  taking  it 
upon  his  back  set  out  upon  a  long  march  through  the  wilderness,  hardly 
knowing  whither  he  was  going,  but  carrying  in  liis  breast  a  stout  heart  and 
in  his  vigorous  frame  the  health  and  strength  requisite  to  a  successful  encoun- 
ter with  fate  however  obstinate  she  might  prove.  Of  the  length  of  time  con- 
sumed or  the  hardships  and  privations  endured  upon  this  journey  we  can  say 
nothing  ;  but  vve  knov/  that  upon  reaching  Antwerp  he  found  little  or  nothing  to 
doj  and  so  continued  his  journey  to  Ogdensburg.  Here  he  obtained  employ- 
ment of  Mr.  Ford,  the  builder  of  the  State  road,  one  season.  Returning  to 
New  Hampshire  he  came  again  to  Antwerp,  bringing  with,  him  his  parents  and 
one  brother  and  five  sisters.  The  journey  was  performed  v^-ith  a  yoke  of  cattle 
and  a  two-v,heeled  cart.  On  arriving  at  Antwerp  village  Richard  immediately 
set  about  the  erection  of  a  house  on  a  site  now  vrithin  the  Inmits  of  Hoyt  street, 
just  in  the  rear  of  the  nev.-  Congregational  Church.  Richard  and  Susan  died 
in  1S13,  thei:  graves  being  among  the  first  dug  in  the  old  burying-ground  on 
the  liill.  In  the  meantime  William,  was  laboring  hard  at  small  vs-ages  on  the 
turnpike,  which  vras  then  being  built  from  Antwerp  village  to  the  Ox  Bow. 
Subsequently  he  was  elected  constable  and  collector.  As  collector  he  com- 
pelled Parish  to  pay  his  taxes  in  Antwerp  instead  of  Albany,  somewhat  against 
the  gentleman's  inclination,  but  Wiliiain's  energy  and  promptness  in  th.e  mat- 
ter pleased  the  wealthy  land-owner  and  he  subsequcnll}'  made  the  young  man 
his  agent.  In  182S  he  married  Nancy  Stovvell,  a  lady  who  came  to  Antwerp 
in  1809  from  Nev,'  Hampshire,  and  who  was  born  January  6,  1804.  Of  this 
marriage  were  born  four  children,  William  P.,  George  D.,  Oliver  R.,  and 
Major.  Of  these  only  George  D.  is  now  living.  Maj(jr  died  while  young, 
and  William  P.  and  Oliver  while  engaged  in  the  service  of  the  United  States 
in  the  war  of  1S61-65.  The  Grand  Army  Post  at  Antwerp  bears  the  name  of 
Oliver.  Hon.  George  D.  McAliaster  has  served  one  term  in  the  legislature, 
au'l  has  been  several  times  supervisor  of  his  to  '-n. 

William  .\I cAlIabter  continued  a^  Parish's  agent  until  liis  land  v/as  all  sold 
and  he  ceased  to  do  business  in  the  town.  For  many  years  lie  managed  the 
whole  of  that  gentleman's  business  in  this  section  with  satisfaction  to  his  em- 
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pliiyer.  In  1S28  he  purchased  550  acres  of  Parish,  and  this  he  kept  until 
his  death.  Pie  was  elected  to  the  Assembly  in  1840,  arid  for  one  year  was 
supervisor  of  his  town.  During  the  latter  part  of  his  life  he  dealt  in  real 
estate  and  personal  property.

BROWNVILLE  was  formed  from  Leyden,  April  i,  1S02,  and  was  named 
in  honor  of  its  founder  and  first  settler,  Jacob  Brown,  who  afterwards 
became  major-general  in  the  United  States  arm}'.  The  town  origi- 
nally embraced  all  that  portion  north  of  Black  River  from  a  line  running  from 
the  northwest  corner  of  Champion,  north  45  degrees  east  to  the  southwesterly 
bounds  of  the  county  of  St.  Lawrence.  Le  Ray  was  taken  off  in  1806  ;  Byrne  in 
1818;  Pamelia  in  18 19;  and  Orleans  and  a  part  of  Alexandria  in  182  i.  It  is 
situated  on  the  north  side  of  Black  River  and  Black  BJvei  Bay,  which  separate 
it  from  Hounsfield  and  Waiertown,  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Clayton  and 
Orleans,  on  the  cast  by  Pamelia,  on  the  west  by  Lake  Ontario,  and  on  t'le 
northwest  by  Gufnn's  Bay  (an  arm  of  Ciiaumont  B>ay)  and  the  town  of  Lyme. 
The  present  limits  of  the  town  include  33.994  acres.  Railroad  facilities  are 
afforded  by  the  R.,  W.  &  O.  Railroad,  which  passes  through  the  town,  with 
statioiis  at  Brown ville  village  and  Limerick. 

The  first  town  meeting  was  held  at  the  liouse  of  Samuel  and  Jacob  Brown, 
and  adjourned  to  Brown  ville  Hotel,  March  i,  1803,  at  v/hich  the  following 
town  oflicers  were  elected;  Jacob  Brown,  supervisor  ;  Isaac  Collins,  clerk ; 
John  W.  Collins,  Richard  Smith,  and  Peter  Pratt,  assessors;  J.  W.  Collins, 
Ozias  Preston,  Samuel  Starr,  commissioners  of  highways;  O.  Preston,  Rich- 
ardson Avery,  Henry  A.  Delamater,  Samuel  Brown,  Benjamin  Brown,  Will- 
iam Rogers,  Abijah  Putnam,  fence  viewers  ;  S.  Brown,  S.  vStarr^  overseers  of 
the  poor;  S.  Brown,  Sanford  Langworthy,  Caleb  J.  Ilates^  Sylvanus  Fish, 
H.  A.  Delamater,  Frederick  Sprague,  George  Waftie,  Ethni  Evans,  pathmas- 
ters  ;  J.  W.  Collins,  H.  A.  Delarnater,  and  S.  Browri,  pou.ndmasters. 

Prior  to  1788  these  lands  weie  in  the  possession  of  the  Oneida  Indians  of 
the  Iroquois  Confederacy.  In  September  of  that  year  the  Oneidas,  by  treaty, 
conveyed,  for  a  consideration,  the  greater  part  of  their  lands  to  the  state. 
The  United  States  confirmed  this  treaty  November  11,  1794.  In  1791  Alex- 
ander Macomb  bargained  for  a  large  tract  embracing  this  section,  and  in 
1792  employed  William  Constable  to  sell  lands  in  Europe.  April  12,  1793, 
Constable  etfected  a  sale  of  210,000  acres  of  this  land  to  Peter  Chassanis,  of 
Paris  ;  and  Chassanis  a])pointed  Rodolph  Tillier,  of  New  York,  to  manage  and 
sell  this  property. 

Macomb's  tract  No.  4  was  surveyed  in  1796  by  C.  C.  Broadhead,  assisted 
by  Jonas  Smith,  Ti:not!iy  Wheeler,  Joshua  N'orthrup,  Elias  .Marvin,  Jolm 
^'oimg.  Isaac  Le  Fcvie,  l-dijah  P)lake,  SiUiUiel  Tuppcr,  Eiiakim  Ilamniond, 
and  Abraham  B.  Smede,  each  witli  a  corps  of  assistants,  and  the  whole  hav- 
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inj  a  general  camp  or  rendezvous  at  Pillar  Point,  at  a  place  called  Peck's 
Cove,  near  where  t'le  Chassanis  line  crosses  the  bay. 

Wiien  Chassanis  first  arranged  for  this  tract  of  land  it  was  proposed  to 
divide  it  into  lots  of  50  acres  each,  giving  title  and  possession  of  one  lot  to 
each  purchaser,  and  reserving  for  each  purchaser  another  lot  of  50  acres, 
of  which  he  was  not  to  come  into  possession  until  a  future  period.  Provision 
was  also  made  for  two  cities,  one  of  which  was  to  be  located  between  Brown- 
ville  and  Dexter ;  600  acres  were  set  aside  for  that  purpose,  to  be  called  the 
'-city  of  Basle." 

The  surface  of  Brownville  is  level  or  gently  undulating.  The  soil  is  sandy 
or  clayey  loam.  Sulphate  of  barytes  is  found  on  Pillar  Point,  and  the  vein 
has  been  worked  to  some  extent  for  lithic  paint.  Upon  the  west  bank  of 
I'erch  River,  a  few  rods  below  Limerick,  is  a  cave  extending  150  yards  into 
tiie  bank  and  30  feet  below  the  surface.  Perch  River  enters  the  tovv-n  in  the 
northeast  corner,  and  taking  a  southwesterly  direction  empties  into  Black  River 
Bay.  It  is  a  dull,  sluggish  stream,  and  the  lay  of  the  land  along  its  course 
is  flat  and  in  many  places  marshy.  A  dam  was  built  at  Limerick  at  an 
early  day,  but  it  was  found  to  overflow  the  flats  above  and  render  them  un- 
healthful,  when  it  was  removed  by  order  of  the  court,  and  afterwards  built  be- 
low. 

Brownville,  in  181 2,  was  about  24  riiiles  north  and  south,  and  i:iearly  the 
same  in  breadth.  The  village  contained  at  that  time  about  20  houses,  sev- 
eral stores,  a  school-house,  a  grain  and  a  saw-mill,  and  a  distillery. 

In  1820  the  village  contained  about  60  dwellings,  a  stone  church,  school- 
house,  two  grist-mills,  three  saw-mills,  one  fuUing-niill,  one  carding  machine, 
a  woolen  factory,  a  cotton  factory  with  1,000  spindles,  a  rolling  and  sliiting- 
rnill,  a  trip-hammer  and  nail  factory,  and  a  number  of  stores;  and  there  were 
besides  these  in  tiie  town  five  grist-mills,  seven  saw-mills,  one  fulling-mill, 
two  distilleries,  and  33  asheries.    There  were  15  school  districts. 

In  1S80  Brov.'iiville  had  a  population  of  2,624.  Tl^e  town  is  located  in  the 
first  school  district  of  Jefferson  County,  and  in  18S8  had  20  school  districts, 
in  which  24  teachers  were  employed  28  weeks  or  more.  There  were  632 
scholars  attending  school,  and  the  aggregate  days  attendance  during  the  year 
^''^-^  57)5^9-  The  total  value  of  school  buildings  and  sites  was  $16,600, 
v.-hile  the  assessed  valuation  of  all  the  districts  was  $1,654,733.  The  v/hole 
ainount  raised  for  school  purposes  was  $5,913.19.  $3,194.39  of  which  was 
received  by  local  tax.    S.  Whitford  Maxson  was  school  commissioner. 

Brownvillk  village,  a  station  on  the  R.,  W.  &  O.  Railroad,  was  incorpo- 
rated A[)ril  5,  102S.  It  is  located  on  Black  River,  four  miles  from  Watertown, 
lias  tele[)hone,  telegraph,  and  American  i^xpress  offices,  one  hotel,  several 
churches,  three  or  four  paper  arid  pulp-milis,  a  foundry  and  niachine  shop, 
tA'o  l)!acksav;th  shops,  shoe  shops,  hnTn.f viinaker,  livery  stable,  a  general 
store,  two  groceries,  a  dry  goods  store,  and  a  population  of  about  600.  Many 
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of  the.  residences  and  o;her  buildings  are  constructed  of  stone,  which  give 
the  village  an  ancient  anpfarance. 

Dex  I'KU  is  an  incorporated  village  and  postoftice,  situated  at  the  mouth  of 
Black  River,  from  which  it  derives  a  valuable  water-power,  and  one  and  a  half 
miles  from  the  station  on  the  R.,  W.  &  O.  Railroad  at  Limerick.  It  has 
telegrapli,  telephone,  and  express  offices,  four  churches,  three  pulp-mills,  two 
paper-mills,  a  sash,  door,  and  blind  factory,  two  grist-miils,  saw-mill,  wool- 
carding-mill,  three  general  stores,  drug  store,  several  groceries,  meat  markets, 
restaurants,  dressmakers,  wheelwrights,  blacksmiths,  etc.,  and  about  700 
inhabitants.  The  postoffice  was  established  here  in  1836,  and  the  village 
was  incorporated  May  8,  1855,  under  general  law,  and  amended  by  special 
act  April  15,  1857,  and  January  28,  1865.  It  is  one  of  the  most  enterpris- 
ing villages  in  the  county,  and  will  doubtless  grow  in  importance.  Steps 
have  been  taken  towards  erecting  a  large  summer  hotel  here,  which  tlie 
healthful  and  desirable  location  of  the  village  warrants. 

Limerick  is  a  postoftice  and  station  orj  the  R  ,  W.  &  O.  Railroad,  eight 
miles  from  Watertown.  It  is  located  on  Perch  River,  has  telephone,  tele- 
graph, and  American  Express  ofiices,  a  hotel,  store,  a  few  shops,  and  about 
75  inhabitants. 

Perch  River  (p.  o.)  is  a  small  hamlet  on  the  river  of  the  same  name,  and 
is  located  in  the  northern  part  of  the  town.  At  an  early  day  it  was  known 
as  Moffat tville.  It  has  telejjhone  and  express  ofirces,  a  church,  a  few  shops, 
and  about  a  dozen  dwellings. 

PiLL.AR  Point  (p.  o.)  is  located  in  the  southern  part  of  the  town  on  Black 
River  Bay,  opposite  Sackets  Harbor.  It  owes  its  name  to  the  appearance 
of  certain  rocks  along  the  shore  in  this  part  of  the  town,  which  the  action  of 
the  water  has  left  standing,  partly  supported.  A  church,  a  few  shops,  and 
about  two  do.zen  dwellings  are  located  heic. 

Onia)io  Paper  Co.,  G.  W.  Knowlton,  president  ;  S.  F.  Bagg,  vice-presi- 
dent ;  E.  p..  Sterling,  secretary  aiul  treasurer,  n^.anufacturcG  ncvs  paper 
and  wood  pulp.  Employment  is  furnished  to  100  persons  at  tViis  mill^  which 
is  one  of  the  largest  and  best  equip[)ed  paper  mills  in  the  state.  It  is  situated 
on  Black  River,  three  and  a  half  miles  from  Waterto.vn,  in  the  town  of  Brown- 
ville.  The  mill  has  an  excellent  water-power,  and  uses  ten  six-feet  vvater- 
wheels  and  two  1,500-lb.  and  six  f,ooo-lb.  engines  to  furnish  motive  power. 
The  mill  has  in  successful  operation  one  S6-inch  and  one  96-inch  paper  machme, 
on  which  is  manufactured  20  tons  of  nev.'s  paper  every  24  liours  ;  also  eight  pulp 
and  six  wet  machines,  which  turn  out  16  tons  of  wood  pulp  in  the  same. time. 

C.  R.  Ran'uigtoiL  Soii s  paper  and piilp-7)iill. — This  mill  is  located  on 
Black  River,  tliree  miles  below  Watertown,  in  the  town  of  Brownville,  and 
gives  employment  to  75  men.  Remington  Son  have  the  whole  of  Black 
River  for  a  v.-ater  |;0\.'er,  witbi  a  good  fall,  Vvdiich  furnishes  a  good  head. 
Eight  six-foot  wheels  are  used  for  a  motive  power,  together  with  one  Jordan 
and  four   700-lb.   engines,    'i'he  mill  has  one  86-inch  Fourdrinier  paper 
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tr»acliinc,  which  makes  eight  tons  of  news  paper  every  24  honrs;  also  ci^ht 
puip  ar.d  four  wet  machines,  from  which  is  manuiactured  15  tons  of  wood 
j>u!p  eve  ry  24  hours. 

7>/<f  Dexter  Sulphite  Pulp  and  Paper  Co. — The  Ontario  woolen-mills 
were  built  in  1838  at  a  cost  of  $150,000.  In  1868  the  mills  were  closed,  and 
in  18S7  were  purchased  by  the  Dexter  Sulphite  Pulp  and  Paper  Co.,  and 
coiA'erted  into  a  wood-pulp  and  paper-mill.  The  officers  of  the  company 
are  C.  E.  Campbell,  president  ;  E.  F.  Bermingham,  secretary  and  treasurer; 
James  A.  Outterson,  superinten  lent. 

The  Outterso7i  Paper  Co>npany  is  located  at  Brownville  village.  J,  T.  Out- 
terson, president;  C.  E.  Outterson,  first  vice-president;  J.  A.  Outterson, 
second  vice-president  ;  J.  T.  Waller,  secretary  and  treasurer. 

The  Fronlenic  Paper  Company  is  locited  in  the  village  of  Dexter.  C.  E. 
Campbell,  president  ;  J.  h.  Ojtterson,  vice-president  ;  F.  VV.  Spicer,  secre- 
tary and  treasurer;  II.  S.  Rice,  supcrinleiuk-nt. 

The  St.  Lawrence  Paper  Company  is  located  at  Dexter  with  a  capital  stock 
of  $60,000.  The  ofilcers  are  Hon.  Henry  Binninger,  of  Dexter,  president  ; 
Charles  M.  Otis,  of  Watertown,  vice-president ;  Joseph  Green,  of  Water- 
town,  secretary  and  treasurer. 

The  Dexter  jjourin^-viill  was  built  of  wood  in  1875.  by  Whitney  &  Fran- 
<:is,  at  a  cost  of  $10,000,  and  wvas  conducted  by  them  for  seven  years,  when 
it  was  purchased  by  Dodge  cK:  Osborn,  who  ran  it  two  years.  The  present 
proprietors  are  Osborn  &  Cook.  It  has  a  turbine  wheel,  and  is  the  only  cus- 
tom 11  )uring-mill  in  the  to>.vn  of  Brownville. 

Pinninger  Q>>  Sirainge  s  planing- viill  and  sash  and  blind  factory.,  located  at 
Dexter  village,  was  built  by  Henry  Binninger,  who  is  now  one  of  the  proprie- 
tors. 

Leonard^  Gilmore&Cd's  sash  and  blind  factory,  \oc2.\e(:\  Dexter,  was 
built  by  Edgar  Leonard  in  1862.  The  machinery  is  run  by  water-power  and 
a  prosperous  business  is  done. 

Reeves  6^  Taylor  s  cheese  factory,  located  near  Pillar  Point,  was  built  in 
1885,  by  James  .\.  Reeves  and  Andrew  Taylor.  It  has  an  annual  capacity 
of  50  tons  of  cheese. 

This  town  was  first  explored,  with  a  view  of  settlement,  by  Jacob  Brown,* 


*  Jacob  Brown  was  bora  in  Pennsylvania  in  May,  1775,  of  Quaker  parentage.  lie  died 
in  the  city  of  Washincr^on,  in  February.  iS23.  lie  was  .^irst  a  school  teacher,  tlien  a  land 
^iu^ve\o^,  and  finaliy  became  a  lawyer.  While  General  Hamilton  v.-as  acting  chief  cotn- 
maiuler  of  the  army  intended  to  fight  the  French  in  179S,  I'rov/n  was  his  secret.iry.  ile 
Sealed  upon  lands  he  had  purchased  upon  the  black  River,  and  v^•as  the  founder  of  l^rown- 
viUe.  He  became  a  county  judge,  a  militia  general,  and  was  placed  in  command  of  the 
lU'rihern  frontier  of  New  York  in  is  12.  lie  performed  en. incut  s-^rvice  during  tiie  war, 
r;:;d  ■.■e;<'ived  the  tiianks  of  Coiigress  and  a.  g'do  nif.-d.ii.  He  w.iS  nui'le  gcncral-in-c iuef  of 
ih-c  army  in  1S21.    At  his  death  ins  remains  were  buried  ia  Congrer>sionai  burying-ground. 
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afterwards  a  distinguished  citizen,  who,  while  teaching  sch.ool  in  New  York, 
had  met  with  Rodolph  Tillier,  the  general  agent  for  the  Chaf>sanis  lands,  anii 
was  induced  to  purchase  a  large  tract  and  become  the  agent  for  commenc- 
ing a  settlement,  at  a  time  when  the  difliculties  attending  such  an  enterprise 
were  very  great.  Having  engaged  in  this  business  he  repaired,  in  1799,  to 
the  location  of  the  French  company,  at  the  High  Falls,  and  made  several 
journeys  to  Utica,  when,  having  completed  his  arrangements,  and  collected 
provisions  at  the  Long  Falls,  he,  in  March,  1799,  passed  down  the  old  French 
road,  in  company  of  three  or  four  hired  men,  and  happening  to  reach  the 
river  at  the  mouth  of  Phiiomel  Creek,  he  was  charmed  at  the  prospect  of  a 
water-power,  apparently  perennial,  and  at  once  decided  upon  stopping  here. 
He  commenced  clearing  land,  having  sent  for  his  father's  family,  who  started 
on  the  2 2d  of  April,  from  Backs  County,  Pa.,  and  after  stopping  a  few  days 
at  New  York  and  Schenectady,  and  hiring  at  Utica  an  extra  boat,  at  length 
arrived  at  the  location  on  May  17,  1799,  having  been  nearly  three  weeks  on 
the  road.  Ceo'ge  Brown,  a  relative,  came  on  in  the  same  company,  with  a 
part  of  his  family,  making,  v.'ith  the  boatmen,  a  party  of  nearly  20.  The 
boatmen  soon  returned,  leaving  one  boat  that  served  the  means  of  communi- 
cation with  Kingston,  whence  they  derived  most  of  their  provisions,  the  stock 
left  at  Long  Falls  having  been  sold.  When  this  com{)any  had  arrived  the 
first  had  cleared  a  small  piece  and  got  up  the  body  of  a  log  house,  20  feet 
square,  which  occupied  a  site  in  the  village.  The  same  season  a  log  house 
was  erected,  25  by  30  feet,  and  two  stories  high.  Thi.s  v/as  not  completed 
for  occupation,  however,  till  the  spring  of  180 1.  In  the  fall  of  iSoo  a  saw- 
mill was  built  at  the  mouth  of  Philomel  Creek,  the  millwrights  being  Noah 
Durrin  and  Ebenezer  Hills,  and  late  in  the  fall  a  grist-mill  was  built  for  Mr. 
Brown  by  Ethni  Evans,  afterwards  the  pioneer  of  Evans  Mills.  In  1799  a 
great  num.ber  came  in  to  look  for  lands,  many  of  whom  selected  farms  on 
Perch  River,  and  between  that  place  and  Brownville.  Among  these  were 
John  W.  Collins,  Richardson  Avery,  Nathan  i'^rish,  Horace  ALithr^-s,  and 
otheis.  In  the  summer  of  1800  a  great  number  settled,  and  the  clearrngs- 
had  extended  from  the  bank  of  the  river  nearly  half  a  mile.  The  first  settlers 
on  Perch  River  incurred  an  obligation  to  clear  a  certain  amount  of  land  and 
erect  a  cabin. 

About  iSco  Jacob  Brown  brought  to  his  new  hom.e  a  bride.  Her  n  aiden 
name  was  Pamelia  Williams,  daughter  of  Captain  Judge  Williams,  of  Williams- 
town,  a  lady  who  proved  herself  in  every  way  worthy  of  her  distinguished  hus- 
band. During  the  same  year  Charles  Welch  and  Otis  Britton.  from  Remsen, 
settled  here.  They  took  a  job  of  chopping  out  a  road  from  a  point  on  the 
river,  at  Bro\vn\ille,  to  the  ferry  at  Chaumont,  a  distance  of  10  miles.  They 
began  their  job  in  November,  but  before  it  was  completed  a  h.eavy  fall  of 
snobs'  caiTic;  t;ii'ir  shoes  were  worn  out.  I'liey  could  get  no  oth.ers,  and  were 
obliged  to  finisii  their  work  and  travel  to  Herkimer  County,  a  distance  of 
more  than  80  miles,  in  their  bare  feet.    Before  leaving,  hov/ever,  they  assisted^ 
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Situuel  Britton,  an  uncle  of  Otis,  to  put  up  the  body  of  a  log  house.  By 
:,.";r;e  niisha})  Otis  had  his  leg  broken,  and  was  drawn  on  an  ox  sled  to  Floyd^ 
ri).irlcs  preceding  the  team  with  his  axe  to  clear  the  road.  The  following 
j.il!  Charles  Welch  married  Eunice,  daughter  of  Moses  Cole,  of  Newport,, 
and  they  settled  in  this  town  and  commenced  house -keeping  in  the  little  log 
r:ib,in  built  by  the  Browns  and  used  for  a  smoke-house.  Nathan,  twin 
I'Tother  of  Charles,  came  in  with  him,  and  they  took  up  a  farm  in  the  Parish 
ni'iiihborhood,  where  a  son  was  born  to  Charles  and  Eunice,  the  first  white 
(ihiul  born  in  the  new  town  north  of  Black  River,  and  named  Charles.. 
Charles  Welch  afterwards  settled  on  Prospect  hill.  - 

The  first  bridge  at  Bicwnville  was  built  by  Oliver  Bartholomew,  at  the 
mouth  of  Philomel  Creek,  in  the  summer  of  1802,  and  the  price,  $1,000^ 
was  raised  by  subscription.  This  bridge  vs'as  earned  off  by  the  great  liood  in 
vie  sirring  of  1806,  and  was  rebuilt  by  Mr.  Bartholomew  and  his  sons  in  1807^ 
on  the  site  of  the  present  bridge. 

The  fust  public  house  in  Brown ville  was  built  by  Jeremiaii  Phelps,  in  1S05, 
on  the  site  of  the  present  stone  hotel.  The  latter  was  built  about  1820,  by 
Henry  Caswell  and  a  Mr.  Emerson,  who  soon  afterward  sold  it  to  a  company 
made  up  of  William  Lord,  H.  Lawrence,  W.  S.  El)',  E.  Kirby,  I.  Shields, 
and  John  E.  Brown.  In  1805  John  Brown  (afterwards  Judge  Brown)  bought 
the  lands  on  the  south  side  of  the  river  and  built  the  mills  there;  and  in  1806 
l!\e  first  dam  was  thrown  across  the  river  at  that  place.  In  1S05  Samuel 
Starr  built  a  log  distillery  down  by  the  brook  near  his  house,  where  was  made 
Ifie  fn-sl  whisky  in  town.  Nathaniel  Peck  married  a  daughter  of  Mr.  Starr 
and  was  in  company  Vv^ith  him  in  the  manufacture  of  whisky;  he  afterwards 
removed  the  distillery  to  what  was  known  as  the  Nathaniel  Peck  farm. 

Alexander  iVfoffatt,  or  ''Conkcy,"  as  he  was  called,  was  the  first  settler  in 
the  vicinity  of  Limerick,  about  1805.  A  M.r.  Smith,  Samuel  Shelley,  and 
Isaac  Day  v.'cre  also  early  settlers  here.  Mr.  Shelley  once  owned  a  mill  at 
Litncrick. 

Among  the  early  settlers  in  the  neighborhood  of  Pillar  Point  were  Horatio 
Sprague,  Eleazar  Ball,  Peter  and  Solomon  Ingalls,  I\Ir.  Sherwin,  Eliphalet  Peck, 
Isaac  Luther,  Mr.  Barlingame,  FJaniel  Ackennan,  Jere.  Carpenter,  Jesse 
Stone,  George  Rounds,  James  Douglass,  Plenry  Adams,  Samuel  Reed,  Mr. 
Fulsom,  Luther  Reed,  and  Henry  Ward.  Samuel  Knap  bought  and  cleared 
uj>  150  acres  of  land  on  the  road  to  Limerick.  Jere.  Phelps,  David  Lyttle, 
and  Solomon  Stone  located  at  Dexter,  and  later  Mr.  Willis  and  Jere.  Wine- 
gar,  and  still  later  Kendall  Hursley,  Joshua  Eaton,  Jesse  Babcock,  Sylvanus 
Pool,  John  T.Wood,  James  A.  Bell,  Solomon  Moyer,  John  P.  Shelley,  and 
others. 

After  the  erection  of  Jefferson  County  a  strenuous  effort  v/as  n^.adeby  Mr. 
I'rown  and  others  to  have  tlie  county  buildings  located  here  ;  but  a  greater 
5nr^:ence  was  brought  to  l)eai  in  favor  of  Walertown,  andtliat  village  was  se- 
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lected  as  the  county  seat,  greatly  to  the  disappointnient  of  the  settlers  in 
Brown  ville. 

In  i8o2  there  were  six  frame  and  four  log  houses  in  the  village  of  Brown- 
ville.  In  1S07  there  were  in  the  town  8r  legal  voters,  with  proper  qualifications. 
The  bounties  on  wolves  ranged  between  $5  and  $25  between  1806  and  1821. 
During  the  same  years  fox  bounties  were  from  50  cents  to  $2.50.  In 
1806  a  bounty  of  $ro,  and  in  1807  of  $5,  was  offered  for  panthers. 

The  navigation  of  the  mouth  (jf  Black  River,  up  as  far  as  Brownville,  w^as  a 
subject  of  much  importance  in  the  early  days.  It  was  thought  that  by  mak- 
ing the  river  navigable  to  Brownville  it  would  be  made  a  port  of  entry  for  the 
commerce  of  the  lakes,  and  a  shipping  port  for  the  produce  of  the  country. 
In  1810  the  legislature  passed  an  act  to  improve  the  navigation  of  the  mouth 
of  the  river  up  to  Brownville.  With  so  good  a  harbor  and  port  as  was  af- 
forded by  the  bay  at  Sackets  Harbor  the  project  failed.  June  5,  i8jo,  the 
Black  River  Navigation  Con)pany  was  formed.  The  object  of  the  company 
v/as  the  construction  of  locks  at  the  rapids  in  the  river  at  Fish  Island  {now 
Dexter).  In  1815  wooden  locks  were  built  of  capacity  sufficient  to  allow 
the  passage  of  Durham  boats.  About  182S,  these  wooden  locks  having  de- 
cayed, they  were  replaced  by  stone  ones, 

April  10,  iSio,  a  post  route  was  established  from  Utica,  by  Whitestown, 
Rome,  Camden,  Adams,  and  Sickets  Harbor^  to  Brownville;  and  another 
from  Harrisburg,  by  Champion,  Watertov/n,  and  Brownville,  to  Port  Putnam; 
ApTil  30,  tSi6,  from  Brownville  to  Cape  Vincent;  June  15,  1832,  from 
Watertown,  by  Brownville  and  La  Fargeville,  to  Cornelia,  at  the  mouth  of 
the  French  Creek,  thence  by  Depauville  to  Brownville.  April  12,  18 [6,  an 
act  was  passed  allowing  Mr.  Le  Ray  to  extend  the  Cape  Vincent  turnpike 
road  to  Brownville  village.  By  an  act  of  April  21,  iS3r,  this  road  was  sur- 
rendered to  the  public.  In  1S17  a  military  road  was  projected  to  unite  the 
two  prominent  stations  of  Plattsburgh  and  Sackets  Harbor,  which  was  com- 
menced, but  only  a  portion  completed.  The  western  extremity  from  Sack- 
ets Harbor  passes  through  this  town  to  Pamelia  Four  Corners.  After  being 
opened  by  the  government  it  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  towm. 

On  the  announcement  of  the  declaration  of  war  Brownville  became  the 
seat  of  much  activity  and  excitement,  from  its  being  tlie  headquarters  of 
General  Brown,  who  had  the  personal  direction  of  military  operations  cn  this 
frontier  durii^g  most  of  the  f.rst  season.  A  hospital  was  established  here, 
and  troops  were  stationed  in  the  village  and  vicinity  at  various  times  during 
that  period.  The  greatest  alarm  prevailed  throughout  the  country  upon  the 
arrival  of  the  first  tidings  of  war,  but  this  soon  wore  away. 

The  inhabitants  living  on  Perch  River  on  receiving  the  news  were  greatly 
alarmed,  from  their  supposed  ex[)Osure  on  tlie  frontier,  an.d  ^some  of  the 
timid  ones  res')lve'I  to  leas'c  the  couiUry.  To  dissuade  them  from  this  it  was 
proposed  to  build  a  block-house,  which  was  forthwith  done  by  voluntary 
labor,  but  when  completed  only  served  as  a  storehouse  for  the  wheat  of  a 
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ncigiibor.  The  apprehensions  soon  subsided,  however,  and  men  resumed 
their  customary  pursuits,  except  when  occasional  drafts,  or  general  alarms, 
caiicJ  out  the  militia,  or  the  emergencies  of  the  service  required  the  assem- 
hWnj^  of  teams  for  the  transportation  of  the  munitions  of  war.  Prices  of 
produce  were,  of  course,  extremely  high,  and  from  the  large  amount  of  gov- 
ernment money  expended  here  the  basis  of  many  fortunes  in  the  county 
wtre  laid  at  that  period. 

Samuel  Brown,  the  father  of  Jacob  Brown,  resided  in  Bucks  County,  Pa., 
on  the  banks  of  the  Delaware  River,  He  was  a  man  of  wealth,  and  Jacob, 
with  an  older  brother,  was  being  educated  at  an  academy  in  'JVenton  when 
his  father,  through  unfortunate  speculation,  sustained  financial  reverses,  and 
Jacob,  at  the  age  of  16,  was  obliged  to  leave  school  and  become  the  teacher 
of  his  younger  brothers  and  sisters.  He  afterwards  taught  a  large  school  at 
Ciosswicks,  N.  J.,  in  the  meantmie  preparing  himself  for  his  chosen  profes- 
sion of  land  surveyor.  He  spent  a  year  as  surveyor  in  the  Ivliami  country, 
Ohio,  thus  early  developing  those  sterling  qualities  of  energy  and  self-reliance 
th;il  fitted  him  for  pioneer  life,  as  well  as  the  arduous  duties  of  his  brilliant 
military  career. 

The  Brown  family  was  now  casting  about  to  retrieve  their  fortunes,  and 
Jacob,  as  well  as  his  father,  had  strong  proclivities  towards  a  home  in  Ohio, 
and,  v.'ith  that  in  view,  had  entered  into  some  negotiations  for  a  tract  of  land 
now  the  site  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati.  These  plans  were  not  matured,  and 
Jacob  returned  to  New  York  in  1798  and  took  charge  of  a  Quaker  school; 
and  while  thus  engaged  formed  the  acquaintance  of  Tiilier,  the  agent  of 
Chassanis,  and  the  prospect  of  coming  into  the  Black  River  country  was  dis- 
cussed. Tiilier  accompanied  him  on  a  visit  to  his  father's  house,  and  a  writ- 
ten agreement  was  entered  into  by  which  Tiilier  agreed  to  pay  all  the  expense 
of  a  prospectiiig  trip,  whether  he  purchased  or  not.  In  February,  1799,  hav- 
ing closed  his  school  in  New  York,  he  proceeded  to  the  French  settlement 
at  tiie  High  Falls,  finding  his  way  from  Utica  by  marked  trees.  Here  he 
remained  to  complete  his  plans,  making  several  journeys  to  Utica,  and  return- 
ing with  sucli  supplies  as  would  be  needed  in  liis  projected  trip. 

In  March  he  launched  his  boat  upon  the  swollen  waters  of  Black  River 
and  floated  down  to  Long  Falls  (Carthage),  and  thence,  in  couipany  v>^ith  two 
men  by  the  name  of  Chambers  and  Samuel  Ward,  and  a  few  hired  men,  he 
took  the  route  of  the  French  road,"  so-called,  which  Tiilier  had  caused  to 
be  opened  at  the  expense  of  the  French  company  from  the  High  Falls  on 
Bl  ack  River  to  Great  Bend,  thence  nearly  direct  to  Clayton  or  Frejich  Creek. 
Traveling  this  road  until  they  thought  they  had  gone  far  enough,  he  struck 
Oil  towards  the  river,  which  he  reached  at  the  Basin,  one  and  a  half  miles  be- 
lov,'  the  present  village  of  Brownville,  Here  he  heard  the  sound  of  a,  waterfall 
^nd  lollowed  the  river  up  till  he  came  to  a  point  where  a  creek,*  swollen  by 

*  I'hilotncl  Creek,  so  named  by  Mr.  Brown  from  heariu^^  the  soiil^  of  a  bird  rc^t-mbling; 
t''-f  ni^^htingale,  or  philomeki,  among  ihc  trees  that  skirted  its  b.inks.

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the  spring  freshet,  poured  its  torreiit  of  waters  into  Black  River.  This  creek 
did  not  then  run  in  its  present  channel,  but  at  a  point  near  the  present  rail- 
road bridge  it  made  an  angle,  and  found  a  channel  down  through  Scrabble 
Hollow  into  the  river.  A  straight  channel  was  afterwards  cut  through  the 
rocks  to  the  river,  as  at  the  present  day. 

It  was  the  intention  of  Jacob  Brown  to  establish  himself  at  the  head  of 
navigation,  and  believing  this  creek  would  afford  water  sufficient  for  mills 
and  all  manufacturing  purposes,  and  the  river  below  need  but  little  im- 
provement to  make  it  navigable  for  boats,  lie  determined  to  locate  here,  and 
thus  began  the  settlement  of  Brown villc. 

Pie  first  set  about  clearing  land,  and  built  a  log  cabin.  In  the  meantime 
he  sent  for  his  father's  family,  who  arrived  May  27,  1799,  having  found  their 
way  by  the  tedious  navigation  of  the  Mohawk,  Oneida  Lake,  and  Lake  On- 
tario, pitching  their  tent  at  night  on  the  shore  and  resuminti;  their  way  by 
day.  Vv^hen  the  family  arrived  the  log  house  had  neither  roof  nor  tl  )or,  door 
or  window'.'.  It  was  built  of  pine  logs,  and  a  sail  cloth  taken  from  the  boat 
and  stretched  across  the  upper  timbers  served  as  a  roof.  The  openings  for 
doors  and  windows  v/ere  closed  as  well  as  possible  by  quilts  and  blankets. 
In  this  rude  domicile,  20  feet  square,  weregithered  the  20  persons,  male  and 
female,  old  and  young,  Vv'ho  comi)Osed  this  little  colony. 

At  this  time  there  were  not  more  than  three  families  v/ithin  45  miles,  and 
nothing  like  a  settlement  for  24  miles,  all  north  of  Black  River  being  a  dense 
wilderness.  The  B'own  family  at  this  time  consisted  of  Simuel  Brown  and 
wife.  Christopher,  Jacob,  John  (afterwards  Judge  Brown),  Joseph,  Mary,  Ben- 
jamin, Samuel,  Hannah,  VVdliam  (who  was  drowned  in  Lake  Erie  while  act- 
ing as  aid  to  his  brother,  Maj\)r  General  Brown',  during  the  War  of  181  2), 
Abi,  and  Joseph.  With  them  had  come  George  Brown,  a  relative,  with  his 
two  sons,  Henry  and  Thomas,  a^jed  respectively  14  and  eight  years.  These 
hardy  pioneers  endured  hardships  and  overcame  obstacles  whicli  would  now 
be  considered  almost  impossible  even  to  those  enured  to  the  hardest  kind  of 
manual  labor.  Do  we  who  are  now  enjoying  the  fruits  of  their  toil  ever  stop 
to  consider  how  fortunate  we  are  that  we  were  not  men  and  women  here  100 
years  ago  ? 

Thomas  Y.  How,  from  Trenton,  N.  J.,  a  graduate  of  Princeton  College, 
was  one  of  the  pioneers  in  this  to^vn,  and  brought  with  him  his  patrimony  of 
$10,000.  He  loaned  large  sums  to  the  Browns  to  aid  them  in  carrying  on 
their  enterprises.  He  took  up  100  acres  of  land  on  Perch  River  flits, 
which  Jacob  Brown  engaged  to  cl:;ar  for  him.  Mr.  How  was  an  agreeable 
companion  and  valuable  acquisition  to.  the  colony,  but  as  a  business  man  he 
was  not  successful. 

Edmund  Ivirby,*'  son  of  Epiiraitn,  was  an  officer  in  the  Revolution,  a 
member  of  the  Order  of  Cincinnati,  and  afterwarfls  judge  of  the  Supreme 


*  Proni  Ilou'^h'.-i  H islory  of  Je [fcfjo):  County. 
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Court  of  Connecticut,  He  was  born  at  Litchfield,  Conn.,  April  18,  1794, 
ai  ti  entered  the  army  in  1812,  as  Ueutenant,  and  servf^d  during  the  war  upon 
the  Northern  and  Western  frontiers.  From  1815  to  1820  he  was  stationed  at 
Detroit,  and  in  the  latter  year  he  joined  Mdjor-Gen.  Jacob  Brown  at  B  own- 
ville,  as  an  aid  de  camp.  From  1821  to  1823  he  discharged  the  duties  of 
adjutant-general  at  Washington,  and  in  1S24  was  appointed  to  the  pay  depart- 
ment, and  again  took  post  at  Brown  ville.  From  1832  to  1840  he  was  eng:iged 
in  liie  Black  Hawk  Creek  and  Seminole  wars,  in  whic'n  he  was  actively  em- 
})!oyed,  as  well  in  the  fulfiHment  of  his  duty  as  the  exercise  of  humanity  to 
tlie  sick  and  wounded,  for  whom  he  voluntarily  encountered  msny  dangers, 
Diuing  the  Mexican  war  he  was  chief  of  tlie  pay  department,  and  disbursed 
j>viny  millions  of  dollars.  A  volunteer  aid  to  General  Taylor  at  the  storming 
of  ?\Jontercy,  and  in  like  capacity  to  General  vScott  at  Vera  Cruz,  Cerro 
Gordu,  Contreras,  Cherubnsco,  Chepultepec,  and  the  Mexican  capital^  he 
WAS  ever  distinguished  for  courage,  bravery,  and  devotion  to  his  country's 
ci.iisc.  He  died  at  Avon  Springs,  N.  Y.,  August  20,  1849,  and  was  buried 
in  Brownville  cemetery  with  military  honors,  where  a  granite  monument  has 
been  erected  to  his  memory.  Major  Kirby  married  a  daughter  of  General 
Brown,  and  subsequently  purchased  his  family  estate  in  the  village  of  Biown- 
villc. 

CHURCHES. 

I'he  First  Prcshyicrian  ChiircJi^  located  at  Brov/nville  village,  was  organized 
March  18,  1818,  with  eight  members,  and  Rev.  Noih  M.  Wells  wis  the  first 
pastor.  Their  church  edifice  is  a  wooden  building,  cost  $2,000,  and  will 
comfortably  seat  300  persons.  The  present  value  of  cliurL.h  property  is 
$2,000,  including  grounds,  etc.  Tne  present  membership  is  56,  and  Rev. 
Alfred  S.  Vail  is  the  pastor.  The  Sunday-school  ijas  a  membership  of  six 
teachcts  and  60  scholars. 

.SV.  PauTs  Episcopal  Church  at  Brownville  was  organized  October  13,  1S26. 
The  first  rector  was  William  Linn  Keese  ;  the  fust  wardens  w^ere  Thomas 
V.  How  and  Thomas  Loomis.  Asa  Whitney,  Tracy  S.  Knapp,  Sylvester 
Keed,  S.  Brown,  William  S.  Ely,  Peleg  B  jrchard,  Edmund  Kirby,  and  Hoel 
Lawrence  were  the  first  vestrymen.  We  have  not  the  data  for  giving  its 
present  condition  and  ofTicers. 

The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Brownville  village  was  organized 
August  3,  1829,  by  Joshua  Heminway,  LL  W.  Cliaj)man,  S.  Knap,  Isaac 
Mtcchara,  Daniel  Case,  and  W)lliam  Lord,  trustees,  and  at  its  organization 
Ivad  a  membership  of  20.  Rev.  B.  Phillips  was  the  first  settled  pastor.  Their 
iurasc  cf  worship,  a  wooden  structure,  was  built  in  1831,  at  a  cost  of  $2, coo. 

ill  cornfortcd)ly  seal  300  peisons.  and  is  no.v  valued.,  includirg  grounds 
and  other  property,  at  $3,000.  Rev.  Ch'ules  E.  B.^ebee  is  th.e  present  pas- 
tor.   The  Sunday-school  has  a  membership  of  nine  teachers  and  50  scholars. 
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T/ic  UniversaUst  Church  at  Brownville  village  was  organize  J  in  1847,  b)- 
Luther  Rice,  its  first  pastor.  A  church  building  was  erected  in  1S47,  costing: 
about  $2,000,  with  a  seating  capacity  of  250.  It  has  no  present  organiza- 
tion. 

The  Afethodist  Episcopal  Churchy  located  at  Dexter  village,  was  organized  in 
1847,  with  50  members,  ?.nd  Rev.  S.  F.  Danforth  was  the  fust  pastor.  Their 
first  house  of  worship,  a  wooden  structure,  was  built  in  1874,  at  a  cost  of 
$2,000.  It  will  seat  200  persons  and  is  valued  at  $2,500,  The  present 
number  of  members  is  60,  under  the  pastoral  charge  of  P.ev.  >.Ir.  Eeebee,  of 
Brownville.    The  Sunday-school  has  six  teachers  and  50  scholars. 

The  First  Presbyterian  Churcli  of  Dexter^  located  at  Dexter  village,  was 
organized  July  2,  1839,  at  a  public  meeting  held  in  a  schooi-house,  after  a 
sermon  by  Rev.  Marcus  Smith,  pastor  of  the  Second  I'reshyterian  Church  in 
Watertown.  At  its  organization  it  consisted  of  18  members,  and  Rev.  Dex- 
ter Clary  was  tlie  first  pastor.  The  house  of  vv'orship,  a  brick  structure,  was 
built  in  1S49,  will  comfortably  seat  300  persons,  and  is  valued,  including 
grounds,  at  $3,000.  The  society  is  one  of  the  strongest  in  the  village  of 
Dexter,  and  has  63  members.  There  aie  at  present  no  regular  services.  The 
Sunday-school  has  a  membership  of  300. 

All  Saints  Protestant  Episcopal  Churchy  2X  Dexter  village,  was  organized 
with  100  members  by  Rev.  F.  Rogers,  the  first  rector,  in  1S39.  The  present 
house  of  worship,  a  wood  structure,  was  built  in  1S39,  at  a  cost  of  $2,000, 
about  its  present  value.  It  will  seat  250  persons.  It  has  a  congregation  of 
about  400,  and  Rev.  T.  Winslow  is  the  rector. 

71ie  First  UniversaUst  Society,  located  at  Dexter  village,  v/as  organized  by 
T.  Broadbent,  J.  Maynard,  Solon  Stone,  David  Baker,  Eleazer  Parker,  and 
F.  W.  Wiim,  the  trustees  of  the  society,  September  5,  1841,  and  Rev.  FI.  L. 
Ha)  ward  v.-as  the  first  pastor.  Rev.  Dr.  Richard  Fisk,  of  Watertown,  now 
holds  services  on  alternate  Sundays.  Their  church  cdihce,  a  wooden  struc- 
tuie,  was  built  in  1841,  at  an  original  cost  of  $1,500.  It  v/as  repaired  and 
painted  in  1887,  and  is  now  valued  at  about  $2,000.  It  will  comfortably 
seat  about  250  persons.  The  Sunday-school  has  a  membership  of  10  teach- 
ers and  40  scholars. 

Thie  First  Methodist  Episcopal CJiurch,  of  Pillar  Point,  was  organized  Jan- 
uary 9,  1836,  the  first  trustees  being  Isaac  Luther,  Jolm  D.  Ingerson,  Smith 
Luther,  Lyman  Ackerman,  and  Stephen  P.  Brackeit.  It  has  been  once  or 
twice  reorganized.  Their  house  of  worship  will  seat  250  persons  and  cost 
$2,000,  about  its  present  value.  The  present  membership  is  95,  and  Clem- 
ent E.  Hoag  is  pastor.  The  Sunday-school  has  a  membership  of  25  teach- 
ers and  135  scholars. 

The  l>ro:i'nvilIe  Baptist  ChiircJi^  (at  Perch  River)  was  organized  Septem- 
ber 7,  1S06,  and  at  an  ecclesiastical  council,  held  at  tlie  iiouse  of  Jolni  W. 

*  IIou[;h's  History  of  JcF'^fson  County. 
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Collins,  October  10,  they  were  fellowshipped  by  delegates  from  Champion, 
l^itland,  and  Adams.  It  at  first  numbered  10  members.  Elder  Sardis  Lit' 
tl:  was  ordained  over  this  church  January  10,  1816,  and  preached  many 
vrars.  A  society  was  legally  organized  April  25,  1825,  at  wliich  Melvin  Mof- 
faii,  Walter  Cole,  George  Brown,  Nathaniel  Peck,  and  William  Webb  were 
chosen  trustees.  It  was  reort^anized  February  11,  1833.  In  1S27  they 
erected  a  stone  church  at  a  cost  of  $2,800.  Previous  to  1S12  they  liad  built 
a  log  church,  and  in  the  war  enclosed  it  with  pickets,  but  the  defense  was 
never  completed.  Here  the  timid  ones  of  the  settlement  were  accustomed,  in 
the  early  days  of  the  war,  to  spend  the  night,  enhancing  each  other's  fears  by 
relating  tales  of  massacre,  but  these  apprehensions  were  ridiculed  by  the  more 
rc-fiective,  and  were  soon  laid  aside.  A  Baptist  church  was  formed  on  Pillar 
I*oinc  in  1838,  and  the  next  year  reported  30  members.  - 

A  Union  church  building  was  built  at  Perch  Iviver  in  1851,  at  a  cost  of 
■$Sco.  It  comfortably  seats  400  persons,  and  is  now  valued,  including  grounds 
and  other  property,  at  $3,000.  Elder  Zimmerman  was  the  first  pastor.  It 
is  principally  used  by  the  Methodists,  who  have  a  society  of  25  members  un- 
der the  pastoral  charge  of  R.  F.  WHiipple.  The  Sunday-school  organization 
•consists  of  six  teachers  and  40  scholars.

Mary  Freeman,  of  Herkimer  County,  in  1839.  ami  tlif-y 
had  three  children,  viz.:  An'j:f  line,  Clark,  and  Eli.  His  second  wife,  Lizzie  White,  of  Oswego,, 
bore  him  one  son,  Ed.car  J.    He  is  a  prosperous  fanner  on  roivd  i,  in  this  town. 

l)enjamin  Prior,  a  iiative  of  PJiode  Island,  came  to  this  to^.vn  in  1805,  and  here  remained 
until  his  death.  He  married  Mrs.  Julia  A.  Alb  n,  of  Amsterdam,  N.  Y.,  and  of  their  seven 
children,  John  Prior  mai'riod,  lirst,  Louisa  Prior,  and  second,  I\Irs.  Francis  Martin,  daughter 
of  Jobn  and  Hannah  (Welbon)  Newton,  of  this  town.  Mr.  Prior  died  Januas-y  17,  1887,  aged 
77  years.  He  was  a  successful  farmer.  His  widow  survives  him.  Oscar  F.  Prior  married 
^lariah  Lee,  of  Verona,  Oneida  County,  daughter  of  Noah  and  Lucy  (Keith)  I>ee,  and  their 
children  were  Benjamin  F.  and  Noah  L.  Mis.  Prior  survives  her  husband  at  the  age  of  C8- 
years.

He  married  Eliza  C,  daughter  of 
Samuel  and  Esther  (Hildreth)  C</ub,  of  Oilcans,  iu  February,  1838,  and  they  had  one  child, 
FriiUL-es  E.,  wlio  mrii  iicd  i.^iarles  C.  Steels,  of  Brownville. 

Josiah  Bouncy  was  Ixtu  near  Ca;>e  Cod,  Mass.,  and  in  180S  settled  on  a  farm  in  this  town. 
He  served  at  Sachets  Harl-or  in  tiic  V.'ai-  of  18J2,  and  died  in  Brov.nville  in  18-18,  aged  Gl  year.?. 
He  mairied  Betsey  Moisc,  of  Vermont.  Of  tiieir  five  children,  George  married  Betsey,  daugh- 
ter of  ViUiam  and  Rh(:;d;i  (Gould)  Knox,  of  Brownville,  and  they  had  children  as  follows: 
Ih-aylon  and  Amelia  G.  (deeeased),  Emma  L. ,  and  Madison.  3Irs.  Bonney  survives  her  hus- 
band at  the  age  of  71  years.  Their  daughter  Emma  L.  married  Oscar  C.  Wilson,  and  resides 
on  the  liomestead  farm.  M.idison  Bonney,  of  tliis  town,  married  Ella  E.,  daughter  of  Benja- 
min S.  and  Annie  E.  (Irvviji)  Horr.  of  Stone  ?.Iiils,  and  their  children  are  Florence  M.,  Mabel  L, 
George  S.,  Bavmond  H.,  and  Grace  G.  William  Knox,  father  of  i\[rs.  Betsey  Bonney,  served 
in  the  War  of  1812.  He  was  born  iu  Tunbridge,  Vt.,  and  when  19  years  of  age  removed  to- 
Sacicets  Harbor,  and  cut  the  first  tree  where  that  village  now  stands. 

William  Stow  Ely  was  born  !March  17,  1789,  in  Lyn>.e,  Conn.,  whence  he  removed  to  the 
village  of  Brownville  in  ISll.  He  ser\ed  as  clerk  in  Stoel  Lawrence's  store  a  year  and  a  half. 
In  1S13  he  forined  a  i-iartnership  with  John  I'addock,  in  the  mercantile  business,  which  lasted, 
till  the  death  of  the  latLtj-,  in  ISIG,  after  wliich  he  continued  tljc  business  in  his  own  name, 
witli  great  success.  He  lield  mr'.ny  ofUet-sof  tru:it:  was  a  stockholder  of  the  Brownville  ]\[atiu- 
faciufing  Company,  organi/.'.d  in  1311  fo-  the  x^'H'po^e'  of  nianutacturing  cotton  and  woolen 
goods,  and  treasurer  of  the  saui'';  major  of  the  militia  in  1817,  and  colonel  in  1821;  town  clerk 
in  1820,  and  the  same  year  vestryman  of  St.  Paul's  Cl)urch,  and  associated  with  Orvillt>  Hun- 
gerford,  of  Watcrtuwn,  and  otheis  as  superiritendcnt  of  the  Jetl'erson  County  poor-house; 
president  of  tlie  village  of  Brownville  in  1829:  village  tru-^tee  in  1830  and  1831;  notary  public 
and  pension  agent  for  Revolutionary  claims  iu  1832.  Mr.  Ely  was  highly  esteemed  m  social 
and  business  circles  fur  character,  honor,  integrity,  capacity,  and  eneigy,  and  in  his  domestic 
relations  was  most  exemplary.  He  died  at  Bri^wnviile,  April  3,  1835,  after  a  sudden  and  pain- 
ful illness  of  11  days,  at  the  age  of  -ii]  years,  honored  and  lamented.  He  was  a  Jaclcson 
Reptiblicau.  Papers  of  January  29  and  Fehruary  4, 1835.  contain  a  pi'tilion  iu  his  favoi'  for  the 
oMice  of  postmaster  at  Brownville,  as  the  successor  of  George  Browii,  Esq.  IIo  is  "recom- 
mended as  a  straiglitforward  administratiun  nuin'  sound  and  ,^iroiig.  etc. — as  a  man  of 
moral  worth,  well  located,  and  ueil  (pialitied  for  the  oilice,"  The  Vv'hig  opponent  was  S.  M. 
Green,  a  lawyer  wlio  was  educated  in  the  ofiice  of  Isaac  II.  Brouson,  and  came  to  tlie  village 
in  1832.  Mr.  Ely  was  part  owner  of  the  steamboat  Unnnncllk,  built  by  Turner  k  Dodd,  at 
Brownville,  in  the  summer  of  1527,  to  navigate  I'.Iack  River. 

Cyi  its  Allen,  a  sailor,  a  native  of  Rhode  Island,  dieil  in  1799.  His  ^ife  was  Julia  A.  Taylor^ 
and  his  son  Cyrus  was  burn  in  Rhode  \\\'\.  ,Mid  [m  3  --12  rei!ie..ad  to  th.is  to\\n,  {\here  he  now 
resides,  at  the  rtdvAno  d  age  or  .s  >  ye,::--.

Rnvl  Indian  war.  His  children  were  Jaoob,  Philip,  Peter,  and  Klioda.  Philip  Carpenter  came 
tit  tiiis  town  in  1818,  and  ideated  at  Pillar  Point,  where  he  died,  aged  72  years.    He  i^erved  in 

H,;voIutionary  war.  He  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Nathan  Rhodes,  of  lihode  Island,  and 
th»,ir  children  were  Daniel,  Asahel,  Nehemiah,  Rlioda,  Polly,  liCvi,  Kebecca,  Dt;.nicl,  Orson, 
Cynthia,  and  Permelia.  Levi  was  born  in  Plattsbnrgh,  N.  Y.,  December  10,  nu'J,  where  he 
livfd  several  years,  and  in  1S13  located  in  this  town,  at  I'illar  Point,  where  he  now  resides,  at 
the  Rgc  of  89  years.  Ho  married  Eunice,  daughter  of  Abijnh  and  Sally  (Wilder)  Ayer,  of 
Hounslield,  who  bore  him  children  as  follows:  Lovina,  Lucy,  iNlary,  WellinglouL..  Kosetta, 
Absalom,  ^Yinfleld,  Orvilla,  La  Ffyette,  find  Bruce.  His  \vife  is  now  living,  aged  83  years,

removed  to  this  town,  where  he  remained  three  years,  linally  locating  in  Canada,  where  he 
died  at  the  age  of  GO  years.  He  married  Ellen  J.  Kane,  of  Canada,  and  they  had  nine  children^ 
viz.:  John,  Susan,  5>et,-ey,  Margaret,  Gilvna.  jtlary  Ann,  Alexander,  William,  aixd  James  H. 
Tlie  latter  mariied  Jnlia,  di  nght'^r  of  Peter  snd  June  (Fei'gusoa)  Ciistie,  and  their  childreii 
are  Eilen  J.,  William  H.,  Miunit-  A.,  I-ucy  M'.,  Cieoi-a  S.,  Archie  A.,  George  W..  I'iora  A.,  and 
loiia  M.  Mr.  Beny  served  in  the  late  war  in  Co.  I,  10th  N.  Y,  ArtillTv,  for  three  years,  was- 
honoi  ably  dischaj-ged,  and  is  now  drauing  a  peusio]j.    He  resides  in  the  village  of  Defter. 

Aquilla  Moti'att,  a  native  of  Piaiufield,  N.  Y.,  came  to  Biov.nville  among  tiie  early  settlers, 
and  here  remained  until  his  death.  He  married  a  Miss  Pattic,  who  bore  Inm  nine  children,  of 
v.-hom  David,  born  in  this  town,  married  Piachel,  daughter  of  'Samuel  and  Atha  Knapp,  and 
they  had  children  as  follows:  Frances,  Jay,  Wells,  Ida,  John,  Austin,  Ella,  Willis,  J\ate,  Mary,, 
and  Edwin.

Jonathan  Elmer  came  to  Jefferson  County  about  1819  or  '20,  at  that  time  being  10  or  17 
years  of  age.  He  worked  out  among  the  farmers  until  liis  n.arriage  with  Cynthia  Carpenter, 
when  he  located  at  Sa  .-.kets  Harbor,  a  few  years  later  removing  to  Pillar  Point,  in  ihe  town  of 
Brownville,  wlieie  he  engaged  in  boat  buildijig  and  carpentering.  He  K'ubscquently  engaged 
in  farming,  and  died  in  this  town  in  January,  18S5.  His  v,il'e  died  in  1887.  They  liad  13 
cliildreu,  viz.:  Silas  Manerva,  YN^'illiam  31.,  ifalissa,  Washington  B.,  Wellington  H., 
Il'«Aanna,  Adelaid.e,  Arvilla,  Elvira,  Pntl),  Alice,  and  Edward  B.  Twelve  of  these  attained

William  Penn  ?dassey,  son  of  Solon  and  I\Iary  E-ther  (B<>:ilt)  Massey,  and  grandson  of  Hurt 
Massey,  was  born  on  his  farhfr's  farm,  two  and  one-half  miles  from  Watertown,  on  the  Back- 
ets. Harbor  road,  in  I'^'lL  He  died  at  J^rownville  in  18S5.  aged  00  years.  He  was  educated  at 
the  select  schools  at  Biov.-iLvillc  and  tlie  Biacl;  Biver  Institule  at  Watertown.  In.  ISiG  47,  aiid 
in  1847-18,  he  attended  medical  lectures  ai  a  university  in  Nev>  Yin-k  city,  where  he  graduated 
in  the  latter  year,  after  which  he  pi-acticed  his  piofest^ion  in  Brownville  with  rema.'-kaV'le  suc- 
cess until  his  death.  Politically  he  ^\as  a  sfaunch  B"public;-n,  He  and  his  amiable  v.ii'e  were 
prominent  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  He  nianied  Adalinc  A.,  daughter  of 
Charles  and  Adda  (IMacumber)  Smith,  of  Utica,  N.  Y.,  Tday  8,  1848,  and  his  wife  survives  him, 
aged  04  years.  They  had  two  children,  Charh  s  F.  and  Francis  ^V.  11.  The  latter  attei  ded  the 
Michigan  University  at  Ann  Arbor,  in  1S7G,  an<l  graduated  from  the  medical  college  at  Now 
York  city  in  the  spring  of  J 884,  and  is  now  inactieing  his  profi  ssion  at  Brownville.  He  mar- 
ried Nellie  Torrey,  of  Batchelk rvill.-,  S;uafi.ga  County,  and  th.  y  have  three  eitildr<-n,  IShuy 
A.,  Jennie  E.,  and  S.  Tcrrey.

An:;on  Pdtter  ha-^  demonstrated  cpialitie.^  of 
high  order,  and  to  accpaire  superiority  in  a  chosen  calling  has  put  forth  unremitted  exertions, 
fie  was  the  second  child  in  the  f:auily  of  John  and  Lydia  (Koiloway)  Pottt  r,  and  was  boin  in 
Nurth  Browklield,  Mass.,  March  20,  1803.  His  father  was  a  farmer  of  Ihnited  means,  and  came 
with  hi.s  family  to  Stowell's  C  n  n\'.r>,  in  the  town  of  Hounstieid,  in  1805;  here  he  i-emained  for 
several  years,  and  maintained  his  fjtinily  by  working  as  a  day-laborer.  About  1808  he  pur- 
chased .50  acres  of  laud,  which  is  a  part  of  the  farm  now  owned  V-y  his  granil-dii,  Newman  H. 
I'ulter,  for  which  he  was  to  pay  ffo  per  acre;  hei-e  he  struggled  with  poverty  for  a  nnmber  of 
years,  for  the  maintenance  of  his  fauuly,  and  the  removal  ol'  the  ejicurid)r:'nc(;'  upon  his  pj-op- 
erty  V, asa  severe  task;  l>nt,  being  a  man  of  indomitable  will  au<l  perseverance,  he  overcame 
<  Very  ob.siucie,  and  to  his  lirst  purchase  added  100  acres,  which  is  at  tJjis  time  one  of  tlu-  finest 
farniH  in  the  tov.  r.ship.  As  may  in;  sup})o.<ed,  our  sidiject's  iidvantages  were  hinitcd  in  every 
■  |»-»rticular,  oxcep-ting  the  acijnirement  of  a  robust  consti t utirm  and  a  strong  paii-  of  arms  with 
which  to  light  tl)o  battles  incidtmt  to  tie-  settlement  of  anew  country.  As  soon  hs  aide  to 
^\^ui^:  an  axe  he  comincnced  worl;  upe,n  tie'  farm,  aiteiebng  the  district  sehi.o!  foi\a  f-  w  WfeJcs 
2n  U;  -  wintt-r:  he,  l.o-vfv.  •-.  u'-'p.iii'  d  u.  ;,ood  eomm<Mi  .-•ciitu d  edn.'ation.  ^V)lL■!!  ;i''our  ]:>  years

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cer  in  the  lievolutionary  army,  and  served  dming  the  war;  soon  after  peace  was  declared  i!< 
Kcttlt  d  in  LilLi'lield  County,  where  ^Irs.  Potter  was  horn,  April  11,  1802.  In  1811,  niei-iinL-, 
witli  some  reveise.^  in.  iMisnicss,  he  emigrated  to  the  town  of  Hodman;  he,  liowevcr,  end-jd  hi^ 
diiys  in  the  town  of  l;i  ^.t^vuville,  at  the  advanced  age  of  9G  years. 

Soon  after  Mr.  Potter's  n)arriage  he  purchased  abont  100  acres  of  wild  land  on  "big  !i.t 
number  3u,"  town  of  Hounslield,  for  wliicii  he  was  to  pay  85  per  acre.  His  situation  at  thi  ~ 
time  was  certainly  riot  an  enviable  one,  his  resources  beiiig  liis  good  wife,  an  axe,  a  i>air  of 
fustian  breeches,  on  o\  team,  good  health,  and  a  strong  wili,  wlule  his  liabilities  were  an  en- 
cumbrance of  iMO  upon  his  farm.  And  now  commenced  the  struggle  for  the  possession  of 
his  home;  the  land  was  heavily  timbered,  and  the  construction  of  a  farm  was  no  small  task; 
but,  by  degrees,  field  after  tield  was  added,  and  industry  and  frugality  were  lewarded,  and  to 
tlie  first  purchase  he  added  from  time  to  time  imtil  he  became  the  owner  of  over  1,000  acres  of 
fine  land,  700  of  v.hich  was  in  one  body  and  lay  in  the  towii  of  HouiiSfteld.  This  inagnilicent 
property  was  acquired,  not  tlirough  speculation  or  heirship,  Vmt  by  iionoral-Ie  tod,  and  3tr. 
Potter's  success  as  a  farmer  shows  what  can  be  done  by  industry,  economy,  and  good  execu- 
tive ability.  He  n.>\v  owns  a  beautiful  farm  of  200  acres,  which  is  a  monument  to  his  thrift 
and  energy.    This  farm  i^  probably  one  of  the  best  in  Jelferson  County.

No  family  of  children  were 
ever  blessed  with  partnts  more  kind  or  indulgent,  and  tlieir  ])arents  are  proud  to  know  that 
tiiey  are  fully  apprei  i'ited.  Although  they  have  outlivc'l  their  alioied  time,  they  are  still  in 
the  possession  of  go  al  Ijealth  and  all  their  faculties,  and  are  sustained  by  an  implicit  religious 
faith, — that  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  of  wliich  ho  is  a  "  luUng  elder and  a  liberal  patron, 
and  at  wliose  altar  tlicy  kneel,  "  hunil^le  rtcipieijts  of  its  holy  symbols."

CAPE  VINCENT. 


/**>APE  VTN"CENT  was  formed  from  Lyme ,  April  lo,  1849,  ^^^^  named 
I  in  honor  of  Vincent  Le  Ray,  son  of  James  D.  Le  Ray  de  Chaurnont,. 
\^  the  early  proprietor.  It  is  the  northwest  corner  town  of  the  county, 
and  embraces  Carleton,' Grenadier,  and  Fox  islands.  It  is  bounded  on  the 
west  and  northwest  by  the  St.  Lawrence  River,  on  the  northeast  by  Clayton, 
and  on  the  soiuhwest  by  Lyme.  The  surface  of  the  town  is  level,  or  slightly 
undulating,  and  the  soil  is  a  clayey  loam.  Kent's  Creek,  the  principal  stream, 
rises  in  the  easten]  part  of  the  town  and,  flowing  in  a  southwesterly  direc- 
tion, empties  int.)  the  St.  Lawrence  River.  There  are  a  number  of  sulphur 
springs  in  the  tov/n. 

The  first  town  meeting  was  held  at  the  hotel  of  Jacob  Beringer,  May  15^ 
1849,  at  which  the  following  oflicers  were  elected:  Frederick  A.  Folger^ 
supervisor;  John.  \V.  Iviltle,  town  clerk;  \V.  H.  Webb,  superintendent  of 
schools;  Jacob  iJcringer,  Augustus  Awb^rttm,  and  Barney  AV.  Payne,  justices 
of  the  peace;  E.  Clement,  collector;  Jolin  M.  Lawton  and  Adam  A.  Gray^ 
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rir>se5sors  ;  Buel  Fuller,  commissioner  of  highwaj's  ;  Francis  A.  Cross,  over- 
hccv  of  the  poor. 

Jn  18S0  Cape  Vincent  had  a  population  of  3,143.  The  town  is  situated 
in  the  third  school  district  of  Jefferson  County,  and  in  1889  had  16  school 
districts,  in  which  20  teachers  were  employed  28  weeks  or  more.  There  were 
726  scholars  attending  school,  while  the  aggregate  days  attendance  during 
the  year  was  64,310.  The  total  value  of  school  buildings  and  sites  was  $11,- 
360,  and  the  assessed  valuation  of  all  the  districts  was  $1,816,705.  The 
whole  amount  raised  for  school  purposes  was  $6,432.27,  $3,904.80  of  which 
was  receved  by  local  tax.    Charles  E.  Whitney  was  school  commissioner. 

Cape  Vincent  village  is  pleasantly  located  on  the  St.  Lawrence  River, 
and  is  the  most  important  village  in  this  town.  It  is  the  terminus  of  the 
Cape  branch  of  the  R.,  VV.  &  O.  Railroad,  and  is  connected  with  the  lower 
river  towns,  and  with  Kingston,  Oal.,  by  steamboat.  The  village  was  incor- 
porated April  [4,  1S53,  with  a  population  of  1,218  within  the  proposed  lim- 
its, or  312J-  acres.  It  now  contains  a  weekly  newsp^iper,  four  churches 
(Methodist,  Presbyterian,  Episcopal,  and  Roman  Catholic),  two  large  seed 
houses,  a  brewery,  planing-mill,  grist-mill,  a  grain  elevator,  six  hotels,  one 
large  lumber  yard,  the  usual  number  of  stores  and  business  houses^  and  a 
population  of  1,700.  It  is  popular  and  healthful  as  a  watering-place,  and 
many  illustrious  personages  sojourn  here  during  the  summer  months.  Tlie 
<:ustOin-house  district  of  Cape  Vincent  v/as  organized  in  18 1 8.  Previous  to 
this  date  Cape  Vincent  was  only  a  port  of  entry  in  charge  of  a  deputy,  with 
Sackets  Harbor  as  the  headquarters.  It  is  now  the  point  where  the  chief 
officer  is  stationed,  and  comprises  the  entire  coast  of  Jefferson  County, 
Sackets  Flarbor  having  been  consolidated  with  the  Cape  Vincent  district 
March  3,  1863.  The  first  collector  was  Jolm  B.  Esselsiyn  ;  the  present  one 
is  Henry  K.  Morse.  Before  tiie  completion  of  the  railroad  tiie  greatest 
amount  of  business  was  done  in  the  winter. 

St.  Lawrence  (p.  o.)  is  a  village  of  considerable  local  lousiness  in  the 
midst  of  a  good  farming  region.  It  has  a  hotel,  church,  and  several  shops, 
and  is  located  in  the  extreme  eastern  part  of  the  town. 

Millen's  Bay  (River  View  p.  o.)  is  pleasantly  situated  on  the  river  about 
six  miles  below  Cape  Vincent,  and  was  named  after  one  of  the  early  settlers. 
The  postoffice  here  was  discontinued  for  a  time,  but  has  recently  been  rees- 
tablished.   The  hamlet  containes  a  union  church,  hotel,  and  a  few  dwellings. 

R')SIERE  is  a  postofhce  and  station  on  the  R.,  W.  cic  O.  Railroad.  It  is 
quite  a  thriving  hamlet,  and  contains  a  Catholic  Church,  a  store,  and  a  small 
riumber  of  dwellings. 

French  Settlement  is  the  name  given  to  a  locality  near  the  central  part 
of  the  town.  It  was  niijiivilly  seltlcd  l;y  Americans,  who  gradually  disposed 
of  their  lands  to  a  Frer.cli  C!)lony  wliich  was  iudnced  to  C(/me  to  this  town 
through  the  influen.ce  of  .\Ir.  Le  Ray.  After  the  French,  a  company  of 
<  »ermans  ap[)cared  and  made  themselves  neighbors.    The  colonies  were  both 
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l<oman  Catholic  in  faith,  and  for  many  years  the  services  were  conducted  iin 
both  languages. 

77/(?  A  B.  Cleveland  Conipauy  {Liuiilcd),  located  in  Cape  Vincent  villap;e, 
was  establislied  in  1879  by  Artie  B.  Cleveland.  In  1887  a  large  addition  to 
the  buildings  was  erected  to  accommodate  a  vegetable  canning  department, 
and  for  the  prep.iration  of  garden  and  field  seeds,  and  for  wholesale  and 
retail  trade.  The  establishment  has  a  capacity  for  handling  annually  100,000 
bushels  of  vegetables,  and  cans  about  1,000,000  cans  of  peas,  beans,  corn, 
and  tomatoes.  The  establishment  is  one  of  the  largest  of  its  kind  in  the 
United  States.  It  is  now  under  the  management  of  Jordon,  Thurber  & 
Gallandet,  trustees,  and  Henry  T.  Hopkins  is  superintendent. 

Howard  (5>-  Underhill  recently  established  a  seed  house  on  Broadvay,  in 
Cape  Vincent  village.  They  do  a  flourishing  business,  and  their  seeds  niain- 
tain  an  excellent  jei)utation. 

The  St.  Lavjj-eiice  Hotel  is  a  magnificent  brick  structure  occupying  a  po- 
sition in  the  center  of  Cape  Vincent  village.  It  was  erected  in  1S84,  by 
H.  J.  Crevalin,  at  a  cost  of  about  $100,000,  and  was  subsequeritly  sold  to 
satisfy  several  mortgages  and  liens- against  the  property.  In  18S7  Edwin 
Fox  purchased  the  property  and  is  tlie  present  proprietor.  It  will  comfort- 
ably accommodate  300  guests,  and  is  one  of  the  most  popular  of  the  river 
hotels. 

R.  S.  Seobcll s  bre7ve?y,  at  Cape  Vincent  village,  was  built  by  the  pres- 
ent proprietor  in  1S52.    It  has  an  annual  capacity  of  6,000  barrels. 

Louis  Cor?iaircs  cheese  faeto?'y,  located  on  road  24,  in  the  eastern  part  of 
the  town,  was  bui't  by  the  present  proprietor  in  1SS3  at  a  cost  of  $1,500. 
Mr.  Corriaire  n^anufactures  annually  about  60,000  pounds  of  cheese. 

Peter  Frahy's  Sii:c'^  shingle,  and  grist-7nill,  located  on  road  51,  was  built 
by  the  present  proprietor  in  1886.    He  does  a  thiiving  local  business. 

This  town  is  the  oldest  in  settlement  in  the  county,  Carleton  Island  having 
been  occupied  by  a  British  fort  for  a  long  period  before  the  adjacant  country 
had  been  purchased  and  colonized.  The  island  v-.-as  reserved  by  the  state  in 
their  cession  to  -Macomb.  A  military  bounty,  or  class-right,  was  issued  to 
Vvilliam  Richardson,  a  sergeant  in  the  New  York  line  of  the  Revolutionary 
war.  Matthew  Watson  and  William  Guilland  became  the  purchasers  of  this 
right,  and  on  the  2d  of  October,  1786,  located  the  same  on  Carleton  Isl- 
and, generally.  The  land  commissioners  sanctioned  this  location,  but  in- 
serted the  condition  that  it  should  be  void  if  the  island,  in  the  division,  should 
fall  to  Canada.  Guilland  sold  his  right  to  Watson,  who  died  leaving  three 
children,  John,  Margaret,  and  Jane,  two  of  whom  (John  and  Jane)  died  with- 
out issue,  leaving  their  sister  Margaret  their  heir-at-law,  who  nuirried  one 
Jacob  Ten  Broeck,  an.d  these  sold  their  right  to  Charles  Smyfn.  The  mat- 
ter of  this  sale  and  title  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  stat.'i  legislature  in 
1 82 1,  wdien  it  was  found  that  tiie  title  to  the  land  covered  by  the  military 
bounty  was  not  good.    The  British  held  the  island  when  Richardson  sold 
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his  right,  and  continued  to  h  )ld  it  till  it  was  surrendered,  at  tlie  comruence- 
n)ent  of  tlie  Wir  of  18 12.  By  special  legislation  the  title  was  made  a  legal 
one,  and  on  March  2,  1821,  an  act  was  passed  directing  a  patent  to  be  issued 
for  the  amount  of  land  designated  as  the  original  military  bounty.  This  was 
500  acres  on  the  west  end  of  the  island.  In  1S23  F.  R.  Hasler  made  a  sur- 
vey of  Carleton  Island  and  reported  an  area  of  1,274  acres.  At  the  time  of 
this  survey  there  was  about  30  acres  of  old  improved  land  near  the  south 
shore,  called  the  "  King's  garden." 

In  1S23  Grenadier  Island  was  surveyed  and  the  area  put  down  as  1,290 
acres.  In  1803  Samuel  English  and  Hezekiali  Buret  petitioned  the  legisla- 
ture of  New  York  for  the  grant  of  Grenadier  Island,  which  they  evidently 
supposed  belonged  to  the  state,  and  which  they  proposed  to  settle  within  12 
uiqnths  after  such  grant  v\'as  made  ;  but  no  good  title  could  be  given  until 
the  national  boundary  HniC  had  been  agreed  upon.  This  was  dorie  in  1819, 
and  the  islands  were  patented  soon  a.^'ter.  jolin  Milchel  was  piobably  the 
first  settler  licre.  There  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  the  island  was  visited 
by  French  explorers  more  tlian  100  years  before  the  settlement  of  the  county. 
La  Salle  and  Count  FrotUenac  undoubtedly  visited  this  island.  In  1813 
General  Wilkinson,  with  several  thousand  men,  started  out  from  Sackets 
Harbor  with  the  ultimate  purpose  of  capturing  Montreal.  It  was  the  inten-  * 
tion  of  this  army,  fully  equipped  with  heavy  and  light  artillery,  to  rendezvous 
at  Grenadier  Island.  They  started  out  about  dusk,  with  flags  and  banners 
v/aving,  all  filled  with  confidence  in  the  success  of  the  expedition — full  of 
enthusiasm,  it  is  said,  and  bad  u'hisky.  All  went  well  until  a  little  after  mid- 
night, when  a  storm  arose  which  completely  wrecked  the  fleet  of  scows,  bat- 
teaux,  sail-boats,  etc.,  in  which  the  army  was  en)barked,  and  it  was  four  days 
before  all  the  survivors  reached  Bisin  Harbor,  v;ith  an  imn'jense  loss  of  am- 
munition and  supplies.  Some  of  the  boats  were  driven  to  \\^olf  Island,  some 
to  Chaumont  Bay,  and  others  stood  off  for  Kingston  after  woiking  out  into 
tlic  lake.  On  llie  way  to  Ca[)e  Vincent  from  Grenadier,  General  Wilkinson 
encountered  similar  difficulties.  He  had  a  small  fight  with  tlie  British  near 
Clayton,  and  again  encountered  the  enemy  below  Ogdensburg.  And  then 
what  was  left  of  the  flotilla  went  irito  winter  quarters  on  the  banks  of  the 
Sainton  River.  On  account  of  the  misirianagement  of  this  exj^edition  Gen- 
eral Wilkinson  was  court-marlialed  and  removed  from  command. 

No  spot  in  this  vicinity  has  excited  more  historical  curiosity  than  the  head 
of  Carleton  Island,  where  now  can  be  seen  the  conspicuous  ruins  of  the  old 
fort — Fort  Hakhmand.  At  the  head  of  the  island  are  two  land  locked  bays, 
with  a  deptn  of  water  sufficient  to  accommodate  large  vessels,  and  beyond  is 
a  low  peninsula.  On  the  high  bluff  overlooking  the  river  is  the  ancient  forti- 
fication, wliieh,  at  the  time  of  its  completion,  was  a  first-class  work.  Five  of 
the  uiassivf.:  st<jne  cliiumeys  are  still  standiiK;,  anci  deep  excavations  in  the 
took,  probably  used  for  magazines  or  secret  storage,  are  very  noticeable.  It: 
overlooked  the  little  peninsula  and  the  two  harbors  below,  and  effectually 
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commanded  both  the  cliannels  of  the  St.  Lawreiice  lying  soutii  of  Wolf  Island. 
The  gorge,  or  rear  wall,  was  mostly  formed  by  the  higii  cliff  at  its  base,  which, 
for  about  one-half  of  its  lengtli,  hangs  nearly  perpendicular  over  the  waters 
of  the  north  bay.  Excavations  at  the  base  of  tlie  first  sliouldcr  of  the  cliff 
would  seem  to  indicate  magazines  or  store-rooms,  though  the  main  magazine 
was  located  a  little  north  of  the  center  of  the  work.  The  front,  looking 
towards  the  mainland  of  the  island,  was  defended  by  a  somewhat  irregular 
line  of  earth-works,  with  a  solid  parapet  having  three  unequal  faces,  with  a 
strong  bistion  on  each  face,  calculated  for  four  guns,  and  there  were  guns 
mounted  at  intervals  between  the  bastions.  The  ditch  was  excavated  through 
rock  to  a  depth  of  six  feet.  A  zigzag  wall,  built  of  stone  taken  from  the 
ditch,  ran  along  the  front,  parallel  to  and  distan.t  from  the  outer  wall  of  the 
ditch  about  30  feet,  and  the  glacis  was  formed  of  debris  of  the  ditch  tilled 
in  beyond,  making  tlie  approach  of  an  en- my  exceedingly  diflicnlt,  the  whole 
glacis  and  ditch  being  luider  direct  hrc  from  tiie  guns  of  the  parapet.  The 
quarters  appear  to  have  been  built  along  three  sides  of  a  parallelogram,  and 
a  low  vv-all  of  loose  stone  inclosed  the  space  between  on  the  south  and  east 
sides  of  the  quadrangle.  Originally  there  were  about  15  buildings  within 
the  work,  as  indicated  by  the  immense  cliimneys^  five  only  of  which  remain 
standing.  These  chimneys  were  very  solidly  constructed  of  hammered  stone, 
and  v/ere  about  six  feet  square  at  the  base  and  20  feet  high.  Most,  if 
not  all,  of  the  chimneys  were  constructed  v/ilh  two  fire-places,  and  in  opposite 
faces,  with  double  flues.  There  were  two  galewaxs,  one  near  each  extremity, 
on  the  north  and  south,  connecting  wiih  roads  leading  down  to  tlie  landings. 
The  lime-kiln  used  in  manufacturing  the  lime  with  which  the' chimneys  were 
constructed  was  on  the  plain  near  the  v/ater's  edge,  and  can  be  seen  yet. 
The  fort,  including  the  ditch,  probably  covered  an  area  of  from  eiglu  to  10 
acres,  aiul  could  accon^.niodale  a  garrison  of  500  men.  It  was  accord- 
ino-  to  the  system  of  Vauban^  and  must  have  cost  an  immense  sum.  The 
cemetery  was  on  the  plain  east  of  tlie  works,  l.uU  very  little  remains  of 
the  head  stones  at  the  present  day.  The  relics  found  in  and  around  the 
works  consist  of  buttons,  coins,  tomahawks,  flints,  etc.  Pieces  of  wrecked 
vessels  are  distinguished,  on  a  still  day,  at  the  bottom  of  the  river  in  the  north 
bay.  There  is  a  sunken  dock  on  the  west  side,  and  some  little  distance  in 
the  rear  are  the  broken  and  almost  obliterated  graves  of  the  soldiers'  ceme- 
tery. When  Charles  Smyth  obtained  possession  of  the  island,  about  1S20, 
many  of  the  burial-places  were  still  marked  by  carved  oaken  })ieces  of  wood, 
but  when  Dr.  Hough  published  his  /Jis/ory  of  Jr/Jerso/i  CoiDify,  1S54,  he 
found  only  one  grave  tiiat  was  indicated  by  a  head  sione,  on  which  was  the 
following  :  "  J.  Tarrar,  ]).  23  Fy.  1792."  The  oldest  coin  ever  found  was 
dated  1696. 

I'nerc  has  aUvays  been  considerable  donbl  ulictlicr  ihe  French  or  Fnglish 
buill  the  fort,  but  in  the  history  of  Carlcfoii  Island  and  tJic  Old  A^-/ recently 
published  by  Major  J.  H.  Durham,  of  Ca[)e  Vincent,  is  a  letter  written  Oc- 
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tober  14,  1778,  by  Gen.  Sir  Frederick  Haldimand,  whvO  succeeded  Sir  Gu}' 
Carleton  in  command  of  His  Alajesty's  forces  in  Conada,  which  proves  conclu- 
sively that  the  tort  was  built  by  tlie  English  in  thai  year.  In  his  letter  to  his 
comrniinder  in  England  he  says  he  has  sent  several  officers  and  their  compa- 
nies of  soldiers  to  establish  a  post  at  the  entrance  of  I^ake  Ontario^  to  serve 
the  purpose  of  a  safe  place  for  the  traders  to  send  their  goods  to,  v.diich  go 
fron)  Montreal  in  boats,  till  tlie  king's  vessels,  now  the  only  craft  allowed  to 
navigate  the  lakes,  can  be  spared  frotn  the  more  urgent  services  to  transport 
them  to  Niagara,  a  secure  harbor  for  these  vessels,  and  a  defense  against  the 
enterprises  of  the  rebels  upon  this  province  by  that  great^  avenue  into  it." 
He  also  writes  that  he  has  serit  an  ofticer  to  build  gunboats,  and  says:  "  The 
place  pitched  upon  by  these  gentlemen,  after  having  been  carefully  examined, 
is  an  island  about  12  mlies  below  the  entrance  of  Lake  Ontario,  having  Grand 
Isle  (now  ^Volfe)  on  one  side,  from  v/hich  it  is  divided  by  a  channel  of  some- 
thing less  than  a  mile,  and  the  south  corttinent  on  the  other,  at  a  distance  of 
one  mile  and  a  quarter  from  it."  He  also  states  ''the  name  of  Cavlcton  Isl- 
and is  now  given  to  this  in  question.  Very  favorable  ground  for  foilifying, 
commanding  a  commodious  and  safe  harbor  which  the  island  possesses  at  the 
upper  end  of  it  looking  toward  the  lake,  induced  the  gentlemen  sent  on  this 
service  to  fix  upon  this  spot,  where  a  fort  is  begun,  and  barracks  are  building 
for  the  troops,  and  the  place  will  be  in  a  tolerable  state  of  defense  and  habita- 
tion by  the  winter."  As  will  be  seen  by  this  letter,  there  is  no  longer  any 
doubt  who  built  the  fort  or  when  it  was  built.  It  was  named  Fort  Haldi- 
mand,  after  the  general  who  ordered  it  constructed. 

In  1796  Fort  Halchmand  was  defended  by  a'small  British  ^guard  and  six 
pieces  of  cannon.  In  1812.  as  soon  as  the  news  reached  Cape  Vincent  that 
a  second  war  had  been  declared  against  Great  P.ritiao  by  the  Aaierican  Con- 
gress, Abner  Hubbard,  an  old  Revolutionary  soldier  living  at  Milieu's  Bay,  au- 
thorized himself  and  several  of  his  neighbors  to  capture  the  fort.  They 
crossed  over  the  rivcr  in  tlie  night  and  demanded  its  surrender.  Two  womeri 
and  three  invalid  men  surrendered.  Tne  following  day  the  fort  was  destroyed 
and  the  prisoners  taken  to  Sackets  Harbor.  Immediately  adjoining  the  ruins 
of  the  old  fort,  and  lying  clear  across  the  head  of  the  island  from  shore  to 
shore,  a  plot  of  ground  of  more  than  100  acres  has  been  surveyed,  and  a 
park  laid  out.  ^Messrs.  Folger  and  Hance,  the  present  owners,  contempl  \te 
the  erection  of  a  Urge  hotel,  and  the  locality  once  the  scene  of  warlike  prep- 
arations against  Fort  Stanwix,  Cherry  Valley,  and  Fort  Edward,  and  the 
meetings  of  the  mighty  Iroquois  chiefs  who  here  assembled  thier  followers 
■s.nil  prepared  for  their  sanguinary  raids,  will  give  place  to  the  beauties  and 
{>leisures  of  a  summer  resort  among  the  Thousand  Islands. 

The  earliest  settlement  on  the  main  Ian  1  in  this  tow-i  was  made  by  Abijah 
J'ntsiam,  from  Rome,  who,  in  iSor,  located  two  miks  below  the  jKc-ent  vil- 
^-'ge  of  Cape  Vmcent,  at  a  plice  early  known  as  Port  Putnan-i,"  where  he 
established  the  first  ferry  to  Wolf  Island.     He  was  sent  there  for  the  purpose 
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by  Jacob  "Brown,  the  agent  of  Le  Ray.  One  Sitnuel  Cone  settled  on  the  op- 
posite shoie  of  the  islnnd  at  the  same  time.  In  1803  the  State  road  was  cx- 
tend^xl  from  Brownville  to  this  place,  and  cut  out  and  partly  worked  in  tlie 
winter  of  1803-04.  In  1804  John  Macombs  and  Peter  Sternberg  purchased 
Putnam's  interest,  bid  out  the  plan  of  a  village,  and  sold  a  few  lots.  In 
Miy,  1803,  John  B.  Esselstyn  settled  three  miles  below  the  present  village  of 
Cape  Vincent.      Daniel  Spinning  came  in  1S04.  and  soon  after  two  families 

by  the  name  of  Smith.  Jonathan  Cummings,  Sheldon,  and  others  located 

near  the  ])lace.  In  1806  Richard  M.  Esselstyn  settled  near  Putnam's  ferry 
with  his  brother.  In  the  summer  of  1809  Eber  Kelsey  came  to  the  present 
village  of  Cape  Vincent,  and  cleared  for  Mr.  Le  Riy,  the  proprietor,  a  tract 
of  50  acres,  erected  a  wharf,  block,  dwelling  house  and  tavern,  a  frame  barn, 
etc.,  and  the  same  season  Richard  VL  Esselstyn  built  a  house  ani  store,  and 
commenced  trade  with  Jolm  B.,  under  the  firm  name  of  J.  B  &  R.  M.  Es- 
selstyn. Di.  Avery  Ainsworth.  the  first  physician  to  settle  in  this  part  of  tlic 
count)',  catne  from  \"'ermont  in  1809,  and  the  same  year  built  a  house  and 
store  here.     Mr.  Le  Ray,  from  an  early  period,  designed  Cape  Vincent,  or 

Gravelly  Point,"  as  it  was  sometimes  called  by  the  pioneers,  as  the  site  of 
a  village,  and  in  181  r  a  mile  square  was  surveyed  and  lotted  by  ?vIusgrove 
Evans,  one  of  the  surveyors  employed  by  Le  Ra}'. 

In  1809  an  extensive  lumbering  business  was  commenced  in  this  town, 
which  gave  employment  to  many  men  and  brought  a  transient  population  to- 
the  place.  A  large  business  was  done  in  importing  staves  in  18  ro,  and  also 
the  building  of  arks  for  the  Montreal  trade,  which  was  continued  in  181  r. 
The  War  of  18 12  necessitated  the  discontinuance  of  this  business,  and  the 
lumber  on  hand  was  mostly  used  as  fuel  by  Wilkinson's  army.  The  business- 
was  not  continued  until  the  close  of  the  v/ar.  The  news  of  the  war  spread 
terror  throughout  the  settlement,  and  this  ]^oint  being  nearest  to  Kingston 
was  considered  of  much  impoitance  by  General  P>rown,  upon  whom  the  care 
of  the  early  military  operations  of  this  place  was  laid.  Capt.  Farrar  had  been 
stationed  here  vrith  a  small  company  of  militia  to  enforce  the  embargo  laid 
in  1812. 

A  few  days  after  war  had  been' declared,  but  before  the  news  was  received, 
the  Nia;^ara  and  Ontario,  schooners,  laden  with  flour  and  potash,  from 
Queenstown  to  Brockville,  were  seized  by  Mr.  Elijah  Fields,  Jr.,  deputy  col- 
lector at  Cape  Vincent,  and  taken  to  Sackets  Harbor,  where,  after  an  inves- 
tigation, the  A7i7^cz;77  was  condemned  and  sold,  and  the  On/ario  wsls  released, 

Duiing  the  war,  this  being  the  most  exposed  point  on  tlie  whole  frontier, 
and  one  of  the  few  places  then  inhabited  on  the  river,  it  became  tlie  scene  of 
adventures  that  attracted  notice  at  the  time.  On  one  occasion,  iprobably  in 
the  summer  of  1S13.  a  man  by  the  name  of  Draj-^er,  v-;ho  belonged  to  Capt. 
Getman's  ccunpany,  oblained  permission  from  Col.  Dodge,  of  Sickets  Har- 
bor, to  raise  a  party  of  volunteers  from  the  coii)]vany,  to  dislodge  a  party  of 
Indians  that  had  been  discovered  lurking  on  ^Volf  Island.    A  gunboat,  under 
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Capt.  Hawkins,  having  touched  at  the  Cipe,  agreed  to  take  them  over,  but  not 
to  take  part  in  the  affair.  As  the  boat  approached  a  gun  was  fired  which  put 
the  Indians  to  flight.  Tliey  were  pursued  about  a  niile,  when  I3raper  care- 
lessly exposed  himself  to  the  shots  of  the  enemy  and  was  killed.  Two  oth- 
ers were  slightly  wounded,  when  the  party  hastily  returned. 

A  little  before  the  attack  on  Sackets  Marbor  a  British  gunboat  touched  at 
Cape  Vincent  in  the  night,  and  a  pirt  of  the  crew,  having  heard  of  the  pres- 
ence of  three  dragoons,  who  had  put  up  for  the  night  from  Sackets  Harbor, 
resolved  upon  their  capture.  One  of  the  dragoons,  named  Moore,  who  was 
an  accomplished  fencer,  retreated  to  a  corner  of  the  room  and  kept  off  his 
assailants  so  effectually  that,  finding  it  impossible  to  take  him  alive,  they  shot 
him,  a  most  cowardly  act  and  one  unworthy  of  a  true  soldier.  His  comrades 
escaped.  Two  weeks  later  another  visit  was  made,  a  store  plundered,  and 
temporary  barracks  burned.  Snbscquent  visits  for  plunder  followed,  and 
many  of  the  iniiabitants  sought  a  less  exposed  situation. 

The  Royal  Gcor//:,  a  British  war  ship  of  2\  guris  and  three  masts,  once 
stopped  at  Cape  Vincent,  but  witlidrew  without  rnakin^;-  any  demonstration. 
Major  Esselstyn  was  taken  prisoner  near  Chaumont,  August  23,  r8r3.  was 
removed  to  Canada,  and  two  weeks  later  was  exchanged  for  a  British  officer 
of  equal  rank. 

Ttie  Patriot  movenient  in  1838,  when  a  number  of  deluded  persons  of  the 
United  States  and  Canada  organized  for  the  purpose  of  freeing  Canada  from 
British  rule,  caused  considerable  excitement  in  this  locality.  Hunter  lodges 
were  organized,  secret  meetings  were  held,  and  among  the  Initiated  a  myste- 
rious sign- language  was  used.  The  robbery  of  the  arsenal  at  Watertown, 
the  burning  of  the  Sir  Robert  Peel  near  Wells  Island,  the  memorable  trip  of 
the  Unifeil  Stales  across  the  lake  anddo»vn  the  river,  when  the  Patriots  gath- 
ered at  Windmill  Point,  and  the  disastrous  end  of  the  expedition  are  matters 
of  historical  interest  previously  mentioned  in  the  County  Chapter.  Daniel 
George,  one  of  tlie  [patriots  who  suffered  the  death  penalty,  was  a  resident  of 
Cape  Vmcent  village. 

During  the  civil  rvar  Cape  Vincent  contributed  her  full  quotas.  The  quota 
under  the  call  of  October  17,  1863,  was  44;  under  that  of  February  i,  1864, 
it  was  70  ;  March  14,  28;  July  18,  50;  December  19.  40.  At  a  meeting  of 
the  citizens  held  August  6,  1862,  a  permanent  war  committee  v/as  appointed, 
which  continued  till  1865.  In  February,  1865,  the  committee  reported  that 
^235.85  still  remained  in  its  hands  unexpended,  of  the  moneys  raised  to  pay 
bounties,  which  was  used  by  the  committee  in  providing  for  the  families  of  vol- 
unteers. At  a  special  town  meeting  held  January  12,  1864,  it  v/as  voted  (263 
for  and  52  against)  to  tax  tlietown  sufficiently  to  pay  a  bounty  of  $300  to  each 
person  who  sliould  thereafter  volunteer  into  the  service  of  the  United  States 
and  be  credited  to  C.q-'e  Vincent,  i  rcvious  to  tlie  ajip^ijitmerit  of  this  war 
committee  the  volunteers  received  little  or  no  bouiity,  alihough  small  sums 
were  given  them  by  individuals  as  they  left  home,  and  they  went  under  the 
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Stimulation  of  a  patriotism  that  no  one  could  lay  to  the  charge  of  green- 
backs. Through  the  efforts  of  the  women  of  tiic  town  sevetal  hundred  dol- 
lars were  raised  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  "  Soldiers'  Relief  Fund." 
Several  cows  and  sheep  were  donated  for  the  beneht  of  this  relief  fund,  and 
on  the  occasion  of  festivals  given  by  the  ladies  were  sold. 

Previous  to  1816  the  settlements  in  the  town  were  limited  to  a  few  points 
on  the  river  ;  but  about  this  time  the  country  around  about  bt^gan  to  be 
taken  up,  new  roads  were  opened,  and  the  country  rapidly  advanced  in  pop- 
ulation. About  this  time  several  educated  and  accomplished  French  fami- 
lies located  here,  among  whom,  in  18 18,  was  Peter  Francis  Real,  known  in 
European  history  as  Count  Real,  the  chief  of  police  under  Napoleon.  The 
political  changes  in  France,  in  a  few  years,  recalled  many  celebrated  exiles 
who  had  adhered  to  the  fortunes  of  Napoleon,  and  fled' from '' the  disasters 
which  overtook  that  dynasty,  among  whom  were  Count  Real  and  others  who 
had  made  this  country  their  home.  At  about  the  same  time  Mr.  F.  R. 
Hasler,  the  eminent  philosopher  and  engineer,  having  become  interested  in 
real  estate  in  this  place,  came  here  to  reside  with  his  family,  and  planned  the 
establishment  of  a  Normal  school,  which  he  never  perfected.  The  village 
was  a  favorite  resort  of  Mr.  Le  Ray,  and  he  was  often  accompanied  by  emi- 
nent foreigners,  who  never  visited  the  county  without  becommg  his  guests, 
and  sharing  that  refined  hospitality  which  be  knew  so  well  how  to  bestow. 
The  first  visit  of  Le  Ray  to' this  place  was  in  1S03,  and  was  attended  with 
the  following  incident,  the  account  of  which  we  take  from  Hough's  History 
of  Jcjjcrson  Cojiniy  : — 

"  He  was  acconipavdfd  by  Gouvonicur  I\Ic))-ris,  and  atter  visiting  Brownvillc  tbny  took  an 
opeu  boat  to  continue  their  journey.  ?.s  !Mr.  Morris  bad  a  %\''ooden  leg,  and  could  not  conven- 
iently tiavel  in  the  woods  by  the  lude  means  of  couniiunicatiou  wbieh  the  co(intr\'  then 
atYoi'dcd,  and  Ik-  A\as  moreover  very  })aitial  to  sailing,  and  clainied  to  ])C  especiuily  skillful 
in  mnn.uging  witter  ciOit.  On  passing  C'lirrry  Inland  3{r.  Mollis  observed  that  there  nnist  be 
fine  fishing  there,  and  as  he  had  \sith  him  his  I'reneh  cook  and  culinary  apparatus,  he  de- 
clared hu  would  tii-rve  his  fritnd  a  bctf-r  iish  dinner  thait  be  had  ever  taste<l.  .Mr.  Le  Tay 
objv'cted  that  it  was  getting  late  anil  cloudy,  and  tlu-y  had  a  great  ways  to  run  l)efore  reaching 
rutnam's,  the  fu  st  s-  Itkment  (;n  the  shore.  Xotlnng  would  do:  Mr.  Mnn  is  was  as  fond  of 
good  cheer  as  of  sailing,  and  they  sloj  ped.  'J'hey  had  good  fishing,  and  a  cajutal  dinner;  but 
it  was  late  before  they  set  .-ail  again  and  dark  before  they  reached  the  St.  Lawrence,  and  they 
Were  ol>ligid  to  stop  at  Gravelly  I'oint,  two  miles  above  Putnam's,  where  they  pitched  their 
tent  and  v,ent  tt»  bed,  for  they  had  all  the  necessary  iinplt  nients.  In  the  middle  of  tlie  .light 
a  fire  built  before  the  tt  nt  set  it  in  thimes;  Mr.  I\[onis,  thus  un^easonal>ly  disturbed,  felt  all 
around  for  Ids  wooden  leg,  lait  was  obliged  to  llee  without  it.  The  (  xposnre  to  wind  and  lain 
pri'duct-din  2i[r.  Le  a  viob  nt  ilbe  s,-,  and  be  \vith  diiliculry  returned  to  ]:;ro\Mivii]e.  ])]-. 
Kirk}>atrick  was  suiiuijoiied  fr..m.  Lome  and  alU'uded  him  thiougli  a  long  aiul  dangerous 
fever." 

The  first  grist-mill  in  the  town  was  built  on  Kent's  Creek.  Previous  to 
its  erection  the  early  settlers  were  obliged  to  have  their  grnin  groutid  at  Chau- 
mOTiU  a!;d  it  was  not  xw  ur-comnion  feat  for  th.e  hardy  pioneers  to  shoulder 
a  bushel  of  corn  and  carry  it  toChaurnont,  and  bring  liome  their  meal  in  the 
same  manner. 
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•  CHUKCE1ES. 

TIic  First  Prcsbyieriaii  Chin-ch,  located  at  Cape  Vincent  village,  was  or- 
ganized by  its  first  pastor,  Rev.  Jedediah  Burchard,  in  1832,  with  22  mem- 
bers. Their  house  of  worship,  v/hich  vvill  comfortably  seat  300  persons,  was 
built  in  1840,  at  a  cost  of  $2,000,  and  is  now  valued,  including  grounds 
and  other  property,  at  $5,000.  It  now  has  a  membership  of  80,  and  Rev. 
James  W.  Hiiman  is  the  pastor.  The  Sunday-school  has  14  teachers  and 
100  scholars. 

St,  Johns  Church  (Episcopal),  located  on  Market  street  in  the  village  of 
Cape  Vincent,  was  organized  January  25,  1S41,  by  Rev.  John  Noble,  Messrs. 
Otis  P.  Starkey,  Richard  Townsend,  William  Deny,  Nelson  13.  Williams,  Rob- 
ert Moore,  Robert  Bartlett,  and  JudahT.  Ainsworth.  Rev.  John  Noble  was 
the  first  rector.  Their  house  of  worship  is  a  wood  structure,  will  comfortably 
scat  194  persons,  and  was  erected  in  1841  at  a  cost  of  about  $3,000.  The 
present  value  of  church  property,  including  buildings  and  grounds,  is  $6,500. 
The  present  membership  is  69  families,  with  103  communicants,  and  Rev. 
Samuel  W.  Strowger  is  the  rector.  The  Sunday-school  consists  of  65  scholars 
and  eight  teachers. 

The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  of  Cape  Vincent  village,  was  organized 
October  14,  1851,  with  55  members,  and  Llev.  William  Jones  v/as  the  first 
pastor.  Their  hQuse  of  worship,  a  wooden  building  capable  of  seating  250 
persons,  v/as  built  in  1853  at  a  cost  of  $2,000.  The  present  value  of  the 
church  property,  including  grounds  and  buildings,  is  about  $6,000.  The 
present  membership  is  67,  under  the  pastoral  charge  of  Rev.  Harry  B,  Fritts. 
The  Sunday-school  has  seven  teachers  and  60  scholars. 

St.  Vincent  de  Paul s  Church  (Catholic),  located  at  Cape  Vincent  village^ 
v.'as  organized  in  1850,  under  the  direction  of  a  French  missionary.  Their 
church  building  was  built  of  stone  in  1850,  will  comfortably  seat  500  persons, 
and  cost  $5,000,  about  its  present  value.  Rev.  William  S.  Kelley  is  the  pres- 
ent pastor.  The  Sunday-school  has  a  membership  of  10  teachers  and  90 
scholars. 

The  union  church  at  Millen's  Bay  was  erected  for  the  use  of  the  Protes- 
tant Episcopalians  and  the  Episcopal  Methodists.  The  Episcopalians  are 
considered  as  being  members  of  St.  John's  Church  in  Cape  Vincent  village, 
and  the  services  are  held  at  Millen's  Bay  for  the  accommodation  of  the  mem- 
bers in  that  part  of  the  town.  The  Methodists  around  Millen's  Bay  are  con- 
sidered as  members  of  the  ^I.  E.  Church  at  St.  Lawrence  village.  These  two 
societies  occupy  the  church  on  alternate  Sundays.  Their  house  of  worship,  a 
wooden  structure,  was  commenced  in  1869  and  finished  in  1871,  costitig 
$2,700.  It  will  seat  about  200  persons.  The  present  value  of  churcli  prop- 
erty, inclu'iing  coiuids.  etc..  is  $3,000.  Ke^'.  S.  W .  Stiovgcr  conducts  the 
Episcopal  services,  and  Rev.  A.  Thompson  tlie  Methodist. 
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The  Mt'fhcdisi  Episcopal  Church  at  St.  Lawrence  village  was  organized  by 
David  Ayles'.vorth,  the  first  pastor,  in  1850.  Their  fusl  church  building,  i 
wooder^  suucture,  v.-ss  elected  in  1850  at  a  cost  of  $2,000,  and  is  now  val- 
ued, including;  grounds  and  other  church  property,  at  $2,500.  It  will  seat 
ab  )ut  250  persons.  Tne  present  membership  is  50,  and  Rev.  Arthur 
Thompson  is  pastor.    The  Sunday-school  has  i  i  teachers  and  50  scholars. 

The  Roman  Catholic  CJiiirch,  located  at  Rosiere  village,  was  o'gmized  by 
Michael  Gaith.  the  first  pastor,  in  1830,  the  society  at  that  time  consisting  of 
20  fainilies.  Their  first  house  of  worship,  a  storie  structure,  was  built  in 
1830  by  James  Le  Ray,  who  also  presented  the  society  with  100  acres  of 
land.  The  present  beautiful  church  was  erected  in  1879,  of  wood.  It  will 
comfortably  seat  800  persons.  The  present  parish  consists  of  100  families, 
under  the  pastoral  charge  of  Rev.  William  S.  Kelley.  .Tlie  Sunday-school 
has  a  membership  of  15  teacliers  and  150  scholars.  Rev.  Michael  Gaith, 
their  first  missiotiary  priest,  for  luanv  years  labored  nmoni^  those  ot"  the  Roman 
Catholic  faith  in  this  new  country,  and  did  much  by  word  and  deed  to  lighten 
the  burdens  of  pioneer  life.  Rev.  Father  Kelley  was  born  in  Keeseville, 
N.  Y.,  ill  1854.  He  was  educated  in  Montreal,  Canada,  and  was  ordained  a 
priest  in  Seplernber,  1878.

CHAMPION. 


GHAMPIOX  was  formed  from  Mexico,  March  14,  'iSoo.  A  part  of 
iiarrisburgh  was  taken  off  in  1803.  It  is  the  ceivirai  tovvn  on  the 
soutlieast  border  of  the  county-  The  surface  is  broken  and  hilly. 
The  most  elevated  portions  are  the  hills  in  the  south  angle  (known  as  the 
"  peak  "),  wliich  are  about  1,700  feet  above  tide  water.  From  their  summits 
the  land  descends  in  a  series  of  broken  and  irregular  terraces  to  Black  River. 
The  north  part  is  more  level.  The  soil  is  generally  a  clay  loam,  but  near 
the  river  in  some  places  it  is  sandy  •  The  town  was  No.  4,  or  "  Howard,"  of 
the  eleven  towns.  It  fell  to  the  share  of  Harrison  and  Hoffman,  and  by  them 
was  sold  to  Gen.  Henry  Champion,  of  Colchester,  Conn.,  in  u^hose  honor  it 
was  named,  and  Lemuel  Storrs.  It  is  bounded  on  the  north  and  east  by 
Black  River,  which  separates  it  from  the  towns  of  Wilna  and  Le  Ray,  south- 
east by  Lewis  County,  and  v,'est  b}'  Rutland.  It  is  watered  by  numerous 
small  streams,  the  principal  ones  being  Townsend  and  Deer  Lick  creeks,  the 
former  of  wlvich  is  in  the  western  part  of  tlie  town  and  the  latter  in  the  cen- 
tral pari,  both  emptying  into  Black  River.  In  the  south  part  of  the  town  is 
Pleasant  Lake,  the  outlet  of  v.diich  empties  into  Black  River  just  south  of 
West  Cartilage  village.  The  town  v/as  surveyed  in  1797  by  Moses  and  Ben- 
jamin Wright,  the  former  subdividing  and  the  latter  surveying  around  it. 

'J'he  tov.-n  was  organized  and  the  first  town  meeting  held  April  i,  1800,  at 
which  the  following  ofiicers  were  elected:  Xoadiah  Hubbard,  supervisor; 
Eli  Churcli,  clerk;  Timothy  Pool,  David  Coffeen,  and  William  Hadsall, 
assessors;  Ephraim  Chamberlain,  constable  and  collector  ;  John  Ward  and 
Reuben  Rockwood,  overseers  of  the  poor;  Solomon  Ward,  Amaziah  Parker 
and  Elihu  Jones,  commissioners  of  highwa)s  ;  Daniel  Coffeen,  William 
Crowell,  Timothy  Pool,  and  Moses  Goodrich,  overseers  of  highways;  Levi 
Barns,  fence  viewer;  Bela  Hubbard,  poundmasler. 

In  I  Sic  tlie  town  liad  210  families  and  1,471  inhabitants.  Tlicre  \vereJ53 
framed  houses,  157  log  houses,  79  tv.vr.c  I  bj.vns,  tiiree  stores,  tw<'  xli-'i!!cries, 
mrif  sciiooi-houses,  one  clothier's  works,  a  c;.udip,g  inachine,  fuu.  gri.-.i-inills, 
eight  sav/-milis,  and  a  brewery.    A  writer  of  1S13  says:     I'hc  inljabitants

are  very  ir.rliistrions  anti  thriving ;  *  *  *  in  no  country  so  recently  set  - 
tl'-'l  liive  I  ever  seen  such  a  spirit  of  irnprovenienl,  or  more  of  soher  d.ix] 
persevering  industry,  with  so  good  roads — the  veins  and  arteries  of  public 
and  private  prosperity." 

Spafjorifs  Gazetteer^  published  in  1824,  says  of  this  town  in  1820  : — 

"There  i?  a  small  villagp  at  the  liead  of  Loiig  Falls,  opposite  Carrliatre,  of  Wilua,  -wliorc- 
tliere  is  a  bridge  over  the  Luu-k  Kivur  ;  and  near  the  center  of  Die  town  is  Cluimpion  village, 
M-here  are  a  few  dwellings,  a  chnrcli,  two  stores,  a  schooi-house,  and  the  pc-totiice,  77  nrilL-s 
nortli  of  Utic:i.

In  18S0  Champion  had  a  population  of  2,259.  ^^^^  town  is  located  in 
the  second  sciiool  district  of  Jefferson  County,  and  in  1S89  had  16  school 
districts,  of  which  three  v.-ere  joint,  in  which  18  teacb.ers  were  employed  28 
vreeks  oi  more.  There  were  4S2  scliolars  attending  school,  and  the  aggre- 
gate days  attendance  during  the  year  was  45,104.  The  total  value  of  school 
bnildiugs  and  sites  was  $9,280,  while  the^assessed  valuation  of  all  the  dis- 
tricts was  $1,197,344.  The  whole  amount  received  for  school  purposes  was 
$4,867.17,  $2,653.55  of  which  was  received  by  local  tax.  Truman  C.  Gray 
was  school  commissioner. 

West  Carthage  is  a  village  situated  in  the  extreme  western  part  of 
the  town,  on  Black  River.  This  village  w^as  incorporated  March  iS,  18S9, 
and  the  followdng  were  the  first  officers  elected  ;  Marcus  P.  Mason,  presi- 
ident  ;  L.  W.  Babcock,  Philip  Hull,  and  S.  G.  Van  Pelt,  trustees;  Charles 
A.  Beyer,  treasurer ;  Charles  Jones,  collector  ;  W.  B.  Van  Allen,  clerk  ; 
Pierre  De  Peyster,  street  commissioner.  The  village  now  contains  one  pulp- 
mill,  a  sash  and  blind  factory,  two  tub  and  pail  factories,  one  furniture  man- 
ufactory, one  tannery,  grist-mill,  saw-mill,  wood  turning  shop  and  planing- 
mill,  one  hotel  (temperance),  one  church  (Congregational),  a  district  school 
v/itli  tliree  departments,  a  wagon  and  blacksmith  shop,  one  drug  and  grocery 
store,  a  grocery  and  notion  store,  a  general  store,  two  greenhouses;-  a  meat 
market,  photograph  gallery,  and  about  t.ooo  inhabitants.  A  knitting  fac- 
tory was  in  operation  here,  until  the  spring  of  18S9,  when  it  was  discontinued. 
It  did  a  prosperous  business  with  a  pay-roll  aggregating  $1,200  per  month. 

CrL-\MPiON  (p.  o.)  village,  located  in  the  central  part  of  the  tc  vvn,  contains 
one  hotel,  a  general  store,  three  churches  (Episcopal,  Congregational,  and 
Methodist  Episcopal),  a  cheese  factory,  blacksmith  shop,  telegraph,  telephone, 
and  express  otlices,  and  a  population  of  about  200. 

Great  Bend  (p.  o.)  is  a  hamlet  in  the  northern  part  of  the  town,  on  Black 
River.  It  contains  a  paper-mill  where  wall  paper  is  manufactured,  a  gen- 
eral store,  two  hotels  (one  being  in  Le  Ray),  the  usual  complement  of  shops, 
two  cliuiciies  (Methodist  Episcopal  ar-d  i'^piscopal),  telegraph,  telephone,  and 
express  offices,  and  about  300  inhabitants. 
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Sor  i'H  Champiox  (p.  o.)  is  a  small  hamlet  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
lo^^•n. 

JViC  Greal  BcnJ PaJ>c?-  a)hi  Pulp  CoDL/'any,  whose  estabhshrnent  is  located 
on  tiie  south  bank  of  the  Black  Jsiver  at  Great  Bend,  was  incorporated  in 
iSuS.  with  George  W.  Clark  as  its  president.  Its  stockholders  at  the  time 
of  incorporation  were  George  W.  Clark,  Heman  Burr,  and  Lewis  il,  Ivlills. 
The  purpose  for  which  it  was  organized  was  the  manufacture  of  straw-board, 
but  after  a  lapse  of  five  years  Mr,  Clark  and  Mr.  Mills  purcliased  Mr.  Burr's 
interest,  when  they  manufactured  what  is  termed  "  bro>vn  hanging  paper," 
which  was  composed  largely  of  straw  at  first,  but  subsequently  the  straw  \7as 
discarded^and  rags  substituted.  In  April,  18S7,  Mr.  Clark  died  and  the  prop- 
erty passed  into  the  hands  of  Mr.  iMills,  who  continued  the  business  imtil 
February,  1888,  when  the  mill  was  sold  to  F.  A.  Fletcher,  of  Watertov/n.  Its 
present  owners  are  F.  A.  Fletcher,  Ida  A.  Fletcher,  F.  X.  Zapf,  and  E.  H. 
Thompson.  The  capital  stock  of  the  con?i)aiiy  is  $50,000.  It  gives  employ- 
ment to  26  hands^  and  nianufactures  about  four  tons  of  paper  and  three  tons 
of  pulp  per  day. 

TJie  CJiampion  tillage  cheese  factory,  William  E.  Bellinger,  proprietor,  was 
built  in  1864  bv  George  C.  Freema-n.  It  has  the  patronage  of  450  cows, 
receives  about  i, 080,000  pounds  of  milk  for  the  season,  from  which  is  made 
ioS,ooo  pounds  of  cheese  valued  at  $9,7  20. 

TIic  Mcisltt  cJieesc  factory,  situated  on  the  Copenhagen  and  Watertown 
road,  in  the  southern  part  of  the  tosvn,  two  and  a  half  miles  from  Copenha- 
gen, was  built  by  the  McNitt  Brothers  in  1870.  It  receives  the  milk  from 
300  cows,  and  makes  80,000  pounds  of  cheese  annually,  which  is  valued  at 
about  $7,200. 

The  G.  Searl  cheese  factory  v^'as  built  by  Nathaniel  ^Vhitney  in  1864,  and  is 
located  at  South  Chrimpion.  It  receives  the  mil!-  from  300  cows  and  makes 
about  97,750  pounds  of  cheese  annually,  valued  at  $8,793. 

The  Had  sal!  Cf^  Moore  cJieese  factoiy,  situated  three  miles  uest  of  Cham- 
pion village,  on  ioa-,i  23,  was  built  in  tlie  spring  of  1871,  by  its  present  pro- 
prietors. It  has  the  patronage  of  450  cows,  receives  about  1,259,137  pounds 
of  milk  annually,  and  manufactures  about  123,153  pounds  of  cheese  valued 
at  $  1 1 ,083. 

The  Babcoek  cheese  factory,  situated  two  miles  north  of  Champion,  is  one 
of  the  oldest  in  the  county,  being  built  by  ^William  W  Babcoek  in  1862.  It 
has  the  patronage  of  400  cows,  receives  about  1,320,000  pounds  of  milk  dur- 
ing the  season,  from  which  is  made  132,000  pounds  of  cheese  valued  at 
$11,880.  Mrs.  E.  M.  Greenfield  has  made  the  cheese  ever  ^since  the  fac- 
tory v/as  built. 

O.  K.  cheese  factory  was  built  in  18S9,  by  E.  H.  Olmstead  and  F.  A. 
Rnapp.  It  receives  the  milk  from  500  cows,  at-id  manufactures  from  to  to 
12  cheeses  per  day. 
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Coriha-^e  roller  mill,  located  at  West  Carthage,  was  built  in  1872,  with 
four  lUDS  of  stones.  In  1885  it  was  changed  to  a  roller  mill,  with  10  sets  of 
rolls,  with  a  ca))acity  of  10  barrels  per  day.  It  has  two  runs  of  stones  for 
feed, 'gives  employment  to  five  men,  and  does  a  busiricssof  $igo,ogo  per  year 
Tiie  present  proprietors  are  William  Hutchmson  and  C.  J.  Ciark. 

Harvey  D.  Farrar  s  woodcnware  inojuifactory,  at  \Vest  Carthage,  was  estab- 
lished in  1856  by  the  present  proprietor.  It  has  been  destroyed  by  fire  and 
rebuilt  three  times.  About  10  men  are  employed  in  t!ie  manufacture  of  but- 
ter tubs,  of  which  20,000  are  turned  out  each  year. 

.S".  E.  Rice' s  butler  tub  manufactory,  located  at  West  Cartna^^?  employs 
four  men  and  manufactures  from  $3,000  to  $5,000  worth  of  tubs  per  year. 

Meyer,  Ross  Co  s  furniture  manufactory^  at  West  Carthar^e,  was  estab- 
lished about  1878.  It  furnishes  eini>loyrnent  to  12  men  and  docs  a  business 
of  about  $18,000  j)er  annum. 

Jl.  C.  J.  G.  L^'ncioy  s  carriage  manufactory,  located  at  West  Cartha,:;c, 
was  built  in  1SS6.  T  he  establislirn-'nt  tut  ns  out  about  $4,000  worth  of  fine 
carriages  annuaby. 

West  Carthage  pulp  7>Jorks,  at  West  Carthage  village,  were  established  by 
Defendorf  6:  Plank  in  1888.  About  four  men  are  employed,  and  from  three 
lo  four  tons  of  pulp  are  manufactured  a  day.  M.  R.  Deferidorf  is  the  pres- 
ent j)roprietor. 

Gibbs's  door,  sash,  and  blind  factory,  at  West  Cartli'^ge,  gives  employment 
to  six  men  and  rnaniifactures  about  $3, coo  worth  of  goods  per  annum. 

West  Carthage  saiu-mill,  T.  S.  N'ormander,  j)roprietor,  has  the  capacity  for 
sawing  5.000  feet  of  lumber  psr  day,  giving  employment  Lofour  men.  Shin- 
gles are  also  manufactured  here. 

/iVzr/'.T  i"<^7c'-w/// '.vas  built  about  i860  by  Lewis  Earl.  It  has  the  capacity 
for  sawing  1,500  feet  of  lumber  daily. 

The  follo'.vmg  regarding  the  commencement  of  settlements  in  the  town  of 
Champion  is  an  extract  from  a  letter  v/ritten  by  Xoadiah  Hubbard  to  Ijr. 
F.  \>.  Hough,  in  June,  1853,  and  published  in  Hougli's  History  of  Jefferson 
County,\yx'^(t  121  : —

many  rccord.s  of  tbosf  early  dayw,  *  *  *  yet  noine  1  have,  and  wlion  I  ^'ive  you  dute.s  at  uil 
they  are  from  meriiorunda  made  at  the  time. 

"I  lirrit  eamf;  to  \hU  town.  Cliampioa,  ui  tlic  yea:  1797,  wirli  Jymiu.l  Sturrs,  a  lar^;e  htnd- 
hoM'-r,  when  he  cam*;  on  for  the  lirst  time  to  view  Jiis  purcliase,  I  was  then  rtnidirip; 
iu  St.  u!>eij,  in  .vhut  i.s  now  OiK.ula  County,  but  then,  or  shortly  before,  Herkimer.  r»Ir-Stoi  iH 
then  liired  ncvej-al  packmeji.  whi>se  bu,-<iiie«<s  it  wa.s  to  carry  tlie  necc's.«<:u'y  provisions  for  tlie 
expedition  on  th<ir  backs.  This  wan  late  in  tlie  autumn.  We  tii»velc:d  on  fr.ot  by  what  war* 
caUed  the  French  roud  to  the  Jli^h  Fallf>  ou  lilavk  Kiver.  /J'hiH  load  had  been  cut  foi- 
t'ne  a'  c^^mmodatioii  of  the  French  refugees  who  had  jiiadc  a  .-^eltL-j/ient  at  lligh  Falls,  ajid 
h.'id  then  a  \'<'^  cify.  .Many  of  tljciie  Froiu;h  bel'>n^ell  to  tli»;  nubility  of  J  iaiice.  wiio  wt-jtr 
obii^;.  .1  f.»  .'.baudon  tlicir  c«<i!i,try  durin;.:  tlie  rt  volution  iji  17t'.'J,  hni  who  wer.-  afier-vards  pt-r- 
mittt  d  to  return  when  tbe  Htar  of  empirij  ro.se  ujk)ii  the  ]{oi!apart<js.  Tlieir  settlement 
Wilis  ijiade  upon  wliat  wa.s  called  the  French  tr:ict,  on  the  mtviU  and  east  hide  «»f  Llu'  k  ]Iiv(  r, 
iiii'i  (xtcndi/iK  a  ^'reat  tii.-^larjce.    l-'jom  the  lii^h  I'allri  we  desceinled  tin  riv*  r  in  a  boat  to  tlu- 
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rapMs,  calk-d  L()ll^'■  Fall?,  now  ki)i)\vn  as  Caitxui;.^c.  Here  we  landed,  and  in  t^vi)  days 
f-xj^'lored  The  towiislii!'.  thei;  an  n;il •;  o';r  ri  v.-ildcnK-r-s.  On  oar  \v;>y  dov.  ii  Sila.s  StcAv,  tlien  a 
young  nnui.  and  aflcj-ward-'  known  as  Jutlp'e  Ston".  of  Lowviile,  i<.-iiU;d  us.  On  t!ic  tliird  day 
we  recnibai  ked  and  proceedi-d  np  the  river,  and  it  v."as  t\vo  days  hai  d  rowing  to  get  b;!ek  agaiii 
to  the  High  Falls.  As  1  believe  I  before  rnenticnied,  it  was  late  iji  >iioven)ber,  and  the  night 
we  were  obliged  to  be  CMit  we  encountered  a  severe  snov.-  storni.  To  protect  ourselves  in  some 
measure  we  made  a  shanty  by  h'etting  up  sonic  crotchets,  and  laying  un  poles,  and  covering 
them  with  henikx:-!:  boughs.    *  * 

In  due  time  v:e  arrived  safe  and  well  in  Steuben,  where  I  passed  the  winter.  Mr.  Storrs 
oft'ercd  me  very  lilieral  inducements  to  come  on  liore  and  commence  a  settlement;  so  liberal 
that  I  determined  to  accept  them,  though  I  may  say  in  parsing,  and  then  dismiss  the  sul^ject 
forever,  that  he  failed  to  fulfill  his  liberal  offers.  Fmt  in  consideration  of  those  offers  I  left 
ray  liomeiu  Steul>en  rhe  1st  of  June,  17;.S,  and  started  for  this  place,  aecunipanied  by  Salmon 
V,'ard  and  David  Starr,  vvith  15  bead  of  cattle.  We  traveled  agaiji  upon  the  French  road  as  far 
as  it  availed  us.  This  t>  'V,'nship  had  been  si;rveyed  the  year  befo]-e  by  Benjamin  and  ^los  js  Wi'ight 
and  this  year  Mr.  Ston's  had  engaged  Ik-ijjamin  Vv"rig];t  to  survey  llounsiield,  and  vi:  his  wuv 
there,  lie  was  to  mar!i  a  road  to  this  pl:;e,-,  and  to  precede^  me.  I  met  tlie  surveyors  agreeably 
to  appointmerd  at  a  Mr.  Hondiey"s.  and  from  there  wc  eanii:'  oii  te».  v.hat  is  called  Turin  Four 
Comers.  Thci-'  >va<  orily  one  log  liouso  theru  then.  From  tlu-re  we  went  west  about  80  or -10 
rodsto  Zacchetis  Tligby's.  Tncre  v,e  laid  do\vri.  our  nuips  atid  consulted  them,  and  came  to  the 
c.o]^;Cla^ion  to  take  fi  om  th-: r.ct  a  north  cou.r-.c.  This  led  usup  on  to  the  top  of  a  hiJl,  now  known 
as  Tug  Hill.  We  v.erc  tn.rii-ely  ignorant  of  the  face  of  the  countr}",  and  of  the  mo.st  eligible 
route  to  pursue,  and  th-:iefore  took  the  one  v\-hic]i  seemed  the  most  direct,  not  Imovring  the 
obstacles  to  be  encotintered.  Vs'e  had  before  (oinc  down  by  water,  aiul  on  this  route  there  was 
not  even  a  marked  tree.  It  v/as  the  dtdy  of  tlm  sur\'eycirs  to  precede  us,  mark  a  r<)ad.  ajid 
chain  it.  Mr.  Wright  started  in  ad\anee  of  us  for  this  pui'pose,  Ic  was  a  beat;tiful,  clear 
morning  and  we  fol!ov,-ed  on,  progressing  llnely  until  t'iie  mi(Mle  of  the  afternoon,  v.-hc n  we 
came  to  a  great  gulf,  and  an  abumlance  of  ?narked  trees.  W(>  went  o\er  the  gulf,  but  could 
find  no  more  trees  marked.  We  then  made  a  tire  and  took  out  the  stoppings  from  our  bells,  and 
stiSered  our  cattle  to  feed  arouttd  the  hre,  wliilcAve  set  ottrselves  to  search  for  marked  trees, 
over  the  gulfs  and  uj)  and  down,  ])ut  could  ibtd  no  place  to  cross,  or  marks  by  v.hich  to  deter- 
ndno  wljat  cottrse  tlie  stn  veyu-s  liad  taken.  In  this  pi'edicainent  we  prepa)-ed  to  construct  a 
shelter  fo,-  the  night  ol  hendoek  boughs,  A'c. 

"The  next  moriiiug  the  sitn  came  up  clear  and  bright,  and  I  called  a  council,  I  told  the 
men  Itow  much  da";age  it  v/ottld  be  to  nte  >  return.  )n>\v  gi  e^it  a  k'-ss  not  to  proceed,  and  asked 
them  if  they  were  willing  to  come  on.  Davi  1  Srarr  repliedrh:;i.  liewordd  goto  h--l  if  I  would. 
Tiiougli  no  way  desiious  ff  going  to  the  l  ater  puice,  cveii  in  gnod  ciiiiipany,  1  detern-tined  to 
come  on,  if  such  a  thing  were  T.ossd)le.  v.-iriicut  n  ompass  or  gnid.;.  V/e  u  set  orirsclves  to 
v.ork,  and  felled  tree-.--,  .vi^li  v.hich  we  made  an  eticl;)sure,  iido  wlri'.-li  we  di-ove  our  c:utle,  and 
then  shoved  them  (lo-.vi;  tiie  pi ecipiee,  one  after  anoth.er;  they  wviit  up  skint  ing!y  ori  the  other 
side,  and  7nuch  better  thrm  we  gc't  them  di^vvn.  so  tliat  Ihiaily  they  were  aU  safely  over,  after 
nitich  toil  and  trouble.  I  then  agreed  te>  jtiiot  tlie  company  down,  took  olV  the  ox-beU  au'l  car- 
ried it  in  niy  hand,  leaoing  th.e  w;iy,  and  -teered  a  ni irth  course  by  the  suti  ami  we.b'j;.  We 
had  the  advantage  of  a  bright  sunshine.  We-  had  to  ercss  a  number  of  gtdfs  and  one  windfall, 
which  was  the  worst  '^.f  all.  We  cordintiod  to  travel  upon  the  sumiuit  of  the  hill,  v.liere  vre 
foimd  much  line  tabk-land.  The  cattle  v.onld  travel  as  fa^t  as  I  could  lead  the  way.  One 
man  drove  them,  and  another  followed,  axe  in  hanu,  to  mr.rk  the  trees,  and  leave  traces 
behind  us,  so  tliat  if  \vf  cnuM  not  advance  we  couid  letraee  our  steps.

David  3liller,  and  Boutin.,  a  Frtnch- 
n;a!:,  came  to  Ci\!  tli^'ge.  The  ak.ove  were  all  young  iniman-ied  meji,  sa.ve  Mix.  'NVc  continue.] 
ou]-  labors  through  tlie  summer  of  1790.  but  n.ot  -ssith  tliat  S2)irit  which  we  shordd  have  d"n''. 
had  not  a  rumor  reached  us  of  the  failure  of  Mr.  Storrs,  and  the  probability  tlutt  we  shmild 
lose,  not  only  all  our  labor,  bu.t  the  money  which  Iliad  advanced  for  my  land.  But  I  will  not 
eriter  into  particrdars  h(  re— let  it  sufdce  thatlcould  not  alford  to  lose  all  I  had  done  aiul  paid, 
and  conse(piently  entered  into  a  compiromhse  ■with  iiim  to  save  a  moity  of  what  Vv'us  justly  mine 
— of  not  only  what  I  luid  actually  paid  for,  but  of  what  I  was  to  liave  had,  for  leading  the  way 
in  this  first  settlement  of  a  new  country,  and  sul'jecting  myself  again  to  all  its  discomforts  and 
inconveniences.  Conseijuentiy,  in  view  of  making  this  my  ])ermarieiit  homo,  I  moved  u\y 
femily  liere  in  the  autumn  of  IT'JD.  We  had  a  very  unfavorable  time  to  come.  There  had  leeu 
a  snow -storm  in  ^vhildl  about  si.x  inches  of  snow  had  fallen.  We  were  obliged  to  travel  ou 
borseba.-k.  the  luu-ses'  feet  balled  badly:  we  had  sloughs  to  go  tin-ougli.  ami  altogether  it  was 
very  uncomfortable  traveling  in  that  manner,  with  children.  ^Y"  arrived  at  r^Ir.  lloadk'y's 
the  hi  st  nighf,  and  our  ox-teams  and  goo.. Is  the  uext  day.  From  tliore  we  came  to  the  Jligh  F;dls. 
where  I  had  a  boa.t  awaiting  us,  which  I  had  caUir.'od  to  be  built  for  my  o\vn  use.  llei-e  ^\c  em- 
barked with  all  our  goods  and  ch.atieL-,  of  all  kinds,  loading  tlic  boat  to  its  utmost  c:i];acity.  so 
that  when  all  were  in  it  v.  as  only  about  four  incites  out  of  water.  AYe  spent  one  niglit  at  the 
IjOWN  jUe  landing,  ^\•here  a  family  were  living.    *    *  * 

"We  arrived  at  the  Long  Falls  about  noon  the  second  day  from  our  embarkation.  Tlie 
weatliei- liad  by  this  time  become  warm  and  pleasant.  Our  oxen  arrived  soon  after  l)y  land, 
we  nnk>aded  our  boat,  put  our  wagon  together,  loaded  it  with  so'.ao  of  our  clTects,  set  tvrf,  an',1 
before  night  reaclnd  our  wilderness  home."  ;My  wife  said,  in  view  of  the  diilicuiti«s  in 
getting  here,  that,  if  she  had  anything  as  good  as  a  cave  to  live  in,  she  would  not  return  in 
one  year  at  least.  She,  of  choice,  w.dkt.d  fj-oni  the  Falls  here,  a  distance  of  four  miles  through 
the  forest.  We  arri\ed  on  the  ITili  of  Novernber.  17'.»'.>.  The  weather  eontuiited  jileasant 
until  the  27tli,  when  it  commenced  snowing.  *  *  *  j  j^cpt  l.j  head  of  cattle  t'.ii'^uigh  the  winter 
by  browsing  thtin,  ariel  they  wintered  well.  Isolated  though  we  were,  yet  I  never  passed  a  more 
comftu-lab'le  wintei-.  We  had  a  plenty  of  provisions;  my  -.vhi  a.t  I  hnd  raised  bore,  a  very  ihr-  crop 
from  seed  sown  in  tiie  autumn  <  u'  IT'J^.and  my  poil;.  A'c.,was  fatted  in  0:ieida  ('(^unty.  andbrougld 
hero  by  boat.  And.take  it.alto.e:et!!.;;r.  I  {\'-r;!:i;:is  M-ttl*  d  tliis  conn  try  as  eoo^y  a  -  anyo;io  evei  >.ett;.  <\

P./riutp^;  there  was  never  v.  mrirc  intelli^'cnt  and  intire,-t:i)i;;-  neop]f 
oongreK'ttcI  to<;\.tl)er  in  an  oli.scare  litile  irJand  tov.-n,  Hian  in  this  witliiiiii.  few  years  fi-oni 
its  first  sett]ejnc7it.  *  *  *  Yi'e  were  or.ce  honored  )jy  having  in  our  nridst  suc)i  nu.u  as 
Egbert  Ten  Eyclc.  afterv/ards  lirst  judge  of  the  court,  who  was  then  a  yoimj;  la%Ayer,  and 
married  }iero  to  one  of  our  beautii'ul  maidens;  Ohiey  Pearee  arid  wife,  llubbel  and  ^^  i^e,  Judge 
'^Loaa  Kent:  Henry  H.  Storrs.  vdio  opened  an  office  here,  and  afterwards  bccanir'  one  of  the 
moHt  di.stinguished  h\wyers  of  thobtate;  Dr.  Baudry,  a  Frenchman;  Prs.  Durkee  and  Farlie, 
and  many  otht.rs,  too  nmnerous  to  mention,  as  well  as  many  ladies  of  g!:.ce  and  beauty,  wliom 
it  would  l-'--  invidious  now  to  particularize.  Ileligious  meetings  -were  lirld  on  the  Sabbath,  after 
old  Deacon  Carter  came  into  tlie  tov.n,  and  in  very  few  years,  I  think  as  early  as  1S05,  the  FlCv 
Nathaniel  Dutton  came.  He  Avas  sect  out  b\  soars  missionary  pociety  in  tlie  East,  to  form 
cluirciies  in  t.his  western  world,  and  coming  to  this  place  was  invited  to  reieain,  which  lie  did, 
and  eontiimed  here  until  the  close  of  his  valual>le  life,  in  September,  ISr/i,  and  for  the  g?eater 
part  of  tliat  time  was  the  pastor  of  the  Congregational  Church,  which_  llonrislied  under  his- 
niinistiatin:!-:  :'i;d  cnj^ived  mttny  powerful  revivals  of  religion. 

"  A  he- a. Si.-  V. 1-uiit  5U  a  very  cai ly  day,  on  the  hill  west  of  tho  village,  which  combined 
tlie  doubk- puipo-e  oi  a  church  and  school-honse.  It  Avas  an  expensive  house  for  thctim.es 
and  comnuijiit}-.  In  a  ft-w  years  it  v>as  burned  to  the  ground.  Tlie  next  school-house  was  also- 
a  large  one,  located  across  tlie  giuf,  on  the  road  to  the  Great  Bend.  This  vras  also  used  as  a- 
mceting-house.  *  *  *  "  Yoiirs,  &c.,  jS'o.^diaii  Huhl'ARi:).'" 

The  follov.'ing  interesting  local  history  ws.b  written  ii^any  years  ago  by 
James  "Mix,  son  of  the  pioneer  Joel,  and  is  taken  from  a  diary  now  in  the 
possession  of  one  of  his  descendants.  It  contains  many  interestin_^  incidents 
pertaining  to  the  early  settlers  at  West  Carihage  : — 

"In  179S  Joel  Mix,  from  Connecticut,  came  to  the  Fligh  Falls  and  assisted 
in  surveying  there.  He  came  down  Black  River,  explored  Champion,  and 
returned  to  Connecticut  in  the  fall.  Encouraged  by  General  Henry  Cham- 
pion and  Colonel  Lemuel  Storrs,  vvho  then  owned' the  land  in  Champion,  in 
the  v.'intcr  of  1799  he  moved  to  High  Falls.  Nathaniel  Merriam  moved  him. 
He  then  had  foui  children.  He  left  the  children  with  Hannah  Merriam,  his 
wife's  sister,  and  with  his  wife  came  down  the  river  (then  ilie  only  highway) 
with  a  'one-horse  pung,'  to  West  Long  Falls,  where  Daniel  and  David  Miller, 
two  young  men  who  came  with  him  from  Connecticut  as  workmen,  and  Auer 
Terrel  had  been  building  a  shanty  on  the  bank  of  the  ri\'er.  On  the  13th 
day  of  April  he  went  up  the  river  on  the  ice  to  High  F'alls,  42  miles,  on  foot, 
stayed  the  14th,  and  on  the  15th  the  ice  in  the  river  was  broken  up,  and  on'' 
the  1 6th  he  set  oat  for  the  Long  Falls  with  a  scow  loaded  with  some  of  his 
household  goods,  with  his  wife's  sister,  Hannah  Merriam,  and  his  four  chil- 
dren, Sylvester,  James,  Electa,  and  Silly,  and  two  hired  men.  They  set  out 
in  the  morning  behind  the  ice  (there  was  no  dam,  but  rapid  falls).  As  night 
was  coming  on  the  scow  v/ent  more  ra[jidly  than  they  were  aware  of,  and 
they  soon  found  the  scow  ch.anging  ends  and  being  drawn  ra]:)idly  in  towards 
the  falls.  The  two  hired  men  were  so  te;rin^:el  tliat  tlieir  strength  deserted 
th.em  and  they  were  of  no  use  to  help  nrAn...^:.:  ihe  bo  ii.  Bvit  Joel  Mix  was 
not  the  one  to  shrink  from  duty  in  the  hour  oi  danger,  and  while  the  boat 
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v/as  darting  rapidly  do.vn  tov/ard  the  fo-uiiing  falls  he  cnui!;ht  the  chaia  of  the 
boat  ill  one  hand,  aiitl  as  the  boat  swunir  around  he  saw  the  top  of  a  tree 
which  hung  over  the  river  some  feet  from  the  boat.  With  a  great  effort  he 
sprang  from  the  boat  and  caught  with  one  hand  the  limb  of  the  tree,  and 
wiih  the  other  held  fast  to  the  chain,  his  body  dangUng  between  the  boat  and 
the  tree.  About  the  same  time  tiiat  they  sav\'  their  danger,  Hannah  Mer- 
riara  called  at  the  top  of  her  voice  for  heli),  and  was  heard  on  the  bank  by  Mrs. 
Mix,  who  was  at  the  shanty,  where  were  also  Daniel  and  David  Miller  and 
Aucr  Terrel,  who  ran  to  the  river,  but  could  not  assist  as  there  was  no  boat 
on  that  side  of  the  river.  But  they  iiad  heard  the  cry  on  the  other  side  of 
the  river,  where  one  or  tvro  French  families  had  settled,  among  whom  was 
Joanna  Ward  and  husband  and  Peter  Belmont^  an.d.  one  or  two  others.  All 
except  Ward  came  S'.>eediiy  across  the  liver  and  rescued  Mr.  Mix  from  his 
pjeriious  position,  v/here  he  had  liung  partly  in  the  ice  and  v.?ater  until  he  war, 
nearly  exhausted.  I'itC}-  succe^^ded  in  landing  the  boat  about  mnc  o'clock 
that  night,  about  15  lods  below  Lake  Creek,  at  the  head  of  the  falls. 

After  all  had  safely  arrived  at'the  slianty,  it  being  dark  and  the  ice  running 
in  the  river,  those  who  came  over  to  the  rescue  thought  it  not  prudent  to  re- 
turn that  night,  and  tliey  all  stayed  in  the  shanty. 

?>[r.  Mix  cut  down  the  hrst  trees  on  a  small  piece  and  commenced  build- 
ing a  house.  The  l;oards  used  in  its  construction,  and  all  his  provisions, 
were  brought  down  the  river  by  boat.  After  his  house  was  completed  he 
commenced  the  erection  of  a  saw-mdl,  which  was  put  in  operation  late  in  the 
fall  in  that  year.  Sonic  few  individuals  came  to  Long  Fails  that  summer 
(^1799),  among  them  being  Eiiliu  Jones,  Samuel  Starr,  and  Noadiah  Hubbard, 
the  last  named  of  whom  settled  in  the  center  of  the  town,  had  built  a  log 
cabin  in  lyyS,  wheie  Champion  vill  i,ge  now  is,  and  was  the  principal  man 
of  that  settlem-ent. 

"  L'l  1800  tlie  settlement  of  the  town  of  Champion  was  rapidly  advancing. 
In  1 80 1  Joel  Mix  built  a  erist-mil!  on  the  site  of  the  present  grist-mill,  which 
was  afterwards  called  iiie  Coffeen  mill.  'Lhe  millwright  v/as  Ethni  Evans,  Vv'ho 
afterwards  settled  and  built  mills  in  the  locality  known  as  Evans  Mills,  in  the 
town  of  Le  Ray.  Joel  Mix  was  the  prmcipal  man  of  business  on  the  west 
side  of  the  river,  John  Bossant  on  the  east  side,  and  Noadiah  LIubbara  in 
the  center  of  the  town.  Stej>hen  Hubbard  was  also  a  i^iominent  man  in  the 
center  of  the  town.  He  clied  a  few  years  after  settlement  liere.  The  first 
town  meeting  was  held  at  Joel  Mix's  house  m  iSor. 

"  Li  1S02,  the  population  increased  rapidly.  Joel  Mix  kept  a  'settlers' 
house  of  entertainment,*  a  few  groceries,  and  [he  most  necessary  farming  tools, 
such  as  axes,  hoes,  and  sickles.  Me  also  built  and  [)ut  in  operation  a  distill- 
ery. At  tins  tinie  no  one  thou;.;iit  it  a  sii-i  to  distill  ar;d  drinl:  moderately,  and 
no  one  was  troubled  with  ^/V/.v  /v///  /r,-;/:<,j/s. 

"The  woods  were  alive  with  wild  animals,  and  ho;:^s  v/ere  frequeiitly  killed 
by  bears.    On  one  occasion  a  bear  killed  a  sow  near  th.e  old  mill,  in  open 
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-day,  and  the  settlers  iraniediately  instituted  a  bear  hunt  and  soon  succeeded 
in  dispatchhiL,  bruiii. 

"  The  Indians  were  in  great  numbers  and  were  very  expert  in  their  bark 
•canoes  on  the  rivers.  About  this  time  two  were  occupying  a  shanty  together 
up  the  river  after  tiie  tribe  had  gone  to  Si.  Regis.  They  liad  visited  the  settle- 
ment at  the  falls  and  vrere  seen  to  go  up  the  river  in  a  canoe.  One  of  the 
Indians  was  subsequently  found  dead  on  a  llat  rock  in  the  river  near  the  fer- 
rying-place,  which  was  afterwards  known  to  the  inhabitants  as  '  Indian  Rock.' 
■-(It  was  out  of  v^•atcr  the  most  part  of  the  year  before  the  dam  was  built.) 
^Fr.  ^lix  was  justice  of  the  peace  and  acted  as  coroner  under  the  appoint- 
ment of  Oneida  County.  He  summoned  a  jury,  and  their  verdict  was  that 
*  the  other  Indiari  v/as  the  cause  of  his  death.'  I^.ir.  jNIix  issued  a  v/arrant 
which  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  Philo  Ta)'ior,  an  athletic  and  courageous 
man,  and  he  arrested  the  Indiin.  Mr.  Taylor  thought  he  could  take  charge 
of  the  prisoner  safely  during  one  night,  but  tlie  Indian  succeeded  in  making 
his  escape  and  went  to  St.  Regis,  v  here  he  tolc'.  the  members  of  liis  tribe  that 
his  comrade  had  been  murdered  by  the  white  men  at  Long  I'alls  or^  the  Black 
River,  and  v.'as  found  in  ilie  river  with  two  bullet  holes  through  his  head. 
At  this  report  the  Indians  were  greatly  exasperated,  and  their  chief,  with  12 
warriors,  were  preparing  to  go  and  massacre  the  settlers  at  the  Long  Falls. 
But  a  friendly  Indian,  who  had  been  acquainted  at  the  falls,  and  had  re- 
ceived some  special  kindness,  felt  that  he  could  not  have  it  so,  and  went  to 
Judge  Ford,  at  P^ord's  Settlement  (now  Ogdensburg),  and  told  him  the  de- 
sign of  the  Indians,  and  expressed  such  great  anxiety  that  the  judge  felt 
that  he  would  be  sure  to  do  anything  he  could  to  prevent  the  crime.  The 
Judge  v.Tote  to  Mix,  who  had  visited  Ford's  Settlement,  and  told  him  of  the 
contemplated  action  of  the  Indians,  and  advised  tiiat  they  must  use  their  best 
judgment.  The  Indian  took  the  letter  and  said  he  would  deliver  it  before  he 
slept.  He  did  so,  and  immediately  disappeared.  Mr.  Mix  consulted  willi 
Mr.  Bossant,  and  they  tliought  Ivest  to  go  and  meet  the  Indians.  Early  the 
next  niorning  they  set  out  atid  met  them  between  the  Long  Falls  and  Indian 
River.  Most  of  the  Indians  were  known  to  Mix  and  Bossant,  and  the  In- 
dians recognized  them.  After  a  friendly  intervievv  tliey  told  the  Indians  that 
"they  were  glad  to  see  them,  and  wanted  them  to  go  to  the  Long  Falls 
and  hnd  out  all  they  could  about  one  of  their  tribe  who  was  found  dead  on 
a  rock  in  tiie  river.  They  came  u'ith  thtm,  a  part  slaying  with  Mix  anJ  the 
others  with  B3ssant.  The  next  morninv"  they  dug  up  the  murd.ered  Indian 
and  found  no  bullet  holes  in  his  head.  Mix  then  told  them  the  decision  of 
the  jury,  and  the  chief,  after  tlie  cxai.nination,  said,  '  Wlhte  mian  no  kill  him. 
He  kill  him,'  pointing  to  the  accused  Indian,  who  was  one  of  the  ]!arty.  I'hey 
bound  him  on  t';.-  sp:)t,  pr'irnised  the  imu-derer  v/ould  not  live  tw  o  days,  and 
went  away  sat;.^:u:d,  By  llie  failhfulness  of  one  poor  Indian  the  inhabitants  of 
■  llie  settlement  v/ere  saved  from  an  awful  death. 

"  Jean  Ba])tiste  liossant  osvncd  tlic  farm  now  owned  by  Philip  Mull.  He 
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built  a  potashery  on  the  siikil!  creek  (then  much  larger  than  now)  a!)ovf 
tb.e  road  onjinsite  where  tlse  bain  is  now  iOcnicJ.  This  was  a  G;reat  con- 
venience lo  the  pioneers,  and  a  source  of  considerable  revenue  to  the  owneit^. 

The  land  cleared,  being  new  and  out  of  the  hard  winds,  yielded  an  abun- 
dance of  all  kinds  of  grain.  The  corn,  growing  where  the  ground  had  })re- 
viously  been  burnt  over,  needed  no  hoeing,  and  large  crops  were  raised  among 
the  loss  where  the  brush  had  been  burnt  out.  hi  one  instance  Johnson  Tift, 
residing  on  the  lower  side  of  the  farm  now  owned  by  Philip  FIull,  trimnied 
out  the  brush  on  the  flat,  and  among  the  logs  raised  over  300  bushels  of  shelled 
corn  and  more  pumpkins  tlian  could  be  disposed  of.  David  Miller  raised  iC 
bushels  of  wheat  from  one  bushel  hoed  in  among  the  logs. 

"  Among  the  first  settlers  was  a  colored  family  from  Connecticut,  Benjamin 
and  Dolly  Buck  and  two  children,  Larry  and  Daniel.  Benjamin  was  a  butcher, 
and  also  a  very  expert  performer  on  the  violin,  lie  was  often  called  upon  to 
furnish  the  music  at  the  merry-makings.  Dolly,  his  wife,  was  an  excellent 
nurse,  arid  was  often  called  to  attend  the  sick. 

''About  1806  Joel  Mix  sold  his  grist  and  saw-mills  to  David  Coffeen  aiid 
Wolcott  Hubbel.  Air.  Hubbel  also  opened  a  small  general  store.  These 
mills  afterwards  went  by  the  name  of  the  "Coffeen  mills." 

"  Henry  Champion  and  Lemuel  Storrs  were  the  owners  of  the  town  of 
Champion.  They  offered  great  inducements  to  Joel  Mix  and  Noadiah  Hub- 
bard (the  lirst  two  settlers)  to  commence  the  settlement  of  the  town.  Mix 
commenced  at  the  Long  Falls,  and  Flubbard  at  tlie  center  of  the  town.  Both 
v/ere  well  situated  to  assist  in  a  speedy  settleuient,  which  they  did.  Mix  built 
mills,  a  potashery,  and  distiller)-,  and  kept  tavern.  LLubbard  also  kept  a 
tavern,  built  an  ashery,  and  kept  some  necessary  farming  tools,  groceries,  etc. 
He  made  early  clearings,  raised  stock,  and  soon  furnished  seed  grain  for  new 
comers.  The  town  settled  ra[>idty  with  a  very  industrious,  intelligent,  and 
energetic  class  of  pioneers. 

"It  is  due  to  Messrs.  Cliampion  and  Storrs  to  say  that  they  did  not  assist 
nor  reward  these  men  for  their  sacrifice  and  service.  They  had  to  pay  for 
land  for  their  roads,  lay  them  out  and  work  them,  \)3.y  for  surveying,  one  dol- 
lar for  a  contract,  with  compound  interest  if  not  paid  punctually,  and  if  they 
saw  fit  to  renew  a  contract  an  additional  charge  was  made.  If  one  were  for- 
tunate enough  to  succeed  in  paying  all  these  charges,  and  the  principal,  he 
then  had  to  pay  for  a  deed,  and  all  the  expense  connected  with  it.  To  give 
every  one  their  due,  1  have  heard  it  said  that  Cliampion  gave  a  piece  of  land 
for  a  meeting-house,  and  in  some  school  districts  a  few  feet  for  a  school  house.  ' 
These  proprietors  came  on  in  June  every  year,  got  all  the  money  they  could, 
and  carried  it  away  with  them.  They  did  nothing  to  assist  or  encourage  the 
inhabitants,  and  r.eld  tlieir  land  at  a  liigh  price." 

Am(jng  the  earH' sctders  at  Great  Bend  was  Roswell  Gates  and  Eli  Wat- 
son.   The  latter  had  a  grist-miil,  hotel,  and  distillery.   Daniel  Potter  kept  the 
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fiist  store  here,  Natlian  A.  Carter  was  the  first  blacksmith,  and  Schamel  Reed 
made  the  liist  chairs. 

In  the  Champion  Evergreen  Cemetery,  near  where  Orson  Merrill  now 
resides,  two  Revolutionary  soldiers  lie  buried,  one  of  vvhora  v/as  the  grand- 
father of  Abel  P.  Lewis,  who  resides  at  Black  River. 

Mr.  ?>Iosley  and  Rev.  Mr.  Button  v.-ere  well-known  men  of  Champion  in 
these  early  days.  Champion  village  was  a  place  of  great  expectations  :  it 
aspired  to  be  the  county  seat  of  Jefierson  County.  There  were  two  stores 
in  the  village,  kept  b}^  Stephen  Hubbard  and  Judge  Hubbard.  Judge  Hub- 
bard also  owned  a  distillery,  which  was  tended  by  Levi  Tuttle,  andtlve  Judge 
was  the  proprietor  of  the  first  tavern. 

The  oldest  person  living  in  this  tov,'n  is  Mrs.  Rachel  Loomis,  vvidow  of  Otis 
Loomis,  who  is  nov',-  95  years  of  age.  August  9,  1087,  her  ■93d  birthday  v/as 
celebrated,  and  6:?  children,  grandchildren,  and  great-grandchildren  were  her 
gu.ests,  as  was  also  a  l-rother  who  resides  in  New  Yori:.  Mrs.  Loom.is  came 
to  this  tov^-n  from  Ilion,  Herkinier  County,  in  1S02.  Vv'ilh  her  parents,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Asa  Harris,  who  were  originally  from,  Connecticut.  [Mrs.  Loomis  died 
in  the  autumn  of  18S9.]  The  road  on  which  Mr.  Harris  settled  istlie  one 
leading  from  Champion  to  Watertown,  about  two  miles  west  of  the  former 
plac;e,  where  he  died  in  1S34  and  his  wife  in  184S. 

CHURCHES. 

The  First  CLVigrCi^ational  Church  of  Cha^jipion  v/as  organized  in  iSoi,  and 
called  its  first  pastor.  Rev.  Mr.  Button,  in  1805,  who  was  not  installed,  how- 
ever, until  1807.  In  1S19  its  membership  numbered  nearly  400.  Some  two 
or  niore  churches  have  been  organized  from  this  one,  and,  v.'ith  removals  and 
deaths,  in  1076  the  membership  was  only  about  14.  After  being  without  any 
stated  preaching  for  about  seven  years,  in  1876  an  effort  v/as  made  to  revive 
the  old  church.  The  services  of  Rev.  I.  M.  H.  Bow  weresecured^  who  served 
the  church  for  about  nine  Sabbaths,  when  sickness  compelled  him  to  leave 
the  field.  The  church  suffered  a  severe  blow  by  the  sudden  loss  of  Mr.  l^ow, 
as  there  v/as  no  more  regular  preaching  until  February  11,  1S77,  when  the 
services  of  Rev.  \V.  T.  Osmun  were  secured  through  Rev.  J.  C.  Hol- 
brook,  B.  B,  After  preaching  two  Sabbaths  the  churcli  and  societ;,  gave 
Mr.  Osmun  an  unanimous  call  to  become  its  acting  pastor,  which  position  he 
held  for  one  year,  when  Rev.  Charles  Fifield  became  pastor.  He  remained 
with  the  church  five  years,  since  which  time  the  church  has  had  only  occa- 
sional services.  ^  ^ 

The  First  jSFfJiodist  Church  of  Champion,  located  at  Great  iiend  village, 
was  organized  in  1S26  by  Nathaniel  Salisbury  and  Gardner  Baker.  Their 
first  house  of  wors'/iip,  a  wooden  structure,  v/as  buiii  in  1826,  about  two  utiles 
from  the  present  site.  This  whole  territory  v/a^,  thcri  called  the  Black  River 
Circuit."    Nathaniel  Salisbury  and  Gardner  Baker  were  colleagues  upon  the 
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circuit  -when  the  first  church  was  built,  u-liich  woiild  seat  about  300  persons. 
The  house  stood  upon  one  of  tlie  four  corners  known  as  Francis  and  Bab- 
cock  Corners,"  was  built  of  wood,  plain,  without  steeple  or  beifrey — no  daub 
of  paint  was  ever  upon  it  inside  or  out,  and  no  cushions  were  ever  upon  its 
seats,  except  one  individual  one.  Jesse  Penfield,  Isaac  Puffer,  F.  FI.  Stanton, 
and  many  otliers  were  among  its  pastors.  As  churches  were  built  at  Felt's 
Mills  and  Charn])ion  village,  tlie  congregation  here  grew  smaller,  members 
died,  and  when  it  was  decided  to  abandon  tlie  old  church  '.'  but  few  mem- 
bers rem.ained.  The  church  was  dedicated  at  a  watch-meeting  held  Decem.- 
ber  31,  tSzG,  and  the  last  benediction  was  pronounced  January  1,  18S7, 
when  the  new  year  was  but  just  dav/ning.  The  present  house  of  vvorsliip,  also 
a  wooden  structure,  was  built  in  1SS7,  at  a  cost  of  $2,302,  about  its  present  value. 
It  will  seat  about  200  persons,  and  was  dedicated  about  four  montlis  afier 
the  old  church  was  abandoned.  \Vi'son  Pen  nod:,  a  local  preacher,  Jason 
Francis,  Josiah  Townsend,  and  Elijali  Francis  Vveve  the  first  trustees  of  the 
church.  About  two  years  after  the  organization  of  tlie  church  Nathan  Fran- 
cis was  appointed  class-leader,  and  has  since  served  in  that  capacity  without 
intermission.  The  present  trustees  are  Emerson  Peck,  E.  J.  Pennock,  and 
J.  D.  Pennock.  The  present  church  building  is  modern  in  style,  with  a  tower 
50  feet  high,  is  nicely  furnished  and  carpeted,  and  is  heated  by  a  furnace. 
It  was  dedicated  free  from  debt,  is  in  a  flourishing  condition,  with  a  present 
membership  of  54,  and  Henry  Ernest  is  the  present  pastor.  The  Sunday- 
school  has  about  So  members,  with  Edwin  Sweet,  superintendent. 

27ie  First  Coii^regational  Church,  of  West  Carthage,  was  organized  by 
Rev.  Mr.  Button,  the  first  pastor,  Marcii  31,  1835,  with  12  niembers. 
Their  house  of  v.-orship,  the  present  wooden  structure,  was  built  in  1S52, 
will  comfortably  seat  200  persons,  aiid  is  now  valued,  including  grounds^  at 
$3,000.  The  present  membership  is  83,  with  Rev.  George  B,  Rowley, 
pastor  The  Sunday-school  has  a  iiiembership  of  more  than  100,  vvutli  an 
average  attendance  of  about  60. 

The  Baptist  Ecclesiastical  CJiiirch,  at  Great  Bend,  was  organized  in  1842, 
of  two  societies, — one  at  Champion  village  and  one  at  Rutland, — and  at  its 
organization  consisted  of  200  members.  Rev.  John  Wilder  was  the  fust  pas- 
tor. Their  first  house  of  worship,  the  present  wooden  building,  was  erecied 
in  1844,  at  a  cost  of  $1,500.  It  v/ill  comfortably  seat  220  person.s,  and  is 
valued,  including  grounds,  at  $  1,200.  The  present  membership  is  69,  with 
Rev.  F.  H.  Richardson,  pastor.  The  Sunday-school  has  a  membership  of  60 
scholars  and  nine  teachers,  with  O.  F.  Dodge,  superintendent. 

Trinity  Chapel  (Protestant  I'piscopal),  located  at  Great  Bend,  was  started 
as  a  mission  in  1873  by  Mrs.  Mary  Bradford  Sterling  Clark,  acUV.g  under 
Rev.  F.  R.  Brewer,  nuv/  missionary  bishop  of  ,\b:*ntana,  vvho  v,  as  t/ie  first 
rector.  It  has  never  been  oiganized  as  a  parish.  Tiieir  house  of  woisiiij), 
the  present  wood  structure,  was  erected  in  1875,  at  a  cost  of  $.7,500,  It 
will  comfortably  seat  150  persons,  and  is  now  valued,  including  grounds,  at 
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$3,ooo.  The  mission  has  been  operated  from  the  first  mainly  by  Mrs.  Clark, 
above  mentioned,  as  deaconess,  with  fortnightly  services  by  the  rector  of 
Trinity  Ch.iirch,  of  Watertown.  The  chapel  has  33  comnuinicants,  and  Rev. 
Russell  A.  Olin,  of  Watertown,  is  the  present  rector. 

JAMES  MIX, 

James  Mix,  son  of  Joel  and  Eleanor  Merriam  Mix,  was  born  August  24, 
1797,  m  Wallingford,  Conn.  He  was  one  of  a  family  of  10  children.  In  the 
fall  following  his  first  birthday  his  parents  with  their  family  migrated  to  High 
Falls  {now  Lyons  Falls,  Lewis  County)^  and  in  the  following  spring  came 
down  the  Black  River  by  boat  to  Champion  (see  sketch  of  joel  Mix),  land- 
ing at  the  place  now  occupied  by  the  village  of  West  Carthage,  where  he 
resided  with  his  parents  until  liis  father's  death,  which  occurred  when  he 
was  17  years  of  age.  Soon  after  his  father's  death  he  weni  to  Watertown 
and  commenced  reading  law  with  Egbert  Ten  Eyck,  afterwards  first  judge  of 
Jefferson  County  ;  but  soon  thereafter  his  health  failed,  and  acting  under  the 
advice  of  his  physician  he  returned  to  Champion  and  commenced  farming. 

His  first  business  venture  was  made  during  the  War  of  1812,  when  troops 
were  being  m.oved  through  Champion  to  Sackets  Harbor.  A  disabled  cav- 
alry horse  was  offered  for  sale,  and  young  Mix  purchased  him  for  $1  and  soon 
after  sold  him  for  $17.  Perhaps  this  was  indicative  of  the  success  he  after- 
wards achieved  in  the  purchase  and  sale  of  horses  and  cattle,  for  which  he 
became  somewliat  famous. 

October  13,  1822,  he  was  married  to  Anna  Martin,  a  granddaughter  of 
Capt.  Martin,  after  whom  Martin  street  v/as  named.  By  this  marriage  he  had 
one  child,  a  daughter,  who  died  at  the  age  of  19,'  The  mother  of  this  cliild 
died  October  31,  1S25.  April  4,  1827,  ivlr.  Mix  married  Eliza  Wilmot,  by 
whom  he  had  four  children,  viz.;  iVIrs.  Le  Roy  Wood,  Mrs.  Melvin  C.  Rice, 
Harrison  Mix,  and  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Smith,  all  of  u-hom  survive  except  Mrs.  Smith. 
The  mother  of  these  children  died  March  4,  1S47,  arid  on  April  24,  1862, 
Mr.  Mix  married  Lovina  Birdseye^  of  Trenton,  Oneida  County,  who  died 
November  11,  iSSi.  He  was  always  happy  in  his  domestic  relations  and 
commanded  llie  respect  of  all  who  knew  him. 

In  June,  1852,  Mr.  Mix  formed  a  cojjartnership  with  Erastus  H.  Whitney 
and  Edgar  Darling,  under  the  firm  name  of  Whitney,  Mix  Darling,  ft;r  the 
purpose  of  carrying  on  the  business  of  merchandising  and  tanning  in  the  vil- 
lage of  Carthage,  just  across  the  river  from  where  liis  father  landed  with  liis 
family  when  he  came  to  Jefferson  County.  T^Ir.  Mix  then  removed  from  his 
farm  in  Champion  to  Carthage,  where  be  resided  until  J)ecember,  1S53, 
when  the  above  named  copartnership  v/as  dissolved.  Whitney  and  Mix  * 
transferred  tlieir  interests  to  Jan.ies  G.  Dirlin'^.  V^'iCn  ihc  exception  of  th.e 
brijf  j)eriod  of  his  residence  in  C'^rthage  and  WatertowiT.  as  al)  :nv  staled,  he 
resided  in  Chan:ipion  from  the  spring  of  1799  until  his  death,  uFjich  occurred 
August  28,  1887.     I'ntil  tliree  ueeks  before  his  death  he  abva\'S  managed  liis- 
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own  business,  never  finding  it  ncressaiy  to  call  any  one  to  his  aid  by  reasor- 
of  anv  infirn'iity  of  mind  or  bf>uy.  ITe  died  of  no  particular  disease,  and  it  is 
safe  to  say  that  at  the  time  tlmt  eveiit  occurred  be  had  resided  within  the 
territory  comprising  the  county  of  Jefferson  longer  than  any  other  person 
then  living.  In  1824  he  commenced  keeping  a  diary,  in  which  he  entered 
the  principal  occurrences  of  each  day.  He  had  also  written  out  statements 
of  various  matters  of  interest  relating  to  the  early  history  of  Champion  and 
Carthage  occurring  previous  to  that  year.  Some  of  these  it  is  believed  never 
found  their  way  into  print  until  the  publication  of  this  book. 

Mr.  Mix  never  availed  himself  of  any  opportunities  for  making  himself 
prominent,  but  was  always  contented  with  a  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties 
of  life  as  they  came  to  him  from  day  to  day.  When  a  young  man  he  united 
with  the  Congregational  Church  at  Champion  village,  but  subsequently  united 
with  others  in  forming  the  church  at  Carthage,  and  for  a  long  time  acted  as 
superintendent  of  the  Sabbath  school.  Me  v.-as  always  regular  in  his  at- 
tendance at  chuTch  and  inain' ained  a  spotless  Christian  character.  In  poli- 
tics he  was  a  Whig  uiitil  the  dissolution  of  that  party,  after  which  he  affiliated 
with  the  Democratic  party.  He  vv'as  a  man  of  positive  opinions,  and  one  of 
a  class  necessary  to  tlie  well  being  of  every  community. 

FAMILY  SKETCHES. 

Joel  Hubbard, witii  his  ])rothers  Nouaiab.,  FaircbiJd,  Bc-Ia,  and  Stephen,  came  from  IMiddlc- 
towii.  Conii.,  some-  tiiiie  previous  to  the  seitlemeat  of  tlie  Jikick  liiver  oouiitry,"'  and  located 
in  Sronbon,  Oneida  County.  They  luft  o:ie  brother  on  the  old  homestead  at  Middle! ov,-n,  and 
Ills  po>'erity  are  numerous  there  at  the  prison  t  time.  There  are  also  two  sisters  in^  this  family 
of  tight  children,  -sYhicli,  with  its  uumcrous  deseendants,  may  t>e  wortliy  of  a  passing  notice  as 
notiid  for  tlie  iont^eviry  'if  its  member.s.  /Joul  Hubbard  came  with  the  other  brothers  men- 
tioned from  Steuben  to  CJiaiiipion  in  the  year  1799.  Noadiali  JIal)bard  had  previously  visited 
the  town  and  ma(h-  a  c]^■;irinQ^  "^\'here  Chauij'ion  viil:i.,i;-e  nov  is.  .Tot-I  took  up  a  wilderness  fajun, 
erected  a  lo;-;  hut,  and  v.iiji  iiis ^vife.wh^)-:•  iiuii'k'n  rianie  v-:ts  >[e!'ey  Au^tiii,  to  whorii  lie  wasraar- 
ri'j-din  Sreuber.  in  171  ^7,  bra  vdy  r.,ji!nni-)jct  d  tlie  si rugr^de  for  existence.  Joel  and  ^Mei-cy  Hubbard 
were  the  parents  of  I'.i  ehiMren,  fuur  nf  ^v})'>Ia  died  in  iufariey.  The  remaining  nine  lived  to 
an  U  i  'jiK'  jd  ;ige.  Tiu.ii  names  v,cre  ]:Idward,  C'leniunt,  Joel  A..  Charle.s,  Wealthy,  Phcebe, 
Juli;^.  Ann.  Iviura.  ar'd  Clierille,  aU  of  wliom,  Mitli  the  exception  oi'  the  latter,  married  early  in 
life,  settled  in  Ciu^mpiMf,,  and  rai.-,ed  faniilies.  There  survive  at  tlic  present  ^vriting  (18S9) 
t!:rce  of  this  remark;^ble  fa;riily,  viz.:  Edn'ard  S.,  who  resides  with  a  nnirried  daughter  near 
Cliampion  village;  3Irs.  W.-aliliy  Knowks,  relict  of  the  late  11.  K,  Knowles,  of  West  Carthage, 
to  vrhora  we  are  indebt  -d  for  many  of  the  f;icts  heicin  given:  and  ]Misrf  Cheriile,  a  maiden  kidy 
residing  with  a  niece  n.  ;ir  Carthage.  I\lrs.  Juiowles  is  a  remarkably  preserved  woman  at  the 
adv.inccd  age  of  80  yt^ars,  Jiavmg  a  nuniory  extendiiig  baclv  almost  to  the  begiin-iing  of  the 
present  century.  She  is  <]Uire  d-.af.  but  otlier\\  ise  is  ill  the  ])ossessi.;)n  of  all  her  factilties.  She 
was  tlie  iirst  woman  m  the  trnvn  of  Cliamjjion  who  signed  tlio  pledge  of  total  abstinence,  in  the 
cumii-ier  of  1S29,  and  die  >;iys  :  Wluit  is  better.  1  have  alw.-iys  ke[it."  She  is  the  motlier  of 
f^ix  c'hiid.ren,  all  of  whom  are  living.  Jod  .Vustin  Hul)ba;-ib  mentioned  above,  \\lv.>  dit><l  iti 
IS'^S,  b':eame  th  •  ,  s.-..ir  of  a  farm  ivliii'ii  wa;.  originally  dred^d,  in  1807,  from  Storrs  and.

Joel  Hubbard's  descendants  are  not  among  th6sc  wlio  have  aspired  to  great  Avealih  or  high 
position,  but  to  tliose  humbler  virtues  of  teniperanee  and  honest  industry  v.  hieh  are  tfieir  own 
best  reward.  They  are  almost  without  exception,  eveii  to  the  third  aud  fouidh  generation,  a 
race  of  farmers,  and  are  successful  in  their  eliosen  vocation. 

Ward  Hul:)bai  d  v.as  bojit  in  Oneida.  County,  September  26,  1797,  aud  came  with  his  fatlier, 
Noadiah,  trt  this  town  in  17;.^9.  lie  was  a  prominent  fanner,  ami  held  sevo'al  town  offices.  He 
married  Clarissa  is.  Fish,  and  they  liad  one  son  aud  six  daughters,  of  whom  two  daughters, 
Mary  and  Clara  E.,  are  living  and  resi  le  in  "Watertown. 

Elihu  Joues  came  from  Connectiur  iutn  Ciiampion  in  tlic  spiing  or  summer  of  1798,  and 
purcli-iseil  100  ucj  '.  .-,  v/t  laitd  ar^out  oue  and  t;u\  r-^'ourih?  niiles  west  of  Champiiui  village,  lie 
made  a  .-mail  ciejiiug  a.i'1  built  a  lo;,' -^i'OijTy.  -nd  re!urne<l  to  Co:inecticut;  iii  1709  he  relurned 
with  his  v.ife,  aceonipajjied  l>y  V.'illi.ju  b'Mvis.  his  brother-in-law,  and  liis  family.  ]Mr.  Jones 
sold,  to  Davis  iO  of  the  100  acres,  retainii:g  the  bahmce.  Davis  raised  a  huge  fanaily  of  chil- 
dren anl  li\ed  on  this  40  acres  till  he  Curjl,  a  veiy  old  rr-;\)i.  Jones  had  bid  one  child,  a 
daughter,  born  in  ISOO,  wlio  n:arrifd  Hub!)y  Dorwin,  and  lived  on  tlie  old  place  rill  about  1840, 
v/hen  they  removed  to  Champion  village. 

Sylvester  Mix,  son  >)[  Joel,  Avas  borti  in  1795,  and  AAas  four  years  of  age  when  his  parents 
located  in  Champioji.  ^Vllen  Sylvester  Avas  13  years  of  age  his  father  died,  and  being  the  eldest 
of  seven  children  tiie  cares  of  ihef<^mily  deA'olved  upon  him.  His  mother  also  died  Avliile  he 
was  yet  young.  He  married  Hannah,  da^ighter  of  J"hu  lleed,  of  LoM  vilie,  and  settled  upon 
the  farm  uoav  occupied  by  his  son  Joel.  He  b.ad  five  eliihlren,  namely:  Mary,  Xahar,  George, 
David,  and  Joel.  Joel  Mix  Avas  born  ^larch  27,  lb-)0.  In  1852  he  married  Abigail  D,,  daughter 
of  George  and  Lydia  (Selleekj  Fulton,  ;;nd  located  on  the  homestead,  where  he  has  since  re- 
isided.    He  is  engaged  in  farming,  and  is  one  of  the  road  commissioners  of  the  town 

William  FiockAvood,  son  of  Feuben..  came  to  Champion  in  1799,  and  settled  on  the  farm  uoav 
occupied  by  his  son  Charles  G.  He  did  not  remain  long,  liOAveA-ei-,  but  about  ISO!  or  '02  re- 
turned aiul  commenced  a  clearing.  In  ISOS  lie  married  Folly,  daughter  of  Seiii  Cutler,  and 
they  hail  12  children,  six  of  A\hom  ai'e  now  living, 'namely ;  Priscilla  (3Ir.s.  Davi'l  lUndstou),  in 
St.  Lawrence  County;  S:dly  Olrs.  0...:g';  S;.yre),in  Chamjiio!);  Ikulien,  in  31'  libviii :  Sabrina 
<^Mrs.  Johnson),  in  Crogban,  Lewis  Coiuity:  Jolin  W..  in  Wisconsin;  and  ChalIe^  G.,  in  Cham- 
pion, Charles  G.  FockAvood  was  br^rn  M^'rch  20.  3810.  He  married,  first,  Mary  S.  Founds,  and 
second,  Jane  Yari  Deusen.  He  has  t^vo  ehildreu,  Y.  Ij.,  As-bo  l  esid-  s  at  Feit'r.  3IilI.-,  an^l  Demp- 
ster, Avho  lives  Avirh  his  parents.  Dem])ster  Fctckw ootl  married  Anna,  dauglUer  of  Joseph 
Wise,  of  Watertown,  and  they  have  one  son.  Wesley  W.  Charles  G.  Fockwood  has  ahvays 
resided  upon  the  old  homestead.  Ibuiben  Foclovood  came  to  Champioji  about  bSOO,  and  located 
near  his  sou  William,  His  sons  Daniel.  Asa,  and  Foswell  also  settled  on  adjoining  farms  in 
tliis  town. 

Leonard  Harris  Avas  born  in  Herkimer  County  in  1792,  and  Avhen  quite  young  his  father 
Kettled  in  school  district  No.  G,  of  this  tMAMi,Avest  of  Champion  village,  on  a  tract  of  200  acres, 
which  he  purchased  of  the  Champi"n  estate.  Here  Leonard  Avas  reared  aiviid  the  hardships 
aud  privations  of  pioneer  hfe,  recriving  such  education  as  his  surroundings  allorded.  At  the 
age  of  20  he  mariieil  Miss  Lueimla  lluuupson,  of  this  town,  and  liuill  him  a  log  house 
oM  his  grandfat tier's  farm  in  tlie  same  n-ughborhooLl.  He  lived  here  for  two  years,  when 
he  removed  into  a  lenv  frame  buildiu,;  whicb.  he  builton  the  ;;ame  f;u-m.

He  studied  theolfigy  v.itli  Dr.  Lyman,  of  Hatiield, 
wliose  church  uas  the  one  he  lirst  j-)iii:d.  HV-  w;is  ordain  jil  at  Westlield,  I)\lass.,  March  5,  1805.. 
Having  been  engaged  by  the  Hau^j-^birr  3.U;' .^i/^jray  Six-icty  .o  make  a  tour  of  the  Black  Ilivcr 
country,  he  started  out  on  horseback  Ain-jl  30,  ISOo.  rcacbiug  Utica  a  week  later,  making 
30  utiles  d  day  over  bad  roads.  AtL-'V.  villt  h(  wa,--. '.ni-  itaijjed  by  Capt.  J.;<igers,  who  built 
the  first  fiJinu-  dwelling  in  that  vilbige.  Here  he  met  LIl-v.  [Mr.  Phelps,  of  VVesttleld,  3Iass.,, 
who  was  to  be  his  com]Kinion  on  the  journey.  After  making  the  tour  of  the  county,  and  as  far 
south  as  Eiome  arid  '•  Salt  Springs  "  (Salina"),  they  retmned  In-  the  same  route.  He  vas  in- 
stalled over  the  cliurch  in  Champion,  31ay  21,  1807,  wliere  he  preached  with  few  intermissions 
ttntil  hir>  dcatbi,  Sepieinbcr  9,  1852.  He  assisted  in  forming  eliui  ehes  in  Deiimark,  Le  Lay, 
Alexandria,  West  Carthage,  Philadelphia,  and  other  towns.  February  15,  ISuS,  lie  married 
Sallie  Ward,  of  ^liddletown,  Coiin.,  sister  of  ?ilrs.  Noadiali  Hubbard.  Of  six  children,  three 
are  living,  vi/.:  E,  B.  Dutton,  the  eMc>t,  a  fai  nter,  now  of  Watertcnvji;  IMrs.  Sarah  Graves,  of 
Social  Circle,  Ga. ;  and  ^ilrs.  Judge  Face,  of  Covington,  Gn.  'knree  are  decreased:  I\[rs.  Ettnice

CLAYTON. 


^"^^LAVTON  was  formed  from  Orleans  and  Lyme,  April  27,  1S33,  and 

Lwas  named  in  lionor  of  lion.  John  M.  Claytor),*Un!ted  States  Senator 
J  from  Delaware.  It  embraces  two-fifchs  of  Tenet's  Square,  a  gore 
west  and  another  north  of  tliat  tract,  and  Grindstone  and  several  snialler 
islands  in  t]\e  St.  Lawrence.  I'he  surface  of  the  town  is  level  or  slightly  roll- 
ing. The  principal  streams  are  Channiont  E.iver,  wliich  tal;es  a  sr)uth\vest- 
erly  coiitse  through  th.e  town  a  little  south  of  its  central  part,  and  French 
Creek,  wliich  takes  a  northeasterly  and  riorilierly  course  tlirough  the  north- 
western part,  emptying  into  the  St.  Lawrence  River.  The  town  is  bounded 
on  the  north  by  the  St.  Lawrence  River,  on  the  east  by  Orleans,  on  the  south 
by  liro.vnvilie,  and  on  the  southwest  by  Cape  Vincent  and  Lynie.  Among 
the  smaller  islands  lying  v/ithm  the  limits  of  tl^is  town,  and  occupied  as  sum- 
mer Iromes,  are  Governor'.'^"  and  Calurnct  '  islands,  opposite  Clayton  village, 
Round  Island,  upon  which  is  located  the  Frontenac  Hotel,  one  of  the  fn.iest 
hotels  in  this  famous  region,  Washington  Island,  Little  Round  Island,  and 
Bluff,  Robbins,  Flemlock,  and  AL.iple  islands.  The  latter  has  recently  been 
purchased  by  Messrs.  Charles  H.  Pierce  and  W.  Allen  Jkitler,  of  Syracuse, 
W'ho  contemplate  the  erection  of  an  elegant  park  here.  The  topography  of 
the  island  and  its  location  are  favorable  for  such  an  enterprise.  Jefferies 
and  Grennell  islands,  constituting  Greniiell  Island  Park,  are  also  in  this  town. 

At  the  first  town  meeting  held  at  the  house  of  Isaac  L.  Carter,  June  4, 
1833,  the  following  town  officers  were  elected:  Hubbell  Fox,  supervisor; 
B.  F.  Faxlon,  clerk;  Gurdon  Caswell  and  Stephen  Martin,  justices  of  the 
peace;  Jesse  Noyes,  Abram  Burdick,  Eariali  Carpenter,  J r,,  assessors  ;  Caleb 
Closson  and  James  Barney,  overseers  of  the  poor;  Samuel  P.  Payne,  Lloyd 
B.  Farrar  (or  Traver?),  IClkaiMh  Corbin,  commissioners  of  higliways  ;  Alfred 

*  Governor's  and  Culaniei  islands  were  once  known  respectively  Slr.^t-bag  and  i'ou  dor- 
horn  islands. 
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Fox.  john  Consaitl,  Jr.,  and  Joseph  Mason,  commissioners  of  schools  ;  Josiah 
Furrar,  David  Baker,  and  B.  F.  Faxton,  inspectors  of  common  schools  ; 
1  jastus  Warner,  collector  ;  Erastus  Islonroe,  T.  Haskell,  Sydney  Spencer, 
:u.d  Eldridge  G.  Tiiton,  constables. 

in  18S0  Clayton  had  a  population  of  4,214.  The  town  is  located  in 
the  third  school  district  of  Jeflerson  County,  and  in  1888  had  .25  school 
districts,  in  which  33  teachers  were  employed  28  weeks  or  more.  The 
whole  number  of  scholars  attending  school  was  1,063,  while  the  aggregate 
days  attendance  during  the  year  was  96,909.  The  tola!  value  of  the  school 
buildings  and  site?  was  $21,295,  and  the  assessed  valuation  of  all  the  dis- 
tricts was  $1,141,563.  The  whole  amount  raised  for  school  purposes  was 
$7,704.21,  $3,669.12  of  which  was  received  by  local  tax.  Charles  E.  Whit- 
ney was  school  com.rnissioner.    The  town  has  an  area  of  49,244  acres. 

Cl.wtox  (p.  o.)  village  was  incorporated  April  17,  1S72,  by  a  vote  of  the 
citizens,  as  provided  in  an  act  passed  by  the  state  legislature,  April  20,  1S70. 
The  vote  stood  140  for  and  51  against,  the  assuini>tion  of  corporate  lionors. 
The  fu'st  election  for  village  ofhcers  was  held  at  the  Walton  House,  May  S, 
1872,  at  v/hich  the  following  were  elected  :  Elijah  McCarn,  president  ;  S.  G. 
Johnston,  William  Flawes,  and  S.  D.  Johnston,  trustees;  Stephen  Hill, 
treasurer;  Charles  M.  >.Iarsha'l,  collector;  and  C  H.  Ross  was  appointed 
clerk.  The  viHao;e  is  situated  oii  the  St,  Lawrence  River,  at  the  mouth  of 
French  Creek,  and  was  the  scene  of  a  brief  conflict  during  the  W^ar  of  1812. 
'i'he  advance  of  General  Wilkinson's  army,  under  connnand  of  General 
Brown,  reached  Frerich  Creek  on  the  afternoon  of  November  /,  1813.  where 
it  was  attacked  by  a  British  force  of  two  sloo|)5,  two  schooners,  and  a  strong 
infantry  force  in  boats.  Captain  McPherson,  with  a  battery  of  three  iS- 
pounder  guns,  took  position  on  Bartlett's  Point,  now  Prospect  Park,  and  re- 
turned tiic  hrc  cf  the  enemy,  who  were  repulsed,  but  renewed  t'ie  attack  in 
the  morning,  when  they  were  again  defeated  and  forced  to  abandon  their 
purpose.  Th.ree  Aiuericans  were  killed  and  two  wounded,  v/hile  the  loss  of 
the  Biitish  was  never  fully  known,  although  it  was  afterwards  ascertained  to 
have  been  very  severe.  The  safety  of  the  Americanos  lay  in  the  fact  that  the 
Britisii  vessels,  witli  their  heavy  32-pounders.  fired  too  high,  and  thus  overshot 
their  foes.  Some  of  their  sliots  have  been  plowed  up  on  what  is  kno\--n  as 
the  Kline  farm,  now  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  village. 

The  village  was  in  1823  named  Cornelia.  In  1831  the  name  was  changed 
to  Clayton,  which  it  has  since  retained.  It  was  at  one  time  ver}-  generally 
known  as  F^rench  Creek.  In  the  primitive  patent  of  Penet  the  creek  and 
bay  is  named  U'e/t?r'i^^/ira  Gnoifcre. 

The  village  is  a  terminal  station  on  the  Utica  Black  River  division  of 
the  R.,  W.  &  O.  Railroad,  and  is  a  popular  stoi-ping-p^lace  for  visitors  to  the 
Tiiousand  Islands,  who  pronouiice  a  summer  stay  at  Clayton  tliC  lieiglit  of 
enjoyment  and  repose.  Here  within  siglit  are  many  of  the  beautiful  isles 
forming  that  most  wondrous  of  all  archipelagoi-s — 'J'he  Thousand  Islands. 
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The  village  was  surveyed  by  Clark  \V.  Canclee,  in  1824,  and  resurveyed  in 
1S33  by  Oliver  Ciiild.  It  now  contains  five  churches,  one  of  the  best  graded 
schools  in  Jefferson  County,  tv;o  pros[)Crous  banks,  several  fine  hotels,  nu- 
merous manufacturing  institutions,  a  weekly  newspaper,  telegraph,  telephone, 
and  express  offices,  electric  light  plant,  and  a  population  of  about  1,800. 

E.  G.  jNIerick  in  his  day  probably  carried  on  the  most  extensive  business 
of  any  man  who  has  ever  lived  in  Clayton.  He  and  his  associates  since 
1828  conducted  a  very  large  busiriess  herein  rafting,  lumbering,  ship  building, 
and  merchandising.  Ivlr.  Merick  came  to  Clayton  soon  after  the  village  be- 
gan to  develop,  and  remained  until  about  i860,  when  he  went  to  Detroit, 
where  he  died. 

Depauville,  named  in  honor  of  Francis  Depau,  an  early  settkT  here,  is 
situated  on  Chaumont  River,  at  the  head  of  boat  navigation,  six  miles  from 
Chaum.ont  Bay.  The  place  v;as  once  knov.-n  as  "Catfish  Falls,"  and  above 
the  fails  the  river  was  known  as  "  Catfish  Creek."  It  has  a  teleplione  and 
express  from  Chaumont,  two  churches  (Methodist  Episcopal  and  Freev/ill 
Baptist),  an  hotel,  grist-mill,  saw-mill,  several  stores  and  shops,  and  a  popu- 
lation of  about  300,  The  first  improvement  here  was  made  by  Simon  and 
Jared  White,  who  came  on  as  trespassers  to  get  out  lumber  ;  but,  being 
warned  off  by  the  agent,  left  a  quantity  of  hewn  lumber  and  removed  to- 
Three  Mile  Point,  on  Chaumont  Bay,  from  which  place  they  started,  in  Mav, 
1S17.  for  the  West  in  an  open  boat.  The  party  consisted  of  the  brothers,, 
their  mother,  wives,  and  children, — eleven  in  all, — and  had  arrived  in  Houns- 
field,  a  mile  or  two  beyond  Sachets  Harbor,  where  they  put  up  for  the  night. 
After  leaving  this  place  they  were  never  seen  alive.  Their  boat  was  found' 
robbed  of  household  goods,  several  hundred  dollars  which  the  men  had  was- 
gone,  and  their  bodies  exhibited  unmistakable  marks  of  violence.  The  chil- 
dren were  found  drowned,  but  the  bodies  of  the  women  v.^ere  never  found.. 
The  first  house  in  tin's  village  vvas  erected  in  1818  by  John  Smith.  The  first 
store  was  kept  by  Peter  B.  Beadle,  agent  or  clerk  for  Stephen  Johnson. 
The  nist  mills  were  built  in  1824  ;  the  first  tavern  was  kept  by  one  Winthrop 
in  1820,  in  which  year,  and  in  the  same  building,  was  also  taught  the  first 
school.  The  first  church  edifice  was  built  about  1825,  by  the  Episcopal 
Methodists. 

Clayton  Center  is  a  hamlet  situated  a  little  northeast  of  the  central  part 
of  the  town.  A  postoffice  was  once  established  here,  but  has  been  discon- 
tinued. 

Cokt'In's  Corners  is  the  local  name  for  a  settlement  about  a  mile  north- 
west from  Depauville. 

Thurso  (p.  o.)  is  on  the  north  side  of  Grindstone  Island,  near  which  are- 
located  extensive  granite  quarries. 

Baiil:  of  Clryfcii.  —  The  first  b.mk  in  this  town  vras  organized  as  a  private 
institution  in  the  fall  of  1S76,  by  A.  F.  Barktr  and  R.  P.  .Grant,  under  the 
title  of  Bank  of  Clayton.    A.  F.  Barker  was  president  and  Mr.  Crrant  was- 
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i\is!rier.  The  bank  was  so  continued  until  the  hill  of  1882,  when  it  was  le- 
<«f;aiU/'.ed  as  a  state  bank,  undei  tlie  same  title, witii  a  capitnl  of  $?6\ooo,  and 
reiiviiaed  so  urttil  July,  wiien   Mr.  Grant  and  others  purcliased  Mr. 

Marker's  interest,  and  it  v»as  soon  after  merged  into  the  Exchange  Bank. 

llie  Excha}!ge  Bank  of  CJaytou  was  organized  in  1884,  under  the  state 
law,  with  an  authorized  capital  sloc:k  of  $100,000,  and  a  paid  up  stock  of 
$.10,000.  The  present  ohicers  of  the  institution  are  those  elected  at  its 
organization,  and  are  as  follows:  John  Johnston,  president  ;  Jacob  Putnam,, 
vice-president;  and  R.  P.  Grant,  casiiier.  The  directors  are,  in  addition  to 
the  officers  of  the  bank,  Lucien  J.  Strough,  William  H.  Lingenfelter,  Alfred 
D.  Lowe,  George  H.  McKinley,  John  Faley,  and  William  D.  Claik.  The 
i^ank  of  Clayton  was  nierged  in  the  Exchange  Rank  soon  after  the  organi- 
zation of  the  latter,  and  the  business  of  the  old  organization  was  discon- 
tinued. The  Exchange  Bank  is  one  of  the  prominent  financial  institutions' 
of  the  northern  part  of  Jefferson  County,  and  its  olficers  and  flirectors  are 
men  of  recognized  business  abilil}-,  experience,  and  integrity.  The  office  of 
the  bank  is  plea.^antly  located  on  \7ater  street,  commanding  a  fine  view  of 
the  famous  St.  Lawrence  River.  According  to  tlie  quarterly  report,  dated 
September  7,  18S9,  the  surplus  of  the  bank  was  $ro,ooo. 

71u:  Cithejis  Bank  of  Clay f on  was  started  in  December,  1884,  by  A.  F. 
Barker,  as  a  private  bank,  with  William  Rees,  president  ;  A.  F.  Barker, 
cashier;  and  O.  L.  House,  assistant  cashier.  The  bank  was  thus  continued 
until  October  4,  1S87,  when  it  was  reorganized  as  the 

First  A-ational  Bank  of  Clayton^  with  a  paid  up  capital  of  $50,000. 
The  officers  were  origmall}'  and  are  now  as  follows:  A.  F.  Barker,  president; 
\V'illiam  Rees,  vice-president  ;  H.  W.  Morse,  cashier ;  A.  A.  Warner,  assist- 
ant cashier.  The  directors  are  A.  Y .  J^arkcr,  William  Rees,  George  H.  Strough, 
Charles  A.  Ellis,  Frank  L.  Ffall,  James  J.  Belden,  R.  B.  Biddlecome,  and 
W.  F.  Ford.    Tlie  surplus  is  now  $9,000. 

The  Security  Building,  Loan,  and  Saz-ings  Association ,  of  Clayton,  was  in- 
corporated in  1SS9,  under  the  building  and  loan  association  laws  of  the  state 
of  New  York,  with  a  cajMtal  stock  of  $1,000,000  willi  shares  at  $100  each. 
The  officers  are  Hon.  James  Johnson,  president  ;  Thomas  E.  WVik,  vice- 
l^resident ;  A.  E.  Wood,  secretary  ;  William  D.  Clark,  treasurer  ;  Charges  E. 
Hocknel,  manager. 

lliousand  Islanil  Electric  Light  and  Pon'cr  Company  was  organized  in 
1S87  2.nd  re()rganized  in  1S8S.  The  new  company  wexA  into  eftect  January 
I,  1S89.  plant  is  at  Strough  «X:  Brooks's  mill.    Twenty-eight  arc  lights 

and  loo  incandescent  lights  are  now  in  use.  The  capital  stock  of  the  com- 
pany is  $15,000.  C.  A.  Ellis  is  president  ;  C.  E.  R.ees,  secretary;  and  Sey- 
mour B.  Barker,  treasurer. 

St.  lAiivrence  River  Skiff,  Ca-ioc,  and  Steam  launch  Co.,  successors  to 
A.  Bain  Co.,  is  located  in  Clayton  village,  where  an  exfensive  business  is 
done  in  the  manufacture  of  all  kinds  of  small  water  craft.     A  specialty  i.s 
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made  of  skiffs,  canoes,  and  steam  launches.  The  fame  of  the  St.  Lawrenc^e 
River  skiiTs  is  known,  not  only  throughout  the  United  States  and  Canada,  but 
-also  in  England,  Australia,  and  other  foreign  countries.  The  boat  building 
industry  in  Clayton  was  begun  in  a  desultory  way  about  20  years  ago  by  Xaviar 
•Colon.  His  means  were  limited,  and  his  appliances  for  skillful  and  economi- 
cal work  were  crude,  yet  his  genius  was  in  the  right  direction,  and  led  to 
splendid  results.  As  the  island  population  increased  the  demand  for  boats 
grew  rapidly,  until  finally  several  men  were  employed  in  their  manufacture. 
Tinally  Dr.  A.  Bain  conceived  the  idea  of  uniting  the  entire  boat  building 
business  under  one  head.  In  1873  the  first  shop  was  built  for  Xaviar  Colon^ 
and  the  business  was  prosecuted  with  much  vigor.  In  1887  the  present  com- 
73any  was  formed  under  the  6.rm  name  of  A.  Eain  &  Co.,  backed  by  capital 
in  the  hands  of  wealthy  citizens  of  New  York  city,  which  was  followed  by  the 
erection  of  the  present  extensive  factory,  50  by  100  feet  in  size,  three  stories 
high,  with  a  basement,  and  an  exterisive  garret,  or  dormer  story.  One  year 
after  the  formation  of  the  company  the  present  comprehensive  nam.e  was 
given  to  it,  and  the  manufacture  of  steam  launches,  canoes,  and  other  special 
forms  of  boats  was  undertaken.  The  business  is  still  under  the  management 
of  A.  Bain,  and  Mr.  Colon,  who  laid  the  foundation  of  the  business  in  1870, 
is  still  with  the  firm. 

Tite  Jcffersofi  Couiiiy  fish  Jiafchery,  formerly  known  as  the  St.  Lawrence 
fish  hatchery,  and  owned  by  M.  B.  Hill,  was  established  in  1881,  and  is 
located  at  Prospect  Heights,  near  the  western  part  of  the  town,  on  road  50. 
It  is  now  a  state  institution,  in  the  jurisdiction  of  Superintendent  Monroe  A. 
Green.    M.  B.  Hill  is  the  local  superintendent. 

Clayton  Furniture  MarLiifaciurijig  Company,  on  Theresa  street,  was  or- 
ganized in  the  spring  of  18S9,  with  a  capital  stock  of  $12,000.  The  com- 
pany is  at  present  engaged  iix  the  manufacture  of  chamber  suits,  the  power 
being  famished  by  the  P^lectric  Light  and  Bower  Co.  Franl:  L.  Hall  is  presi- 
dent;  William  H.  Consaul,  vice-president;  C.  A.  Shaver,  secretary;  and 
H.  S.  Barker,  treasurer. 

Gardiner  M.  Skinner,  at  Clayton,  is  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  troll- 
ing spoon  bait,  and  his  goods  have  acquired  a  national  reputation  for  their 
sterling  worth.  Besides  being  attractive  lures,  they  are  uniformly  made  in 
such  substantial  manner  as  to  win  the  confidence  of  the  angler,  and  withstand 
the  struggles  and  throes  of  greedy  and  powerful  fish. 

Strong/!  6^  Brooks. — The  business  of  retailing  lun^ber  in  the  village  of 
Clayton  was  first  entered  into  by  Luther  Eddy,  who  may  be  considered  as 
tlie  pioneer  in  that  line.  In  April,  18S0,  he  associated  with  him  George  H. 
Strough,  a  school  teacher,  who  purchased  tlie  business  for  his  son,  Arthur  B. 
Strough,  having  no  intention  of  engaging  in  the  business  himself.  During 
this  cop.irtners'vif)  the  firm  name  was  Eddy  Strough.  The  first  year's  busi- 
ness aggregated  but  little  over  $6,000.  I'iie  third  year  it.  was  over  three  times 
that  amount.    Mr.  Strough,  who  had  continued  teaching  up  to  this  time, 
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then  decided  to  give  his  whole  attention  to  the  lumber  trade,  and  on  Jan- 
wuiy  1,  1883,  purchased  Mr.  Eddy's  interest,  and  for  the  next  four  years  his 
trade  increased  to  over  five  times  the  amount  done  in  1880.  January  i,  J.S87, 
wishing  to  add  manufacturing  facilities  to  his  increasing  business,  Mr,  Strough 
entered  into  partnership  with  Otis  Brooks,  a  Vv'ell-knovvn  and  experienced 
lumberman  and  manufacturer,  formerly  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Roberts  & 
Brooks,  of  Philadelphia.  January  20,  1887,  Strough  &  Brooks  bought  out 
the  lumber  and  manufacturing  business  of  the  firm  composed  of  J.  B.  Flynn 
and  Myres  Thompson,  who  occupied  the  extensive  mill  and  factory  at  the 
corner  of  Mary  and  Theresa  streets^  where  a  rock  projects  out  into  the  bay, 
forming  a  natural  dockage,  surrounded  by  water  from  six  to  12  feet  deep. 
.Messrs.  Strough  cc  Brooks  proceeded  at  once  to  inaugurate  a  system  of  im- 
provements which  cost  them  thousands  of  dollars,  but  which  added  corres- 
pondingly to  their  facilities.  Among  the  improvements  have  been  the  erec- 
tion of  a  store-house  for  dressed  lumber,  etc.,  a  fine  office  building,  in  which 
is  also  a  hardware  and  weighing  room  below  and  a  large  room  on  the  second 
iloor  for  priming  and  glazing  purposes  ;  also  docks,  a  coal-house,  an  engine- 
house  in  v/hich  the  Electric  Light  and  Power  Compan.y  have  an  80-horse- 
power  boiler  and  a  60-horse-power  engine  which  propels  the  machinery  for 
Strough  *\:  Brooks.  The  factory  is  furnished  with  the  latest  improved  ma- 
chinery for  manufacturing  sash,  doors,  and  blinds,  wood  turning,  and  for  the 
manufacture  of  all  kinds  of  joiner  goods,  furnishing  employment  to  from  20 
to  30  skilled  work:nen.  The  transactions  of  Strough  &:  Brooks  during  their 
first  year  were  about  $20,000  more  than  the  aggregate  of  both  concern.s  be- 
fore the  purchase  of  t!ie  property  of  Flynn  tSc  Thompson.  -'  Arthur  B.  Strough 
is  the  efficient  foreman  of  their  factory,  and  John  W.  Williams  is  employed 
as  architect  and  supervising  foreman  on  all  their  job  wOrk  outside.  A  large 
'part  of  their  contract  work  is  in  the  erecting  of  buildings  planned  and  drafted 
by  him. 

Syracuse  Granite  Cot>ipan)\  incorporated,  has  a  capital  stock  of  $50,000. 
Tlie  quarries  of  the  company  are  located  on  Grindslone  Island,  and  the  busi- 
ness office  is  in  Syracuse.  John  IT  Tolman  is  president,  and  William  Van 
Aukon,  secretary. 

The  following  relating  to  the  ship  building  interests  of  Clayton  is  a  revision 
of  the  sketch  published  in  the  Hisfojy  of  Jefferson  County  (1878). 

Ship  building  began  at  Clayton  in  183*2,  by  Smith  &  Merick,  and  has 
since  been  continued,  sometimes  giving  employment  to  as  many  as  100  men. 
1  rom  two  to  four  vessels  have  been  built  here  annually^  making  a  total  of 
from  75  to  100,  including  most  of  the  splendid  steamers  of  the  old  Onta- 
rio and  St.  Lawrence  Steamboat  Company's  lines.  This  business  began 
li'-re  at  about  th--^  time  the  burdenso.iie  toimage  duties  u[;on  the  Inkes, 
au.ountjng  almost  tc>  a  jiroliibi tion,  IkuI  beep.  lein'.jved  in  part  by  ilofi.  Jo- 
seph Hawkins,  of  Henderson,  who  represented  thi.s  district  in  Congress. 
From  this  time  there  existed  no  limit  to  the  si/.e  of  the  vessels  but  that  of  the 
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l()^•k^o^  llio  Wclland  Canal.  The  first  vessels  built  here  were  the  /cssc:  Smith 
■AwA  Iforaiio  Gates,  commenced  by  Captain  Pickering  and  completed  by 
<;eor'4e  S.  Weeks,  for  Smitii  ^:  Nlerick,  in  1830.  G.  S.  Wrecks  continued 
building  lor  the  same  firm,  and  built  the  steamer  Black  Hawk,  and  tlie 
sciiooners  Frank Idl,  Jefferstvi,  Morgiana  IVi /lefts,  Monroe,  Cazelk\  Aladiso/i, 
J.ueinJa,  Cleopatra,  IVestej-n,  Chcsapcal^c,  Robert  Jl'oot/,  E.  G.  A/erick, 
Sylph,  and  others,  besides  the  steamer  Swan.  Mr.  ^Veeks  subsequently  built 
vessels  in  Oswego,  and  later  in  Chicago. 

John  Oades  commenced  biiikhng  for  E.  G.  Merick  l\:  Co.  and  Fowler 
Esselstyn  in  1841,  and  built  the  schooners  St.  Lararenee,  John  Oades,  D.  .N. 
JnirneVj  Superior,  Invi>>cible,  Nen'  York.,  Quebec,  America,  Flyiu-g  Cloud, 
Sovereign  of  the  flakes,  JVortherji  Light,  White  Cloud,  Xoriherner,  Sky  Lark, 
Republic,  Clayton,  Amelia,  Adriatic,  Norther?i.  Ilelle,  Dashi/ig  IVare,  Mojl- 
tieello,  Adirondack.  Radiant,  Clayton  d^elle,  M.  /'^.  Merrick,  Monta/ia,  d\ear- 
saryj\  and  Olivers,  and  the  steamers  Niagara,  Cataract,  O'dario,  d>ay  State, 
dWia  Verb,  Penny  Lmd.  Rrifisk  dimpire,  British  Queen,  Adidge,  and  Widgeon. 

Tiiomas  Rees  built  the  schooner  Adountaineer,  and  Harrisoii  Persons  the 
schooner  Marshpield .  In  1863  John  Oades  built  the  schooner  d^ortlaud  for 
A,  F.  Barker.  In  1867  John  Cantwell  built  the  schooner dd.  d^arker,  and 
in  jS6S  Simon  G.  Johnston  built  the  schooner  ddoboken  for  A.  F.  Barker. 
Simon  G.  Johnston  commenced  building  for  Fowler  ^'  Esselstyn  in  1854, 
and  built  the  schooners  Greyhound,  Fagle  Wing,  Watchful,  Mediator,  Sen- 
"j'or,  Snoio  d)ird,  dJrooklyn,  Montpelier,  Montcahn,  Adon.igoinery ,  Montmorency, 
Afonf  dda.nc,  drene.  Z.  dr  Stone,  Scud,  William  d/ome,  Ldattie  fohitson,  ddenry 
Falger,  and  l^lack  dJia.'uontt.  He  also  built  the  steamers  7d  S.  Luhxto/.', 
Jl .  S.  Johns  to/1,  and  d stand  Felle.  .» 

.Mr.  Johnston  is  the  only  one  now  engaged  in  ship  l;)uildii)g  at  Clayton, 
Messrs.  Jolvn  Oades  and  Fowler  (S:  Esselstyn  having  removed,  to  Deto^it, 
Mich.  The  St.  Lawrence  River  SkitT,  Canoe,  and  Steam  Launch  Company 
iias  recently  been  organized,  and  the  company  will  continue  tiie  business  of 
Dr.  Bain  in  tlie  building  of  skiffs,  and  will  also  include  small  steamboats 
During  tiie  last  few  years  Mr.  Johnston  has  built  several  steam  3  achts. 

Hough's  Lt I  story  of  St.  Laioreiice  County 'v^  authority  f(;r  tlie  statement  that 
ii'i  1799  there  was  a  single  log  hut  in  this  town,  probably  that  of  some  lum- 
i)er  thieves,  who  r^lundered  the  frontier  without  restraint  or  limit  during 
Hiany  years  before  ariy  one  appeared  to  shov/  title,  Mr,  Nathan  Ford,  the 
pioneer  of  Ogdensbuig,  in  a  letter  to  Samuel  Ogden  on  this  subject,  dated 
December  27,  1799,  wrote: —  ,

The  fust  permantiit  settlement  i)i  this  town  was  commenced  in  i8oi  or 
1802,  by  a  Mr.  Barllett,  at  a  place  called  Bartlett  Point,  about  a  mile  above 
Clayton  village,  at  the  mouth  of  French  Creek.  The  point  has  recently 
been  surveyed  and  laid  out  for  '^ummer  homes^  and  is  known  as  Prospect 
Park.  Bartlett  had  been  placed  here  by  Smith  and  Delarnater,  land  agents 
at  Chaumont,  to  keep  a  ferry  to  Ganancque,  but  after  staying  a  year  or  two 
set  fire  to  his  house,  as  tradition  says,  and  ran  away  by  its  light. 

In  the  winter  of  1803--04  Smith  and  Delarnater  undertook  the  erection  of 
a  saw-mill,  near  the  mouth  of  Wheeler  Creek,  upon  which  it  was  built.  The 
expense  attending  this  measure  embarrassed  them  considerably,  and  contrib- 
uted to  their  subsequent  failure. 

In  1816  Nathaniel  Norton,  Jr.,  who  had  previously  been  a  merchant  at 
Prussia,  N.  Y.,  came  as  agent  for  C.  H.  and  E.  Wilkes,  owners  of  12,000 
acres  on  Periet's  Square,  aiid  adjoinitsg  the  present  village  of  Depauville.*' 
Soon  after  David  and  Nathaniel  Molbrook  came  to  the  falls,  and  with  their 
father,  under  a  contract  of  Alexander  Le  Ray,  the  agent  of  Depau,  erected 
a  rude  ap»ology  for  a  grist-mill,  but  upon  failure  of  payment  the  premises  were 
sold  in  1824  to  Stephen  Johnson  and  Peter  Martin,  who  had  located  as  mer- 
chants and  lumbermen.  At  this  time  there  were  but  two  or  three  log  houses 
and  the  rude  mills  where  Depauville  now  is. 

In  181 7  Phineas  Osborn,  father  of  Thomas  S.,  Schuyler,  and  Phineas  A. 
Osborn,  came  in  from  Herkimer  County  and  settled  about  three  miles  north- 
west of  Depauville,  on  what  is  known  as  IClm  Flat.  In  1818  Jerry  Carter 
came  in  and  settled  near  Clayton  Center.  He  came  with  his  father,  who  was 
a  great  hunter,  and  told  maivelous  tales  connected  with  his  hunting  expedi- 
tions. In  1 81 9  James  D.  Gloyd  came  in  with  his  father,  Amos,  from  Ver- 
mont, and  settled  on  lot  No.  39.  Jn  iS2oAdani  Fry  came  from  Denmark, 
Lewis  County,  and  settled  in  this  town.  Gaylord  Enos  came  in  from  Her- 
kimer County  in  1824,  his  first  purchase  of  land  being  50  acres  from  Depau. 
The  first  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  town  was  Gurdon  Caswell. 

Grindstone  Island  is  one  of  the  largest  of  the  Thousand  Islands,  being 
more  than  five  miles  in  length  and  from  two  to  three  in  width.  This  island, 
with  many  others,  was  claimed  by  the  St.  Regis  Indians  at  an  early  day,  and 
leased  by  their  agent  to  British  subjects  for  a  long  term  of  years.  Upon 
survey  of  the  boundary  in  i8i8  they  were  -found  to  belong  to  our  govern- 
ment, and  in  1823,  upon  these  islands  being  patented  by  the  state,  in  pursu- 
ance with  an  agreenient  with  Macomb,  difficulties  arose  that  threatened  for 
a  time  to  result  in  serious  measures,  and  which  have  been  known  locall)'  as 
the  IVar  of  Grindsto)h;  Island.  A  quantity  of  pine  timber  had  been  cut 
and  prejjared  for  rafting,  vvhich  wos  c'-iimed  by  the  prUentee,  but  was  refused

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lo  i;K*  uivcn  by  those  in  possession.  Finding  it  probable  that  any  attempt 
to  serve  legal  papers  upon  the  parties  alleged  to  be  trespassers  would  be  re- 
bisied,  a  detachment  of  militia  from  L}'me,  under  Capt.  S.  Green,  was  called 
out.  The  timber  had  mostly  been  passed  over  into  British  waters,  and  after 
sonic  firing  tlie  party  in  charge  of  the  timber  dispersed.  One  of  the  militia  men 
was  accidentally  killed  by  the  discharge  of  his  own  gun.  The  question  subse- 
quently became  a  subject  of  litigation,  and  was  finally  settled  by  arbitration. 
The  first  court  on  Grindstone  Island  was  held  April  30,  1889,  when  S.  H. 
Slate,  justice  of  the  peace,  was  called  upon  to  investigate  a  charge  of  assault 
aiid  battery  between"  two  v\^omen,  sisters-in-law,  v/hose  husbands  were  em- 
ployed in  the  quarries  at  Thurso.  The  defendant  in  the  case  was  fined  $30, 
which  was  paid. 

'i'he  islands  in  this  vicinity  have  many  associations  connected  with  the 
War  of  181 2,  and  affairs  growing  out  of  the  Patriot  movement,  which  are  de- 
tailed in  the  County  Chapter.  During  tiie  en)l)argo  period  of  1S08  the  old 
I  rcnch  road,  that  had  been  cut  through  from  the  Migh  Falls  to  the  river  at 
this  point,  became  a  thoroughfare  for  teams  laden  with  potash,  and  this  con- 
traband trade  continued  with  comparative  impunity  till  the  commercial  re- 
striction was  removed. 

CHURCHES. 

77^i'  Frcc-ivill  Bapiisi  CJiv.ych^  of  Depauville,  was  organized  March  20, 
1820,  by  Amasa  Dodge,  the  first  pastor,  with  15  members.  Tlie  primi- 
tive structure  in  v.'hich  the  society  first  worshiped  was  built  of  logs,  in  1820, 
and  was  the  first  house  of  worship  in  the  town  of  which  we  have  any  record. 
Tn  1S35  the  present  stone  structure  was  built  at  a  cost  of  $3,000,  It  will 
comfortably  seat  250  persons,  and  is  valued,  includiiig  grounds  and  other 
projierty,  at  $S,ooO.  The  society  nov/  has  a  ^membership  of  65,  under  the 
pastoral  charge  of  Rev.  Barton  G.  Blaisdell.  The  Sunday-school  has  a  mem- 
bership of  eight  teachers  and  So  scliolars. 

The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  Depauville. — A  Methodist  class  was  or- 
ganized at  Depauville  as  early  as  1821,  and  it  is  mentioned  as  one  of  the 
?3  a|)[)ointrnents  in  the  old  Black  River  district,  and  within  the  Genesee 
Annual  Conference,  in  1822.  The  society  was  organized  November  25, 
1834,  witii  Martin  Spicer.  Abel  F.  Low,  Caleb  Closson,  Wareham  P. 
Case,  and  Timothy  O'Connor,  trustees.  Meetings  were  at  first  held  in  pri- 
vate dwellings,  and  in  the  old  frame  school-house.  The  present  church  edi- 
hcc  was  erected  in  1851,  at  a  cost  of  about  $3,000,  and  was  dedicated  by 
Rev.  A.  J.  Phelps.  The  present  value  of  church  property,  including  build- 
ing and  grounds,  is  $6,500.  The  present  niendjership  is  150,  and  Rev. 
Ivcroy  Grant  is   tlic  pastor.    The  Sunday-school  has   25  teachers  and  SS 

'fh-'  Secoh'il  Afethoilist  Episcopal  Church  of  Clayton,  located  on  the  corner 
<'f  John  and  Jane  streets,  in  Clayton  village,  v.ms  organized  October  5.  1840, 
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by  Rev.  Hiram  She])ard  and  seven  trustees,  with  eight  rn:Miiuers.  The  firiit 
pastor  was  Rev.  Berijatniii  Phillips,  who  was  succeeded  by  Rev.  Hiram  Shei)- 
ard.  Ti^e  first  church  edifice,  the  i>resent  wood  structure,  was  built  as  a 
union  churcli  by  the  I\lethodists  and  Baptists  in  1840,  at  an  original  cost  of 
$.1,000.  In  1846  the  present  society  purchased  the  Baptists'  interest  in  the 
building,  which  will  comfortably  seat  350  j)ersons  and  is  valued,  including 
grounds  and  other  cluirch  property,  at  $ir,ooo.  The  j>resent  membership 
is  155,  under  the  pastoral  charge  of  Rew  S.  O.  Barnes.  The  Sunday-school 
has  a  membership  of  iS  teachers  and  175  scholars. 

T//e  First  ]>aptisi  Cluirch  of  Clay/on^  located  on  John  street,  in  Clayton 
village,  was  organized  October  6,  1840,  by  five  trustees,  and  at  its  organiza- 
tion consisted  of  17  members.  The  first  pastor  was  Rev.  E.  G.  Blount. 
The  church  edifice  was  erected  of  wood  in  1S50,  at  a  cost  of  $2,000.  It  v,  iU 
coirifoitabdy  seat  250  ])ersons,  and  its  present  value,  includinfi;  grounds  and 
other  church  p^roperty,  is  '{3.500.  The  present  membership  of  the  cluuch  is 
50,  uiulcr  the  pastoral  care  of  Elder  Thompson.  Tiie  Sunda}' school  has  a 
membershijj  of  11  teachers  and  75  scholars. 

Chriif  J^rotcsfcrni  Episcopal  C/iirrc/i,  located  in  Claytoii  village,  was  organ- 
ized in  t86S,  by  the  rector,  wardens,  and  vestry,  and  at  its  organization 
consisted  of  10  members.  The  first  rector  vv'as  Rev.  H.  R.  Eockwood  (now 
D.  D.),  present  rector  of  St.  Paul's  Cathedral,  Syracuse.  Their  house  of 
worship  vv'as  erected  in  1869  at  a  cost  of  $10,000.  It  is  built  with  a  stone 
basemetU  and  brick  superstructure,  will  comfortably  seat  250  p^ersons,  and  is 
valued,  includiii.2:  grounds  and  other  church  })roperty,  at  about  t^i 3,000.  The 
church  now  has  60  communicants,  iind  Rev.  J.  E.  Walton  is  the  rector.  The 
Sunday-school  has  13  teachers,  and  about  60  or  70  scholars. 

T/iC  Gcniiau  Methodist  Episco-pal  C/iuro/i^  located^  in  the  eastern  part 
of  the  town,  v/as  organized  in  1880,  v/ith  Rev.  Samuel  'ikan  a^  the  first 
pastor.  Rev.  \V.  J.  Merle,  of  Orleans,  is  the  present  p-astor.  'J'he  Sunday- 
school  as  a  membership  of  five  teachers  aiul  about  50  scholars. 

St.  Man  's  Roniau  Catholic  ChurcJi.  located  on  James  street  in  Clayton 
village,  was  organized  in  1S3S  by  Rev.  Francis  Gonth,  the  first  pastor,  and 
at  its  organiz.^tion  had  15  families  in  its  parish.  Occasional  services 
were  held,  by  missionaries  in  private  dwellings  and  in  the  school-hous  -  some 
years  prior  to  tlie  regular  organization  of  the  church.  The  first  house  of 
worship  was  erected  in  1841  or  '42.  The  present  elegant  stone  structure  was 
commenced  in  1SS5,  was  dedicated  December  11,  18S9,  and  cost  about 
$23,000.  The  exterior  of  the  church  presents  a  fine  appearance,  and  the 
interior  is  appropriately  furnished  and  decorated.  The  aggregate  cost  of  the 
three  marble  altars  u-as  about  c,i  ,250.  The  church , will  seat  i;?oo  persons, 
and  is  valued,  including  grounds  and  other  jiropert)',  at  $25,000.  The 
present  numl)er  oi  families  ni  ilie  parish  is  300,  utnler  the  pastoral  charge  of 
Rev.  I'.dward  G.  Brice. 
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Ar,DKi\'  F.  i;arkkr. 

Alden  Farnsworth  Barker,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  born  October  21, 
JS22,  in  the  town  of  Walden,  Caledonia  County,  Vermont — a  town  nestled 
among  the  Green  Mountains.  He  was  the  eldest  of  nine  children — five  sons 
and  four  (daughters.  His  parents  were  descended  from  E'.nglish  stock,  and 
were  as  rugged  and  hardy  as  the  hills  that  witnessed  the  birth  of  these  children. 
Here  young  Alden  passed  his  early  boyhood,  doing  cliores  on  the  home- 
stead and  going  to  the  district  school  at  odd  intervals,  until  1833,  when 
II  years  of  age,  he  went  to  the  village  of  Pierreporit,  St.  Lawrence  County, 
this  state,  to  work  on  his  father's  farm  of  60  acres,  of  that  place,  and  the 
follov.'ing  year  be  went  to  the  town  of  Potsdam,  same  county,  to  live  with 
Aaron  Eddy,  and  in  May,  1S37,  moved  with  Mr.  Eddy  to  Clayton  and  was 
clerk  in  the  grocery  store  of  A.  P..  I^ddy,  of  thai  |)lace,  until  1842,  when, 
v.'ith  his  s?.ving5;  aggiegatmg  the  modest  sum  of  $!CO,  and  the  credit 
obtain.ed  throiigli  strict  honesh'  and  sober  and  iitdustrioiis  habits,  he 
purchased  the  stock  of  that  firm,  and  tlms  ma)  be  said  to  have  got  his  first 
start  in  his  business  career. 

In  August,  1844,  he  married  Laura  D.  Smith,  who  v.as  then  teaching  a 
district  school  in  the  town  of  Clayton,  and  a  daughter  of  the  late  Hon.  Ben- 
jamin Smith,  of  Russell,  St.  Lawrence  County,  N.  Y.  Three  sons  and  one 
daughter  liave  been  the  issue  of  this  marriage,  all  of  whom  are  now  living  in 
Clayton. 

Henry  S.  Birker,  the  eldest  son,  is  engaged  in  the  mercantile  trade  at  that 
place.  Seymour  B.  Barker,  next  youngest,  is  secretary  of  the  Thousand 
Lsland  Steamboat  Company,  and  is  engaged  also  in  tlie  vessel  business, 
h'raiik  I).  Bafker,  the  youngest  S'jn,  is  an  alumnns  of  the  Syracuse  Univer- 
sity and  the  Albjjny  )  >avv  School,  and  occupies  the  position  /of  deputy  collec- 
tor of  customs  ai  Cia)  ton,  to  which  oiuce  he  was  appointed' in  October,  1885, 
under  President  ClcveiaiuVs  administration.  Cehnda,  the  daughter  and 
youngest  cliild,  is  married  to  Solon  FL  Jormson,  only  son  of  the  Hon.  James 
Johnson,  of  Claytoti. 

Mr.  Barker  continued  in  the  grocery  trade  at  the  old  stand  known  as  the 
Cataract  House,"  on  Water  street,  until  1S45,  ^vhen  he,  together  vvitii  A.  .\: 
L.  Eddy,  put  up  the  buildmg  now  known  as  the  Hayes  House,"  and  con- 
ducted the  busin.ess  with  them  until  1847,  when  he  built  a  store  of  his  (nvir 
and  carried  on  a  geneial  merchandise  Imsiness  in  tins  building  until  it  was 
destroyed  by  the  great  fire  of  August,  1853,  but  this  was  reiplaced  by  a  brick 
structure  the  following  year,  an;l  wliich  is  still  standing.  In  1856  lie  formed 
a  partnershij)  with  Simeon  I).  Fobes,  then  a  clerk  in  the  ^tore,  aiul  contiii- 
ued  this  relationship  up  to  the  year  i>'-6o,  wltcn  tlie  |)artnership  was  dissolved, 
Mr.  P.uker  contiiiuing  the  bl;^iness,  togetlier  with  other  and  larger  inter- 
ests, up  to  the  year  1873,  when  he  was  succeed.ed  -b)'  liis  sons,  H .  S.  and 
S.  B.  Ikirker. 
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In  1S56  Mr.  Barker  purchased  his  first  intei est  ir.  vessels,  engaging  in  the 
grain  trade  on  the  chain  of  lakes  between  Chicago  and  Ogdensburg.  Dur- 
ing the  years  1863,  1867,  and  i'S63,  lespeciively,  and  wliile  having  an 
intere?-t  m  otlier  vessels,  he  built  at  Clayton  the  schooners  Portland,  Frank 
D.  Barker,  and  Hohoken,  and  continued  in  the  business  up  to  the  year  1887. 

But  the  enterprise  with  which  Mr.  Barker's  name  is  most  prominently  as- 
sociated, and  with  which  the  interests  and  prosperity  of  his  town  have  been 
most  closely  connected,  was  the  building  of  the  Clayton  and  Theresa  Railroad. 
The  bonding  of  the  several  towns  along  the  line  for  this  project  was  com- 
menced m  1871,  but  on  account  of  the  strong  opposition  made  by  many  of 
the  taxpayers  it  was  only  accomplished  after  a  hard  fought  and  closely  con- 
tested struggle.  But  the  organization  of  the  Clayton  and  Theresa  Railroad  Co. 
w-as  effected  that  year  with  Mr,  Baruer  as  president,  and  Russell  B.  Biddlecom, 
of  the  town  of  Orleans,  as  secretary  and  treasurer,  which  respective  offices 
these  gentlemen  held  until  tl^e  road  v/as  merged  into  that  of  the  Utica  and 
Black  River  Railroad  in  1885.  The  building  of  the  road  was  commenced 
soon  after  the  towns  v/ere  bonded  and  v;as  pushed  forvs'ard  with  great  vigor, 
and  was  completed  in  October,  1873,  but  only  after  many  formidable  obsta- 
cles had  been  overcome. 

An  appeal  had  been  taken  from  the  decision  of  Judge  Sawyer  (then  county 
judge),  that  the  several  towns  along  the  line  had  taken  all  the  necessary 
steps  to  qualify  them  to  issue  bonds  in  aid  of  tiie  construction  of  this  road  ; 
and  while  this  appeal  was  pending  the  bonds,  which  nevertheless  had  been 
issued,  had  no  market  value.  As  it  vv-as  necessary  to  realize  on  these  bonds 
to  buy  the  iron  and  carry  the  project  forward,  Mr.  Barker  bought  $25,000 
of  them  with  his  ow.n  means,  and  thus  enabled  the-  company  to  carry  on  the 
work  to  a  successful  termination.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  while  this 
road,  v.'hich  has  been  the  great  source  of  the  prosperity  of  the  towns  of 
Clayton  and  Orleans  for  the  past  17  years,  would  have  ultimately  been 
built  in  the  then  distant  future,  Us  building  would  liave  undoubtedly  .been 
many  years  postponed  had  it  not  been  for  the  indomital.)le  pluck  and  [)erse- 
verance,  the  ur.tiring  labors  and  generous  support  of  Alden  F.  Baiker  and 
his  able  coadjutor,  Russell  B.  Biddlecom. 

In  1873  he,  together  with  S.  C.  Johnston  and  L.  k.  Holt,  built  the  steamer 
7\  S.  Faxfon  forthe  excursion  busiticsson  the  St.  Lawrence,  and  in  [877  they 
built  the  steamer  Island  JJcl/e  to  run  between  Cape  Vincent  and  Alexandria 
Bay  in  connection  with  trains  on  the  R,,  W.  <S:  O.  Railroad  at  Cape  Vincent. 
In  1884  Mr.  Barker  associated  himself  witli  the  h'olger  Brothers,  of  Kings- 
ton, Canada,  in  building  the  magnificent  steamer  Sf.  lAiivrence,  to  take  the 
j)hce  of  the  Island  Belle,  and  an  organization  was  effected  under  tlie  name 
of  the  "  Thousand  Island  Steamboat  Com[)any,"  which  still  owns  this  steamer 
with  several  others,  controlling!,  as  it  does  most  of  the  steamboat  traffic  on  the 
ri\cr.  Mr.  Barker  is  at  present  vire-])rcs!dent  of  this  company.  Prior  to 
1876  Clayton  had  had  no  bank,  but  that  year  Mr.  Barker  formed  a  partner- 
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shin  with  Fv.  P.  Grant  and  conducted  a  private  bank,  styled  the  Bank  of  Clay- 
Ion,  Mr.  Barker  being  the  president  and  Mr.  (Trant,  cashier,  and  continuing 
the  same  to  January,  1SS3,  when  it  was  organized  into  a  state  bank  and  with 
the  same  olticers.  In  July  of  the  following  year  Mr.  Barker  sold  his  interest 
in  the  bank,  and  in  December  folio^ving  organized  a  private  bank  known  as 
the  "Citizens'  Bank"  and  conducted  the  same  to  October,  1887,  when  he 
organized  the  "  First  National  Bank  of  Clayton,"  with  over  70  stockholders 
and  a  capital  of  $50,000,  and  with  himself  as  presideiU  ;  William  Rees, 
vice-president;  H.  \V.  Morse,  cashier;  and  A.  A.  Warner,  assistant  cashier,  who 
are  the  present  officers  of  the  bank.  It  is  doing  a  large  and  profitable  busi- 
ness, and  is  now  counted  one  of  the  leading  financial  institutions  of  tlie 
county.  Mr.  Barker  is  also  a  trustee  of  the  Jefterson  County  Savings  Bank. 
Thus  this  account  of  Mr.  Barker's  long  and  successful  business  career  is 
largely  the  history  of  the  village  of  Clayton. 

In  politics  Mr.  Barker  has  always  been  an  ardent  Democrat,  casting  his 
firsl  vote  for  James  K.  Polk  for  President  in  1S44.  He  has  uniformly  de- 
clined office,  and  lias  only  accepted  a  nomination  v/hen  he  knew  his  party 
was  in  a  hopeless  minority.  He  was  nominated  for  member  of  Assembly  in  < 
1866,  but  declined  the  nomination,  although  he  could  have  undoubtedly  been 
elected.  He  has  always  encouraged  liome  enterprise,  and  has  contributed 
largely  of  his  efforts  and  means  to  that  end.  He  built  the  large  three  story 
brick  block  on  Water  street,  and  his  large  brick  residence  on  John  street, 
recently  completed  to  take  tlie  place  of  the  one  destroyed  by  the  great  fire  of 
1887,  is  one  of  the  handsomest  in  the  county.

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'  LLISBURGH  was  formed  from  Mexico,  February  22,  1803,  and 
^  nained  in  honor  of  Marvel. Ellis,  an  early  proprieioi,  and  Lyman  Ellis, 
, ,„„„^  the  first  settler.  It  was  originally  "Minos  "  of tliC  "Eleven  Towns." 
Henderson  was  set  off  February  17,  1S06.  It  is  situated  in  the  southwest- 
ern corner  of  the  county,  and  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Henderson  and 
Adams,  on  the  east  by  Lorraine  and  Bo3'lston  in  Oswego  County,  on  the 
south  by  Sandy  Creek  in  Oswego  County,  and  on  the  west  by  Lake  Ontario. 
Its  area  is  about  nine  miles  square.  The  surface  is  rolling  and  inclined  to- 
ward. t!ie  Jake.  A  range  of  low  sand  liilis  extends  along  the  shove,  and  tliese 
are  succeeded  by  a  wild,  marshy  region.  North  and  South  Sandy  creeks, 
^^hich  take  a  general  sout!". westerly  course  through  the  town,  are  the  princi- 
pal streams.  Skinner  Creek,  in  the  southern  part,  is  quite  a  considerable 
stream.  North,  South,  Little  Cranbury,  and  Little  Sandy  ]~;onds  are  located 
a-cjng  the  western  border  of  ttie  town,  the  latter  lying  partly  in  the  town  of 
^ir>']y  Creek,  in  Oswego  County.  The  soil  is  sandy  in  the  west,  clayey 
through  the  center,  and  a  slaty  loam  in  the  east.  It  is  one  of  the  we  dithiiest 
a;:r".cuitural  towns  in  the  county,  and  is  surpassed  by  but  few  in  the  state. 

The  hrst  town  meeting  was  held  at  the  residence  of  Lyman  Ellis,  at  wln'ch 
tht  tollowing  town  officers  were  elected:  Edward  Boomer,  supervisor  ;  Lyman 
LlHs,  fi'.-rk  :  Caleb  Ellis  and  Amos  B.  Noyes,  overseers  of  the  poor;  Jere- 
.'niah  .Mason,  Samuel  Rhodes,  and  Benjamiri  Boomer,  commssioners  of  high- 
ways; NIalthew  Boomer,  constable  and  collector  ;  Abiah  Jenkiiis,  constable  ; 
I'-'hn  ''"hfjinas,  Christopher  Edmonds,  and  D}er  McCTunber,  fence  viewers; 
L.  i.His,  Jeremiah  ALison,  l'iinot!:'.y._I:b,rr!s,  Jkiijamin  Boon^^er,  D.  McCum- 
^'<*r,  Jor.cjjh  Hoiley,  overseers  of  highways. 
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April  II,  1796,  AJarvel  Ellis,  of  Troy,  N.  Y.,  contracted  with  \Villian:i  Con- 
stable for  the  purchase  of  this  town,  excepting  a  marshy  tract  each  side  of 
Sandy  Creek,  near  the  lake,  wliich  was  afterwards  included,  and  a  tract  of 
3, coo  acres  in  the  southwest  corner,  sold  to  Brown  &  Eddy.  The  sum  of 
$22,111.50  was  paid,  and  a  deed  given,  March  22,  1797,  upon  which  a  mort- 
gage was  given  back  upon  the  balance,  amounting  to  $98,943.45.  This 
mortgage  embarrassed  the  early  sales,  and  conndence  was  not  restored  until 
ithe  property  had  reverted  to  the  Constable  estate,  some  years  afterwards. 

The  greater  part  of  the  town  was  surveyed  by  Calvin  Guiteau,  in  r796, 
except  tlie  eastern  part,  which  was  surveyed  by  Nelson  Doolittle,  and  the  3,000- 
acre  tract  in  iSoo,  by  Benjamin  Wright,  of  Rome  ;  the  latter,  in  180S,  sur- 
veyed the  whole  toa-n. 

The  first  school  commissioners  and  mspectors  for  the  town  were  elected  at 
a  special  meeting  held  July  24,  1813,  and  were  as  follows:  commissioners, 
Oliver  Sect!:,  Elijah  Woodworth,  and  Willian-j  Case;  inspectors,  George  An- 
•drus,  L)Oian  Ellis,  and  George  Jenkins.  Asa  Averill  was  subsequently  ap- 
pointed school  commissioiier  in  place  of  Oliver  Scott,  resigned.  In  1813-14 
the  tOvvti  was  divided  into  17  school  districts,  and  public  school  buildings 
were  first  erected  during  those  years.  Previous  to  this  school-houses  were  built 
and  schools  maintained  by  subscription. 

The  following  account  is  taken  from  Spa/jrord's  Gazetteer  of  1813  : — 

"In  ISIO  there  v.ere  four  grisl-vaills,  six  saw-iiiiilo,  two  fulling-mills,  one  trip-haimner, 
a  dirftillory,  ana  a  convenient  number  of  commou  mechanics.  There  were  Hix  school-houses, 
which  alao  served  for  wor.shipint;-  ri-^embiieB,  Ellis  villa-e,  or  Ellisburgli  (?_),  contained  a  grist 
and  a  saw-mill,  a  fuliing-mill,  di.rtilJery,  school-liou.se,  and  about  11  or  15  "houses  and  stores." 

From  the  sanie  author's  Gazet/ee?'  oi  1824  sve  quote:  — 

"In  1820  ttie  tnxabln  property  was  ?^212,465.  There 'were  13,45-1  acres  of  improved  land, 
4,386  cattle,  GS2  hoi'se?.  and  S,7::!9  sheep.  There  were  made  in  families  51,57G  yards  of  cloth  in 
1321.  Thej'e  were  in  town  tlvo  gri^jt-mills,  1-t  ya^v-luiil-.  one  oii-mill,  five  fulling-milU,  four 
carding  maealTies,  tlireo  trip-hammeis,  two  distilh  rivs,  iiud  J:>  iisheries.  The  school  districts 
numbered  23,  where  were  taught  1,039  children.  Tiie  scliools  were  kept  eight  of  the  12 
months," 

In  j  8So  Ellisburgh  had  a  population  of  4,810.  The  town  is  located  in  the 
first  school  district  of  Jefferson  County,  and  in  18S8  had  31  school  districts, 
five  of  which  were  joint,  in  wliich  34  teachers  were  employed  28  weeks  or 
more.  There  were  939  scholars  attenditig  school,  and  th.e  aggregate  days 
attendance  during  the  year  v/as  85,067.  The  total  value  of  school  buildings 
and  sites  was  $27,020,  while  the  assessed  valuation  of  all  the  districts  was 
$2,130,815.  The  whole  amount  raised  for  school  purposes  vvas  $9,071.06, 
$5,175.33  of  which  was  received  by  local  tax.  S.  Whitford  IMaxson  was 
school  commissioner. 

Ellisburgii  (p.  o.)  village  is  located  on  the  south  branch  of  Sandy  Creek, 
about  four  miles  from  its  mouth,  and  is  the  oldest  village  in  tlie  town.  A 
pijstoMice  \','3s  cstah^li-hcd  heie  in.  1S06,  and  Lyman  Eliis  v.-as  th.e  first  post- 
master.   Among  the  early  industries  here  was  a  ciolliing  works,  by  Joseph 
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i^ullock,  Hiram  VvarrciVs  laniieiy,  Lyman  Ellis's  grist  and  saw-mill,  above 
"S?one  Mills,"  an  J  a  grisl-miil  ou-ned  by  Andrew  Scott  and  Thomas  Davis, 
A^-d  iocaled  where  the  Hudson  fnrn'tiire  factory  no\/  is.  The  village  is  23 
nii'.t's  from  Watertown,  163  from  Albany,  and  305  from  New  York  city.  It 
contains  three  or  four  general  stores,  two  drug  stores,  a  hardware  store,  whole- 
sale seed  store,  two  hotels,  two  grist-mills,  a  saw-mill,  sash,  door,  blind, 
and  furniture  manufactory,  a  nunsber  of  shops,  a  cheese  factory,  telephone 
ar^vi  American  express  offices,  a  daily  stage  to  Pierrepont  Manor,  and  a  pop- 
ul.iiion  of  about  400. 

Bkllf.ville  (p.  o.)  village  is  situated  on  the  north  branch  of  Sandy  Creek, 
20  rniles  from  Watertown,  and  175  miles  from  Albany.  Settlements  were 
commenced  here  by  Metcalf  Lee,  Bradley  Freeman,  Joshua  Freeman,  Martin 
B.irncy,  James,  Benjamin,  and  Jedediah  McCumber,  and  others  who  engaged 
ia  friTrning,  about  1802.  The  place  being  favorably  situated  for  mills  itgrad- 
Miiily  grew  to  a  village.  Itr;  i;arne  is  sciid  to  have  been  suggested  by  Calvin 
CKirk,  an  early  merchant  lierc,  a?\d  taken  from  Belleville,  Canada  It  had 
: -.-•^t  been  kno'vn  as  Ilall's  IMills,  from  Giles  Hall,  who,  in  jcSo6,  purchased  of 
!.  McC'umber  a  hydraulic  |)rivilege  here.  The  urst:  merchant  was  Laban 
J'ruvvn,  and  John  Hawn  kept  the  fust  tavern.  The  Sackets  Harbor  and  Ellis- 
hnrgh  Railroad,  completed  in  1853,  passed  tlirough  this  village  and  gave  it  a 
h.e.illhy  impulse  for  a  time.  The  road  was  discontinued  in  1862.  The  fu'st 
school  was  taught  here  in  1S05,  in  a  blacksmitli  shop,  and  in  1S07  a  log 
school-house  was  erected.  This  building  was  without  lioors,  and  its  roof  was 
made  of  elm  bark.  The  Ellisburgh  Agricultural  Society's  fair  is  held  here. 
llcHe'viile  village  wss  incorporated  in  i860,  and  at  an  election  held  on  Ma.y 
2ij,  of  that  year,  the  following  officers  were  elected  :  De  Alton  Dwight,  Al- 
cander  Dickinson,  Daniel  Hall,  Abner  M.  Durfee,  Calvin  Littleheld,  trustees; 
Arthur  j.  Brown,  clerk  ;  William  R.  Pennell,  Collins  F.  Armsbury,  Henry  F. 
<->verton,  assessors  ;  James  E.  Green,  treasurer;  Cyrus  N.  Rowe,  collector; 
Patrcrsou  AV.  Stevens,  poundmastcr.  At  this  election  52  votes  v/ere  cast. 
.\ilhough  Belleville  is  located  princi|)ally  on  the  north  bank  of  the  north 
branch  of  Big  Sandy  Creek,  the  corporation  includes  a  considerable  territory 
ofj  liie  south  side  of  the  stream.  The  village  nov,  contains  the  Union  Acad- 
e(ny,  two  grist  and  flouring-mills,  a  woolen-mill,  a  cheese  factory,  four  gen- - 
cul  stores,  one  jewelry  store,  one  millinery  and  fancy  goods  store,  two  cloth- 
•  n;;  stores,  a  hardware  store,  drug  store,  a  dealer  in  agricultural  implements, 

i>irniture  dealer,  two  wholesale  seed  dealers,  two  meat  markets,  two  black- 
in5!trs  shoj)s,  a  shoe  shop,  tvvo  dentists,  two  physicians,  an  hotel,  and  about 
S-co  inhabitants. 

i'iKKRLi^oNT  Maxok  IS  a  post  Village  and  station  on  the  R.,  W.  &  Q.  Rail- 
r<^ad,  and  h  located  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  town,  19  nliles  from  ^Vater- 
tO'Vn,  16.1  from  Albany,  and  .-;o6  from  New  Yu'k  city.  Stages  run  daily  to 
i-wisburgh,  Woodviiie,  and  Kara!  liil!  villages.  The  first  settlement  v. as 
<  ommenced  here  in  1805  by  Joseph  Allen,  Pardon  Earl,  and  Arnold  Earl, 
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who  came  in  from  Galway,  N.  Y,,  by  way  of  Redfield  to  Adams,  and  thence 
worked  their  \vay  through  the  forest  to  Bear  Creek.  William  Tabor,  William 
Case,  and  several  others  soon  after  settled  here  and  engaged  in  farming. 
Mr.  Allen  opetjed  the  first  inn,  an"d  Oliver  Snow  the  first  store.  Mr.  Allen 
S.I30  kept  the  first  blacksmith  shoj).  Pardon  Earl  became  a  local  land  agent 
and  a  man  of  extensive  business,  residing  here  until  his  death  in  1844,  aged 
62  years.  The  first  school-house  here  was  built  on  the  north  side  of  Bear 
Creek,  in  181 1,  and  served  the  purpose  of  school-house,  churchy  and  place 
for  public  meetings.  The  first  school  teachei-  was  Orson  TuUer.  Thomas 
E.  Williamson  was  the  tirst  postmaster.  The  village  now  contains  one  hotel, 
two  general  stoi  es,  one  millinery  and  fancy  goods  store,  two  blacksmith  shops, 
harness  shop,  meat  market,  a  fiuit  evaporating  establishment,  a  hvcry  stable, 
two  churches  (Episcopal  and  Union),  about  60  d '.veilings,  and  300  inhabi- 
tants.   It  lias  telegraph,  telephone,  and  express  ortices. 

Maxnsvillf.  (p.  o.)  is  located  in  the  southeastern  part  of  the  town,  on 
Skinner  Creek,  2  I  miles  from  Watertown,  i6i  from  Albany,  and  303  from 
New  Yoikcity.  and  is  a  station  on  the  R.,W.  C\:  O.  Railroad.  David  1,  An- 
drus,  as  agent  for  Samuel  Wardwell,  of  Rhode  Island,  was  the  first  settler 
here  previous  to  181  i.  In  1S22  Daniel  Wardwell,  son  of  Samuel,  came  on 
and  took  charge  of  the  purchase  made  several  years  previously  by  his  father, 
and  in  1S23  convrnenced  the  erection  of  a  cotton  factory,  which  stood  a  short 
distance  belo^v  the  {present  village,  and  was  fitted  for  600  spindles.  Islajor 
H.  B.  Mann  soon  after  purchased  an  interest  in  the  factory,  which  was  burned 
February  16,  1S27.  Upon  the  establisliment  of  a  postofiice  here  the 
present  name  was  given  to  the  village  in  honor  of  Newton  Mann,  one  of  the 
early  settlers.  David  I.  Andius  erected  the  first  saw- mill  here,  and  after- 
wards the  first  dwelling,  which  was  subsequently  used  as  a  tavern.  The  vil- 
lage now  contair. s  two  general  stores,  two  drug  and  grocery  stores,  a  groceryj 
flour,  and  feed  store,  a  grocery,  bake  stutTs  and  confectionery  store,  a 
hardware  and  agricultural  implement  store,  a  furniture  and  undertaking  es- 
tablishment, three  blacksmith  shops,  a  millinery  and  fancy  goods  store,  shoe 
shop,  a  cider  and  vinegar  manufactory,  grist-mrll,  saw-raiil,  tannery,  two  meat 
markets,  an  hotel,  photograph  gallery,  a  lawyer,  three  physicians,  several 
churches,  and  about  500  inhabitants. 

WooDViLLE  (p.  o.)  village  is  located  on  the  north  branch  of  Sandy  Creek, 
about  three  miles  from  its  mouth,  22  miles  from  Watertown,  170  from 
Albany,  and  312  from  Nev/  York  city.  The  settlement  was  begun  here  by 
Ebenezer,  F^phraim,  and  Jacob  Wood,  sons  of  Rev.  Nathaniel  Wood,  of 
Middletown,  Yt.,  who  came  in  to  look  for  lands  with  Orimal  Brewster,  Simeon 
Titus,  Ephraim  Wood,  jr.,  and  Hezekiah  I^efhngwell,  in  the  f:dl  of  1803. 
May  26,  1 004,  Ebenezer  and  P^phrairn  Wood  |)urchased  a  tract  of  754  acres, 
ff)''  which  the)' p.i.id  ^2. So,  and,  in  March,  Fphraihi  came  in  with  a  dj lighter 
and  three  sons.  .Nathaniel  W'ood,  father  of  lipiiraim,  came  on  in  June,  1804. 
Obediah  Kingsbury,  Oliver  Scott,  and  others  came  the  same  year.     .-V  small 
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<rA'-nuU  v,-j.s  built  and  in  1S05  got  in  operation.  In  1S05  Ebenezer  Woodj 
N  uiie!  Wood,  jr.,  Mo>je]y  Wood,  Sanni.'.-i  IVucsdalc,  and  families^  and 
se.-cr.il  youf^g  men,  c.ime  in.  Oliver  Batcheller  opened  the  first  biacksniitb 
shup  v.i  the  village  about  loro.  The  first  store  and  the  first  hotel  were  kept 
•  jv  J^benezer  Wood,  in  his  dwelling.  The  jiostoffice  was  established  here  be- 
tvscen  1S20  and  1830.  Tho  village  now  contains  one  general  store,  an  hotel, 
cs'.si-niill,  door,  sash,  and  blind  factory,  wagon  shop,  blacksmith  shop,  paper- 
rtidi,  sa'.v-mill,  cheese  factory,  a  drug  and  grocery  store,  telegraph,  telephone, 
and  cx[>ress  offices,  and  about  100  inhabitants.  J.  F.  Converse's  Riverside 
^u>ck  farm  is  also  located  here. 

Ri;r..\L  HiLJ.  (p.  o.)  is  a  small  hamlet  in  the  northwestern  part  of  the  town. 
t  he  postofhce  was  established  here  in  and   Philo  Hungerford  v/as 

.itipointed  postmaster.  The  first  settlement  was  commenced  here  in  the 
sjiring  of  i S 1 5  by  Jedediah  Hil!.  The  locality  was  once  known  as  "  Buck 
i ?!]].''  Edwin  Biirnham  opened  a  store  here  before  the  establishment  of 
the  p05;t0uice,  calling  it  "  Rural  Hill  store,"  iience  the  present  name.  It  has 
h^d  at  diQ'erent  tinges  several  stores  aiid  shops  2nd  a  hotel,  but  at  present 
h,4S  \ery  little  business. 

W.i.kowELL  is  a  settlement  in  the  northeastern  part  of  the  town  on  the 
souih  branch  of  Sandy  Creek,  and  was  once  considered  of  enough  importance 
t!)  iiave  a  postoffice,  which  has  been  discontinued. 

(^•:/ivi  Acadeoiy  of  BeUciille. — Some  time  previous  to  1824  Rev.  Joshua 
nradiey,  an  eminent  Baptist  divine,  made  a  persistent  effort  to  interest  the 
people  in  the  vicinity  of  Belleville  on  the  subject  of  education.  He  canvassed 
the  towns  of  Ellisburgh  and  Henderson,  here  and  there,  and  everywhere, 
:\^ain  and  again,  to  influence  the  people  to  give  from  their  limited  oceans  for 
the  purjiOht-'  of  schools.  Before  the  building  was  determined  upon  he  opened 
a  school  of  higiier  grade  al  Mather's  xMills,  in  the  upper  part  of  the  house 
ticiorii^ing  to  John  R.  Hawes,  and  employed  Mr.  H,  H.  Haff  as  teacher. 
T.'us  srb.ool  was  opened  in  the  fall  of  1824,  and  its  prosperity  awakened 
.a  ;,^reater  interest,  so  that  the  people  were  anxious  to  establish  an  academic 
n.>iitution  in  Belleville.  After  a  long  trial  Mr.  Bradley  ])resented  a  plan  for 
•i  rnariual  labor  school,  and  stock  was  subscribed  sufhcient  to  erect  a  build- 
j»  i.'.  A  lot  of  about  six  acres  was  given  by  Giles  Hall  to  be  forc  er  after 
VfScd  for  school  purposes.  April  13,  1S26,  an  act  of  incorporation  v/as  ob- 
tained by  which  Jotham  Bigelow,  Orin- Howard,  James  W,  Kennedy,  John 
Hagedorn,  .'\mos  Hcald,  Peter  N.  Cuslin)an,  \yesson  Thomas,  Pardon  Earl, 
-^-linucl  S.  Haws,  Ed>vard-  Boomer,  Sidney  Houghton,  Benjamin  Barney, 
Samuel  Boyden,  lObene/er  Vv'ebster,  Israel  Kellogg,  Jr.,  Jesse  Plubbard, 
H:ram  l"aylor,  Henry  Green,  Rufus  Hatch,  Charles  B.  Pond^,  Calvin  Clark, 
John  B  -rney,  ist,  Samuel  ]-*ier.-e,  and  Godfrey  \V.  Barney  were  constituted, 
v.-;in  si;ch.  as  might  associate  -a  iiii  ilicm,  a  bo:ly  corporate,  under  the  name  of 

I  nion  Eiterary  Society,"  to  have  perpetual  succession',  and  limited  in  tlieir 
{lowers  to  th.e  supi)ort  of  an  academic  school  ;  the  yearly  income  of  tlieir 
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r^tjte  n)ii-ht  not  exceed  $5,000  ;  the  number  of  their  trustees,  from  24  10 
he  ciccted  annually,  or  until  others  were  cliosen.  Elections  were  heUl 
oi)  ihc  first  Vv'ednesday  of  November,  and  the  payment  of  $5  entitled' 
•a  nicinbership  and  one  vote.  The  school  vvas  moved  into  the  upper  part 
t;f  the  stone  church  in  the  village.  The  stone  school  building  was  erected  in 
and  dedicated  January  i,  1829,  and  on  the  5th  day  of  January,  1830,. 
i:  was  received  under  the  visitation  of  the  Regents,  upon  the  application  of 
the  trustees  and  Benjamin  Durfee,  Nahum  Houghton,  James  McCumber,. 
Henry  Shaver,  Jesse  Brewster,  Matthew  Green,  Thomas  Clark,  Amos  Pratt, 
I,)aniel  Wait,  Culver  Clark,  Jot  ham  Littlefield,  Wadsworth  Islayhew,  and 
Charles  Avery,  who  had  contributed  to  its  erection.  Charles  Avery  was 
a[)pointed  principal  in  1829,  and  he  served  two  years^  being  assisted  the  first 
year  by  Isaac  Shiter  and  the  second  year  by  W,  1).  Waterman.  The  academy 
flourished  to  a  degree  tliat  justihed  the  highest  expectation  of  its  friends,  and 
attracted  great  numbers  of  students  from  distant  parts  of  the  county.  iV 
building  was  erected  for  a  shop  pai  tially  furnisljed  v.dth  tools,  and  a  few  stu- 
dents engaged  on  the  manual  labor  plan.  This  was  soon  abandoned,  how- 
ever, and  the  building  sold  and  converted  into  a  dwelling.  The  second 
principal  was  George  W.  Eaton,  a  graduate  of  Union  College,  who  was  suc- 
ceeded by  La  Rue  Ferine  T.^iompson,  who  served  two  years,  when  Joseph 
Mullin  (late  Judge  MuUin),  a  graduate  of  Union  College,  became  principal, 
remaining  on--  year,  he  being  succeeded  by  Hiram  H,  Barney,  also  a  Union 
graduate,  v/ho  remained  about  tvvo  years.  Lyman  E.  Boomer  became  prin- 
cipal in  1S36,  and  was  followed  by  Truman  C.  Hill  in  1837.  Both  were 
graduates  from  Union  College.  During  this  time  the  debt  on  the  building 
had  been  accumulating  by  reason  of  the  impaid  interest  on  a  mortgage,  and 
in  the  fall  of  1837  the  academy  was  closed  by  the  mortgagee.  The  trustees 
engaged  willj  rnucl';  zeal  to  raise  the  required  amount,  and  were  greatly 
assisted  by  Rev.  Jedediah  Bm chard,  the  noted  evangelist.  Idieir  efforts  were 
attended  will:  success,  and  in  1S40,  after  needed  repairs  had  been  made,  the 
academy  was  reopened  under  the  principalship  of  Rev.  George  L  King,  v.'ho 
was  assisted  by  his  wife,  Betsey  Sprague,  as  preceptress,  and  I^avid  Hunter. 
The  school  was  well  attended  at  once,  and  great  joy  was  manifest  among 
students  and  citizens  that  "  Old  Union  "  w'as  again  free. 

In  the  fall  of  1841  Mr.  King  associated  with  him  Richard  E^ll-is,  a  graduate 
of  Hamilton  College,  as  joint  principal,  Mr,  Ellis  had,  during  the  acad- 
emy vacation,  been  teaching  a  mathematical  and  classical  school  in  the  vil- 
lage. In  1843  -Mr.  King  resigned  and  Mr.  FlHis  became  principal,  who  the 
same  year  was  succeeded  by  Orsemus  Cole,  a  Union  College  graduate.  In 
1845  Calvin  Littlefield  became  j3iincii)al,  and  he  was  followed  by  G.  S. 
Ramsey,  in  1S.17,  v.  ith  Mr.  ]-:!'.is  as  as^'staiU  ;  ii;  1848.  Mr.  Ellis  :  1850,  John 
P.  Houghton,  Miss  Porter,  jneceiuTv ss.  jn  the  fall  of  1851  J.  Dunbar 
Houghton,  a  young  man  who  had  prepared  for  college  at  Union  Academy 
and  graduated  from  Union  College,  became  principal,  with  Miss  Porter  as. 
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precoi)lress  iht'  first  year,  who  was  followed  successively  by  Miss  A.  E.  Bar- 
ret. Miss  ChcirioUe  M.  King,  aivi  Mrs.  E.  A.  MWh  (formerly  Miss  Barret). 
The  old  baildin:^  bci;;g  entirely  iiiadcqa-le  to  the  coaifort  and  conveniersce 
of  the  increasing  patronage,  the  trustees  erected  the  present  commodious 
structure  in  front  of  the  stone  buiidini^,  at  a  cost  of  about  $4,000,  and  had 
it  ready  for  occupancy  in  October,  1S56.  The  principal  and  family  moved 
iiito  rooms  arranged  for  them  in  the  fall  of  1S57.  The  following  is  a  list  of 
teachiers  employed  in  1856:  Rev.  J.  Dunbar  Houghton,  A.  M.,  principal; 
Rev.  j.  W.  Whitfield,  teacher  of  painting  and  drawing  ;  N.  \V.  Buel,  i\E  D., 
physiology  and  anatomy;  Miss  Lois  ^d.  Searles,  preceptress;  Mrs.  E.  A. 
Houghton,  music ;  Miss  Amelia  Brigham,  ornamental.  In  the  winter  of 
1858  A.  J.  Brown  and  wife  were  added  to  the  corps  of  teachers.  In  1859 
J.  P.  Buckle)'  and  Oeorge  Fox  became  teachers.  In  1861  Buckley  and  Fox 
enlisted  in  the  civil  v/ar  ;  the  latter  v.-as  killed  whWe  on  picket  duty  in  ]S6i, 
and  th.e  former  in  the  second  battle  of  Bull  Run.  Al  the  close  of  the  aca- 
demic year  ending  July,  1S64,  Prof.  lioughtori,  who  had  been  in  charge  of 
the  school  for  13  years,  resigned  his  position.  During  his  administration 
grounds  for  a  beautiful  park  had  been  laid  out,  and  valuable  books  and  ap- 
paratus had  been  purchased  for  the  institution.  The  attendance  was  large, 
being,  in  1852,  18S  ;  1S55,  287  ;  1858,  205  ;  i860,  227  ;  1862,  236  ;  1864, 
219.  In  1864  Fev.  Benjamin  D.  Gifford  became  principal,  and  he  vras  suc- 
ceeded in  1865  by  Rev.  Buel  A.  Smith.  The  whole  number  of  pupils  in 
1866  v/as  342.  In  1S68  R.  L.  Thatcher  was  principal;  in  1869,  '70,  '71, 
'72,  '73,  W.  W.  Grant;  in  1874,  Henry  Carver;  from  1S75  to  1881,  George 
F.  Siv.'yer.  The  next  principal  v;as  William  C.  Joslin,  who  served  until  the 
fall  of  18S4,  when  Henry  A.  Gaylord,  A.  B.,  an'  alumnus  of  Atiiherst  Col- 
lege, became  principal,  and  is  now  serving  in  that  capacity.  Under  Pr<>f. 
Gaylord's  administration  th.e  sc}v>ol  ha'^  beer,  greatly  })ro."pe!ed.  His  assis- 
tants are  James  G.  Riggs,  A.  B,,  mathen;aiics  and  natural  sciences  ;  Charles  B. 
Durfee,  book-keeping  and  penmtan.slii]) ;  Miss  Nora  Blanchard.  lady  prin- 
cipal, English,  Frencii,  and  German  ;  j\Irs.  H.  A.  Gaylord,  vocal  and  instru- 
mental music.  The  academy  is  delightfully  situxated  in  the  midst  of  a  rich 
farming  community  in  the  village  of  Belleville.  It  has  an  endowment  fund 
of  more  than  $34,000,  and  also  the  Frederick  Williams  scholarship  fund  of 
$3, GOO,  and  a  scholarship  fund  of  $2,000,  the  bequest  of  the  late  Eunice  Iv 
Shepardson.  The  library  consists  of  about  1,675  well-selected  volumes,  of 
which  histories  and  books  of  reference  form  an  important  part^  though 
works  of  standard  fiction  are  well  represented. 

Belleville  7Voolen-}?iiUs ,  located  on  tlie  r.orth  branch  of  Sandy  Creek, 
have  been  in  operation  about  50  years.  T.  L.  Peters  is  the  proprietor,  and 
here  are  manufactured  v/oo1cp.  yarns,  tlannel  cloth,  etc.,  etc. 

Sto)ie  }nilh,?X  F.ilisburgh  village,  are  lo'Tited  on  the  souiii  branch  of  Sandy 
Creek,  and  were  built  by  John  Shaw  for  a  cotton  factory,  but  were  not  used 
for  that  purpose.    The  buildings  sub.Nequr-ntly  l)ecame  the  j>roperty  of  Sain- 
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Mcl  Cijok,  who  ran  a  grist-mill  here  a  few  years,  when  he  sold  to  Henry 
Sf;!!anl,  who  continued  the  business  with  his  brothers  George  W.  and  Henry, 
ti.t'v  selling  to  a  Mr.  Gilbert,  who  in  turn  sold  to  the  present  proprietor, 
n.  A.  Ho{)kinson.  The  mills  have  three  runs  of  stones,  with  an  annual 
capacity  of  25,000  bushels  of  grain. 

Banner  grist-mill,  located  at  ^rannsville  village,  on  Skinner  Creek,  v/as 
built  about  1869  by  J.  D.  Finster.  In  18S6  Me.^srs,  M.  W.  Bates  and  T.  M. 
Rounds  leased  it  of  Winchester  *fc  Curtis.  It  is  run  by  water  and  steam- 
power,  and  does  custom  grinding. 

Gro7u  s  grist-7nill,  leased  by  James  N.  Smith,  is  located  on  the  south 
branch  of  Sandy  Creek.  It  has  two  runs  of  stones  and  does  a  small  amount 
of  business. 

]VilIia)n  H.  rhiilips" s  grist  and  /!OHri?ig-mi/i  (formerly  Hall's  mil!)  is  lo- 
cated on  the  north  branch  of  Sandy  Creek  and  is  run  by  water-power.  It 
lias  a  thriving  custom  patronage. 

BcIIcviilc  grist  and j{ouri)ig'7}iin,  ^'\'i!liam  Mott,  proprietor,  is  rm^  by  water- 
, power,  has  two  runs  of  stones,  and  does  an  extensive  business. 

IVoodville  Jlourijig,  grist,  and  cider- mill,  owned  by  G.  T.  Converse,  and 
operated  by  George  Wood  and  j.  F.  Converse,  is  run  by  water-power,  and 
has  a  capacity  for  grindmg  8,000  bushels  of  grain  annually. 

E.  Z.  Stone  s  cJiecse  factory,  located  at  Mannsvillc  village,  was  built  in 
1S61-62  by  Shepherd  &  Grinnell.  It  had  various  owners  until  1S74,  when 
it  was  purchased  by  the  present  proprietor,  who  has  since  conducted  it.  The 
size  of  the  building  is  no  by  35  feet,  and  the  factory  has  the  capacity  for 
handling  the  milk  from  1,000  cows,  manufacturing  about  300,000  pounds  of 
cheese  annually. 

C.  H.  Graj  cds  cheese  factory,  at  Wardwell  settlement,  receives  the  milk 
from  about  400  cows. 

Silver  Spring  cheese  factory,  owned  by  C.  J.  Curtis,  has  the  patronage  of 
al)out  300  cows. 

A.  J.  Smith's  cheese  factory,  located  in  the  Goodenough  neighborhood,  was 
built  in  1SS6.    It  receives  the  milk  from  about  350  cows. 

Man/isville  tannery  was  built  by  Daniel  Goddard  about  50  years  ago.  In 
1874  it  was  purchased  by  J.  H.  H.  E.  Root,  v/ho  have  since  conducted  it. 
It  has  the  capacity  of  50  sides  of  leather  per  day,  giving  employment  to  ro 
men,  the  value  of  the  product  being  about  $60,000  annually. 

Charles  Ccu'doi  s  sash,  door,  and  blind  factory  is  located  on  Mill  street  in 
Fllisburgh  village.    It  does  a  thriving  business. 

Mrs.  G.  U  .  Green  s  saw  and  cider-jnill  was  built  by  Daniel  Goodenough. 
It  is  located  on  Lindsey  Creek  and  does  custom  work. 

J lopkinson  c^^  Dennison' s  cider  and  vir.egar  vorks,  at  Ellisburgh  village, 
^vc^re  eslablishcd  in  1S75.     Capacity,  10,000  bushcis  uf  apples  annu.iily. 

JJawIey        Bonis  s  cider  and  vinegar  ivorks  were  establi.sht-d  in  1859. 
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They  are  located  on  State  road^  two  miles  north  of  rierrepont  Manor  ;  ca- 
pacity, io,oco  bushels  of  apples  per  year. 

Hancy  C.  Siaceys  saw-milL  at  Belleville  village,  was  built  by  Giles  Hall 
in  iSo6.    It  does  custoin  work  only. 

Barnes  &  Freojuuis  sa7v-77iUL  located  on  Deer  Creek,  is  operated  by 
water-power,  with  a  capacity  for  cutting.  175,000  feet  of  lumber  per  year. 

Johu  Q.  JoJinsoiis  saiV-niill,  on  Lindsey  Creek,  is  operated  by  water-power, 
and  docs  custom  work. 

II.  C.  (5>'  E.  I.  Caster  s  miIL\  at  Wardu  eli  settlement,  on  the  south  branch 
of  Sandy  Creek,  are  engaged  in  the  manutacture  and  planing  of  lumber. 
About  10,000  cheese  boxes  are  also  annually  manufactured  here. 

C.  F.  Calkin's  saw-mili,  located  near  Pierrepont  Manor,  does  custom 
work. 

Mannsville  sicani  sa7v-7nill  \\^%  built  by  Finster  &  Woodward  about  1872. 
The  present  proprietors  are  Curtis  vSr  Winclie.^ter.  The  mill  has  the  capacity 
for  sawing  j 0,000  feet  of  lumbci:  per  day. 

George  S.  .Hudson's  saio-mill  and  fiiriiiture  manufac/ory^  located  in  the 
north  part  of  Ellisburgh  village,  were  formerly  known  as  Wild's  mills.  Fifteen 
men  are  employed,  and  about  $15,000  worth  .of  furniture  and  sash  and  blinds 
are  manufactured  annually. 

The  first  settlement  in  the  town  of  EUisburgh  was  made  by  Lyman  Ellis, 
in  the  spring  of  1797,  and  was  the  first  settlement  in  the  territory  now  em- 
braced v;ithin  the  limits  of  Jefferson  County*".  In  the  spring  of  1797  Marvel 
and  Lyman  Ellis,  brothers,  both  of  whom  were  interested  in  the  purchase  of 
the  town  from  Constable,  previously  noted,  came  to  the  town,  Lyman  with 
a  view  of  permanent  settlement.  In  the  fall  of  the  same  year  Caleb  Ellis, 
having  met  with  Lyman  Ellis  at  Ronie,  was  casually  introduced  with  the 
expectation  that  a  relationship  existed,  but  none  was  found  ;  yet  the  interview 
resulted  in  an  invitation  to  settle  in  the  new  town.  Caleb  Ellis  accordingly 
visited  the  town  ^nd  selected  a  farm  on  the  south  branch  of  Sandy  Creek,  at  a 
place  where  one  Waldo  had  the  year  previous  erected  a  hunter's  shanty. 
.  At  the  close  of  the  sanie  season  Lyman  Ellis  had  built  a  dam  and  saw- 
mill, three-fourths  of  a  mile  below  the  present  site  of  Ellisburgh  village,  and 
the  mill  was  got  in  operation  the  same  fall,  but  was  partly  sv/ept  away  the 
next  spring  by  a  flood.    In  the  winter  of  1797-98  William  Hicks,  with 

■   Butler  and  B.  Pierce,  remained  in  the  town,  and  in  the  spring  of 

1798  Caleb  Ellis  and  family,  Robert  Fulton,  Elijah  Richardson,  Hezekiah 
Pierce,  Chauncey  Smith,  William  Root,  Vial  Salisbury,  Isaac  Waddle, 
Abram  Wilcox,  two  men  by  the  name  of  Thornton,  and  others  came  into 
town  with  Lyman  Ellis  to  rebuild  the  mill  and  erect  a  grist-mill  ;  T")iit  nearly- 
all  v;erc  taken  sick,  and  the  pioneers  were  reduced  to  great  suffering  from 
want  of  provisions  and  necessary  juedical  attendance. 

*  Excepting' a  milil.-'.ry  scttlcnicnt  whicli  was  made  on  CarK-t(,)n  Klaiul  about  177S. 
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Mary  Kllis,  a  young  dauglUer  of  Caleb,  was  the  first  person  to  die  in  the 
tuvvn,  arid  ti»e  fnst  death  of  an  adult  was  that  of  Samantha  Howard.  The 
first  birth  is  said  to  Iiave  occurred  in  the  summer  of  1798 — a  son,  who  was 
j^iven  the  name  Ontario,  to  Hezekiah  Pierce.  .  The  first  female  born  in  the 
town  was  Harriet  Howard. 

On  September  ir,  179S,  Marvel  EUis  v;rote  to  Constable  as  follows  : — 

"  Wo  liave  a  gooj  dam  across  the  oi-cek,  vhich  has  been  expeiisivo;  a  good  saw-mill  well 
!i!iishcd.,  and  running,  and  have  done  coriRiderahle  towards  a  grist-nviU.  We  ha%c  on  the  same 
lot  a  large  and  handsome  in>provemcnt,  have  had  a  fine  crop  of  wlieat,  and  have  very  line 
c->rn.  Tlie  people  that  are  on  the  land  have  good  improvenients  for  the  timr"  and  are 
industrious.  I  inclo-e  you  an  account  of  the  small  sales  to  the  settlers,  the  price  sold  for,  and 
wliat  hits  beau  recei\  ed,  which  is  a  small  sum  in  proportion  to  what  has  been  laid  out  on  the 
IhiuI;  if  people  would  have  been  sati?licd  of  having  a  release  from  the  mortgagCj  by  paying 
you,  vv-e  sliOuM  lu.ve  ]iad  sufftcient  to  have  made  the  present  payment  now  duo.  The  remainder 
of  tlic  iuc;]iey  duo  fvoui  these  settlers  is  due  within  a  year.  We  wish  you  to  give  us  some  fur- 
ijici  iii.liilgenco,  i!'! -riti-ihing  to c>)nvjiiCi'  the  people  that  you  will  release  from  the  mortgage 
on  receiving  p;iyi!i,,nt,  v.hich  will  enable  us  to  make  payments  for  the  land,  and  make  a  laige 
scitiement  soon." 

Inclosed  in  the  foregoing  was  the  following  list,  with  the  number  of  acres 
taken  up  by  each  :  Joseph  Caldwell,  60  ;  William  Hicks,  51 ;  John  G.  Hay- 
ward,.  150  ;  Caleb  Ellis,  126;  Neal  Salisbury,  100;  Elijah  Pellibone,  100: 
John  Paddock.  50;  Isaac  Southerland,  130;  Asahel  Humphrey,  419;  Elisha 
Phillips,  100;  Eevi  Root,  140;  Hezekiah  Pierce,  149. 

The  first  corn  and  potatoes  raised  in  the  county  by  the  })reseiU  race  of 
settlers  was  by  Lyman  Ellis  in  1797,  who  also,  in  i79<S,  was  probably  the 
first  to  raise  winter  wheat. 

During  the  severe  winter  of  1798-99,  when  the  snow  lasted  from  the  29th 
of  October  until  April  20th,  the  pioneers  suffered  severely,  and  one  Gideon 
Howard,  who  was  overtaken  by  a  storm  near  Little  Sandy  Creek,  while 
returning  from  Rome,  was  detained  in  the  woods  three  days  and  nearly  per- 
ished from  fatigue  and  hungei-. 

In  the  spring  of  1799  Mr.  Ellis's  dam  was  again  swept  away  and  tlie  mill 
partly  destroyed,  when  this  and  the  frame  of  a  grist-mill  were  removed  to  the 
present  village  above,  and  the  grist-mill  was  got  in  operation  about  1S03. 

James  Constable,  brother  of  William,  made  tours  through  these  northern 
counties  in  the  summer  months  of  1S03-06,  on  business  connected  with  the 
estate  of  his  deceased  brother,  of  which  he  was  one  of  the  executors.  In  his 
diary,  under  date  of  September  7,  1803.  he  wrote  : — 

*  *  *  "Mr,  Ellis  has  lived  here  nearly  six  years,  and  all  he  has  received  from  our 
tf^stator  has  been  ^221  for  commission  on  land  sold.  A  lot  was  promised  him  upoTi  condirion 
of  liis  coming  to  reside.  1)ut  he  never  got  a  deed  for  it.  though  his  mills  Mere  livst  erf-ctcd 
there,  from  w-heuce  they  liave  since  be  n  i-emoved  to  where  tlu  y  now  are.  He  now  asks  the 
cxVb  for  a  conveyance  for  the  lot  promi  k'd,  l>euig  No,  y4,  aiuhfor  time  to  pay  the  above  bal- 
ance, the  s..cuvi;y  for  v.hirh  is  an)])!r,  bi^  bniiMii!--'  ai-  v.ile.:d  at  ^2.0f-h,  and  tiie  title  of 
ih.'  loi  They  ai-e  on  ^^  iiii  tiie  >  \'-r;iun  -^. 

'•Tl;ei-e  are  about  It)  fannlies  in  the  town,  ni'^it  of  Ih- m  po  t,  but  of  tfjal  d'TnTiptiosi  of 
people  lit  to  settle  a  new  country;  few  comforts  ab<-iut  tliem,  and  tliey  s-  '  ui  to  )ia->e  fev/ 
waiit^::  no  lir|uoi  is  to  be  had,  and  they  have  not  yet  begmi  \'>  distill,  n.>rare  there  any  Hippies 
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to  nuiko  ciAlLT,  so  tliat  tli<;ir  only  drir^k  is  water,  wiHi  ^v}licIl  tiiv-y  tie-rUi  content.  Tliey  do  not 
hesitate  about  tlie  privu  of  ■t-S,  but  paying  one-qnai-ter  nowv.  is  NT.'ry  diOicrilt  for  mo^i  of  tlb'iu. 
There  are  good  Uoi-ned  cattle  aiiirmi;-.-'t  thein;  the  hoi-sc'^  in<liiTeiT-nt,  but  ilio  only  ones  lit  for  r, 
new  coiiatry,  Q  hey  do  not  seem  to  regard  distance,  mul  go  nine  oi-  10  nuie.s  backward  and 
forward  daily,  over  io;<cls  That  ar-.>  nearly  impassable."    *    *  ' 

At  this  time  the  town  was  not  honored  by  the  presence  of  a  clergytnan,  and 
the  nearest  physician  was  20  miles  away. 

Regarding  his  visit  to  Eilisburgli  the  following  year,  under  date  of  August 
21,  1804,  ]Mr.  Constable's  diary  says  : — 

Proceeded  on  to  Eliisbnrgb,  and  found  the  road  from  Eliisburgh  so  extremely  bad  and 
.so  seldom  traveled,  an4  another  route,  shorter  and  better,  presents  itself,  so  that  I  Jjave,  by 
the  advice  of  Mr.  Wright,  judged  it  advisable  to  alter  the  latter.  *  *  *  The  road  will  bs 
nearly  direct  from  Itonii-  to  Elii.sbnrgli ,  and  about  43  miles. 

Augn-t  23.  Went  down  S.r.idy  Creek  to  the  lake,  and  found  the  mar;jh  covered  with 
liay-stacks,  the  contents  of  which  had  grown  spout aneoui^iy,  and  there  aie many  horses  and 
cattle  at  pi^sturr.  vrhich  proves  that  this  plo>'e  is  of  conscqneiice.  Some  of  it  i-^  indeed  very 
lino  and  the  people  arc-  very  ue>iroas  of  buying,  but  no  judgment  can  be  forrned  of  the  quan- 
tity of  good  and  l)ad,  and  L.  Eihs  is  tht-refore  to  scTid  ntc  an  estimate  before  the  piice  is  tixed. 
Went  to  Chrir.toplier  Edmonds' on  rlie  north  side  of  tljc  cieelc.  ffo  has  a  fine  farm  and  has 
produced  the  "Ix  .'.t  corii  in  tIjc  town,  fie  expe(,'ts  this  year  a  yield  of  about.  90  bushels  per 
aere.  Thi-s  article  is  very  lino  thror.ghout  the  pliu-c,  Imt  the  wheat  lias  been  affected  by  the 
fly  and  rust.  The  establishment  has  jiourished  generally;  many  settlers  liave  come  in  since 
last  year,  and  more  are  expected.  Tiiere  are  now  60  families,  and  though  cases  of  fever  and 
ague  happen  near  tlie  lake,  and  sometimes  tlie  lake  fever,  yet  the  country  is  a  healthy  one, 
and  the  boil  so  good  that  it  will  settle  fast."" 

The  remainder  of  this  year's  journal,  and  the  first  of  the  following  year, 
relates  to  other  sections  than  the  town  of  Eliisburgh,  and  are  omitted.  In 
1805  his  visit  was  made  in  August.     His  diary  continues  : — 

*  *  *  '•' On  The  way  to  Eliisburgh  found  many  settlers  since  last  year,  and  the  im- 
provement consi.lerablc ;  the  crops  of  wlieat  excellent,  and  thj3  corn  good,  as  they  have  snf- 
feied  little  fr'jm  drought.  Arrived  at  Ellis'  at  noon  to  remain  two  or  tlnee  days.  The  luills 
are  in  tolerat>ly  good  (.rdor,  but  the  v.utcr  so  low  they  can  giind  only  i>art  of  the  day.  Grists 
are  bioiight  from  a  great  distanec.  ;'.".d  in  boats  from  OssAego,  itnd  lovver.  Ellis  lias  built  a 
Sinall  house  for  himsi-h',  and  a  good  barn.         *  * 

"  Angnst  0.  ^-  ^  *  A  school-luiusc  is  nowdjuilding  near  Ellis'  Mills,  on  the  same  lot,  to 
be  two  i>lori>;-.  iiigh,  the;  upj'er  of  vrhich  is  to  be  devoted  t':>  divine  service,  wlicu  any  minister 
travels  that  way.  The  town  have  also  subscribed  towards  t)uilding  a  bri<lge  seross  the  creek, 
at  the  same  place,  and  we  agreed  to  coiit!'ii)tite  .'~=20,  as  they  cotdd  ?iot  raise  suflicient,  but  they 
have  engaged  to  inqiruvt.-  the  road  fi-oni  the  bridge  to  the  north  line  of  No.  10.  Dr.  Dresser 
has  but  two  patients,  and  th-  re  is  less  sickness  than  at  any  previous  year  in  this  season." 

The  proprietors  had  adopted  the  practice  of  giving  certificates,  allovvi  ig 

j^eople  a  certain  time  after  exploring  to  go  for  their  t'amilies  before  taking 

contracts,  but  it  was  fouiid  that  in  many  cases  these  had  been  transferred, 

and  this  having  growri  into  a  system  of  spcculaiion,  v/as  discontinued  as  they 

were  given  to  assist  the  first  real  settlers,  and  their  transfer  operated  against 

•the  interest  of  both  land  owners  and  settlers.    Mr.  Constable's  journal  of 

August,  1806,  speaking  of  the  settlements  in  Kliisburgh,  says:  —

iv"'  the  season,  Init  noru^  fulpl.  Br.  Draper  *  is  still  on  tlie  tov,  n.  ;ind  has  considerable  T..t-actice. 
tic  vviil  contiru'.o  ht-ic.  '.ii^  l  L  iju  .n  to  boild  :i  Iiduhc  next  yeiir,  Nvheii  lie  v>'iil  re(i\iire  a  d(  t d  for 
the  r>0  acres  oi'  Innd  to  v.hich  lie  is  entitled.  I  shonld  have  rt-)n!trl;.ed  that  ISO  nnlitianien 
trained  here  yesterday  (.Septenil)er  2),  and  it  is  s;iid  by  some  thar  onc-thiixl  \sere  absent.  If 
.«o,  the  popnlation  has  ^acatly  increased.'" 

January  22,  1S03,  George  Tibbets  and  James  Dole,  of  Troy,  were  ap- 
])ointed  agents  for  EUisburgh,  and  in  1807  were  paid  for  their  services  in 
land.  In  the  same  year  Benjamin  Wright,  of  Ivome,  succeeded  as  general 
agent  for  the  estate,  and  fixed  his  residence  at  Pulaski,  where  he  coiitinucd 
in  the  capacity  of  surveyor  and  agent  until  employed  on  the  canal  surveys. 

The  embargo  act  of  1808  received  much  opposition  from  the  Federal  party 
in  this  part  of  the  county.  In  September,  t8o8,  an  event  occurred  in  this 
town  that  caused  great  excitement  at  the  time.  A  party  from  Oswego,  under 
Lieut.  Asa  Weils,  entered  S^ndy  Creek,  and  after  seizing  a  quantity  of  pot- 
ash, under  the  embargo  laws,  {:«roceeded  to  the  house  of  Capt.  Fairheld,  sur- 
rounded it,  and  seized  and  carried  away  a  swivel.  Capt.  Fairheld  being  ab- 
sent, bis  wife  made  complaint  to  a  justice,  who  issued  a  warrant.  The  con- 
stable was  intimidated  and  called  upon  his  fellov-*'  citizens  to  aid  him,  when 
about  30  men  took  amis  and  went  with  him,  but  Wells's  men  presented  bay- 
onets, when  they  desisted,  and  20  of  the  men  went  off.  Lieut.  Wells  ordered 
the  remainder  to  be  disarmed  and  bound,  when  they  were  taken,  with  the- 
swivel,  to  Oswego.  On  the  evening  of  the  25th  of  September  the  same  party 
returned  for  the  pur])ose  of  taking  the  magistrate  and  constable  who  had 
issued  the  papers.  A  warrant  against  Wells,  and  two  others,  for  felony,  in 
breaking  open  a  house,  was  issued  at  Sackets  Harbor,  and  given  to  Ambrose 
Pease,  a  constable,  to  execute,  who,  after  exaniining  the  law,  raised  the  liue 
and  cry,  and  assembled  about  200  persons  in  EUisburgh,  where  a  consulta- 
tion of  several  magistrates  was  held,  and  the  next  day  at  sunrise  about  70  or 
So  men^  armed  and  equipped,  volunteered  to  aid  in  th.e  arrest,  but  the  magis- 
trates durst  not  issue  tlie  order  for  their  march,  being  apprehensive  that  sorne 
excess  or  injury  might  be  done;  ainl  the  question  having  been  raised  v/hethcr 
a  constable  had  a  right  to  demand  aid  before  he  had  been  resisted,  the  armed 
men  were  advised  to  disperse,  and. the  civil  oflmer  requested  to  proceed  to  ap- 
prehend Wells  and  the  others,  without  the  force  of  the  county.  This  proceed- 
ing was  charged,  by  one  of  the  political  parties,  as  an  attempt  of  the  other  to 
resist,  by  force  of  arms,  the  execution  of  the  laws,  and  mutual  criminations 
were  exchanged  with  much  bitterness.  To  justify  themselves  and  secure  pub- 
lic opinion  in  their  favor  the  civil  officers  who  had  taken  an  interest  in  the 
matter  prepared  the  following  statement,  which  was  published  in  the  newspa- 
pers of  the  day,  at  Utica,  Albany,  and  elsewhere  : —

seize,  bund,  and  carry  away  to  Os\V'.'go  30  of  our  fellow  citizens,  m  ho  were  eonnnanded  to  attend 
a  civil  ofticer  in  ilie  execiition  of  process  ou  the  said  olfendLVs;  which  citizens  liave  been  kept 
since,  in  clo;e  co)ifincment,  in  want  of  every  comfort  and  convemence  of  life,  without  hivrful 
authority,  and  constantly  subject  to  insult  of  soldiery,  who  seem  insensible  of  the  riglits, 
privileges,  and  liljerties  of  Americans.  Feeling  the  spirit  of  freemen,  and  viewing  this  and 
many  otlier  late  acts  of  violence  as  rapid  strides  towards  despotism  and  martial  lav,'  among  us, 
the  establishment  of  which  must  occasi()U  a  total  deprivation  of  rights  for  which  our  fathers 
and  many  of  us  liave  fought  and  hied;  therefore, 

"  Ilesolcei'l.,  That  Ave  con.sider  it  a  duty  incujnhent  on  us,  fur  tmr  personal  SBfety,  for  the 
security  of  onr  lives  and  property,  arul  for  the  support  of  our  civi)  law  and  authority,  to  write 
in  all  lawfid  measures  to  apprcheni!  the  said  felons. 

li'of'O'Vcrl,  That  such  of  our  f.^liow  citizeiis  who  lir. vc  as.- cndjled  in  amis  to  aid  onr  magis- 
trates and  civil  oiilcers  in  ihe  exe^  uu.,>n  of  lawful  process  agairist  Lieut.  Asa  Wells,  and  others, 
v:ho  stand  charged  under  oath  of  fel'.ny,  be  reip.iLsted  to  disperse,  until  anothui"  trial  be  made 
by  them  to  ap[)reliend  the  said  Asa  V\  idJs. 

Hcsoh'C'J,  That  the  iiiagistrates  and  civil  autlioritics  of  the  neighboring  counties  be 
re((uested  to  aid  its  in  apprehending  and  bringing  to  justice  tlie  said  Lieut.  Wells,  and  divers 
other  persons  coiu-erju  d,  in  said  felony. 

Ilr.-^oh:ed,  That  we  will  sup[)ort  the  laws  and  magisirates  of  the  country,  and  our  civil 
officers  in  the  execution  of  lawful  process. 

"  Hcsolced,  That  .iu^u.s^a.s  Sac'cef,  Jes.'^e  JTopkois,  and  JoJin  Cowley,  Esq.,  magistrates  of 
the  county,  be  appointed  a  committee  to  cause  these  ri'soluiions  to  be  published,  for  the  infor- 
mation of  our  fellow  citizens,

"  Ellishurgh,  Sept.  27,  ISUS." 

In  the  spring  of  1814  a  detachment  of  troops  under  Lieut.  Woolsey, 
guarding  a  quantity  of  military  stores  from  03svego,  were  attacked  by  a 
detachment  from  the  British  fleet  near  the  mouth  of  Sandy  Creek.  The 
Americans  were  completely  victorious,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  details  of  this 
event  given  under  the  heacliiig  "  War  of  181  2." 

In  1828  the  town  was  visited  by  a  sickness  remarkable  for  its  fatality, 
especially  in  the  vicinity  of  the  lake,  where  the  water  was  extremely  high 
and  overflowed  the  marshes.  The  disease  assumed  the  type  of  a  malignant 
typhoid  fever,  and  was  very  general,  extending  along  the  entire  front-er. 

Many  shipwrecks  have  occurred  on  the  shore  of  tiie  lake  in  this  town  since 
the  country  was  first  settled.  The  first  of  which  we  find  record  was  in  the 
fall  of  1800,  wlien  a  small  schooner  under  command  oi  Capt.  Gammon  was 
lost  off  Little  Stony  Creek  and  all  on  board  peiished.  A  boat  with  eight 
men,  that  was  sent  in  search  of  the  vessel,  was  also  swamped  and  all  on  board 
drowned.  About  1807  a  family  was  located  at  the  mouth  of  Sandy  Creek  to 
atTord  aid  to  sliipvv  recked  persons,  ap.d  this  Ion  civ  dvv'elling  sheltered  many  a 
suffering  sailor  who  might  otherwise  have  perished. 

In  the  autumn  of  1876  a  life-saving  station  was  established  at  the  mouth 
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id  l^u^  San>'Jy  Creek.  The  building  is  of  wood,  45  by  20  feet,  and  the  station 
i*-.  prc'viJcd  with  the  necessary  apparatus.  The  eastern  coast  of  Lake  Ont;l- 
iio  is  a  dangerous  locality  in  time  of  storms,  and  this  station  is  a  wise 
pr  ovision  for  the  protection  of  the  Hves  of  the  sailors  on  the  lake. 

.V  survey  of  the  mouth  of  Sandy  Creek  was  made  in  1S29,  by  order  of  the 
-cneral  government,  with  the  view  of  improving  it  for  a  harbor.  The  cost 
of  the  work  v/as  estimated  at  $36,000,  and  was  commenced  and  ended  with 
IUl'  survey. 

The  journal  of  Rev,  John  Taylor's  missionary  tour  through  the  Mohawk 
.liid  l>lack  River  countries,  in  1802,  mentions  and  describes  several  ancient 
tons  m  this  town.  They  have  been  fully  described  in  the  County  Chapter  in 
connection  v/ith  the  subject  of  pre-historic  fortifications. 

'J'iie  town  records  contain  descriptions  of  several  of  the  early  roads.  The 

Ursl  one,  laid  out  October  7,  1803,  is  described  as  follows: —

Another  road,  laid  out  December  20,  1803,  extended  from  "  the  road  near 
the  house  of  Lym.an  Ellis,  on  the  north  line  of  lot  No.  76,  thence  north  81° 
west  along  said  Hne  164  chains  and  66  links,  until  it  intersects  the  road  laid 
out  from  Christopl')er  Edmop.ds's  to  the  town  of  Adams." 

A  road  was  laid  out  May  12,  1S04,  surveyed  by  Lyrnaii  Ellis,  "Beginning 
or!  the  east  line  of  lot  No.  25  in  said  town,  where  the  road  that  is  laid  out 
running  from  Jeremiah  Mason's  to  Joseph  Holley's  intersects  said  line; 
ihcnce  north  along  said  line  154  chains  and  75  links,  until  it  intersects  the 
ro;id  leading  from  Asahel  Hoisingtcn's  up  to  the  south  side  of  north  branch 
of  the  Great  Sandy  Creek,  to  the  town  of  Adams,  laid  out  by  actual  surveys," 
Tl'.e  same  year  roads  were  laid  out  from  the  south  line  of  the  town  of  Adams 

intersect  the  road  laid  out  by  the  commissioners  in  1803;  and  from  the 
moulh  of  Bear  Creek  to  the  west  line  of  township  No.  t,  5^  miles  and  i  q 

lins.  Another  road  is  recorded  as  *'  Beginning  on  the  R-idge,  so-called, 
wheie  the  road  leading  from  the  mouth  of  Bear  Creek,  so-called,  to  the 
west  line  of  township  No.  i,  crosses  said  Ridge;  thence  (by  bearings  given) 
to  tlie  south  branch  of  Big  Sandy  Creek,  and  to  the  road  by  Mr.  Lsaac 
liurr's." 

CHURCHES. 

y /u-  lUiptist  CliiircJi  Vv'as  the  first  to  etTect  an  organization  in  this  town. 
l''lders  Colwell  and  Littlefield,  Baptists,  at  an  e^uly  date  adopted  a  Covenant 
and  Articles  of  Faith,  and  held  meetings  at  Belleville.  The  Articles  of  Faith 
^vtrr  decided  by  a  council  of  brethren  to  be  contrary  to  the  faith  of  the 
i'i;'t;st  Church,  and  the  meetings  were  accorili{!gi\'  discontinued,  and  for 
soM;e  time  there  was  no  ministry  of  this  order.    Abodt  1S07  Joshua  Freeman 
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and  Amos  Noycs,  two  young  men,  commenced  holding  meetings  at  Belleville. 
They  were  joined  by  ])eacon  Edward  Barney,  and  others,  and  in  August  of 
that  ye^cT  a  veguL'ir  B;'.iriicl  church  was  organized.  They  enjoyed  only  occa- 
sional preaching  until  1810;  wlien  Martin  E.  Cook,  a  licentiate,  was  called 
to  the  care  of  the  church.  He  was  afterwards  ordained  and  (with  an  interval 
of  two  years  in  v/hich  Elder  Bradley  was  emj^loyed)  continued  to  labor  in  the 
ministry  successfully  for  24  years.  Tlie  following  have  since  served  as  pastors  : 
Daniel  D.  Reed,  Abner  Webb,  Joel  IL  Green,  A.  Webb  (2d  time),  John  F. 
Bishop,  David  M.cFarland,  J.  M.  Shotwell,  A.  Cleghorn,  G.  W.  Divoll,  F.  E. 
Osborne,  G.  A.  Ames,  L.  E.  Spafford,  P.  D.  Root,  C.  E.  Becker,  and* Milton 
B.  Comfort,  the  last  named  of  whom  assumed  charge  in  the  fall  of  t8Si  and 
is  the  present  paslor.  At  its  organization  the  society  consisted  of  12  mem- 
bers. Their  house  of  worship  is  a  wooden  building,  will  seat  400  persons, 
and  was  erected  in  1836  at  a  cost  of  $5,000.  The  present  value  of  church 
property  is  $6,000.  Tlie  present  membership  is  171.  W.  B.  Doaue  is 
superintendent  of  the  Sunday-school,  which  has  a  meinbersliip  of  100. 

In  1819  a  union  meeting-house  v;as  erected  at  Belleville,  costing  about 
$3,300,  but  tlie  society  never  perfected  its  organization,  which  led  to  litiga- 
tion. In  Marcl],  1S29,  the  building  was  burned.  A  Baptist  society  had 
been  formed  December  4,  1S21,  v.dth  Matthew  Green,  Benjamin  Barney,  and 
Jolm  Barney,  2d,  trustees.  In  1831  the  present  Baptist  Church  was  built  at 
a  cost  of  about  $2,400. 

T/ie  Baptist  Scciety  at  Woodvillc  was  formed  January  27,  1S25,  with 
Ebenezer  Wood,  Oliver  ScoU,  Amaziah  Filmore,  Pedro  Scott,  William  Ells- 
worth, and  Abijah  Jenkins,  trustees.  The  church  was  formed  by  Rev. 
Asa  Averill. 

The  Baptist  Church  0/  J/aunsri/lc  v.-as  formed  about  1831,  by  the  union 
of  one  in  Eorraine  and  one  in  the  west  part  of  the  town.  The  latter, 
styled  the  Second  J?>.'p list  Church  of  Ellisburgh,  was  formed  October  8,  1817, 
under  'I'imothy  Brewster,  assisted  by  Elders  fernery  Osgood,  of  Henderson  : 
Matthew  Wilkie,  of  \\Tlna  ;  Martm  \i.  Cook,  of  Ellisburgh ;  and  Filisha  Mor- 
gan, of  Rutland,  in  1833  tliis  sect,  with  the  Congregationalists,  erected  a 
place  of  worship  at  a  cost  of  $1,600. 

7"he  First  Congregational  Church  of  Ellisburgh  was  formed  by  David  M. 
Dixon  and  Oliver  Eeavitt,  January  i,  1817,  of  six  members.  The  Rev.  J.  A. 
Clayton  was  employed  soon  after  and  was  settled  as  pastor.  November  11, 
1823,  a  society  was  formed,  of  which  the  trustees  were  Amos  Hudson,  PFuam 
Taylor,  Daniel  VVardv/f  11,  John  Otis,  William  T.  Fisk,  ^nd  William  Cole. 
The  or.2,'anization  was  given  up  in  i8.j4. 

TJie  Congregational  C/iu/eh  of  \\\)odville  vvas  formed  November  22,  and  a 
society  December  14,  r 836,  of  v.-hicli  ["-benezer  Wood,  Oliver  Jiatchelier,  and 
William  Gray  were  trustees.  A  union  house  had  been  erectCvd  and  partly 
nnirdicd  previously  ;  \u  1837  il  was  inken  do*vn  and  a  brick  church  erected 
at  a  cost  of  $1,100.     Rev.  Charles  l.k  Pond  became  the  fns^^  pastor,  and  was 
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installed  J-'^-'SVi'-^ry  23,  1S40.  In  four  years  Elisha  P.  Cook  succeeded,  since 
wiiorr.  T;;ivid  Poweii,  J.  BiDchard,  Frederick  Ilebard,  and  oilicis  have  l^eoa 
cmployeil.  At  its  organization  the  church  consi:;ted  of  18  members,  and  the 
present  membership  is  80,  with  Rev.  J.  K.  Griftith,  pastor.  In  1868  the 
church  edifice  was  rebuilt,  and  is  now  valued,  including  grounds,  at  $3;5oOj. 
J.  II.  Wood  is  superintendent  of  the  Sunday-school,  which  lias  a  membersliip 
of  1 20. 

The  Second  Co7igregaiio)ial  Church  of  Ellishurgh  was  reorganized  at 
Mannsville,  August  18,  1834,  with  Roswell  Keeney,  Benjamin  G.  Grenell,  and 
Daniel  Wardvv'ell,  trustees.  The  early  records  of  this  church  were  destroyed 
by  fire.  For  a  long  time  the  society  ov^'ued  an  interest  in  the  only  meeting- 
house in  the  place  (the  Baptist),  but  in  1856  they  erected  their  present  frame 
church  edifice,  at  a  cost  of  about  $3,000.  It  will  seat  about  250  persons,  is 
surmounted  by  a  spire,  and  stands  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  village. 

The  First  FreshyiericDi  Society  in  the  town  of  EUisburgh  was  formed 
August  28,  1820,  and  elected  Nathan  Bardeii,  Isaac  Burr,  William  T.  Fisk, 
Amos  Hudson,  Liberty  Bates,  and  Royce  March,  trustees.  In  1830  it  was 
reorganized,  and  the  same  year  erected  in  Belleville  a  meeting-house  at  a  cost 
of  about  $500.  A  church  organization  was  formed  at  the  house  of  Nathan. 
Barden,  F^eceraber  18,  1829.  by  the  Rev.  Jedediali  Bnrchard,  of  five  males 
and  six  females,  and  on  the  nth  of  February,  1830,  it  united  with  the  Water- 
town  Presljytery. 

llie  Lhiiversalist  Chi/rch  of  EUisburgh  was  formed  August  26,  1S21,  with 
19  members.  The  persons  chiefly  instrumental  in  forming  it  were  Isaac 
iviendall,  Silas  Emerson,  John  Clark,  and  Rev.  Cornelius  G.  Persons.  The 
society  was  formed  September  2,  1^33,  with  J.  Mendall,  Edmund  M. 
Eldridge,  Daniel  Stearns,  Edmund  Palmer,  and  Richard  Cheever,  trustees. 
A  house  of  worship  was  erected  by  Benjamin  Bemis,  at  ElHs  village,  in  1S43, 
at  a  cost  of  $1,500. 

The  Aieihodist  Episcopal  Society,  in  EUisburgh  village,  was  formed  March 
5,  1832,  with  Oliver  N.  Snow,  Benjamin  Chamberlin,  Lyman  Ellis,  Jeremiah 
Lewis,  and  Hiram  Mosley,  trustees.  In  1833  they  built  a  chiiwch,  whicli  in 
1850  was  removed,  repaired,  and  a  steeple  added.  In  1S36  a  parsonage  was 
built.  The  church  is  a  neat  frame  building,  surmounted  by  a  bell  tower  and 
spire,  in  the  former  of  which  is  a  splendid  bell 

The  First  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  aod  Society  in  Belleville  was  formed 
May  5,  1 84 1,  having  Edward  Boomer,  Elias  Dickinson,  Thomas  Ellis,  Edward 
B.  Hawes,  Jesse  Ilubb.ard,  Riley  Chamberlain,  Hall  W.  Baxter,  Nelson 
Boomer,  and  John  R.  Ha.wes,  trustees.  A  church  was  built  near  the  Warrl- 
well  sectlemenl,  and  afterwards  removed  to  Belleville.  This  l)U!lding  has  since 
been  sold  to  the  CjtiiolK  s,  and  the  Metliodists  purchased  t'ne  cliurrh  built 
by  the  Presbyterians,  'i'iic  parsonage  i)e!onging  to  the  society  wris  taken  in 
trade  for  the  old  church. 
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Sf.JoLfis  CJiurch  (RoPiian  Catholic),  located  at  Belleville,  was  organized 
in  1875  by  Rev.  James  Rogan,  with  60  raerabers.  Their  house  of  worship 
\va3  purchased  from  the  Methodists  in  1875,  will  comfortably  seat  250  persons, 
and  is  valued,  including  grounds  and  other  church  property,  at  $2,000.  The 
present  membershi[)  is  60,  under  the  pastoral  charge  of  Rev.  James  Haggerty. 

Clnisi  Church  (Protestant  Episcopal),  located  in  PZllisburgh  village,  was 
•organized  September  3,  1S79,  b)'  ]•  Muir,  John  P.  Houghton,  Alva  J. 

Smith,  John  J.  Brown,  and  others,  v.'ith  10  members,  Rev.  John  Muir,  LL.  B., 
M.  D.,  being  the  first  rector,  which  position  he  has  since  retained.  Their 
first  house  of  worship,  a  v/ood  building,  was  erected  in  1879,  and  cost  about 
$3,000.  It  will  comfortably  seat  200  persons,  and  is  valued,  including 
rgro-unds,  etc.,  at  about  $4,000,    The  present  membership  is  25. 

ZioJi  Church  {Protestant  Episcopa.1),  at  Pierrepont  Manor,  was  organized 
with  four  rnerabeis  January  4,  1836,  the  building  being  erected  and  services 
riiaintained  by  Hon.  William  C.  Pierrepont.  Rev.  Treadway  was  the  first 
rector.  Their  first  liouse  of  worship,  a  wood  structure,  was  erected  in  1S35. 
This  building  was  repaired  and  greatly  improved  in  1887,  and  cost  about 
$4,500.  It  will  comfortably  seat  300  persons,  and  is  valued,  including 
grounds  and  other  church  property,  at  about  $7,000.  The  present  number 
of  comm.unicants  is  60,  and  Rev.  John  Muir,  LL.  B,,  M.  D.,  is  rector.  The 
Sunday-school  has  four  teachers  and  60  pupils.  The  church,  in  first  instance, 
was  planted  here  through  the  generous  liberality  of  the  Pierrepont  family, 
and  gradually  drew  to  it  a  portion  of  the  people  of  the  neighborhood.  Plon. 
William  C.  Pierrepont  subsequently  endov/ed  the  church,  so  that  the  services 
might  not  lapse  at  any  time.  In  reference  to  the  present  rector  of  Zion 
.Church  the  Dominion  (Canada)  Register  (in  its  Data  respecting  Cana- 
dian Public  Men  ")  has  the  following  : —

JAMES  F.  CONVERSE. 

The  subject  of  this  sketch  was  born  in  Bridgewater,  N.  Y.,  October  2,  1825. 
His  father  and  grandfather  were  natives  of  Belchertown,  Mass.  His  father, 
Thomas  Converse,  cau^.e  to  Bridgewater  at  an  early  age  and  married  Lydia 
A.  Stratton.  In  1835  the  family  moved  into  EUisburgh,  this  county,  and 
bought  the  farm  upon  which  ?dr.  Converse  now  lives.  It  is  beautifully 
located  on  the  west  bank  of  Big  Sandy  Creek,  in  the  village  of  \VoodvilIe,  and 
contains  :i55  acres. 

Mr.  Conversf  pr^p^red  for  collcp,e  at  Ussion  Xa'Acvnv  of  BdleviU.,  N.  Y. 
He  graduated  from  Hamilton  College  Dt  the  age  of  23  years.  Owing  to  fail- 
ing health  he  purchased  the  old  homestead  in  1S4S,  and  since  that  time  has 
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Jurcrs  actively  tMigaged  m  a  higii  order  of  farming.  Mr.  Converse  is  a  pioneer 
h\  stock  circles  in  New  York  sLite.  His  herd  of  tiioroiighbred  A3'rshires  is 
second  10  none  in  tiie  United  States,  having  won  prizes  in  several  exhibitions 
from  Si.  Louis  to  Boston.  In  his  early  career  he  made  several  importations 
from  Scotland,  which  were  the  foundation  of  several  noted  families,  repre-?, 
sentalives  of  which  may  still  be  seen  in  his  stables.  Eight  Shetland  ponies 
came  with  the  last  importation  of  cattle,  which  formed  a  nucleus  of  small 
horses  from  which  have  been  rasied  some  of  the  finest  specimens  of  "  little 
iiorses  "  found  in  the  East.  He  has  held  the  ofiice  of  president  of  the 
Ayrshire  Breeders'  Association  of  the  United  States  and  Canada  for  a  num- 
ber of  years. 

In  1S74  Mr.  Converse  built  a  mammoth  barn,  which  accommodates  100 
head  of  cattle  and  60  horses,  with  room  for  fodder  for  the  entire  number, 
together  v>'ith  all  the  modern  improvements  i'or  caring  for  fancy  stock.  He 
has  always  been  an  advocate  of  advanced  farming.  Mis  farm  is  in  a  high 
state  of  cultivation,  and  is  run  on  the  high  pressure  principle.  In  1876  he 
built  a  large  and  commodious  house  on  a  gentle  eminence  overlooking  the 
village,  and  all  things  considered  "Riverside"  is  a  farmstead  worthy  of  the 
labor,  time,  and  money  the  proprietor  has  so  judiciously  expended. 

He  has  always  taken  an  active  part  in  agricultural  organizations,  both  local 
ar.d  state,  having  held  offices  in  town,  county,  and  state  agricultural  societies 
for  many  years.  Being  a  ready  speaker,  in  1889  he  Vv^as  chosen  conductor  of 
of  the  State  Farmers'  institutes,  thus  doing  all  in  his  power  to  elevate  his 
chosen  profession  to  the  desired  standard.  Mr.  Converse  early  afliliated  his 
P'olilical  faith  with  the  Republican  party,  and  has  been  a  staunch  adherent 
to  its  |)rinciples  ever  since.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  Congregational 
Church  in  his  chosen  village  over  50  years. 

November  12,  1S57,  Mr.  Converse  married  Marietta  Bull,  daughter  of 
Alvah  and  Eouise  Bull,  of  Rural  Hill,  N.  Y.  This  union  was  blessed  with 
two  cliildren,  viz.:  Frank  Alvali,  born  May  12,  1862,  and  Marietta  iMay, 
born  October  18,  1865.  After  a  brief  illness  of  typhoid  fever  Mts.  Converse 
died  November  iS,  1865.  He  married  for  his  second  wife  Adelia  C. 
Hopper,  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Betsey  Hopper,  of  Antwerp,  N.  Y.  Two 
ciiildren  were  the  issue  of  this  marriage,  namely  :  George  Henry,  born  June 
26,  1S70,  and  Clara  Jerusha,  born  July  27,  1874. 

Mr.  Converse  is  a  public  spirited,  waroi  hearted  man,  and  enjoys  an  envia- 
ble reputation  among  a  large  circle  of  friends  arul  acquaintances.

Isaac  WvLi  jli  vwis  bdi  n  in  ] 'oc'.-;i..k,  N.  Y.,  in  1770,  and  came  to  K!lisbui  <^li  in  1797  or  "IK, 
andwcrkeda  t-n-  yea  is  for  Lyman  EUis,  receiving  for  his  services  3-50  acres  of  landlocatid 
where  C.  I.  liolloy  now  lives.  IL-  married  Phebe  Pierce,  who  bore  hiui  five  sons!  and  fi);:r 
danghtertj,  viz.:  Aaron,  Wihiani,  Phebe,  Emih*,  Eunice,  Ithanirr,  Isaac,  Jr.,  Christopher,  and 
Olive  M.,  of  whom  Emily,  who  married  8.  13.  Holley.  and  resides  in  liiis  town,  is  tlic  only  oik' 
now  living.  William  Wodell  was  born  in  1803,  and  died  in  Ellisbnrgh  in  18S1.  He  marricil 
Sarah,  daughter  of  William  Wood,  in  1827.  by  whom  he  had  three  pons  and  two  daughters,  viz. . 
Aaron  B.,  born  in  182U;  Mary  E.,  born  in  1830.  who  mariied  D;-.  Henry  Saunders,  and  died  iu 
Michigan  in  1878;  Phebe,  who  died  young;  Isaac  P..  born  iri  1837;  and  Wairen  W.,  born  in 
1839.  Aaron  B.  Wodell  was  i eared  upon  a  farm.  He  manied  Minerva  Aurora,  daughter  of 
Solomoji  and  ?ilary  P.  (Garaseyj  Curtis,  in  1853,  and  they  have  a  daughter,  .\da  Isadore  pirs. 
W.  A.  Dennison),  of  Eilisburgh,  and  a  son,  Herbert  C,  born  in  1870,  now  a  student  in  Adams 
Collegiate  Instimte,  clajs  cif  '89.  Mr.  Wodell  resides  on  his  farm,  on  road  100,  where  he 
located  in  1854. 

Isaac  P.  Wodell  was  als!>  reared  upon  a  farm,  and  was  educated  at  the  Polytechnic  Insti- 
tute in  Troy,  N.  V,  Ocwber  30,  18t31,  he  enlisted  in  Co.  K,  91th  Pegi.  N.  Y,  Inf.:  in  March, 
1862,  was  promoted  t.j  second  licuteiiant,  and  in  October  of  the  same  ycai-  to  ticst  lieutenant. 
He  pai  ticiparcd  in.  the  battles  of  Cedar  Creek,  second  Bull  linn,  Soutli  Mousitain,  and  Antie- 
tam,  Avas  ^vov.iideil  ifi  the  battle  of  Ficderickshurg.  anil  discharged  on  aecoiuit  of  disability. 
Septemb:  v  o'^,  I'^GS.  he  reeidistcd  and  ^^as  appointed  first  lieutenant  of  the  Invalid  Corps,  and 
afterwards  in  the  Yetcran  Peserve  C(nps,  serving  until  1867.  He  nniiried,  1ir^t,  Helen  S. 
Hotchliin,  iu  1862,  who  died  in  1867,  and  second,  r^laiy  li  Browji,  in  1868,  who  died  in  1870. 
By  his  second  Mife  ho  had  a  daughter,  Anna,  who  died  young.  'Sir.  Wodell  married  for  his 
third  wife  Sarah  J.,  daughter  of  Hiram  and  Ann  (Wood)  ilitchell,  and  widov,-  of  Charles  G. 
^lixer,  in  1S72,  by  v.hom  he  lias  a  soji,  Williara  H.,  born  June  M,  1877.  ]\rr,  Wodell  has  been 
supi  j  vi<.;i  (•!;■  EUisbuigh  nine  terms.  He  is  commander  of  Calvin  Burch  Post,  G.  A.  11.,  Xo. 
315,  is  a  prosi)erous  farmer,  and  owns  the  iion.iestead  settled  by  his  father,  which  has  never 
been  owne<l  out  of  tiic  Wodell  family. 

Warren  W.  Wodell,  mentioned  above,  was  reared  upon  a  farm.  He  married  Isadore  ^L, 
daughter  of  Eugene  and  Hnldolj  A.  i  Williams)  Stearns,  in  18G3,  and  they  liavo  a  son,  Fraidv 
Eugene,  b. m  in  Septt  ird.ier,  1^65.  In  April,  1861,  Mr.  Wodell  enlisted  iii  Co.  K,  21th  Ilegt. 
N.  Y,  Yols.  He  received  an  injury  to  his  spine  which  compelled  him  to  retire  from  the  army 
in  1SG2,  and  he  i.,  still  incapacirated  i<>v  labor. 

Hrni.  Y\'iiliam  C.  Pn  rreponr,  eldest  son  of  Hezi  l\iidi  B.  Pierrepont  and  Autni  r^f.  Con- 
stiible.  wny,  bo.M  Octi>ber  3,  1803.  at  Chelsea,  now  the  Ninth  \Yard  of  tlip  city  of  New  Yorlc,  to 
which  place  his  part-nts  rutaovrd.  iiom  their  residence,  02  G  reenwich  street,  during  the  prev- 
alence of  the  yellow  fevcr  that  year.  The  next  year  lie  was  taken  by  liis  ijarents  to  Brooklyn 
Heights,  where  tlit-y  atierward  continued  to  reside. 

His  vacations  were  s|>erif  ti-avding  with  his  father,  ^•isiting•  the  agencies  of  his  extensive 
tracts  of  land,  in  the  nortlu-rn  iiart  of  the  state,  known  as  ]\Iaeond>'s  purchase,  wdiicli  had  beei> 
}:urchased  from  tiie  state  in  the-  year  1737,  the  half  of  which  liad  been  o',\  ned  by  his  maternal 
grandfatliei-,  William  Constable,  the  partner  of  Alexander  Macomi).  The  jnirchase,  which 
was  made  in  the  name  of  }iIaeomb.  comprised  the  presimt  counties  of  Franklin,  St.  Lawrence, 
Lewis,  ami  part  of  O.-^vvego. 

Mr.  Pierrepont  oj.tned  a  land  oHice  in  1820  in  JeU'ei-son  County,  and  subsequentlv  l)uilt 
his  resid  •nee  mar  his  oflice.  the  postolhce  of  Avhicli  \\-;is  called  I'ieire})ont  Manor.  There  hp 
contmueil  to  ^  ipT  l  intend  anddist  ct  his  father's  laml  agents  in  the  settlement  and  manage- 
ment of  land  'd  pre'in  rty  embra^'ing  about  1,000,000 ')f  acres.  On  the  death  of  his  father, 
in  1838,  he  wa.-.  under  his  w  ill  p'.d  in  ciiarg<-  of  the  lauds  of  the  estate  in  Jerters'.in  and  Oswegu 
counties.

Miss  Marietta  iloliey,  whose  well-lcuov/n  iioni  de  phinie  is  "'.Josiah  Allen's  Wife,"  was  born 
in  the  town  of  Ellisburgh,  and  still  has  her  couriiry  iionjc  here,  in  the  same  place,  although  a 
tine  new  residence  has  tiiken  the  place  of  the  little  cottage  into  vrhich  her  father  and  mother 
moved  the  day  tin  y  were  married.  IMiss  Hollcy's  home  is  in  the  midst  of  a  beautiful  country, 
between  the  two  villages  of  Pierrcpont  ^lanor  and  Adams,  and  from  th.c  windows  of  her  study 
-and  the  pleasant  ve/  undas  a  fine  view  of  L;ds0  Ontario  is  obtained.  Six  generations  of  tlie 
Holiey  family  have  lived  and  died  in  this  place — quite  an  unusual  occuri'cnce  in  an  American 
family,  ^liss  HollryV  first  book,  Mt/  Opinions  and  Betsey  BohheVs,  was  published  in  1873.

It  is  said  that  her  wovl:  commands 
about  the  largest  piice  of  any  Ameiican  writer.  I'he  genius  of  this  gifted  writer,  while  it 
deals  with  all  phases  of  life  v.-ith  a  fre'cdom  and  wise  insight  of  symymthy  that  seems  born  of 
familiarity  and  exi>eriencc,  sprang  and  developed  to  its  broad  pro})ortiona  remote  fj'om  the  re- 
alities her  masterly  pen  so  graphically  delineates.  And  what  a  wonderful,  all-embracii\g  pen 
it  i?\  instinct  with  strong  sense,  pregnant  w\i\\  kindly  satire  and  tearful  pathos,  combined 
with  a  subtle,  whimsical  humor.  It  w;is  in  the  peaceful,  U!ieventful  retirement  of  a  country 
home,  by  the  side  of  an  invalid  mother,  that  .^h^rietta  Holiey,  while  yet  a  child,  l>egan  her  life 
work.

Judge  Sanford  A.,  of  Fargo,  Dak.;  Loui&a,  who  died  in  18-15;  Dijab  and  Elisba  <  twin?.\  prac- 
ticing physicians,  of  Stockton,  Cab;  Celia  (dcceasedj,  who  married  Kev.  Oscar  F.  ]\uk;  and 
Daniel  F,,  who  died  in  New  York  at  the  age  of  20  years.  'Slv.  Hudson  engaged  in  the  manu- 
facture of  axes,  scythes,  and  other  edged  tools,  and  died  in  1830.  His  wife  died  in  185G,  Lu- 
cieu  F.  Hudson  was  born  in  1810,  and  at  the  age  of  12  years  commenced  work  in  the  shop 
with  his  father.

Felix  D.  HarM'ick,  son  of  Jacob  and  Jatie  (Voviiecs)  Hr  i  wick,  v/as  born  in  Gcrrjian  Flats, 
N.  Y.,  in  1835,  and  when  six  years  of  age  located  with  his  pr^reids  in  tlie  tovrn  of  Le  liay.  His 
parents  are  now  living  iii  the  to\vn  of  Hermon,  St.  Lawrence  Ooujity.  Mr.  Havvrick  learned 
the  trade  of  tanner  and  currier,  and  engaged  in  business  with  liia  father  under  the  firm 
jiame  of  F.  D.  Harwick  &  Co.  In  1857  he  removed  to  Kansas,  where  he  reuiained  but  a  sliort 
time,  when  he  returned  to  St.  Lawrence  County  and  again  engaged  in  the  tanning  business. 
In  1S63  he  enlisted  in  Co,  A,  14t)i  I\.  Y.  IL  A.,  and  served  to  the  close  of  the  v^i'V.  He  partici- 
patedin  many  battles,  was  wounded  at  tlb  battle  of  Petersburg,  and  was  takoi  prisoner,  brd  soon 
made  his  escape.  After  the  close  of  the.  war  he  returned  to  Hermon  and  again  ejigaged  iu  tan- 
ning. In  1870  he  again  removed  to  Kansas,  bitt  returned  after  a  few  years  toHernurn.  In  1881  lie 
purchased  the  W.  H.  BreV:-8tei-  farm  in.  Ellisburgli.  He  married  Caroline  Z.,  daughter  of  Solo- 
mon and  Sarah  (Davis)  Sayles,  in  187*'),  and  they  have  two  cluldren,  Jane  Leah,  born  in  1872, 
-and  Sarah  Pearl,  born  in  1874.    Mr.  Harwiclc  is  a  prosperous  farmer  and  dairyman. 

George  F.  Gardner,  son  of  Joseph  and  "M.  Celestine  (Potts)  Gardner,  was  born  in  Y\'illiams- 
town,  Oswego  County,  Augu.st  4,  1857.  He  studied  medicine  with  his  father  and  graduated 
"from  the  Albany  Medical  College  in  1873.  He  conunenced  p'raeiir-o  iii  Williamstown  and  there 
remained  four  years,  local  ing  in  Pierrr]iont  ]\lanor  in  the  sining  (>!'  1882,  where  he  has  since 
been  i)i  practice.  I>r. 'Gardner  was  appointed  postmastei"  December  7,  1885.  He  married 
Ivebecea,  daughter  of  Edward  B.  and  3Iaiy  .•\.  (Cowarden  V Dixoii .  of  Williarastov^  n,  November 
10,  1880,  I'y  whom  ho  has  a  dangluer,  Mary  A'ldi.". 

Albert  A.  Stetson  was  l>orn  in  Houusrield  in  ISGO,  was  reared  upon  a  farm,  and  was 
educated  in  the  V-'atertown  High  School.    He  married  Franc  IL,  daughter  oi  David  and 

Melissa  (Kibling)  Arm'^trong,  of  EUisburgh,  in  1885,  and  in  1S8G  removed  to  this  town,  where 
-lie  now  resides,  on  ^lill  street.    He  is  a  carpenter  and  btnlder  !>y  trade. 

Fred  T).  Fox,  son  of  Ashby  D.  and  Jennette  (Dodge)  Fox,  was  boru  in  Adams  in  18G1.  At 
the  age  of  15  years  he  commenced  to  karn  tlic  jewelers'  trade,  and  in  1883  becajnc  a  member 
•of  the  ffrm  of  Williams  A-  Fox,  of  Adams,  Avherc  he  remained  two  years.  In  1885  he  located  in 
EUi.slnirgh,  where  he  is  now  engaged  in  l>usiness,  with  his  store  on  ]\lain  stiect.    In  18SG  he 

married  Cai-ric  Josephine,  daughter  of  Oihniel  and  Emily  A.  (Beech)  \Yilliams,  and  they  have 
-a  son,  Kenneth  W.,  \>^>vn  in  ls,S7.  " 

Dr.  ^Yilliam  A.  Yt'a  -libiirn,  son  of  Jay  T.  and  Sarah  A.  (  Spencer)  Vrashburn,  was  boi  n  in 

Oxford,  N.  Y.,  in  180:'.

HENDERSON. 


ENDERSOX  was  foiQied  from  Ellisburgh,  February  17.  1S06,  and 
was  named  in  honor  of  William  Henderson,  to  whose  share  this  town 
fell  in  the  divi<^,ion  of  the  Eleven  Towns,"  of  which  this  was  No.  6. 
It  is  bounded  on  the  north  and  west  by  Lake  Ontario  and  a  small  part  of 
Hounsfteld,  east  by  Adams,  and  south  by  Ellisburgh  and  tlie  lake,  and  is  the 
most  westerly  town  in  the  county,  if  we  except  Galloe  and  Stony  islands^ 
which  belong  to  the  town  of  Hounsfield.  Its  form  is  irregular,  being  largely 
indented  by  Henderson  Bay,  which  extends  about  fiv'e  miles  from  northeast 
to  southwest,  forming  an  excellent  harbor.  The  soil  is  cither  a  light  loam,  or 
sand,  or  an  admixture  of  each,  easy  of  tillage,  and  ];roductive.  The  princi- 
pal streams  are  Stony  and  Little  Stony  creeks,  which  take  a  southwesterly 
course  through  the  town  and  empty  into  Lake  Ontario. 

The  surface  of  the  town  is  much  diversified.  In  the  southwestern  portion 
the  land  is  low,  but  little  elevated  above  the  surface  ot  the  lake,  and  very 
fertile.  Forming  a  ridge  in  its  rear,  and  extending  around  to  Henderson 
Bay,  is  the  ar.cienl  lake-beach,  rocky,  and  for  some  distance  covered  by  a 
very  thin  soil.  At  Henderson  Bay  the  shores  are  higher  and  more  abrupt,, 
the  basin  being  nearly  occupied  by  the  water.  A  rolling  territory  stretclies 
off  to  the  south  and  east  until  the  bluffs  of  Big  Stony  Creek  are  reached. 
This  stream  has  cut  a  deep  channel  through  the  limestone  rock,  and  aside 
from  its  interest  to  the  geologists  it  presents  many  picturesque  and  attractive 
features  to  the  seeker  after  the  beauties  of  nature.  East  of  Henderson  vil- 
lage is  a  deep  hollow,  wherein  a  pond  (Henderson  Pond)  has  been  forn^ed  by 
an  ancient  beaver  dam,  the  creek  here  spreading  out  and  covering  an  extent 
of  perhaps  300  acres.  Passing  a  ridge  between  Big  and  Little  Stony  creeks,, 
we  reach  the  latter,  which  is  but  a  small  stream,  yet  has  furnished  power  for 
several  nulls  in  tlie  past.  In  the  southeast  part  of  the  town  the  stream  passes 
through  Six  'I'own  Pond.  In  other  portions  of  tiie  town  are  found  traces  of 
])onds  which  formerly  existed,  and  the  remains  of  dams  built  long  since  by 
the  beaver,  which  at  an  early  day  inhabHed  this  re;jioa  iw  vast  numbers. 

The  area  of  Plendcrson  is  23,501  acres.  Tlie  towri  was  surveyed  into  lots 
in  1 80 1,  by  Benjamm  Wright,  of  Rome.    In  1805  lot  No.  20,  near  Hender- 
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son  Harbor,  was  siirve3'cd  into  20  lots,  or  four  ranges,  of  10  lots  each,  fot 
the  purpose  of  a  village. 

The  first  town  meeting  was  held  at  the  house  of  Reuben  Putnam,  March 
II,  1S06,  at  which  Jesse  Hopkins  was  chosen  supervisor;  Mark  Hopkins, 
clerk  ;  Lodowick  Salisbury,  Daniel  Spencer,  and  Emory  Osgood,  assessors ; 
Elijah  Williams,  constable  and  collector;  John  B.  Carpenter  and  Samuel  Hub- 
bard, poormasters ;  Marvel  Danley,  Asa  Smith,  and  Anthony  Sprague,  com- 
missioners of  highways  ;  George  W.  Clark,  Willes  Fellows,  and  Jedediah 
McCumber,  fence  viewers  ;  Reuben  Putnam,  poundmaster  ;  Israel  Thomas, 
James  Bainey,  Levi  Scofield,  Tliomas  Drury,  Calvin  Bishop,  Robert  Farrel, 
Benjamin  Barney,  John  B.  Carpenter,  ^Vi]liam  White,  and  Simeon  Porter, 
pathmasters. 

SpafforcTs  Gazetteer  of  1S13  says  of  Plenderson  :  — 

"  Settlement  ci'imneijceJ  ii'  180:|.  by  four  oi-  ti\  e  families,  inci-eased  in  1804  to  10.  in  1805  to 
70,  and  in  1810  to  180  fiuniiies.  Tiiei  e  wiis  a  giist  and  a  saw-mili  nt  ar  tlie  center  e>t'  tlic  tovvjj, 
and  R  saw-iniil  near  the  lakf,  and  a  grain  and  t'iiiliiig-])i!ll  was  built  tl-cre  about  1812." 

The  same  author's  Gazetteer  of  1824  says  of  the  town  in  1S20  : — 

**  'J'Jie  taxable  property  was  \ained  at  ■i  J0,2'il.  Tiiere  were  12  school  districts;  7,501  acres 
of  improved  land;  2,o2G  cattlt',  333  liorses,  and  5,0')3  slieep;  18,274  yards  of  cloth  were  made. 
There  were  two  giist-nnlls,  live  i^aw-milLs,  one  iulhiig-niill,  two  carding  niacliines,  one  distil- 
lery, and  Jiine  asheiies." 

In  1880  Henderson  had  a  population  of  1,842.  The  town  is  located  in 
the  first  school  district  of  Jefferson  County,  and  in  1888  had  13  school  dis: 
tricts,  in  which  14  teachers  were  employed  28  weeks  or  more.  There  were 
345  scholars  attending  school,  and  the  aggregate  days  attendance  during  the 
year  v.-as  29,205.  The  total  value  of  school  buildings  was  $9^480,  while  the 
assessed  valuation  of  all  the  districts  was  $945,010.  The  whole  amount 
raised  for  school  purposes  was  $3,122.75,  $1,485.11  of  which  was  received 
by  local  tax.    S.  Whitford  Maxson  was  sclioc;!  commissioner. 

Henderson  (p.  o.)  is  an  incorporated  village  located  in  the  central  part 
of  the  town,  on  Stony  Creek,  principally  on  the  rioith  side  of  that  stream. 
It  is  i3  miles  from  Watertown,  17S  from  Albany,  and  320  from  New  "^'ork 
city,  has  telephone  and  Auicrican  express  offices,  three  churches  (Baptist, 
Methodist,  and  Universalist),  three  dry  goods  stores,  two  drug  stores,  two 
hotels,  two  blacksmith  shops,  two  millinery  shops,  a  grist-mill,  wagon  shop, 
sash,  door,  and  blind  manufactory,  a  cheese  factory,  meat  market,  stove  and 
tin  shop,  a  furniture  and  undertaking  establishment,  a  saw-mill,  a  jewelry 
store,  and  about  400  inhabitants.  This  village  was  started  about  1S07  by 
the  erection  here  of  a  grist  and  saw-mill,  by  Deacon  Fellows,  on  Big  Stony 
Creek.  The  first  store  here  was  started  in  18 1 1,  by  Lodowick  Salisbury.  The 
second  store  in  the  town  of  Henderson  was  opened  in  1809  or '10,  about 
three  miles  southeast  from  Henderson  village,  by  Williams  &  McCumber. 
Dr.  Lowrey  Barney  was  engaged  as  clerk  in  both  of  these  stores.  About 
1S08-09  Deacon  Fellows  built  his  house  and  opened  a  tavern,  the  first  in 
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riie  viila-^e.  About  1810-11  the  first  distillery  was  built  here,  by  a  man 
li.iiiicd  Calkins.  Another  was  subsequently  started  by  V/illiam  Henderson, 
about  1015,  vv'lio  look  corn  in  payment  for  land  and  manufactured  it  in.to 
whiiky,  which  brought  a  fair  price  in  cash.  Previous  to  1812  a  postoffice 
vvas  established  at  Henderson  Harbor,  with  Mark  Hopkins  as  postmaster. 
The  olTice  was  shortly  after  removed  to  Henderson  village  and  Rev,  Holland 
Weeks,  a  Swedenborgian  preacher,  was  installed  as  the  first  postmaster. 
])r.  Daniel  }3arney  was  the  first  physician  in  this  village  and  the  second  in 
the  town. 

Henderson  Harbor  is  a  post  village  situated  on  Henderson  Bay,  19  miles 
from  AVatertown,  179  from  Albany,  and  321  from  New  York  city.  It  has  a 
tcicj'hone  and  American  express  office,  is  an  important  shipping  port  on  the 
lake,  and  its  business  is  increasing  each  year.  It  is  quite  noted  as  a  summer 
re;-ort,  and  numerous  fine  cottages  dot  the  pleasant  shores  of  the  bay.  Its 
!!Oir:!s  i'ud  cottages  for  summer  boarders  are  the  Brooklyn  House,  Edgewater 
Cotiage,  Frontier  House,  Gill  House,  Lakeside  Hotel,  Paradise  Park  Ho- 
l^rl  Snow-Shoe  Hotel,  and  Bay  View  House.  It  has  two  commercial  v.'are- 
!!Ouses,  one  store,  and  a  boat  livery.  A  postoffice  v,'as  established  here  about 
1S12,  but  it  was  soon  after  transferred  to  Henderson  village,  and  the  Harbor 
was  v.-ithout  a  postoffi.ce  until  the  establishment  of  one,  with  Charles  Eggles- 
ton  as  postmaster,  January  j.  1890.  This  village  first  bore  the  appellation 
of  N'a[)les,  and  when  first  laid  out  a  lot  of  four  acres  was  reserved  for  a  pub- 
.'•ic  S'juare  and  donated  to  the  village  by  Mr.  Henderson.  On  this  lot  a  frame 
5chool-house  was  buiit. 

Smithville  is  a  post  village  12  miles  from  Watertown  (on  the  line  between 
tlic  towns  of  Adams  and  Henderson),  178  from  Albany,  and  320  from  New 
\or\i  city.  It  has  telej)hcne  and  express  oflFices,  a  daily  stage  from  Sackets 
f I.'.rl.'Or,  two  stores,  one  church  (Baptist),  one  hotel,  two  truss  majiufactories, 
:<  i: i -isi-mill,  sav-mill,  carriage  shop,  two  blacksmith  shops,  a  cheese  factory. 
i'lT^iture  manufactory,  and  about  200  inhabitants. 

IjISuoi'  Street  (p.  o.)  is  a  small  hamlet  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  town. 
U  has  one  church  (Methodist  Episcopal),  saw-rnill,  wagon  shop,  v/ood  turning 
works,  a  telephone  oftice,  and  about  100  inhabitants. 

Ilaidt-rson  grist  aiid  flouring-Diill,  Frank  Hadcock,  proprietor,  is  located  on 
Stony  Creek,  at  Henderson  village.    It  is  operated  by  water-power,  and 
Ji.'is  the  capacity  for  doing  an  extensive  business. 

John  C/iapman' s  saw  and  shingle-mill^  on  Stony  Creek,  has  the  capacity 
Jor  cutting  200, coo  feet  of  lumber  and  700,000  shingles  annually, 

Hc'.  k  In'ito}!!  crtdi/icfy  cuid  cJiecsc  factory  was  established  in  1S86  by  Ben- 
jarnif)  Worthiugliam,  f^penetus  Alexander,  Fred  Whitney,  and  Lewis  M. 
1  lucs'lale.    It  has  the  patronage  of  300  cows. 

//;  v//(2;;,y  / '//-/v',  lo<:a'.ed  on  bi  •..■ndcrson  Ba}',  vv.i;-.  established  in  iSSo  by 
'V.  1).  Arms,  R.  M.  Jones,  and  Dr.  M.  D.  Man vi lie,  of  Adams,  it  is  pleas- 
antly situated,  and  is  beautifully  laid  out  with  shady  avenues  and  drives,  raak- 
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ing  it  an  attractive  summer  resort.  Duiiiig  the  season  steam  yachts  i)iy 
between  Sackets  Harbor  and  the  bay,  stopping  at  this  place  and  others,  mak- 
ing several  trips  each  day  to  c:onnect  v/ith  traUiS.  Many  nne  cottages  liave 
been  erected  here,  and  the  summer  brings  many  visitors  to  this  charming 
place. 

Pcvadisc  Park,  beautifully  situated  on  Henderson  Bay,  opposite  Henderson 
Harbor,  lias  an  elevation  of  about  40  feet  above  the  water.  Jt  affords  a  fine 
view  of  Sackets  Harbor^  and  also  of  the  picturesque  scenery  surrounding 
this  beautiful  bay.  A  large  hotel  and  numerous  cottages  have  been  erected 
here,  and  v/ithal  the  place  is  very  attractive  to  those  seeking  a  pleasant  resort 
during  the  heated  term.  This  park  was  originated  by  H.  W.  r^iillard,  in  18S0, 
and  is  now  the  property  of  Charles  H.  Sprague.  It  is  supplied  with  good 
dockage  and  boats,  has  numerous  shady  walks  and  drives,  and  is  v/ell  patron- 
ized by  pleasure  seekers. 

The  tovvn  of  Henderson  began  to  settle  under  the  agency  of  Asher  Miller, 
of  Rutland^  about  iSo3,  the  land  books  showing  that  Thomas  Clark,  Samuel 
Stevv-art,  Philip  Cru'nett,  John  Stafford,  and  Peter  Cramer  had  taken  up  lands 
in  this  town,  to  the  extent  of  1,195'  acres,  on  October  26  previous.  Moses 
Barrett,  William  Petty,  Daniel  Spencer,  Captain  John  Bishop  and  sons  Cal- 
vin, Luther,  /\sa,  and  Sylvester,  Jedediah  and  James  McCumber,  Samuel 
Hubbard,  Elijah  Williams,  Levi  Scofield,  William  Johnson,  David  Bronson,. 
John  and  Marvel  Danley,  Andrew  Dalrymple,  Luman  Peck,  Jonathan  Crapo, 
George  W.  Clark,  Thomas  Drury,  Anthony  Sprague,  Daniel  Forbes,  Emory 
Osgood,  and  many  others  settled  within  two  or  three  years  from  the  opening 
of  settlement,  being  mostly  emigrants  from  New  England. 

The  first  actual  settlement  in  the  town,  howe^-er,  was  made  in  1799  or  1800, 
by  David  Bronson,  a  trapper,  who  built  a  small  house  on  the  bank  of  Big 
Stony  Creek,  on  lands  afterwards  occupied  by  F.euben  Putnam,  later  by 
George  Collins,  and  now  owned  by  William  P.  Davis.  During  the  winter  of 
iSoo  and  iSor,  and  spring  following,  he  cleared  sorne  20  rods  more  than  an 
acre,  seeded  it  to  timothy  and  red-top  clover,  and  sowed  a  quantity  of  turnip 
seed.  In  August  he  fenced  the  lot  with  black  ash  rails,  and  it  is  said  the 
same  fence  still  remains  on  the  v.-est  side  of  the  lot.  Mr.  Bronson  subse- 
quently located  on  the  farm  now  owned  by  L.  Seaton,  where  he  set  out  the 
first  apple  orchard  in  the  tovvn,  the  second  being  planted  by  Christian  Salis- 
bury. Levi  Scofield  is  said  to  have  been  the  second  settler,  and  his  daughter 
Rhoda  was  the  first  white  child  born  in  the  town. 

On  Henderson  Bay,  three  miles  east  of  Henderson  village,  a  Scotch  set- 
tlement was  formed  in  1803  by  John  and  Duncan  Drnmmond,  Charles  and 
Peter  Barrie,  Duncan  Campbell,  '("homas  Bell,  James  Crawe,  Daniel  Scott, 
and  James  McCrauIl.  from  Perthsliire,  in  Scotland.  A  store  was  opened  by 
C.  Barrie  in  tliis  same  settlement  in  1S23,  and  was  contmucd  scx'eral  years. 

In  1S03  -04  Init  10  families  wiiitered  in  the  town.  In  May,  1 806,  there 
were  70  families,  generally  middle-aged  and  young  people,  witii  small  prop- 
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f  itv,  but  UivUistrioiis  and  contenter';,  althou.^h  man)'  were  quite  poor,  who  had 
cvJu'Jstcd  iheir  PxieaPaS  in  getting  into  the  town,  and  v/ere  destitute  of  provis- 
s-:ii,s.  A  contract  was  made  soon  after  for  clearing  25  acres  of  land  at  the 
I  ir'-'Or,  wliich  the  proprietor  had  hoped  to  establish  as  a  commercial  port, 
lU'l  caused  to  be  surveyed  into  a  village  plot,  to  which  he  gave  the  name  of 
Naples.  Elias  Skinner  v/as  the  first  physician  to  settle  in  the  town,  and 
Daniel  Barney  was  the  second,  the  latter  having  settled  iii  1807.  Alfred 
Forbes  is  said  to  have  taught  the  first  school  in  the  town,  in  the  vv'inter  of 
18:8-09.  The  school-house  was  built  of  logs,  and  stood  one  and  a  fourth 
ijK.cs  south  of  Henderson  village.  Before  the  school-house  was  built  at  the 
Harbor  Dr.  Skinner  taught  school  in  one  end  of  his  dwelling.  It  is  said  the 
i  )ocior  was  a    brisk  wielder  of  the  birch  arid  rule." 

.A  paper  showing  the  balance  due  from  settlers  in  this  town,  January  1,. 
i^:-*;.  contains  the  following  names  of  those  who  were  living  in  the  tovvn  at

Isaac 
iJronson  became  an  owner  of  a  large  tract  in  1S07,  which  was  sold  and  set- 
tled by  a  separate  agency.    Abel  French  succeeded  Miller  a  few  months  in 
ihe  agency,  and  April  8,  1805,  an  agreenjent  was  made  between  William 
Henderson  and  Jesse  Hopkins,  by  which  the  latter  became  the  agent  of  this 
town  and   Pinckney,  and  continued  in  the  employment  of  Mr.  Henderson 
n:an\'  years.    Some  difticulty,  gi owing  out  of  the  agency,  led  to  the  publica- 
ii'y.i  of  a  pamphlet  by  Mr.  Hopkins  in  1823,  vdiich  affords  some  interesting 
'  ^i.t  relative  to  the  early  history  of  the  town.    Mr.  Hopkins  built  a  house  and 
opened  a  land  oUice  near  the  town  of  Naples,  which  he  had  laid  out,  the  pro- 
visions used  for  his  laborers  being  brought  from  Kingston  and  the  lumber 
i'om  Kllisburgh  and  Sackets  Harbor.    In  1807  a  small  store  was  opened, 
several  unccessful  attempts  were  made  to  bring  business  to  the  place. 
Am  )ng  other  measures  Mr.  Henderson  pi  ocured  the  passage  of  a  law  for 
J'^'-:  opening  of  a  state  road  from  Lowville  to  Henderson  Harbor,  v/hich  was 
-•i'd  out  from  Lowville  into  Pinckney,  but  never  completed.    He  also,  in  1809, 
€^4us,ed  a  dam  and  saw-mill  to  be  built  on  Stony  Creek,  near  the  head  of 
^•>-v!,Mtion,  but  the  former  gave  way  and  the  enterprise  resulted  in  total  loss, 
tiie  next  season  the  dam  was  rebuilt  and  a  mill  erected  at  gre'at  expense, 
loii  a  negotiation  was  held  with  General  Matoon,  of  Massachusetts,  for 
saie  of  the  to.vnship,  but  failed  on  account  of  the  pros'pects  q(  war.  In 
'"'J-  Mr.  Hopkins  erected  a  large-sized  school-house,  at  the  Harbor,  vvhich 
•  :-;.rve  also  as  a  {)lace  for  religious  meetings.     He  also  commenced  the 

^-  !.i-afig  of  vessels  at  this  place,  the  first  of  vvhicli  was  a  vessel  of  20  tons. 
Lj  j,>5  ^  r)^..  Harbor  contairsed  two  stores,  two  taverns,  a  tannery,  and  a  shoe 
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shop.  In  iSi4  a  second  vessel  of  40  tons  and  soon  after  two  others  were 
built,  and  the  place  began  to  present  the  appearance  of  considerable  busi- 
ness. Mr.  Hopkins  continued  in  the  agency  until  1822,  when,  having  fallen 
■considerably  in  arrears,  caused  by  unfortunate  speculation,  he  was  super- 
seded in  the  agency,  and  his  iraprovements  taken  to  apply  on  his  liabilities. 

There  was  an  ancient  portage  from  the  head  of  Henderson  Bay  to  Stony 
Creek  across  this  town,  by  which  the  exposure  of  passing  Stony  Point,  which 
forms  a  cape  difticult  to  navigate  with  small  boats,  v/as  avoided.  At  the  head 
of  the  bay  there  is  said  to  be  a  trace,  thought  to  be  the  reniams  of  a  kind  of 
wharf  or  landing.  The  evidences  of  aboriginal  occupation  were  noticed  in 
one  or  two  places  in  this  town,  and  near  an  ancient  trench  enclosure  there  is 
said  to  have  been  found  a  golden  cross,  about  two  inches  long,  and  furnished 
with  a  ring  to  be  worn  on  the  neck. 

The  re:n:;ins  cf  an  old  stockade,  supposed  to  have  been  built  by  the 
French,  was  found  on  Six  Town  Point.  It  v/a:-,  square,  with  bastions  at  the 
angles,  and  its  location  was  peculiarly  adapted  for  defense.  Six  Towri  Point 
is  a  narrow  neck,  or  peninsula,  extending  into  the  lake  on  the  west  side  of 
Henderson  Bay,  and  in  high  water  becomes  an  island.  Its  continuance 
forms  several  islands,  to  the  v,-est  of  which  lie  the  group  including  Galloe  and 
Stony  islands. 

On  Stony  Point,  the  extreme  western  projection  of  Henderson,  is  a  light- 
house, built  in  1837,  an  appropriation  of  $3,000  having  been  made  March  3 
of  that  year.  The  lake  shore,  from  the  mouth  of  Stony  Creek  northward 
and  eastward,  is  rocky,  and  free  from  bays  of  any  kind  between  there  and 
Henderson  Bay.  In  the  other  direction  from  Stony  Creek  the  shore  consists 
of  almost  barren  hills  of  sand,  in  the  rear  of  which  lie  in  many  ploces  exten- 
sive marshes.  The  beauty  of  Henderson  Harbor  is  probably  unsurpassed  on 
the  shores  of  l-ike  Ontario  ;  and  for  extent,  safety,  and  facility  of  access  it 
has  no  superior  on  the  lake. 

On  Friday,  September  5,  1S79,  a  sad  casualty  occurred,  which  resulted  in 
the  death  by  drowning  of  seven  persons.  Captain  Byron  M.  and  Nelson  P. 
VVescott,  owners  of  the  sailboat  IFc^sf  Wind,  left  Campbell's  Point  vrith  a 
crew  of  seven  men,  intending  to  go  to  Henderson  Harbor  to  participate  in  a 
yacht  race.  Soon  after  starting  their  boat  sprung  a  leak  and  was  almost 
immediately  capsized  by  a  sudden  puff  of  wind.  The  boat  vv^as  heavily  bal- 
lasted, and  at  once  sank  in  18  feet  of  water.  Two  of  tlie  men,  Morgan 
Weeks  and  Charles  Vv'ashburn,  clung  to  the  mast  of  the  boat  and  v/ere  saved: 
llic  others' attempted  to  swim  to  the  shore,  about  60  rods  distant,  and  were 
drowned.  The  names  of  the  unfortunate  ones  were  Byron  M.  and  iN'elson 
I<.  Wescott,  Allen  Ramsey,  r3rake  Lewis,  Shuier  Howard^  Edgar  York,  and 
I'Mward  Benjamin. 

CHURCH  i;s. 

Henderson  BapUsi  Church,  located  on  Pvlain  street,  in  Henderson  villri'e, 
was  organized  in  TS22  by  J.  Cole,  A.  Brown,  S.  Atherton,  and  others,  and  at 
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sts  urg:inization  consisted  of  50  members,  with  Rev.  Emory  Osgood  as  first 
t.islor.  The  first  house  of  worship  was  built  in  1S26.  The  present  wooden 
buikiinc;  was  erected  in  1853,  at  a  cost  of  $2,400.  It  will  comfortably  seat 
;  :;o  persons,  and  is  now  valued,  including  grounds  and  other  church  property, 
at  about  $2,000.  The  present  membership  is  28,  under  the  pastoral  charge 
of  Rev.  V.  G.  Shaffer. 

J/'/c'  MctJiodis.t  Episcopal  Cluirch,  located  on  Main  street,  in  Henderson 
viiiac^e,  was  organized  February  26,  1844,  with  40  members,  with  Rev.  S. 
Slater  as  pastor.  Their  house  of  worship  is  a  v/ooden  structure,  will  com- 
fortably seat  300  persons,  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  $2,500,  and  is  now  valued, 
inckiding  grounds,  etc.,  at  $4,200.  The  church  now  has  71  members,  and 
Rev.  M.  M.  Rice  is  the  present  pastor.  The  Sunday-school  has  a  raember- 
sliip.  of  about  130. 

The  Snulhville  Coiigycgafional  Church  was  formed  January  3,  1S24,  by  the 
Rev.  Abiel  L.  Crandall,  and  at  its  organization  consisted  of  10  m.alc  and  22 
female  members.    They  uni^ed  with  tlie  Baptists  in  erecting  a  church. 

The  Jnrst  UnivcrsaTisI  Sociciy  of  Henderson^  in  Henderson  village,  was 
formed  December  25,  1839,  by  Rev.  Pitt  Morse,  the  first  pastor,  and  at  its 
organization  consisted  of  150  members.  Their  house  of  worship,  a  wood 
^^^acture,  was  erected  in  1839,  at  a  cost  of  $2,200,  and  is  nov/ valued,  includ- 
ing grounds,  etc.,  at  about  $6,000.  The  church  lias  40  members,  and  no 
regular  pastor.    The  Sunday-school  has  a  membership  of  25. 

TJie  First  Baptist  Society  of  Siiiithville  was  organized  in  1S23  by  Deacons 
Roswell,  I^iills,  and  John  Gibbs,  with  Pvcv'.  Emory  Osgood,  pastor.  Their  house 
of  worship,  a  stone  structure,  was  bnik  by  the  Baptists  and  Congregational- 
i.sls  in  union,  in  1S32,  and  was  occupied  by  each  society  on  alternate  Sab 
baths  until  iSyS,  when  the  Baptist  Society  made  arrangements  v/ith  the 
CongiegaliunalisLs  to  repair  the  house  to  the  amount  of  $2,600,  and  they  to 
give  the  Baptist  Ghurch  full  control  of  the  building.  The  church  vras  re- 
<ledicated  in  187S  as  a  Baptist  church.  The  original  cost  of  the  structure, 
with  the  ia^provements,  was  $4,000.  It  will  comfortably  seat  400  j^ersons, 
and  is  valued,  including  grounds,  etc.,  at  $3,000.  The  present  membership 
i^  7S,  with  Rev.  V.  G.  Shaffer,  pastor.  The  Sunday-school  has  14  otlicers 
and  teachers  and  85  scholars. 

The  First  Congregati^vial  Church  in  Henderson  (in  Hough's  History  erro- 
neously called  a  Presbyterian  Church)  was' organized  July  17,  1810,  at  the 
diwclling  of  Ttiomas  Drui-y,  by  Rev.  Azariah  Clark,  mission  pastor  of  the 
Congregational  Church  in  Xew  Canaan.  It  consisted  of  the  following  mem- 
Isers:  Wille.s  Fellows,  Sarah.  Fellows,  Jonathan  S.  Alexander,  }>athsheba  Alex- 
ander, Olivia  Bates,  P>.ebekah  Bates,  Samuel  Parker  (fatheV  of  Rev.  Orson 
i'arker,  the  evang-jlisi),  Thomas  Drury,  Ixebekah  Drury,  Zoriah.  Hawkins, 
■■■Arah  J^etcher,  Thankfid  Allen,  and  Rachel  Skinner.  The  father  and  mother 
tlse  great  revivalist,  Rev.  Charles  G.  Finney,  vv'cre  membci  s  of  this  church. 
.\ilhough  the  records  are  very  meagre,  yet  tv/o  things  appear  prominent:  dis- 
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cipline  v/as  carefully  administered  according  to  the  custom  of  that  early  day, 
and  also  infant  baptism  was  very  generally  practiced.  Among  the  pastors  of 
the  church  appears  the  name  of  Rev.  David  Spear,  August  31,  J82S,  who 
was  for  50  years  a  revered  pastor  of  the  Congregational  Church  at  Rodman. 
The  records  show  th.at  the  meeting-house  was  built  previous  to  June,  1819, 
yet  it  is  impossible  to  ascertain  the  exact  date.  This  house  continued  to  be 
occupied  by  the  church  until  sometime  previous  to  August  i,  1835,  when  it 
was  sold  and  the  meetings  were  afterwards  held  in  the  school-house  of  dis- 
trict No.  2  (the  Whitney  district).  Here  they  continued  to  worship  until 
August  23,  I036,  when,  their  number  having  been  reduced  to  20  members,  by 
unanimous  consent  of  both  churches,  they  became  a  branch  of  the  Congre- 
gational Church  of  Smithville,  N.  Y.,  and  afterwards  worshiped  with  that 
body. 

A  societx  of  the  Xew  Jerusalern  was  formed  in  this  town  and  Ellisburgh  in 
1825.  Rev.  Holland  Weeks,  formerly  a  Congregational  minister,  was  the 
p-'omulgator  of  the  Swedenborgian  doctrines  in  this  vicinity,  and  the  church 
was  kept  up  by  him  until  his  death,  in  184.5. 

St.  Afic/iacfs  Catholic  Church,  at  Henderson  Harbor,  was  dedicated  Sep- 
tember 5,  18S9.  The  parish  is  in  a  flourishing  condition,  and- the  Catholics 
of  this  locality  now  have  a  very  pretty  little  church.

A^fter  he 
r'  ttirned  from  the  war  lie  erigaged  in  the  grocery  busiiiess,  was  postmaster  froai  18GG  io  1869, 
And  ai;:\in  from  1^7-1  to  1885.

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iOUNSFIIvLD  wiiS  formed  from  Watertown,  February  17,  1806.  It 
embraces  So.  i,  or  "  Hesiod,"  of  the  Eleven  Towns,"  and  was 
named  in  honor  of  Ezra  Hounsheid,  who,  with  Peter  Kemble, 
purchased  the  south  part  of  the  town  ( 15,9^3  acres)  from  the  pro- 
prietors, March  10,  180 1.  It  is  situated  on  BL^ck  River  Bay,  on  the  west 
border  of  the  county,  has  an  area  of  27,790;^-  acres,  and  is  bounded  on  the 
north  by  Black  River  and  the  bay  of  that  name,  which  separate  it.  from 
Brown viiie,  east  by  Watertown,  south  by  IIcnder:;or;  uw]  .''.darns,  and  west  by 
Henderson  Bay  and  Bbck  River  Bay.  Ci-ailoe,  Liillc  alloc,  Stony,  and  Crdf 
islands,  which  lie  in  l^ake  Ontario,  also  belong  to  the  tov/n  of  Idounsfiehl. 
The  surface  of  the  town  is  somewhat  diversified,  thougli  in  the  main  it  is 
level,  and  the  soil  is  a  clayey  and  sandy  loarn.  Through  nearly  the  centeK 
of  the  tosvn  fiov/s  Mill  Creek,  which  rises  in  the  town  of  Watertown  and  dis- 
charges into  Black  River  Bay.  A  branch  of  this  stream  from  the  north  rises 
in  a  long  strip  of  low  land,  originally  a  swamp,  filled  with  t-imarack,  black 
ash,  cedar,  and  elm,  and  otlicr  varieties  of  timbci  peculiar  to  such  a  locality. 
Much  of  this  land  has  been  reclaimed  and  cleared,  and  tlie  stream,  during 
the  summer,  becomes  nearly  dry. 

The  waters  of  Black  River  Bay  were  early  regarded  as  an  eligible  place  for 
a  commercial  point,  and  m  a  work  published  in  Paris  in  1801  *  the  following 
description  of  it  is  given  under  the  name  Niahoure : — 

'  At  tbe  i>ottom  of  this  gulf  Black  liiver  einprii.8,  f'onninf^  a  li.irboi-  fehcltered  from  the 
wind  and  surges  of  the  lake,  which,  during  the  prevalence  of  the  soutlxwciit  v/ijids,  roll  like 
those  of  the  ocean.  The  land  on  tlie  right  or  south  of  this  hny  is  extrenirlj  fertile,  and  in  a 
j^rove  nir»!e  fresh  thnn  can  elsewhere  be  seen.  That  on  the  left,  i.  e.,  the  cwintrythat  extend.-i 
to  the  north  of  the  liar  of  Niahoure,  as  far  as  the  St.  Lawrence,  and  ea.st  to  the  0»wegatcbie, 
is  not  lens  fertile,  mid  the  colonists  begin  to  vie  in.  nettling  it.'  "  f 

Much  discussion  has  obtained  regarding  the  location  of  La  Famine,  or 

Hungry  Bay,  and  the  rjuestion  of  its  exact  location  has  never  been  definitely 

settled  to  the  satisfaction  of  all.    On  Charles  C.  Brodhead's  map  of  Macomb's 

Purchase,  made  about  i79r,  and  published  in  Documentary  Jlisiory  0/  .Yc7.' 

York,  vol.  HE,  the  name  of  Hungry  Bay  is  given  to  the  waters  comprised 

wiiiiin  Six  Town  Point,  in  the  town  of  Henderson,  and  Point  Peninsula,  in 

Lyme.    Guy  Johnson's  m-^ip  of  the  country  of  the  Six  Nations,  including 

part  of   the  adjacent  colonies,  made  in   1771,  and'  published  in  Dor.

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//:-f-'i  of  Xeiv  York,  vol  IV.,  gave  the  name  '^Niourne  Bay"  to  the 
hove  waters,  and  located  "Famine  liay"  near  the  moutii  of 
.-.iiiily  Creek,  in  the  present  town  of  EHisburgh.  Famine  Bay  probably 
received  its  name  from  the  want  of  provisions  and  sickness  which  decimated 
I  >e  }i:irre's  expedition  in  the  latter  part  of  August,  1684.  The  commissary 
of  tiuit  expedition,  De  Meneles,  in  a  letter  to  the  minister  {^Faris  Doc,  II.), 
MVS  that  tlie  camp  at  La  Famine  was  made  "  in  places  never  inhabited,  entirely 
s-iirounded  by  swamps."  Ellisburgh  is  the  only  town  in  this  county,  having 
r,  lake  shore,  which  can  furnish  extensive  marshes.  Such  marshes  exist  at 
t;;e  moulli  of  Big  Sandy  Creek. 

This  town  is  a  part  of  the  original  Boylston  Tract,  and  in  common  witii 
10  other  towns  in  Jefferson  and  Lewis  counties,  comprising  an  area  of  nearly 
3- ■..000  acres,  became  the  property  of  Nicholas  Low,  William  Ilcndersoii, 
•<'';'r..ird  Harrison,  and  Jo.->iah  Ogden  Hoiimnn,  on  July  15,  1795.  These 
;cvca  towns  form  what  h?s,  f.inee  been  known  as  the  Black  River  Tract.  On 
iho  division  of  this  tract  H.ou;isfield  fell  to  tlie  s!iare  of  Hoffman  and  Har- 
r:>o.n,  who,  on  July  13,  1797,  conveyed  to  Champion  and  Storrs  11,134-^ 
■icres  in  the  northern  part  of  this  town,  with  the  town  of  Chanjpion  (25,708 
.-vc?es),  for  $58,333.33.  ''On  the  14th  of  November,  179S,  Chanii)ion  and 
Storrs  sold  a  portion  of  the  above  to  Loomis  and  Tillinghast,  receiving  two 
r.<jtes  of  $6, GOO  each,  which,  with  a  mortgage  up^on  the  premises,  not  being 
paid,  the  tract  was  sold  by  a  decree  of  chancer}',  at  the  Tontine  Coffee  House 
in  .\ew  York,  June  20,  i8oi,  and  bid  off  by  Augustus  Sackel,  of  that  city, 
v,'!io  received  a  conveyance  from  Champion  and  the  assignees  of  Loomis  and 
'i'iliinghast.  While  the  sale  was  pending  Mr.  Sricket,  having  heard  of  the 
location,  and  inclining  to  engage  in  its  purchase,  made  a  journey  in  i8or  to 
il;e  j)lace,  atid  v/as  so  struck  with  the  great  natural  advantages  for  a  port 
whic!)  the  place  presented  that  he  hastened  back,  and  having  secured  the 
p'.irch.ase  returned  with  a  fe^v  men  to  commence  improvcmentf-.  In  the 
second  and  third  year?  he  erected  an  ample  and  convenient  dwelling,  and  the 
ntrle  colony  received  the  accessions  of  mechanics  and  others."  * 

At  the  first  town  meeting  convened  at  the  house  of  x-Vmbrose  Pease,  and 
Jrom  thence  adjourned  to  the  house  of  Joseph  Landon,  Marcli  4,  1806.  Au- 
i;^-'.^tus  Sacket  was  chosen  supervisor;  William  Waring,  clerk;  Amasa  Fox, 
^''iHiam  Baker,  Samuel  Bates,  Jr.,  Theron  Hinman,  assessors;  Ambrose 
''ea.se,  Robert  Robbins,  commissioners  of  high'vravs  j  Jotham  Wilder,  Jolm 
''^tnck,  overseers  of  the  poor;  Jeremiah  Goodrich,  collector;  j.  Goodrich, 

liiiam  Galloway,  and  John  Root,  constables.    At  the  same  meeting  it  was

i  he  meeting  also  ap[»ointcd  Th-Ci'on  Hinman,  Augustus  Sacket,  and  Am- 
1  {-ox  "  delegates  to  a  general  meeting  of  the  county  to  nominate  a  suita- 
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ble  candidate  for  the  legislature,  at  their  own  expense."     This  first  town 

meeting  was  warned  by  Amasa  Fox,  Esq.    At  subsequent  early  meetings  tlie 

usual  rewards  for  the  killing  of  ferocious  beasts,  and  fmes  for  the  neglect  to 

mow  down  or  destroy  Canada  thistles  before  they  went  to  seed,  were  voted  ^ 

the  fines  thus  obtained  to  be  given  to  the  inhabitant  of  the  town  who  would 

discover  the  most  practical  method  of  destroying  said  thistles. 

From  Spafrorirs  Gazetteer  of  1813  we  quote  : —  -  , 

*'  We  "irere  unaM*'  to  tleteniiinc  the  number  of  niill,^.  etc.,  that  were  in  town  about  1810-11. 
Saoket:i  ITaibui-  was  a  pi  .it  of  entry  and  deliver  \-;  had  a  collector  of  reveiiues  and  a  po.t- 
olYice;  and  co]ita]nedaV/ont  10  families." 

The  same  author  in  1824  says  of  llounsfield  in  1820  : — 

The  taxab'o  property  was  823",.'i^-  There  were  5,81;>  aere^  of  improved  land,  2,158  cat- 
tle, 383  horses.  3.2o5  .-heep;  10,172  yards  of  cloth  were  m;,de  that  year  in  families.  The  town 
con.taijied  one  ,i;risr-n-till.  s^ix  saw-niillSj  two  f ullin^^-niills,  tln  -e  <Ttrding  machines,  ont-distiller;--, 
and  four  adhere  -.  The  .-^ciiool  district;  w .  re  nin«,-  in  nninl  -r,  vv  liere  517  children  received  (  d- 
vu:ation:  the  S(.dMr;l=>  were  in  >r^-siun  eic^ht  months  in  the  year. 

Sachets  Ihu-b>.>r  lii'd  h.,  ,-(ime  a  p^romiiient  villag-e,  and  contained  two  chnrches,  thixt' 
scliool-honsc-,  0!ie  printin';:  olii -e,  10  stores,  and  sccral  ii).:-clianic  shops.  Tcr  the  tinn:s  tlio 
commerce  of  the  ])l;(ce  was  (ptite  extoisive.  There  were  10  schooners  owricd  there,  en^^agcd  in 
the  lake  traile.  aggregu ; ing  about  700  tons  tonnage.  There  were  also  two  steamboats  v\i 
the  lake,  ^^■hich  made  reguhir  stops  liere.  There  was  at  th;'.t  lime  laid  u])at  tlie  i)ort  of  Saelicis 
Harbor  a  frigate  of  Gs  guns,  three  >iiip^  of  28  guns  each,  four  Ifrigs,  and  a  nnniber  of  gun- 
boat-?. The  villng''  tlieo  Contained 2,020  iJiljabitants,  including  about  GOO  Uniied  Slates  troops 
stationed  at  Madis  .n  Tlarracks." 

In.  18S0  Hounsfield  had  a  population  of  2,770,  The  town  is  located  in 
the  first  school  district  of  Jefferson  County,  and  in  1888  had  17  school  dis- 
tricts, in  which  14  teachers  were  employed  28  weeks  or  more.  T.'here  v/ere 
667  scholars  attending  school,  and  the  aggregate  days  attendance  during  the 
year  was  65,316.  The  total  value  of  school  buildings  and  sites  was  $12,105,. 
v,-hile  the  a.ssessed  valuation  of  all  the  districts  was  $1,101,059.  "^'^'^  whole 
amount  raised  for  school  purposes  was  ^4,753.40,  $2,279.15  of  which  was 
received  by  local  tax.    S.  V/hitford  Maxson  was  school  commissioner. 

Saci;ets  Ha RbOR  (post  village)  was  incorporated  April  15,  1 8  r  4.  1 1  is  a  port 
of  entry  and  a  military  post  situated  on  Black  River  Bay,  and  is  the  terminus 
of  the  Watertown  branch  of  the  U.  and  B.  R.  division  of  the  R,,\V.  &  O.  Rail- 
road, II  mdies  from  Watertown,  193  from  Albany,  and  335  from  New  York. 
It  has  telegraph,  telephone,  and  express  ofhces,  a  daily  stage  -O  Smithville, 
four  churches  (Presbyterian,  Methodist  Espiscopal,  Protestant  F4-)i scopal,. 
and  French  Roman  Catholic),  two  hotels,  a  foundry  and  machine  shop,  saw 
and  planing-mili,  grist-mill,  two  general  stores,  four  groceries,  one  hardware 
store,  two  drug  stores,  a  merchant  tailor,  aiul  about  1,200  inhabitants.  The 
postoffice  at  Sackets  Harbor  was  established  just  previous  to  tlie  War  of 
1812,  and  Ambrose  Pease  v/as  appointed  first  postmaster. 

East  HorNSffFbi)  (p.  o.)  is  a  small  handet  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  town, 
near  the  W^t-rtown  Ime.  It  contains  a  ciuuch  (^Christian),  clieose  factory, 
school-house,  and  a  small  number  of  dwellings. 
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The  villap;es  of  Brownvjlle  and  Dextp^r,  0!i  lilack  River,  lie  partly  in 
Houris.Oel'.l.  In  addition  to  these  there  are  the  hauilets  of  Stowell's  Cor- 
%KK<,  Fie  ld's  Settlement,  Camp's  Mills,  j ewettsville,  and  Hobbins 
.<v  iiiTMRNT,  vvhich  are  simply  chisters  of  dwellings  around  localities  where 
t.irl)  settlements  in  the  town  were  made. 

The  j)rcKL'c:  foundry,  at  Sackets  Harbor,  was  built  in  1840  by  McKee  & 
H.iMimond,  and  first  engaged  in  the  mannfactare  of  stoves  and  mowing  ma- 
chines. It  is  a  stone  building  and  cost  $1,000,  about  its  present  value.  The 
prv^cnt  proprietors  are  McKee  &  Son,  vv-ho  manufacture  machinery  for  ves- 
iicis  and  do  a  general  repairing  business. 

Jji7iO?is  rhcesc factory  at  East  Ilounsfield,  on  road  33,  was  built  by  Cas- 
per L.  Bacon,  the  present  proprietor,  in  1885,  and  cost  about  $4,000.  It 
r-ia-iufactures  about  82,000  pounds  of  cheese  per  year. 

'J'he  Empire  foi/ri>ig-7niUs,  located  in  the  northeast  part  of  the  town,  vrere 

btiiit  by  Munson  in  3  850.    Tlie  mills  are  nm  by  water-power,  and 

have  the  capacity  for  grinding  75  barrels  of  flour  per  day. 

J'l.  Drake' s  grist-mill,  located  in  th.e  northern  pari  of  the  tovv^i,  near  the 
village  of  Dexter,  was  built  by  Henry  Payne  in  1867,  The  machinery  is  pro- 
i'clled  by  water-power,  and  the  mill  at  present  is  run  by  William  K.  Youngs. 

Ilooiers  saii'  and planing-viill,  located  in  the  northern  part  of  the  town, 
•lear  Dexter  village,  was  built  in  i8So  by  George  Hoover.  It  is  run  by  water- 
power,  is  fitted  with  circular  saws,  and  cuts  annually  about  300,000  feet  of 
lumber. 

EARLV  SETTLERS,  ETC. 

'J'he  first  settlement  in  the  town  of  HounsHcld  v/as  commenced  in  1800,  by 
A!i;asa  Fox,  \-;\\o  located  on  great  lot  36,  in  the  northern  part  of  the  tov/n, 
near  t!ie  cemetery,  on  road  10.  His  rianie  appears  frequently  on  the  town 
recfjrds,  and  it  was  lie  who  gave  notice  fur  the  first  tov/n  meeting,  held  in 
iScG.  The  settlement  of  t'iie  territory  progref;scd  rapidly,  and  in  1802  a 
traveler  reported  30  families  living  in  township  No.  i.  iMve  brothers,  Soio- 
Jitori,  Robert,  Asher,  Austin,  and  Joshua  Ivobbins,  from  Berkshire  County, 
Mass.,  located  in  the  southwestern  part  of  the  town  previous  to  tiie  War  of 
in  th.e  neighborhood  since  known  as  the  Robbms  Settlemen:.  They 
Were  the  first  settlers  in  that  locality,  and  made  the  urst  improvements.  In 
t'iC  eastern  part  of  the  town,  near  tise  Wat(?rtov»n  lit^e,  at  what  is  known  as 
i'Jeld's  Settlement,  located  several  of  the  sons  of  Elijah  Field,  who  cauiC  with 
'd:eu-  father  from  Woodstock,  Vt.,in  1805  or  '06.  i\ir.  lueld  had  no  less  than 
iii!<e  sons,  mosi  of  whom  were  of  mature  age,  and  located  in  Flounstielti, 
'••nde  the  father's  location  was  in  Watertown.  I'ollowin.g  the  Fithls  in  this 
hjcality  came  l^almer  Wesicot^  wh':-  became  an  extensive  manufacturer  of 
;.ct.-:h. 

Jn  March,  180S,  Ebenezsr  Allen,  from  Windsor,  ^'t.,'came  v.'itli  his  family, 
^-onsistinifot  his  wife  and  to  children,  and  locdted  on  great  lot  38,  where  he 
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made  a  clearing  and  erected  a  log  house.  The  eldest  of  his  children  v/as 
20  years  and  the  youngest  11  months  of  age.  T3uring  a  service  of  five  years 
in  the  Revolutionary  array  Islr.  Allen  attained  the  rank  of  major,  vvhicli  title 
clung  to  him  through  life.  His  son  Leonard  served  in  the  War  of  18/2  and 
participated  in  the  battle  of  Sackets  Harbor.  In  1815  Ira  Ingleheart,  a 
native  of  Canada,  vv-ho  had  served  in  the  American  army  during  the  War  of 
i8i2,  removed  from  Watertown  and  located  in  Hoimsneld,  in  school  district 
No.  6.  His  son,  C.  W.  Ingleheart,  for  some  time  an  influential  resident  of 
Sackets  Harbor  village,  came  with  him.  In  the  neighborhood  of  Stowell's 
Corners  settlements  were  made  quite  early.  Previous  to  1S07  Nathan  Baker 
located  near  the  south  line  of  the  town. 

Stephen  Blanchard,  from  Vermont,  located  at  East  Hounsfield  about  the 
beginning  of  the  Vvar  of  1812.  He  kept  an  hotel  there,  and  the  place 
acquired  the  narne  of  Blanchard's  Corners.  A  postofiice  was  established 
there  in  1S50,  with  Nelson  Jones  as  postmaster. 

Augustus  Sackei  began  the  first  settlement  at  Sackets  Harbor  village.  He 
built  a  savz-mill,  wherein  v;as  sawed  the  lumber  used  in  the  construction  of 
the  first  permanent  house  and  other  buildings  put  up  at  that  lime.  The  sav/- 
mdll  v\'as  on  Mill  Creek,  vvhere  were  also  erected  a  grist-mill  by  Samuel  Luftj. 
tlie  first  one  in  the  neighborhood,  and  a  cotton  factory  by  Solon  Stone.  In 
1804  came  Mr.  Ehsha  Camp,  a  brother-indav;  of  Mr.  Sackei,  who  settled  at 
the  village,  and  was  appointed  resident  agent,  under  whom  the  estate  was 
sold,  the  last  of  the  business  being  closed  up  about  1848  or  '49. 

In  1805  several  English  families  settled  at  Sackets  Harbor,  among  whom 
were  Samuel  Luff  and  sons  Edward,  Saniuel,  Jr.,  Joseph,  and  Jesse,  David 
Merritt,  William  Ashby,  John  Root,  He.iry  ]\[etcalf,  and  George  Slov/man. 
Besides  these  Jolm  and  William  Evans,  Squire  Reed,  Amasa  Hollibut, 
Charles  iJ.iiric  [or  Berry],  Liriah  Roulison  [or  Rovvdson],  Azariah  P.  Sher- 
win,  and  others.  Dr.  Vv'illiam  Baker  settled  in  1803,  and  v/as  the  first  physi- 
cian in  t/ie  town.  Anibrose  Pease  and  Stephen  Simmons  v/ere  early  inn  • 
kee})eis,  and  Loren  Buss  and  Hezekiah  Doolittle,  merchants." 

William  Ps-owlson  was  the  first  white  male  child  born  in  the  town  of  Houns- 
field. His  birth  occurred  at  Sackets  Harbor,  September  iS,  1S04,  and  he 
still  survives  (1889).  His  father.  Rial  Rowlson,  was  one  of  the  first  settlers 
at  the  village,  having  located  there  about  1S02,  from  Connecticut.  Squire 
Reed,  a  native  of  Pvhode  Island,  also  came  from  Conn.ecticut  to  this  county 
in  1S02,  first  locating  in  the  town  of  Adams,  whence  he  remoN'ed  to  Sackets 
Harbor  in  i3o6  or  '07,  and  became  prominently  identified  vvith  the  affairs  of 
that  village.  He  seived  in  the  Revolutionary  vs-ar.  After  the  breaking  out 
of  the  War  of  1S12  he  removed  to  Brownville,  where  he  died.  His  son 
Daniel,  who  came  to  this  county  vdtU  hiri  fathei.  was  a  cainain  on  tiie  lakes 
for  many  \earr..    i')aniel  De  Wolf  v/as  a  blacksmith  in  the  nav)-  yard  at 

*  *!oU5;h's  Jfislory  cf  Jc-  ff'irsoii  Co'jjity, 
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Sackels  ILirbor  from  1812  to  1S15,  in  the  employ  of  the  ^;oveinment.  After 
the  'vvar  he  ixioved  away,  but  retuiiiecl  with  his  family  in  7822  and  located 
permanently.  The  hist  school  in  the  town  was  opened  in  Sackets  Harbor 
in  1S07  or  1 80S,  by  a  man  named  Mitchell.  Outside  the  village  the  first 
school  was  opened  in  the  Muskalonge  "  neighborhood,  in  1808,  by  Arnasa 
Fox.  The  next  year  a  frame  school-house  was  built  there.  No  school-house 
was  built  at  vSackets  Harbor  until  after  tlie  War  of  181 2- 15,  when  a  one- 
story  frame  building  was  erected  on  the  site  of  the  present  union  school 
building.  About  18 16  a  log  school-house  wa.s  built  at  J3ianchard's  Corners 
(now  East  Hounsfieid),  which  gave  place  to  a  frame  house  v/hich  was  burned. 
A  stone  house  was  next  erected,  which  was  finally  torn  down  and  a  frame 
building  erected  instead. 

The  first  hotel  at  Sackets  Harbor,  a  small  story  and  a  half. frame  building, 
located  011  :\Iain  street,  was  built  by  Ambrose  Pease  l)efore  1805,  and  was 
conducted  by  him  until  the  beginning  of  tlie  War  of  1812,  when  it  was  pur- 
chased by  a  Mr.  ICelsey,  who  came  here  from  Cape  Vincent.  The  building 
was  afterwards  burned.  In  1S06  a  Mr,  T-anning  commenced  the  erection  ot" 
an  hotel  on  the  site  of  the  present  Eveleigh  House,  whicli  became  the  prop- 
erty of  Stephen  Simmons  before  it  v/as  completed.  Mr.  Simmons  finished  it 
and  conducted  the  hotel  a  number  of  years.  Ambrose  Dodge  built  the 
Eveleigh  House  in  18^3-44,  and  it  was  opened  by  him  in  1844.  J^^<^gc. 
Elijah  Field  built  the  Earl  House  in  181 7,  and  it  was  opened  by  him  in 
December  of  that  year.  It  has  been  remodelled,  and  greatly  enlarged  and 
improved  to  accommodate  an  increasing  patronage.  The  present  pro[nietor 
is  Richard  M.  Earl. 

A  stone  hotel,  which  is  still  standing,  although  not  used  for  the  purpose 
for  wliicli  it  v/as  built,  was  commenced  by  Frederick  White  in  1S17,  and 
opened  by  him  the  following  yca.v,  v.ilh  tlie  name  of  "Union  Hotel"  Tlse 
Masonic  fraternity  occupied  a  room  on  the  lop  floor,  and  subsequently 
removed  to  the  floor  below.  It  has  been  said  that  ivlorgan,  wlio  published 
an  expose  of  Masotiry,  was  brought  to  this  lodge  room  7'c'?y  soo^r  after  his 
mysterious  disappearance.  >.[r.  White,  the  first  pro})rietor  of  the  hotel,  was 
a  man  of  dissolute  habits,  nnd  dissipated  his  laige  fortune  of  $150,000,  finally 
dying  a  pauper.  He  was  at  one  time  president  of  the  Jefferson  Co  mty  l]ank, 
when  that  institution  was  located  in  Adams. 

In  March,  1817,  George  Camjp  establi;djed  a  printing  office  at  the  village^ 
and  became  "proprietor,  publisher,  and  editor"  of  the  Sackets  Ilarhor 
Gazeiic.  A  copy  of  tlie  Gaz'^tlc  of  (3ctober  8,  18 iS,  contains  an  editorial 
which  fails  to  substantiate  the  report  so  often  heard  tliat,  although  liquor  w  as 
freely  used,  driuikenness  was  unknown  among  the  pioneers  50  or  75  years 
ago.  We  are  sure  no  such  co.-vli^ion  of  aiLiirs  as  is  described  in  the  following; 
extract  from  this  editorial  would  !>e  allowcvl  to  exist  in  Sackets  Harbor  at  the 
present  time:- — 
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Hie  intc!'ip,  j-.itt-  ii-c-  of  ardent  atid  iiitoxicatiug  liquors  is  the  crying  sin  of  tliese  tinie-^  . 
Nor  is  our  own  nti.udibvrlio'Hl  fiue  trovn  tliis  foul  offense—'  It  smells  to  lioavt-n.'  — j'2v()'y  ni.uht 
may  be  stoji  mon-  than  fnc  miserable  wieich  reeling-  from  tlie  grog-Kliops  (if  not  so  beastly 
•drunk  as  to  be  im'npabKj  of  motion\  and  carrying  to  his  broken-hearted  wife  and  famishing 
children,  j.ot  bn  a  l.  nor  meat,  but  IilW !  And  in  this  execrable  way,  week  al  ter  week,  he 
squander-;  tlic  linlf  liiut  lie  earns,  whik-  l;is  perishing,  starving  famil}- are  supported  by  the 
■chai-iiy  <>f  };is  neighbors.  Their  chunois  for  bread  he  sikiiees  with  rum.  and  the  obNious 
effects  of  this  eoiidwi-t  in  tlie  parent  on  tlie  children  is.  that  they  are  druidcard-;  from  the 
■cradle."' 

.  The  following  description  of  the  above  mentioned  copy  of  the  Gaze.fte^ 
printed  in  the  \Vatertov.'n  Daily  Tu.'ies.  July  6,  contains  so  much  of 

historic  value,  and  illustrates  so  well  the  commercial  iruj)ortance  of  Sackets 
Harbor  at  that  time,  that  we  give  it  space  here  :  —

The  first  regular  physician  in  Sackets  Harbor  was  Dr.  William  Baker,  who 
located  here  in  1*^03 .  Other  early  physicians  were  Dr.  Benjamin  Farley, 
who  came  in  before,  and  Dr.  James  Starkweather,  who  came  soon  after,  the 
War  of  iSi2.  The  first  tiumber  of  the  Sc/c/cr/s  Harbor  Gazciic  (1817)  con- 
tained the  advertisemetU  of  Dr.  R.  B.  Mayes,  who  avowed  the  intention  of 
making  "  ffiedic'nic  and  surgery  his  only  pursuit. "  Dr.  Samuel  Guthrie,  sub- 
sequently world-renowned^  located  in  Satrkets  Harbor,  on  Mill  Creek,  soon 
after  the  War  of  1S12,  and  here  prosecuted  Isis  scientific  investigations  which 
resulted  in  the  discovery  of  chloroform  (at  about  the  same  time  with  Sou- 
bciran,  in  France,  and  Liebig,  in  Germany),  and  of  the  percussion  cnUipound 
for  firearms,  which  supersed.ed  tlie  old  tlint  locks.  Dr.  Guthrie  died  in  this 
Village  October  19,  iS.|S.     A  more  •  neroimt  of  liis  discoveries,  etc., 

has  been  printed  in  this  work  in  t;u.  Dic.iiv:,^  (:i):i!.ter,  \y;  ])'■.  Ciawe. 

In  1006  Charles  Biirrie  (or  Ik^rry),  a  Scolch.man,  opened  a  small  store  oti 
the  lot  a.djoining  the  one  n(nv  occupied  by  the  ]'A-olcigh  House,  and  he  was 
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tlie  first  merchant  in  the  village.  Barrie  sold  out  to  Loien  Buss,  who  con- 
tinued the  business. 

"  Tiiir  first  mercantile  operation  at  Sacl:c-is  Haibor  on  an  c■xleltsi^c  bcalo  was  by  Sumuel  F.. 
Hooker,  wlio,  iu  180S,  ooiuniei^ced  witii  a  stock  of  $20,000  \vortli  of  goods,  and  iji  50  days  had 
Bold  .vl7,500  worth.  Tb<^  business  that  then  opened  Avith  tlie  l.vrijilitest  prospects  wa.s  tbu  trade 
of  potash  to  Montreal,  where  Astor  and  other  lieavy  capitalists  had  placed  money  in  the  handh 
of  agents  for  its  piirchase,  Tlie  embargo  of  1808,  by  withholdin-;  those  along  onr  fi-i»ntier 
from  a  career  in  which  they  were  highly  prosperoiiii--,  naturtdly  led  to  a  spirit  of  evasion  of  the 
laws,  and  the  difhcnlty  of  exporting  this  great  staple  of  commerce  directly  from  the  Atlantic 
ports  to  Europe  led  to  extensive  and  systentatic  measures  for  forv.  arding  to.tlie  lake  and  river, 
from  the  interior  and  soutlicrn  counties  of  tlie  state,  and  even  from  New  York,  large  tpian- 
tities  of  potasli.  This  sometinics  vanished  in  the  night,  or  was  shipped  with  due  formahty  to 
Ogdensbnrg,  where  it  disappeared,  and  sometimes  an  open  course  of  defiance  of  law  v>-ae!- 
attempted.  In  whatever  \.-ay  it  rcay  haw  escaped  it  was  sure  of  reappearing  iu  M'^itrcal, 
v\-hcrfc  it  commatided  the  enormous  sum  of  200  to  $320  per  ton,  and  from  whence  there  was- 
no  ob'Sirnctiou  tu  its  cx])ort  to  England."  *

It  is  said  the  Ariadne,  which  sailed  from  Sachets  Flarbor  with  a  cargo-  of 

pork  and  fiour,  under  Captain  Pickering,  was  the  fust  merchant  vessel  that  ever 

entered  the  river  at  Chicago.

?vlarch  3,  1S63,  Sachets  Harbor  v.-as  consolidated  with  the  Cape  Vincent 
district,  and  since  tliat  time  it  has  been  only  a  port  of  entry  in  charge  of  a 
deputy.  Cape  Vincent  district  comprises  the  entn-e  coast  of  Jefferson 
County. 

I'revious  to  the  completion  of  the  raihoad  to  Watertown,  in  1S51,  Si'ckets 
Harbor  was  a  place  of  considerable  commercial  importance.  The  greater 
portion  of  the  freight  for  Watertown  and  the  surrounding  towns,  and  for 
adjoining  counties,  carnc  by  boat  to  Sachets  Harbor,  v/hcnce  it  was  carted  to 
its  destination,  and  in  return  the  products  of  this  rich  territory  found  way  to 
the  markets  through  tlie  same  channels.  Although  eiiterprising  citizens  of 
the  vihage  put  forth  every  effort  to  maintain  its  commercial  relations,  its  com-

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rrit'rce  bas  been  mostly  diverted  to  other  channels.  In  1S46  the  declared 
value  of  exports  and  imports  was  $2,735,091;  as  early  as  1859  it  had  fallen 
lollie  comparatively  insignificant  sum  of  $13,016.  The  enrolled  and  licensed 
tonnage  of  the  district  in  1S52  was  7,083  tons,  and  in  1859  it  liad  been  re- 
disced  to  1,375  tons. 

About  1S23  a  measure  was  proposed  to  supply  a  water-power  to  Sackets 
Harbor  by  diverting  the  surplus  waters  of  Black  River  from  the  lower  pond 
in  Waterto wn  through  Pleasant  and  Mill  creeks.  Through  the  opposition  of 
influential  persons,  through  whose  lands  the  water  would  pass,  the  project 
failed.  In  1S25  the  effort  was  renewed,  and  an  act  was  passed  by  the  legis- 
lature authorizing  Joseph  Kimball,  Amos  Catlin,  and  Daniel  Hall,  Jr.,  to  divert 
tlie  surplus  waters  of  the  river  into  Pleasant  and  Stony  creeks,  for  hydraulic 
purposes.  The  act  provided  that  waters  should  not  be  taken  from  any  dam 
then  existing  -LviiJioiit  ihe  wriiicn  coiisejit  of  //le  cnunos,  virtually  defeating  the 
project,  for  this  was  next  to  impossible,  in  1826  the  act  was  amended 
by  removing  the  obnoxious  restriction,  but  still  the  plan  was  not  considered 
feasible.  It  v/as  next  proposed  to  make  the  canal  navigable  from  Carthage 
to  Sackets  Harbor,  and  an  act  \vas  accordingly  passed  in  April,  1828,  incor- 
porating the  Jefferson  County  Canal  Co.,  with  a  capital  of  $300,000,  but 
nothing  was  done  under  this  act.  In  1S30  a  canal  20  feet  wide  at  the  top  and 
12  feet  wide  at  the  bottom,  four  feet  deep,  was  made  from  Huntington's 
Mills,  two  miles  above  the  village  of  Watertown,  to  the  Big  Swamp," 
and  in  1832  it  was  finished,  supplying  to  the  village  of  Sackets  Harbor  a 
valuable  water-power,  upon  which  were  erected  a  grist-mill,  two  saw-mills,  a. 
plaster-mill,  a  paper-mill,  and  a  furnace-,  principally  the  property  of  Elisha 
Canip,  to  which  person  is  due,  more  perhaps  than  to  any  other  man,  the  credit 
of  making  the  village  a  place  of  consequence.  Great  difficulty  was  en- 
countered in  maintaining  the  hrsl  half-mile  of  the  ditch,  which  was  con- 
structed along  Black  River,  where  it  was  liable  to  be  washed  away  on  one 
side  and  filled  by  slides  of  sar^d  aiul  clay  on  the  other.  These  difiicuUies 
finally  led  the  work  to  be  abandoned,  after  having  been  in  use  10  years,  to  the- 
pecuniary  loss  of  all. 

FIRES  IN  SACKETS  HARBOR. 

Soon  after  the  ^Var  of  1812  a  small  fire  company,  a  "  bucket  brigade,"  was 
organized  at  the  village,  and  unsuccessful  efforts  were  made  to  procure  an 
engine.  The  fire  wardens  of  the  village  passed  an  ordinance  re(juiring  owners  of 
buildings  to  provide  a  certain  number  of  buckets  to  be  placed  conveniently 
about  their  buildings  for  the  use  of  the  brigade.  Plough's  IlisfoFy  contain.s 
the  following  account  of  early  fires  : —

rear  of  ^lain  street  a  number  of  buildings  and  nsuch  pi-operty  was  burned.  The  wliole  num- 
ber of  buildings  eonsumed  was  about  forty;  the  loss  over  6'35.000.  Had  this  tire  oecurj-ed  in 
the  night  time,  from  its  rapidity  and  viok-nee,  a  loss  of  life  could  have  scarcely  been  avoided. 
An  inti-n'ectual  suit  was  in-^tifated  against  tlu'  steamboat  eon-iX)any.  Ou  sevei'al  other  oecasions 
tlie  viUagc  lias  suH'ei  eu  severely  by  fires."' 

Col.  AValtei"  B.  Cam})  has  kindly  famished  the  follovying  regarding  the  hres 
of  Hiorc  recent  occurrence. 

Sackets  Harbor  has  been  singularly  unfortunate  with  its  fires,  commenc- 
ing in  particular  with  that  of  August  21,  1843,  to  which  reference  has  been 
made — many  of  them  so  serious  and  unaccountable  in  their  origin  as  to 
bring  at  last  a  degree  of  discouragement  to  its  inhabitants,  who  question  hov/ 
far  they  can  be  justified  in  restoring  the  present  burnt  district.  After  that 
destructive  one  oi  1S43  better  and  more  modern  buildings  rapidly  took  the 
place  of  those  destroyed.  Tlie  same  conditions  do  not  now  exist.  Then  an 
extensive  commerce  was  carried  on,  being  a  port  of  export  and  import  for 
several  counties,  and  from  which  sailed  a  fine  fleet  of  vessels,  owned  by  en- 
terprising merchants.  This  source  of  accumulative  wealth  has  disappeared 
iYoni  the  lakes. 

In  the  fall  of  1851  the  Ontario  House  barns,  on  Broad  street,  took  fire  from 
some  unknov/n  cause.  The  fire  extended  to  IMain  street,  anei  five  stores  and 
dwelling  houses  vrere  soon  in  flames.  Before  the  sixth  was  readied  a  very 
hea\y-timbered  two-story  building  (and  one  in  which  printing  presses  of  va- 
ried newspapers  had  been  established  for  years)  was  torn  down  by  the  heroic 
etlorts  of  the  foresighted  and  resolute  inhabitants.  Hook  and  axes  de- 
molished it  in  a  few  m.inutes.  Tlie  feat  was  heralded  as  something  almost 
incredible. 

Six  weeks  afterwards  Buck  «t  Burt's  dry  goods  and  hardware  establish- 
merJ.on  Main  street,  took  fire  in  like  nianner,  and  was  consutTied  v/ith  nearly 
half  the  square.  Each  one  of  these  conflagrations  brought  clouds  filled  v/itri 
snow,  by  the  vacuum  produced,  from  distant  hills  that  held  the  currents  run- 
ning eastward  from  the  lakes.  About  1854  a  dvv^elling  house  of  Captain 
Tuttle.  on  Main  street,  nearly  opposite  the  navy  yard,  burned  down  ;  the 
only  point  of  mterest  remembered  is,  that  buildings  each  side,  one  only  four 
or  five  feet  away,  had  ice  formed  upon  the*  exposed  sides  from  the  intense 
cold  prevailing. 

Lane's  dry  goods  stock  v/as  badly  damaged  by  some  cause  unknown — 
supposed  by  the  bursting  of  a  lamp.  Being  in  a  block,  and  adjoining  Eve- 
leigh's  Hotel,  much  solicitude  was  felt  for  the  result. 

"  Gladwin's  brick  "  a  little  later  v/as  o'^cupied  by  some  Hebrew  clothing 
merchants.  They  were  compci'ed  to  escaj^e  fror;i  th.-ir  sleeping  (piarters 
from  th.c  heat  among  their  goods.  A  gallant  fiaju  v>'ith  th-is  no  doubt  in- 
cendiary fire  co'.ifined  it  to  the  store  apartment. 
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\v.uc  11,  1SS3,  Clark  &  Robbins's  grain  warehouse,  filled  with  grain,  was 
iliscovcroJ  on  fire  at  3  o'clock  a.  m.  This  valuable  and  useful  storehouse 
was  fired  by  the  hend,  no  doubt,  who  delights  in  flames  and  destruction.  Can 
it  be  lliat  in  quiet  villages  that  a  nihilistic  spirit  iias  found  growtti  with  mal- 
ice and  hatred  toward  enterprising  neighbors,  such  as  is  exlubited  in  popu- 
lous cities  ? 

January  3,  1 8S6,  a  disastrous  fire  was  well  under  way  in  the  unoccupied 
annex  to  Gladwin's  brick  building,  on  Main  street,  when  discovered.  For- 
merly it  faced  on  Main  street,  and  here  Mr.  George  Camp  started  the  Sai:/c- 
(-fs  Harbor  Gazcite,  in  March,  1S17.  Stokes's  hardware  store  and  dwelling 
and  Robbins's  block,  corner  of  Ogden  and  Main  streets,  v/ith  ] -ane's  dry 
goods  below,  ollices  and  Ontario  Hall  above  were  burned,  with  Gladwin's,, 
northerl}'^  Dennison's  malt-house,  and  McEvoy's  grocery  and  provision  store. 
With  the  ai-:!  of  the  12th  ReginK'nt  cornnTarid  at  Madison  Barracks  working 
the  brake  engine  a  wood  t\AO-story  building  was  saved  intact,  though  only 
I S  inches  from  the  malt-house,  and  exposed  to  six  v/indow  openings  in  its 
walls,  from  which  came  an  intense  heai. 

May  29,  1 886,  the  historic  warehouse  built  by  the  United  States  navy  dur- 
ing the  War  of  1S12,  as  a  storehouse  for  its  tleet,  was  burned.  It  had  served 
many  purposes  in  civil  life — a  bethel  house  for  seamen,  1S2S  ;  "  Knicker- 
bocker bowling  alley"  and  sail  loft;  Hooker  &  Hopkins,  forwarding  mer- 
chiants;  steam  fiouring-mill  ;  again,  v;arehouse  and  sail  loft,  whicli  last  was 
converted  into  a  skating  rink.  At  the  date  mentioned  Mr.  Eveleigh  per- 
mitted an  embryo  band  to  practice  in  it  evenings.  During  the  night  it 
l>urned,  no  doubt  by  carelessness  on  the  ]3art  of  the  band.  In  March,  1SS8, 
Mr.  Horace  Payne's  store  and  fine  dwelling  house  on  Main  street  were  de- 
stroyed. Fire  started  in  the  store  part,  occupied  by  I\Ir.  Jones,  soon  after 
closing  Inisiness  at  night.  Here  was  another  well  coiUested  battle  with  the 
fiery  element,  this  time  aided  by  the  i  ith  United  States  Infantry  at  the  brakes. 
A  two-story  dwelling,  only  two  feet  away,  was  saved  with  n.o  damage  to  it 
whatever. 

'j'he  last  and  most  severe  fire  since  1843  occurred  August  ii,  1889,  begin- 
ning in  tlie  Roulton  store  adjoining  the  malt-house  v/alls,  where  the  fire  of  Jan- 
uary, 1886,  was  slopped.  The  building  was  up.occupied,  and  its  burning  is 
plainly  considered  by  the  inhabitants  of  incendiary  origin.  That  and  McEvoy's 
grocery  and  provision  store  north  of  Railroad  street,  north,  Conlin's  grocery 
and  provision  store,  Hastmg's  saloon,  Clark  <S>:  Bowe's  fish -house  and  ofhce, 
railroad  passenger  and  ticket  office,  telegraph  and  telephone  offices  on  Main 
street,  Ira  Rowlson's  clothing  store  and  dwelling,  M.  Jeffre}-'s  store,  dwelling, 
and  boat-house,  A.  J.  Drake's  feed  store  and  dwelling.  Maddigan's  saloon 
and  dwelling,  Hemrius's  (NTcCxuire  block)  saloon  and  dwelling,  Eveleigh's 
stone  stores. --i'laidware  and  meat  market, — with  extensive  warch.cuse  con  - 
taining grain  and  deposited  valuables;  crossing  Ray  street  slip:  Hooker  & 
Crane's  store  and  v.-arehouse  of  1S12,  custom-house,  market  house,  and  town- 
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hall — all  uere  burned.  Mi.  Eveleigh  had  been  ia  possession  of  the  navy- 
warehouse,  custom-house,  and  Hooker  iSc  Crane's  builduig  some  years.  They 
faced  the  market  and  Town  Hall  square.  About  these  historic  buildings  are 
clusteied  associations  that  have  found  echo  in  many  a  wanderer  from  the 
parent  hearth.  Scenes  of  civic  and  national  character  enacted  about  them 
have  stirred  their  manly  hearts  to  deeds  of  devotion  and  love  for  country,  in 
whatever  clime  they  have  taken  up  their  abode. 

An  incendiary  effort  was  made  to  burn  Mr.  Eveleigh's  hotel  some  years 
since.  PTad  it  been  accomplished  the  village  would  have  been  annihilated. 
Fire  was  seen  by  the  Masons,  on  leaving  their  lodge,  breaking  out  from  the 
attic.  By  their  activity  in  getting  the  hose  into  the  building,  and  a  stream 
-directly  upon  the  lire,  the  calamity  was  averted.  The  v/ind  was  blowing  a 
gale  ip.  a  direction  to  have  soon  made  any  efforts  perfectly  futile.  Some  one 
had  saturated  the  rafters  v;ith  kerosene,  leaving  a  partly-filled  bottle  unused, 
which  remained  to  ''point  a  moral  and  adorn  a  tale." 

The  recent  purchase  of  a  steam  engine  may  give  a  feeling  of  more  security, 
but  the  fiend  who  delights  in  flames  and  destruction  can  find  opportunities 
enough  to  gratify  his  hellish  propensities. 

MILITARY. 

The  first  record  we  find  of  any  materials  of  v;ar  "  being  necessary  at 
Sackets  Harbor  was  in  1808-09^  when  Capt.  William  P.  Bennett,  with  a  j)art 
of  a  company  of  artillery,  and  Lieutenant  Cross,  with  a  few  infantry,  v.cre 
stationed  here  to  enforce  the  embargo  of  1808,  On  the  ist  of  June,  1S12, 
President  Madison  sent  a  message  to  Congress  on  the  subject  of  the  aggres- 
sions of  Great  Britain,  v>'-hich  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Re- 
lations in  the  House  of  jvcprcsentativcs,  who,  on  June  3,  reported  a  mani- 
festo as  the  basis  of  a  declaration  of  vvar.  The  House  adopted  the  measure 
by  a  vote  of  79  to  49,  and  the  Senate  by  a  vote  of  19  to  13  ;  and  on  June  18, 
181 2,  the  President  signed  the  act  declaring  war. 

At  this  time  the  United  States  possessed  almost  no  means  of  defense  on 
the  frontier.  Sackets  Harbor  was  the  most  important  point  on  Lake  Onta- 
rio. It  was  the  headciuarters  of  the  northern  division  of  the  American  fieet, 
and  here  were  fitted  out  the  expeditions  against  Toronto  (then  York),  Fort 
George,  etc.,  and  tlie  unfortunate  enterprise  under  General  Wilkinson  in  trie 
fall  of  I  Si  3.  It  was  twice  attacked  by  the  British,  who  v/ere  repulsed,  the 
last  time  (known  to  history  as  tlie  battle  of  Sackets  Harbor)  with  a  loss  of 
150  men.  The  first  attack  on  tliis  village,  which  was  also  the  first  battle  of 
the  v,'ar,  was  on  a  vSunday  morning  on  the  19th  of  July,  181  2.  Captain  Wool- 
sey,  who  had  commanri  of  tiie  brig  Oachfa,  which  was  stationed  heie,  sighted 
from  his  mast-head  a  Br'tisii  ileet  of  five  vc:  v's  (c.'.rrying  an  aggregate  of  80 
guns)  bearing  tov/ards  the  iLirbor.  Col.  Chrisio-pher  \\  i^eUiiigcr  was  sta- 
tioned here  with  a  body  of  drafted  three-months'  militia  to  enforce  the  em- 
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h:ifi''>.  Cavitain  Elisha  Cauip,  ihe  then  principal  personage  here,  foreseeing 
tuv  djiv^iir  of  invasion  from  the  British  in  Canada,  had  formed  an  artillery 
i-v}a)p;i!U  and  offered  their  services  to  General  Brown.  A  thirty- two- pounder 
;'un,  which  had  been  intended  for  the  armament  of  the  Oneida,  but  which 
proved  too  larj;;e  for  that  vessel,  and  which  had  long  been  lying  in  the  mud 
i:rMr  I'v  and  was  named  the  Old  Sow*  had  been  placed  in  Fort  Tompkins. 

uf  less  degree,  taken  from  the  brig,  v/ere  planted  here  and  there,  and 
With  the  Oricida,  stationed  in  the  harbor  with  her  broadside  of  nine  guns  to 
th::  appioaching  fleet,  constituted  all  the  organized  force  in  readiness  for  the 
])r;i;jer  rece{>tion  of  the  hostile  Sunday  morning  callers.  The  British  ex- 
! -cried  little  or  no  resistance,  and  threatened  to  burn  the  town  if  a  shot  v/ere 
fired.  The  first  shot  from  the  thirty-two-pounder  called  fortli  shouts  of 
derision  from  the  British  m.arines.  William  Vaughan  woikedtlie  gun  on  this 
/^c.Msion,  and  as  the  government  failed  to  provide  thirty-two  pound  balls,  he 
^,'.','1  lii'^  compliments  with  twenty-four-pound  balls  v  rapped  in  strips  of  car- 
p,.-t  torn  from  the  floors  of  their  hoines  by  the  patriotic  women  of  the  village- • 
Lossing's  Empire  Sfafe  relates  the  following  incident  of  this  battle: —

j'i.iVL-d  * \ank»:e  ]>oodle'  in  the  liveliest  maunt  r,  and  tiu-  sohUcrs  and  citizru.-i  dieered  tlie 
i<  treating  enejuy  in  their  departure."' 

And  thus  ended  the  first  regular  battle  of  the  War  of  1812,  in  which,  it  has 
been  facetiously  said,  the  British  "  broke  nothing  but  the  Sabbatl;."

•httertnl  political  parties  to  celebrate  their  victories. 
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Soon  after  the  successful  descent  upon  York,  described  in  the  County 
Chapter  of  tb.is  work,  in  wliich  the  commander  of  the  expedition,  Crcncral 
Pike,  svcis  killed  by  the  explosion  of  a  magazine,  the  enemy,  kno\vin<f  that 
Sackets  Harbor  had  been  weakened  by  the  withdrawal  of  a  large  portion  of 
Chauncey's  squadron  with  the  land  troops  to  Niagara,  resolved  to  attem])t 
the  capture  of  the  post.  May  27,  1813,  the  commander  of  the  British  squad- 
ron. Sir  James  Veo,  sailed  from  Kingston  with  six  armed  vessels  and  40 
batteaux,  carrying  more  than  a  thousand  land  troops,  the  w^hole  armament 
under  the  command  of  Sir  George  Prevost,  the  governor-general.  At  this 
time  Fort  Tompkins  was  manned  by  about  200  dismounted  dragoons,  under 
Col.  Backus,  a  detachment  of  40  or  50  artillerists,  vmder  Lieutenant  Ketchum, 
and  a  few  infantry  invalids  and  recruits.  Brigadier-Genera!  Brown,  who  Vs^as 
at  his  home  in  Brov/nville,  had  been  ordered  by  General  Dearborn  to  assume 
command  of  the  pnst,  but  out  of  consideration  fo]  Col.  Backus  he  liad  not  yet 
done  so. 

On  Friday,  May  2S,  in  the  morning,  the  sclioonei-  Za^/v  of  fhc  lAike,  that 
had  been  cruising  in  the  vicinity,  came  in  and  repoiled  that  the  enemy  was 
approaching  with  a  formidable  fleet.  Col.  Backus  at  once  dispatched  an 
express  to  General  Brown,  who  immediately  repaired  to  the  place  and 
assumed  command.  Signal  gunr;  were  tired  and  messengers  sent  in  all  direc- 
tions to  rally  the  neighboring  militia,  and  especially  to  hasten  the  arrival  of 
Col.  Tuttle,  w  ho  v/as  advancing  with  several  hundred  regulars.  The  militia 
on  their  arrival  uere  sent  to  Horse  Island,  about  a  mile  distant  frorii  the  vil- 
lage, where  it  was  supposed  the  invaders  would  first  attempt  to  land.  No 
landing  was  attem{/ued  on  the  2Sth,  Sir  George,  who  was  a  timid  uian,  being 
alarmed  by  the  appearance  of  a  fleet  of  barges  fro.m  Oswego,  bearing  part 
of  a  regim.ent  oi'  infantry  under  Col.  Aspinwall  to  reinforce  the  garrison  at 
the  Harbor.  Seven  of  these  barges  got  safelv  into  port,  and  12  were 
taken  by  the  enemy  after  their  crews  had  deserted  them  and  fled  to  the 
v/oods,  arriving  at  their  destination  about  nine  c''dock  that  evening. 

After  Sir  George  had  slept  and  infused  courage  from  the  capture  of  the 
barges,  on  the  n^orning  of  the  29th  he  landed  a  considerable  force,  with 
artillery,  upon  Horse  Island.  During  the  night  about  40  Indians,  under 
Lieut.  Anderson,  had  landed  on  the  main  land  in  Henderson  Bay,  with  a 
view  of  attacking  the  rear  of  the  militia.  The  American  militia  were  called 
from  the  island  and  yjlaced  behind  a  gravel-ridge  on  the  main  land.  The}' 
were  "  about  6co  in  number,  fresh  from  their  homes,  and  v/ithout  discipline, 
experience,  or  organizatioi],  and  although  not  wanting  in  courage  or  patriot- 
ism, yet  lacked  that  assurance  v;hich  an  acquaintance  v/ith  military  affairs 
alone  can  confer.  These,  with  about  300  regular.s  and  100  of  Aspinv/all's 
]jarty,  com[>rised  the  force  by  v.'hich  tlie  enemy  wore  to  be  opposed."  * 

"  TliC  night  v,-as  spent  by  General  Brown,  in  ni.-.king  disjiosition  for  the 
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.ittack.  Coionel  IsliWs,  with  about  400  militia,  was  stationed  with  a  six- 
|K)iinder  near  tiie  shore  opposite  the  island,  vvith  orders  to  reserve  their  fire 
until  the  enemy  should  a-pproach  within  pistol  shot.  Colonel  Greshom  Tut- 
tlc,  with  the  remainder  of  the  militia,  was  posted  in  the  edge  of  the  woods 
back  of  the  clearing,  and  Colonel  Backus,  with  his  dismounted  dragoons,  was 
stationed  in  the  skirt  of  the  woods  near  the  village,  v/ith  orders  to  advance 
through  the  woods  to  Horse  Island  the  moment  it  v/as  known  that  the  enemy 
had  landed.  Colonel  Aspinwall,  with  his  men,  was  posted  to  the  left  of 
Backus  ;  and  the  artillerists,  under  Lieutenant  Ketchiim,  were  stationed  in  Fort 
Tompkins  with  no  other  armament  than  a  thirty-two-pounder  njounted  on  a 
j)ivot.  The  militia  on  the  shore  vvere  directed  that,  in  case  of  being  driven  from 
their  position,  they  should  fall  back  into  the  woods  and  annoy  the  right  flank 
of  the  enemy  as  he  advanced  towards  the  village.  Col.  Tuttle  was  directed, 
in  tlie  same  evcul,  to  attack  their  rear  and  destroy  their  boats, 

"  The  morniiig  of  the  29th  dawned  beautifully  clear  and  cahn.  Not  a 
breath  of  air  rufded  the  placi-.i  surface  of  the  lake,  *  *  *  The  calm  pre- 
vented the  enemy  from  bringing  their  vessels  to  cooperate  in  the  attack,  and 
was  one  of  the  causes  that  influenced  their  subsequent  retreat.  As  soon  as 
it  v/as  light  the  enemy  were  seen  approaching  in  33  large  boats,  under  cover 
of  gun-boats,  directing  their  course  to  the  outside  of  the  island,  v,'here  they 
landed  and  formed  without  opposition  :  but  in  crossing  the  bar  that  connected 
it  with  the  main  land  they  encountered  a  galling  fire,  and  lost  several  in  killed 
and  v/ounded,  v/hich  they  subsequently  carried  olT.  As  the  landing  was  being 
effected  the  heavy  gun  in  Fort  Tompkins  v/as  brought  to  bear  with  consider- 
able effect  upon  the  enemy's  column. 

"  The  fire  of  the  militia  v/as  at  first  well  directed  and  deadly,  and  was 
answered  by  discharges  of  musketry,  and  by  two  small  cannon  loaded  with 
grape  shot  ;  but  Colonel  I\Iills,  who  v/as  stationed  a  short  distance  towards 
the  village,  with  his  cannon,  fell  early  in  the  engagement,  and  his  der;th,  v/ith 
the  unaccustomed  whistling  of  balls  that  cut  down  the  branches  of  trees 
around  them,  struck  with  terror  the  inexperienced  militia,  and  v/ichout  v/ait- 
iug  to  return  the  fire  or  recover  from  the  panic  they  turned  and  fied  towaids 
the  town  in  the  greatest  confusion.  This  retreat  was  not  entirely  general. 
Capt.  Samuel  McNitt,  who  had  been  stationed  with  his  company  on  the 
extreme  left  of  the  llanking  party  of  the  militia,  not  noticing  the  movements 
ot  liis  comrades,  continued  his  firing  after  some  mom.ents  longer,  and  before 
he  v/as  aware  lie  found  himself  and  his  party  alone,  and  in  danger  of  being 
cut  off  by  the  enemy.  General  Brown,  finding  himself  nearly  alone,  with  no 
support  but  his  company,  retired  toward  the  village,  directing  those  that 
could  be  rallied  to  annoy  the  advancing  column  of  the  enemy  as  much  as 
possible.  The  enemy,  having  g^ii.-icd  the  be;:ch  and  dispersed"  the  nnhtia, 
'Ornied  in  good  order  and  marciied  toward  the  t.iv.-n.. 

"  I'hey  were  soon  met  by  the  troupes  of  Colonel  Backus,  who  had  advanced 
to  dispute  their  {iiogrcss,  and  who  gallantly  encountered  and  returned  their 
3. 1  * 
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fire,  retiring  slov>'iy  before  them  through  tiie  half-cleared  woods.  Geneiai 
Brown  had  siu'^ceeded  in  rall)ing  about  a  hundred  militia,  with  the  aid  of 
Caleb  Westcott,  a  citizen,  and  other?,  and  had  joined  the  detachment  of 
Backus;  but  at  this  juncture,  happening  to  look  towards  the  ship  yard,  he  was 
surprised  to  see  huge  volumes  of  smoke  issuing  fronj  the  storehouses  that  con- 
tained the  spoils  of  York.  Not  knowing  but  that  the  enemy  might  have 
gained  his  rear,  he  hastened  to  the  spot  and  ascertained  that  the  disastrous 
panic  of  the  militia  had  been  communicated  to  those  in  charge,  and  a  report 
had  reached  Lieutenant  Chauncey,  of  the  navy,  that  all  was  lost,  and  upon 
the  faith  of  this  rumor  he  had  given  orders  to  fne  the  buildings,  an  act  which 
the  most  extreme  and  desperate  issue  of  affairs  alone  could  justify.  Learn- 
ing the  cause  of  the  contlagration,  and  somewhat  relieved  by  the  knowledge 
that  the  enemy  were  still  on  but  one  side,  he  returned,. giving  directions  to 
Lieut,  Ketchum,  in  Fort  Tompkins,  to  maintain  that  [)0st  as  long  as  the 
heat  of  the  flames  would  permit.  The  regulars  of  Col.  Backus  felt  their 
courage  renewed  upon  learning  the  nature  of  tiic  accident  that  had  given  a 
natural  alarm,  and  continued  steadily  to  oppoi;e  the  advance  of  the  enemy, 
who  liad  now  gained  the  clearing  next  the  village.  Very  soon  after,  Col. 
Backus  fell,  mortally  wounded,  and  was  borne  off  the  field  ;  his  troops  taking- 
possession  of  some  log  barracks,  and  continuing  their  resistance. 

"The  enem.yliad  throughout  evinced  great  courage  and  coolness,  and  were 
under  the  immediate  command  of  Captain  Gray,  of  the  quartermaster-gen- 
eral's department,  who  was  advancing  in  front  of  the  ranks,  and  v/alking 
backwards,  v/aving  his  sword  for  his  troops  10  follow,  and  shouting,  '  Come  on, 
boys;  the  day  is  ours!  Remember  York!'  when  lie  suddenly  fell,  wounded, 
and  immediately  expired. 

At  this  n.ioment  the  signal  for  retreat  was  given  from  the  licet,  and  the 
eneniy  hastily  retreated  to  tlieir  boais.  Hiis  retreat  is  said  to  ha\e  been  in 
part  caused  by  hearing  a  re[)ort  of  sniall  arms  on  the  right,  from  the  rallied 
militia,  but  which  the  enemy  rni^-'riok  for  a  reinforcement  of  450  regulars, 
v/hichi  tliey  had  learned  was  advancing  under  Colonel  Tuttle,  and  was  then 
within  a  mile  of  the  place.  Their  arrival  would  at  once  put  an  end  to  the 
contest  by  giving  us  the  advantage  of  numbers.  The  enem)' on  their  retreat 
removed  a  part  of  their  wounded,  and,  having  recitibHrked,  they,  at  about  10 
o'clock,  sent  a  flag  demanding  a  surrender  of  the.  [jlace  which  thr)'  had  been 
unable  to  capture,  and  were  of  course  refused.  They,  h.owever,  were  ])rom- 
ised  that  decent  attei;ition  shoukl  be  paid  to  tlie  dead  and  humane  treatment 
to  the  wounded.  IT.ey  shortly  after  sent  another  Hag  requesting  to  send 
surgeons  to  their  wounded,  which  was  denied,  as  tliey  seenied  not  to  have 
abandoned  the  attack,  and  were  laying  by  in  their  barges;  but  shortly  after 
they  put  off  to  the  lleet^  v.'hich  layabout  i"ive  niiles  frum  the  town,  and  made 
sail  for  K.inc;ston.  Both  Sir  George  Prevost  ancl  Sir  James  Veo  are  said  to 
have  landed  during  the  engagement. 

The  loss  of  the  British  was  150  killed  and  wounded  ;  25  of  tiicir  privates^ 
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were  found  dead,  two  captains  and  20  privates  were  wounded,  and,  including 
iP.e  wounded,  two  captains,  one  ensign, ?.nd  32  privates  were  taken  prisoners. 
Our  loss  was  150  killed,  wounded,  and  missing.  The  enemy  took  a  few 
prisoners,  and  one  man  was  found  in  the  woods  killed  and  scalped  by  the 
Indians. 

"  The  flames  of  the  burning  stores  were  subdued  as  quickly  as  possible, 
but  not  till  they  had  consumed  half  a  million  of  dollars'  worth  of  property. 
The  ship  /VXr,  then  on  the  stocks,  was  saved.  The  prize  schooner,  the 
Duke  of  Gloucester,  was  saved  by  Lieutenant  Talman,  of  the  army,  who 
boarded  it,  extinguishing  the  hre,  and  brought  her  from  under  the  flames  of 
the  storehouses.  This  heroic  conduct  will  be  appreciated  when  it  is  known 
that  a  large  quantity  of  guiipoivder  was  on  board.  The  schooners  Fair 
America  and  Pert  cut  their  cables  and  retreated  up  the  river,  and  several  of 
the  guns  on  NcTvv  Point  v/ere  spiked.  Had  it  not  been  for  this  disastrous 
nii^take  our  success  would  have  been  complete.  Colonel  Backus  survived 
eight  days,  and  hopes  of  his  recovery  v.'ere  entertained,  but  mortification 
supervened." — Hough's  History  of  Jeffersoii  County. 

During  the  exciting  times  of  the  war  about  a  dozen  njilitary  executions 
took  place  here  for  repeated  desertion,  v/ith  the  effect  of  increasing  the  evil 
and  gaining  for  the  malefactors  the  sympathy  of  their  comrades  and  of  civil- 
ians. Many  of  the  cases  were  of  young  men  from  N'ev/  England,  who  left 
sisters,  mothers,  and  sweethearts,  and  enlisted  in  the  heat  of  political  excite- 
ment and  found  themselves,  after  the  romance  of  war  had  faded,  subjected 
to  severe  hardships  and  severer  discipline,  even  cruelty,  ill  clad,  ill  fed,  and 
sometimes  without  shelter.  Perhaps  some  should  have  suffered  the  penalty; 
but  the  majority  of  them  should  have  been  forgiven  and  treated  with  con- 
sideration and  charity.  These  executions  generally  took  ])lace  in  tlie  rear  of 
the  village,  where  the  graves  were  dug.  "The  brutality  of  officers  was  in 
some  cases  excessive  ;  the  most  extreme  cases  of  corporeal  punishment  being 
inflicted  from  tlic  slightest  causes,  or  from  mere  caprice;  and  such  was  some- 
times the  bitterness  of  men  towards  officers  that  in  one  case  it  is  said  a  capt- 
ain durst  not  lead  his  company  in  an  action  for  fear  of  being  shot  by  his 
own  men." 

The  shedding  of  blood  was  r^ot  all  done  in  batlie.  Public  opinion  was  not 
then  so  pronounced  against  dueling  as  now,  and  the  several  duels  that  were 
fought  here  attracted  little  attention.  On  June  13,  iSiS,  one  was  fought  with 
muskets,  near  Madison  Barracks,  by  two  corporals  of  the  2d  Rcgt.  U.  S. 
Inf.,  wliich  resulted  in  the  isistant  death  of  one  of  the  participants. 

Soon  after  the  battle  of  May,  a  breast-work  of  logs  and  earth  was 

built  along  the  water-front  of  the  villai^e,  one  end  touching  the  bay  about 
half  way  'oelweei^  the  harbor  and  Horse  IskTid,  ?s\A  the  other  ?X  the  site  of 
Madison  Barracks  ;  but  no  opportunity  was  c.'er  aiiorded  for  testing  these 
defenses,  as  Sachets  Harbor  was  never  again  attacked. 
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Madison  Bamn-ks. — After  "  grim  visag'd  war  had  smooth'd  his  wrinkled 
front"  the  governQient,  recognizing  the  importance  of  Sackets  Harbor  as  a 
iniHtary  post,  in  1816-19  erected  Madison  Barracks  at  a  cost  of  about 
$85,000.*  Regarding  the  history  of  this  interesting  military  reservation  no 
better  authority  is  desired  than  the  Medical  History  of  the  Post,  a  fmely  exe- 
cuted document  in  the  possession  of  the  surgeon  in  charge  (to  whom  the 
writer  is  indebted  for  favors),  from  wdiich  we  quote  : — - 

Excepting  a  short  distance  in  front  of  the  parade,  the  land  overlooks  the 
water  by  a  perpendicular  bluff  of  limestone.  Originally  a  deep  valley  hlled 
with  cedars  occupied  a  portion  of  the  parade.  This  was  filled,  and  the 
rough  place  in  front  was  sloped  off,  and  the  boundary  of  the  parade  towards 
the  water  was  secured  by  a  stone  wall,  brought  up  as  higli  as  the  plane  of  the 
parade,  the  surface  of  which  was  allowed  to  slope  gently  from  the  ofricers, 
quarters  towards  the  water.  The  reservation  contains  39]-  acres,  purchased 
in  parcels  at  different  dates  as  required,  from  July  i,  181 3,  to  iMarch  28,  1817. 
Tlie  reservation  is  in  the  form  of  an  irregular  four-sided  figure,  with  gates  for 
footmen  nnd  vehicles  on  the  southern  and  southwestern  sides.  About  a  third 
of  the  water-front  is  occupied  by  Fort  Pike,  an  ordinary  earth  breast-work 
and  water-battery,  erected  in  1812." 

The  principal  buildings  on  the  reservation  are  the  officers'  and  men's 
quarters^  guard-house,  hospital,  the  quartermaster's  and  commissary's  store- 
houses, whicli  are  constructed  of  stone,  and  the  administraton  building,  ice- 
house, etc.,  which  are  of  wood.  The  officers'  quarters  consist  of  two  rows 
of  buildings  (one  part  being  now  in  course  of  construction)^  each  217  by  33 
feet.  The  men's  quarters  are  also  two  rows  of  buildings,  one  on  each  side 
of  the  parade,  running  northwest,  at  right  angles  to  the  ofiicers'  quarters. 
Each  row  is  452  feet  long,  23  feet  v*'ide,  and  two  stories  high.  The  hospital 
is  at  tlie  northwestern  limit  of  the  reservation,  about  50  feet  from  the  water. 
This  building,  which  is  nearly  square,  with  wings  on  the  north  and  south,  has 
recently  been  subjected  to  a  thorough  renovation  and  extensive  repairs.  The 
cemetery,  which  comprises  about  three  acres,  will  be  mentioned  later.  Con- 
tinuing to  quote  from  the  Medical  History : — 

"The  plan  of  the  buildings  was  drawn  by  William  Smith.  Great  irregu- 
larity seems  to  have  been  p^racticed  in  the  expenditure  of  public  funds  dur- 
ing the  construction  of  this  place,  by  the  issue  of  due-bills  for  labor,  which 
for  a  long  time  had  but  little  value,  and  in  consequence  great  fraud  was  put 
upon  some  of  the  contractors,!  which  was  in  some  measure  remedied  by  an 
act  of  Congress,  passed  in  1S36,  'for  the  relief  of  Jesse  Smith  and  others. ' 
'*    *    *    In  the  fall  of  t8i6  the  men's  quarters  were  so  far  completed

\  'I  r;i:i-vjn-.  y  v.i.'rk  v/as  doriC  raider  contract  by  Orrwi  i\  cs,  aiui  tuc  carpenter  woik  by 
Jo.-:c[)h  Kiiubull,  Plulo  jolm-on,  and  Chauncey  Caihoun.  The  giadiUj^'  of  the  site  was 
done  by  the  2d  U.  S.  Inf. 
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that  five  companies  of  the  2d  InfanUy  moved  into  thcrn  from  Navy  Point, 
though  as  yet  some  of  the  floors  and  porticoes  were  unfinished.  Near  the 
top  of  the  side  of  tlie  oflicers'  quarlers,  facing  the  sally-port,  on  each  side  are 
tablets  of  slone,  inscribed  on  the  eastern  side  with  'Commenced  August  i, 
1S16;  completed  October,  1819';  on  the  western  side,  *  Erected  by  the 
2d  Infantry.' 

Tiie  2d  U.  S.  Infantry.*  whose  history  for  23  years  after  the  close  of  the 
war  with  Great  Britain  is  inseparable  from  that  of  Madison  Barracks,  was  re- 
organized and  filled  up  in  1815  at  this  place  from  volunteers,  citizens,  quar- 
termaster's employees,  etc.,  that  vv-ere  mustered  out  of  service  at  the  cessation 
of  liostilities.  The  addition  of  these  new  elements  to  the  regiment  required 
the  utmost  rigor  of  discipline  on  the  part  of  the  officers  to  prevent  outbreaks 
of  intemperance,  violence,  and.  the  dissolute  habits  that  liad  been  learned  in 
the  camps  hereabout  during  the  war.  The  moral  tone  of  all  classes  along  the 
northern  frontier  appears  to  have  been  much  shaken  by  the  war  about  this 
time,  and  among  tlie  officers  difficulties  often  arose  from  slight  causes,  and 
quite  a  number  of  duels  are  reported  as  having  been  fought  among  them  at 
this  place,  during  the  war  and  soon  afterwards.  The  first  one  that  comes 
within  the  scope  of  this  narrative  v,-as  fought  between  Dr.  Burr,  U.  S.  A., 
and  a  Lieutenant  Smith,  2d  Infantry.  Both  parties  v/ere  slightly  wounded, 
and  Smith  was  aftersvards  hung  in  Philadelphia  for  killing  Carson,  captain  of 
an  East  Indian  vessel.  While  the  malign  effects  of  the  war  upon  the  habits 
and  morals  of  both  soldiers  and  citizens  v/ere  seen  in  tlie  prevalence  of  intem- 
perance and  other  irregularities,  a  counter  itifiucnce  soon  sprung  into  action 
among  tlje  oftlcers  of  th.e  2d  Infantry,  for  about  this  period  they  took  the  first 
ste])s  toward  reestablishing  religious  services  and  for  restoring  public  order^ 
then  so  much  needed  in  tins  community.  Tliis  regiment  afterwards,  in  the 
westein  country,  v.-as  familiarly  knowri  as  the  '  praying  regiment.' 

The  first  commanding  officer  of  Madison  Barracks  was  Colonel  Hugh 
Brady,  2d  V).  S.  Infantry,  who,  as  mentioned  above,  moved  into  this  place, 
with  five  companies  of  his  regiment,  in  the  fall  of  1S16.  Erom  this  date  to 
1033  no  records  concerning  the  place  can  be  found.  There  is  a  report,  how- 
ever, that  from  1S16  to  1S21  an  artillery  company,  of  which  Capt.  Milerman 
and  Lieut.  Leggett  were  officers,  occupied  Port  Pike. 

"Erom  1S16  to  April,  1S2S,  the  garrison  was  occupied  uninterruptedly  by 
the  Second  Infantry,  and  the  commandmg  officers  v/ere,  as  far  as  can  be 
learned,  as  follows: —

"  On  the  departure  of  the  troops  under  Major  Clark  the  belief  was  enter- 
tained that  there  was  but  a  remote  chance  that  the  barracks  would  be  needed 
again  as  a  military  post,  whereupon  Capt.  Alden  Partridge,  a  teacher  of 
some  note  in  a  military  school  at  Middletown,  Connecticut,  obtained  the 
consent  of  Hon.  Peter  B.  Porter,  then  Secretary  of  War,  for  the  use  of  the 
place  for  a  term  of  years  as  a  military  and  scientific  school,  which  was 
approved  by  the  President  and  afterwards  confirmed  by  a  joint  resolution  of 
Congress,  May  24,  1828;  but  nothing  further  was  done  towards  carrying 
out  the  project  beyond  announcing  the  object  to  the  citizens  in  the  vicinity. 

November  21,  1828,  the  barracks  were  again  occupied  by  two  companies 
of  the  Second  Infantry,  under  Capt.  William  Hoffman,  who  remained  till 
April  1,  1829,  when  he  was  succeeded  by 

Col.  Hugh  Brady.  2d  luftv.,  April  1  to  May  12,  1829. 
Lictit.-Col.  A.  C'lmmings,  2dLifty,,  May  12,  1829,  to  jlay  29,  1831. 
Capt.  O.  l!i;^..~0!!!,  2-1  Iiiity.,  May  20,  1831,  to  August  IG,  1831. 
Capt.  AViiliaia  lloiYuian,  2d  lufty.,  August.  16  to  Septoaiber  17,  1831. 
Licut.-Col.  A,  C'l.Uamiugs,  2a  Inity.,  September  17,  1831,  to  May  20,  1832. 

The  troops  in  the  barracks  being  required  to  take  part  in  the  Black 

Hawk  war,  the  place  was  again  left  unoccupied,  and  under  the  charge  of 

Ordnance-Sergeaiit  Gaines  till  May  19,  3834. 

"On  I\Iay  9,  1S34,  Lieut.-Col.  A.  Curamings,  with  his  adjutant,  Gallagher, 
returned  and  established  the  headquarters  of  the  Second  Infantry  at  the  bar- 
racks, where  it  remained  undisturbed  till  June,  1S37,  when  the  troubles  on 
the  northern  frontier,  familiarly  known  at  the  Fatrioi  War^  caused  the  v;ith- 
drawal  of  the  troops,  and  the  place  again  was  left  in  charge  of  Ordnance-Ser- 
geant Gaines  till  June,  183S,  when  it  was  reoccupied  by  a  detachment  o(  the 
Second  Infantry,  under  the  command  of  Lieut. -Col.  A.  Curamings.  August 
28,  183S,  Col.  W.  J.  V\'orth,  Eighth  U.  S.  Infantry,  assumed  command  of  the 
barracks,  and  con^ncnced  the  organization  of  the  Eighth  Infantry,  authorized 
by  act  of  Congress,  July  5,  183S,  and  the  detachment  under  Eieut.-Col. 
x\.  Cummings  took  its  departure  for  the  West.  This  closed  the  service  of  the 
Second  Inlantry  at  this  place." 

During  the  occupancy  of  this  post  by  Colonel  Brady  the  remains  of  most 
of  the  officers  who  had  fallen  in  the  field,  or  died  of  sickness  on  the  frontier, 
were  collected  and  buried  together,  within  the  pickets  of  Madison  Barracks. 
Over  these  sacred  and  honored  ashes  a  temporary  wooden  monument  of  pine 
boards  was  erected,  from  the  defaced  and  broken  panels  of  which  Historian 
Hough  deciphered  arid  preserved  the  following  inscriptions  : —

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in  1S39  Colonel  iMills's  reinaiiis  were  removed  to  Albo.ny,  being  escorted 
to  the  h-teanier  for  Oswego  by  the  8th  Regiment,  Colonel  Worth  in  command. 

During  the  Patriot  v. ar  the  steamer  Telegraph  was  fitted  out  at  the  bar- 
racks and  manned  with  one  company  of  the  8th  Infantry,  and  was  kept 
cruising  about  the  Thousand  Islands,  in  concert  with  a  force  of  British,  in 
search  of  Bill  Johnston,  who  led  the  party  which  burned  the  Sir  Robert  Peel 
at  Wells  Island,  on  the  night  of  May  29,  1838.  In  the  fall  the  steamer 
Oneida  joined  the  TelegrapJi  with  another  company  of  the  8th  .Infantry 
on  board,  all  under  Colonel  Vvorth,  who  laid  off  Wind-Mill  Point,  during  the 
battle  at  that  place,  November  13,  1838.  The  same  day  Colonel  Worth 
captured  several  boats,  loaded  with  supplies  for  the  patriots,  which  were  taken 
to  Sackets  Harbor  and,  with  their  cargoes,  sold  by  the  United  States  marshal. 

''About  the  time  Col.  Worth  took  command  of  the  barracks  there  was 
some  prospect  of  trouble  with  Great  Britain,  and  in  consequence  of  authority 
invested  in  hirn  be  added  the  buildings  necessary  to  complete  the  garrison, 
and  put  ail  the  others  in  gc-od  repair.  I'he  building  put  up  at  this  time  were 
the  commissary  and  quartermaster's  store-house,  and  the  hospital,  guaid- 
bouse,  and  ordnance  buildings.     The  total  outlay  was  about  $150,000."  " 

'' The  organization  of  the  Slh  Infantry  was  completed  in  1840,  and  nine 

companies  and    the   band  occupied   the    barracks.      Owing  to  excessive 

crowding  much  sickness  resulted,  and  in  the  fall  of  1839  there  were  reported 

by  Dr.  Thomas  Henderson,  U.  S.  A.,  90  cases  of  death  by  remittent  fever. 

Col.  Worth  was  followed  in  command  of  the  barracks  by  the  following  named 

officers  of  his  (Sth)  regiment  : —

"  The  Sth  Infantry  soon  after  this  last  date  was  ordered  to  Florida,  and 

Lieut.  Smith  was  relieved  by  Major  M.  M.  Payne,  of  the  2d  Artillery,  with 

two  companies  of  his  regiment.     He  remained  in  command  at  the  barracks 

from  September  22  to  October  4,  and  was  succeeded  by

"The  artillery  Vvas  relieved  by  M.ijor  J.  Plymton,  2d  Infantry,  with  three 
companies  of  his  rcrnmcnl.  Major  Plymton  assumed  ccHnUiand  June  24, 
1S42,  and  w.Ts  reiieved  iJerenibei  ,!.  iS.j.s  by  Captain  J.  J.  B.  Kingsbury,  of 
tlie  same  regiment.     Major  IMyr.iicn  ::;.;ain  took  conanand  January  30,  1845, 
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and  stayed  till  August  13,  18.1.6,  wljen  the  tioops  were  sent  to  the  Ivlexicari 
border,  and  the  barracks  left  in  charge  of  Ordriance-Sergeant  Gaines  from 
that  time  until  November  13,  1S4S.  November  13,  1S48,  the  barracks  were 
occupied  by  Major  T.  Lee,  of  the  4th  Infantry,  with  two  companies  of  his  in- 
fantry. He  was  followed  September  7,  1S49,  by  Lieut.-Col.  B.  L.  E.  Boonville, 
of  the  same  regin^ent.  After  him  the  post  commander  was  the  colonel  of  this 
regiment,  Col.  William  Whistler,  in  charge  from  June  27,  1851,  to  June  18, 
1852,  at  which  latter  date  the  post  was  left  in  charge  of  Ordnance-Sergeant 
Gaines,  and  was  so  occupied  for  nearly  nine  years,  or  until  the  breaking  out 
of  the  Rebellion  in  1861.  The  buildings  and  fences  became  badly  dilapi- 
dated, and  certain  parties  living  in  the  neighborhood  plundered  more  or  less 
of  value  from  the  premises.  While  the  94th  Regt.  Vol.  Inf.  was  quartered 
here,  with  Col.  W.  B,  Camp  in  command  of  the  barracks  by  virtue  of  his  rank 
on  the  governor's  staff,  First  Lieut.  George  Ryan,  7th  U.  S.  Infantry,  with 
Co.  B,  of  his  regimc!it.  paroled  prisoriers  from  the  Indian  country,  joined  the 
barracks  December  22,  iS6r,  h-ieut.  Ryan,  on.  his  arrival  with  his  small 
company  of  paroled,  dispirited  men,  found  themselves  quite  swallowed  up 
by  the  new  regiment  of  young,  eager,  undisciplined,  raw  recruits  under  Colo- 
nel Camp,  whose  position  as  a  nominal  officer  on  the  governor's  stafi"  in- 
vited controversy  and  trouble,  and  it  was  not  long  before  it  came,  in  the  shape 
of  a  dispute  for  the  command  of  the  post.  Lieut.  Eyan  put  the  question 
to  the  test  by  arresting  Colonel  Camip's  guard,  and  by  substituting  his  own 
instead.  Tlie  difficulty  was  settled  by  the  War  Department  confining 
Lieut.  Ryan's  autliority  to  the  limits  of  the  quartermaster's  and  commissary's 
storehouse  till  the  94th  left. 

*'  The  94th  and  Lieut,  Ryan's  Co.  (B)  of  tlie  yth.v.ere  crowded  into  the  men's 
quarters,  and  as  there  were  nearly  a  thousand  of  them,  and  the  ventilation 
Vv-as  either  bad  or  totally  v/anting,  these  causes,  combined  with  a  wrong  mode 
of  living,  produced  many  cases  of  fever  among  the  men,  attended  with  con- 
siderable mortality.  Lieut  Ryan  -vas  relieved  April  2>),  1862,  by  Capi.  R.  AL 
S'ce vendor.,  of  tlie  yth  Infantry,  also  a  paroled  prisoner  from  the  Indian 
country.  Stevenson  died  while  in  com^mand,  October  3,  1862.  In  1864, 
after  the  iS6lhN.  Y.  Vols,  (which  was  organized  at  Sackets  Harbor  for  the 
period  of  one  year)  had  left,  the  barracks  had  become  sadly  out  of  repair  by 
general  misuse,  and  Capt.  Elisha  Camp,  A.  Q.  U.  S.  A.,  v^-as  ordered  on 
from  Washington,  witli  a  force  of  skilled  carpenters,  to  put  it  in  a  good  state 
of  repair.  He  expended  some  $.13,000,  and  placed  everytliing  once  more  in 
good  sha{)e. 

"  I'>om  November  8,  1864,  to  February,  1865,  ist  Lieut.  Walter  Cliftbrd 
occupied  the  barracks  with  a  detaclirnent  of  the  i6th  U.  S.  Inf.  From 
March  5,  1865,  to  May  10,  1S65,  Ca|)t.  Lliny  Moore,  with  one  conipany  of 
froiUier  cavalry,  occupied  the  place  wiiii  llie  ah.';\  e  clelachmenl  of  the  16th 
Infantry,  and  Cajjt.  H.  ]•'.  Turrier,  v.ilii  the  same  couirnand,  held  the  ])lace 
from   May  10  to  June  25,  1865.    This  frontier  cava!;.)  was  cmplo)ed  in 
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piolecliug  the  nortliern  fronlier  from  such  raiding  parties  as  that  which  pkin- 
dcied  St,  Albans,  Vt.,  in  1S64,  and  for  watching  the  suspicious  sympathizers 
of  the  rebels  going  to  and  from  Canada.  Tlie  company  of  this  organization 
stationed  at  this  place  guarded  the  line  from  Cape  Vincent  to  Henderson  Bay. 

"From  June  20,  1865,  to  March  29,  1866,  Col.  C.  C.  Sibley,  of  the  i6th 
Infantry,  commanded  the  barracks,  then  occupied  by  portions  of  the  1st  and 
id  batallioos  of  his  regiment  and  one  company  of  the  4th  hifantry.  Lieut. - 
Col.  A.  J.  Slemmer,  of  the  latter  regiment,  and  during  the  war  in  command 
of  Fort  Pickens,  on  Santa  Rosa  Island,  near  Pensacola,  Florida,  had  charge 
01  the  post  from  March  29  to  vSeptember  29,  1S66,  being  relieved  at  the  latter 
date  by  Capt.  William  H.  Powell,  also  of  the  4lh  Infantry,  who  remained 
in  command  till  IMarcii  25,  1867.  From  June  20,  1865,  to  April  30,  1867, 
the  headquarters  of  the  i6lh  Infantry  was  eslablislied  here.'  March  25,  1867, 
the  detachments  of  the  4th  and  T6th  Infantry  were  relieved  by  2d  Lieut.  A.  C. 
Bayne,  42d  U.  S.  Infantry  (Veteran  Reserve  Corps).  Brevet  Major  Tully 
^[cCrea,  captain  of  Co.  C  of  this  regimen L,  commanded  the  post  from  April 
15  to  April  29,  1S67,  and  v/as  succeeded  by  Brevet  i\Iajor-General  J.  B. 
Mcintosh,  who  transferred  the  headquarters  of  the  regiment  from  Plattsburgh 
Barracks  to  this  place,  Vvhere  it  remained  till  April  13,  1S69,  v,'hen  the  regi- 
ment took  its  dep<arture  for  h'ort  Gibson,  C.  T.,  to  be  consolidated  with  the 
6th  U.  S.  Infantry.  Vv'hile  General  McRitosh  was  in  command  about  $25,000 
worth  of  repairs  and  painting  was  put  upon  the  barracks. 

"  The  foUowmg  of  the  42d  Regt.,  V.  R.  C,  had  command  of  the  bar- 
racks, succeeding  General  Mcintosh  : —

"On  the  latter  date  ist  Lieut.  A.  Miltemore,  ist  U.  S.  Artillery,  with  a. 
small  detachment  of  Battery  F,  arrived  at  the  post,  and  on  the  14th  Bvt. 
Lieut. -Col.  R.  C.  Duryea  arrived  with  the  remainder  of  the  battery,  and  assumed 
command,  which  he  held  until  ALay  26,  1870,  when  the  troops  were  renioved 
to  Ogdensburg.  The  next  person  to  command  was  Major  C.  L.  Best,  of  the 
ist  Artillery.  The  troops  in  garrison  during  October,  1870,  were  those  of 
Battery  F,  ist  Artillery,  and  Co.  B,  1st  U.  S.  Infantry. 

November  i,  1872,  Major  Best  left  with.  Battery  F,  and  turned  over  the 
command  to  ist  Lieut.  Jolm  L,  Worden,  Jr.,  of  Co,  B,  ist  Infantry.  Decem- 
ber 7  Battery  D,  3d  Artillery,  arrived,  and  its  captain,  John  G.  Trunibull, 
assumed  command  of  the  por^t  l^y  virtue  of  his  rank." 

Lic:i!i.-Coh,  Bvt.  Brig.-Gen.  R.  B.  .Ayres,  of  the  3d  Artiilcrv.  assumed 
conitnand  December  10,  1872.  He  is  often  mentioned  for  gallant 
services  in  the  Army  of  the   Potom;).c,    November  6,  1876,  eight  sets  of 
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ofilcers'  quarters  were  de^:>t)oycd  by  fire,  leaving  only  the  colonel's  quarters 
to  the  cart  of  sally-port.  L.ieuL.  Abbol?,  remained  when  Ayres  left,  in 
1876,  to  be  relieved  by  Evt.  Brig. -Gen.  James  Robertson,  3d  Artillery,  uho 
retired  from  the  service  in  1879.  Bvt.  Maj.  James  Kelly  was  now  in 
command,  and  during  his  administration  the  ofticers*  quarters  were  rebuilt 
in  1879-80.  Hon.  George  Bagley,  IM.  C,  was  instrviraental  in  procuring  an 
appropriation  of  $25,000  for  that  purpose,  assisted  by  friends  of  the  project. 
Maj.  and  Bvt.  Brig.-Gen.  W,  M.  Graham  relieved  Maj.  Kelly,  occupying  the 
post  till  September  12,  1882,  when  Bvt.  Maj. -Gen.  Orlando  B.  Vvillcox 
arrived  with  six  companies  of  the  12th  U.  S.  Inf.,  making  it  headquarters. 
Previous  to  their  arrival  Surgeon  Edwards,  1872-74,  and  Surgeon  H.  S.  Turrill, 
U.  S.  A.,  1879-83,  had  insisted  upon  an  entire  change  in  respect  to  sanitary 
regulations.  The  latter,  in  1879,  found  20  per  cent,  of  organic  matter  in  the 
earth  surrounding  the  quarters;  after  partial  sewerage  only  three  per  cent, 
in  three  roo;it)i?.  Diphtheria  a^d  scarlet  fever  prevailed  in  the  neighboring 
village  auu  villages,  v.-ithout  a  case  entering  the  reservation.  Gen.  Willcox, 
with  his  efficient  officers,  continued  the  improvement  by  adding  Holly's  sys- 
tem of  water-works  to  m.ore  sewerage,  and  heating  the  barracks  v/ith  furnaces. 
Gen.  Sherman  had,  since  1872,  been  opposed  to  making  any  improvements, 
looking  to  abandonment  of  the  post  entirely.  Influences  had  been  brought 
to  bear  so  as  to  change  his  opposition.  When  the  12th  arrived  he  visited 
the  post  and  became  convinced  as  to  the  desirability  of  the  location  strate- 
gically, and  for  a  post  of  rest  for  troops  long  upon  the  plains  or  in  climes 
v/here  discomforts  v/ear  both  mind  and  body.  Sheridan  ordered  the  sol- 
diers' quarteis  raised  a  story,  and  on  the  arrival  of  the  iith  Inf,  Col.  Rich- 
ard Irvin  Dodge,  rapid  and  substantial  improvements  went  on.  An  adminis- 
tration building,  104x42,  had  its  foundation  laid  in  November,  to  be  enclosed 
the  follov:ing  month,  mid  stvereand  tem.pestuous  weather.  All  tlie  executive 
offices,  wirii  library,  school-room,  and  printing  office,  are  below.  Above, 
Dodge  hall  extends  tliC  whole  length.  Tvro  stone  buildings,  a  quarter- 
master's and  commissary's  storehouses  have  been  built.  Steam  heating  has 
been  introduced  throughout  the  entire  barracks  with  complete  success.  Broad 
piazzas,  facing  the  soldiers'  quarters,  replace  tlie  old  ones.  The  hospital  has 
gone  through  changes  to  make  it  a  complete  one,  as  present  requirements 
demand;  also  a  house  for  the  hospital  steward  as  annex.  The  most  con- 
spicuous and  marked  change  has  been  the  erection  of  oihcers'  quarters  to 
the  west  of  sally-port,  in  place  of  tlie  old  set  erected  so  indifferently  in 
181C-19.  Coal  and  ice  houses,  v/ith  capacity  sufficient  for  all  needs,  walks 
and  enclosures,  and  new  driveways— all  objectionable  out-houses  removed. 
The  cemetery,  so  long  neglected,  remained  a  reproach  until  Gen.  Willcox 
gave  his  Christian  care  to  renovcLtitig  the  ground  of  briars,  disclosing  some 
historic  naines  tliat  were  called  [ohis  attention  by  an  Jnterested  citizen.  Col. 
Dodge  has  made  it  the  most  attractive  spot  in  the  reservation — an  iron  fence, 
formerly  around  Dafayettc  Park,  Washington,  was  secured  by  him,  and  now 
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encloses  tlie  grounds.  Monuments  have  been  restorec],  and  the  reflection  of 
Historian  iiough,  *'  that  some  day  a  suitable  monument  ought  to  be  erected 
over  the  resting  place  of  such  illustrious  heroes  as  Gen.  Pike,  Dix,  Backus, 
Mills,  and  others,"  has  been  accomplished.  A  sarcophagus  of  granite  has 
been  erected  to  the  memory  of  the  ten  officers  whose  names  were  copied  by 
Mr.  Iiough  in  time  to  save  the  fading  record,  and  to  the  unknown  dead  " 
to  the  number  of  1,700  who  perished  and  were  buried  in  the  locality.  Im- 
posing ceremonies  on  Decoration  day,  the  30th  of  May,  1888,  were  insti- 
tuted by  Col.  Dodge.  By  invitation  the  G.  A.  R.  organizations  of  this  and 
neighboring  posts  dedicated  the  monument  after  the  forms  of  their  order, 
with  the  whole  U.  S.  command  and  2,000  citizens  to  assist.  Col.  W.  B. 
Camp  gave  the  address. 

Col.  Dodge  has  expended  $61,000,  v.'ilh  promise  of  more  extended  outlay, 
lioping  to  make  a  full  regimental  post  of  unexception.al  importance.  Fol- 
lowing is  a  roster  of  the  iith  Regiment  : —

Tht  senior  officers  of  the  regiment  are  all  veterans,  some  having  passed 
through  the  entire  campaign  that  was  opened  by  the  memorable  shot  at 
Sumter,  and  finished  when  the  last  conllict  established  the  fact  tiiat  they  who 
had  sown  to  the  wind  reaped  the  whirlwind  in  painful  defeat  and  disaster. 
Col,  R.  1,  Dodge  macle  his  acquaintance  with  the  ciicurjistances  of  vsar  at 
Bull  Run.  His  executive  abilities  were  early  recogi^iized  by  our  government, 
and  n-:ade  available  by  appointments  to  such  important  commands  as  provost 
marshal-general  of  Maryland,  Penns3-lvan!a,  and  New  York  city.  As  an 
author  Col.  Dodge  has  the  distinguished  reputation  of  having  produced  the 
most  complete  and  j^ojiular  works  on  life  and  habits  of  the  Indians,  ami  the 
country  they  inhabit.  His  last  v/ork  iias  already  rriclied  65.000  co[we:;  from 
the  press.  i.ieut.-C!ol.  Bush,  Major  Page,  and  the  ten  captains  are  all 
veterans.    Their  individu:d  histoiies  cannot  be  given  h.ere.    Some  v;ould 
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mark  a  page  of  heroic  det;d3,  of  intense  interest,  and  exxite  our  admiratio:: 
and  gralitiide. 

A'iwa/  S^(7fi(TL—-AllcT  the  close  of  the  War  of  i8i3  a  naval  station  was 
permanently  established  at  Sackets  Harbor,  and  Lieut.  7'hornas  Browne!!, 
who  had  sailed  under  Commodore  Perry,  was  appointed  to  its  command. 
Following  Lieutenant  Brownell  in  command  came  Capt.  Charles  T.  Piatt, 
Capt.  George  Sawyer,  Capt.  James  Mcintosh,  Capt.  Josiah  Tatnall,  after- 
wards a  commodore  in  the  Confederate  navy  during  the  Rebellion,  and  Capt. 
George  N.  Hollins.  also  a  rebel  commodore  afterwards.  Previous  to  iS6o 
Capt.  Tatnall  liad  been  to  China,  and  on  returning,  having  been  promoted 
to  commodore,  relieved  Captain  Plollins.  Captain  Hollins  v*-ent  from 
Sackets  Harbor  to  the  Mediterranean,  in  command  of  the  U.  S.  frigate 
Susquehanna^  and  on  the  breaking  out  of  the  Rebellion  resigned  his  command 
and  joined  the  southern  navy.  After  Tatnall  was  licre  the  second  time  the 
comn.iand  given  to  Commodore  E,  A.  F.  Lavelette,  who  stayed  until 
1862,  in  tiiC  fall  of  wdiich  year  he  was  relieved  by  Commodore  Theodorus 
Bailey,  afterwards  retiied  at  the  rank  of  rear-admiral.  He  stayed  until  some 
time  in  1863,  and  v^'as  succeeded  by  Henry  ^Metcalf,  of  Sackets  Harbor,  who, 
in  connection  with  his  duties  as  ship-keeper,  had  charge  of  the  station  until 
July,  1866.  Conm'iodore  J.  B.  ?\ion'igomery  was  stationed  in  charge  succeed- 
ing Metcalf,  and  stayed  three  years,  being  succeeded  by  Rear- Admiral  ].  B. 
Montgomery.  Commodore  Francis  B.  Ellison  was  next  here,  and  stayed: 
two  years,  or  until  1871,  and  was  relieved  by  Commodore  J.  P.  McKinstry. 
The  latter  stayed  but  about  three  weeks,  and  was  in  turn  relieved  by  Capt... 
A^lexander  C.  Rhind,  v.ho  was  here  only  two  weeks,  after  which  tlie  station 
was  placed  in  charge  of  Sl)ip-Keeper  Albert'FL  Metcalf. 

During  the  war  the  ship  building  department  v/as  directed  by  Henrv' 
Eckford,  who  accumulated  a  fortune,  which  he  afterwards  lost  in  unfortunate 
speculation,  and  gained  a  world-wide  fame  by  the  rapidity  with  v.diich  he  con- 
structed large  vessels.  Tiie  Mohawk.,  a  frigate  of  .\.\  guns,  launched  at 
Sackets  Harbor,  occupied  him  but  34  days  in  building.  The  line-of-battle- 
ship  .AtT..'  Or/c-aus,  buiit  in  1S15,  as  a  countermatch  to  the  .S7.  Lawrence,  a 
three-deck  man-ofwar  set  afloat  by  the  British,  was  carrieil  to  the  point  of 
completion  in  even  less  time.  The  Xeia  0)lcaiis  had  a  keel  of  1S7  feet,' 
breadtli  of  beam  56  feet,  and  30  feet  dejUli  of  hold,  with  a  measurement  of 
3,200  tons.  She  was  pierced  for  no  guns,  but  could  have  carried  120.  The 
vessel  v.'as  never  launched,  owing  to  the  peace  measures  adopted  l)y  the  two 
countries;  and  to  preserve  her  the  government  erected  a  house  over  her  at 
consideKible  expense.  For  many  years  the  Xe:a  Orleans  wx^  the  greatest 
object  of  interest  to  tourists  on  the  Americai-i  shore  of  Lake  Ontario.  She 
was  bough.t  by  Alfred  \Vilkipson,  of  Syrr.'-rr-i.'.  fir  '^■yj-j,  -nd  torn  dov-n  anct 
carried  away.  W^hi'e  \.e.:.v.'r:,  it  d':i'Vii  on  l';:l»r  (>,  )  S04,  the  old  siiip  fell, 
killing  two  men  and  severely  injuring  sevcial  others. 
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The  Chippeiva,  a  vessel  of  the  same  class,  was  being  built  at  Starr's  Har- 
bor, farther  up  the  bay,  but  the  news  of  peace  put  a  stop  to  tlie  work  iipnn 
hei  also,  which  had  not  advanced  as  far  as  on  the  New  Orleans.  A  house 
v/as  built  over  lier  and  preserved  for  a  number  of  years,  but  the  vessel  was 
finally  taken  down  for  tlie  iron  it  contained  and  the  house  removed. 

The  Old  Ba(ile-(}>-oinid. — On  July  6,  iSS6,  on  the  occasion  of  tlie  cele- 
bration of  the  anniversary  of  American  Independence,  there  was  assembled 
at  Sackets  Harbor  a  notable  gathering  of  military-  and  civic  personages  to 
assist  in  and  witness  the  presentation  of  the  old  battle-ground  of  the  War  of 
i8i  2-15  jointly  to  tiie  village  of  Sackets  Harbor  and  the  jeffeison  Count}'^ 
Historical  Society.  The  day  was  as  beautiful  as  so  worthy  a)i  undertaking 
deserved.  The  military  organizations  present  were  tlie  39th  Separate  Com- 
pany of  Watertovvn,  under  command  of  Captain  James  S.  Miller;  the  12th 
Infantry  band  and  five  corr)j~»anies  of  regulars  from  Madison  Barracks,  under 
conm^iand  of  GciierTi  O.  B.  'willcox  ;  and  the  Q.  M.  Camp  and  J.  K.  Barnes 
Posls^  O.  A.  R.,  will',  bands  and  drum  corps.  A  platform  v/as  erected  on  the 
old  b.ittle-ground  overlooking  the  harbor  and  lake.  The  stand  was  occupied 
by  members  of  the  historical  society,  amoiig  whom  were  H.  M.  Allen, 
mayor  of  Watertown,  Rev.  Dr.  Randolph,  T.  H.  Camp,  Jason  M.  Fair- 
banks, W.  B.  Can^p,  Lewis  J,  Hooker,  Lotus  Ingalls,  B.  Brock  way,  Albert 
D.  Shaw,  Sidney  Cooper,  L.  J.  Dorwin,  Moses  Eames,  D.  S.  Marvin,  Justus 
f:ddy,  R.  A.  Oakes,  Judge  A.  H.  Sawyer,  Rev.  Dr.  R.  Fisk,  E.  M.  Gates, 
Hiram  Converse,  C.  M.  Clark,  Rev.  J.  Winslow,  E.  Q.  Sewall,  Richard  M. 
Earl,  Jr.,  president  of  the  village  of  Sackets  Harbor,  and  the  trustees  of 
Sackets  Harbor,  and  many  other  pronn'nent  citizens  of  Jefferson  County;, 
also  Judge  Turner  and  \''^'iliiam  McCulloch,  of  Lowville,  the  latter  a  veteran 
of  the  War  of  1812;  the  Hon.  John  F.  Seymour,  Dr.  M.  M.  Bagg,  and  R,  D. 
William-,,  of  the  Oiielda  Historical  Society  of  Ulica.  C.  M.  Clark,  Esq.,  v,-as 
president  of  the  day.  Speeches  were  made  by  Rev.  Riclnnond  Fisk,  D.  D., 
General  O.  B.  Wilicox,  Hon.  J.  F.  Seymour,  and  Col.  Albert  D.  Sha^-.  Let- 
ters and  telegrams  of  regret  were  received  from  Geneials  Sheridan,  Schofield, 
and  Robenbough,  Hon.  Ellis  H.  Roberts,  of  Utica,  Hon.  Chailes  R.  Skin- 
ner, and  others.  At  the  conclusion,  of  Col.  Shaw's  address  Col.  Walter  B. 
Camp,  sole  surviving  executor  of  Col.  Elisha  Camp,  in  behalf  of  the  heirs  of 
the  estate  presented  to  Mr.  B.  Brockway,  president  of  the  Historical  Society, 
and  to  Richard  M.  Flarl,  the  president,  and  trustees  of  the  village  of  S.ickets 
Harbor,  the  papers,  duly  executed,  conveying  to  said  society  and  village  the 
old  battle-ground.     In  presenting  the  papers  Col.  Camp  said: —

*'ln  rlie  name  and  by  tlie  aiithority  of  the  blistorical  Si'cit  ty  of  JclVerson  County  and  the 
corpora; i>  u  •  :  rhe  viilage  of  Sackets  Harbor,  ajid  in  the  presence  of  tlb'  milirary  of  the  l'nite<I 
States  (.f  Auit  ri  ,  a  ar.d  the  j^osts  of  the  G.  A.  11.,  and.  in  the  in-e'ionce  of  the  citizens  of  tliis  and 
adjojviing  coiyCitirs,  we  now  dedicate  this  battle-lield  to  the  memory  of  tliose  wdio  in  the  navy 
guarded  or,r  indand  St-as  and  lakes  and  ocean  coasts.  We  dedieate  it  to  tlie  memory  of  thosf- 
ivho  ii,  tile  army  fought  for  our  hillside.-^,  villages,  and  plains.  We  dedicate  it  to  the  memory 
of  thn>e  wleo  ou  laud  Biul  sca  fouglit  for  the  d(  fcnse  of  the  t'nion  and  the  Ameiican  !lag." 

After  a  prayer  by  Rev.  Mr.  Winslov/  a  salute  of  38  gans  was  fired  by  the 
U.  S.  Battery,  commanded  by  Lieut.  Abbott.  The  military  then  re-formed 
'-nd  juarcheu  back  to  the  barracks,  where  the  members  of  the  39 ih  p. irate 
(>)inpany  from  Watertown  were  enteidaincd  at  lunch  by  the  Oui.^eis  of  tlie: 
garrison. 
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The  gentlemen  of  the  historical  society,  with,  guests  and  orators  of  the  day, 
by  invitation  of  Col.  W.  B.  Camp,  proceeded  to  his  spacious  residence,  or.cf^ 
that  of  General  vYoolsey.  Here,  under  the  trees,  at  three  p.  in.,  35  guests 
i>at  down  to  a  most  bountiful  dinner.  Afler  dinner  several  inpromptu 
speeches  were  made  and  many  pleasing  reminiscences  indulged  in.  Col. 
Camp  related  how  it  came  about  that  the  old  battle-ground  v/as  given  away. 
It  was  to  carry  out  the  wishes  of  Col.  Elisha  Camp,  that  the  battle-ground  be 
kept  as  a  park.  He  had  often  long  before  his  death  expressed  the  wish  that 
the  village  would  buy  the  ground  and  beautify  it.  Mr.  Camp  closed  by  ex- 
pressing the  hope  that  the  historical  society  and  the  village  would  be  able  to 
beautify  the  place  and  render  it  an  attractive  park.  Its  situation  on  a  blufT, 
overlooking  the  large  harbor  and  the  lake,  is  unsurpassed  for  beauty  of  view. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  no  appropriate  monument  has  been  erected  by 
the  national  government  to  marktliis  hi-stoiic  spot^  where  was  fought  the  first 
battle  of  tlie  important  war,  t!\e  success  of  vAuds.  for  the  American  forces 
firmly  establislied  our  independence.  Not  lo^^^  since  an  effort  was  inaugu- 
rated by  an  enterprising  and  pa-  riotic  citizen  of  the  village,  assisted  by  friends 
m  V/ashington,  to  interest  our  legislators  in  securing  for  this  ancient  battle- 
ground proper  recognition  in  the  form  of  an  appropriation  to  be  expended  in 
the  erection  of  a  suitable  memorial.  This  laudable  project  v/as  probably 
defeated  because  there  was  not  enough  of  political  jobbery  in  it  to  inspire 
-our  patriotic  (before  election)  senators  and  representatives. 

Tlie  following  copy  of  an  ancient  document,  tlie  original  of  which  is  in  the 
possession  of  Col.  W.  B.  Carnp,  u-ill  show  the  expense  attending,  and  manner 
of  celebrating,  the  anniversary  of  our  national  mdependence  in  the  early 
days  :  —

A  further  amount  of  $4,  subscribed  by  four  persons,  was  indorsed  on  the 
back  of  the  statement,  and  as  one  man  (Mr.  Brant)  failed  to  pay  his  subscrip- 
tion of  $1  a  balance  of  $3.19  \vas  left  unpaid.  Elisha  Camp  drew  up  the  state- 
nient  of  account,  and  had  charg^e  of  the  collecting  of  the  several  amounts. 

CPIURCHES. 

Sackets  Harbor  Pfeshyterian  was  organized  February  12,  18 16.  and 

Melanchthon  T.  Vv'oolsey,  Samuel  Bosworth,  Sam.uel  F.  Hooker,  Elisha  Cami), 
and  Enocli  Ely  were  the  tirst  ti  ustees.  Meetings  were  helrl  in  the  school- 
liouse  until  their  first  church  edihce  was  erected  in  1820,  at  whicli  time  the 
trustees  were  josiah  Bacon,  Amos  Catlin,  Cxcorge  Camp,  L.  Dennison,  J.  V. 
BicoD,  J.  (t.  Parker,  and  S.  Johnson.  In  the  great  fire  of  August  23,  1843, 
their  church  building  was  destroyed,  and  in  1843  the  present  brick  structure 
was  erected  by  the  following  trustees  :  W.  R.  Stow,  R.  S.  Robbins,  Jason 
Phelps,  H.  Cook,  S.  A.  Hudson,  Walter  Kiuiball,  ii.nd  George  Camp.  The 
original  cost  of  this  structure  was  $6,000.  It  will  comfortably  seat  400  per- 
sons, and  is  valued,  including  grounds  and  other  church  property,  at  about 
$8,000.  The  chapel  adjoining  the  church  was  erected  in  iSjg  by  Walter  B. 
Camp,  and  dedicated  on  Christmas,  at  which  time  it  was  presented  as  a  clear 
gift  to  the  church  society  by  the  generous  builder.  Since  its  organization  the 
pastors  of  the  cluvrch  have  been  as  follows,  with  their  terms  of  service  :  Sam- 
uel Snowden,  March,  18 17,  to  March  1826;  Jedediah  Burchard,  December, 
1826,  to  September,  1827  ;  James  R.  Boyd,  November,  1S27,  to  September, 
1830;  E.  Spencer,  September,  1830,  to  September,  1831  ;  James  W.  Irwin, 
November,  1831,  10  November,  1835  :  James  R.  Boyd  (supplied),  April,  1S35, 
to  April,  1836  ;  George  Wilson,  July,  1836,  to  July,  1839  ;  S.  Sturges,  Novem- 
ber, 1839,  to  July,  1841  ;  F.  G.  Townsend,  October,  1S41,  to  September, 
1849;  L.  A.  Savv)er,  January,  1849,10  October,  1854;  G.  S.  Brownson, 
January,  1855,  to  October,  1857  ;  W.  W.  Warner,  January,  1857,  to  Jan- 
uary, 1859;  ^-  Young,  July,  i860,  to  July,  1864;  Henry  Hickock,  Jan- 
uary, 1S66,  to  May  28,  1882.  A.  B.  Allen -and  L.  R.  W'ebbcr  succeeded 
ViX.  Hickock,  and  the  latter  is  the  present  pastor.  The  present  membership 
of  the  society  is  about  85.  Since  tlie  organization  of  the  Sunday-school,  in 
1817,  jt  has  had  but  three  superintendents- — George  Camp,  Jason  Phelps,, and 
Walter  B.  Carnp.    The  latter  has  held  tlie  position  for  the  pa^t  30  years, 

Christ" s  Ephcopal  CAiirc/L  .-^t  S:icke-s  ITn:!)or  v/as  or;;^[iized  August  6, 
I  82  I,  and  tlie  first  \'estry  consi:-:;:d  of  Zeno  AWcax  ami  l^^hsha  Camp,  wardens; 
J<.obert  M.  Harrison,  Samuel  O.  Auchrnuty,  William  Kendall,  John  McCarty, 
>nram  Steele,  Thomas  J.  Angel,  Hiram  Merrill,  and  l>iomas  Y.  Howe,  ves- 
32* 
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tryracn.  The  first  who  ofhciated  and  preached  here  was  Bishop  Ilobiul. 
\\-ho,  ill  his  reports  records  having  visited  Sackets  Harbor,  Thursday  aficr- 
noon,  September  14,  1S21.  At  a  meeting  ot'  the  vestry,  September  29, 
1821,  it  was  voted  to  give  Henry  Moore  Shaw  $600  per  year,  which  lie  ac- 
cepted, and  served  as  first  rector  of  the  church.  The  church  edifice  of  this 
society  vv'as  commenced  ill  1823,  but  was  not  completed  until  1832.  It  is 
of  stone,  cost  $500,  about  its  present  value,  and  will  comfortably  seat  300 
persons.    The  present  rector  is  Rev.  J.  Winslow,  of  Watertown. 

T/if  Methodist  Episcopal  C/iiirc/i  of  Sackets  Harbor  v/as  organized  May  9, 
183 1,  with  Asahei  Smith,  Alvah  Kinney,  Hiratn  Steele,  John  H.  McKee, 
William  Francis,  Elijah  P'ield,  Daniel  Grifiin,  Samuel  Whitty,  and  Samuel  C. 
De  Camp,  trustees,  with  15  members.  In  1835  it  was  reorganized,  and  in 
184 1  they  erected  a  church  at  a  cost  of  $3,000.  This  building,  which  i.s  lo- 
cated on  Main  street,  v/as  repaired  in  18S1,  and  is  now  valued,  including 
grounds  and  other  c'lurch  property,  at  $4,100.  It  v.-ill  comfortably  seat  400 
peisons.  The  presen  t  membership  of  the  church  is  r  15,  and  the  Sunday-scb.ooi 
has  180  scliolars  and  25  teachers.  The  first  pastor  of  the  church  was  Rev. 
J.  L.  Hunt,  and  the  present  one  is  R.cv.  Harvey  L.  Holmes. 

T/ie  Konian  Catholic  Church  at  Sackets  Harbor  was  organized  in  1S86  by 
Rev.  Eugene  I.  V.  Huiginri,  the  first  pastor,  with  40  members,  and  the  same 
year  a  house  of  worsV-ip  v.-c^s  erected  at  a  cost  of  $500. 

7hc  Christian  ChurcJi  at  East  Hounsheid  was  organized  in  1844  - 
Libbius  Field,  the  first  pastor.  Their  house  of  worship,  a  wooden  structure, 
was  built  in  1844  and  cost  $1,000.  It  will  seat  150  persons,  and  is  valued, 
including  grounds,  etc.,  at  about  $2,000.,  The  present  membership  is  40, 
under  the  pastoral  charge  of  Rev.  Berrass  Fanton. 

7 he.  Catholic  ChiocJt^  located  in  the  northeastern  part  of  Hounsfield,  v/as 
organized  by  Father  Mahoy,  in  1870,  v/itli  ico  members.  Their  house  of 
worshi{»,  which  will  comfortably  seat  200  persons,  was  built  in  1870  at  a  cost 
of  $500,  about  its  present  value.  I'he  parish  is  under  the  supervision  of  a 
priest  who  resides  in  Watertown. 

■  The  Methodist  Episcopal  C'/^/z/r//,  located  at  Sulphur  Sjorings,  in  Hounsfield^ 
was  organized  in  1877,  with  a  small  number  of  members,  and  Pvev,  S.  M. 
Fisk  was  the  first  |>3Stor.  Their  house  of  worship  vs-as  built  by  the  Seventh - 
Day  Baptist  Society,  at  a  cost  of  about  $500.  It  will  seat  150  persons,  and 
is  valued,  including  grounds,  etc.,  at  $i',2oo.  The  piesent  membership  is 
30,  and  Rev.  Harvey  L.  Holmes  is  pa^toi.  Tlie  Sunday-school  has  seven 
"teachers  and  60  scholars. 

AUGUS'lUS  S.-ICKKT. 

"  Augustus  Sackrt."  the  pioneer  of  Sackets  Harl}or,  was  born  in  the  city 
of  New  ^'oIk,  Nov.;niLK:r  10,  176!),  \v:;cre  he  rcr-ivcd  i^is  educatiori  and 
accpaired  the  profession  of  law.     In  1801,  lia\'iiig  iviiadiased  a  tract  in  Houns- 

*Mough. 
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field,  he  came  on  and  begaii  the  first  settlement  at  that  place,  and  commenced 
its  improvement  vAih  much  energy.  Upon  the  formation  of  a  collection  dis- 
trict he  was  appointed  the  fust  collector,  and  at  the  organization  of  the 
County  Court  was  made  hrst  judge.  In  iSoq,  having  sold  his  property  in 
this  county,  he  removed  to  Jamaica,  L.  I.,  from  whence,  in  1812,  he  went  to 
Meadville,  Pa.,  having  there  purchased  300,000  acres  of  land.  He  soon 
returned  to  New  York  city,  and  in  1820  he  went  to  Rutherford  County,  N.  C, 
having  become  interested  in  a  large  tract  of  land  in  that  state.  By  a  subse- 
quent transaction  he  became  interested  in  the  islands  of  the  St.  Lawrence, 
and  returned  to  Sackets  Harbor,  and  in  1S27  removed  to  Nesvburg.  In 
these  varied  changes  and  transactions  in  land  speculations  he  was  ultimately 
very  unfortunate.  He  died  at  Albany,  April  29,  1S27,  of  a  sudden  sickness, 
while  on  his  way  to  this  county." 

C0L0X]':T.  EI.TSITA  CATvIP. 

One  of  the  prominent  and  deservedly  recognized  leaders  among  the  early 
settlers  in  Jefferson  County  v/as  Elisha  Camp,  bom  in  Catskiii,  N.  Y.jin. 
1786,  and  in  what  he  playfully  claimed  a  Stone  Jug.  A  spendthrift,  renegade 
Englishman  squandered  a  fortune  there  during  the  war  of  1776.  His  stone 
mansion  (in  which  Mr.  Camp  was  born)  and  elegant  grounds  went  into  his- 
tory as  the  Stone  Jug  and  dics  folly. 

The  mother  of  Elisha  appears  to  have  been  one  of  that  resolute  and 
superior  class  Vvho  could  make  any  sacrifice  to  advance  the  welfare  of  a 
dependent  family.  Especially  marked  was  her  desire  to  favor  the  ambition 
of  this  son,  v^ho,  at  the  early  age  of  14,  entered  Columbia  College,  graduating 
one  year  in  advance  of  his  class. 

The  distinguishing  traits  of  character  there  exhibited  fathered  the  man, 
possessing  as  he  did  a  masterly  dcterininatiun  to  meet  any  responsibility, 
trust,  or  condition  of  circumstances.  About  1802  he  entered  the  law  office 
of  Judge  Storrs,  Whilestovv-n,  N.  Y.^  where  he  attracted  the  attention  of 
Bishop  Hobart,  who  pressed  upon  the  young  aspirant  to  the  law  the  import- 
ance of  giving  his  talents  to  the  church,  and  to  enter  the  ministry.  :\Jr.  Camp 
did  not  discover  in  himself  qualifications  to  assume  the  responsibilities  of  so 
sacred  a  calling,  for  the  office  of  which  he  held  profound  respect. 

Judge  Augustus  Sacket,  of  New  York,  and  brother-in-law  of  Elisha 
Camp,  made  extensive  purchases  of  land  in  the  Biack  River  countiy  "  in 
1801,  comprising  tlie  present  village  of  Sackets  Harbor  and  part  of  town- 
ship. We  find  Mr.  Camp  here  in  1804,  ai  18  years  of  age,  as  attorney,  act- 
ively entering  upon  his  })rofession.  In  1807  he  was  appointed  sur\eyor  of 
the  town.  Mr.  Sacket  sold  his  interest  in  lands  in  tins  locality  in  1809  to  a 
syndicate  in  New  York  city,  who  a[^nointed  Mr.  Criinp  th.eir  resident  agent. 
This  brought  him  in  contact  v/itli  that  ini]ucniij.i_  class  of  distinguished 
names  who  figured  so  promincrjtiy  in  the  affairs  of  our  state  and  country. 
In  every  €nter})rise,  that  engaged  their  attention  lie  w.'s  more  or  less  asso- 
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ciated.  'l"heir  enlarged  views  and  the  times  stimulated  the  young,  ardent, 
and  patriotic  agent  to  untiring  devotion  to  the  wants  of  the  new  comers  to  llii.^ 
region,  who  were  seeking  homes  and  citizenship.  Whatever  demands  were 
made  upon  his  splendid  ph}  sical  endowments,  matched  by  his  mental  vigor 
and  powers,  were  met  without  stint  or  tire.  Mr.  Camp  was  supervisor  in 
180V9-T9.  In  18 1 1  he  organized  an  artillery  company,  and  as  captain  offered 
their  services  to  Gov.  Tompkins  on  the  declaration  of  war  in  181 2,  to  have 
a  taste  of  battle  in  July  following.  As  a  speaker  and  leader  among  men 
he  commanded  an  acknowledged  position.  He  delighted  in  holding  up  the 
Roman  as  one  proud  of  his  citizenship,  the  Spartan  for  exalted  patriotism, 
and  Washington  and  associates  as  examples  possessing  like,  and  all  the 
added,  qualities  desirable  for  emulation.  On  civic  and  national  celebrations 
he  exalted  these  deeds  and  virtues.  As  a  result,  some  one  facetiously 
remarked  upon  a  grand  fete  day,  "  Make  way  for  Greece,  Rome,  and  1776 
— three  guns  !  " 

The  establishment  of  schools  in  our  own  and  neighboring  counties  gave 
him  great  satisfaction.  Lowville  Academy,  Belleville  Union  Academy,  and 
Watertovvn  Institute  received  their  stimulus  from  his  encouraging  patronage 
and  princely  gifts  for  those  days. 

Commercially  Mr.  Camp  engaged  with  associates  in  building  the  steamer 
Oniaric  in  1816,  which  was  the  first  built  upon  any  lake,  to  "test  the  possi- 
bility of  a  boat  being  propelled  against  v/aves."  Success  led  to  the  building 
of  steam  and  other  craft,  which  secured  an  active  commerce, '^that  made 
Sackets  Harbor  for  many  years  a  place  of  note. 

The  want  of  water-power  for  manufacturing  purposes  was  taken  into 
serious  consideration  by  the  citizens  of  Sackets  Harbor  in  1828.  l\Ir.  Camp 
undertook  tlie  direction  of  constructing  a  canal  from  Black  River,  above 
Vv'atertown,  which  was  completed  in  1832.  He  gave  his  untiring  energies  to 
this  work,  proving  his  faith  in  the  enterprise  by  creating  saw-mills,  a  paper, 
plaster,  and  fiouring-mill,  and  also  a  furnace  and  machine  shop.  About  tliis 
time  the  surplus  waters  of  Black  River  were  diverted  at  Boonville  as  a  feeder 
to  the  Erie  Canal,  causing  all  the  outlay,  individually  and  collectively,  a  fail- 
ure. His  extensive  purchases  of  land  here  and  abroad  were  sacrificed  with 
their  largely  increased  value,  to  a  considerable  degree,  in  his  endeavors  to 
advance  the  importance  of  this  and  neigliboring  localities. 

The  Presbyterian  and  P^.piscopal  clmrclics  were  built  in  the  early  stirring 
times,  in  which  Mr.  Camp  took  a  decided  interest,  accompanying  his  mate- 
rial aid  with  official  membership  in  each.  His  family  were  among  the  first 
and  prominent  rnen-ibeis  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  ;  Mr.  Camp  later  on. 
Nelson's  work  on  infidelity  established  his  belief  in  Christianity  :  toproraul- 
gate  its  views  he  purchased  a  conviilcte  edition,  and  sent  them  out  by  the 
hands  of  young  men  studying  for  the  mirnstry,  supplying  horses  and  convoy^ 
ance  to  expedite  the  work. 

His  marriage  to  Sophia  Hale,  of  Catskiil,  was  a  most  happy  event.  She 
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was  a?  lovely  in  character  as  in  person.  A  large  family  blessed  tlie  union — 
six  >uns  and  four  daughters_,  two  sons  dying  in  infancy.  Elizabelh,  lately  de- 
€ea.-^cd,  married  Rev.  Dr.  J.  R.  Boyd,  Geneva  ;  Sophia,  Edgar  Day,  Catskill, 
N.  v.;  rvfary,  Hamilton  Spencer,  Utica ;  Fiarriette,  F.  F.  Folger,  Esq.,  Mud- 
son,  N.  y. ;  George,  Elisha,  Edgar,  and  Erskine  married  most  estimable 
ladies,  vdio,  with  their  families,  survive  tliem.  i\Ir.  Camp's  m.ilitary  spirit  was 
infused  into  his  sons  as  a  ruling  force.  George  was  educated  to  the  law. 
taking  part  in  the  wa.r  of  the  Rebellion.  Elislia  E.  and  Erskine  M.  reached 
to  captaincies  in  the  U.  S.  A,  Edgar  entered  into  commercial  and  banking 
enterprises  before  finding  a  home  in  the  West. 

Politically  Mr.  Camp  sympathized  with  the  early  founders  of  the  govern- 
ment, of  the  Washington  and  Hamilton  school.  As  a  Whig  he  was  foremost 
in  pressing  the  claims  of  his  party^  once  running  for  Congress  when  the  stale 
was  too  strongly  Democratic  to  secure  a  seat.  When  the  border  war  of 
1 838  disturbed  our  relations  with  Canada  his  influence  was  felt  in  quelling 
the  excitement  on  the  frontier.  Age  and  infirmities  had  stolen  upon  him 
v.'hen  the  South  began  the  v/ar  to  dissolve  the  Union  to  which  he  had  been 
so  devotedly  attached.  This  aroused  his  indigriation  and  old-time  patriotism,, 
but  the  **  old  set,"  v/ith  whom  he  had  celebrated  our  victories  and  national 
achievements  in  the  past,  were  all  gone.  He  felt  keenly  the  want  of  their 
sympathizing  presence,  to  tight  their  battles  over  again  in  words  if  not 
in  deeds. 

At  the  time  Yicksburg  v/as  besieged  the  writer,  unseen,  recognized  his 
stab.vart  figure  as  it  was  disclosed  at  momentary  intervals  by  flashes  of  light- 
ning, as  he  stood  partially  hidden  by  the  foliage  about  his  mansion.  His 
ntanner  was  as  impressive  and  dignified  as  if  standing  to  review'the  armies  of 
heaven.  The  storm  beat  upon  us  v;it!i  blaze  and  repo-'  t  of  fearful  intensity, 
to  v.liich  a  saddened  yet  commanding  voice  replied,  Yes,  God's  aitillery  is- 
vrarring  grandly  v.ith  the  elements,  grandeur  and  sublimity  attest  His  power, 
but  just  now  give  me  Grant's  artillery  to  sweep  this  cursed  rebellion  and  its 
flag  to  perdition." 

Colonel  Elisha  Camp,  by  which  title  he  vs^as  familiarly  known,  survived 
Mrs.  Camp  only  12  days:  September  13,  1866,  aged  77  years;  September 
25^  1S66,  aged  80  years. 

COLONEL  WALTER  B.  CAMP. 

George  Camp,  father  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  came  to  Sackets  Har- 
bor in  the  winter  of  1816-17,  and  established  the  flrst  printing  office  in 
Sackets  Harbor,  issuing  tliC  hrst  nurnl)er  of  the  Sarkefs  Jlarhor  GazeUe  in 
March,  1S17.  At  this  time  his  family  consisted  of  Talcott  Hale  Camp,  now 
ptcsideiit  of  the  J-.-fferson  County  Niitior.al  j^ank,  and  George  Hull  C^amp,  an 
extensive  maniifacturer,  riow  a  resident  of  Marietta,  Ga.  Geoige  Camp  married 
Elizabeth  Hitchcock,  a  native  of  New  Haven,  Conn.,  v.'lio  at  the  time  of 
thcsr  union  was  a  resident  of  Utica, 
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W.!ltcr  Bicker  Camp,  the  subject  of  t]:iis  biography,  was  born  in  Sackeis 
Harbor,  October  I5  1S22,  and  has  remained  a  resident,  through  its  changes  and 
vicissitudes,  to  the  present  time.  Mr.  Cam.p  has  ah.vays  been  loyal  to  the 
"  mar.or  born,"  and  it  has  been  his  ruling  passion  that  the  place  of  his  nativity 
might  advance  into  importance,  as  its  natural  location  and  surroundings 
seemed  to  justify,  and  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  that  inspired  tlie  founders 
of  the  place.  The  commercial  and  military  spirit  in  this  locahty  was  so 
happily  combined,  and  each  of  foremost  importance,  that  Mr.  Carnp  imbibed 
its  influence  with  the  younger  generation  tliatstamped  tlie  earlier  history  of  the 
village,  and  he  has  not  ceased  in  his  endeavors  to  save,  as  far  as  possible,  the 
prestige  of  this  historic  locality.  To  that  end  all  the  enterprises  that  v/ere 
calculated  to  retain  this  place  in  its  commiCrcial  and  military  consequence 
obtained  a  large  share  of  his  time,  means,  and  services.  The  building  of  the 
first  railroad  here,  wdiich  extended  from  Sackets  Harbor  to  Pierrepont  Manor, 
enlisted  his  earnest  endeavors,  hoping  for  the  successful  accomplishment  of 
an  enterprise  that  would  jetain  the  commercial  importance  hitherto  enjoyed 
at  the  ])ort  of  Sackets  Harbor.  About  $400,000  was  spent  in  the  construc- 
tion of  this  road  by  tlie  enterprising  citizens  of  this  town,  Henderson,  and 
Ellisburgh,  to  which  i\Ir.  Camp  was  no  mean  contributor,  and  acted  as  cus- 
todian and  local  director  for  two  years,  before  the  abolishment  of  the  road, 
effected  largely  by  the  unfriendly  influences  of  the  road  with  which  it  made 
connection.  That  portion  of  his  available  means  realized  from  the  sale  of  the 
road  was  donated  by  Mr,  Camp  to  the  Presbyterian  Church  Society,  as  a  per- 
petual fund  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  Sunday-school,  and  for  repairs 
of  the  church. 

When  the  war  of  the  Rebellion  broke  out  Mr.  Camp  was  chosen  by  Gov. 
Morgan  as  the  only  one  <  o  wliom  lie  would  intrust  the  nianagement,  direction, 
and  occupancy  of  the  military  depot,  to  be  opened  at  Madison  Barracks, 
Sackets  Harbor,  and  accordingly  appointed  him  to  that  command,  with  the 
rank  of  colonel,  October  17,  1861.  Mr.  Camp  considered  the  appointment, 
though  unsolicited,  not  only  complimentary,  but  almost  obligatory,  and  entered 
upon  his  duties  immediately,  and  in  24  liours  one  company  had  been 
enrolled  into  the  service^  and  in  18  days  the  94th  Regiment  had  per- 
fected its  organization.  Gov.  Morgan  v/as  very  reluctant  to  open  any  more 
depots,  saying  that  it  was  a  state  of  chaos  as  far  as  other  organizations  were 
concerned,  and  feared  serious  results  from  the  w^ant  of  proper  direction  and 
control  of  the  improvised  depots  about  the  state.  When  the  94th  moved 
from  camp,  March  14,  1862,  and  reached  Albany  the  following  day.  Gov. 
Morgan  called  upon  Col.  Camj:),  who  had  accon-.panied  the  regiment  thus  far. 
and  complimented  him  by  sa\  ing  he  was  proud  of  tlie  9.1th  ;  that  it  hcvA  given 
them  little  or  no  trouble  duriiig  i^s  orgaiiizit^on  ;  was  composed  of  S[)Iendid 
material;  wns  in  magnificent  form  and  discij)h'p.e  ;  had  been  recruiied  and 
maintained  at  $20,000  less  expense  than  ai^y  like,  regiment  in  the  state  ;  and 
instead  of  losing  20  or  30  men,  it  had  gained  two  on   leaving  canip." 
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The  depot  now  beiiig  established,  it  became  the  active  center  for  enlistments 
and  organization  cS  regiments  during  the  war.  The  loth  N.  Y.  IT.  A.  was 
immediately  after  organized,  and  Col.  Camp  was  appointed  the  town  \>'ar 
committee,  and  with  Senator  Bell,  of  Brownville,  took  the  quotas  of  that 
town  and  Hounsfield,  and  formed  the  company  commanded  by  Capt.  O.  H. 
Gilmore  and  Lieut.  Flowers. 

Afler  the  war  Geiieral  Sherman  w^s  disposed  to  break  up  the  military  post 
here,  there  being  no  railroad  for  the  effective  transportation  of  troops.  To  meet 
this  objection  m^easures  were  imm.ediately  taken  to  extend  the  Utica  &  Black 
River  Railroad  to  Sackets  Harbor.  Col.  Camp  was  untiring  in  his  efforts  to 
prevent  the  removal  of  the  post,  and  to  secure  the  completion  of  the  road  to 
this  village.  iMeetlngs  u-ere  held  on  the  line  of  the  contern[)lated  road,  and 
the  tovrns  along  the  route,  with  the  hearty  cooperation  of  their  enterprising 
citizens,  secured  the  campletion  of  the  road  in  1873. 

During  the  occuj;.ancy  of  the  barracks  by  Gen.  Ayres  the  officers' quarters, 
to  the  east  of  the  commander's  dwelling,  were  burned.  General  Sherman 
was  opposed  to  any  outlay;  but  v;ith  tlic  hearty  cooperation  of  Congressman 
Bagley  Mr.  Camp  succeeded  in  getting  an  approj^riation  of  $25,000  to  re- 
build. Unfavorable  influences  continued  for  years,  until  Gen,  Grant  v/as 
seen  b}  Col.  Camp,  v/ith  v/hom  for  a  long  time  he  had  retained  a  most  friendly 
and  intimate  acquaintance.  With  his  proffered  and  valuable  services  in  pre- 
senting to  Gen.  Sherman  the  desiral)ility  of  retaining  the  military  post  there 
carne  a  m.arked  change,  and  from  that  time  Madison  Barracks  have  received 
the  attention  from  the  government  the  importance  that  its  position  demands. 
On  General  Sherman  arriving  here  v/ith  the  12th  Regiment,  under  General 
Willcox,  he  expressed  himself  captivated  with  the  location.  Since  tlicn  Madi- 
son Barracks  have  been  progressing  under  command  of  General  Willcox,  of 
the  r2th  II.  S.  Infantry,  and  more  particularly  since  1SS7,  under  the  accom- 
plished and  gallant  Col.  Richard  I.  Dodge,  nth  U.  S.  Inf.,  to  be  one  of  the 
fu'iest  and  most  complete  military  reservations  in  the  service.  In  this  matter 
Col.  Camp  has  been  an  interested  mover  and  actor,  and  con.siders  himself  for- 
tunate in  having  an  acquaintance  in  the  army  and  the  navy,  among  many  of 
its  most  illustrious  characters  that  have  tigured  in  the  former  and  more  recent 
history  of  our  wars,  being  related  to  Admiral  Foote  and  Commodore  Hitch- 
cock on  his  mother's  side,  and  u])on  the  paternal  side  looks  back  to  the  first 
and  most  conspicuous  member  of  the  Hale  family,  the  descendants  of  v^-hom 
have  marked  the  way  by  deeds  of  patriotism  and  valor,  at  which  he  lias  rea- 
son to  look  upon  Vv-ith  a  degree  of  satisfaction.  In  May,  1S85,  he  was  unani- 
mously elected,  with  title,  associate  member  of  the  Military  Service  Institu- 
tion on  Governor's  Island,  of  which  Gen.  Hancock  was  president. 

Col.  Camp  f',)l lowed  the  busine'^s  established  bv  his  father  after  the  latter 
had  disposed  of  his  printing  establislunent  in  r  S2  i ,  continuitv^,  it  ar'tcr  tl\c 
demise  of  his  father,  Mr.  George  Camp,  in  1850,  to  1884.    In  the  mean  time 
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Col  Camp  traveled  extensively  upon  ihc  continent  o(  Euro[)e,  and  far  and  wuIk, 
over  our  territory  bourukd  by  the  (lilTeieiu  oceans. 

In  1844  the  family  r-isrne  into  }>os  e;:s!on  of  the  mansion  and  grounds  for- 
merly owned  and  occupied  by  Commodore  Melancton  Woolsey;  and  althou^^h 
never  married  Col.  Camp  has,  for  the  last  30  years,  entertained  with  a  re- 
fined and  generous  hospitality.  In  1879  he  completed  the  erection  of  a 
chapel,  which  was  presented  as  a  Christmas  gift  to  the  Presbyterian  Society  of 
Sackets  Harbor,  with  which  he  has  been  connected  since  his  infancy,  and  for 
wliich  he  had  retained  a  most  affectionate  attachment. 

He  a.lso  v/as  deeply  interested  in  the  organization  of  the  Jefferson  County 
Ilistorical  Society,  of  which  he  is  the  first  vice-president.  In  1885  he  suc- 
ceeded in  securing  the  old  battle-ground,  as  executor  of  the  estate  of  Elisha 
Camp,  from  the  heirs,  as  a  gift  to  the  Jefferson  County  Historical  Society 
and  tlie  village  of  Sockets  Harbor,  whicli  was  dedicated  witli  imposing  cere- 
monies, under  the  ?uspices  0/  the  ijtli  Regiment  U.  S.  Infantry,  G.  A.  R. 
organizations,  village  authorities,  and  representatives  of  the  historical  socie- 
ties of  Jeiferson  and  Oneida  counties,  r.nd  distiijguished  gentlemen  of  this  and 
neighboring  counties  of  the  state  and  Canada. 

Col.  Camp  has  given  much  time  and  attention  to  the  study  of  the  aborigi- 
nal history  of  the  county  of  Jefferson,  upon  which  subject  he  has  v.ritten 
some  valuable  papers,  and  has  secured  a  choice  collection  of  relics  that  char- 
acterize the  race  that  so  fully  occupied  this  locality  and  were  extinct  at  the 
time  of  the  advent  of  the  white  race  to  these  shores  ;  and  which,  too,  has 
brought  him  in  correspondence  and  friendly  relationship  with  the  Smith- 
sonian Institute,  and  as  correspondent  of  Oneida  County  Historical  Society 
is  brougiit  in  contact  with  many  distinguished  men  of  like  taste.  Col.  Camp 
has  an  inherent  and  decided  talent  for  music.  In  visiting  liis  delightful  home 
we  find  it  supplied  with  accessories  to  give  it  exr>ression.  Witli  one  favorite 
instrument,  however,  he  is  better  known  in  the  refined  circles,  where  he  finds 
enjoyment  v/ith  them  in  the  concord  of  sweet  sounds."  He  is  a  lover  of 
fine  animals,  and  has  his  farm  stocked  v/itfi  cattle  of  good  pedigree.  He  has 
been  an  ardent  devotee  of  Ximrod  and  Isaak  Vvalton,  and  finds  pleasant 
companionship  in  good  horses,  and  with  his  friends  he  is  happy  to  say  : 
"  Whatever  we  possess  is  doubly  valuable  whei^  we  are  so  happy  to  share  it 
with  others." 

THEODORr^  C.INFIELD, 

John  iM.  Canfield,*  son  of  John,  was  born  in  Sharon,  Conn.,  December 
22,  1775,  and  came  to  Jefferson  County  irj  iSio.  He  wedded  with  Fanny 
Harvey,  of  Stamford,  Conn.,  and  they  had  11  children,  nauiely;  Jane  H., 
John,  William  F.,  Ricliard  M.,  Laura,  Fanny  C,  Fredevick  W.,  Annis  A., 
Harriet,  Sarah  JJ.,  arid  Theodore.

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Tlie'Kiore  Canfie!'.!  was  born  in  the  histoiic  village  of  Sackels  Harbor,  March 
6,  and  here  corndicnced  a  buf^irjess  career  in  the  hardware  trade,  wliicli 

v=a-;  continued  with  enviable  success  until  liis  retirement  in  iS6S.  Mr.  Can- 
field  was  also  prominent  in  municipal  affairs,  and  for  his  known  integrity  and 
fitness  for  the  position  vras  cliosen  the  town's  representative  in  the  board  of 
supervisors  in  1859,  and  again  in  1S69,  '70,  '71,  and  '72,  holding  the  honor- 
able position  of  chairman  of  that  board  for  two  years.  In  1S66  he  was  tlie 
successful  candidate  of  his  party  for  member  of  Assembly.  For  18  years 
he  was  an  influential  director  of  the  Carthage,  Watertown  &  Sackets  Har- 
bor Railroad,  and  for  eight  years  served  as  vice-president  of  tliat  corporation. 
On  the  1 2th  of  September,  1848,  Mr.  Canficld  wedded  with  Annie,  daugh- 
ter of  John  Little,  a  lady  of  refined  and  domestic  tastes.  Mr.  Canfield  is 
a  ma!)  of  decided  character,  but  not  vain,  and  still  retains,  in  a  marked  degree, 
his  strong  intellectuality.

John  W.  I'lielps,  a  native  of  Vermont,  came  to  Hounsfield  in  1807,  and  was  the  first  settler 
on  what  is  nowLnown  as  the  Phelps  farm,  on  road  G3,  and  here  remained  most  of  the  time 
nnti]  his  deuil],  pLout  18(33,  aged  7i>  years,  lie  married  Hannah  Jones,  of  Vermont,  and  they 
had  13  children,  10  of  whom  grev,-  to  maturity.  One  son,  John  W,,  a  native  of  tliis  town, 
where  lie  now  re iidfs  at  the  age  of  67  years,  married  Betsey,  danghter  of  John  and  Hannah

LE  RAY  received  its  naiiie  from  James  Le  Ray  de  Chauniont,  the  pro- 
prietor, and  was  formed  trom  Brownvi'.le,  February  ly,  1806.  Ant- 
werp was  taken  off  in  sSio,  a  part  of  Wilna  in  1813,  and  Piiiladelphia 
and  a  part  of  Alexandria  in  1821.  It  is  an  interior  town,  east  of  the  center 
of  the  county,  and  lies  nearly  in  the  form  of  an  equilateral  triangle,  of  which 
the  western  bc^undary  is  a  north  and  south  line^  against  the  towns  of  Orleans 
and  Pameli?,  the  northeast  side  joining  Theresa  and  Philadelphia,  and  the 
southeast  border  being  formed  pariially  by  Wiiiia,  but  princii)a!ly  by  the 
Black  River,  whicli  is  its  imiii  water  course.  The  next  stream  in  size  is 
Indian  Rive;,  v/hich  enters  ho\[\  Phikdelnliia,  llovvS  in  a  southu-esterly  course 
to  within  one  mile  of  Evans  Mills,  tliei^  turns  sharply  towards  the  north  and 
returns  to  Philadelphia,  after  a  meander  of  nearly  five  miles  in  Le  P.ay. 
Pleasant  Creek,  rising  in  the  southeast,  turns  tlie  mill-v/heels  at  Le  Raysville, 
Slocumville,  Ctiurchill's,  Henry's,  and  Evans  l\]'i\\s,  then,  having  received 
the  waters  of  West  Creek,  passes  on  tovvards  Indian  River,  wliich  it  joins 
at  the  point  where  the  latter  turns  its  couise  noilhward.  Gardner's  Creek 
falls  into  the  Indian  River  from  the  eastward,  above  the  bend.  Several  very 
small  streanjs  take  their  rise  in  the  northwest,  and  How  thence  through  Pa- 
nielia  into  Perch  Lake.  The  surface  of  the  town  is  level  or  gently  rolling, 
and  the  soil  is  principally  a  clayey  loam.  A  strij.)  of  barren  sand,  known  as 
the  "pine  plains,"  once  covered  with  piiie,  extends  along  Blacl:  River  into 
Wilna. 

A  small  part  of  Le  Ray  was  included  in  the  Chassanis  tract,  its  north  line 
running  from  Great  Bend,  nvUh  87"^'  west,  and  being  also  the  south  line  of 
Le  Ray's  |iurciiase,  which  embraced  four-fifths  of  tlic  ]:)resent  tovvn. 

The  first  tov;n  meeting  was  held  March  3,  1S07,  at  the  house  of  Abiel 
Shurtleff,  and  at  this  meeting  the  fo!lov;ing  v.-eie  elected  to  manage  the 
municipal  affairs  of  the  town  :  James  Shurtleff,  supervisor;  Thomas  Ward. 
■  town  clerk  ;  Ruel  Kimball,  John  B.  Bossuot,'  and  Richardson  Aver)',  asses- 
sors ;  Daniel  Cliild,  Daniel  Sterling,  and.  Lyman  Dolbrook,  commissioners 
of  highways  ;  and  Thomas  I'hurston,  constable  a;;'.!  collector. 

In  I  Soy,  at  the  town  meeting,  it  was  voted  $5  bounty  for  all  v.-olvcs  caught 
or  killed  in  tov/n.  In  180S  this  bounty  u-as  reduced  to  $2.50,  and  in  1809 
raised  to  $5,  and  to  $ro  in  1810,  and  in  this  year  a  bounty  of  50  cents  ahead 
was  voted  on  foxes  and  one  cent  a  head  on  squirrels.  In  iSii  the  bounty 
on  squirrels  was  'ai^ed  to  tnvee  cents. 

'1  tie  first  action  taken  by  the  town  for  edu^'-.ational  purposes  was  at  a 
special  town  meeting,  June  6,  1S13,  held  for  the  "choice  of  one  school  com- 
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nsfUee  and  one  school  inspector."  Ruel  Kiiviljall  had  one  vote  for  commit- 
tee, and  Thomas  Ward  three  votes  and  was  elected.  Ralph  iliinlington  was 
chosen  inspector. 

The  first  13  roads  surveyed  after  the  town  was  set  off  from  Brov/nville  were 
surveyed  by  Cadwallader  Child,  who  had  already  surveyed  roads  in  Brown - 
viile,  which  comprised  all  north  of  Black  River.  The  fourteenth  and  seven - 
teentii  roads  vv-ere  surveyed  by  Wusgrove  Evans.  "  Road  No,  i,  surveyed  by 
Cadwallader  Child,  April  15-16,  1806,  from  Ethni  Evans's  to  tiie  road  lead- 
ing from  Benjamin  Brown's  to  the  bridge  at  the  bend  of  Black  River,  *  *  * 
three  miles,  309  rods."  "Road  No.  2,  surveyed  May  5,  iSc6,  from  the 
bridge  of  the  bend  of  Black  River  to  Elizabethtown  [Philadelpliia],  *  *  *■ 
eight  miles,  five  furlongs,  and  24  rods." 

From  Spajford's  Gazefieer  of  1S13  we  quote:  — 

"la  1811-12  there  were  in  this  town,  iu  the  vicinity  of  Evaiis  Mills  and  I^e Itaysviilc, 
t-everal  saw-miils,  a  grain-uiill,  cardin--;  m.^chine,  two  storc-honses,  and  twu  schoot-houpes." 

The  same  author  in  1824  says: — 

'•'111  1821  there  ^vci'e  two  suvcill  vill.i'-ccs,  or  hamlets,  Lc  .Ro.i/sville,  where  is  the  ■pof^tc'-fi'i^e, 
coataiuing  20  liouses,  a  store,  tavern,  h^ehool-house,  grisi-iuil],  aiid  saw-mill,  and  that  called 
J^'sant^  ^fills^  coiitaining;  25  hou'^es.  t^vo  stoves,  two  taverns,  a  griet-ifiill  and  saAV-null,  a  tannery, 
:i  clothier's  moi-ks,  di.-itU'ery,  and  t-idiool-hoiibe.''' 

Jn  1880  Re  Ray  had  a  population  of  2,660.  The  town  is  located  in  the 
second  school  district  of  Jefferson  County,  and  in  1888  had  iS  school  dis- 
tricts, in  which  20  teachers  were  employed  28  weeks  or  more.  There  were 
476  scholars  attending  school,  and  the  aggregate  days  attendance  during  the 
year  was  41,651.  The  total  value  of  school  buildings  and  sites  was  $6,640, 
while  the  assessed  valuation  of  all  th.e  districts' v.-as  $1,468,588.  The  whole 
amount  raised  for  school  purposes  v/as  $4,186.78  of  which  $2,165.16  was 
received  by  local  tax.    Trumaii  C.  Gray  was  school  commissioner. 

Ev.AXS  Mills  is  a  pieasae.t  por-.t  village sitiiated  near  the  center  of  the  town, 
at  tlie  confluence  of  West  and  Pleasant  creeks,  one  mile  south  of  the  p-oint 
where  their  united  waters  fall  into  Indian  River.  It  is  also  a  station  on  the 
R.,  W,  &  O.  Railroad,  distant  from  VVatertoivn  11  miles,  192  from  Albany, 
and  334  from  New  York.  The  village  now  contains  telegrajih,  telephone, 
and  American  express  offices,  seven  general  stores,  two  hotels,  a  tin  store, 
two  hardware  stores,  drug  store,  shoe  shop,  four  blacksmith  shops,  a  cheese 
factory,  one  grist  and  saw-mill,  a  printing  ofiice,  harness  shop,  several  dress- 
making establishments,  a  millinery  store,  a  restaurant,  and  about  500  inliabi- 
tants.  The  village  received  its  nan:c  from  Ethni  I^vans,  who  came  to  Jefier- 
son  County  in  1S02,  froni  Hinsdale,  N.  H.,  first  locating  in  I^rownville, 
where  he  v,-as  employed  b}'  Jacob  Brown.  FTe  became  acquainted  with  the 
water-power  on  Pleasant  Creek  at  this  point,  a'ld,  bting  himself  a  millwrigf\t, 
he  ].iurcliased  tract  of  land  on  botii  sides  of  the  stream  for  tliC  pwIi'^v^e  of 
errcting  mills  upon  it.  TiiC  tiact  coiitained  192  acres,  and  emhtaccd  die 
present  site  of  the  village.    Tlie  price  paid  v/as  $3  per  acre,  and  the  date  of 
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purchase  July  9,  1804.  Mr.  Kvans  at  once  made  a  clearing,  built  a  \cy^ 
house,  and  comn^enced  the  construction  of  a  dam.  The  mills  were  built  and 
■completed  during  the  year.-,  1S05  and  1S06.  About  iSoS  a  store  and  public 
house  were  opened  by  Jenison  Clark,  in  a  frame  building  which  stood  on  the 
-corner  of  Main  and  Noble  streets,  where  the  Brick  Flotel  now  is.  The -latter 
v/as  opened  in  1827,  and  is  now  occupied  by  Peter  Farmer.  The  letters 
^'J.  H."  on  the  front  of  the  block  signify  that  it  was  erected  by  Capt.  John 
Hoover.  In  June,  181  2,  the  inhabitants  of  this  village  commenced  the  erec- 
tion of  a  block-house  to  serve  as  a  general  shelter  and  defense  against  the 
attacks  from  the  Indians,  which  they  thought  probable.  It  was  located  across 
the  road  from  the  present  Railroad  House.  The  alarm  subsided  before  the 
body  of  the  house  was  finished,  and  it  v/as  never  used.  The  first  cemetery 
here  v/as  given  to  the  public  by  Ethni  Evans.  The  present  Main  street, 
when  it  vra?  kiid  out,  cut  tliC  old  graveyard  in  two.  The  remains  of  the  south- 
eastern pavt  were  removed  to  tiie  opposite  side.  vSubse(|uently  they  were 
transferred  Lo  ihe  present  old  cemetery.  A  few  years  ago  a  number  of  prom- 
inent citizens  purchased  another  tract  of  land  adjoining  the  old  burying- 
ground,  have  laid  it  out  into  lots,  and  have  given  it  the  name  of  Maple  Grove 
Cemetery. 

Evans  Mills  became  an  incorporated  village  in  1S74,  the  incorporation  be- 
ing ratified  by  a  vote  of  54  to  49,  at  a  legal  meeting  held  September  7  in 
that  year.  The  territory  embraced  in  the  corporation  v/as  720.44  acres.  A. 
Cook  was  elected  president  of  the  corporation,  and  George  Ivers,  B.  M. 
Strong,  and  Bowen  Root,  trustees.  The  last  named  declined  to  serve  and 
William  M.  Reese  was  appointed  in  his  place.  But  notwithstanding  that  the 
incorporation  v/as  legally  accomplished,  and  the  officers  properly  elected  and 
qualified,  the  organization  never  went  into  effect.  An  adverse  feeling  sprung 
up,  a  new  meeting  was  called  at  v/hich  the  vote  of  ratification  was  rescinded, 
and  the  village  v;as  shorn  of  the  dignity  of  incorporation,  in  which  condition 
it  has  since  remain.ed.  The  advent  of  the  lailroad,  in  1S54,  increased  the 
commercisl  importance  of  the  A'illage  by  futnishing  means  of  transportation 
for  the  products  of  the  agricultural  district  surrounding.  The  postofhce  was 
established  here  in  1824.  The  first  postmaster  was  William  Palmer,  who 
kept  the  office  at  his  store  in  the  old  tavern  building  of  Jenison  Clark.  In 
1846  the  name  of  the  office  was  changed  to  Evansville,  but  five  years  later 
the  original  name  of  Evans  Mills  was  restored.  The  first  physician  in  the 
village  was  Dr.  Ira  Smith,  who  continued  in  practice  here  many  years  after 
1822.  Since  the  commencement  of  Evans  Mills  there  have  been  located  here 
a  fulling-mill,  clothiery,  tannery,  one  or  two  potasheries,  about  the  same  num- 
ber of  distilleries,  a  S|)inning-wheel  manufactory,  and  several  other  enterprises 
which  have  been  discontinued.  It  is  accounted  one  of  the  enterprising  vil- 
lages of  Jeffcrsoji  OMinty. 

Le  R.wsvillk  (p,  o.)  is  a  sm^ail  hamlet  in  the  southeastern  part  of  the 
town.    It  contains  a  store,  blacksmith  shop,  shoe  shop,  a  Friends  meeting- 
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house,  and  about  20  or  30  dwellings.  The  first  settlement  was  made  herein 
i8oi  by  Benjamin  Brown,  a  brother  of  Gen.  Jacob  Brown.  Mr.  Brown 
erected  mills  on  Pleasant  Creek,  across  which  he  constructed  a  dam.  He 
spent  the  \vinter  of  iSor-02  in  Brownville  with  his  brother,  and  m  the  spring 
returned  to  his  purchase,  where  he  erected  a  log  cabin,  in  which,  in  the  July 
following,  he  established  his  newly-made  bride,  the  first  white  woman  to  set 
foot  in  the  present  town  of  Le  Ray.  Four  years  after  Brown  settled  here 
Dr.  Baudry,  a  Frenchman,  who  had  been  sent  by  James  Le  Ray,  the  pro- 
prietor, to  choose  a  location  for  his  residence  and  land  oftlce,  arrived  here, 
and,  after  visiting  several  localities,  decided  upon  this  as  the  most  desirable 
one  for  the  grand  manor-house,  for  the  erection  of  which  he  immediately  com- 
menced preparations.  The  luuiber  was  sawed  at  Brov/n's  mill,  and  early 
in  1807  the  frame  was  made  ready  and  raised  under  the  snpeiintendence  of 
Ethfji  Evans.  Mr.  Le  Ray  came  in  iSoS  and  took  possession  of  the  house, 
although  it  v.^as  not  yet  finished.  The  site  of  the  mansion  was  half  a  mile 
soulljwest  from  Brown's,  on  an  emujence  overlooking  the  village.  In  1825 
this  structure  was  demolished  to  make  room  for  a  more  elegant  and  luxuri- 
ous one.  It  was  built  of  stone  and  smoothly  plastered  upon  the  outside. 
The  main  building  was  built  with  about  60  feet  front,  and  nearly  or  quite  the 
same  depth.  Attached  to  this  vvas  a  wing,  large  enough  for  a  mansion  in 
itself.  A  lofty  portico  on  the  southerly  front  was  supported  by  four  massive 
columns.  Internally  the  finish  was  of  the  best.  The  mansion  v:as  completed 
in  1827,  and  at  that  time  was  said  to  be  the  most  splendid  establishment 
Vv'est  of  the  Hudson.  In  this  mansion  Le  Ray  lived  and  dispensed  a  refmed 
liospitaiiiy  for  a  period  of  five  years  before  hrs  return  to  France  in  1832,  In 
1836  he  again  visited  America  and  spent  a  few  months  in  Le  Raysville,  finally 
returning  to  France,  where  he  died  in  1S40,  aged  80  years. 

In  1840  tiic  mansion  was  purchased  by  Jules  Rene  Payen,  who  came  to 
this  country  from  Paris,  where  he  had  been  a  student  in  the  Polytechnic 
School.  Becoming  interested  in  chemistry,  and  having  discovered  a  process 
by  v,'hich  gm:ipowder  could  be  manufactured  in  a  less  exjjensive  than  the 
ordinary  way,  he  came  lo  this  country,  and  finding  the  former  home  of  Mr. 
Le  Ray  a  suitable  place  for  such  a  manufactory,  purchased  it  with  that  intent, 
but  soon  abandoned  his  experiu:!ents  for  a  less  hazardous  occupation.  The 
place  is  now  owned  by  his  daughter,  Mrs,  Julia  Phelps,  and  is  occupied  by 
herself  and  family.  The  interior  is  in  perfect  order  and  preservation,  having 
had  many  tliousand  dollars  exjiended  upon  it  by  IMrs.  Phelps.  The  only 
sign  of  decay  upon  the  e.xtcrior  is  Vv'here  the  plaster  has  become  detached 
The  mansion  contains  many  Dcautiful  pieces  of  furniture,  once  the  properly 
of  Mr.  Le  Kay,  auiong  them  ai]  old  music  box  the  size  of  a  large  trunk,  very 
ancient  and  curious;  two  beautiful  clocks,  witli  martle  ornarnrrits;  a  hand- 
some and  unique  table;  a  Nv'riting  dc  k  oT  iji.iss  aiul  mahogany;  several  bed- 
steads and  diessing  cases,  and  niany  oilier  articles.  No  pleasanter  time  could 
■he  passed  than  in  a  visit  to  this  historic  })lace  and  attractive  home  of  Mrs.

Phelps.  One  can  enjoy  a  sail  r.pon  the  beauliful,  artificial  lake,  upon  whose 
siinny  surface  float  several  vSt.  Lawrence  River  boats.  The  land  ofLce,  chapel, 
and  greenhouses  arc  in  rpins  ;  tl^e  extensive  [uirks,  wild  and  beautiful,  are 
filled  with  roses  and  other  flowers,  whicli  weie  planted  during  the  occupancy 
of  James  Le  Ray  de  Chauraont. 

The  first  public  house  in  Le  Raysville  was  opened  in  1810.  The  first 
store  was  opened  by  Mr.  Le  Ray,  and  v/as  conducted  for  the  proprietor  by 
Mr.  Devereaux.  The  first  physician  of  the  village,  and  also  the  first  to  locate 
in  the  tovv'n,  was  Dr.  Horatio  Orvis,  who  settled  here  in  180S,  and  continued 
in  practice  a  great  nnany  years.  The  postoitice  was  established  in  the  spring 
of  1818,  upon  the  first  opening  of  the  mail  route  from  Denm.ark  to  Wilna, 
via  this  village.  Samuel  C.  Kanady  was  the  first  postmaster,  and  lield  the 
office  until  his  death  in  1S35. 

One  m.ile  north  of  Le  Raysville,  on  Pleasant  Creek,  is  a  locality  known  as 
Slocum\'ILLE.  Settlement  v.  as  commenced  here  in  1819  by  one  Desjardines, 
whom  Le  Ray  had  sent  fiom  I'rance  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  powder- 
mill.  This  enterprise  was  short-lived,  as  the  powder  produced  was  of  an 
inferior  quality.  A  grist-mill  was  also  built  here  about  the  same  time,  and 
was  said  to  have  contained  the  first  burr-stones  brought  to  Le  Ray,  they 
having  been  sent  from  France  for  this  especial  purpose.  The  first  miller 
was  a  Frenchman  named  Bidrot.  A  brick  house  was  erected  here,  one  of 
the  first  dwellings  of  that  material  in  Jeft'erson  County.  The  powder-mill  was 
subsequently  converted  into  a  potato-starch  manufactory, 

Black  River  is  a  post  village  located  in  the  towns  of  Le  Ray  and  Pait- 
land,  being  divided  by  Black  River,  which  is  spanned  at  this  point  by  a  fine 
iron  bridge,  built  in  1875.  The  Le  Ray  portion  of  this  village  was  embraced 
in  a  tract  of  150  acres  purchased  aliout  1S2S  by  Christopher  Poor,  from  Alex- 
ander Le  Ray,  as  agent  for  the  Cliassanis  tract;  tliis  |)\irchase  covering  all  the 
water- }.'Ov/er  of  the  north  side,  which  was  Mr.  Poor's  chief  inducement  in 
making  the  selection,  of  this  spot.  He  had  been  an  early  settler  in  Rutland, 
v/hence  he  removed  to  his  nesv  purchase  in  Le  Ray  on  Christmas  day,  1S29. 
During  the  preceding  summer  he  had,  with  some  assistance  from  other  resi- 
dents of  the  place,  built  the  first  bridge  across  the  river  at  the  point  where  it  is- 
crossed  by  the  present  iron  bridge.  The  first  grist-mill  u-as  built  about  1S36 
by  A.  Horton,  a  little  distance  above  the  bridge.  It  became  the  pro])erty  of 
Christopher  and  Peler  Poor,  and  v.-as  destroyed  by  fire  about  t8.)2-43.  The 
first  saw-mill  was  built  at  the  time  of  the  construction  of  the  dam  in  1S31, 
and  was  destroyed  by  fire  at  the  time  the  grist-mill  was  burned.  A  second 
mill  was  built  a  short  distance  below  the  first,  and  was  also  destroyed  with 
the  grist-mill.  It  v^'as  rebuilt,  and  was  carried  away  by  the 'Hood  whicli  de- 
stroyed the  first  iron  bridge.  In  1848  a  j^laning-mill  and  wood-working  slioj) 
v,-as  erected,  v.-liich  v.-as  aflerwanls  converted  into  a  chair  factory,  and  still 
latei  into  a  box  factory.  A  machine  shop,  located  upon  the  lower  si.le  of 
the  iron  bridge,  was  ca»ried  on  for  several  years  by  Lsaac  and  Joseph  Howe. 
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who  sold  to  Thomas  Mathews,  who  used  the  building  as  a  joiner's  shop.  It 
was  subsequently  used  as  a  store-house.  The  first  merchant  on  the  Le  Ray 
side  of  the  viila:;e  was  Robert  H.  Van  Shoick,  who  opened  a  store  on  the 
western  side  of  the  main  street  about  1832.  The  building  afterwards  became 
the  property  of  P.  Thurston,  who  convened  it  into  a  hotel,  about  1848.  the 
hrst  public  bouse  in  the  village.  S.  L.  Mott  opened  a  store  here  in  1852, 
Avhich  became  the  property  of  Matthew  Poor  in  1S66  The  village  is  a 
station  on  the  Utica  division  of  the  R.,  \V.  &  O.  Railroad,  which  follows  the 
course  of  Black  River  through  the  town  of  Rutland.  It  has  telephone,  tele- 
graph, and  express  offices,  one  church,  a  newspaper,  three  general  stores,  one 
hardware  store,  a  tlour  and  feed  store,  two  hotels,  a  pulp-mill,  two  chair  man- 
ufactories, a  steam  planing-mill,  several  shops,  about  80  dwellings,  and  a 
population  of  400.    It  is  a  thriving  village  and  is  growing  rapidly. 

January  20,  1890,  it  was  decided  by  a  vote  of  44  to  27  to  incorporate  the 
village.  Since  then  those  opposed  to  the  scheme  have  not  been  idle  in  their 
efforts  to  defeai  the  project,  and  the  incorporation  is  not  yet  conipleted. 
Judge  McCartin  has  recently  decided  that  the  meeting  of  January  20  was 
illegal  and  void.  On  February  20,  1890,  the  village  vvas  visited  by  a  most 
disastrous  fire,  in  which  $50,000  worth  of  property  was  destroyed,  including 
the  following  buildings;  Poor's  opera  house  and  block,  Parkinson's  store, 
Whipple  &  Hadseli's  store,  postoffice,  Artluir  House,  F.  H.  Dilienbeck's 
block,  two  dwellings,  D.  H.  Scott  Son's  block,  A.  W.  McOoweH's  store, 
John  Burke's  dsveiling,  and  George  Graham's  barber  shop.  John  Hall.  N.  T>. 
Martin,  Charles  Lyon,  George  Lyon,  C.  H.  Burke,  G.  E.  Slieldon.  and  John 
Eurke  lost  their  household  goods.  Odd  Fellows  liall  was  also  destroyed. 
The  fire  was  stopped  by  the  use  of  the  pulp-mill  pump  and  hose,  which  saved 
tlie  Black  River  Bending  Company's  factory.  "I'he  Jefferson  House  was 
saved  with  difficulty.  Watertown  was  appealed  to  for  aid,  but  before  the 
firemen  started  oroid  was  sent  that  the  llaraes  had  been  checked. 

Sanford's  Corxers  is  a  postoffice  nnd  station  on  the  R.,  W.  (S:  O.  Railroad, 
in  the  southwestern  part  of  the  town,  about  five  miles  from  Watertown.  It 
contains  a  cf-urcii,  store,  large  cheese  factory,  several  sho'ps,  and  about  50 
inhabitants.  Tlie  first  settlement  was  commenced  herein  1804,  by  Roswell 
Woodruff.  'Lne  hamlet  has  been  known  as  Jewetl's  Corners,"  Jewett's 
School- House."  and  Capt.  Jewett's,"  from  Ezekiel  J'ewett,  who  purchased 
the  farm  of  Mr.  WoodrutY,  and  became,  in  that  particular,  his  successor,  Mr. 
Sanford,  in  whose  honor  the  place  was  named,  erected  here  a  stone  buildinc;, 
with  the  intention  of  opening  a  store,  but  tliis  was  never  done.  The  post- 
office  was  established  in  1828,  and  was  kept  in  a  brick  tavern,  which  was 
afterwards  used  as  a  Limburger  cheese  factory.  'I'liis^hamlet  claims  the  honor 
of  having  the  first  school-house  in  the  to'^vn  of  Le  Ri-.y. 

F.  X.  ]'>'.i:j.>?>r:rt' s  chctse  factory,  at  wSanford's  Cori^crs,  was  estal>lisiicd.  in 
•1853.  Previous  to  this  date  there  had  been  several  unsuccessful  alten^.pts  to 
manufacture  Limburger  cheese  here.     In  tliis  year  Mr.  Eaumert  did  a  small 
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experimental  business,  v. hicii  proved  unsat isfactory.  In  1854)16  cuiuinut<! 
the  work  witi)  better  results.  At  this  time,  it  is  said,  this  was  the  only  T.irn  - 
burger  cheese  factory  in  the  United  States.  His  business  gradually  increased, 
until  during  tlie  late  war  he  had  three  factories  in  operation  in  this  vicinity. 
In  1882  F.  X.  Baumert  died,  leaving  his  vast  business  interests  in  the, hand;-, 
of  his  widow,  at  the  time  of  his  death  having  ro  factories  in  successful  opera- 
tion in  various  localities.  After  her  husband's  death  Mrs.  Baumert,  with  the 
assistance  of  her  sons,  extended  the  business.  She  sent  her  son  Charles  to 
Europe,  in  1883,  to  be  instructed  in  the  various  methods  of  manufacturing 
European  cheese,  and  he  is  novv  master  of  the  art  of  making  22  kinds  of 
cheese.  A  large  brick  factory,  105  by  34  feet,  three  stories  high,  has  recently 
been  erected  at  Sanford's  Corners,  where  the  greater  part  of  this  extensive 
business  is  now  located.  They  now  manufacture  here  various  kinds  of  clieese, 
among  which  are  Limburger,  Munsler,  Fron;age  de  Brie,  Fromage  D'Isigny, 
Camembert,  Livarot,  and  double  Crerac  dc  Suisse.  An  office  for  the  sale  of 
their  cheese  is  in  New  York  city,  where  the  principal  portion  of  the  products 
of  their  factories  is  disposed  of,  some  kinds  at  the  extravagant  price  of  45 
cents  per  pound.  ?>Irs.  Baumert  has  six  sons,  all  of  v/honi  have  an  interest 
in  the  business,  which  is  conducted  under  the  name  of  F.  X.  Baumert,  the 
founder  of  the  fust  Limburger  cheese  factory  in  Jefferson  County,  and  per- 
haps the  first  in  America. 

BlacJz  River  Bending  Company,  located  at  Black  River  village,  v;as  star  ted- 
in  i860  as  a  manufactory  of  bent  chair  stock,  which  in  18S5  was  merged  in 
the  present  concern.  In  1SS9  the  works  were  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  a 
building  130  by  30  feet,  four  stories  high,  in  which  a  large  business  is  con- 
ducted, giving  employment  to  from  50  to  60  men. 

T/ie  Wokoit  Company  (incorporated),  at  Black  Jliver  village,  was  organ- 
ized in  18S9,  with  E.  R.  Wolcotl,  president  ;  A.  E.  Cory,  secretary  and 
treasurer;  and  G.  H.  Wolcott,  su[)enntendent.  They  do  a  general  business 
in  building,  and  are  dealers  in  lumber,  sash,  doors,  blinds,  etc.  They  employ 
10  men  and  do  a  busines  of  $16,000  annually. 

As  has  been  previously  stated  the  first  permanent  settler  in  the  wilderness 
now  comprised  within  the  limits  of  the  town  of  Le  Ray  was  Benjamin  Brown, 
who  fust  visited  the  town  in  the  autumn  of  1801.  In  1803  and  1S04  several 
other  hardy  pioneers  arrived.  Among  those  in  1S03  were  Joseph  Child,  with 
his  three  sons,  Daniel,  Samuel,  and  Abjses,  from  Pennsylvania,  Thomas  Ward, 
Daniel  Coffeen,  John  Petty,  and  Robert  Sixbury.  The  Chi  Ids  settled  in  the 
southwestern  part  of  the  town,  in  the  neighborhood  Vv^hich  still  bears  their 
nam.e,  and  Ward  located  between  Ec  Raysville  and  Evans  Mills.  Cofteen 
settled  a  mile  southeast  of  Evans  T^lills,  but  the  next  year  removed  to  near 
Steriingville.  Sixbury  was  one  of  the  surveyiiig  j'arty  v.-ho,  in  1804,  accom- 
jrmied  Cad^-'alL'iilc  r  Cliild  to  Alexrtndria  B  ly,  and  thence  back  to  Great 
Pjrid.  In  the  same  )eai  he,  with  John  fioover,  of  Herkimer  County,  pur- 
chased the  improvement  of  D.  Coffeen,  when  the  kuter  moved  to  Philadeb 
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phia.  Sixbury  afterwards  setlled  on  a  farm  two  miles  north  of  ICvans  Mills, 
wiiere  he  spem  a  good  portion  of  his  long  life.  He  became  widely  known 
and  famed  as  a  skilled  hunter,  for  which  his  iron  constitution  and  great  ])owers 
of  indurance  eminently  fitted  him.  He  died  in  Le  Ray  in  the  fall  of  1875^ 
having  passed  the  extreme  age  of  112  years.  John  Petty  removed  to  Phila- 
delphia in  1804-05,  being  one  of  tlie  first  settlers  in  that  town. 

Guillaume  Coupart,  better  known  in  Le  Kay  as  William  Co'jper,  or 
French  Cooper,"  was  one  of  tlie  coniers  in  1803.  He  was  born  in  Nor- 
mandy, France,  June  24,  1773,  and  about  20  years  later  fled  from  his  native 
country  to  escape  conscription.  Fie  went  to  Newfoundland,  was  tliere  taken 
prisoner,  and  carried  to  Halifax,  whence  he  escaped^  and  went  to  Connecticut, 
where  he  remained  for  some  time.  In  1798  or  '99  he  located  in  Parnelia, 
and  in  1803  settled  in  Le  Ray,  v,'est  of  the  village  of  Le  Raysville.  He  be- 
came a  large  land-owner,  and  died  here  January  19,  1S51.  In  1S04  Roswcll 
Woodruff  settled  at  Sanford's  Corners.  Fie  afterwards  sold  his  property  there 
and  rernoved  to  New  Hartford,  Oneida  County,  where  he  died.  ,  Benjamin 
Kirkbride  also  settled  in  1S04,  about  a  mile  southeast  from  Eva?i5  Mills. 

The  first  general  agent  from  abroad,  sent  by  Mr.  Le  Ray  to  look  after  his 
lands,  was  M.  Pierre  Joulin,  the  c/^rt'  of  Chaumont_,  in  Fiance,  who  was  one 
of  the  faithful  few  would  not  take  the  constitutional  oath,  and  was  sent  to 
America  by  Mr.  Le  Ray  to  save  him  from  the  guillotine,  and  to  have  a  fair 
prospect  for  providing  the  means  for  a  comfortable  subsistence.  After  the 
troubles  in  France  had  subsided  he  returned.  Moss  Kent  was  early  ap- 
pointed to  the  agency  of  lands,  and  continued  in  tliat  capacity  several  yeais, 
living  in  Mr.  Le  Ray's  family  until  the  departure  of  tliat  gentleman  for 
Europe  in  iSio,  when  he  remained  with  his  son  Vincent.  When  Joulin  first 
met  Kent  tliey  would  have  been  unable  to  communicate  had  it  not  been  that 
both  being  clasrical  scholars,  they  were  enabled  to  converse  iii  Latin. 

CHURCHES. 

77i^  First  JJa/'/ist  Church  of  Le  Ray,  located  at  Evans  Mills,  was  organized 
in  18 10  by  John  McCumber,  A.  Robinson,  C.  Wilkie,  and  others,  and  at 
the  time  of  its  organization  consisted  or  20  members.  Their  llrst  pastor  was 
John  Blodget.  Their  house  of  worship  is  a  stone  building,  and  was  erected 
in  182S  at  a  cost  of  $2,000.  It  will  comfortably  seat  300  persons,  and  is 
valued,  including  grounds  and  other  church  property,  at  $3,000.  The  church 
now  has  26  members,  and  A.  B.  Sears  is  the  jjresent  pastor.  Tlie  Sunday- 
school  has  a  membership  of  about  30. 

The  Free  Mef'todist  Church,  located  at  Black  River  village,  was  organized 
December  11,  1870,  by  R.  C.  H.  Southv/orth,  with  five  member?.  Charles 
Soutliwi.rih  V/;-.'  the  first  pastor.  Their  hoii.se  of  v/orship,  a  w  struct- 
ure, wa-i  built  \\\  i8;3,  at  a  cost  of  $1,500.  It  will  txjmfortar-iy  i-.eat  about 
300  persons,  and  is  valued,  inckuling  grounds  and  oilier  church  property,  at 
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$3,000.  The  yjresent  n-iCiabership  of  tlie  church  is  aboul  35,  under  the  pas- 
toral charge  of  Rev.  Orvillc  Frink.  The  Sunday-school  has  a  membersliii) 
of  25  scholars  and  teac;^.eis.  Before  tlic  cliurch  was  fairly  established  it  lost 
by  death  two  of  its  members  who  contriouted  largely  to  its  support.  It  is 
not  in  a  flourishing  condition  financially,  and  is  struggling  hard  for  existence. 

Black  River  Baptist  Churchy  located  at  Black  River  village,  in  the  town 
of  Le  Ray,  was  organized  as  a  branch  of  the  Watertown  Baptist  Church, 
I\Iarch  26,  1878,  and  as  an  independent  church  May  ti,  iSSo.  Its  organiza- 
tion was  effected  by  Rev.  James  W.  Putnam,  the  first  pastor.  In  1878  it  had 
15  niembers,  atid  in  iSSo,  18,  its  present  membership  being  22.  The  present 
pastor  is  F.  H.  Richardson,  of  Great  Bend.  Tiie  society  has  no  house  of 
worship,  but  rents  one  witii  a  capacity  for  seating  150  persons. 

The  Friends  Society,  at  Le  Raysville,  was  organized  in  1S05  by  David 
Kovvland,  Elihu  Anthony.  David  Gardnei,  and  others,  and  Joseph  Child  was 
the  first  minister.  The  hrst  house  of  worship  was  erected  at  Philadelphia 
village,  thgn  a  part  of  Le  Ray,  in  iSii,  of  wood.  In  iSi6  a  stone  meeting- 
house v.as  erected  on  road  57,  and  the  ])resent  structure,  of  v/ood.  in  1S76, 
at  Le  Raysville,  at  a  cost  of  about  $2,000.  It  will  comfortably  seat  175  per- 
sons, and  is  valued,  including  grounds  and  other  church  property,  at  $1,200. 
Joseph  Child,  the  first  ackno-vledged  minister  of  the  Le  Ray  monthly  meet- 
ing, was  a  half-brother  of  Cadwallader,  the  grandfather  of  the  publisher  of 
this  work.  The  meeting  was  reorganized  in  1S76  by  Stephen  Roberts, 
Jonathan  Powell,  Thom.as  Anthony,  and  others,  and  in  1SS5  the  Le  Ray 
monthly  meeting  became  a  component  ])art  of  the  Canada  yearly  meeting, 
having  previous  to  that  time  been  a  part  nf  the  New  York  yearly  meeting. 
The  present  membership  is  about  30,  and  Sarah  A.  Wood  is  the  minister, 

£7'a'iS  Mills  vionihly  }heetirig  of  Friends  had  the  same  organization  as  the 
Le  Ray  monthly  meeting,  about  1S05,  of  whicli  it  v/as  originally  a  part. 
Their  present  meeting-house  was  erected  in  18  16,  of  stone,  at  a  cost  of  about 
$500.  It  vvill  comfortably  seat  200  persons,  and  is  now  valued  at  abvout 
$1,000.  The  present  membership  is  about  45,  and  Warren  Gardner  and 
Margaret  \Viibur  are  ministers.  Madison  S.  Gardner  is  superintendent  of 
the  Sunday-school,  which  has  a  membership  of  25. 

St  Andre^v  s  Protestant  Fpiscopal  Church,  located  in  the  village  of  Evans 
Mills,  was  organized  in  April,  1872,  by  Revs.  Dr.  Babcock.  J.  Winslow,  and 
H.  V.  Gardner,  and  at  the  time  of  its  organization  consisted  of  three  com- 
municants, the  first  rector  being  Rev.  M.  V.  Gardner.  Their  house  of 
worship,  a  gothic  structure  of  native  blue  and  gray  limestone,  was  built  in 
1880,  at  a  cost  cf  $.1,000.  It  will  comfortably  seat  150  ]Krsons,  and  is 
valued,  including  grounds,  etc.,  at  $5,000.  This  beautiful  structuie,  with  its 
ivy-covered  tower  an.d  beautiful  interior,  is  the  pride  of  \\vz  people,  and  a  fit- 
ting place  in  whicl-i  t'>  h(;l(l  tlie  impressive  services  of  the  ch.urch.  The 
parish  nucnbcrs  34  communicants,  and  at  present  is  without  a  rector,  but  one 
will  doubtless  soon  be  engaged.  Th.e  Su.nday -school  connected  with  the 
church  has  six  teachers  and  30  schohus. 
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21u'  M'tthodisf  Episcopal  CJuirch  at  Evans  Mills  was  organized  Novem- 
ber ?.o,  1824,  ihe  ftr.-t  trustees  being  Henx'-y  Churchill,  Parker  Chase,  John 
V.  Stewart,  Daniel  Sraitli,  P.  S.  Stuart,  James  Ward,  Wilson  Pennock,  Eli- 
jah Srnitb.,  aiid  Willianfi  Taggart.  Their  first  house  of  worship,  a  stone  build- 
ing, was  located  on  the  Le  Raysville  road,  about  two  miles  from  Evans  Mills. 
This  was  sold,  and  in  1833  the  present  edifice  was  completed  at  a  cost  of 
$3,000,  on  a  lot  in  the  village  donated  by  Judge  Evans.  The  present  pastor 
is  Rev.  Fred  W.  Thompson. 

The  Le  Ray  Preshyfcria)!  C/mrc/i,  at  Evans  Mills,  was  organized  j  anuary 
13,  1814,  by  F.ev.  Nathaniel  Dutton^  of  Champion,  with  12  members.  Up 
to  1820  there  had  been  no  stated  minister,  services  being  conducted  by  Dea. 
Ruel  Kiml.)aU,  who  afterwards  studied  for  tlie  ministry  and  became  the  first 
regular  pastor  of  the  church.  The  first  place  of  worship  was  at  Ingerson's 
Corners,  subsequently  in  tlie  frame  school-house  at  Evans  Mills,  and  still 
later  in  the  stone  school-house  at  Evans  Mills,  located  v..'bere  the  present 
school-house  now  stands.  In  1826  a  stone  church  v/as  erected,  which  gave 
place  to  the  present  structure  in  1S69,  which  cost  $2,600.  The  present  pas- 
tor is  Rev.  John  J.  Jones. 

LORENZO  SAWYER. 

Among  the  oldest  and  most  respected  members  of  the  judiciary,  in  the 
state  of  California,  is  Hon.  Lorenzo  Sawyer,  United  States  circuit  judge  for 
the  nin.lh  circuit.  For  the  last  .'.o  years  he  has  occupied  a  prominent  place 
either  at  the  bar  or  on  the  bencli  of  his  adopted  state.  He  belongs  to  a 
family  of  pioneers.  Descended  from  English  ancestors,  who  emigrated  to 
New  England  about  1636,  each  generation  of  v/hose  descendants  became 
pioneers  in  the  settlement  of  some  new  state  farther  west,  and  himself 
trained  amid  the  hardships  of  pioneer  life,  he  has  developed  a  character  as 
firm  and  inflexible  as  the  granites  v.'hich  environ  his  boyhood's  home.  Three 
of  his  ancestors,  Thomas  Sawyer,  John  Prescott,*  and  Ralph  Houghton, 
were  three  of  the  first  six  successful  and  permanent  settlers  of  the  tov/n  of 
Lancaster,  Mass.,  in  1647  ;  and  three  of  the  first  five  Prudential  Men  of  the 
tov/n  on  its  organization,  in  1653.  They  and  their  descendants  took  an 
active  part  in  all  the  Indian  wars  that  followed  ;  in  the  French  Wcvr,  the  war 
of  the  Revolution  (during  the  latter  of  v.'hich  19  Sawyeis  of  the  i^ancaster 
family  are  known  to  have  been  in  active  service),  and  in  the  War  of  1812. 

Lorenzo  Sawyer  was  born  on  road  1 1 1,  in  Le  Ray,  this  county,  May  23,  1820^ 
His  father  and  grandfather  were  among  the  earliest  of  the  pioneers,  who,  in 
the  first  year  of  the  present  century,  occupied  the  wilderness  ui  tliat  portion 
of  Northern  New  York  then  known  as  the  Phck  River  countr}',  and  scarcely

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inore  accessible  at  that  day  tiian  was  California  at  the  time  of  its  settletnent. 
His  father,  Jesse  Sawyer,  on  February  i  i,  1819,  married  Elizabeth  Goodci!, 
also  of  a  pioneer  family,  and  cousin  of  the  celebrated  missionaries,  William 
Goodell,  of  Constantinople,  and  Lucy  Goodell  Thurston,  one  of  the  first  mis- 
sionaries to  the  Sandwich  Islands ;  and  they  celebrated  their  golden  wedding 
at  Belvidcre,  111.,  February  11,  1869,  Lorenzo,  the  eldest  of  a  family  of  six 
-children,  was  born  and  reared  on  a  farm  till  16  years  of  age,  attending  the 
district  school  during  winter,  and  working  on  the  farm  in  summer.  At  an 
early  age  he  enjoyed  the  advantage  of  a  well-selected  public  library,  of  which 
he  availed  himself  to  the  fullest  extent  compatible  with  his  aiduous  daily 
labors — his  evenings,  Sundays,  and  spare  moments  being  largely  devoted  to 
books.  To  this  library,  doubtless,  is  due  the  formation  of  those  tastes  which 
ultimately  determined  his  choice  of  a  professif-.n.  At  15  he  attended  for  a  short 
time  a  High  school  at  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  called  the  Black  River  Institute. 
The  next  year  he  removed  Nvith  his  father  to  Pennsylvania,  v/here  he  assisted 
in  clearing  up  a  nevv  farm. 

Having  years  before,  while  accidentally  present  at  an  important  trial  at 
Watertown,  formed  a  determJnation  to  adopt  the  profession  of  law,  which  was 
never  afterwards  abandoned,  with  the  consent  of  his  fatlier,  but  without  any 
pecuniary  aid,  he  at  the  age  of  17  left  home,  and  relying  on  his  own  resources 
for  support  entered  upon  a  more  thorough  course  of  education,  preparatory 
to  commencing  the  study  of  law.  The  next  eight  years  were  devoted  to 
preparation  for  the  bar,  at  first  in  New  York,  and  afterwards  in  Ohio.  During 
this  period  he  earned  the  means  for  defraying  his  expenses  by  teacliing,  at  first 
in  district  schools,  and  afterwards  in  academies  and  as  tutor  in  college. 
In  1840  he  emigrated  to  Ohio,  and  pursued  his  studies,  first  at  Western  Re- 
serve College,  and  afterwards  at  and  near  Columbus.  Having  completed  his 
preparatory  studies  he  entered  the  law  office  of  Hon.  Gustavus  Swan,  the 
ablest  land  lawyer  of  his  day  in  Ohio,  Judge  Swan  retiring  soon  after  from 
practice,  he  entered  the  office  of  Judge  Noah  H.  Swayne,  then  one  of  Ohio's 
most  prominent  lawyers,  and  nov/  a  distinguished  justice  of  the  Siipteme 
Court  of  the  United  States,  under  whose  instruction  he  remained  till  he  v/as 
admitted  to  the  bar  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Ohio,  in  May,  1846,  He  after- 
wards went  to  Chicago,  111.,  where  he  passed  a  year  in  the  office  of  the  late 
Senator  McDougall,  of  California.  Soon  after  this  he  entered  into  a  law  part- 
nership with  the  late  Lieutenant-Governor  Holmes,  at  Jefferson,  Wis.,  where 
he  was  rapidly  acquiring  a  lucrative  practice  for  that  region. 

In  the  spring  of  1850  Mr.  Sawyerwent  to  California,  overland,  with  a  com- 
pany of  energetic  young  men  from  Wisconsin,  and  arrived  in  California  about 
the  middle  of  July,  after  an  unprecedentedly  short  trip  of  72  days.  He 
wrote  some  very  intc-resting  sketches  of  tlic  journey  across  the  jjiains,  u^lrich 
were  published  in  tlic  0/h'o  Observer,  and  copied  from  it  into  several  other 
Western  ]>apers.  They  were  used  as  a  guide  by  many  emigrants  of  llie  next 
year.    After  working  in  the  mines  of  VX  Dorado  County  for  a  short  time 
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he  entered  upon  the  practice  of  law  in  Sacramento,  but  in  consequence  of  ill 
hcMiih  he  v.'as  compelled  to  go  to  the  mountains  to  tecupcrate.  Accordingly 
he  opened  a  law  office  at  Nevada  City,  in  October  of  that  year,  his  law  library 
consisting  of  11  volumes,  which  he  had  brought  across  the  plains.  With  the 
exception  of  a  few  months,  from  February  to  August,  185 1,  passed  in  San 
Francisco,  during  which  time  his  office  was  twice  burnt,  he  remained  in 
Nevada  City  till  the  autumn  of  1853.  All  this  time  he  enjoyed  a  lucrative 
and  successful  practice,  being  employed  on  one  side  of  every  important  case. 
In  the  autumn  of  1853  he  returned  to  San  Francisco,  v,'here  he  has  ever  since, 
resided,  with  the  exception  of  a  short  absence  in  Illinois.  In  1854  he  v/as 
elected  city  attorney  for  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  and  served  one  term  with 
marked  success,  at  a  time  when  the  interests  of  the  city  involved  in  litigation 
were  immense.  In  1855  he  was  a  candidate  before  the  stale  convention  of 
his  j)arty  for  justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  against  the  chief  justice  vrhose 
term  was  about  to  expire,  and  was  defeated  by  only  six  votes.  In  the  spring 
of  iS6t  he  entered  into  a  law  partnership  with  the  late  General  C.  H,  S. 
Williams,  and  in  the  winter  of  1861-62  they  determined  to  open  a  branch 
office  in  Virginia,  Key. 

Mr.  Sawyer  went  to  Virginia  about  the  first  of  January,  to  open  the  office 
and  establish  the  business.    While  at  Virginia,  managing  the  aftairs  of  the 
firm  at  that  otiice,  Governor  Stanford,  of  California,  tendered  him  the  ap- 
pointment of  city  and  county  attorney  of  San  Francisco.    The  appointment 
having  been  declined,  Governor  Edward  Stanley  was  afterwards  appointed. 
Soon  after  this  Judge  Alexander  Cam. p bell  resigned  his  position  as  judge  of 
the  twelfth  judicial  district,  embracmg  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco 
and  county  of  San  Mateo,  whereupon  the  governor,  by  telegraph,  tendered 
the  appointnient  to  fill  the  vacancy  to  Mr.  Sawyer,  who  was  still  at  Virginia. 
After  consulting  his  family  and  friends  by  telegraph  the  appointment  was 
accepted,  and  Judge  Sawyer  on   the  next  morning  left  for  San  Francisco, 
crossnig  the  mountains  on  horseback,*  the  roads  through  the  deep  snows  of 
that  v.inler  not  having  yet  been  opened  for  vehicles.     He  arrived  home  on 
•  Saturday  night,  and  opened  courL  in  San  Mateo  Coujity  on  the  next  Monday 
morning,  June  2,  1S62.    After  holding  the  office  several  months  the  satisfac- 
tion given  was  such  that  at  the  next  election  by  the  people  he  was  unani- 
mously chosen  to  the  position  for  a  full  term  of  six  years — both  political 
parties  supportmg  him.    Upon  tlie  reorganization  of  the  state  courts,  under 
the  amended  constitution.  Judge  Sawyer  v/as,  in   1S63,  elected  a  justice  of 
the  Supreme  Court;  and  upon  casting  lots,  as  required  by  the  constitution, 
he  drew  the  six  years'  term,  during  the  last  two  years  of  which  he  was  chief 
justice. 

Vv'hiiC  he  v.t.~  r;  in  raber  of  the  Supreme  Court,  all  of  v.-hose  justices  are 
iu-;tiy  noted  foi  ii'.;:  ability,  industry,  and  unrcmiUm^  attention  to  business, 
no  one  of  them  wrote  more  opinions  or  gave  more  attention  to  the  details  of 
tiie  business  than  Chief  justice  Sav.yer;  and  it  may  he  added  that  the  judg- 
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Dients  of  nore  of  the  judges  are  characterized  by  greater  ability  or  inort 
thoroughness  and  elaborateness  of  discussion  than  his.  No  other  court  in 
the  United  States,  or  elsewhere,  was  ever  called  upon  to  deal  with  so  raany 
novel,  intricate,  and  difticnlt  questions  of  law  as  the  Supreme  Court  of  Cali- 
fornia; and  none  more  promptly,  ably,  and  satisfactorily  adjudicated  the  ques- 
tions presented.  The  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  California,  rendered 
while  Judge  .Sav.^er  occupied  a  seat  on  the  bench,  stand  as  high  in  the  older 
states  as  those  of  any  other  state  during  the  same  period.  They  are  often 
cited  with  the  highest  terms  of  commendation  by  approved  law  writers,  and  by 
the  judges  of  other  courts,  state  and  national.  A  writer  in  the  American  Laic 
Review^  published  at  Boston,  in  noticing  vol.  XXXIII  California  Reports,  in 
1868,  says;  "The  history  of  California  is  a  history  of  marvelous  phenomena 
and  not  the  least  is  its  jurisprudence.  Less  than  20'years  ago  the  common 
law  was  unknown  on  the  Pacific  coast;  and  to-day  we  find  the  Supreme  Coiul 
of  Cal'-fornia  holding  it  with  a  comprehensive  grasp,  and  administering  it  with 
an  ability  decidedly  superior  to  that  shown  by  tlic  tribunals  of  many  much 
older  communities." 

It  is- not  too  much  to  say  that  Chief  Justice  Sawyer,  by  his  industry,  re- 
search, learniiig,  and  ability,  contributed  his  full  share  towards  placing  the 
court  in  the  elevated  and  enviable  position  which  it  occupied  while  he  was  a 
member  of  that  tribunal.  In  1869  Coiigress  passed  an  act  to  amend  the 
judicial  system  of  the  United  States,  by  which  the  United  States  circuit 
courts  were  reorganized — the  a})pointrnent  of  a  circuit  judge  for  each  of  the 
nine  circuits  being  provided  for.  In  December  of  that  year,  as  the  term  of 
Chief  Justice  Sawyer  was  about  to  expire,  President  Grant  nominated  him 
under  said  act  to  the  position  of  United  States  circuit  judge  for  the  ninth 
circuit,  embracing  all  the  Pacific  states.  The  nominatio!:!  having  been  con- 
lirmed  by  the  Senate.  Judge  Sawyer,  early  in  i S70,  entered  upon  his  duties  as 
circuit  judge;  and  he  has  ever  smce,  novv'  more  tlian  20  years,  discharged  the 
highly  important  and  aiduous  duties  of  that  exalted  position  with  energy, 
fidelity,  and  marked  ability,  as  well  as  acceptably  to  the  people  of  the  entire 
circuit.  The  judgments  of  Judge  Sawyer  as  United  States  circuit  judge, 
selected  from  his  numerous  decisions,  and  reported  in  the  14  volumes  of 
Sawyer's  Unittd  States  Courts  Reports,  and  his  decisions  as  a  me\iibcr  of  the 
state  Supreme  Court,  rej^orted  in  the  15  volumes  of  California  Reports,  \xcm 
volumes  XXIV  to  XXXVIIi  inclusive,  it  is  confidently  belicN'ed  will  be 
found,  upon  critical  examination,  to  comjoare  not  unfavorably  ^^ith  an  equal 
number  of  reported  decisions  rendered  by  any  contemporary  judge,  state  or 
national.  His  reputation  as  an  able  and  conscientious  jurist  has  long  since 
ceased  to  be  local,  and  become  national.  Recognizini^  and  afpreeiatih'g  /lis 
attainments  and  An 'die  serju'ees,  IIa}ni!fo?i  CotIe<:c,  in  iSjj,  ei'njerred  upon 
[niiy^e  Sawyer  tiic  nouorary  degree  of  P.P.  I). 

In  politics  Mr.  Sawyer  was  from  boyhood,  till  it  ceased  to  e.xist,  an  ear- 
nest member  of  the  Whig  party,  and  an  ardent  admirer  and  supporter  of 
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llftiry  Clay,  and  of  tlic  other  great  statesmen  of  that  party.  Upon  the  dis- 
^(jlution  of  liic  Whig  party  he  became  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Republi- 
can party  in  Cahfornia,  to  which  he  has  ever  since  steadfastly  adhered.  He 
attended  the  Chicago  convention  of  iS6o,  though  not  as  a  deh:gate,  and 
from  the  hrst  did  all  in  his  power  to  secure  the  nommation  of  Mr.  Lincoln 
{in  President.  The  character  of  Judge  Sawyer  is  strongly  marked.  Stern 
and  inllexible  in  his  public  acts  and  relations,  he  is  devoted  to  all  that  duty, 
honor,  and  patriotism  enjoin.  He  is,  however,  in  private  life,  of  the  utmost 
gentleness,  kindness,  and  simplicity.  With  strong  origmal  powers,  early  de- 
veloped by  the  stirring  events  of  the  pioneer  life  in  which  he  was  cast,  he  had 
acquired  a  habit  of  self-reliance  which  well  fitted  him  for  the  great  struggle 
in  which  the  highest  honors  of  his  profession  were  destined  to  be  achieved. 
He  aimed  at  the  right  always  and  at  ail  events,  according  to  his  best  con- 
victions ;  and  if  any  (juestiooed  his  judgment  none  could  impeach  his  hon- 
esty or  sincerity.  Of  a  long-lived  family,  and  always  temperate,  regular,  and 
rigidly  correct  in  all  his  habits,  Judge  Sawyer  is  still  in  robust  health.  His 
mental  faculties  are  at  their  best,  and  he  bids  fair  to  adorn  the  bench  for 
years  to  come. 

In  1887  Senator  Leland  Stanford  formed  the  noble  design  of  devoting  the 
greater  part  of  his  immense  wealth  to  the  establishing  of  a  great  university 
open  to  both  sexes,  and  designed  to  promote  in  the  best  and  most  thorough 
•nanner  the  cause  of  liberal,  moral,  and  practical  education.  To  effect  this 
he  devoted  an  enormous  estate,  or  several  estates  aggregating  some  85,000 
acres  of  the  best  and  most  improved  land  in  California,  v/orth  millions  of 
dollars,  to  founding  and  endovv'ing  the  Lcland  Stanford  Junior  University,'' 
so  named  for  his  only  son,  who  first  suggested  such  a  disposition  of  the  im- 
mense wealth  to  which  he  was  heir.  Senator  Stanford  selected  24  of  the  em- 
inent men  of  the  state  to  act  as  trustees.  Justice  Field,  of  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court,  is  one  of  these,  as  is  also  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  At 
tlicir  first  meeting  they  conferred  on  Judge  Sawyer  the  high  honor  of  presi- 
dent of  the  board,  and  at  the  laying  of  the  corner-stone,  iNlay  i  18S7,  he 
made  the  address.  From  the  vast  resources  at  its  command,  and  from  the 
broad,  liberal,  and  enlightened  views  of  its  founders  and  trustees,  it  is  confi- 
dently ex))ected  that  Lchuid  Stanford  Junior  U/ii-ocrsity  \\'\\\  eveniually 
become  second  to  no  institution  in  the  land,  or  perhaps  in  the  world.  Judge 
Sawyer's  legal  decisions  are  so  carefully  and  intelligently  m.ade  that  they 
almost  invariably  meet  the  approval  of  the  higher  court.  His  decision  in 
tlic  famous  Neagle-Terry  affair  of  1S89  is  still  fresh  m  all  minds.  He  has  the 
enviable  reputation  of  unspotted  integrity  asKl  great  legal  intelligence.  In 
C^scar  T.  Schuck's  Bench  a?id  Bar  of  California  are  given  many  anecdotes 
^'f  the  Judge's  lethal  practice,  v,'hich  the  limited  space  here  allotted  forbids  us 
'•')  relate.

The  old  homestead,  which  has.  been  ov.-ned  in  thr 
family  since  1S03,  is  now  the  properly  of  Buel  F.  Ward. 

Joseph  Child  came  from  Eucks  Conniy,  Pa.,  to  Lo  Eay  in  180G,  and  Ic-ated  on  road  7'j, 
where  he  took  up  a  tract  of  800  acres.  He  had  four  8on.s,  Daniel,  JSamuel,  J'lsejjb,  and  Mo?c>f. 
Daniel  settled  on  the  homestead,  and  of  his  family  a  son,  Lonis,  resides  in  the  town.  Sar^iiiv.i 
settled  i".]")On,  and  occupied  nut-il  his  death,  the  farm  nov.^  owned  by  his  son  Tliomas,  ^^here  lu- 
reared  nine  children,  four  of  Nvhoni  are  living,  Thomas,  Eunice,  Mary,  in  this  town,  and  Will- 
iam, in  lMinno>^ota.  Joseph,  Jr.,  settled  in  Le  lUiy,  and  his  daughter  HunnHh  still  re.sidr^ 
here.

L}dia  A.  Shar}),  of  Blaok  Kivei-,  who  died 
May  11,  1S7S.  His  son  Grin  I',  lives  at  home  with  his  f;i1]ier.  Curtis  W.  Cory  as  b.orn  in 
Jetlerson  County,  and  for  many  years  resided  on  tiic  "  Limekiln"  farm,  on  road  111,  i;i  tluc; 
town,  wb.ere  he  died.  lie  married  Charlotte  Waters,  and  they  had  three  sons  and  three 
daughters,  two  of  whoin  died  in  infancy,  and  four  attained  mature  years,  viz.:  Caroline, 
Oscar  E.,  George  F.,  arid  Emma  S.  Oscar  E,  Avas  reared  upon  a  farm,  and  was  educated  at  the 
common  scliools.  At  the  age  of  27  \  ea.rs  he  married  Anna  A.,  daughter  of  Henry  Sharp,  of 
Autwerp,  and  they  have  one  son  and  iwo  dangbters,  viz. :  Edith  C,  Frank  C,  and  iMaud  E. 
They  reside  on  road  111,  in  this  tovrn.

Decer'i'yM-  7,  IGGO,  he  was  one  of  the  first  organi^^ero 
of  the  Dutch-  pL-rorm  Church  at  AViltwyck,  now  Kingsioii,  N.  Y.  Noveml'cr  21,  IGGl,  he  was 
appointed  collector  of  church  rates  and  excise  tax.  In  Ju:;e,  1GC3,  he  had  Uvo  iiouses  biumcd 
in  the  srcond  Eso})i-:S  v/ar.  A]tril  28,  ICf.O,  he  was  elected  sehei>en  (judge)  of  the  court  at 
^Yiltwycl^.    He  A':;is  a  prominent  man  in  all  public  duties  until  his  death  aboiit  1G7G.

He  nuirried  Elizabeth 
Flagler,  July  8,  179^,  at  Saugertirs,  UJ^-ter  County,  N.  Y.,  aud  di'.d  3Iarch'3l.  1831.  Their 
children  are  all  dead.  David  settled  in  the  towii  of  Le  Itay,  l)ecenibei-  5,  isii'j.  Jiunes  D.

and  for  many  years  lived  in  Cherry  Valley,  Otsego  County.  They  had  four  sons  and  four 
dauglitcrs,  viz.;  Nelly,  David,  \Villiam,  Jr.,  Agnes,  Matilda,  Hannah,  Joint,  and  Stephen 
Van  Ilenbselaer.  In  1811  they  located  in  this  county,  in  the  town  of  Le  liay.  William,  Jr., 
attended  school  winters  and  in  the  summer  assisted  in  subduing  the  wilderness.

He  carritd  on  the  farm  lor  his  father  until  the  latter's  death  in  ISSO.  He  married,  in  18*jO. 
Li5;zie,  daugliter  of  John  Layng,  and  they  have  had  three  sons,  viz.:  Sidney,  Charles,  and 
Feleg,  all  of  wliom  reside  vrith  their  parents  in  this  town.'

LORRAINE  was  formed  from  Mexico,  March  24,  1804,  as  Malta,  which 
was  changed  to  the  present  name,  April  6,  j8o8,  on  account  of  there 
being  another  Malta  in  the  state,  in  Saratoga  County.  When  first 
•erected  it  included,  besides  its  present  limits,  the  town  of  \Vorth,  which  was 
set  off  in  1848.  It  is  the  central  town  in  the  southern  border  of  the  county, 
and  IS  bounded  on  the  north  by  Adams  and  Rodman,  east  by  Worth,  south 
by  Osvvego  County,  and  west  by  ElHsburgh.  The  surface  or  the  town  is  ele- 
vated, and  very  much  broken  by  hills  and  gorges.  The  soil  is  underlaid  by 
-shales  so  finely  develoj^ed  that  the  tcriri  Lorraine  shales  has  been  applied  to 
the  formation.  The  layers  of  this  rock  are  alternately  soft  and  hard,  so  that 
they  yield  with  great  facility  to  the  disinlegratinfii;  agencies  of  frost,  atmospheric 
action,  and  running  water  of  the  streams  which  traverse  the  town.  Deep  and 
immense  gulfs  or  channels  have  been  worn  wherever  these  means  of  natural 
•drainage  exist.  These  chasms  are  in  most  places  impassable,  and  have 
caused  tl:e  town  much,  inconvenience  and  great  expense  in  the  location  of 
roads,  and  the  building  of  bridges,  while  some  of  them  are  invested  with 
tragic  interest.  Numerous  accidents  have  happened  to  persons  who  have 
attempted  to  cross  some  of  the  deeper  ones,  and  the  loss  of  animals  fromi 
falling  over  the  steep  and  treacherous  banks  is  frequently  reported.  Yet  the 
gulfs  afi"ord  attractions,  in  their  ever- changing  beauty  and  quiet  grandeur, 
that  will  repay  the  labor  of  a  visit. 

All  the  streams  of  the  town  have  romantic  gorges,  but  the  gulf  on  the 
south  branch  of  Sandy  Creek  is  particularly  impressive,  and  will  convey  a 
fair  idea  of  the  nature  and  proportions  of  the  many  others  in  the  town.  "Its 
depth  varies  from  one  to  two  hun.dred  feel,  and  its  breadth  from  four  to  ten 
rods.  The  bottoms,  and  in  man)' cases  the  sides,  are  overgrown  with  timber, 
-and  the  stream  wanders  alternately  from  right  to  left,  aftording,  wherever  it 
w^ashes  the  base,  a  cliff  nearly  \'ertical  and  of  imposing  grandeur.  As  the  vis- 
itor follows  the  sinuous  channel,  which  the  stream  through  a  long  lapse  of  ages 
has  quietly  wrought  deep  into  the  earth,  the  scenery  constantly  changes,  af- 
fording an  endless  succession  of  beauties." 

The  south  branch  of  Tig  Sandy  Creek  traverses  the  northern  part  of  the 
town,  having  a  western  course,  and  with  its  tributaries  alTords  good  drainage 
and  some  water-power,  akhoiigh  the  steepness  of  tlieir  banks  generally  pre- 
vents this  from  being  fully  utilizer!.  In  the  central  and  soiUhern  portions  of 
the  town  are  Hull  an^i  I  Jeer  creek.i,  streams  of  moderate  size,  and  fiov/ing  in 
a  northwesterly  direction;  v/iiilf'.  farther  south  are  large  brooks  v/hose  water- 
power  lias  been  more  or  less  improved.    The  soil  generally  is  fertile,  but  is 
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bc^tler  adapted  to  grazing  than  the  culture  of  the  cereals.  In  the  northwest 
corner  of  the  town  the  surface  is  nearly  level,  and  here  and  along  Sandy 
<  jeek  are  some  productive  farms. 

The  first  town  meeting  was  held  at  the  house  of  John  Alger,  March  5, 
1S05,  at  which  the  following  town  officers  were  elected:  Asa  Brown,  super- 
visor; William  Hosford,  clerk  ;  Clark  Allen,  Ormond  Butler,  Warner  Flowers, 
assessors;  O.  Butler,  constable  and  collector;  William  Kunter,  C.  Allen, 
poormasters ;  V/illiam  Hosford,  Michael  Frost,  Asa  Sweet,  commissioners 
of  highways  ;  William  Lanfear,  Joseph  Case,  Elijah  Fox,  fence  viewers  ; 
lames  McKee,  John  Griswold,  poundrnasters. 

From  Spafford's  Gazeitecr  of  181 3  we  quote: — 

"  In  1810  the  town  cnutaincd  three  relijuous  societies  (Congregational,  Baptist,  andMetlio- 
dist),  six  8--c1!OoI-]iou.-;l-?,  two  grist-mills,  and  four  saw-milLs,  The  houses  were  mostly  of  logs, 
<i!j'Y  .'ibout  80  being  framed. " 

The  same  author  in  1S24  says: — 

'■  In  1820  the  town  iucladcd  ^Vorth,  and  there  were  of  improved  land  3,156  ao  es,  1,2S8 
t-nttlo,  2131iorse3,  and  2,355  sheep.  There  were  two  grist-mills,  six  saw-mills,  one  i'uUiug-milJ, 
•<)ne  carding  machine,  one  distillery,  and  one  ashery." 

In  18S0  Lorraine  had  a  population  of  1,435.  '^^^  town  is  situated  in  the 
first  school  district  of  Jefferson  County,  and  in  188S  had  13  school  districts, 
two  of  wliich  were  joint,  in  which  13  teachers  were  employed  28  weeks  or 
more.  There  were  366  scholars  attending  school,  and  the  aggregate  days  at- 
tendance during  the  year  was  26,396,  The  total  value  of  school  buiUlings 
and  sites  was  $6,920,  while  the  assessed  valuation  of  all  the  districts  was 
$594,722,  The  whole  amount  raised  for  school  purposes  was  $2,631.97,  of 
which  $1,142.80  was  received  by  local  tax.  S.  Whitford  Maxson  v/as  school 
conunissioner. 

]^ORii.\iNE  (p.  o.)  is  a  small  village  located  at  the  confluence  of  Deer  and 
Hull  creeks,  near  the  center  of  the  tov/n,  iS  miles  from  Watertown,  174  from 
Albany,  and  316  from  New  York.  It  has  telephone  and  express  offices,  two 
churches  (Baptist  and  Congregational),  three  stores,  a  hotel,  three  blacksmith 
shoj)s,  two  saw-mills,  a  grist-mill,  three  cheese-box  factories,  a  wagon  shop, 
harness  shop,  and  cheese  factory.  Caulkins&:  Grow  do  an  extensive  business  in 
packing  eggs,  and  have  handled  as  many  as  1 70,000  dozens  in  a  year.  The  vil- 
lage has  a  population  of  about  200.  Its  location  is  romantic,  amidst  picturesque 
scenery^  which,  with  the  medicinal  springs  near  by,  render  the  place  a  })leas- 
ant  resort  for  summer  tourists  in  quest  of  health  and  quietude.  The  first 
house  in  Lorraine  village  was  erected  in  1803,  by  John  Alger.  Others  were 
built  a  few  years  later,  and  the  settlement  accjuired  the  name  of  "  Lorraine 
Huddle,"  or  "  The  Huddle,"  which  appellation  allaclied  to  it  to  some  extent 
for  many  year:;.  U  i^as  aUvays  l)een  the  princif;;:;^  p>»int  in  tlu-  town,  and  is 
tiie  only  postofUce  withiii  its  limits.  I'he  ilrst  store  in  the  vilbge  wr;s  opened 
by  Aaron  Brown  about  i  S09,  v/ho  afterwards  associated'wilh  him  joel  Brown. 
About  six  years  later  John  Caulkins  and  Alanson  Russell  o[)ened  a  store, 
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which  was  consumed  by  fire  in  1S25.  John  Alger  was  the  first  to  open  a 
house  of  entertainment  in  the  village,  in  1S03,  and  this  v/as  the  first  re_L;ulai 
hotel  in  the  town,  although  McKee  and  Fox  accommodated  travelers 
early  as  1802,  at  their  humble  log  cabin  south  of  the  present  village,  on  thi- 
State  road.  In  1807  Aaron  Brown  built  a  saw-mill  at  Lorraine  village,  and 
in  1S08  a  grist-mill  with  two  runs  of  stones.  Ward  Fox  was  the  fust  black- 
smitli  here,  and  a  man  named  Curry  was  the  fnst  wheelwright.  A  fulling- 
mill  was  erected  by  John  Boyden  in  the  gulf  below  the  old  Fox  blacksmith 
shop.  It  did  such  an  extensive  business  that  a  new  and  larger  shop  was 
erected  on  Hull  Creek.  Boyden  was  succeeded  by  Sardis  Abbey.  About 
J  80S  Aaron  Brown  built  a  distillery  on  Deer  Creek,  which  was  continued 
about  six  or  seven  years.  The  postoflice  was  established  here  in  1806,  and 
Benjamin  Gales  was  the  first  postmaster.  Simeon  Barkhurst  was  the  mail 
carrier  from  Rome  to  points  north.  William  Corruth  was  also  one  of  the 
early  postmasteis.  The  first  ]>liysic:an  to  locate  in  the  village  was  Dr.  Isaac 
Weston.  It  is  said  he  o::ice  prescribed  blood-letting  and  calomel  to  a  man 
who  had  accidentally  cut  him^ielf  while  chopping  v/ood. 

Waterville,  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  town,  on  Hull  Creek,  is  a  small 
hamlet  of  a  dozen  houses.  A  chair  factory  was  formerly  carried  on  here  by 
L.  Warner.    At  present  its  manufacturing  interests  are  limited  to  a  saw-mill.. 

Allendale  is  a  small  hamlet  in  the  western  part  of  the  town,  on  Sandy 
Creek,  about  two  miles  south  of  Adams  village.  It  received  its  name  in 
honor  of  Gen.  Clark  Allen.  A  postoffice  was  established  here  in  1871,  under 
the  name  of  Caulkins's  Mills,  v>'iih  Lorenzo  Reed  as  postmaster.  1  has  since 
been  discontinued.  About  1830  Martin  Rice  built  a  small  factory  here  for 
the  spinning  and  weaving  of  llax.  It  proved  unprofitable,  and  was  discon- 
tinued after  about  seven  years.  The  proximity  of  Adarns  detracts  from  the 
business  importance  of  this  place. 

Ocproc-  A.  Fox's  cheese  factory,  located  on  the  State  road,  south  of  Lor- 
raine villai^e,  vvas  established  in  1S70.    It  has  the  patronage  of  375  cows. 

Gro'iU  Brothers"  cheese  faclory,  located  at  Lorraine  village,  v/as  established 
in  1882,  and  has  the  patronage  of  about  300  cows. 

Enviii  J^itk'ni's  cheese  factory^  about  three  and  one-half  miles  south  of  Lor- 
raine village,  has  been  in  operation  several  years,  and  is  doing  a  ousiness 
quite  satisfactory  to  its  numerous  patrons. 

Maple  Grove  cheese  factory,  about  one  and  a  half  miles  northeast  of  Lor- 
raine village,  owned  and  operated  by  E.  M.  Brown,  receives  a  liberal 
patronage. 

Mr.  Stofie's  cheese  factory,  near  the  southv/est  corner  of  the  town,  does- 
quite  an  extensive  business. 

John  Bridgeuia'i  s  saiv-vtill,  in  the  southwest  part  of  the  town,  does  a  small 
custom  business. 

//.  I).  JJart/ett's  saiu-fnilt,  located  on  road  37,  on  Deer  Creek,  does  cus- 
tom v.'ork. 
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IViI/iam  Iv.  Sia/idh/is  lumbfr  and  sh'uigle-jiiill,  on  Deer  Creek,  manufact- 
i-res  about  300,000  feet  of  lumber  and  200,000  shingles  annually. 

Abeel  Wagoner  s  saw-mill  and  chctsc-box  facto?y  is  operated  by  both  steam 
and  water-power.    About  11,000  cheese-boxes  are  manufactured  annually, 

Caulkins  &•  Groivs  egg-pickling  establishment,  at  Lorraine  village,  has 
been  in  operation  several  years.  About  170,000  dozens  eggs  are  handled 
annually. 

The  Rural  Conefery  Association  of  the  village  of  Lorraine  was  formed. 
January  8,  1852,  by  John  Boyden,  Aaron  Brown,  John  Bentley,  Eben  Brown, 
Knapp  Macumber,  Joseph  Grimshaw,  Allen  Pitkin,  Lorenzo  Reed.  John 
Hancock,  Moses  Brown,  Elihu  Gillet,  Augustus  L.  Baker,  Sardis  Abbey,. 
Peter  Hanson,  Leonard  A.  Parker,  Joel  Buel_,  Luther  Lanfear,  and  Parley 
Brown.    'Tis  here 

'•"Neath  yor-'^'^r  spreadirj;  gIpj,  the  yew  tree's  sltade, 

Wliere  heaves  the  turf  in  many  a  mouldering  licap, 
Eaf^li  in  his  narrow  cell  foi  ever  laid, 

Tne  rU'ie  forefatlier>;  of  the  hamlet  sleep."' 

The  tov/n  of  Lorraine  was  settled  under  the  agency  of  Benjamin  Wright, 
and  others;  for  a  long  time  the  unsettled  interests  being  owned  by  Hon. 
V/dliam  C.  Pierrepont.  On  September  i,  1806,  there  were  128  settlers  in 
the  town  who  had  either  acquired  titles  to  their  lands  or  long  terms  in  which 
to  pay  for  them.  The  practice  of  issuing  certificates  led  to  speculation  in 
these  papers,  which  was  strongly  condemned  by  the  original  owners,  who  de- 
sired actual  settlers.  Iw  a  journal  kept  by  James  Constable,  under  date  of 
August  10,  1805,  appears  the  following  : — 

"  Town  No.  1  i.s  .-^r  ttliup;  veiy  fast,  aiid,  indeed,  all  that  part  watered  by  Sandy  Creek  hacf 
a  nani'"'  tluit  lu-iTi^;  -  f'f  i>  in  great  numV'ers.  The  practice  of  giving  certificates  to  the  people,, 
atjd  allowing  Ihcia  a  C'_  '-t;ii!i  time  after  exploring  to  go  for  their  families  before  tliey  ta]:e  con- 
ti-act.->  for  their  \uX~\  ha.s  been  productive  of  speei^Jiition ,  and  must  not  be  continued.  A  i\Ir. 
Salisbury,  vvho  had  formerly  taken  n  conti'iict,  sold  it  to  another,  and  botiglit,  or  procured, 
"ne  of  rlipse  certineates,  caine  to  ii:^,  a])parently  to  ask  indnlgeiice  as  to  time  o^'  payment,  hut 
rtally  with  a  view  to  a'^ci-rtain  what  our  intentions  were  in  rtHpect  to  such  instruments;  ^vhen 
wc  e.'iplained  to  him  tbiU  iliey  M  '-re  given  toas.-ist  the  tir.st  real  .settlers,  and  by  no  nieanr>  to  be 
trau^fe^at>le  to  second  or  tliird  parties,  as  that  Jed  to  speciilainvn  upon  the  persons  who  ought 
to  have  indulgen.ce,  not  to  tlie  S}iecnl.itoi-s,  wlio  profited  to  the  disadvantage  of  both  the  pro- 
prietoi-.s  and  the  actual  s^ettlers.  We,  of  course,  would  oppose  all  t^uch  attempts,  and  as 
Ihj  has  seen  fit  t-i  change  his  situation  from  holding  a  contract  under  tis  to  speculating  in  cer- 
tificate?, which  lie  must  know  were  intended  (udy  as  an  accounnodatioii  to  the  nrst  parties, 
we  could  not  treat  v,  ith  him,  since  t>ie  indulgence  int'uided  for  tlicm  could  not  be- 1:  ;i;-:.-"fei  i  etl. 
l-'pon  coTiver'^ntior)  vrith  Mr.  Wright  we  tound  that  the  cei  tifieates  liad  already  occasioned 
SOU)'.:  mif  chi'  f,  ra-d  we  diseo^•ered  from  tiie  others  that  some  of  the  hokk'rs  of  themhad  catiseri 
it  to  bo  believ)  d  thai  all  tiic  best  p:trt  of  the  town  was  taken  up,  so  that  new  comers  were 
'•b!igf;d  to  apply  to  tluin  or  go  to  sotne  other  touu.  IVfr.  Wright  had  no  books  or  accoujits 
h(  re,  but  supposed  that  one-half  of  tlic  town  wa.s  sold,  either  by  contract  qr  by  c< .n.iitiona! 
agroc-ment,  and  vs'^nld  .'!verac,'e  tk.dugdi  the  snles  were  Ijegr.n.  and  a  <^M-iod  d'  ;i}  s^'l!,  nt 
Tiu-lowesit  pu-.-c  '■:  :     ^ud  ir  !;;:;., bt  at  Oiice  be  rai:--  .!      f  I  f-^-  tl^  vb";-.  i  :■.  ■!.)  t!,e  - --^it

TOWN  OF  LORRAINE. 


Janie^>  McK-^e  and  Elijah  Fox,  brothers-in-law,  the  latter  unmarried,  wer^, 
the  first  permanent  settlers  in  this  town.  They  came  on  in  November,  1S02, 
and  took  up  a  lot  of  50  acres  on  the  State  road  south  of  the  present  viUage  of 
Lorraine.  Here  they  erected  a  log  cabin,  in  which  they  passed  the  winter. 
Fox  subsequently  disposing  of  his  interest  in  the  lot  to  McKee.  In  this  rude 
•cabin  the  early  land-hunter  found  entertainment  until  the  regular  inn  of  John 
Alger  was  opened  at  the  present  village.  Mr.  Fox  returned  to  Onei'.la 
County  and  married,  and  in  the  spring  came  back  and  purchased  the  tract  of 
land  now  occupied  by  his  son  George  A.^  where  he  soon  after  erected  a  house. 
During  th.e  winter  and  spring  of  1S03  a  number  of  families  from  Herkimer 
County  settled  along  the  State  road  from  Rome  to  Brownville,  in  the  neigli- 
borhood  of  JMcKce  and  Fox.  Among  the  best  known  of  these  were  Com- 
fort Stancliff,  Seth  Cutler,  Benjamin  Gates,  and  John  Alger.  The  latter,  as 
has  been  previously  mentioned,  built  the  f'tst  house  on  the  site  of  Lorraiui.^ 
village.  Several  months  later,  the  same  year,  1803,  Clark  Allen,  a  native  of 
Connecticut,  took  up  his  abode  in  the  northwestern  part  of  the  town,  on 
Sandy  Creek,  on  land  still  occupied  by  his  descendants.  Mr.  Allen,  from  his 
service  hs  the  War  of  1812,  was  known  as  General  Allen.  He  was  a  man  of 
more  than  ordinary  ability,  and  served  this  town  as  supervisor  for  nearly 
years. 

Isaac  and  \\  illiam  Lanfcar,  from  Col  u  m  L^ia  County,  and  Asa  and  Aaron 
Brown,  the  last  tv,'o  named  not  being  related  to  each  other,  came  in  about 
tlie  same  time,  in  1S04.  Asa  Brown  v/as  the  fust  supervisor  of  Lorraine,  but 
removed  from  the  town  several  years  after.  Aaron  Brovvn  married  Betsey 
Burbee,  Vv-lio  had  come  to  the  tov/n  as  a  school  teacher,  and  many  of  their 
descendants  still  reside  here.  Miss  Burbee  taught  the  tirst  school  in  town,  in 
1807,  in  a  log  house  erected  for  this  purpose  near  where  the  Baptist  Church 
no-w  stands  in  Lorraine  village.  The  principal  senders  of  the  town  prior  to 
e8io,  in  addition  to  those  already  mentioned,  vvere  William  Hosford,  Ormond 
Butler,  Willi:un  llimter,  Asa  Sweet,  John  Grisv/old,  Calvin  Clifford,  James 
Perry,  Elnalhan  Doane,  Ebenezer  Brown,  Ozias  Barton,  Allen  Pitkin. 
Michael  Risley,  Thomas  Stancliff,  Allen  Hills,  Oliver  Miller,  Henry  Voners. 
J)avid  Steadman,  Nathan  Gould,  Charles  Thompson,  Hubbard  Randall,  Jolni 
Cowles,  Isaac  Weston,  Abner  Baker,  Timothy  Heath,  George  Sampson,  John 
Brewer,  Joseph  Studly,  and  William  Adams.  Most  of  these  cleared  their 
farms  and  made  permanent  improvements.  Michael  Risley  and  Allen  Pitkin, 
brothers-indavr',  started  a  tavern  on  the  old  vState  road.  This  was  the  second 
regular  inn  in  the  town.  It  was  only  conducted  for  a  few  years.  Dr.  Isaac 
Weston  erected  a  hotel  in  1S07,  in  Lorraine  village.  It  was  a  large  structure 
for  those  times,  being  tv,-o  stories  high,  and  became  a  popular  place  in  which 
to  hold  dances,  and  many  a  rustic's  heart  ha^  oeickencd  with  the  though!;  0! 
taking  hi>  "best  girl  to  a  New  Year's  ball,  held  in  tins  fi\'orite  hostelry. 
The  building  was  demolished  in  1850,  the  Doctor  ha\'ing  several  years  pre- 
viously removed  to  Watertown.    Another  old-time  tavern,  about  two  miles 
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soulti  of  ilie  village,  on  the  SUuc  road,  v/as  opened  about  1816,  by  David 
Webb.  Elislui  Allen,  Sr.,  kept  an  hotel  in  the  western  part  of  the  town  foi- 
about  40  years. 

The  first  saw-mill  in  the  town  of  Lorraine  was  built  in  1804,  on  Sandy 
Creek,  in  the  v/estern  part  of  the  town,  by  a  Mr.  Frost,  but  a  freshet  swept 
both  mill  and  dam  away  before  the  builder  had  realized  anything  from  his 
labors.  In  1810  I^Iabb  and  Aldrich  erected  a  mill  on  the  same  site,  which 
sub.=:.equently  became  the  property  of  Clark  Allen.  This  was  burned,  but  wms 
rebuilt  by  Mr.  Allen  and  operated  by  him  until  1S20,  when  he  sold  to  Tared 
and  Asa  Gleason,  who  erected  a  grist-mill  here.  The  first  grist-mill  in  town 
was  built  in  1S05,  on  Hull  Creek,  a  sliort  distance  from  tlie  village,  by  Seth 
Cutler.  It  had  an  existence  of  about  ro  years.  Thomas  Stancliff  also  built 
a  saw-mill  on  the  same  stream,  and  at  about  the  same  time.  John  Alger 
erected  a  saw-mill  on  Deer  Creek,  on  lot  31,  at  an  early  day.  It  became  the 
prop^erty  of  C.  P.  Tolman,  and  was  carried  away  by  a  freshet.  On  lower 
Deer  Creek,  about  three  miles  southwest  from  Lorraine  village,  were 
located  small  grist  and  saw-mills,  known  as  Gillanis,  which  have  passed 
away.  Several  mills  are  still  located  on  this  stream,  near  tlie  site  of  the  old 
mills.  In  the  southern  part  of  the  town,  on  a  small  brook,  a  cheese-box  fac- 
tory was  once  in  operation,  the  property  of  Henry  Brigham,  who  came  to  his 
"death  by  falling  upon  the  saw  in  his  mill.  Just  beiO\v  this  factory  a  small 
grist  and  saw-mill  was  operated  at  an  early  day.  David  Smith  built  a  saw- 
mill on  .\bijali  }]rook,  in  the  northern  part  of  tlie  town,  wliich  vs-as  operated 
by  Eli  Moore  for  many  years.  Farther  to  the  west,  on  Sandy  Creek,  and  the 
stream  fi':)wir;g  into  it  from  the  north,  Sylvanus.  Lockwood  built  a  saw-mill. 
]}aniel  VVheeler  and  a  Mr.  Chafin  also  built  saw -mills  in  the  northern  part  of 
tlie  town  at  an  early  day.  As  the  timber  sup}-)!y  decreased  these  mills  were 
mostly  discoiitiinied,  and  very  few  are  now  in  op^eration  in  the  town. 

CHURCH  KS, 

T/u-  Mct/LOt^isf  Episcopal  Churc/i  0/  Lorraine,  located  in  Lorraine  village, 
v.-as  organized,  in  1853,  and  Rev.  Whitrnore  v/as  the  first  psstor.  The  first 
house  of  worship  of  the  society,  which  is  still  in  use,  was  built  in  iSfj,  and 
cost  $2,500.  It  is  a  wooden  structure,  will  seat  260  persons,  and  is  valued, 
including  grounds,  etc.,  at  $3,200.  The  {)resent  membership  is  70,  with  Rev. 
George  ]'>nst,  pastor.  The  Sunday-school  has  13  officers  and  teachers,  and 
74  scholars. 

T/ie  B'lyiist  ChurcJi  of  J..orrainc  was  formed  in  1806,  with  13  members. 
Rev.  Amos  Lamson,  who  \v'a?3  ordained  October  7,  1S06,  was  the  hrst  pastor. 
He  was  succeeded  in  1815  by  Solomoii  Johnson,  and  1819  Rev.  Benjar-ain 
Capron  was  emph '\-ed.  He  v.\i:;  succeeded  in  1S30  by  Rev.  John  F. 
B'.shop.^  wiin  served  one  year.  Subsequent  pastors  were  Charles  J.k  'J\aylor, 
three  )ears  ;  Henr)-  Ward,  three  yeais;  hViisha  Robbins,  one  year;  Lutlier 
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iliiniphiey,  three  years;  O.  L.  Crittenden,  one  year.  Tiie  church  was  with- 
out a  pastor  until  1850,  when  J.  F.  Bishop  was  called.  Following  him  came 
Philander  Person.s,  who  continued  several  years.  From  1S59  L.  P.  Day  was 
pastor  for  two  or  three  years,  and  in  1864  L.  G.  Brown  came  and  remained 
tliree  years.  In  1S70  \Y.  II.  Taylor  becanje  pastor,  and  in  1871  he  was  fol- 
lowed by  £.  G.  Blount,  wlio  remained  15  months.  The  next  pastor,  E.  II. 
Lovett,  came  in  1875,  remained  two  years.  Since  1877  the  pastors 
have  been  N.  Wright,  E.  H.  Lovett,  and  William  Warner.  In  1854  the 
society  v/as  reorganized  and  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  stale 
as  The  First  Baptist  Church  and  vSociety  of  Lorraine."  Their  house 
of  worship,  a  wooden  building,  was  erected  in  1830,  at  a  cost  of  $1,200. 
It  v/as  repaired  in  187S,  at  a  cost  of  $1,500,  v/ill  comfortably  seat  260  per- 
sons, and  is  valued  at  $3,500.  The  present  membership  of  the  church  is  66, 
and  Rev.  Charles  Coon  is  pastor.    The  Sunday-school  has  about  50  scholars. 

T7/C'  Co}'^^r,rtniaiio!icI  CJnircIi  of  Lorraiiie  v.^as  formed  December  3,  1829. 
As  early  as  1807  services  were  occasionally  held  by  Elder  Bliss,  who  had 
settled  in  the  town,  and  also  by  Eider  Spear,  of  Rodman.  The  trustees  of 
the  society  v.-ere  Silas  Lyman,  William  Corrutii,  and  Alfred  Webb.  A  small 
church  was  erected  in  1830,  which  v/as  used  by  the  society  as  long  as  it  had 
an  existence,  when  it  was  sold  to  the  Methodisls.  Services  v/ere  discontinued 
about  1S50.

V'ME  was  formed  from  Brownville,  by  an  act  of  March  6,  1818,  crn- 
bracing  the  piesenl  towns  of  Lyme  and  Cape  Vincent,  adjacent 
.mm^  inlands,  and  that  part  of  Clayton  lying  west  of  Penel's  Square.  A 
p.srt  :.if  Clayton  was  taken  off  in  1833,  and  Cape  Vincent  in  1849.  The  town 
'.-.c-s  in  the  western  part  of  the  county,  upon  Chaurnont  Ba}',  Vv'hicH,  v.'ith  its 
tjjjjiiiaries,  deeply  indent  its  western  border.  It  is  bounded  on  the  north- 
xvcs!  by  Cape  Vincent,  on  the  northeast  by  Clayton,  on  the  southeast  by 
K'-i  •■  i.viiU-,  and  on  the  southwest  by  I/ike  Ontario,  and  contains  an  area  of 

:,  ;!.•  acics.    It  recei\'ed  its  name  from  Lyme,  in  Connecticut.    The  town 

!  1  ics  Crenadier  and  Fox  islands,  in  Lake  Ontario,  and  Cherry  Island,  in 
Cii.vi.inont  Bay.  The  surface  of  the  town  is  level,  and  the  soil  is  principally 
ria)-.  'j'he  most  important  stream  is  Chaurnont  River^  which  empties  into 
the  bay  of  that  name.  Several  smaller  streams  discharge  into  Three  Mile 
Ikiy,  an  arm  of  Chaurnont  Bay. 

At  ilic  hrst  town  meeting  held  at  the  house  of  Luther  Britton,  March  3, 
J 818,  Richard  M.  Esselstyn  was  chosen  supervisor;  John  Dayan,  clerk; 
J-.^ljn  ]^>.  Esselstyn,  Luiiier  Britton,  and  Benjamin  Estes,  assessors;  R.  M.  Es- 
■•-S')'n,  James  ^L  Craw,  and  Benjamin  T.  Bliss,  comniissioners  of  schools; 
j.  B.  Esselstyn,  L.  Britton,  overseers  of  the  poor;  John  M.  Tremper,  Eber 
Eci-cy,  and  Thaddeus  Smith,  fence  viewers  and  poundmasters  ;  Elnathan 
ju.li,  jalm  Dayan,  and  Joseph  Pvider,  commissioners  of  highways;  Alexan- 
•'•--r  (rage  and  Daniel  Bobbins,  constables. 

At  this  meeting  it  was  voted  to  divide  the  tovrn  into  eight  road  districts,  to 
give  <[oo  to  the  poor,  and  to  forbid  hogs  to  run  at  large  without  yol:cs  about 
thc!r  necks  and  rings  in  their  noses,  the  penalty  for  the  violation  of  this  last 
regulation  being  a  Urie  of  50  cents.  Regulations  were  also  made  regarding 
horses  and  horned  cattle  ;  and  the  second  year  (1S19)  $40  Vv-as  vote<i  to  build 
two  j)oi'!-ids,  one  at  Cape  Vincent  and  the  other  at  Chaurnont.  It  would 
appear  from  the  records  that  the  hog  law  was  frecpiently  evaded,  for,  in  1821, 
5;  was  voted  ihat  all  tlie  porkers  running  at  large  sliould  have  "a  sul/ici'iint 
yoke  around  his  or  her  neck  ";  and  that  the  fmes  collected  should  be  paid 
over  to  the  commissioners  of  schools.  The  usual  bounties  for  wolves,  etc., 
V'cre  oftered.

In  i8So  Lyme  had  a  populalion  of  2,277.      he  town  is  located  in  the  tiii; 
school  district  of  Jefferson  County,  and  in  1S88  had  16  school  districts, 
which  2  1  teachers  were  employed  28  weeks  01  more.    There  were  563  scho'.a; 
attending  school,  agd  the  aggregate  days  attendance  during  the  year  w., 
58,070.    The  total  value  of  school  buildings  and  sites  was  $1 2,983,  while  tlv 
assessed  valuation  of  all  the  districts  was  $1,379,210.     The  whole  amoi;:;- 
raised  for  school  purposes  was  $5,546.73,  $3,176.99  of  which  was  receive  ' 
by  local  tax.    Charles  E.  Whitney  was  school  commissioner. 

In  1S05,  four  years  after  the  settlement  of  tlie  town,  Nancy  Smith  opened 
a  school  on  the  south  side  of  the  bay,  which  was  the  first  school  in  the  town 

Chau.mont  is  an  incorporated  village  and  postoffice  and  station  on  the  1\., 
Vv.  &  O.  jlaih'oad,  14  miles  from  Watertown,  196  from  Albany,  and  338  {toin 
New  York.  It  lias  telegraph,  telephone,  asid  express  odlces,  two  hotels,  two 
churches  E.  and  Presbyterian),  three  general  stores,  several  dealers 

in  hay,  grain,  and  produce,  a  hardware  store,  two  or  three  groceries,  a  drui; 
■store,  bendmg  works,  several  cheese  factories,  limekiln,  stone  quarries,  a 
number  of  blacksmith  and  shoe  shops,  harness  shops,  numerous  dressmakin  ;; 
establishments,  an  extensi\-e  seed  grov/ing  establishment,  several  coal  dealers, 
a  jewelry  store,  meat  market,  a  number  of  livery  stables,  and  about  700  in- 
habitants. 

Three  Mile  Bay  is  a  post  village  and  station  on  the  R.,  W.  &  O.  Railroad, 
18  miles  from  Watertown,  200  miles  from  Albany,  and  342  from  New  York. 
The  village  is  about  one  mile  south  from  the  station,  with  v/hich  it  is  con- 
nected by  stage.  It  has  telegraph,  telephone,  and  express  offices,  two 
churches  (^.I.  E.  and  Baptist),  one  hotel,  three  general  stores,  tv/o  gro- 
ceries, two  hardware  and  stove  stores,  a  drug  store,  tvv'o  furniture  stores,  a 
merchant  tailor,  marble  works,  coal  dealers,  several  blacksmith  shops  and 
carriagemakers,  meat  market,  restaurant,  bilh'ard  salooii,  dressmakers,  shoe- 
makers, a  saw,  sb.ingle,  and  planing-mill,  grist-mili,  several  manufacturing  es- 
tablishments, and  a  population  of  about  500.  This  village  suffered  from  a 
disastrous  fire  in  1877. 

WiLCOXviLLE  (Point  Peninsula  postofficc)  is  a  small  hamlet  about  12 
miles  from  Three  I\Iile  Bay,  with  which  It  is  connected  by  stage  semi-weekly. 
It  has  a  telephone  office,  one  church  (iMetliodist  Episcoj^al),  two  stores, 
one  hotel,  blacksmith  and  millinery  shops,  and  a  population  of  about  100. 

T/ie  Union  School  "^X  Chaurnont  village  v»'as  built  in  1S80  by  Ira  Inman, 
and  cost  $6,oco.  Three  teachers  are  employed,  and  125  scholars  attend 
school.    Tin's  school  is  under  X\\c  nlile  i)rincipa;..]rin  of  Prof.  John  T.  Delany. 

Copley  s  sju'-niill,  at  Chaun-^ont  village,  was  built  in.iSSo,  and  in  18S5  be- 
came the  property  of  Miram  Copley.    It  is  run  hy  stearn-pov/er,  and  has  the 
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c.*n,u-uv  i'or  ciuiing  2,000,000  feet  of  luiDbcr  annually.    It  also  has  a  shinglc- 
tnu]  attached. 

7:,  --  ..7.:'-//;/// at  Three  Mile  Bay  was  built  in  1820,  by  Peter  and  Richard  • 
F-^tus,  vvliO  ran  it  many  years.    It  was  rebuilt  in  i860  by  Menzo  Wheeler,  the 
present  proprietor.    It  is  run  by  water-power,  and  has  the  capacity  for  .cut-, 
itfur  !^oo,ooo  feet  of  lumber  annually. 

The  i^yist  a7id  floimug-mill  :iX  Three-Mile  Bay  was  built  in  1862,  by  Lewis 
P.  l^heljjs,  the  present  owner.  It  is  run  by  water-power,  has  three  turbine 
wh.eels,  and  three  runs  of  stones. 

'i'lie  first  settlement  in  the  town  of  Lyme  was  commenced  in  i8or,  on  the 
no.rih  shore  of  Chaumont  River,  about  two  miles  above  the  village.  These 
»»i(;'!ieers  came  by  the  way  of  Oswego  and  the  lake,  and  among  them  were 
jonas  Smith,  Henry  A.  Delamater,  from  Ulster  County,  Richard  M.  Essel- 
htyn,  from  Clavarack:,  then  in  Albany  County,  David  Sopev,  T.  Wheeler,  JameS: 
SojH-r,  F\^ter  Pratt,  and  TiUiOlliy  SupCi".  Tliv^  tlrst  site  chonen  for  a  village 
proved  to  be  an  unfortunate  one,  on  account  of  the  unheaiihi'ul  character  of 
the  locality,  and  the  next  spring  it  was  abandoned.  1  he  u-inter  of  iSoi  and 
1802  v/as  spent  by  the  settlers  m  the  respective  homes  from  which  they  had 
eniigrated,  having  returned  there  in  tlie  fall,  after  their  summer's  clearing  and- 
building.  In  1802  Mr.  Delamater  cleared  the  first  land  on  Point  Salubrious. 
The  5ick])ess  resulting  at  an  early  period  from  the  no.xious  n-iiasma  of  Chau-. 
rnont  River  did  not  extend  to  this  place,  which  suggested  its  present  name, 
first  ap[)lied  by  Mr.  Le  Ray.  In  1S03  a  part  of  the  colony  settled  on  the 
site  of  th.e  present  village  of  Chaumont,  built  a  saw-mill  and  warehouse,  and 
I-'Ut  in  operation  a  log  tavern.  Their  number  was  increased  by  several  other 
families  from  Ulster  County,  among  whom  were  a  few  unmarried  men,  and 
an  occasional  immigrant  from  Canada. 

In  1805  James  Horton  moved  the  farp.ilies  of  Daniel  ajid  John  Treniper 
to  the  Chauuiont  settlement,  and  the  next  year  came  with  his  ovvn  family 
i"rom  Colchester,  Delaware  County,  and  located  on  Point  Salubrious,  v.-here 
he  was  the  first  permanent  settler.  The  Trempers  were  tanners,  in  which 
business  they  engaged  soon  after  locating  here.  A  Mr.  Mills  was  probably 
the  second  settler  on  Point  Salubrious.  After  him  came  Joseph  Rider,  Silns 
Taft,  Stephen  Fisher,  and  David  Rider,  who  settled  about  1807.  Harry 
Morton  and  many  others  were  here  in  1810,  but  no  village  was  established^ 
and  Chaumont  continued  to  retain  its  position  in  that  respect. 

In  1806  Smith  and  Delamater,  who  were  the  agents  of  Le  Ray,  failed, 
which  fact,  with  the  discouraging  sickness  from  malarial  fever,  from  which 
several  had  died,  greatly  disheartcneil  the  afllictcd  settlers,  and  several 
returned  to  their  old  homes.  A  majority  of  the  peoj)le,  however,  remainedj 
and  decided  to  start  once  more  anew. 

Chauniont  village  has  beeii  visited  by  two  quite  insalubrious  seasons.  In 
182S  n^alignant  fevers  prevailtd  very  fatally,  and  in  1S75  5°  deaths  occurred; 
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within  the  limits  of  the  corporation  frotn  typhoid  pneumonia  and  diplitheria. 
With  thesc^  exceptions  the  region  has  been  considered  healthy. 

When  the  \Var  of  1S12  was  declared  the  settlements  at  Chaumont  village 
and  Point  Salubrious  contained  about  15  families.  The  country  north  and 
west,  to  near  the  St.  Lawrence  River,  was  an  almost  unbroken  wilderness. 
In  June,  181 2,  with  the  advice  of  General  l^rown,  the  inhabitants  begun 
to  build  a  block-house  on  the  north  shore  of  the  bay,  in  front  of  the  stone 
house  of  F.  Coffeen,  which  had  been  commenced  in  1806,  but  was  unfinished. 
During  the  summer  the  place  was  visited  by  the  British,  and  their  fort  was 
■demolished  by  the  inhabitants,  under  an  assurance  that  in  this  case  their  prop- 
erty should  be  respected.  An  iron  cannon  had  been  found  on  the  isthmus 
of  Point  Peninsula,  v^diich  Jonas  Smith  had  purchased  for  two  gallons  of 
rum.  iSlr.  Camp,  of  Sackets  Plarbor,  subsequently  purchased  it  for  $8,  and 
it  was  afterwards  taken  to  Ogdensburg,  where  it  was  fmally  captured  by  the 
British. 

The  fust  celebration  of  the  Fourth  of  July  in  JeiTerson  County  was  held 
at  Chauniontin  1S02.  The  settlers  came  from  miles  ar.ound,  and  some  of 
them  were  most  hilarious  in  their  manner  of  demonstrating  their  patriotism. 
Tlie  exercises,  which  consisted  of  athletic  sports,  songs,  shooting  at  a  mark, 
chasing  the  lubricated  swine,  and  climbing  the  greased  pole,  were  interspersed 
with  martial  music  of  the  most  inspiring  nature.  The  veterans  of  the  war 
rehearsed  tales  of  strife,  and  fought  over  again  the  battles  of  their  youth,  for 
the  entertainment  of  their  paLrioiic  sons. 

In  I  Si  2  an  uriSuccessful  attempt  was  made  to  settle  Point  Peninsula.  The 
v,-ar  interfered,  and  the  project  was  abandoned.  In  181S  Sebra  Howard, 
V^illiarn  Wilcox,  Oliver  Wilcox,  and  John  Wilcox,  with  their  families,  made 
a  permanent  settlement.  They  were  soon  after  followed  by  Brittle  Minor, 
Asahel  Hoisington,  Asa  Collins,  John  Combs,  and  others.  In  1823  but  one 
man  was  living  at  Three  Mile  Bay,  in  a  log  shanty  east  of  the  village,  where 
was  also  a  toll  gate.  Point  Peninsula  was  nearly  all  taken  up  before  the  Bay 
was  permanently  occupied.  John  Reed,  Charles  Leonard,  and  Benjamin 
Estes  were  tlie  only  settlers  there  in  1S35.  Daniel  Ivorden  lived  about  half  a 
mile  to  the  west  of  the  village  site,  and  within  a  distance  of  two  miles  eight 
families  b}'  the  name  of  Wells  subsequently  located.  Daniel  J.  Schuyler  set- 
tled at  Three  Mile  Bay  in  1S35,  and  was  the  first  merchant.  About  this  time 
Asa  V\m1cox  located  here,  and  engaged  extensively  in  building  lake  vessels 
and  smaller  sailing  craft. 

In  iSiS  Musgrove  Evans,  a  surveyor,  and  an  agent  of  Mr.  Le  Ray  in  this 
region,  brought  a  colony  of  Quakers  from  Philadelphia,  Pa  ,  and  located  them 
at  Chaumont.  The  sickness  already  leferred  to  discouraged  them,  and  they 
soon  after  moved  awa)-.  Mr.  Evans  removed  to  Miciiigan,  where  he  founded 
the  town  of  Tecum.;eh  in  1823. 

Williaii:  ])c\vc\-  3nd  liis  failvjr,  Timothy  Dc;*.vey,  puiclmsed  1,000  acres  of 
land  fronr  Vincent  Le  Ray,  in  1S33,  located  near  1'hree  Mile  Bay.  This 
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tUiC  ycur  Alexander  Copley  cauie  to  Lyme.  Mr.  Copley  was  for  niany  years 
ffie  iargcst  land-owner  in  all  this  region  of  country.  On  June  7,  1833,  he 
j.urchased  2,562  acres  of  Vincent  Le  Ray  de  Chaunjont,  and  on  October  5, 
1836,  the  large  tract  of  16,961  acres  from  Gouverneur  Morris.  These  lands 
H'cre  in  the  towns  of  Clayton,  Brownville,  and  Lyme.  He  afterwards  added 
JO  his  estate  10,000  acres  situated  in  Antwerp.  Mr.  Copley  did  much  to 
a:l".'ance  the  interests  of  this  locality.  He  made  his  home  at  Chaumont, 
although  business  often  called  him  elsewhere.  The  mantle  of  his  business 
in  this  section  has  fallen  upon  tlie  shoulders  of  his  son,  Hiram  Copley,  who  is 
now  the  largest  land  owner  in  the  town,  and  probably  possesses  more  farming 
lands  in  this  county  than  any  otlier  man  residing  in  it. 

The  fisheries  in  the  waters  adjacent  to  the  town  of  Lyme  have  afforded, 
from  an  early  period,  a  leading  pursuit  for  many  persons  living  in  the  vicinity, 
and  have  proved  of  much  commercial  imporlance  to  the  locality.  It  has 
been  estimated  that,  for  30  years  from  1815  or  1816,  10,000  barrels  of  ciscoes 
arid  v/hite  hsh  were  annuadly  obtained.  The  business  is  not  now  so  extensive 
as  formerly.  In  1S75  ^'""^  slnpraent  from  Chaumont  station  was  about  5,000 
barrels,  of  which  number  2,000  barrels  were  fresli  tish.  For  some  years  the 
ciscoes  have  been  conspicuous  by  their  absence  from  these  v/aters,  but  indi- 
cations now  are  that  they  may  return  to  their  old  haunts. 

Near  the  village  of  Chaumont  are  extensive  linie-stone  quarries,  which  were 
•opened  as  early  as  1825.  About  1875  a  quarry  was  opened  at  Three  Mile 
Bay.  The  industry  is  an  important  one  in  the  town,  the  value  of  the  prod- 
uct reaching  as  high  as  $45,000  in  a  single  year.  The  princi]:)al  fiims  in 
Chauniont  are  Adams  Brothers  and  F.  Duford  &  Son,  and  H.  Copley,  man- 
ufacturer of  quick-linie.  There  are  10  quarries  here,  four  of  which  are  ovrned 
by  H.  Copley,  two  by  Adams  Brothers,  and  one  each  by  Adams  &  Enos, 
Silas  Davis,  A.  J.  Deu-ey,  and  T.  Gale.  Mr,  Copley's  quarries  are  princi- 
pally v.-orked  by  F.  Duford  Son.  The  combined  quarries  in  Chaumont 
have  a  v/crking  face  two  miles  in  extent.  The  quahty  of  tlie  stone  is  first- 
clafs,  as  is  also  that  at  Tliree  Mile  Bay.  The  only  dealer  in  t!ie  latter  place 
is  John  Barron,  who  does  a  business  of  about  $2,000  a  year.  The  insutiicient 
shipj)ing  facilities  at  Tliree  Mile  Bay  prevent  the  quarries  there  from  coming 
into  strong  competition  with  those  in  Chaumont.  Adams  Brothers  also 
manufacture  about  $3,500  v.'orth  of  quick-lime  annually.  For  building  pur- 
poses the  stone  is  noted  for  its  firm  textur;:?,  freedom  from  seams  and  other 
imperfections,  and  its  ability  to  withstand  exposure  to  the  weather  without 
cracking. 

Ship  building  was  at  one  time  an  important  industry  at  Chaumont  and 
Three  Mile  Bay,  especially  at  the  latter  place,  where  the  largest  proportion  of 
tiie  vessels  were  buiU  by  A^a  Wilrox,  who  in  his  lite-time  was  an  extensive 
builcer.  The  aggregate  tonnage  of  tite  vessel.  copst»ucted  by  Mr.  Wilcox, 
between  1S35  and  1852,  amoimted  to  6,410  tons,  tlie  largest  liaviiig  a  meas- 
urement of  395  tons,  .  From  1832  to  1S37  several  vessels  vrere  built  on  Foint 
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I'cninoula.    Arnoiig  the  vtssels  launched  from  the  eiiaumont  ship  yard 
been  the  SiepJien  Girard^  60  tons,  built  in  1832  by  William  Clark;  AI'f  '/:  j- 
TOO  tons,  built  in  1835  t)y  Robert  Masters;  R.  C.  S?nead,  75  tons,  built  ::, 
1S39  by  S.  and  A.  Davis;  Copley  &  Main  built,  in  1847,  ^^P 
235  tons;  in  1S48,  Oxford,  244  tons  :  and  the  Pahnyra,  180  tons;  in  i8:;i. 
A.  L.  IlazeJion,  230  tons;  in  September,  1873,  Mary   Copley^  275  trn- 
owned  by  Hiram  Copley,  A..  Wilcox,  and  J.  Gilmore;  in  June,  1874,  IVat-, 
toivu^  309  tons,  owned  by  FI.  Copley,  Folger  Brothers,  and  V/.  W.  Enos;  v\ 
October,  1874,  A,  J.  Dcivcy,  270  tons,  owned  by  II.  Copley,  A.  J.  Dewey, 
and  \V.  W.  Enos;  in  1S79,  ^^^^  scow  Pinafore.    There  is  this  year  (1890) 
building  at  Chaumont  a  small  steamboat  for  Westminster  Park  Association. 
In  1S74  Pluche  Brothers  launched  a  small  steamer,  the  Edii/i  Seiucll. 

From  the  Three  Mile  Bay  ship  yard  have  been  launched  the  followine^;  i;i 
1835,  tiie  Plorida  and  EIo)l  Brojison  ;  in  1S36,  Pennsylvania-  and  Ke?itnf/:v; 
1837,  Mirsouri ;  1S3S,  Pafrioi ;  1S41,  Asa  Wilcox  and  Havana;  iS.p, 
Pj.  PJ.  Calvin  ar.d  Rocky  Mou}ihdus  :  1843,  Ca?nbridy;e  {hx'ig),  PmjdreyAnc. 
Nepimie  :  1844,  Cuba,  Oregon,  and  (brig)  Ontario ;  in  1.845,  J^^^i^-'i  ^^nd 
Hampton  ;  1S46,  (propeller)  Clifton,  Champion  {\ing),  Iroquois,  ano 
Rio  Grande  ;  1847,  Palmetto,  Seminole,  Jdortland,  Acadia ,?,\\(^  (brig)  //.  R. 
Seymoi/r ;  1848,  (brigs)  Saxto?!  and  Ocea7i ;  1849,  J-  Schuyler;  1852. 
Melrose;  1853,  (three-master)  //a//;^7?;'/77;/.  In  1S36  Asa  Wilcox  built  the 
Congress  on  Pillar  Point.  In  1843  Schuyler  &  Powers  launched  the  Co!. 
Po7i<ers,  and  William  Combs  the  Pogart^  both  of  80  tons,  at  Three  Mile  Bay. 
In  1845  Cline  completed  the  Rush,  52  tons,  and  Peter  Estes  the  Pree^ie, 
100  tons.  In  1832  S,  Howard  built  the  AJew  York,  80  tons,  on  Point  Penii.- 
sula.  In  1834  G.  C.  Rand  built  the  U^illiam  Buckley,  112  tons,  in  1836 
the  Bancroft,  and  in  7837  the  G.  C.  Rand,  each  of  tlie  same  tonnage  and  ai 
the  same  place.  This  important  industry  has  gradually  been  attracted  to 
western  localities  vrhere  the  facilities  are  greater  and  lumber  cheaper. 

CHURCHES. 

The  lirst  Sunday-school  in  town  was  opened  on  Point  Salubrious  at  an 
early  date,  but  given  up  after  a  short  experience.  The  first  church  in  towii 
was  formed  on  Point  Salubrious,  by  Elder  Joseph  Maltby,  of  the  Baptist 
order,  September  25,  1S16.  Delegates  from  churches  in  Brownville,  Rut- 
land, PvOdnian,  Le  Ray,  Lorraine,  Henderson,  and  Watertown  were  present, 
and  26  persons  united.  In  1835  t^c^'*^  •'•'^^s  no  regular  Sabbath  worship  at 
Chaumont.  This  year  Solon  Massey  settled  in  the  place  and  soon  after 
started  a  Sunday-school,  which  gave  an  impulse  to  religions  matters  and  re- 
sulted in  the  subsequent  establishineut  of  Presbyterian  and  Methodist 
cliu  relies. 

yVie  f  irst  Prestytenan  Church,  of  Ch<au(nont,  was -organized  in  1838,  with 
12  members,  by  Rev.  Joseph  A.  Canfield,  the  first  pastor,  now  retired  from^

active  diilies  as  a  clergyman  arjd  icsidiiig-  in  AnUverp.  Their  house  of  wor-- 
shi}),  a  wooden  structure,  was  built  in  1844  at  a  cost  of  $3,000.  It  will  com- 
fortably seat  400  persons,  and  is  now  valued,  including  grounds  and  other 
church  property,  at  $7,000.  The  present  membership  is  78,  under  the  pas- 
toral charge  of  Rev.  F.  W.  Johnson.  The  Sunday-school  has  130  scholars 
and  15  teachers. 

The  Metkodisf  Episcopal  Church  at  Chaurnont  was  organized  by  Rev. 
D.  W.  Aylesworth,  the  first  pastor,  in  1877,  and  at  its  organization  consisted  of 
20  members.  Their  church  edifice  was  erected  in  1877  a  cost  of  $5,000. 
It  will  comfortably  seat  400  persons,  and  is  valued,  including  grounds,  etc.,  at 
$6,500.  The  present  pastor  is  Rev.  ls\x.  Joy,  and  the  membership  is  80. 
The  Sunday-school  has  a  membership  of  80  scholars  and  10  teacliers. 

The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  at  Three  Mile  Bay,  v/as  organized  in 
1S3S,  v/ith  five  pjembcis,  by  Benjamin  Dylen.  The  first  pastor  was  Rev. 
William  Tripp,  and  the  first  class-leader  D;^vid  McComber.  'j'heir  house  of 
worship,  a  v/ooden  building,  u'as  erected  m  r8|5  at  a  cost  of  about  $5,000. 
It  will  seat  300  persons,  and  is  valued,  including  grounds,  etc.,  at  $6,000. 
The  present  membership  is  70,  under  the  pastoral  charge  of  Rev.  W.  P. 
Hall.  The  Sunday-school  has  a  membership  of  8r  scholars  and  nine 
teachers. 

The  Jhipiist  Chu>rh  at  Three  Mile  Bay  was  organized  October  4,  1834, 
witli  32  members,  by  Elder  ixlatthew  Wilkie  ;  Rev.  John  S.  Whitman  was 
the  first  pastor.  Their  first  house  of  worship,  a  wooden  structure,  was 
erected  in  1S40  at  a  cost  of  about  $3,000.  The  present  building  will  com- 
fortably seat  300  persons,  and  is  valued,  including  grounds,  etc.,  at  $4,000. 
The  present  membership  of  the  church  is  154,  under  the  pastoral  charge  of 
Rev.  William  H.-Merrirnan.  The  Sunday-school  has  a  membership  of  ic 
teachers  and  100  scholars. 

The  Methodist  Pipiscopal  CJiurch,  located  on  Point  Peninsula,  was  organized 
in  1834  by  Hiram  Shep'uerd  and  Freeman  Id.  Suanton.  The  society  had  no 
meeting-house  until  iSSo,  when  it  was  reorganized,  and  a  building  erected  at 
a  cost  of  $2,100.  It  will  comfortably  seat  250  persons,  and  is  now  valued, 
including  grounds,  etc.,  at  $2,800.  The  ])resent  membership  is  37,  under- 
tlie  pastoral  charge  of  Rev.  Waley  P.  Hall.  The  Sunday-school  has  a  mem- 
bership of  five  teachers  and  about  40  scholars. 

ALEXANDER  COPLEY. 

Alexander  Copley,  the  son  of  a  respectable  farmer,  was  born  in  Denmark, 
Lewis  County,  N.  Y.,  September  10,  1S05.  Plis  boyhood  was  spent  upon  * 
his  father's  farm,  vvith  the  excei)tion  of  four  years  at  tlie  home  of  his  malernaV 
:.:iandfat!ier  in  New  Lebanon,  K.  Y.  He  gained  his  e<hicat:on  chieily  from 
common  schools  of  the  day.  Seated  on  tiie  ;hu  side  of  a  pine  slab,  sup- 
l>orted  by  the  unbarked  limbs  of  a  tree  driven  into  a  two-inch  auger  hole,  he 
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Studied  reading,  writing,  and  at illifjielic.  Beyond  Ihis  he  spent  one  year 
Lowville  Academy,  paying  Jiis  own  way  as  janitor  of  the  buildings.  At  an 
early  age  he  becanie  a  clerk  in  the  store  of  William  K.  Butterneld,  at  Felt's 
Mills,  but  soon  changed  to  the  store  of  Jason  Francis,  and  shortly  became  a 
partner  with  Mv.  Francis  ;  then  bought  him  out,  and  finally  sold  again  to  Fran- 
cis and  Butterfield.  He  also  became  a  partner  with  John  Felt  and  William 
Coburn  in  the  lumber  trade.  After  about  three  years  his  attention  was 
called  to  a  tract  of  over  400  acres  of  wood  land  for  sale  in  the  town  of  Lyme, 
owned  by  parties  in  New  York  city.  He  had  just  collected  funds  to  renew 
his  stock  of  goods,  but  went  to  th,e  city  and  bought  the  land  instead  of  the 
goods,  came  home,  closed  up  his  affairs  at  Felt's  ^lills,  and  on  October  30, 
1833,  was  married  to  Miss  Lucy  Kelsey,  daughter  of  Charles  Kelsey,  of  Cham- 
pion, N.  Y.  For  a  wedding  trip  they  moved  at  otsce  into  the  then  dense  for- 
ests of  Lyme,  w^hcre  they  fouud  a  small  house  and  barn  with  four  acres  of 
cleared  land,  and  began  a  warfare  upon  the  tall  pines,  some  old  stiunps  of 
which  to  tliis  day  remain  as  a  monument  of  then,  toils.  At  the  head  of  a 
half  dozen  choppers  Mr,  Copley  himself  led  the  attack,  while  the  young  wife, 
alone,  and  svith  lier  own  hands,  did  the  indoor  labors  for  the  whole  family. 
She  started  life  witli  the  idea  of  being  a  "  Jidf^jiitcf  "  as  well  as  a  helpeat ; — 
helping  to  accumulate  and  economize,  as  v/ell  as  to  spend  ;  even  though  to 
this  age  of  progress  it  might  seen)  a  little  old  fasiiioned. 

Before  spring  came  Mr.  Copley  had  30  acres  of  his  ])ine  forest  cleared,, 
burned  over,  and  ready  to  grow  bread  for  his  family.  But  while  swinging  the 
axe  on  those  dreary  winter  days  his  sharp  foresight  discerned  a  fortune  in 
those  wild  lands  stretching  out  on  every  side  of  hiin,  and  ere  th.e  next  suni- 
raer  went  by  he  had  purchased  2,562  acres  of  the  Vincent  Le  Ra)'  lands. 
He  tlien  moved  to  Chaum.ont,  bought  a  house,  store,  saw,  and  grist-mill  of 
WilHam  Clark,  making  that  his  future  home. 

Three  years  later  he  purchased  the  large  tract  of  ]  6,961  acres  of  Gouv- 
er!u-ur  Morris.  These  lands  lay  in  the  three  towns  of  Clayton,  Brown ville,. 
and  Lyme.  Later  in  life  he  added  to  his  purchases  10,000  acres  in  the  town 
of  Antwerp,  '.naking  nearly  30,000  in  ah.  Thus  he  became  the  largest  land- 
holder of  lands  ]}'irjg  in  the  bounds  of  the  county.  Tins  large  propert)-  was- 
shrewdly  managed, — greatly  increasing  in  value  as  the  county  becanu'  settled, 
— thus  making  him  one  of  the  wealthiest  men  of  the  county  at  the  time  of 
liis  death. 

In  addition  to  the  management  of  his  extensive  land  property  Mr.  Copley 
dealt  in  luiuber,  grain,  stone  from  his  quarries,  run  a  store,  engaged  in  vessel 
building,  and  was  a  bank  director.  He  served  his  town  as  supervisor  in 
1843,  '48,  and  '51,  but  was  al^vays  averse  to  political  life,  or  oflicial  positioii  ; 
jet  he  was  a  true  j^atriot  and  ardent  su[)porter  of  the  government  in  its  day':s 
(if  peril. 

By  his  indomitable  energy  and  perseverance,  by  remarkable  industry  and 
economy,  coupled  with  correct  habits  of  life,  he  filled  a  conspicuous  place  in 
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business  circles,  and  accurnul.aed  a  large  estate.  Like  a!i  lann-holders  he 
was  brought  in  contact  in  his  deals  witli  every  variety  of  character,  and  it 
would  be  strange  if  there  were  none  to  censure  and  condemn  ;  but  candor 
must  adn.iit  that,  though  not  faultless,  there  are  few  in  like  circumstances  less 
worthy  of  censure.  With  men  of  good  habits,  honest  and  industrious,  yet 
unable  to  meet  contracts,  he  was  always  lenient.  And  not  a  few  have  been 
lifted  over  the  hard  places  in  life's  struggle  by  his  helping  hand.  He  avoided, 
not  merely  those  vicious  habits  which  prove  the  ruin  of  so  many  young  men, 
but  those  places  of  resort,  and  those  little  useless  expenditures  that  levy  a 
constant  tax  on  daily  earnings  and  prevent  multitudes  fron]  rising  above  an 
absolute  state  of  poverty.  If  the  young  men  of  this  day  would  heed  his  ex- 
ample in  these  respects  it  v/ould  greatly  enhance  their  usefulness,  happiness, 
and  prosjjerity  in  life.  He  was  abstemious  in  his  habits,  and  a  warm  friend 
of  the  cause  of  temperance,  esr^ecially  in  liis  late  years.  He  Vvas  not  without 
interest  in  ihc  cause  of  educatyni  and  religion,  and  made  some  generous  ben.- 
efaclions  for  their  support.  He  was  a  fiequent  reader  of  the  Bible,  and  a 
believer  in  its  precepts.  Though  he  made  no  public  profession  of  his  faith 
in  Christ,  yet  to  the  ear  of  his  confidential  friends  he  spoke  of  his  dependency 
upon  His  grace,  and  his  love  for  His  person  and  character. 

Mr.  Copley  died  in  the  maturity  of  his  powcis,  at  the  age  of  65  years, 
leaving  a  widow,  who  is  still  living  at  the  advanced  age  of  nearly  75  years, 
and  four  sons  :  Hiram,  of  Chaumont,  Dewitt,  Alexander,  and  Eugene,  of 
Antwerp,  all  living  except  the  youngest  (Eugene),  and  well  known  as  auxiong 
the  active,  enterprising  business  iv>e.n  of  the  county. 

The  National  Union  Bank  of  Watertown,  of  which  Mr.  Copley  was  a 
director,  passed  the  following  resolution  on  February  6,  iSyi;- —

ORL.f^'AXS  was  formed  from  Brownville,  April  3,  1 82  r,  eiTibiacinc;  Penet's 
Square,  and  a!!  north  of  this  and  west  cf  a  coi^itiiuialion  of  the  hue  be- 
tvveei\  l^Jls  N'o.  6  and  7,  of  Penet's  Square,  to  the  St.  Lawrence.  .Much 
dilheuUy  andMiif^^  I::'d  existed  i'or  ^';■vt•r:d  v  e..L; v,  ii'i  icirardto  the  location  of 
liie  tovvn  meetings  m  ljr^;'.vn viih',  v  iii<:fi  led  t(j  tiie  trreiieju  of  Oihjan:^.  I'he 
tO'.vn.s  of  Ale.\andria  and  Ph.ihKhjiplvia  were  formed  by  th'e  same  act.  April 
P  I '^^9,  a  portion  of  this  town  was  annexed  to  l^ameha,  and  in  18  ?  3  a.  part 
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of  its  territory  v.-as  taken  to  form  the  towii  of  Clayton,  By  a  act  cf  Febru  i; , 
6,  1840,  all  that  part  of  Claytcn  p.orth  of  Orlear.s  and  east  of  ihc  north 
south  division  line  between  Clayton  and  Orleans,  extending  from  tlie  ncjri;  ■ 
west  corner  of  Orleans  to  the  St.  Lawrence,  was  attached  to  tiie  latter  tow. 
together  witbi  a  part  of  \Vells  Island,  and  all  the  smaller  islands  which  woi.l  . 
be  embraced  by  a  line  runiving  from  the  termination  of  the  aforesaid  divisi:  n 
line,  between  Clayton  and  Orleans;  thence  tlirough  Eel  Ih',)',  avoinid  t'-:-. 
head  of  Wells  Island,  to  the  Canada  line.  All  that  part  of  Alexandria  west  cf  :> 
line  running  N.  42'  \V.  from  the  corner  of  Orleans  was  also  annexed  10  ih-:: 
latter  to'.vn.    Tliis  last  was  restored  to  Alexaudiia,  April  12,  104?. 

The  surface  of  the  town  is  level,  or  slightly  rolling  ;  the  soil  is  clay  a.ud 
loarn.  Outcioppings  of  stone  are  found  in  some  paits  of  the  town  ;  in  s[)o- • 
the  barren  rock  is  exposed  to  view,  althongh  in  most  places  covered  w'wh. 
soil,  which  is  generally  fertile  ar;d  produciiv'e.  The  princip^u  sireaurs  in  the 
town  are  Perch  Pv.iver,  Cathsli  Cieek  (or  Chamnorit  River),  and  Mullet  Creek, 
Perch  Lake  lies  upon  tlie  soutlieasLern  bo'indaiy.  The  town  has  an  aica 
of  28,922^-  acres. 

The  first  town  meeting  was  directed  to  be  held  at  the  house  of  Harvey 
Boutwell.  The  early  record?  of  the  town  having  been  destroyed,  vre  arc 
unable  to  give  the  first  town  officers.  Amos  Reed  was  the  hrst  supervisor 
of  the  to>,vn,  and  held  the  ofhce  two  years.  Peter  Rhines  v/as  the  first  town 
clerk.    'Phe  present  supervisor  is  Byron  J.  Strougl]. 

Spafford^s  Gazciicer  of  ]S.'-'.i  sa^s  of  Orleans  in  1820:- — 

"  The  ])(>pu];!tion  is  iinkiic-v,  .'i,  Kb  il  way.  iiiclucljr.-d  in  that  of  r.rowiivine  iit  the  tiine  d 
taking  tlie  hi.-;t  cei'sas.    It  is  C'>ii:i);uc'(l  at  3(i0.    It  heiitg  a  new  tract  of  eoimtry,  with  l'- 
inhahirajit-s,  there  is  nothirjg  to  depiojid  iletail." 

In  1S80  Orleans  liad  a  p.'pid  Mion  of  2,318.  Tlie  town  is  located  in  the 
third  school  district  of  Jefferson  CoiUity,  and  H !  1  S  S  S  had  iS  school  districts, 
in  which  19  teacliers  were  emj/ioj-ed  28  vveeks  or  more.  Thee  v.ere  495 
scholars  attending  school,  and  thxc  aggregate  da)-s  attendance  during  the  year 
was  39,893.  "Jdie  total  wali.e  of  school  buildiiigs  and  sites  v.'as  $10,750, 
Vv'hile  the  assessed  valuation  of  all  the  districts  was  $1,122,022.  'Phe  whole 
amount  raised  for  school  })urposes  v/as  $4,272.7  2,  $2,15  r.oS  o'"  wlu'ch  was 
received  by  local  tax.    Charles  I'h  Whitney  was  scliool  commissioner. 

La  Farg!:\ii.le  (p.  o.),  named  from  John  La  Large,  tire  proprietor,  was 
formerly  known  as  Log  MiUs."  It  is  situated  near  the  central  part  of  the 
town,  on  Ch  iumont  River,  iS  nules  from  Waterio.vM,  197  fiom  A'ban}',  an.l 
^■^39  from  New  York.  It  is  a  station  on  th.e  U.  and  B.  R.  division  of  the  R.,  W. 
(S:  O.  Railroad,  and  has  teiegr/ipli,  tcleplione,  and  express  ollices,  five 
churches  (Methodist  Protectant,  Methodist  l-'lpiscopal,  Protestant  I-hjiscopal, 
Roman  Cadi  /'-:,  aa  1  iopnsL  the  hi'^t  ninied  not  (:iccuj;ied ),  graded 
school,  three  general  stores,  a  drug  and  grocery  store,  one  iia:  dnwire  store, 
two  fnrniture  stores,  one  fh)ur  and  feed  ?t(;re,  a  groceiy,  tliree  physicians, 
three  bhacksmitli  shoj\s,  Kwo  meat  markets,  tw(j  custom  boot  ai^ci  shioe  sliops, 
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v^ne  iKi'.ness  shop,  a  photograph  gallery,  barbershop,  art  studio,  carriage  shop^ 
^r;.si  iriili,  a  good  hotel,  livery  stable,  billiard  and  {)ool  room,  rnillinery  store, 
vcvt.'ial  dres'^inakers,  and  a  number  of  wholesale  dealers  in  produce,  thus 
anoidiDg  a  fHst-class  market  f(jr  the  farmers  in  this  locality. 

SroNE  Mills  (p.  o.)  village  is  located  in  t'ne  southwestern  corner  of  the 
county.  12  miles  from  Watertown,  194  from  Albany,  and  336  from  New  York. 
li  i)as  telegra})h  and  telephone  ofhces,  two  churches,  two  stores,  a  cheese  fac- 
tor)-, saw-mill,  and  a  blacksmith  shop. 

Omar  (p.  o. )  village  is  located  about  two  and  a  half  miles  south  from  Fish- 
er's J  .anding,  on  Mullet  Creek.  23  miles  from  Watertown,  202  from  Albany,  and 
3._|.}  from  New  York.  It  contains  one  church,  one  hotel,  a  cheese  factory, 
!u'0  general  stores,  two  blacksmith  shops,  one  shoe  shop,  one  harness  shop, 
and  about  icq  inhabitants. 

Fisher's  Laxluxg  (u.  o.)  is  situated  on  the  south  bank  of  the  St.  Lawrence 
River,  six  miles  beiovv  Clayton,  and  contains  one  hotel,  one  general  store,  a 
I  rocery,  bhckbmith  siiop,  several  boat  builders,  a  few  summer  cottages,  and 
about  150  inhabitants. 

Orleans  Four  Corners  is  a  small  post  village  and  station  on  the  U.  and 
]').  R.  division  of  the  R..  W.  u:  O.  Railroad,  in  the  eastern  parr  of  the  town, 
16  miles  from  Watertown,  194  from  Albany,  and  336  from  New  York.  It 
has  telegraph,  telephone,  and  express  ofhces,  one  church,  a  grocery,  cheese 
factory,  an(l  about  50  inhabitants. 

Tholsaxd  Island  Park  (p.  o.)  is  a  summer  resort  on  Wells  Island,  where 
is  located  a  large  hotel,  store,  meat  market,  boat  livery,  and  four  or  five  hun- 
dred cottages. 

Grand  Vn:Av  Park,  one  of  the  newest  of  the  Thousand  Island  summer 
resorts,  is  lor  ..led  in  [his  town,  on  the  northwestern  point  of  Wells  Island.  A 
fuller  description  of  these  beautiful  sun-jmer  homes  lias  been  given  in  the 
County  Chapter. 

Or.  Mougli's  History  of  Jefferson  County  says  that  improvements  com- 
menced in  this  town  in  1806,  by  persons  who  came  on  without  accpiiring  title, 
and  took  up  lands  \  there  being  no  resident  agent,  and  a  ]v.irt!al  and  imper- 
fect history  of  the' title  having  gained  currency,  the  belief  became  general 
that  there  was  no  legal  owner  of  tlie  tract,  which  for  several  years  at"ter  the 
war  had  great  numbers,  chiefly  of  the  poorer  clashes,  to  select  land  and  make 
locations.  In  this  tliey  were  governed  by  notliirig  but  their  own  choice,  select- 
ing some  sj)ii:ig  or  stream  of  water  for  tlie  vicinity  of  their  dwellings,  and  ap- 
}iro[)riatir'g  sucii  lands  to  their  own  use  as  they  migiu  choose  to  claim.  These 
scjuatters,  wiio  had  adopted  a  kind  of  regulation  among  themselves  in  rela- 
tion to  lands,  vvere  accustomed  to  make  "  {possession  lines  "  by  lop.ping  down 
bushes,  and  bou-ht  and  sold  "claiuis,"  piviiig  qnit  clahn  deeds  f(u- the  same. 
Pew  ijermanent  improvements  were  made,  tiu-  settleis  luostly  hvinir  in  huts, 
and. engaged  in  getting  out  oak  staves  and  so'iare  timber,  ntaking  potash,  or 
m  cultivating  the  soil  in  a  most  slovenly  and  careless  rr^apuier.     As  a  natural 
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consequeiicc  this  i: uprincipled  course  invited  thither  crowds  of  advenlurcr.-- 
from  various  qviarlers — ntany  from  the  Mohawk  country;  rough,  hardy,  ai>.,! 
enterprising,  with  nothing  to  lose  and  everything  to  gain,  accustomed  to  ro'j',;h 
fare  and  rude  accoinn-'.odations,  ye::  in  many  respects  just  the  class  to  rechacc 
a  wilderness.  Schools  were  estabhshied  and  reh'gious  societies  organized  a 
few  years  after  settlement. 

In  1S07  John  ^Vilkes,  one  of  the  proprietors,  visited  the  tract,  and  is 
believed  to  have  been  the  first  of  the  owners  uho  traversed  it.  Being  unac- 
customed to  the  fatigue  of  traveling  in  the  forest  he  returned  home  disgusted 
with  it,  and  for  several  years  tliere  v^^as  no  legalized  agent  in  the  county.  In 
181  7  (October  17)  the  following  settlers  took  contracts  on  lots  number  66,  75, 
86,  87,  and  95,  near  Stone  Mills,  in  which  viciniiy  A.  M.  Prevost  held  lands, 
and  had  appointed  Elisha  Catnp,  of  Sackets  Har!)or,  as  his  agent:  Asa  Hall, 
Richard  Taylor,  Frederick  Avery,  Benjamin  ap.d  John  Taylor,  William  Collin:;, 
Samuel  Linnel,  Solomon  Stowell,  Lester  White,  Roderick  C.  Frazier,  William 
Colhiis,  Jr.,  Leona;d  and  Flake  Baldwin,  Isaac  Mitchell,  John  B.  Collins, 
John  Smiti),  Ebenezer  Edd)',  Shepherd  Lee,  I'homas  Lee,  Tiiomas  Lee,  Jr.. 
Ebcnezer  Scoville,  Williami  Guile,  William  Larrabe,  Warren  Hall,  Henr)- 
Arnold,  Ambrose  Adams,  and  John  Page.  The  contracts  ran  for  seven  years, 
and  the  lands  v/ere  rated  at  $5  per  acre. 

In  1821  certain  of  th.e  settlers,  not  being  sure  of  the  validity  of  Penel's 
title,  {petitioned  the  legislature  to  authorize  the  attorney-general  to  examine 
the  title.    Following  is  the  a! torney-general's  report: —

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A  ronsiclerable  p  ;rt.ion  of  Penet's  Square  had  become  the  property  of  John 
La  Faigc,  who  had  been  engaged  in  the  firm  of  Russell  La  Farge,  a;-:  a 
merchant  in  fLavre,  and  in  the  course  of  his  business  had  purchased  a  por- 
tion of  these  lands.  He  subsequently  resided  several  years  in  New  Orleans, 
and  about  1824  came  on  to  assert  his  title  to  this  tract,  but  the  settlers  had, 
from  the  previous  coiifusion  of  claims,  at  first  but  little  confidence  in  his  title. 
In  1824  a  meeting  n-as  held  at  Stone  Mills,  at  which  a  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  investigate  the  question,  in  order  to  decide  what  reliance  might 
be  placed  in  his  claims^  vrhich  resulted  in  little  good.  In  1S26  two  other 
persons  claiming  title  under  Hyppolite  Penet,  brother  of  Peter  Pcnet,  the 
original  patentee,  appeared  at  La  Fargeviile,  called  a  meeting  of  citizens,  and 
stated  tlieir  claims,  but  with  no  further  etTect  than  to  impair  the  confidence 
of  some  in  the  pretensions  of  others.  After  considerable  more  litigation  the 
lands  again  reverted  to  La  Large,  who  finally  removed  to  New  York,  ap- 
pointing Dr.  John  iJinsse,  of  Watertown,  his  agent, 

I1ie  first  settler  in  the  town  of  Orleans  was  Rodericl:  C.  Frazier,  who  came 
on  in  1806  and  built  a  log  house,  about  two  miles  nortii  of  Stone  Mills,  in 
the  garden  of  the  farm  now  occupied  by  Roswell  W.  Gates.  The  second 
settler  was  Peter  Pratt,  v/ho  was  born  in  Saybrook,  Conn.,  in.  1775^  Mr. 
Pratt  married  Mary  Scoville,  of  Ilartford,  Conn.,  at  Perch  River  village  in  this 
county,  in  1805,  and  in  1807  located  a  little  soutli  of  Stone  Mills.  Soon 
after  this  several  otliers  came  in,  am.ong  v;hom  were  the  Collins  brothers,  the 
Mitchells,  and  the  Dorrs.  Xorth  of  Stone  Mills,  at  ?\Iculton's  Corner.s,  the 
early  settlers  were  Daniel  Niles,  Semon  Shead,  Shep.  Lee,  Oliver  Wright, 
Peter  Rhines,  Coleman  Dickinson,  Charles  McGiven,  and  Seth  Warner, 
Later  on  came  'Squire  McNitt,  Daniel  Gardner,  Archibald  Fisher,  Robert 
Jeroine,  and  Col.  Martin.  All  these  located  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Corners. 
The  town  business  was  trarjsacted  herefrom  1821  until  the  records  were 
burned  willi  Moulton's  store  in  1S2S. 

The  first  settlement  of  La  P\arge\-ille  began  in  iSro,  vv-hen  Dr.  R^euben 
Andrus,  with  Benjamin  Page,  came  from  Vermont  and  located  here  in  that 
year.  Dr.  Andrus  built  a  log  house  u.pon  the  site  of  the  present  Oi leans 
House,  and  Mr.  Page  erected  a  like  habitation  where  Waylan'l  Ford  now 
lives.  In  the  fall  of  that  \  ear  (1S16)  a  log  mill  was  built  at  the  upper  dam 
by  Dr.  Andrus.  A  few  weeks  later  Moses  Darby  came  on  with  his  family, 
and  built  a  log  house  near  the  site  of  Byron  J.  Strough's  residence  on  Clay- 
ton street.  Pdi  Bergin,  then  a  boy  of  16  years,  canie  witlihim.  Mr.  Darb)'  u'as  a 
mighty  hunter,  and  often  furnished  the  pioneeis  with  venison,  and  not  infre- 
quently with  bear's  meat.  In  1817  Peter  Cook  came  on  with  his  family  and 
built  trie  first  frame  house  in  the  village.  Lie  had  four  sons,  Horace,  Hu'am, 
Hial,  and  ILirvcy.     Major  Earl.  v.L-)   v         ,1  W...  i'^L  '    i: .  {  1812, 

also  settled  here  in  1S17,  and  baiit  a  Mv.v;^>c  \is.':u  -l..:  iA.iy\..>:^  iiiu,  on  the 
Capt.  Snell  farm,  now  occupied  by  Seth  Mathers.  The  Major  had  a  son,  Ly- 
man, who  came  v/itli  him.     Soon  after  Alajor  i^arl,  th.c  same  year,  Cliarles 
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CuiTM'^.ins  crjiie  in  avrA  built  the  Cusliman  Flouse,  whicii  he  opened  as  a 
hotel.  Dr.  CushriK'iti  also  came  in  1817,  and  was  the  first  })racticing  pliysi- 
cian  in  the  village.  The  Doctor  subsequently  bought  the  hotel,  which  has 
-since  borne  his  name.  It  is  now  the  property  of  Mr.  Henry.  In  1820  Fred 
Tyler,  of  Rutland,  opened  the  first  grocery  store  here.  W.  C.  George,  wlio 
was  employed  by  Mr.  Tyler  in  the  capacity  of  clerk,  subsequently  succeeded 
hirn  in  business,  and  served  the  town  as  supervisor  and  justice  of  tlie  j)eace. 

As  has  been  previously  stated  the  early  settlers  Ijad  nothing  but  brush 
titles  "  to  the  land.  After  the  territory  became  the  property  of  John  La  Farge, 
by  purchase  from  ttie  comptroller  for  taxes,  about  1823,  Mr.  La  Farge  came 
on  and  cop.ipelled  the  settlers  to  pay  for  the  improvements  made  on  the 
lands  which  they  supjjosed  to  be  their  own.  This  was  a  severe  blow  to  the 
pioneers,  and  many  of  them,  not  being  able  to  pay  for  their  claims,  left  tov/n. 
Mr.  La  Farge  immediately  commenced  the  erection  of  a  land  office,  which 
biiiidirig  is  nov:  used  as  a  hotel  ('theGetman  House).  He  ab'o  Ijiiilt  a  school- 
hou;:e,  t!;e  Li  I^-ige  niarision,  the  stone  house  opposite  the  mansion,  and  th.e 
Biddlecom  residence  at  the  village.  Up  to  this  time  (1S23)  the  village  had 
retained  tlie  appellation  of  "  Log  Mills."  x\t  a  Fourth  of  July  celebration 
held  in  the  woods,  where  the  sch.oobhouse  now  stands,  a  vote  was  taken 
which  I'jsuited  in  adopting  the  present  name. 

On  the  night  between  IMay  29  and  30,  1838,  the  British  si;eam.ship  Sir 
Rohcrt  Peel  was  j.dundered  and  burned  v/hile  taldng  on  wood  at  Moore's 
Landiiig,  Weils  Island,  by  a  party  of  22  self-styled  "  patriots,"  led  by  one 
Bill  Johnson.  Large  re^vards  v;ere  offered  for  the  apprehension  of  any  of 
those  engaged  in  the  nefarious  undertaking.'  and  although  several  were 
arrested  none  were  convicted  at  the  time.  One  man  was  subsequen.tly 
executed  in  Kingston  for  the  incendiarism.  The  Rock  Island  lightdiouse, 
which  sh.inc:;  near  the  spot  where  Xl-it  Peel  v;as  buined,  was  built  m  1853,  and 
Bill  Johnson  was  appointed  the  first  keeper. 

CHURCMES. 

Sf.  Pai'.fs  Episcoral  CliurcJi,  at  La  Fargeville,  was  organized  in  January, 
1868,  by  Rev.  H.  R.  Lockv.-ood,  although  services  liad  been  held  irregularly 
before  that  time.  At  its  organization  it  consisted  of  10  members,  asid  Rev. 
H.  Iv.  Lockv/ood  was  the  first  rector.  The  society  first  vrorshiped  in  the 
building  now  held  by  the  Protestant  Methodist  Society,  of  vrhich  they  were 
then  half  owners.  Thev  subsequently  erected  their  present  franjc  building  at 
a  cost  of  $3,000.  It  -^viil  cornfortabl)'  seat  200  persons,  and  is  valued,  includ- 
ing grounds  and  other  proi'-erty,  at  $3,500.  The  present  rnenvbership  is  35. 
and  Rev.  J.  E.  Walton,  of  Clayton,  is  tlie  rector.  Tlie  xf  )llowin.g  interesting 
note  is  t^kc'i  f;-  uu-  i'.,iris:i  register:  "  d '10  ilr::t  F;  :■  ■  ■  '  'decs  k)io:vn 
to  be  held  in  tiie  Town.-hq>  of  Oileans  t(Jok  place  Noxcmber  13,  1856,  in 
the  Lutheran  Meeting-House  at  Orleans  Corners,  the  Rev.  Robert  ILtrwootl, 
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a  clergymari  of  tb.e  Churcii  of  England,  olTu.ialing.  At  that  visitation  he 
vidministered  the  idoly  ConriTiiiniori  to  Maigaret  P.  Hines,  and  buried  her  at 
the  above  mentioned  date." 

The  Meiliodist  Episcopal  ChiircJi,  located  at  the  village  of  La  Fargeville, 
was  organized  before  1S32,  The  exact  date  of  its  organization  cannot  now 
be  ascertained,  as  the  records  of  tlie  church  previous  to  1852  have  been  lost. 
The  pastor  of  the  church  in  1S52  was  Rev.  G.  W.  Elwood,  and  in  that  year 
the  society  rented  the  academy  building,  which  it  subsequently  purcliased, 
and  still  uses  as  a  church  and  parsonage.  The  size  of  the  main  building  is 
50  by  70  feet,  to  which  has  been  added  a  prayer-room  12  by  30  feet.  Tlie 
original  cost  of  the  structure  was  $3,500.  It  will  comfortably  seat  250  per- 
sons, and  is  now  valued,  including  grounds^  etc.,  at  $5,000.  There  are  at 
pjesent  81  niembers,  under  the  pastoral  charge  of  Rev.  Webster  Ingersoll. 
The  Sunday  sch.ool  has  a  membership  of  120. 

TJie  Mef/:rd:sf  I'l^'icsfaiif  C/ru-rc/i,  located  in  La  Fargeville,  was  oiganized 
in  1869,  witli  25  members,  by  Rev,  Philip  S'Aift,  the  first  pastor.  Their 
church  building  was  erected  as  a  union  church  in  1838,  and  was  pui chafed 
by  the  society  in  1872.  It  will  comfortabl}'  seat  275  persons,  cost  originally 
$4,300,  and  is  now  valued,  including  grounds,  etc.,  at  $3,500.  The  cliurcli 
is  out  of  debt  and  is  in  a  generally  flourishing  condition.  The  present  num- 
ber of  members  is  46,  and  Rev.  W.  H.  Bentley  is  the  pastor.  The  Sunday- 
school  has  five  teachers  and  30  scholars. 

T/ie  Mcf/wdist  J^rotcsiiDit  Cr://rk,  at  Stone  Mills,  was  organized  r3ecember 
-25,  1866,  by  Rev.  Phdlip  Svviri,  the  first  pastor,  and  at  its  organization  con- 
sisted of  21  ineuibers.  Their  first  house  of  vvorship,  the  present  wooden 
structure,  was  erected  in  1S70  at  a  cost  of  $2,000,  about  its  present  value. 
It  will  comfortably  seat  250  jicisons.  The  pi esent  membership  of  the  church 
is  43,  under  tiiC  [)asioral  charge  of  Rev.  W.  M.  BeiUley.  Jason  I).  Timmer- 
man  is  superintendent  of  the  Sunday-scliool,  which  has  a  mcm.bership  of  12 
teach.ers  and  48  scholars. 

7'hc  Ei'aii\;clical  LiitJura!'  CJiurrh,  located  at  Orleans  }''our  Corners,  was 
organized  May  15,  1840,  b}-  Rev.  Henry  L.  Dox,  the  first  pastor,  and  at  its 
organization  consisted  of  12  members.  The  01  iginal  cost  of  their  house  of 
worship,  which  will  comfortably  seat  250  persons,  was  about  $r,25o.  It  is 
novv'  valued,  including  grounds,  etc.^  at  $3,000.  The  present  membersliip  of 
the  church  is  69,  under  the  pastoral  care  of  Rev.  Eugene  I>.  V/ade.  Joseph 
Rasbach  is  superintendent  of  the  Sunday-school,  which  consists  of  five  teach- 
ers and  60  scholars. 

St.  JoJuis  German  Eva^ii^clicdl  Luf/hcroji  C/nn-ch,  located  on  lot  Xo.  ..15 
of  Ptmet's  Scjuare,  was  organized  in  1041,  by  Henry  Haas.  V.  Balltuff,  and 
N.  ].ehr,  v.-ih  H^v.  Mr.  S:h-_;'T  l^-fl  -^r-^ror.  Their  ho'.ise  of  worship,  a 
wooden  sliuetiire,  vvas  erect-, ■!  in  i,  at  a  cost  of  $1,500.  Jl  v.-ill  seat  200 
persons,  and  is  valued  at  $i,6oo.  The  present  nvembership  is  46,  under  the 
pastoral  charge  of  Rev.  George  ¥.

RUSSI'.LL  v..  IiIJ3OI,KC0M. 

Hon.  Russell  Jx  iJiddlecom,  son  of  Charles  and  Rhoda  Biddlecom,  was 
born  in  Deerfield,  Oneida  County,  March  19,  1822,  U])on  the  death  of  his 
father,  in  1S29,  he  went  to  live  with  ^in  elder  brother,  and  in  1835  he  immi- 
grated to  this  town,  where  he  has  since  resided,  with  the  exception  of  during 
the  years  1857-60,  when  he  held  the  oflice  of  county  clerk  and  resided  in 
Watertown.  lie  received  a  good  co>nrnon  scliool  education,  with  ll;e  addi- 
tion of  three  months  pt  B'.-heviile  Acadetny.  Mis  school  days  v.cre  alter- 
nated with  work  on  liis  brother's  fDirn.  Commencing  at  the  age  of  j  S  he  taught 
scliool  for  aljout  12  ^-ears.  In  ic,c\:\,  in  rccognitioii  of  iiis  quplihcat ioris  as  a 
teacher,  lie  was  elected  town  superintendent  of  conjivion  schools,  which  posi- 
tion he  filled  acceptably  for  eight  year.:.  Jn  1849  he  was  elected  justice  of 
the  peace  and  served  until  1857.  lie  was  aj>pointfcd  colonel  by  Governor 
Morgan,  and  assisted  in  organizing  artillery  companies  in  Lewis  and  Jefi'erson 
counties,  and  during  the  term  of  his  service  nearly  2,400  men  were  enlisted 
and  sent  to  tlie  front,  comprising  16  cotnpanies,  which  v/ere  formed  into 
heavy  artillery  regiments.  Fie  served  at  the  front  one  year,  and  was  dis- 
charged for  disability.  In  1865  he  represented  the  Third  Assembly  district 
in  the  state  legislature,  and  the  Second  Assembly  district  in  the  same  body 
in  1 366.  In  1865  lie  was  elected  supervisor,  and  continued  in  ofiko  five 
years.  In  politics  Mr.  Biddlecom  was  a  Whig  until  1855,  v/hen  he  became  a 
Republican  and  assisted  in  organizing  the  Republican  j)arty  in  Ji:fferson 
County,  for  the  success  of  v/hich  party  he  has  since  given  his  best  efforts. 
In  1870  Mr.  Biddlecom  became  interested  in  a  company  for  buildirig  the 
Theresa  tV  Clayton  Railroad,  of  wiiich  he  was  elected  a  director,  and  v/as  ap- 
pointed superintendent,  secretary,  and  treasurer,  which  positions  he  held  until 
the  road  v/as  consolidated  with  the  Utica  &  Black  River  Railroad  Co.  'i'he 
towns  of  Orleans  and  Clayton  were  bunded  to  build  tlie  n^ad,  the  former  for 
$80,000  and  the  latter  for  $  icq, 000. 

.Mr.  Biddlecom  obtained  the  consent  of  the  taxpayers  of  the  town  of  Or- 
leans to  its  bonding,  although  violently  opposed  by  Cornelius  Burt,  Albion  A. 
Hughes,  William  B.  Irwin,  and  many  others,  v.'ho  afterwards  appeared  in  tlie 
County  Court  and  contested  the  appointment  of  railroad  commissioners.  After 
a  hearing  before  Judge  Sawyer  he  appointed  commissioners  to  issue  the  bonds. 
The  case  was  brought  \)y  certiorari  to  the  Supren^e  Court  of  the  state,  in 
wiiich  tiie  judgment  of  the  Cc-unty  Court  was  sustaiired.  On  appeal  to  the 
Court  of  Appeals  tlie  judgment  of  the  County  Couit  appointinpj  commis- 
sioners was  reversed. 
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lnte^m^:(iia^c  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Coiut  and  the  Court  of  Appeals 
Mr.  I'id  ]!i-coin,  as  treasurer  of  the  railroad  company,  sold  $10,000  worth  of 
tJic  l»ond.s  of  the  town  of  Orleans,  which  had  been  issued  by  the  comrnission- 
c'.  --  a!)d  so;")n  after  the  decision  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  he  sold  the  remain- 
der of  tlie  bt)nds,  amounting  to  $70,000.  After  the  sale  of  the  bonds  Isaac 
Mitchell,  as  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Orleans,  commenced  proceedings  in 
the  Supreme  Court  against  Mr.  Biddlecom  and  others  to  recover  damages  on 
account  of  the  sale  of  the  bonds,  alleging  that  he.  in  bonding  the  town, 
building  the  railroad,  and  selling  the  bonds,  had  conspired  with  otliers  to  de- 
fraud the  town.  In  1SS4,  after  many  years  of  expensive  litigation,  the  suit 
was  fmally  decided  against  the  town,  and  Mr.  Biddlecom  fully  exonerated 
fr;)m  all  charges  of  fraud  and  conspiracy,  and  his  official  acts  in  behalf  of  the 
railroad  declared  valid.  The  railroad,  in  its  value  and  usefulness,  havin<-^ 
surpassed  the  expectations  of  its  most  sanguine  friends,  all  opposition  has 
ceased,  and  Mr.  Biddlecom  is  novv  universally  acknowledged  one  of  the  ben- 
efactors of  the  town.

Charl'.'S,  Jr.,  was  a  nromiiient  busi)jess  man  at  Stone  Mills,  wliere  lie  v;:is  a  farjner  and  had  a 
store  and  sav.-mill.  He  su  1  isetjueidly  removed  to  Janesville,  \Yis.,  and  cngagetl  in  inanntact- 
uriri'T.  He  married  Nanc\  JJwun,  of  Watertown,  and  their  ordy  son,  Hanlcy,  is  in  partncisliip 
witli  lii-;  father. 

Julm.  X.  B>-ard.-l.  y,  youngest  son  of  E.  P.  Pen»-dsley,  was  born,  in  Kent.  Litchheld  County, 
Conn,,  in  1807,  and  was  ont- of  seven  children.

AMEL.IA  was  formed  from  Brownville,  April  12,  18 19,  and  was  named 
in  honor  of  the.  wife  of  Gen.  Jacob  Brosvn,  whose  maiden  name  was 
Painelia  Williams.  In  1824  its  name  was  changed  to  "  I,eander,"  but 
soon  afier  the  former  name  was  restored.  By  an  act  of  April  i,  1S24,  a 
small  part  of  Penel's  Square,  southeast  of  Perch  Lake,  was  annexed  from 
Orleans,  whici.)  gave  the  tovrn  its  present  limits,  with  tlie  addition  of  the  por- 
tion subsequently  incorpoiated  in.  the  city  of  Watertown.  It  is  the  central 
town  of  the  county,  and  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Orleans,  on  the  east  b)' 
Le  Kay,  on  the  5-oulh  by  Black  Piver,  v/hich  separates  it  from  the  town  ot 
Watertown^  and  on  the  west  by  Brov/nvillc.  The  surface  of  the  to\sn  is  level, 
or  gently  urid.iUting,  and  the  soil  is  clay  or  sand.  It  is  entirely  underlaid 
%vith  limestone,  which  frequently  crops  out  at  the  top  of  the  groimd.  A  few 
evidences  of  tlie  drift  period,  in  tlie  form  of  large  granite  bowlders,  are  found 
in  the  town.  Upon  the  northeastern  border  of  the  town,  lying  partly  in 
OrleaiiS,  is  Perch  Pake,  a  beautiful  little  body  of  water  nearly  three  miles 
long  and  tliree-fourths  of  a  mile  in  v;idth  at  the  widest  pdace.  The  teiritory 
of  Famelia  is  drained  by  several  small  streams,  of  which  Perch  River  (the 
outlet  of  I'erch  Lake),  IMiilomel  Creek,  and  Cowen's  Creek  are  the  princi[va], 
ail  three  running  in  a  southwt:sterl)'  direction,  and  all,  prev  ous  to  the  clear- 
ing off  of  the  forest,  containing  a  considerable  quantity  of  water.

Still,  conrudssioners  of 
highv/ays  j  Horace  Mather,  collector;  Osnj-in  Banister,  Neb.c.raiah  \'an  Xest 
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Joseph  iviayo,  commissioners  of  comm.on  schools  ;  Amos  .Karnes,  Wiriii^m 

Usher,  R.  Weaver,  John  R.  Gunn,  Baker  Ivlassey,  Charles  Brown,  inspectors

Spaffo7-ifs  Gazetteer  of  1-824  says  of  this  town  in  1820: — 

The  hamlet  of  WilUantf-TiUe,  or Williamsto%Yn,  is  ploasantiy  siruatcd  on  the  river,  directly 
opposite  the  court-house  in  "\Yaterto-\vn,  a  half-mile  distant,  and  contains  25  houses,  a  ^".ist- 
riill,  Ra■s^•-]nill,  clothier's  works,  an  oil-mil],  tvso  taverns,  and  several  dilierent  kinds  of  me- 
chanics.   The  I'amelia  postofhce  is  in  tins  i)lace. 

'•'Tlie  population  of  the  town  is  1,342;  taxable  property,  $72,2-48;  acres  of  improved  land, 
6,323:  1,339  cattle,  318  horses,  2,644  sheep;  8,20G  yards  of  cloth  were  made  in  families.  There 
are  also  live  grist-mills,  one  saw-mill,  one  fuliing-ijiill,  one  cardiijj;'  macldne,  and  two  ashei-ies." 

In  1S80  Paraelia  had  a  population  of  1,143.  "^^^  town  is  located  in  the 
third  school  district  of  Jefferson  County,  and  in  1S88  had  10  school  districts, 
in  which  the  same  number  of  teachers  were  employed  .?8  weeks  or  tnore. 
There  were  19  r  scholars  attending  scliool,  and  the  ac':grcp;ale  days  attend:ince 
•during  the  year  was  18,389.  The  iolal  value  of  school  buildinc^s  and  sites 
v/as  $4,550,  while  the  assessed  valuation  of  all  the  districts  was  $722,107. 
The  whole  amount  raised  for  school  pin  poses  was  $1,941.18,  $876.77  of  which 
v/as  received  by  local  tax.    Charles  E.  Whitney  was  school  commissioner. 

Pameija  Four  Corner.s  is  a  small  post  village  in  the  northeastern  part  of 
the  town,  nine  miles  from  Watertown,  iSi  from  Albany,  and  333  from  Nev/ 
York.  It  has  telephone,  telegraph,  antl  express  offices,  a  general  store,  chuich, 
dealer  in  farm  implements,  two  blacksmitii  .shops,  and  about  75  inhabitants. 

Seldon  L,  ScovilFs  L  'uiihnfger  cheese  factory^  on  road  30,  manufactures 
about  50,000  pounds  of  cheese  annually. 

JoJm  L.  far  is /is  Liinhtirge-r  eJieese  faeto?y^  on  road  10,  has  the  capacity  for 
manufacturing  40,000  pounds  of  cheese  annually.   It  is  not  now  in  operation. 

Deep  .Rock  Liniburger  cheese  jactojy^  on  road  lo,  Inis  the  capacity  for  man- 
■ufacluring  about  46,000  |)()rirKls  aanii^lly. 

The  Li/nl'iirger  cheese  factory  owned  by  C.  E.  Makepeace,  Ward  M. 
l\ichois,  and  William  Mills,  on  road  21,  nianufactuies  about  35,000  pounds 
annually. 

Geo?'ge  JV.  Otis' s  Limburger  cheese  factory ,  on  road  54,  has  the  capacity 
foi  manufacturing  45.000  pounds  annually.    It  is  not  now  in  operation. 

Charles  G.  Wagoner  s  Lifnbnrger  cheese  facto}y^  on  road  5,  m  iUufactures 
.about  85,000  pounds  of  cheese  annually. 

Reuben  Ti/nmennan' s  cheese faictory,  on  road  i,  has  tlie  capacity  for  manu- 
facturing 75,000  pounds  per  year. 

Chartes  Fox  s  Li?nburger  cheese  factory ,  on  road  11,  has  the  capacity  for 
manufactuiirig  40,000  joounds  annualiy. 

77ie  Aynerican  eheese  factory,  on  road  13,  owned  l)y  a  stock  company,  has 
the  capacity  for  manufacturing  200,000  {")Ounds  annually. 

And.reiv  I',  llalizs  cheese  factory ,  on  ruad  40.  has  thiC  caducity  for  manufact- 
uring 40,000  pounds  annually.  Mr.  Ualtz  also  has  a'facioryon  road  38,  v\ith 
tiie  cai)acity  of  35,000  pounds. 
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The  first  settlement  in  the  town  of  Paniclia  was  made  in  1799,  by  two  ir,  : 
named  Boshart  and  Kitts,  who  located  with  their  families  about  three  luu-. 
northeast  from  Watertown^  near  where  I^e  Kay  street  now  runs,  erected 
houses,  and  began  clearinp^s.  They  became  dissatisfied,  however,  and  on  t'i.c 
approach  of  winter  removed  to  the  territory  now  cal'ed  Lewis  County  (the;, 
a  part  of  Oneida  County,  as  was  also  Jefferson  County),  where  they  becar.;- 
permanent  settlers. 

In  1799  the  south  part  of  the  territory  afterwards  called  PameHa  was  owned 
by  Pierre  Chassanis,  a  French  gentleman,  it  being  a  portiori  of  what  wr.o 
known  as  Castorland,''  the  Chassanis  tract,"  or  "The  French  Company's 
land."  The  central  and  northern  portions  were  a  part  of  Great  Tract 
No.  4,"  of  Macomb's  purchase,  except  the  territory  east  and  northeast  01' 
Perch  Lake,  which  was  embraced  in  Penet's  Siquare.  Tract  No.  4  was  then 
actually  owned  by  the  Antwerp  Company,  an  association  of  PloUand  gentle- 
men residing  in  the  city  of  Antv.-erp,  though,  being  foreigners,  the  title  v/as 
held  by  otliers  for  them,  In  iSoo  the  southwest  half  of  tract  No.  4  (which 
included  the  Pamelia  portion)  was  conveyed  in  trust  foi  the  Antwerp  Com- 
pany to  James  Le  Ray  de  Chaumont.  He  was  made  the  agent  of  the  com- 
pany for  the  sale  of  the  territory  thus  conveyed,  and  10  years  later  he  pur- 
chased all  the  unsold  land  in  tract  No.  4.  Lc  Ray  soon  acquired  an  interest 
in  the  Chassanis  tract  also,  and  made  all  the  sales  after  iSor,  either  as  prin- 
cipal or  agent.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  all  land  titles  in  Pamelia  (except 
in  the  small  tract  embraced  in  Penet's  Square)  may  be  traced  back  to  Le  Pvay 
de  Chaumont^  acting  for  hdraself  or  others. 

After  Boshart  and  Kitts  one  of  the  earliest  settlers  was  Mr,  Makepeace, 
grandfather  of  Elliott  i\Lakepeace,  who  settled  in  the  north  part  of  the  town 
and  buill  tlie  first  fram.e  house  within  the  present  limits  of  Pamelia.  As 
early  as  il-o  <  a  few  settlers  locited  on  the  north  shore  of  Black  River,  in 
what  is  no  7  Watertown.  The  following  year  Mir.  Haven  settled  a  mile  from 
the  river,  just  inside  the  city  limits,  and  it  is  fair  to  presume  that  as  early  as 
that  year  some  immigrants  located  in  the  [nesent  Pam.elia.  Previous  to  L012 
some  20  or  30  families  came  into  town,  among  whom  were  John  Gould  and 
J.  i\L  Parish,  v/ho  both  settled  in  the  northv/est  part.  Elijah  Ainsworth. 
Philip  Ainsworth,  .Mr.  Brintnall,  Caleb  J.  Bates,  Isaac  and  Jacob  Meachanij 
William  Morse,  and  Jacob  Lowell  all  settled  in  the  north.west  part  of  the 
town  before  iSr2.  Benjamin  Cole,  Obadiaii  Rhodes,  and  SteiVnen  Farr  set- 
tled during  the  same  period,  near  Pamelia  Four  Corners,  while  Aaron  Lres- 
ser,  Curtis  Goulding,  Henry  Becker,  and  Alvin  Twing  Vv-ere  the  founders  of 
that  village  itself. 

About  iSr2  John  Folts  settled  in  the  soutiiwestern  part  of  the  town.  He 
was  soon  after  followed  by  Simeon  Woo  he.:*'.  Peter  Acker,  and  David  and 
Belshazzar  Tiu'.paugii.  'i'wo  families,  w-.:.:-..  -d  P.:d,er  and  Cooper,  were  among 
the  earliest  settlers  in  the  soutlieastern  part  of  tiie  town.  Smiths  Scovihe 
located  here  before  181 1,  and  afterv/ards  opened  a  hole],    John  Ihown  came 
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fi'ora  Brownville  in  1812  and  built  the  first  frame  honse  in  the  southeast  part 
of  the  to^vn.  David  Augsbury,  with  his  family,  settled  in  the  northwest  part 
of  the  to-vn  in  iSi  i,  and  in  iSi?  he  was  followed  by  hi;;  father,  Jolin  Augs- 
bury, with  his  three  younger  sons,  Benjamin,  Nici;olas,  and  Daniel.  After 
the  War  of  1812  two  other  sons,  John  and.  Abraham,  came  in  with  their  fam- 
ilies. John  Augsbury,  Sr.,  purchased  Mr.  Tvfakepeace's  farm,  and  the  latter 
located  upon  another  in  the  same  neighborhood.  In  1814-15  Theron  Con- 
verse put  up  a  log  house  on  what  is  now  Le  Ray  street,  just  north  of  the 
present  city  line.  At  this  time  the  country  was  all  a  dense  wilderness  east- 
ward, almost  to  Carthage.  William  McGinnis  settled  in  the  southwest  part 
of  the  town  in  1S15,  and  at  this  time,  it  has  been  said,  there  were  between 
30  and  40  families  in  the  town. 

.'-\mong  those  who  cam.e  in  before  , 18 19  were  Elijah  Wright,  Willian'j  Waf- 
ful,  John  Wafful,  Ilussel  Weaver,  Benjamin  Still,  John  Stewart,  Cant.  Joseph 

Mayo,  Nichols,  John  Stewart,  Joel  Niras,  James  Wright,  Isaac  C.  Pettit, 

Daniel  Pettit,  Osmin  Banister,  Nehemiah  Van  Nest,  John  N.  Gunn,  

Gardner,  Conrad  V-/afful,  Benjamin  Pease,  William  Si):bury,  John  Sixbury, 
Isaac  Sixbury.  Elias  Wager,  Combs,  Charles  Brov.Ti,  Thomas  Good- 
rich, and  Abram  Spaisbury.  Joel  Nirns  settled  in  the  Thomas  Brown  neigh- 
borhood m  iSiS,  where  he  bought  the  farm  upon  which  William  Wafful  had 
made  improvemjents. 

The  first  tavern  in  town  was  opened  by  Aaron  Dresser,  at  Pamelia  Four 
Corners,  soon  after  the  War  of  1S12.  The  first  store  was  kept  by  Jolm  N, 
Gunn  in  the  western  part  of  the  town,  and  was  opened  about  1S16.  The 
first  saw-mill  was  built  on  Philomel  Greek,  at  the  crossing  of  the  Clayton 
road,  by  Mr.  Abbey. 

Doghouses  w^-^re  almost  universal  in  1S18,  but  at  this  timie  a  nunaber  of 
frame  barns  were  built,  giving  the  country  quite  a  civilized  appeara/ice. 
Stone  was  so  abundant  that  a  buildiiig  of  that  material  was  almost  as  cheap 
as  one  of  wood.  Between  stone  and  fram.e  the  log  Itouses  were  rapidly  su- 
perseded, and  by  1S30  they  had  mostly  disappeared. 

Postoft'ices  were  established  at  Pamelia,  then  JViHiamsvillc.  village  and 
later  North  Watertowui  (in  the  present  city  district),  previous  to  1824,  and  at 
Pamelia  Four  Corners  as  early  as  1S30.  In  1831  tlie  postmaster  at  the 
latter  place  was  S.  Comstock,  and  in  1S37  it  v/as  Abrani  M.  Harger.  In  1854 
the  Potsdam  Watertov/n  Railroad  vras  fmished,  running  through  the  south- 
eastern corner  of  the  tov.-n.  It  afterwards  became  a  part  of  the  R.,  W.  O. 
sy  stem.  \\\  1852  the  Ca{)e  Vincent  bra!K:h  of  the  latter  road  was  completed, 
a  small  portion  of  v/hich  ruris  through  the  southwestern  corner  of  tlie  town. 
Upon  the  incorporation  of  tlie  city  of  Watertown,  May  8,  foCx-),  about  700- 
acres  of  tiie  territory  of  Pamelia.  rompri'^iiig  ti^e  viilaees  of  North  v\':irer- 
tO'v>;:i  and  Juh-.:lville,  containing  over  r,2oo  of  its  iuj-u-.bitants  and  its  princi- 
pal business  establisliments,  were  absorbed  by  the  city.    The  town  is  espe- 
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cially  adapted  to  dairying,  which  is  the  principal  occupation  of  its  thrift)'  jr.. 
habitants. 

CHURCHES. 

^/^t-  J^irs^  A/ef/io^i's^  Episcopal  ChurcJi  of  Pamclia^  located  at  Pamelia 
Four  Corners,  was  organized  February  28,  1S47,  by  James  Jones,  Orvi> 
Goulding,  and  others,  witii  seven  members,  Fvcv.  O.  C.  Cole  being  the  first 
pastor.  Their  house  of  worsh.ip,  the  present  wooden  structure,  was  erect^.'d 
in  iS4o,at  a  cost  of  about  $1,600.  It  will  coin  for  tably  seat  300  persons,  and 
is  valued,  including  grounds,  etc.,  at  $3,000.  The  present  m.embership  is 
22.    No  regular  pastor  is  employed. 

TI:e  Pj-oiestavJ  Meihodist  CJiurcJi^  located  two  miles  and  a  half  north  of 
Pamelia  Four  Corners,  was  organized  about  1845,  by  Peter  Busier,  ^VarncI 
Nellis,  and  Jacob  Wagoner,  with  30  mcnibeis,  .Rev.  Pliilip  Swift  being  tb.e 
first  pastor.  Their  house  of  wojship,  tlic  present  wooden  structure,  was 
erected  in  1S67,  at  a  cost  of  $1,800.  It  will  comfortably  seat  250  persons, 
and  is  valued,  including  groa^-^ds.  etc.,  at  $2,375.  The  society  has  22  mem- 
bers, under  tlie  pastoral  chaige  of  Rev.  S.  P.  ^Vatson.  The  Sunday  school 
has  a  membership  of  45,  under  the  sui)erintcndency  of  Peter  Busier.

His  s<>n 
M.'rviiie  J),  is  aei\  il  en-iiu'-'r  and  ^urvey^a.  diaries  ]•:.  \\-as  supervisor  of  Pamelia  in  lsS9, 
and  resides  \\\\\\  his  aged  mother  on  tb.e  home,■^:ead  on  io;'..d  21.  Ellicott  Malce-jK'ase  died  June 
30,  lSs2.

Henry  ('ountryman  was  born  in  the  town  of  Danube,  Herkimer  Cctuuty,  and  was  the  thii'd 
cliild  and  first  son  of  George  and  ]!ohana  Conniiyman,  Henry  remoined  at  home,  contribu- 
ting largely  to  the  support  of  the  family,  until  18l;3,  when  he  removed  to  Pamelia,  ^^hero  ho 
succeeded  in  accumulating  a  liM-ge  loi-tnaie,  being  the  owiier  at  the  time  of  his  death  of  COO' 
acres  of  land.

Jonathan,  t^nsan.  ^lerrill.  Ebenezer,  and  Ok»ii  If.  Cnptaiii  Wlilnims  disfinguished  himself  in 
the  ledian  border  wars.  On  one  occasion  lie^vas  selected  a^.  oite  of  11  prisoners  to  be  killed  in 
relali..ii'_)n  of  the  death  of  a  like  number  of  In.diana  killed  m  reguLir  Avarfare.  The  Captain 
ga^'e  the  Masonic  sign  to  Brant,  the  Indian  chief,  who  saved  his  life  and  gave  liiui 
th'j  tali.-/m:niic  lit  lt  of  vvampum  to  protect  him  fiom  other  tribes,  Ebenezer  waa  boiii  inMrfn- 
lius,  Onondaga  County.  A^t  the  age  of  32  j'ears  he  purchased  the  present  homestead.  In  1817 
he  married  Jane  Osterhout,  by  whom  he  had  two  sons  and  two  daughters,  namely:  Sarah  S., 
Peter  O.,  Ja)io  A.,  and  Ebc-nezer.  The  latter  married  Fabius  Lawtor,,  of  Watertown,  by  v\]iom 
he  had  four  children,  viz.:  Ebtn  F.,  Mdio  died  at  the  age  of  six  yeers;  Stedman  E,,  George  O., 
and  Hat  tie  C,  who  survive.

Amos  Gillette  came  with  his  five  brothers  from  Vermont  about  1800,  his  brothers  locating 
in  the  town  of  Lorraine  and  Amos  in  Clayton^  Avhcre  he  purchased  a  farm  '  f  300  acres,  ui/oa 
wbicli  he  built  a  residence.  He  served  in  the  War  of  1812,  in  the  batUe  of  Sackets  Hai'bor.

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r^^HILADELPHTA  was  erected  from  LeRay,April  3,1821, with  its  pres-nt 
\^  limits,  the  territory  originally  forming  a  part  of  I'rownville,  fron'  which 
J[  Le  Ray  v/as  elected  in  1806.  The  name  of  Ehzabethtown^-'  had  been 
chosen,  but  there  being  one  aJready  in  the  state,  the  present  name  was  sciected 
by  citizens  svho  had  lived  in  or  near  the  city  of  Philadelphia.  Some  proposed 
tu  name  the  tov.n  Benezet,  after  the  benevolent  Quaker  of  that  name.  The 
lo'.vn  is  rectangular  in  form.,  its  length,  lying  nearly  noriliwest  and  sonlheast^ 
being  about  one-quarter  greater  than  its  breadth.  It  is  bounded  on  the 
northwest  by  Theresa,  on  the  northeast  by  Antvrerp,  on  the  southeast  by 
Wihia,  and  on  the  southwest  by  Le  J\.a)'.  It  corapreliends  54  great  lots'' 
of  tract  No.  4  of  the  Tslacomb  purchase,  being  six  rartges  of  nine  lots  each. 
In  t'le  southern  and  western  portions  of  the  town  the  surface  is  rolling,  and 
in  the  opposite  parts,  towards  Antwerp  and  Theresa,  it  becomes  rough  and 
Ih'ly.  Its  y.-aters  are  the  Indian  River,  entering  from  Antvver])  and  flowing 
n-.arly  west  across  the  town  into  Le  Ray  ;  Rlack  Creek,  entering  near  the 
-soulliern  coiner  from  ^Vilna,  ilowing  in  a  general  north.ern  course,  and  join- 
i:^g  the  river  above  the  village  of  Philadel})hia  ;  several  small  streams 
whidi  fall  into  these  from  the  east  :  and  Otter  Creek,  v/hich  passes  v^^estu-ardly 
through  the  northern  corner  of  the  town  into  Theresa. 

The  first  tov;n  meeting  v.-as  held  at  the  house  of  Harvey  Hamblin,  in 
Pldladelphia  village,  March  5,  1S22,  at  v.'hieh  the  following  ofiicers  were 
cliosen:  Alden  I'ucklin,  supervisor;  John  Strickland,  Jr.,  clerk;  Thomas 
liones,  Alden  Bucklin,  and  A.bi?J  Shurtleff,  assessors  ;  William  Bones,  collec- 
tor;  Cadwallader  Child,  John  Townsend,  and  Abial  Shurtleff,  commissioners 
of  highv/ays  ;  John  Strickland,  Jr.,  David  Moslier,  and  James  Bones,  com- 
missioners of  schools;  James  Bones,  Cadwallader  Child,  and  J.  R.  I'aylor, 
inspectors  of  schools  ;  and  Wiliiam  Bones,  constable. 

At  the  first  general  election  lield  November  4,  1S22,  and  the  two  suc- 
ceeding days  inclusive,"  Joseph  C.  Yates,  for  governor,  received  48  votes, 
l*Va;,tus  Root,  for  lieutenant-governor,  31,  and  Henry  Huntington,  for  same 
olJice,  J  6.

Th.e  same  aiuiior  in  1S24  says  of  Philadelphia  in  1S21: —

After  the  erection  of  the  town  in  1822  the  school  moneys,  of  which  one- 
half  was  collected  by  the  town  collector  and  onedialf  paid  by  the  county  treai;- 
urer,  v.-ere  apportioned  amorig  tlie  three  school  districts  as  follows:  District 
No.  1  had  40  children  and  received  $10.20;  district  No.  2  had  25  children 
and  received  $7.42;  and  district  No.  3  had  41  children  and  received  $9.50 
In  1830  eight  school  districts  reported,  from  which  it  appears  there  were  367 
children  taught  that  year,  for  which  there  was  paid  of  the  public  moneys 
$99.48,  and  from  local  taxes  $385.75.  Cadwallader  Child,  An:!Os  Eames, 
and  George  ?d_organ  were  commissioners. 

\\\  iSSo  Philadelphia  had  a  population  of  1,750.  The  tov/n  is  located  in 
the  secorid  school  district  of  Jefferson  County,  and  in  i88Shad  10  school  dis- 
tricts, in  vvliicli  13  teachers  were  employed  28  weeks  miore.  Tiiere  v/ere  360 
scholars  attending  school,  aiui  the  agi.:regate  days  attendance  during  the  yeas 
v/as  55,356.  The  total  value  of  school  buildings  and  sites  was  $6,850,  wlnlc; 
the  assessed  valuation  of  all  the  districts  was  $814,537.  The  wlinlc  amount 
raised  for  school  purposes  was  $3,533.57,  of  which  $2,1  22. 16  was  receivt\l 
by  local  tax.    Truman  C.  Gray  was  school  commissioner. 

PHiLADCLPiiiA  (p.  o.)  village  was  incorporated  in  187?,  the  bounJarie:- 
being  described  as  follows:  "  Beginjiing  at  a  point  in  line  between  great  loif 
Nos.  610  and  644,  15  chains  from  corner  of  great  lots  Nos.  609,  610,  643.  an- 
644;  thence  X.  39^  E.,  along  said  great  lot  line,  80  cliaips,  to  a  point  on.i 
chain  beyond  corner  of  great  lots  Nos.  6r  i,  612,  645,  an.d  646  ;  thence  N.  5  s 
W.,  parallel  v/ilh  -ieat  lot  line.  So  chains;  thence  S.  y^'-  '.'v'.,  80  chain-,  l 
stake  near  bank  of  LiLUan  River;  tlicnce  S.  5  i  E.,  So  ciiains,  t'.)  place  o'.  i  ^' 
ginning  ;  containing  640  acres  of  land.  S)urveyed  by  .Martin  E.  AEhich 
Dec.  4,  iSyt."    The  fust  meeling  was  held  at  tlie  oOice  of  Bennett  F 
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Brown  on  the  evening  of  March  4.  1872,  for  the  purpose  of  cOi'iiplelin::^  the 
organization  of  the  incorporation.  D.  H.  ScofiejrJ  was  the  first  president; 
Sefh  Strickland,  Orrin  A.  Cross,  and  George  E.  l\ir.ker,  trustees;  Asa  E. 
Macornber,  clerk  ;  and  James  Birr,  street  commissioner.  At  the  second 
meeting,  March  22,  1872,  the  bydaws  v/ere  adopted  and  approved.  Tlie  vil- 
lage issituated  on  Indian  River,  and  is  a  station  on  the  R,,  W.  &  O.  and  Utica 
<^  Black  River  railroads,  iS  miles  fiom  Watertown,  182  from  Albany,  and 
224  from  New  York.  It  has  telephone,  telegraph,  and  American  Express 
offices,  a  state  bank,  a  weekly  newspaper,  three  churches  (Baptist,  Congie- 
gational,  and  Methodist),  a  graded  school,  two  hotels,  tv/o  general  stores,  one 
music  store,  a  drug  store,  dry  goods  and  clothing  store,  variety  store,  jewelry 
store,  tvvo  boot  and  shoe  stores,  hardware  store,  a  general  and  drug  store,  two 
furniture  stores,  three  stove  and  tinware  stores,  two  grist-mills,  one  tannery, 
two  groceries,  a  drug  and  grocery  store;  a  bakery  and  restaurant,  two  black- 
smith shops,  a  sash,  door,  and  blind  factory,  a  mieat  market,  marble  dealer, 
livery  stable,  harnessmaker,  two  millinery  shops,  two  barber  shops,  tvro  shoe- 
makers, and  about  i,ooo  inhabiianis.  The  poslofhce  v/ds  establisiicd  at 
Philadelphia  in  1822,  with  Edmund  Tucker  as  postmaster,  under  whom  the 
office  v.'as  located  in  his  brick  house  at  the  north  end  of  the  settlement,  the 
present  res'dence  of  George  E,  Tucker. 

Sterling  villi:  is  a  post  village  and  station  on  the  R.,  W.  O.  Railroad, 
in  the  southern  part  of  the  towTi,  on  Black  Creek.  It  is  22  miles  from 
Watertown,  1 79  from  Albany,  and  321  frotn  New  York.  It  contains  an 
American  E.x:p:ess  office,  two  stores,  one  grocery,  two  blacksmith  siiop.^,  one 
saw-mill,  one  hotel,  two  churches  (Roman  , Catholic  and  union),  and  about 
40  dwellin.irs.  The  postotfice  at  Steriingville  was  established  in  1839,  George 
Walton  being  the  first  postmaster. 

In  1S50  a  pj^^tuitk  e  was  establish  id  at  AViiu  ne^'^  Cornlks,  on  the  Evans 
Mills  and  Ox  Bow  plank  road,  in  the  west  })art  of  tlie  town.  T!ie  fir>.t  post- 
master was  Carey  Z.  Ivldy,  who  served  one  year,  when  he  was  succeede-l  by 
W,  M.  Whiitney.  This  ofhce  was  discontinued  soon  after  the  opening  of  the 
railroad. 

Pogeland,  on  the  Antwerp  and  S:ei lingville  plank  road,  was  established  as 
a  postoftice  in  1S52,  with  Daniel  Smitli,  postmaster.  Mr.  Smith  soon  after 
died,  and  the  ci'hce  was  discontinued  for  a  short  time,  when  it  was  reestab- 
lished, with  Theodore  Cane  as  postmaster.  The  ofhce  was  finally  abolished 
about  J  85 5. 

7]'':e  Bank  of  PJiiLidcIpIiia  was  organized  under  th.e  general  baUiliing  law, 
March  12,  1888,  with  a  capital  of  $25,000.  The  present  ofticers  of  the  l>ank 
are  Daniel  H.  Scofield,  presit'enl  ;  William  Roberts,  vice-j:)resident  ;  Fl.  O. 
Gaidner,  cashier;  W.  A.  M:i:  hwi:.'.;.  as;istant  cas!iier  and  book-keeper. 

William  Rohcrts  s  hn/ibt  r  ).nil>'s,  at  p!uladeli)hia  village,  were  c\-t  il: ' .  hed  by 
the  preserit  proprieUvr  in  1882.  Tliev  consist  of  two  saw-milis,  a  planing  and 
shingle-mill,  arid  lath-mill.    They  are  run  by  watei-[)ower  and  two  6o-horse- 
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power  sieam  engines,  give  employment  to  70  men,  and  manufacture  abo-it 
10,000,000  feet  of  lumber  annually. 

Josepli  Essifigicot s  saw-niill,  at  Sterling vi lie,  was  bought  by  the  prescui 
proprietor  in  iSSo.  It  is  operated  by  water-power  furni.sl]ed  by  Blavck  Creek, 
and  has  the  capacity  of  cutting  about  800,000  feet  of  lumber  annually. 

The  Philadelphia  cheese  factory,  on  road  19,'  corner  of  Sand  street,  near 
the  bridge  at  Black  River,  is  owned  by  William  S.  Keyes.  It  has  a  patron- 
age of  about  450  cows. 

The  lands  composing  the  present  town  of  Philadelphia  were  inclu'ied  in 
Le  Ray's  purchase  of  January  4,  1800.  On  February  16,  1804,  Le  Rr.y 
"entered  into  an  agreement  with  a  company  composed  of  Abraham  Stock- 
ton and  Charles  Ellis,  of  Burlinston,  N".  J.  (then  Le  Ray's  place  of  residence), 
and  Mordecai  Taylor,  l^homas  Townsend,  John  Townsend,  Robert  Comfort, 
Cadv/allader  Child,  Moses  Comfort,  Israel  Knight,  Benjamin  Rowland,  David 
Evans,  John  Tones,  and  ja.son  Merrick,  of  the  counties  of  Philadelphi:3,  Mont- 
gomery, and  Bucks,  in  Pennsylvania, — all  of  wliom,  save  the  last  named, 
were  Quakers, — to  sell  them.  16  lots  (7,040  acres)  at  the  rate  of  $3  per  acre, 
payable  in  five  installments,  with  six  per  cent,  annual  in.terest,  and  to  per 
cent,  was  to  be  discounted  for  cash.  In  consideration  of  the  sale  they  were 
also  to  receive,  as  a  gift  from  Le  Ray,  a  central  lot  (440  acres)  '  for  the  pro- 
motion of  religion  and  learning  ;  that  is  to  say,  for  the  purpo.se  of  erectini; 
thereon  and  supporting  a  meeting-house  for  the  society  of  people  called 
Quakers,  and  a  school  or  schools  for  the  education  of  children  m  useful  learii- 
ing,  to  be  under  the  care  and  direction  of  said  society,  and  of  a  monthly 
meeting  of  said  people,  when  such  meeting  sh-all  be  there  establislied.'  It  was 
stipulated  tlint  these  lands  should  be  of  a  quality  equal  to  the  four  lots  Nos. 
629,  630,  63  r,  ar.d  632,  near  Le  Raysville,  which  had  been  purchased  the  pre- 
vious year  by  Joseph  Child,  Sr.,  arid  iMoses  Comfort,  v;hose  favorable 
accounts  of  the  advantages  of  the  section  in  soil  and  climate  had  brought 
about  the  present  purchase.  In  case  tliese  lands  should  not,  in  the  opin- 
ion of  Richard  Coxe,  Jacob  Brown,  and  Jonas  Smith,  jtrove  equal  to  tii'jse 
named  an  additioinal  quantity  should  be  given  to  make  good  the  deficiency. 
The  seller  also  agreed  to  make  a  wagon  road  from  the  St.  Lawrence  River, 
runnirig  through  the  conveyed  tract  to  the  post- road  at  Champion,  before 
the  fust  of  the  following  December.  The  purchasers  were  required  to  agree 
on  a  division  of  the  lots  among  themselves  before  the  2  5tli  of  the  next  Aj<ril. 
This  being  done  the  lar.ds  were  conve}ed  to  them  by  deed  from  Le  P.a}  in 
NLay,  1804. 

I'he  central  lot,  donated  for  religious  and  educational  purposes,  was  xVo. 
6ri,  embracing  the  present  village  of  Piiiladelph.ia,  ai~id  all  the  wnter-jiov-'cr 
of  the  river  ..X  tliat  p'.rint.  The  lots  sold  v.-cre  N'os.  539,  540,  342,  3.13.  ;  v  . 
576,  S7S,  579.  ^43.  «^44.  646,  647,  674,  675.  677,  and  67S.  Li^;!.!  1  ^ 
were  reserved  by  the  proprietor,  viz.:  No;;.  541,  577,  609,  610,  612,  613, 
645,  and  676.     All  th-e  above  named  lots,  25  in  tuirnber,  together  formed  a 
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rectangular  tract  fjve  lots  in  length,  and  the  same  uaniber  in  width,  of  which 
tract  lot  611  v/as  the  exact  territorial  center;  the  cons-eyed  lots  lying  in 
four  blocks  of  four  lots  each,  one  in  each  of  the  four  corners  of  the  tract, 
while  the  reserved  lots  lay  between  these  in  tl^e  form  of  a  cross. 

'•All  that  is  now  the  town  of  Philadelphia  was  at  that  time  a  wilderness,  in 
which  no  blow  of  white  tnan's  axe  had  been  struck,  except  by  the  surveying 
parties  of  Brodhead  :  and  it  was  to  explore  this  and  to  examine  their  pur- 
chase that  Cadwallader  Child  and  Mordecai  Taylor  started  northward  in 
May,  1804.  In  their  company  came  Samuel  Evaiis,  who  had  visited  Le 
Raysviile  and  vicinity  in  1803.  On  leaving  Alban)  they  traveled  on  horse- 
back to  Brownville  for  a  conference  v/ith  Jacob  Brown  in  reference  to  pro- 
jected roads,  after  vrhich,  early  in  June,  Mr.  Child,  with  Michael  Coffeen, 
Solomon  Paikei,  Robert  Sixbury,  the  hunter,  ajid  another  assistant,  but  with- 
out Mr.  Taylor  and  iMr.  Evans,  vvho  remained  at  Brovv'nvilU  ,  ret  out  for  Le 
Raysviile  to  follo'A'  Brodhead's  marked  lot-lines  towards  his  objecti^'e  point, 
lot  6ri.  He  struck  it  at  the  south  corner,  then  followed  down  Black.  Creek 
to  its  junction  with  Indian  River,  and  down  the  latter  to  the  falls,  wliere  )iis 
party  made  a  halt  and  built  a  rude  cabin  as  a  base  of  operations,  near  the 
spot  where  the  Philadelphia  flour- mill  now  stands.  From  here  he  soon  pro- 
ceeded to  explore  and  survey  a  route  for  a  road  to  the  St.  Lawrence,  which 
he  reached  at  a  point  above  Alexandria  Bay,  and,  passing  down  the  river, 
noted  the  advantages  of  that  place  as  an  eligible  site  for  a  settlement,  and  for 
the  river  terminus  of  the  pro])ored  road."  Returning  to  lot  61  r  lie  pro- 
ceeded thence  to  continue  his  road  survey  to  the  great  bend  of  Biark  River, 
after  which  he  l^egan  a  clearing  on  h's  lot  No. ,644,  described  in  his  biographi- 
cal sketch  furtljer  on. 

Tov/ards  the  end  of  the  sanic  year  John  Petty,  who  had  settled  in  1802  or  ~ 
1803,  in  the  present  town  of  Le  Ray,  removed  tlience  witli  his  family  to  lot 
'672  in  Philadelph.ia,  he  thus  being  the  hrst  actual  settler  in  the  town,  and  the 
only  one  who  remained  through  the  v>'inter  of  iSo.i  -05.  The  land  had  been 
purchased  by  him  in  1S03,  and  was  afterwards  embraced  in  the  farm  of  John 
T.  Strickland,  at  Strickland's  Corners,  near  Slerlingville.  l^aniel  Coffeen 
corrimenced  improveu.ients  on  a  tract  adjoining  or  near  Betty's  during  the 
same  fal!,  removing  upon  it  ear^y  the  following  year. 

"  On  the  fust  of  February.  1S05,  a  meeting  of  the  persons  wlio  liad  been 
nam.ed  as  trustees  of  the  central  lot  was  held  at  the  house  of  Israel  Rnight, 
in  Pennsylvania,  at  which  rneetir.g  it  was  agreed  and  directed  '  that  a  part  of 
the  said  tract  be  laid  out  in  lots  of  10  acres  each,  and  that  asiy  person,  or 
persons,  on  condition  of  settling  or  clearing  the  same,  and  buildiiig  a  log  or 
frame  house  of  iS  feet  square  on  each  of  the  lots  w-ithin  the  term  of  four 
years,  sh.all  be  entitled  to  th.:  s3id  lot  for  tlu:  term  of  10  years  as  a 
compensation  for  their  ini[;rt; v  ccu  j.its ;  a  id  it  is  likewise  aijreed  tliat 
the  whole  transaction  of  the  business  relative  to  tiie  aforementioned  tract 
he  intrusted  with   Robert   Comfort,  CadwDllader  Chihl,  Tho)nas  Town- 
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send,  John  Townsend,  and  Jason  I\Ierrick,  who  are  to  act  for  and  ot)  bcha'U' 
of  the  whole.'  And  it  was  especially  agreed  that  Thomas  and  John  I'owi;. 
sent!  sliOuld  have  the  use  for  20  years,  rent  free,  of  a  tract  of  15  or  20  acres, 
sufiicient  to  cover  the  falls  of  the  Indian  River,  3.nd  for  the  erection  of  tiic 
necessary  buildings,  upon  tiie  condition  that  they  should  erect  thereon  a  rniri 
for  the  general  benefit  of  the  prospective  village  and  surrounding  country. 

"In  the  spring  of  1S05  the  Townsends  arrived  upon  the  lot,  {prepared  to 
commence  operations.  With  them  came  Robert  Comfort,  Josiah  Waitcn. 
Thomas  Coxe,  Benjamin  Gilbert,  Thomas  Gilbert,  and  Daniel  Robert;-. 
Walton  and  the  two  Gilberts  were  in  the  em.ploy  of  the  Townsends,  as  v.-enj. 
also  Warren  Foster  and  his  brother  Andrew,  who  had  arrived  about  the  snuK- 
time.  \Vith  this  force  they  set  to  work,  made  a  clearing  at  the  bite  of  the 
proposed  mill,  built  a  dwelling  house  on  this  clearing,  conniienced  work  on 
the  dam,  and  built  a  bridge  across  the  river,  some  20  rods  below  where  it  is 
now  spanned  by  the  iron  bridges.  During  the  summer  and  fall  they  com- 
pleted the  saw-mill  and  grist  mill, — both  beiiig  under  tlie  same  roof, — and 
also  buili  a  log  house  for  John  Townsend,  nearly  where  the  Eagle  Hotel  now 
stands.  The  millwright  employed  in  the  construction  of  the  mills  was  James 
Parker.  The  grist-mill  liad  one  run  of  stones,  manufactured  from  stone 
quarried  in  the  vicinity. 

Robert  Comfort  built  a  log  house  on  the  bank  of  Indian  River  near  the 
easterly  end  of  Townsend 's  bridge,  and  this  he  opened  as  a  house  of  enter- 
tain nient, — the  first  public  house  in  the  town, — which  he  kept  until  1807, 
Josiah  Walton  purchased  on  the  reserved  lot  No.  645,  upon  which  lie  em- 
ployed John  Mover  and  John  Coffeen.  of  Le-  Pv-ay,  to  mak'e  a  clearing  at  a 
point  near  the  north  corner  of  the  Curtis  farm,  and  upon  this  clearing  Cad- 
wallader  Child  sov/ed  wheat  the  same  fall  (1S05).  Another  yriece  of  v/heal 
v.'as  put  in  by  John  To\vnsend,  and  it  is  not  known  which  of  tiiese  two  Vv'ere 
first  sown,  but  Mr.  Child's  was  th.e  first  //(7nc'tsfca  m  town  (July,  i8c6).  Mr. 
Child,  in  addition  to  his  440,  took  eight  acres  in  the  center  lot,  upon  the  rise 
of  ground  embracing  the  spot  where  the  ])Ostoffice  now  stands.  Upon  tliis 
he  caused  a  clearing  to  be  made  and  a  house  of  hewed  logs  to  be  erected  in 
the  spring  and  summer  of  1805,  intending  to  make  tin's  liis  residence;  but 
his  plans  were  soon  after  changed,  and  he  sold  the  improvement  to  Silas 
Walton.  Tiie  bl'^ck-house  which  he  (Child)  had  built  was  sold  to  Thomas 
Townsend,  who  removed  and  reerected  it  1][>on  a  spot  now  directly  in  front 
of  the  residience  of  George  E.  Tucker.  To  this  he  moved  his  family  early  in 
the  following  year.  Upon  the  improvement  |)urchased  from  Mr.  Child  by 
Silas  WaUor-t  the  latter  erected  a  sniail  buikling  from  lumijer  cut  by  the 
Townsend  mill.  It  was  the  first  franve  building  in  tov  n,  and  stood  near  the 
spot  no-.v  occupied  by  the  store  of  ?>Iauin  V..  Aldric:)  vv  Son.  John  Town- 
send  moved  his  f.i.mily  in  the  same  autumn,  and  these,  v/ith  the  fanjily  of 
Rob-jit  Couifort,  \Valton,  .llobcits.  and  the  n)cn  in  tlie  employ  of  tlie  Town- 
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
